weather, and the roads being for feme time rendered impjflable in 
that part of Scotland, the virit was prevented reaching the place of 
its dcAination at the pn)pcr time, 

W. DUNDAS, willing to give full time f(T information 
on this head, poflponed the faither conlidt. ration of the matter until 
tfiat day fortnight. 

General SMITH adverted to the menu'* * d rcfpevSling the officers

Mr. Scerttirv DOTI) \S icpc ated what he f.'Id on a former day 
upon this fubj -cL J fe f.iid, that hv the Kings command he laid 
the memorial bcft'ic Lord Cornwallis, who made his report, this 
report was laid bchirc the Court of Dircdlors, and tlicy did not ip- 
prove of the report. He adiuittcd that the oflkers in India hiDoiiud 
under iptolerablc grievances, i»n i ccitainlj oiiglit to be rcdiclLd. 
What mode of re hefs was the heft was a queftion whieh he w(>iild 
not now attempt to difeuL. The Court of Dirertors were now 
forming a plan — perhaps the officers might not think the plan fa- 
'VOurahlc to them \ but he fliould act wdth the fame fentiments as 
he" had ever adlcd for tlicfc officers ; and he w'as confident that they 
had not the fmallcll idea of any tiling iinfuvouiablc towards them on 
hia part. 

* ' Mr. WILBERFORCE began with obferving, that as thefub* 
on which he w^as about toaddrefs the Houfe, was one on vvluch 
been ncccffary for him formerly to occup) fo much of their 
and with which they w’crc fo fully acquainted, it would not be 
.flfoeilhry for him, on the prefent occafion, to enter into any long 
dtibuffion* 1 1 was, indeed the Icfs nrceffary, bccaufc the motion 
'ifkh which he fbould conclude was no more than the proper confe* 
of their owm refolution of the year 1792, that the flavc 
ifaould be aboliChed on the ift of Januaiy, 1796.’' He 
ymid therefore fet out with deflring that this refolution might be 
hy the clerk ; and it was read accordingly. 

was tiieir refolution in the year 1792 ; without defeend- 
particulars, h« would Hate in general the grounds of tint 
and tlic circumOances under w^hich the Houfe had come 
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to it ; after which he would inquire whether any thing had Ante 
paffed, dr now cxifted, which ought to induce ^them to thange 
their opinion. ^ 

It would be remembered that thi<? great biifinefs was firft broiigjU 
before Parliament as long ago as the year 1788. A laborious i A- 
veftigation of the fubjee^ in all its parts w. is profccutcd with great di- 
ligence by the Privy Council, w'lu^fc volumitvuis Rcixirt was after- 
wards laid on the table of the Houfe, and tiirniflicd the grounds 
‘ of a filing ('f icfolutions which he moved in the year 1789, as the 
balls of his propoftxl mcafuic of aboliiii'ii. The paitics who con- 
ceived themfelvcs intcrefted againft the qucllion, defired, liowcvfier, 
Co lx heard *at the bar, and accordingly .in inquiry was entered into, 
and orn ried onathrd in a Connniitco of the whole Honfe, and af- 
terwards, for the fikc of diTpatch, in a Conxmittec above Aairs, 
which was not closed rill the S] ling of 1791. He thin brought 
fi^iw.nd his motion for imniediatc alxilirion, but was not fo fortunate 
as to find a m ijon’y <if the Houfe concurring with him in opinion. 
Agiin, he lubniilicd the queOion to tluni in the following year, 
wlun he was jroie fuictfsfiil, though not to llie e\tcnt of his own 
wjlhcs. It was then the Houfe had come to the refolution which 
had bit n latch read fo them. 'I he guiuiuls on wliich it icfled w’crc 
a ell n 'ind iinivcrfal conviction, tint it had been irnfiagably proved 
tint tlx fl<ivc trade was a hftem ot incurabh injufticc and cruelty ; 
that it was the occafion of frequent and Lloidy waisamongft the 
natives of Afiica, for the fake of making prifoners, by the fale of 
whom tl.cv naglit obtain European commodities; that it occafioiKSd 
innumerable aiMs of depredation both by blacks and whites ; th^it 
it armed the Chieftains not only againft the ncigiihouiing Chicfcaiii$^ 
but agiinfi their own pcojdc, of whom they were the natural guaf- 
dians , that rlie adrninidrarion of jullicc w'as turned into an engine 
for tin* piooniing of Haws ; tJiat it w«is a f)fl:tn» fupported 
out by fi.uid and nu anntfs, to the coriupti'>A of eveiy moial priA- 
ci| Ic, and the dilTufion of every /ia;cits of vice and debauebery ; 
that thus it had been the hateful means of bariing out from a great 
continent the bltflmg-* of civilisation and focial iirprovement, arid 
tile light of religious truth, and of keeping it in a Hate of barbarism 
and mifery ; and all tJiis, when there wis cver)^ rcafon to believe 
that the natives of Africa were not, according to tlic opinion orjfe 
fliamelefsly avow’cd, but now univci Tally exploded, an inferior rtfec 
of beings, but that they were men like ourRlvcs, by no means 
con<l to the Euro[>cans in the faculties ©f thc^underflanding, or the ^ 
feelings of the heart. Such, obferved Mr. Wilbcrforce, w'ercthc 
^rcat fundamental propofitions eftablinicd anebafled up on in tbeyeSUr 
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1792, to which he might add the effects pf the flavc trade on our 
marine^ which, from the raufter-rolls produced by his "opponents 
themfelves, was proved to lofe more fcamen in this trade than in all 
the other trades of the kingdom put together. Thcfc pmpolitions. 
Jet it be obferved, were not crude or hafty opinions ; the Houfc had 
come to them, after long and clofe inquiry, upon much deliberation, 
ahd the fulleft difeuffion ^ and they who did not agree with him in 
his conclufions, (he alluded particularly to his right honourable 
fnends, Mr, Dundas and the Speaker) could not but admit thcT 
juftnefs of his premifes ; they called ili*' Have trade the torment ot 
Africa, and afcribcd to it all thofe charai?.rrs of wickednefs and 
cruelty with which it had been charged by himfelf. 

A^inftall this, however, it was urged, that it would be in the)/ 
higheA degreo^injurious to the Wcft-India iflands Co abolifli it im- 
skiediately ; and the rcafon chiefly infifted on, was, that the num- 
ber of female (laves was confidcrably inferior to that of the males, 
.and that therefore the numbers could not be kept up without im- 
portations from Africa. He himfelf had contended, firft, that the 
inequality fo (hted did not cxift y and fecondly, if it did, there 
were abundant proofs from experience, many of which he fpccificd, 
that the human race had not only kept up, 'but had increafed, its 
numbers, where the inequality had been as great, and wlicrc, in 
various particulars which he then dated, they had been in far more 
Un&vourable circumibnccs. On thefe, and other grounds, he had 
given it as his decided opinion, that the Weft Indies wx‘re in no 
Vrantof farther importation from Africa, which was illuftrated and 
oonfirmed by accounts produced by themfelves of their progrelRvc 
jgopulation ; and on the whole, that as the abolition was indifpen- 
iable, on every principle of jufticeand humanity, fo it was power- 
d^ly recommended by confiderations of the truft policy. This mutt 
not be regarded as the prejudice of one who might be naturally fup- 
pofed partial in a caufchc had fo much at heart. It was the deli- 
berate and decided judgement of the ablcft men in that Houfe, to 
Vhofc opinions gentlemen were nfed to bow with the moft defe- 
ftfKC, and who in that fentiment entirely and avowedly concurred. 
The Houfe, however, could not be brought to yield to their au- 
thority ; they therefore named the ift of January, 1796, as the 
period c^^^lition, in order that the planters might in the interim 
themfelves with fuch a number a (laves, particularly with fe- 
j 09 leS| as , might pqt beyond all doubt die polTibility of their keeping 
tg) their numbers without importation from Africa. 

4 Su^h, Mr. WilbSrforcc faid, was the footing on which the bu- 
was left in ^e^year 1792, and he now called upon them , 
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set rp' n .'be rofoliition to wh*ch they had then corT'C, and which 
VvV'- r. ' I V tiK* i'ul*r\ancc of the bill which he was now about tq move 
fr./ *e,ivc to bring hu This he had aright to require of them, un- 
leis if O'uhi fct (hewn that (ftrangc as it might feem) the Have trade 
was not chargeable witli thofc evils which it had been Aatcd 
to pioduce in Africa, or unlefs it could be made out that the argu- 
menfs on the ground of policy, had become fo much ftronger from 
the circumAances.of the prefent times, as that though continuing 
to be convinced of the reality of thofc evils, gendemen were never- 
thelefs to efteem them more than countervailed by thefc new poll- * 
tical confidcrations. In both thefe refpedts, the very reverie would 
^pear to be the faft : the wdekednefs and cruelty of the flave-trado 
^Rftcm had received, if poffiblc, ftill clearer and ftrongcr confirma- 
tion, and no man of common prudence and faimefs could deny, 
ihat without any thing to be fet on the other fide, it had now be- 
come altnoft indifpenfablc to the very cxiftcnce of our Weft- Indian 
poffeffions, to prevent all farther importation of flaves from -Ac 
continent of Africa. 

With regard to the firft of thefe particulars, much valuable in-' 
formation refpeding the flavc trade had been obtained from fome 
gentlemen in the foremoft fituations under the Sierra Leone Com- 
pany in y\frica, of whom it w^as not too much to affirm, that they 
were men eminent for found nefs of underftanding, coolnefs of tem- 
jTcr, and ftridnefs of veracity. They rc[)Ortcd feme things which . 
had fallen within ihcir own obfervation, others which had come to 
them on credible tefiimony ; the fum of their intelligence was^ that 
he and his friends had by no means exaggerated in their ftatement of 
the dreadful effeds of the Have trade on the continent of Afric'a.— • 
Inftances abounded of every fpecics of the enormities he had dc- 
feribed ; long and bloody wars, for the fake of making flaves,' 
ruined fettlcincnts, defidated villages, innumerable ads of indiid^ ‘ 
dual fraud and violence, both by negroes and Europeans ; 
forms of jufticc perverted ; crimes fabricated ; accufaiions multi- 
plied ; deadly tcuds and hereditary revenge perpetuated from genc-^ 
ration to generation ; that idle tale refuted, by which it had been 
fometimes attempted to vindicate the flavc trade, that the flaves, if \ 
not fold to the Europeans, w'ould be put to death rather than cm-, 
ployed in labour ; l)ut one circpmftance, ftill more ftriking anddc-- 
cifive, yet remained behind. It was, Mr. Wilbcrforcc obferved, 
a clear and fettled axionij, that the fea coaft of eveiy countiy was 
the firft civilized, wdiencc civilization gradually had been found to . 
infinuate iifelf into the interior country. ' fiuWtwo of the princtpfld* 
fervants of ihc Sierra Lecn^c Comjwny, travelling three hund^

miles from the fca eoafl, where the face of an European had never 
been feen before, found a ftatc of focicty advanced (feme centuries 
hehadalmoft feid) beyonvl what they had left it on the coaft, where, 
for three hundred years, they had been in habits of commercial* 
connection and conftant intercourfc with the European nations.— 
Wa* it poffible for any thing to prove more dcclli\cly what he had ^ 
affirmed^ that it was tlic effed of this dctcftablc traffic, revcrCng 
all the common effeds of commerce, to obftrud inflead of forward- 
ing the progrefs of know ledge, end to darken and to barbarize, in- 
ftead of diffuling the light of trurii, anti the bleffings of moral and 
fecial improvement ; the European Grangers there found a city, 
containing feven thoufand inhabitants ; they were alio received w'ith / 
the utmoft kindnefs and hofpitality ; and the great men cx)nfcffil|P 
that wars w^rc carried on for the profelfcd pnrpofe of making Havel, 
who paffing from hand to hand, were lent down to the coaft to Ifc 
c^cchangcd for luiropcan commodities, declared, that if they could 
obtain ti\cfc commodities by any Icfe definitive and more innocent 
expedient, they Hiould gladly avail tliomfclvcs of the opportunity. 
No one, therefore, could now be hardy enough to deny what, before 
ft) plainly proved, had now’ received additi(»nal ct'nfirnriation, that 
the (lave trade was a fyfiein big wi'h wieVednefs and cri-clty. 

As to what regarded the cxjicdicnev of an ah liiion in tlic pre- 
fent moment, li., need n(>t detain the Home long. Eirft, no one 
ctnild deny, that by the importation of tlic laU four years, the in- 
equality of the fexes was now at lead done away, admitting it, for 
thi^lakeof argument only, to have exilled to the full extent of tlicir 
adverfaries* ftatements \ thus the great ground on w'hieh tb.e necef- 
Iky of imp)rtatiuns had been reibed, was now taken away. But 
the confidcration which wciglied by far the moft Ihongly in his 
mind, was that of the extreme danger, in tlic prefent ftatc of our 
►Weft-Indiii poiVeffion^, of incrcafing in our cc^lonics the numl crs of 
that very defeription of negroes wdio were univerfally allowed to be 
the moft prone to infurre<iHon. Mr. Wilbcrforcc dwelt upon what 
French had done in Guadaloupc, an iftnul containing 8c,ooo 
Saves, where negr<x:s had bcci. difcipline^ and trained to tiic ule of 
arms, and had ferved w ith fuccefs againft a Britifli fort. 1 he po- 
licy of the French was not calculated, indeed, to render the iflands : 
valuable to thernfclves, but dreadfully fitted for ihcpurpofc of ren- 
dering them dangerous ix)fl‘effions to us. Who was there prefent, ^ 
who could lay his hand upon his heart, and not confefs, that for 
the fafety of the illands, and tlie happinefs of mankind, it would 
liave been w’ell if his motion for immediate abolition had pnlTed in 
the ycfir 1792, in w'hich cafe there would have been in all tli<^ 
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* iflands above 100,000 fewer of thofe very n^groca, whoaiensM: 

^ raoft juftly th« objects of terror and alarm ; and when die ineqt^ 
lity between the whites and blacks was already fo extremely, greats 
what better name did it deferve than downright infatuation, to bs 
fo folicitous to increafe the difproportion, and bring fre(hcombu(Hbli9' 
.where every thing was already prepared for an explofion ? Evciy 
fhip-ful of negroes wdiich came from Africa, either dirc< 91 y addndr 
to the force of our enemy, if carried into tlie French iflands, 
added to it indiredtly, and perhaps ftill more dangeroufly» by in- 
creafing the number of the difaffeiSted, if brought into our own.-*— 
For his own part, he folemnly protefted againfl the farther extenfioit ' 
of this fyftem, which threatened to render thofe ixjpulous colonk^ 
univerfal fccne of carnage and dcfolation ; nor was it only as x 
man interefted for the welfare of the Weft Indies, and the prevcfts* 
tion of fuch accumulated mifery, that he was bound to ftop,'thoi^' 
perhaps t(x> late, the gnawing progrefs of this evil. As a Membet 
of the Britifh Parliament, on whom it was peculiarly incumbent to 
take care that the bl<X)d and treafure of this country were not watii- 
tonly facrificed, he was ftrongly urged to the fame line of condti£I«> 
It was but too well known how fatal the climate of the Weft Incfics 
had proved to our foldiery ; in proportion as the danger of internab 
commotions in the iflands fhould increafe, it w’ould be requifite to 
bring over incrcafitjg numbers of European troops, to guard alil^e 
againft the foreign, and the ftill more formidable internal, enemy*. 
There was no faying to what extent their ncccfliry might increafe, 
and all m'.’ifnry men who had ever been in that climate, knew the 
ciifadvant.agcs under which our people contended with negroes, 
wlicn what was death to the one was no more than moderate 
eife to the other. Let us fairlv afle ourfclves, could or would this 
country^ bear this inedfant and continually increafiiig drain ? But 
tijis was a topic lie had rather leave to gentlemens own fobercon-^* 
fidcratlon, than enlarge on it any farther. 

He now begged leave to view the matter in another lights and 
ferioufly to alk every well-wiftier to his country, if this were not a 
period, when we ought to be particularly on our guard not to difpa^ 
and degrade the charadler of Parliament ? What could be mom 
likely to produce this effect, and that too in the cafe of the molb 
thoughtful and virtuous clafs of the community, than after folemnly * 
j^nouncing this fcandalous trade, and confelfing ovirfclvcs folly 
convinced of its irrevocable wickednefs and cruelty, that we (houjkl 
now return to it again, on a plea of inlereft, a plea, to fay theleaft^ 
fo doubtful, that the ablcft men in that HouTe W'<?rc convinced 


^nly that it could not be nude out, but tliat die very reverfe htd b^qr 
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fully proved, to the fatisfaflion of every impartial and intelligent 
inquirer ; nor could he forbear conjuring thcHoufe ftyiou/ly to re- 
flect that this country was now in circumft?ncesr of difticulty and 
danger, in which every man v. ho did not difclaim all notions of re-, 
ligion, muft feel felicitous rather to conciliate the favour, than 
provoke the indignation, of the Supreme Being. If ever there was 
a national fin, the flave trade furcly was of that defeription ; and 
what could it appear but folcmn mockery, to take our (hare in the 
folcmnitics of a general faft day, and almoft at the very moment 
in which we had the language of luimilijtion and penitence in our 
mouths, to cling with fuch carnefinefs to a fyitnn of greater wicked- 
nefs and cruelty than had ever infultcd the forbearance of Heaven, j 
He enlarged fomewhat farther on this topic, and concluded wifc/ 
obferving, that he fcarccly knew how any man of enlarged benevo- 
lence durft pray for the profperity of his own country, if its conti- 
nuance was at the fame time to countenance and cllabiirh a fyflem 
fo fatal to the intereft and happinefs of perhaps a tliird part of the 
habitable globe. 

Mr. W. SMITH feconded the motion. 

Mr. BARHAM faid, that as to theobjedof Mr. Wilbcrforcc’s 
motion, on the grounds of morality and j lift ice, he perfedily coin- 
cided in opinion with that honourable gentleman ; and certainly 
Ihould wifti to abolifli the Have trade, if it could be done confift- 
cntly with found policy and the real intcrefts of the country, with- 
out hazard or danger. Local conftdcrations, however, induced 
him to confiJer the means pro|X)fed by the honourable mover as in 
no degree calculated to produce the dclired cfTcdl ; he fhould wilh 
the Houfe to confider w'hat were the fentiments of thofc who w ere 
to carry into execution the mode propofed. He very w-ell knew 
that the Weft- India planters, wlio were the perfons that of neceflity 
muft carry the plan into execution, were generally of opinion, that 
it involved in it their complete ruin. If, as he was convinced was 
the cafe, they did thus conceive that the deftrudlion of their inte- 
refts was thi; ncccffarj' confcqucnce of the mcafure, h(;v/ was it con- 
fident with rcafon that it could ever be carried into execution? 
Thofe very perfons, w'ho felt their intereft fo materially concerned, 
were the perfons, who were not only to be tlic informers, but the- 
judges and jur}' of every breach of this law', if it were ever to be 
pailed into a law. The proprietors of plantations, without mean- 
ing to caft any reflexion on them, could not be fuppofed to be fo 
much above human nature, ffnee they were men, as to be enabled 
to z& in contradi£Hon to all the propr nfitics and paflions of mankind 
in general ; it therefore could not be cxpedlcd tltat they would in-

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form againft ihcmfolvcs; that they wou^J impirtl ally judge and 
convkM tlft infclvc^i in a prrint vvhe*-.?ri thc\ vvcre lb much intercftcd. 
This :jlan tlier :fore apptircd to him he nugatory. He 

vciy much wilhc ! tht» rcp^ul.itiun tnJ b-’cn proposed inftcad of pro- 
hibition ; ami he b'^’icved thai an<i cvoerif'uce juftify 

}iim in fiving, that rc.'iil'ition had '* aiuently been of great 
where abfolutc prohibition Ind ' of its end. As to the objec- 
tion which he I ad licard in that on a former occafion, that 

it wa^ highh improper, *n any manner wlnfovrr, to attempt to re- 
gulate iiijuidcc, and Jc^iliz^t m irdcr, lie niiiJl regard that as a merd 
flower ot clofjucnco and rhetorical floinilli ; for if tlie object’ of law 
. wx*r^pr.i 6 lical gof)d, it appealed U) him, that if it could be fhewn 
that pra^llcal good might be d(‘'Ivcil from the greatefi. crimes, even 
from murder irftlf, that in fih*h a c<ifc, a wife Ic^iflator w'ould be 
jiilhficd in regulatii^g that (dlbnai', inflcad of al>rolurclv prohibiting 
it. As to fpccularivc notions of heed »m, he admired freedom as 
much as any one, hut nobody could advance tint freedom might 
not be alienate<l : it was uniformly the fad tint Ir was fo alienated ; 
the day-labourer parted with his libcity for a flay — the domcfticonc^ 
for a year, and others for a longer period, in eonfi Icrarion of an 
adcciuatc rccompencf.* ; and he could not fee my limiiation to the 
principle, where the right of aliuntlon was once fairly obtained, 
and therefore could not difeover wl:y it might n it be fiir life. On 
every ground of policy and iutuxdh he difigrccd Vviih the honourable 
mover. lie indeed fliould he f»bligcd to any one w]if> would point 
out the means of carrying on the plantations wuhout llivx's, but he 
did not ftc tlic polTibility of it. He difag;ccd with him on his fadts, 
and the conclulions drawm from them ; for nothing, in his opinion*

the qucllion, he faid, he rliouglu it hU duty to latcrf^wiC when any 
matter not relevant to it was iiuroJuccd. 

The SPEAKER faivl, tint if Mr. Rnham meant to apply liitr 
I'bfervations to the qucllion, they were relevant. 

Mr. BARHAM procc, ded to ihtc, that he thought the datir 
gers in the Welt IiKtics were much incrcafcd by this dilcufllon* 
Tile French were instigating thc*flivcs to revolt and rebellion, and 
the mifrei)re!hnt:»tions whicli migl|r ho. made of wliat was faid lit 
that Houfe on the difcLiffion, were cakalated to produce the worft 
cffei^Is on the mlnvl> of clu negroes. Hcic he 10 the Con-r 
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duiSlof certain ofjiccrs in the Weft Indies, which, though ]».c him- 
fclf did not believe to be criinin.il, he willied that it might^be invef- 
tigated. Arv^ther argument which a|'»ueared to liiin a lirong one 
ag.iinll difcniVmg tlic fjueirhai at preilnt, \\r.s, that new the Have 
trade could fcaiccly be laid to cxiil ; for few pi-rfons would be found 
entcrprifmg enough to larzard rlreir pVvoperty in the trade when <»ur 
jiGlTeflums in the hlaivis hung by a very Hcntler thread ; tl'.erciore, 
no danger could aiifc from ri<*t p.ifiinr the act, while many dai'.gcrs 
accrued from difciilfing the qui ulon. faking as lie did tlic object 
in abfVract, but eonfidering the’ n -.ears v,> ha ' iidoiis, he was obliged 
to put liis negative on tiic queiiuai, and ihoiild m. vc, that the con- 
liderarioii of ir Hv uUl be deferred U* tiiis day U\ mondis. 

Mr, IkAS'l fiid, that aniting the various good qu'ilitics v.hieh 
Were jxdVeifed by tlie hiaioural !u inovs-r, his bcil friends, tic believed, 
were not incliuul to give linn credut tor much ilileieti(/n. It ap- 
pealed to him that no moii-in could be iraue iniiifcicct in vlic pre- 
-fcm cireumfianees, tlian the one brought toiward at prefent. If 
the French V' w gainiug ftrcngili in tlic Wl\\ Indies, ;uul were do- 
ing ail in their p-nwr U) inhig.ue the }la\es to rcl dii'. 'n ttnd re voir, 
it became the Houi'e to not with cicat caution, led by the difcuPioii 
of qucjiions fin ll.ir to rids, th* y di<i not inercafe the eifei^ of ilie 
efforts of tile td\nch. I r rr.e ll ivcs were predifpolld to rebel, to 
W’hom was tlie e<’ur.uy to !ot;k .is the authois and caui'es of lha.t 
alarming diff-ofitlcn ? Was it to te.e le rviurable mover, or his op- 
jxuvents r \V!io was it that liad iiieidcate*! that rlic negroes wi re in 
a ftatr ot grievous opprcilion r d'iie liunonrablc mover. \Vdio was 
it that had excited firong joah/uba and doubts in their minds, bv 
filling their imcghnti?‘ns with notions of grievanecs and wrongs!* 
7’hc honourable mover. Kvery fuccelTive difcuffion of this qiieliion 
had been produdiw <.f great imcafimfs, both to tlie planters and 
the flaves ; who h:ui cich o( tiicmbeen milled by tlie inaccurate re- 
pfefentation of wliat had. paffUi in the lloufe. He thouglit the ilif- 
cuflion ought to be dei’errcti to a pevicjd when tlie daitgcr would be 
pvxr, as at prefent there did not cxill the necediry of interfeiing, 
fince the condition of the flaves had b<'en materially meliorated. 
lAi^ith refpeCt to what lud been faid on the refolution of the Houfe, 
in the year he w'ifhed genrlemcn t(i recollect the manner in 

which it hail been palled : it wwa at a very late hour of the night, 
after the. original motion of the honourable mover h.ui been nega- 
^tived by a great majority, luid after Icveral other intermediate mo- 
tions for a fpeedier abolition had alfo been negatived. Several gen- 
had alfo been Ig^l to give) their vote for that refolution by a 
,ipiurr ot implied eom;^a<Sl, tltat by doing fo, they Ihould avoid the 
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inifchiof of having fo clingfTous a qiieflion agitated in the intcn^l ; 
and thcrctbrc chofc the leaft of two evils. Wliat, however, lud 
heen the conduct of the honourable mover? In dead of fulfilling the 
engagement, he had brought forward the queflion every feflion fince 
that pcri(xi. He conceived it jiropcr alfo to w fit the dccifion of the 
Lord.-., to whom that refolution had been fent, and from whom no 
return wlintcvcr hail been fent on the fubjeiT ; Isc could conceive uo 
rciifonfor their condiicd, oilier than the diHorcncc between tlic evi- 
dence otFcred to the one' Iloufc and the otlier. In the Houfe of 
I^ords all evidence mult he given on oath, which was not confident 
with the forms of the Houfe of Common.^, and he believed that this 
,matle a great altcrati'.>ri in the matter communicate J. With rcfpccf 
to the frcdi evidence produced, lie iL fired it might be confidered 
wliat the nature of that evitienee was. Tlu book to wliieh they had 
been referred was piihUiTicd cither under the atifpices of the honour- 
able gentleman or Jiis friends. Sotuc <;/”vleme!’i mulerfakc to fet 
up a colony in Africa, and they alFiciarc together fnr the exprefs 
purpofc of abulifliing the fla\e trade- 'ri\c infi^nn.ition was pro- 
foilcdly C(/llc<!dcvl bv r^rfons lent by gentlemen afia'ciated for this 
\ory p'irpofc. It t\:is .tliercforc to be expected, fjon; t!ic nature of 
man, that a deal ofjTcJudlcc and Ida?, mull he Tuixed with it, and 
then fore no groat credit onuht to be aiven b; it. 

Hce.vcvcr I'.ighly they mi:,hr as individuils Iv rcr^'cAcL and he 
ilid iii)t <i’oub«t hut as Invlividuals lliey w'cre of the l.iglu','! character, 
the b(x»k publifhc.d in thefe ciicnmdanccs mud e;idcndy appear to 
paS through a fnfp'cious clvinncl. He allowed, that with rerpt'dl to 
the difpr()i)ortion of fexes, wlilch ii.ulhctn occ dluned pardy by di- 
feriics incident to the climate, fo the remedy hid been adopted 
w’lloh gradually Introduced a fyitein of amt ticuaui'ii. Ke conclu- 
de<l bv agreeing with the pn'pof. l made hv his honourable friend 
wh.o fi^ioke hfi — That the firrher confulcrution of the qiicftion 
ihould be poidponcd for fix months. 

Mr. DK?^'r faid, he cxpccKd, when the honour.d.lc gentle- 
man bi ought forward liis moiion that day, that he would have 
been able to ftatc fomc new arguments in fupport of it, but was 
furprifed to find that nothing of that kind had been ofl'cicd; ai>d 
theurfore Ills opinion could not i^Mfibly he altcrcil on the fobjeCt ; 
which had ever bi\n, that the abolition of the Slave Trade was 
''e pnliy intjLul a!\d imprafticabic, an J that the queilion ought not 
ro i>c agltaJeJ at nil. He confbicrcd the piiblicatitms of the Sierra 
Leon.' Company as aflcrtior.s, and not proofs ; andtvarned the 
front wliat tiv: know rcfpci^ing Captain Knnhor’s cife, not to be led 
by afiortions. He tlK:n dillantly alluded to the eircumftancei

Mr. WHITERE/JJ fai.!, lie nuiuld have been afliamed ta 
trouble the Ifoufc on this qurloon, wiueU had been fo ofien agita- 
ted, and had been fupported on the piefju* cecahon, as cn all others, 
by fuch irrofiilible arguments on the p.irt oi ) is honourable friend 
( Mr. Wilberforcc ) ^ yet fincc, contrim^ to bis e\pc6lations, tlie 
motion had met with opponents on the prefent occasion, he could 
rot do ctherwife than lend his feeble eilorts to fupport fo momen- 
tous and important a meafiire. '^I'he gentlemen wiio had oppoled 
the motion had deprecated in the (tmngdl terms the difcuffion of the 
queflion ; lie was very glad it was not in their pmer to prevent it* 
being difoufli:d. Ife was dcu nsuned, for one, they fhould never 
have it in their power to present it, cxcepiing by the only way, by 
putting it to roll for ever in the only manner it ought to be put to 
refl, by the total abolition of that mofl alpminable and iniquitous 
traffic. He pledged himfclf moft folcmndy, tliat if no other perfon 
would Hand forth on the occafi(;n, he himfclf would every fcATion 
of Parliament, as long as he had :i feat in tlie Houfe, bring forw^aul 
the queftion till the great and gicric u.> (r.d they had in view was ac- 
complilhed. It was true that the condition of tin. Haves had been 
meliorated ; and it w’ns ccjually true that the caufe <d' that meliora- 
tion had been the difeuiit^n of the qurilion in that Houfe. Very far 
indeed w^as its agifadon from being likely to produce bad confequen- 
ces ; on the contrary, by bringing before the public, enormities which 
had been excercilcd on the poor wretched Haves by their mcrcilefs 
talk-maflers, the planters had been obliged to feel a fort of remorfo 
for their part actions, w'ldeh they did not experience, while they 
fuppofed the knowledge of their crimes h:ui bean confined to a nar- 
row compals j fo that, by f me rtgulatlons confiHcnt with hunririnity 
and juftice, they had attempted. to compenfate for thegrtjfs violation 
of thofc duties, previous to the dlfculion of the quclVu^n. It had 
been alferted, that the mcafurc w’ould be nugator)^ at prefent, beeaiifc 
the war had nearly annihilated the trade itfelf ; if this wx-re true, as 
he hoped it was, one natural confidcration offered iclclf inftanta-. 
nioufly to the mind. Every perfon, w ithout diHinc.lion of parry, 
during war, l<x)l^d forward to peace ; but how muft the joy, which 
^very one would experience in tlie re-cftabliftimcnt of peace, be 
{lamped by the rcHc^ion, that by fo happy an event all the honrors 
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in Africa would bfi renewed ; diat 3II the devaitatlon and iniquity, 
cx^rcilVd fuj the imfortunate ifthahirants of that devoted country, 
would he rcpcat^-d with accninvilatcd cnormiry- It ftioold be 
conhdcicd, ti nt the care of the Aln^ijdity Dirpt^fer of all things was 
nv>t rnc.cly conhned lo Euroi>f> but that his omnipotence and gt^xl- 
rivds ipie.rl irudf over A fin and Africa: and that if this 

country did not w ipe ..wny the foul ftain of iniquity which had pol- 
Inu'd it in this trailic, it was liable to a refponfibility unequrdlcd by 
an} ^vlfich tiiv? Iiuman mind could picture to itfelf. It had been re- 
com.ncndi d tv> the I ifuife to wait till the Lords had made their com- 
njuiiications to the Iljufc on die fahjed ; he was not furprifed that 
thi-!. (liould be recommended Iiy the friends to the Slave T rade ; for 
Tf I hey were to wait till that peiiod (he would not fay w'hcn, for 
no period could be idligned at which any rcaft nable expcflations 
could lie funned t!:at the L^-rds would tini fa tiieir examination of 
the buiinefs) he was afraid no got^d cndi ctuild be anfwered- He 
liad a jl.A'ci '' nt hi his hand, extradied horn the Journals of the 
Lr bv w'hic' itaivjcircd, that in three years they had rnly dc- 
vo'cd n days : * ihc cx'Mnin.ui'Mi of this, rnoft im|V}rtHnt fubjeiSV.

He oldtcled to the mt tiou a.s 
dcilruaive of ihe carmnetve and revenue of the cinintry ; mv, aS 
inconrilTcnt with that very himianity wliieh was die great plea of 
thofe who iavoiiK i it. 

Mr. WII.LIAM SMI'I H faid, that lie had attended with fomc 
ans:ictv to wliat had fillen from cveay ^v-'ntlemari ^^ho had fi^'-ken, 
but did n'Jt rLwaliect ro li;:ve licard any one n^nv aiv.ument »g»inli 
flic aboi i dun ; and nf>t b ing vlcnrous to fpend the tirbe of the 
iloiife in. endeavouring to ufute thofe \^h<.fc weaknels liul I ecu re- 
peatedly exjvjfed, iie Ihouidi have rcm.dned entirely fiient, Pi:t on 
^aceouiit of fo:nc cxprifljons v/i.ie!i h,id <!n>nt from an honoutable 
.Alderman liad juft f^okui. 'The honi^iruhlc Aide: man 
,j(Ncwnham) had not indeed dealt much in argriu-tit, nor was ihere 
j^ny njvclty in iholc IraJ nlld; but h. lad nnulo nj/rn'jm 
/u’w^ aiiif equally Tilioifnhing : fo ftrangc, indeed, as to 
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mark as [:^rcLit a ticficiency in memory, as he tliought fomc other 
piirtB of iits fpccc,4 did in judgement. He had aiiertcd immedintr 

aholition to be a new idea, never till lately avowcxl even by the ho- 
t'leur.ible inovei of the quefti^^n or his friends. Inftcad of which, 
it was impolTible that any gentleman in tlic iloufe, who Jvad paid 
tl^e hn.thV'd attention to the fuhjov^l, could fall to rccollc'fh that 
from its very carlied ihigc Immediate' iiboliLien of tlie Slave "f 'rjde^ 
without a moment’s iinnceLilhry delay, lud over been tlicLi* undil- 
jniifed o] jix^. ( Jrof'^, liowcver, as this midake was, he ima- 
giuiXi he could adign its caulc. Ti'.c enemies of this ir.eafurc Ind 
iiHiuUrioullv milreprefentcd rJic aholiiioniiis as infcnulng to eman- 
cipate tise negroes in the Inviie.-,, under tiie pretence of dc- 

ftriyin;:, t!\c Sla.vi' Tuide ; and the honourable Aldcnnan had fo 
U^ivr given ijito this idea, as at lait to Invc coniounded, in his own 
mind, their direct difivowal of an intention which they never en- 
tertained, (Ixeuufe they never confidered iJie ohjeeb as dcfirablc but 
in a gridu.d an.^ prc'^greflivc mode) with a fuppofed conccahucnt of 
lludc tlieir real objeeis, wiiich, on the eonnary, they had always 
deebued vlih the ufirou: poilibic public Uy. Mr Smith faid, he' 
\v;u mdun lhrpri/a;d to(.h‘cr\c, that an honourable gentleman (Mr. 
Barfjam) had app'-ared fiiii tr mix tliofc two ideas which it had been 
fo often endjavouixd to diiiinguilh ; for tlvat a very large part of 
liis f])eeeh was rather diredtd againfl: the difebjmed project of 
cuianei|uti(jn, and dier’’forc, indeed, it would have been the lefs 
nccelbiry to reply to his argumejils, ivad they been new. Wirii rc- 
fpA'cl to tiK* amelioiated licualion of tlie iiavcs in the Wclf indies, 
which aiu ther hc'toiirabdc g^iulcinan (Mr. Kaili had mciuhxieii 10 
miieh to lilt* prai<e of the colonilts, and which his luaiourable friend 
(Mr. VVlurlacadj l;:id aferibed fo the agitation of the quc.'hon in 
England, he intill fay thai, in his opinion, it was to that cireum- 
llaiice alone tliat tlicy owed every inercafe of their thll fo fcnnly 
comforts ; and rids niigiit be ahnoll dcmonftiatcd by an infpecdif.r^ 
of the colonitil law’s : fixan tiiciice it appeared, that previoully to 
the year i 7S7 fenrecly a' ftacute for the [a'r.ieiHlon of flaves cxilled. 
The famous coiifolidated acl of Jamaica, of which full ns much 
had been faid as it deferved, palfed in 1788. Before this period 
every illand almofl had a (lave code; bur they were little clfc than 
bai baroiis cdicds for the fecurity of fufpicious tyrants, and airorck'd 
tv. vlic defencclefs fervant fcarccly the fliglucft protection againft cither 
rjic rage, the malice, or tJic capricious and wanton cruelty of his 
mailer — hardly againfl that of any white man whatfoever. Not 
even the clvaradcrs of jullice, hir Icfs of mcrcy,^*\VLTe to be difeo- 
^vered in tlicjii ; am! Icfs lull did they appear to rcfcmble tJie p»o- 
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<tueHon»<rf* wife Snd humane Icjiifl.itors, defirous of contributing to 
die bappinefs, the fiifcty, and the comfnrt of the tommiinifics, 
‘Whofe intcrefts were entrufted to their attention and care, Mr. 
Smith concluded with expreffing his warmeft concurrence in favour 
of the motion. ^ 

Mr. 'fox fuid, that often as the prefent fubjcdl was agi- 
tated, he viewed it as of fuch importance, that he could not content 
himfclf with giving merely a filent vote on a qneftion on which his 
heart was fo much intcrefted, and every feeling of his mind en- 
gaged. He had diftinclly fiid from the brqinning that there was no 
regulation of the trade which he could affent iOy except with a view 
to its cornplcic abolition ; and it w'as then he had made ufe of the 
cxprcfTion aJiuded to in the courfc of the debate, “ Would they 
confenr to regulate injufTicc and ir.trlKxii/e murder r*’ ^'o coniine 
dumfclves merely to regulation, appeared to him to he a fort of 
crooked pol icy, and a (k'p irture from the unalterable principles of 
morality and jufdce. The c?4fc had been ftated, would it not be 
better, if an oi^jcvt cotild he tfFected, to diminifli by regula- 
tipns the frecjuency of the crime of murder, even than to prohibit 
its commifiion ? Kis anfwcr ivns, that no fpeculative advantage 
from fuch regulations could outweigh the great moral difad\ant?igc 
of any .legiflarure afTording their countenance to murder. If there 
was a country in wiiieh eannibalifm prevailed, ought we to bring 
men from y\frica for the purjx'fc of being devoured, becaufc, by 
being in our hands, the fradc might be attended wiih fewer viflims 
than would otlionvifc be fnciificcd to the favnge appetites of thofc 
deftroyers of men ? Ought tlic Britifli Ixgifljtur'c to become the 
agents or protcclors of fo inhuman a traffic ? The greateft evil 
would be removed if once the Parliament withdrew their fanclion 
from the pradicc of the Slave Trade. Omj gf)od, at leall, had 
rcfultcd from the difculTion ; no cnc was now found to defend the 
trade itfclf. 

The lionourable gentleman (Mr. Barham) who oppofed the ori- 
ginal motion, had flatcd, d.at he was as great an enemy to the trade, 
and as anxious for its aboliuon, the honourable mover himfclf. 
The African trade, he fliould ever contend, W'as a fyftcm of in- 
juftice and cruel t\s which degraded every man who praCrifed, 
every I^'glflaturc which fanctioned it. . With rcfpe<SI to the quef- 
tlon of the propriety of the' time, he could not help adverting tb 
the delay that had taken place in the Hourc of Lords. Tlicit 
Lordfhips migl^j^na doubt, have their rcafons for the dilatory^ 
mode which they bad'’ adopted in treating the queftion s he did not 
know them, and,, till he knew what they were, he was. bouocl^ t<^ 
3 ' 
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rcfpe<fl them. But this was the very reafon why the Houfe of Goni^ 
mons ought not to let the queftion alone, but to bring it forw^^ird fix 
frefti difeuffion, till foinething efFcflual (hould be done in the bufi- 
fie&. The Refolution of the Houfe was fent up to the Peers in 
thAnonth of ^pril, 1792 ; dur^ the remainder of that feffxon^ 
their Lordfhips had allotted fix dl^ to the fabje< 5 >, and examined 
feven witneflTcs : the next year they had allotted five days, and ex- 
amined alfo feven witneifes ; but the year following, they had ap- 
pre^riated only three days, and examined not more than two wit-* 
nellcs. It was to be remarked, that during the fmall remainder 
of the year 1792, they had done much more than in either of 
,the fubfequenC years ; and if they proceeded in the fame w^ty, 
what day or part of a day they might devote to the fubjeft in the 
prefent fcflTion, was a matter of nice calculation. An^honourablc 
gentleman (Mr. Eaft) had faid, that the Houfe had voted their re- 
folution for aboliftiing the fiavc-trade in T796, at a late hour ; a 
circunifiance which furely was not by any means unufual in. debates 
on important fubjc<fls. He had faid alfo, that it was voted by 
compromife ; the advocates for the abolition had, undoubtedly, as* 
great a right to an equal fharc of the benefit of that compromife 
as their opponents. the Houfe had not only come to this refo- 
lution, but had come alfo to fevcral otlicis, tending to the gradual 
abolition of the trade ; fuch as putting an cn i to the foreign trade. 
But all this the honourable gentleman faid that the Houfe had 
done, trufting that, previous to the year 1796, they might come 
to their fenfes. If they were mad in corning to thefe rdblutions, 
and trufted that, previous to the period whrii fiicy were to he car- 
ried into execution, they would come to their feiiies, this w'as the 
moft Angular fpecies of infanity of which he had ever heard. But 
there was another circumftance which deferved attention. At that 
time the table of the Houfe was covered with petitions from all 
parts of the countrv. Was it then only to get rid of the public 
prelfure of the petitions that they had come to thefc refolutions? 
If the Houfe did not clle<!d:ually follow up tlicir rcfolutions, their 
condu6I W’ould mofl certainly admit of fuch an interpretation : nor 
did he know how he (hould be able to refute it. It was a ferious 
thing, that a body, fubfifting upon pi^blic opioion, vihieh he con- 
tended to be particularly the cafe with, the Houfe of Commons^ 
(hould preferve the ct)nfificncy of their character, and the rcfpcil 
of their proceedings. Had any thing bfccn dated by the opponents 
of the abolition to prove that the former \ah^uion of (he honour- 
able gentleman (Mr. Wilbcrforcc) ^th rajS^ to the poffibility of 
Steeping up the fupiily of lla.-'cs without any additional irnportatioa ; 
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were fallacious, or to (liow that they were not as folid as they ap*- 
peared to be perfuafive and convincing ? Another argiimcnt had 
been drawn from the cxiftcncc of the war, and the danger appre- 
hended from the flaves. Do you wi(h then, faid Mr. Fox, to 
creafe the number of thofe wh^ you dread ? The moft dangctVbu^ 
ftaves had always been deferibOT to be thofe who were newly im- 
portcef. When the importation aboliflicd, the condition of thd 
exiding flaves tvouki be rendered better, and the ground of theit 
dlfcontcnt removed. But an honourable gentleman had faid, that 
they would be diliatisfied if the impe^rtati^m from Africa was abo- 
liflied ; that the day of the arrival of the new flaves was to tho 
others a day of jov and of triumph. He did not know the fadf,, 
nor was he difpofed to envy the plcafurcs of any defgription of men ; 
but he could nor, upon any principle, account for fuch an infernal 
joy, fuch a detcffablc jubilee, as the hrmourablc gentleman had 
deferibed. In proportion as their numbers were few, it w^as natu-* 
ral to fuppofe that they would be more likely to be bettter treated*. 
If, however, tlioy were fo extremely ignorant, fo extremely fhort- 
fighted, as to feel any fati^faCdion from tltc arrival of other flaves^ 
their infatuation and blindnefs were no ^mounds why the Houfe 
ihould not decide by putting an end to •;he flavx trade, that th«f 
days of their jubilee, at Mug from the accefflon of companions in 
wretchednefs, ihoukl be for ever terminated. But rt had been 
dated, that, during the war, ibc trade had been fufpended. If 
fuch was the cafe, it w;is ct\ly necc'ffary to pafs a bill in order to 
prevent its renewal. ciTccI of fuch a bill, it was contended, 

* would only be to revive the trade : but this was pufliing the argu- 
ment' to a pitch of extravagance to which he could not aflent. It 
was indeed fiying, that even if the bill was pafled, it would not 
prevent the importation of flaves. He was aw’arc how exceedingly 
difficult it was to carry info execution any meafiiros that militated 
Wgainft the private intcrefts cf indivuiuals. But the fimo thing 
applied to all proliibitury and revenue bills ; fuch as thofe which 
impofe'd reflriiSlions on fniuggling, &c. If they tciok fo much 
pairts for the objct'S of reverfuc^ ought they not to do as much in a 
caufc on wliich the honour and reputation, and if the honour and' 
reputation, the cKiflcncc, of the country depended? Much had 
> been faid by the honouniblc mover which had received no anfwcr. 
If the French flioulcl fuccCed in their plan of training, difeipHn- 
Ing, and arming the ned'oes, might it not be ncccffary for us to 
oppofe them by thc^m^meaiis ? In fuch a fituation, we would 
"^rcl y have nuicli more lo luipc from having treated the negroes 
tiviih kinJncl^ and conlkiencc, tliaii from luiving adopted Uie coi^\ 
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trary fyftem. If we continued to bring new Haves from Aftiea, 
we were injh^i importing not fo much wealth and ftrength, but fo 
much wcaknefsj 'difeontent, and rAellion. Mr. Long mentioned, 
^at the newly-imported Haves were the moft dangerous. In pro- 
poilljpn then as we increafed the importation, we increafed th<r 
danger. If all fenfe of humanity4vas cxtinguifticd, if jiifticehad 
loft its empire, the Houfe ought to pafs a bill prohibiting the im- 
portation, in order to remove the danger. Much had lately been 
urged of the danger arifing from the importation of French prin- 
ciples. The importation of men fmarting with a fenfe of recent 
WTOngs and injuries, and not taught to expcdl any milder treat- 
ment than that which they had already experienced, was more 
Sangcrous than the importation of any French principles whatever. 
Every freHi importation of Haves from Africa was a new ground of 
hope to the French, and of danger to the Britifli poffcflions. With 
refpcdl to what had been urged of the fituation of the Haves being 
much better than that of the lower orders in tJiis country, he did 
not carry his philanthropy quite fo for as to be prepared to vindicate 
the continuance of the trade upon this renfoning. Why did not 
wc fend our own countrymen to ftiare in the blcflings of a fituation 
which wzs ftated fo belfo much better than tlKir mvn r Why 
(hould we go fo far as Africa to force the poor -negroes from their 
native foil, in order to place them in a fituation preferable to that 
/jf the fubjcifts of this coiintrj^ ? Why ftiould wc be fo ulld in our 
beneficence, as to tear them from contented niifcr>% and obtrude 
upon them a happinefs which they difliked r In flxirt, he had 
licard no argument againft the abJition, that w^as founded on fair 
and ingeniiuus principles, fic iiad heard one argument, tliat the 
means now projxjfed were not the moft proper means to bring about, 
an abolition. To this he had only to anfwer, that wIk ii fheV had 
an imprtant objc6t in view, it was natural for tlicm to take the 
moft plain and obvious means of arriving at their end. He thought 
that, even if they fliouUl not fuccecd in tlic objecl of efteefling a 
complete abolition, it was material to do away the greateft of all 
evils, that of a Britifli Parliament giving countenanee to the exift- 
ence of a crime the moft atnxiious in the records of hiitory. No' 
moral evil could be greater than that thofe who argued for injiulicc, 
violence, robbery and murder, when they could not avail them- 
fclvcs of reafoning, Ihould be able to urge on their fide the autho- 
rity of Parliament. On this ground li&confidercd as highly meri- 
torious the declarations of the honourablK mover, and of his ho- 
jiourablc friend, that rliey w^ould nor Jet jibr»Y?itije A flccp, but re- 
vive it by irdh dilcufliuns, till thcy^^^Hfould fuccccd in 
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their obje<^ of ^ complete abolition of this infamous and difgraceful 
traffic. 

Mr, Secretary DUN DAS faid, that when thisqueftion was firft 
agitated, he felt it imj:ioflible to agree with either the one iide or^ 
the other, hecaufe the gentlemen on both fidcs were equally far 
tliat medium which he conceived good policy fhould lead the Houfc 
to adopt. On the one iidc it was contended, that an immediate, 
abfolutc, unqualified abolition of the trade (hould take place, and 
that no meafurc (hort of that ought to be adopted. On the other 
fide it was argued with equal vehemence, that an abolition of this 
trade would not only be the total ruin of our Weft- India iflands, 
but that it would in fa£l be detrimental to the caufe of humanity. 
He had the good or ill fortune, he would not determine which, ta 
diffent from each of thefe arguments, and to adopt a middle line 
between them both. .It appeared to him ci^nfiftent both with policy 
and humanity, that tlic Have trade fliould be aboHdied ; but he 
thought it was not a meafure that ought to be inftantly carried into 
exccutic»n ; it required time in order to efifecl it completely, and 
without injury to thofe perfons whofc property was embarked to a 
vaft amount in this concern. He found it a difficult matter to fix 
the prccife time at which it fliould entirely ccafc ; but he was ex-r 
trcmcly concerned to find, that the Houfe had rcfolved that the 
abolition (hould take place jn 1796. This refolution apf>eared co 
him not to give a fufficient time for the merchants and planters to 
arrange their affairs, fo as not to be injured by the event \ and 
therefore it feemed to him to be equal in point of effedi to an im- 
mediate abolition. With that impreffion in his mind, he had not 
atrended particularly to any of the fubfequent difcuffions which took 
place upon this fubjedl. He was very ready to confefs the motives 
of this part of his conduft : he entertained a hope, that although 
in the Houfe of Commons a refolution for an immediate abolition, 
or, what was the fame thing, an abolition in the year 1796, had 
been paffed, yet that in another place the impoilcy of fuch a mca- 
' fure would be a])parent, and that means would be taken to render 
that refolution of the Commons ineffectual. 

If the honourable gentleman who was the mover of thisqueftion 
liad not ftated, that it w'as his intention to have brought in a bill for 
.the immedia'-e abolition of the trade, he (Mr. Dundas) might rot 
have oppofed the moti< n, under the idea that the bill was not to fix 
any definite perh d for tlic.ccffation of the trade. But the honour- 
' , able gentleman had very pundidly ftated, that he had nothing in 
tlian an immedi^?Ybolition ; and therefore he felt himfelf 
' in confcicncc to givpjt every oppofition in his pow^r- ^ 
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The Refolution which the Houfc came to in the year 1792 wsi$t 
. that tlic jcrade to Africa (hould be wholly aboHihed in the year 
1796;** according, therefore, to the letter of the refolution, the 
^bolition ought to take place within a few months of the time in 
wlfeh rfc was fpeaking; but how'cver fuch an abolition might be 
conujnant to the letter of the refolution, he as furc it was not con- 
fonant to its fpirit : the reafon, as he hid before ftated> why thit 
time had been allowed was, that the planters might have time to 
make fuch regulations as the circumftanccs required among tlicir 
(laves in the iflands, and to enable them to import into the iflandt 
fuch a number of flaves as would be ncccffary for their future popub* 
Ration. The queftion dien for the Houfe to confider was, whether 
tills object liad been obtained, and if that appeared not to be the 
cafe, then it would be proper to determine, whether that was owing 
to any intentional negled on the part of the planters, or to any un- 
forefeen circLimrtance. In point of faff, fo far from the planters 
having been able to import fuch a number of flaves as would be 
ncccfliiry, fup[>ofingthe trade to be ennrely aboliflied in 1796, 
that the importation was comparatively fmili ; and ho believed that 
the trade tlid not cxift at all, owing to the w'ar. UjK>n this view 
of the fobjeff the Hoij.fc would fee, that, even upon the refolution 
of 179-^, the rndc ought not to beabolifhed in 1796. 

He wa.s ready to oonfcfs to the lh>ufc, that, upcin every view 
he was able to lake of this important fubjecl, he had not the cou- 
rage to come at once to agree to the abolition. All the corre- 
fpondence between this c(>antry and the Indies proved, that 

tho latter were in a llruarion that rcquiicd great caution at home, 
and every danger wms to be apprehended from an enemy w^ho werd 
anxious to take every means of dillrdllng us, though they did not, 
at the fame time, acquire any advantage theinfelvcs. The honour^ 
able gentleman who brought forward this motion, had notflated it 
as his intention to propofe any plan for ameliorating the fituation of 
the flaves in the iflands ; perhaps he hid g »uu rcafons for not pio* , 
pofing any fuch regulation. 

Mr. Dundas faid, he fliould have liked the plan better if itcon^ 
tained a feheme, if any could be devifed, for rendering the fltua>. 
tion of the flaves more comfortable. 13 ut he w as much afraid that . 
this difeuflion, even though it fliould be negatived, woilibeaK 
fended wiih bad confcqucnccs ; he w^as afraid it w^ould give an bp- ' 
portunity to the French (wdio w'cre reaciy U) feiic every yruy of 
injuring us \^y any means) a phufiblcwrctc^t fiir ufing this 
ment — You fee the Legiflature of .Brirain pretend to tako 


ment — You fee the Legiflature o 
up the cayfc of juftice and human] 




^in pretend to tain, 
;m \eTj willing' t|i 
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commifcrate the people in Africa, but they have quite ncgleftcd 
you.” This at|;ument, weak as it was, might have gteat wf:ight 
with unenlightened minds. He wiflied not to enter at li^ngth- into 
this‘fubje(S^. There were feme arguments, relative to the Weft 
indies, which he wi(bed rather to infinuntc than to prefs 
but' he was fure the good fenfe of the Houfc would fuggert to them 
many points which he did not* think pr(>per to flatc. It had been 
ftid during tl.e debate, that to import Haves now, was to import 
danger. He agreed with that propofition, and ftould be veiy 
happy if it was poflibk to prevent the ftirthcr im|[)ortation of Haves 
during the war. Wlmt he had Hated to the Houfc was merely up- 
on .the qucHion of aboliHiing the trade immediately: he Hill re- 
tairlcd the opinion W'hich he liad cxpreHed to the Houfe three years 
.ngo; he Hill thought, tliat policy, as well as jufticc, required that 
the trade flionld be aboliHicd. Every event which had occurred 
fince that period ferved m<ire and more to convince him of tlie truth 
of that opinion. Every event had convinced him how very dange- 
rous fuch weapons mitii be in the hands of fuch an enemy as the 
French. 

Gentlemen, in fpcaking upon tl.is fuhjc(H, hn ! enlarged much 
upon the omnipotence of the Parliamen of ("real iititain. No man 
was more anxious for the prefervation of the power of Parliament 
than he was ; but he thought it very bad policy to put that omnipo- 
tence to tlic Hretch upon tiiriing occafions. It was very cafy to 
make an of Parliament here; but it Hionld be recollected, that 
it was to be carried into execution in the WcH Indies ; and there- 
fore, in order to have its object eftldtually attained, the opinkns of 
tfic Welt India planters tliemfclvcs fliould go along witli Parliament. 
But he wiHied to addrefs himfclf to the merchants and the planters. 
It was laid that they were forming combinations in order to pre- 
vent, at any time, the abolition of this trade. Such policy would 
not only be injurious t() the Colonics, but rr.uH be fatal to the 
j>lanters tiicinfelvcs. He truHcd they w^oulJ fee their own inti‘reH, 
and, guided, by a liberal policy, give their fupport to the eaiifc of 
Jufticc and hLimanir)\ The propriety of abolilhing the ilnvc trade 
iteithought no man could cl(/ubt ; and he thought it equally clear, 
;ifhat this was not tlic period for its abolition. He did not mean to 
':inention the exaft time in which it ought to be abollHicd ; but he 
fltlWght it Hnould be done gradually, .and with fuch an allowance of 
iihie as would not make it felt very feverely. 

I’j-yAn honourable gcntiemaq^(iVIr. Whitbread) liad, in the courfe 
ipjf fcifi fpcoch, made C^iJg^f^feryations upon tlic Houfc of Peers, 
appeared to him mpn;pcr. He wilhed to afl^ iliai:

fcoiTOurable gentleman and the Houfe, how they would ■ feel* if fud\ 
^language yas ufed againft them in the Houfe of Lords ? He was 
fure it ‘^^Id fet the Committee in a flame, and therefore, gentle- 
ou^t to conlider what efFcA fuch language muft have upon the 
H^Fc of Lords. The honourable gentleman had, he fuppofed, 
ufed thefe exprefftons in the warmth of his argument, but he was 
fure difapproved of them upon cooler confuicration. 

That honourable gentleman had talked of forcing tlic Lords to 
come to feme determination upon this fubjeft. He wifhed to know 
bow the Ltirds were to be forced ? I'hc Commons might pafs a 
bill, but were the Lords under more obligations to pafs that bill 
tliey were to agree to the refoJutlons formerly fent uj>?— -cer- 
tainly not.~Thc LorIs feemed, upon this fubjed:, to entertain ait 
opinion finiilar to his o\rn ; they thought this a queftion of a very 
important nature, and alfo dial a final dccifion upon it now, wouM 
be not only improper, but dangerous, therefore tlicy wifely put ofT 
the fubjed:. Upon the whole, he declared liimfclf entirely of opi- 
nion, that an abolition of the trade was ablolutcly necefliiry, but 
that it ought not to be hurried on with prccq'iution ; on the ct>n- 
trary, in order to make the abolition eiicctual, it ihould be gradually 
carried Into effed. ^ 

Mr. Chancellor PITT faid* that though he difTcreJ in many 
particuhfrs from his liglit honourable friend who had fpoken laft, 
and though he flioiild v ,’fc in oppofition to the fide of the queftion 
which he had cfpoufed, yet he rejoiced in one declaration which he 
hat! nnde, that it w as nccclTnn" for the fiifetv of the iflands that the 
llavc trade fhould iiltiinately be abolifijcd, and with t!ic loiemn ap- 
peal whicli he addrciTcd to the planters, adjuring them to turn their 
attention to that objeeb It was inipofliblc for him, while he agreed 
in tliat principle', not to regret that many of tiiofe who would fup- 
p<.)rt the fame fide of the queftion as that efpoufeil by !us right ho- 
nourable friend, w’ould not come to the fame declaration. For his 
own part he entertained the firm and clear opinion tliat the moft 
fpcedy abolition of tlic flave trade would prefont at once the moft 
immediate relief and the moft eftcclual fccurity to the iflands, and . 
would be the mcafurc moli highly conducive to the public profpciity , 
and the intcrefts of individuals. His right l.onourablc fiienJ had: 
taken three grounds, the firftof wdiichw as, that the rcfwliirron paffee^ 
in 1792, apfx>inted tof> early a period for the abolition. This re-* 
mark had no reference to ilw peculiar citGumftanccs of tlie prcfcot ^ 
time. No gentleman had endcavoured\:> controvert the grounds of^ 
expediency, proprietyaful jufticc on vJftep'Thc H>ufc had then come:, 
‘<to iltit rciulutlon, ajid lor bis ownpyjnic felt himfclf canfirineiJa 
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-dl thefc particulars. "Seccmdly, he had urged that the grounds Which 
had induced them to defer the abolition till 1796, ouglrt to induce 
them, under the prefent circumftanccs, to jx^ftponc it V» 4 ionger 
period. On what ground had the Hoiife formed the idea allpW;^'; 
ing four years to elapfe before they taok any meafurcs for tfiepho- 
iition, bur becaufc, from the heft calculations, they fuppofed that 
period w’ould he fufticient to enable the planters toiprocure the necef- 
fiiiy fupply of flaves. On infpefting tl'.c accounts, it appeared that 
already a greater number of flaves had been imported than had been 
(fated in any of the calculations. In the year 1792, the number 
imported exceeded any average of former years. In the two years 
of war, the trade had been carried on to a great extent ; except 
fomc recent events, nothing indeed had occurred to block up the 
ports in the Weft Indies, or prevent a free paflage to Africa ~ 
Even upon his own principle, his right honourable friend ought to 
have voted for the j?r(.»p(3fition of the honourable mover, To bring 
in a bill at a day to be limited,’* allowing afterwards^ when the 
blanks came to be filled up, as much time as he deemed ncceftary 
for the planters in ordicr to complete the fupply for cultivating their 
eftates. The third poiwt was one, on which he felt confiderable 
anxiety, the danger of taking any flops tovi^^irds an immediate abo- 
lition at tlic prefent time. He could not deny that the ftate of tho 
colonies was peculiarly tender and vulnerable. At the fame lime 
he could not lielp rcflcrting, from what fourcc proceeded that very 
Ifatc of peril, wliich fomc gentlemen were afraid to difeufs, and of 
W'hich they fcircely even dared to thiiik. l^hc danger w^onld not 
have arifen if the claims of jiifticc and humanity had been fex^ner at- 
tended to ; in order to remove the evil, it became neceffary then to 
abandon the policy which had hitherto been purfued. lie would 
fupjxjfc, for inftancc, a mifehievor.'^ enemy intent to aceomplifli the 
wwft ends by il>e worft mv aiis. '’fo what could they turn with 
greater hopc-^ of fueceft- rheir views, than to all tlx^fe bad paflions 
cjigcndi'rod I y negro ftiivcry ? He w^as told that the dinger arofe 
from the cxifring ilaves. The only danger that could be apprehended 
from them might be traced it the ufc that was m;^dc of the engine 
of mifreprefentaiioii. On this fubjeCi, faid Mr. Pitt, I am not fo 
mucli afraid <;f falfe arguments, as of numerous recruits. An armed 
troop of barbarians apj^iear to me much more formidable than the 
moft atroci**>us feries of mifreprefentations. In a bad caufc I fear 
force more th?n argument! The. clFc6l, how^cver, continued he, 
,of tJjc prop )rcl mcafurcj/would be to deftroy even this fourcc of 
pnjtended danger by doIrS aw.iy all mifreprefentation. Would giy , ; 
tlic cxpjcwiio.n at tend to incrcafc the hardlbips at pr<t> 
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fent cirfuted by the flaves ? Did not, on contrary, the frefli 
.tioiy of flaves come to (hare the labours of thofe wlio had 
prece^ed^ni, without in the fmallcfl degree contributing to dimi- 
^ifti th^ fufFcrings ? If they were indeed anxious to calm the fears 
and jcrjlrovide for the intcrefts of the planters, whether would the 
plan of an immediate or a more remote abolition be moft cfFcdual 
for that purpofe r But it W’as contended that they ought to wait 
till the return of peace. He, on the contrary, contended, that the 
immediate application of the meafure was the beft way of guarding 
againfl; the danger. He was moft decidedly of opinion that they 
ought not to lofe one moment in putting an end to tlie trade. He 
that an end could be put to it this vear, and in order 
> meet the idea of his right honourable friend, that it fliould alfo 
be the laft year of the war. At all events they ought to do that 
which no pledge forbade them, to exert thetnfclvcs that it might not 
laft after 1796. 

There were only one or two points to which he fltould advert. 
All the propofitions to abolifli the flave trade had been faid either 
to arife from fanaticifm, or to be connedied with French principles. 
Enthufiafm was apt to mingle in the moft meritorious exertions, and 
to pufli thefc by whom if was felt too far, even in a good caufe ; 
fometimes to fubjedt them to be mifled by thofe who were adluatei 
with mifehievous views. This was a circumftancc common to every 
undertaking in which men might engage. But with what propriety 
could they brand with tJic epithet of fanaticifm, the oppolition to a 
trade which was hoftile to the principles of religion, to the maxims 
of jufticc, and the feelings of humanity. But oppolition to the 
trade was faid to be conncclcd with the fupport of Jacobin principles. 
The charge, he believed, w^as found in the circumftancc of the 
French having declared thcmfelvcs, at an early period of their re- 
volution, enemies to all flavery, though they had contrived to in- 
troduce fomething fo exceedingly like it into their own Government. 
But it was not lefs incumbent upon a Britifh Legiflature to (hew, 
by its condudt, the contraft between the wild, fpurious and imagi- 
nary tenets of the Rights of Man, and the genuine principles of 
pradlical jufticc and rational liberty. It was inenmbenc up<»n that 
Houfe to take the fi>ecdieft mcafiires to heal the wounds which hu- 
manity had fuffered from the profccution of the Have trade, and thus 
difarm the Jacobins of their moft dangerous engine of attack, and 
provide for the country the Aireft and moft .effectual means of fufety.

Mr. GREY, in very animated terms, faid, the qufcffSJfi before 
the Houfe was a qiieftion of appeal to the juftice and theTCclings ffi 
every man who had a vote to give upon it.. Allufions na 4 » been 
made to the condut ‘1 of men*, upon whofe chara<Sters, before thefir 
command in the Weft Indies, the brealh of (lander had never dared 
to touch. On this fubjcdl an inquiry ought to be inftkuted. No^ 
thing was more eagerly defired by the perfons whofe characters were 
attacked. He could not move the inquiry ; but if any other Mem- 
ber of the Houfc woidd move it, he wouid pledge himfelf that itr 
fliould not he eluded as other inquiries had been. 

Mr. BARHAM faid, that what he had mentioned was not mat- 
ter that came within his own knowledge, but matter that every body 
had heard of. He w idled it to be inquired into, that the French 
might not liavc tlic pretext of our example for adhing as it W’as faid 
our Commanders had done in the Weft Indies. 

Mr. WILBER FORCE flaortly commented on the manner in 
* which he had been opjiolcd, declaring, that after what the Houf<? 
had heard from other gentlemen, it was altogether fuperfluous for 
him to reply particularly to the argument which had been urged 
againrt him ; he muft ftate, however, in exprefs contradiction ta 
hit right honourable friend’s (Mr.. Dundas) affertion, that fincc the 
vote of the Houfe, in the year 1792, a greater than the average 
number of (laves had been brought into the Weft- India iflands, and 
confcqucntly tlxit they w^rc bound not by the letter oply, but by 
tlie fpirit, of tli;it rcfoUition, to ftop all farther importations. 

The Houfe divided on the queftion, that tlie farther confideraticMi 
of Mr. Wilbcrforcc s motion be poftponed for fix months.

Sir WILLIAM PULTENEY moved a refolution, the fub- 
ftance of which was to fufpend the operations of all the Committees, 
and to flop all private bufinefs, on the days appointed for a ballot 
for a Committee on an Elcdlion petition, for the purpofe of enforcing 
the attendance of MenrAjers to form fuch ballot, in conformity to 
the true fpiritof the late Mr. Grenville's hill upbn that fubjedt.— 
This refoiution, after a few words from Mr. Chancellor Pitt and 
the Mafter of the Rolls, was put and carried. 

Mr. T. GRENVILLE intimated, that in thccourfe of the pre- 
fent fellion, he ihould have fome farther regulations u]X)n this fob- ' 
je 61 , which, he trufted, would be thought worthy of the Houfe. 

Mr. Chancellor PIT 7 ' having adverted to wlrat he had (aid on 
the opening of the Budget, relaiivc to tlx; Navy and Vidlualling 
bills, and to funding part-of the navy debt, in the five per cents. ; 
that was, to allow at thd rate of loSl. for every lool. xrapital, 
moved, That prorifion be made for enabling His Majefty to fa- 
tisfy certain navy bills, &c. outftanding in September 1793, and 
that 1,863,000!- be voted for that purpofe,” which was agreed 
to. 


He then profiofcd that 20,0 ool. be voted to be employed to re- 
pair fctticmcnts, &:c. on the coaft of Africa, which was agreed to. 

He then obferved, that fome arrears w’crc due to the Landgrave 
of Hefle Caflel. That fobjc<Sl, he faid, had undergone, l)e had 
no doubt, an accurate inveftigaticn. 'I'hc arrears were due on 
account of fcrviecs in the late war. It va.s, he prcfurricii, unne- 
ceffary for liim now to enter into any detail upon this fiibjcct, and 
therefore he moved, “ That the film of 68,850!. 12s. oid. be 
voted to the Landgrave of Hefle Calftl for arrears due for fcrviecs 
in tliC late war with America, &c.” 

Mr. HUSSEY fetid, he apprcheniled tlwt this bufinefs had been 
before Parliament already, but he had not read the accounts. 

' Air. Chancellor PITT faid, he apprcliended the accounts to be 
i very clear, and (he qiieflion to lie in a ver)^ narrow compais. 

The vote was then put and carried. 

Mr. Chancellor PIl'T faid, that the nexv fobjeS for the confix 
r /^tion of the Committee, was the ba/air.c that was due to tl{ 

\ Ez : ' 
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rcprefcntatives of the late Mr. Ofwald. Upon this he miift Qb%ve» 
that the claim had undergone great inveftigation, and had 
mitted in a Report of the Commiflioners and Auditors aLpcrtinc Ac-^ 
counts. Some difference of opinion, with refped tovAc prccifc, 
fum to be granted, had occaftoned a delay in the fettlemehi?^ Tflie 
balance now was made clear ; and therefore he moved, Tfeat the 
fum of 41,6881. be allowed to the executors of Mr. Ofwald,** '&c. 

Mr. HUSSEY faid, he had read the Reports upon this claim \ 
fome of them faid, that a certain fum ought to be allowed, and 
fome that it ought not to be allowed, and others again, that it ought 
to be confidered. He fhould like to have it explained how that 
difference arofe. 

Mr. Chancellor PITT faid, that of thefcrvice and the vouchers 
there was no doubt ; but whenever a party had, in the opinion of 
fome of the Auditors and Commiflioners, departed from d\e ufual 
ftrid form, they dated an <»bjeclinn to it, merely for the purpofeof 
calling the attention of the Treafury to the fubjedl. That attention 
hid been given, and the claim had been found to be well founded, 
and it was upon that ground the allowance had been made. 

General SMITH was of opinion, that when the Executive 
Power came to demand fums of money this manner, account 
ought to be given of the fervice, and time allowed to inveftigate the 
bufinefs in that Houfe. 

Sir WILLIAM PULTENEY faid, he had many years ago 
read all the papers relative to this bufinefs. He thought Mr. Of- 
wald had been much injured by the Treafury. He applied to him 
on the occafion, and his advice to Mr. Ofwald was, to go to law 
with the Treafury. He had laid out money from his own pocket, 
which was contrary to the praclice of Contractors, who in gene* 
ral keep a good deal of the money of the Public in their hands, and 
do not deliver it up until they are compelled to do fo. The Lords 
of the Treafury, perhaps, thought It extraordinary that a contraftor 
fhould have a claim on the Public, inflead of being a debtor to the 
Public, and that might be the reafon why his accounts were not 
fooner fettled. 

Mr. Chancellor PITT admitted that fomething of that fort 
might have been the reafon. It was clearly cftabliflied that the 
debt w^s due. He had not the fmallcft objection that all the pa-t 
pers fiiOuld he laid before the Houfe, but where there was a balance^ 
againfl; the Public, it was as proper it fliould be fettled as when the j 
balance was in the public favour. With regard to the inveftigatioF^ 
^ particulaj- and minute accounts, he did not think the Houfe ^ 
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C^ptncHfis fo well adapted to inveAigate them, as a Board of Ac* 
eqjjpts. . , . 

Mr^HfTSSEY was of the fame opinion; but he .could wifli, 
tihat whS accounts were fettled by auditors, they (hould not be af- 
fer viTtis referred to the Treafury. He faid nothing agninfl the 
Members cX theTrerifury Board, but he fliould like that accounts 
. fliould be only fettled by public auditors. 

After a few words from General Smith, Mr. Maurice Robinfon, 
and Mr. Chancellor Piet, the vote was put and carried, and the re- 
port of all the Refolutions ordered to be received to-morrow.

The Wine bill was read a fccond time. 

Mr MdcTmnn ANDERSON faid, he held in his hand a pe- 
titl^'m from the v/inc merchants of the city of London, againd the. 
regulaiion of this bill, that the duty (hould commence from the 23d 
of Fcbnnrs' , He ftated, that it never vi^as ufual that a duty (hiuld 
be laid on any article dli fuch time as the bill empowering it tobfi 
granted b-ad received the aifent, and paffed in regular form. 

On the motion, tliat the petition do lie upon the table, 

The SPEAKI'’R laid, that it was not cuftomary that any petition 
fliould be received by the Houfe againft the taxes of the current 
year. He was not, liovvcvcr, certain, that no fuch petition had 
in any inflance been received ; but he (hould to-morrow inquire into 
tlic prccA.d.,;its on the fubjeef, and report accordingly to the Houfe. 

Mr. ROSE faid, that a regulation that a duty (hould take place 
from die period it was propofed to the Houfe, was no novel prac- 
tice The wine merchants had received full notice of what was 
intended, not only when their ftix:k was taken, but fome weeks 
previous to bringing forward the Budget. 

Mr, GkEY faid, tliat as the petition was not againfl the prin- 
ciple of tlic bill, but only againft the particular regulation, he hoped 
it ivould be received upon tlie Speaker making his report. He un- 
derftood that there had been no regularity obferved witji refpeft to 
taking ftook ; fome had been taken on one day, and fome on an- 
otlier. The tax upon tea was not to commence till the next falc, 
why then fhould the wine merchants be faddled ivirh this tax pre- 
vious to the period at which they could with propriety charge it to 
their cuftomers ? Tb.efc topics would, however, be more fuitably 
difculfed in tlic Committee. 

The motion for receiving the petition ivas withdrawal^ till the 
Speaker fliould make his report.

Wednefdayy J^th March* 

Mr. Alderman ANDERSON again prefented the petition of the 
wine merchants and wine dealers relative to the additional duty to 
he impofcd on wine, previoufly to the bill now before the 'Houf<» 
obtaining the Royal aflent. 

The SPEAKER informed the honourable Member, that, 
agreeably to what he expreffed yefterday, he liad fearched fur prece- 
dents on that head, and that he found, fince the year 1 7 1 1 it hjiJ 
been the uniform practice of the Houfe not to receive any petitions 
that wxrc againft the fupply of the current ycctr. In the year 1760 
a petition, firriilar in principle to that now introduced, w'as pre- 
fented from the maltilers, and negatived nem- con* 

Thc.qucftion was then put, that the petition be received, which 
was negatived without a divlHon. 

Mr. Alderman ANDERSON hoped, notw ithftanding the rejec- 
tion of the pciiiion, that the prayer of it might be attended to when 
the Wine-tax bill Ihould come into a Committee. 

Thurfdayj ^ih March* 

Sir WILLIAM YOUNG moved the order of the day, Aat 
the bill to amend fo much of the 9th of George the Firfl:, as pre- 
vented paupers from being r^^lieved at their houfes, in certain cir- 
cumllanccF, and in certain cafes, be now read a fecond time. 

. Sir William faid, as the Houfe already acceded to the principle 
of the bill, he conceived it would be only necclfary for him to fay 
few words on the provifions, that gentlemen, in the interval be- 
tween the fccond reading, if the Houfe ftioiikl agree to it, and the 
commitment, rrught turn them in their mind ; as he wilhed to 
court every aflTilIance on a fubjedb that would be found to be tczWyj 



the iipMiveniences which had arifen cait of fuch claufcs of the 
9th oflSirOTgc the Firft, with refpcdl to the poor ; the advantage^ 
that the jRx>r would receive^ if the claufcs he propofed fhould pals 
into jr*ww, by vefting that power legally in the Juftices of the 
Peace, t hich they would often have exercifed difcrctionally, if the 
he had juft alluded to had not prevented them. He alfo ftated 
’ the circumftances upon which he conceived the poor ought to be re , 
lieved at their own homes. 

Mr. JOLLIFFE difapproved of the provifions. 

Lord SHEFFIELD faid, the principle contended for by the bill 
was in diredl oppolition to the original principles of the poor laws ; 
that the gre^t obje<ft of thofc laws w-as, to maintain the poor by 
employing them, and to encourage the erc<£tion of work-houfes ; 
that the prefent bill tended to difeourage work-houfes, and in the 
end would make fuch cftablilhments a great cxpence to a parifli> 
without anfwcring the purpofes of that parilh. He objected ftrong-i 
ly to the taking out of the hands of the Veftry, or Parilh, the con- 
trol of their own expenditure, and giving it fo entirely to a Magif- 
tratc, often living at ten or twenty miles diftnnee, not at all inte- 
refted in a good and proper management of the parilh money, but 
who might indulge a party-fpirit, a fpirit of patromge, or ill mean- 
ing popularity, or a defire to influence,^ at the cxpcncc of the far- 
mer, or the induftrioiis manufadurer ; — that, for Ifis p^rt, he did 
not wifti to have fuch power given to him as a Mugiftratc ; tliat he 
very often recommended it to Parilh Officers to relieve the poor at 
their houfes, in certain cafes, and that he never experienced a refu- 
fal. He added, that this was not a time to increafe the poor tax ; 
that it now amounted to near three millions fterling, and that by 
far the greater part of it fell upon agriculture, and he coniidcrcd all 
encouragement to the poor to throw themfclvcs upon the parilh, as 
highly pernicious, and it certainly would not promote a provident 
attention to their families, and confcqucntly an exertion of induftry, 
at all times. 

Sir WILLIAM YOUNG explained, and infiftcdthat the bill 
was in exaft conformity with the fpirit of the p<x)r laws. The 
power with which he wilhed to inveft the Magiftrates, was already 
in the hands of the Overfeers of the Poor ; and if Magiftrates a£Icd 
illegally, an appeal was to lie. 

Mr. CURWEN was of opinion that the bill in queftion was not 
•in conformity with the fpirit of the poor laws, and that, if carried 
into a law, it would tend to increafe tlie poor rates, which already 
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tttnof^ted to upwards of two millions a year ; he fhoum^ 
grotindy oppofe the commitment ot the bill. . ^ 

Mr. POWYS thought the principle of the bill a gWxl^nc, and 
if gentlemen objcdlcd to the provifions, they might be riodificd in 
the Committee. ' 

Mr. 1. H. BROWNE faid, he conceived the fpirit of the laws 
to be, that the poor fhould be relieved, when they were * endered 
incapable of relieving themfelvcs ; and ns he conlidcred the bill to 
have that ohjecl in view, he fliould ccriainly vote for the commit- 
ment of it. 


Mr. EAST was furprifed that any gentleman fliould oppofe th(^ 
principle of the bill, which was in exact conformity with the fpirit 
of the poor laws. The gth of George the Firft was adtually a dif- 
grace to our ftatutc books. If gentlemen objected to the provi- 
fions, the proper flage to urge thefe objedtions would be in the 
Committee. As to the power intended to be vefted in MSgiftrates 
by the bill, he was perfuaded that it conki not be placed in fafer 
hands j fome perfons of exceptionable chara^^ters, he was ready to 
admit, might have crept into the commifTion of the peace ; but in 
general there was no clafs of men, perhaps, to whom this country 
was more indebted tlian the Juftices of th^ Peace. 

Sir RICHARD HILL fpokc in favour of the bill, and thought 
the wortliy Baronet who brought it in, was entitled to the thanks 
of the Houfe. 

The SOLICITOR GENERAL fpoke alfo in favour of the 
bill. 

On the queftion being put, that the bill be now read a fccond 
time, the Houfe divided, 

For the motion, 95 ; Againft it, 2. Majority, 9 “j. 

The bill was then read a fecond time, and ordered to be com-- 
niittcd. 

Mr. Chancellor PITT moved, that the Houfe do now refolvc 
itfelf into a Committee of the w^hole Houfe, on the bill for laying 


an additional duty on foreign Wines. 

Tlic Houfi^ accordingly refolvcd itfelf into the faid Committee ; 
Mr. Serjeant Watf(.xi in the chair.

It w'as undoubtedly hard tlut toe public (hould, 
lofe a fum of fuch magnitude as the right honourSiblegcnticinan 
feemed to infinuatc, but it was better that the Aim# whatever 
be its extent, (hould be at once facrificed, if it coidd not to the 
fent hiftancc be gained to thc^public, withdiit tojufticil to 
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dmU* . . 3 FIjl,;cpncliid^: as a inodification, for the 

fiike of the- country, that the tax flioiild not commence till the 24th 
o/J^FebroaTy^ or fome fubfequent lay, as might be deemed moft 
equitable.; ^ 

Chancellor PITT replied, t|;)at as the ftock had bc^n di- 
tj^ed to be taken on the 23d ot February, if tiiis modiiicatit)n 
vj^rc adopted, the whole of wh:it had fince been 1‘old would cfcapc 
duly. 

v Mn W. SMITH thought that great inconvenience would ar’fe 
fe’eafes where contrails were aclually entered into, in confidence 
tWs adl would have a pro^^peclive and not a rctrofpedlive opera- 
te. He was aware, he faid, that gentlemen who inunded to vote 
iii opposition to the amendment, woidd lay great iirefs i*n ihc faci-

' hjld better rclinquilli his claim than truit to the eviii*: an acdi'iii. 
Another difficulty muft neccl&rlly arife if the acl took efiefl on the 
di^y propofed by the Chancellor of t]ic Kxclu:ijucr. On t*LC iwo 
^ys prior to the 23d, fo great wms the demand for wine, that the 
dcjks at th‘e different offices couid not ferve a fufficien: iwnnber of 
j^rmits, wdiich obliged the dealers to poiitx)nc the delivery of wine 
till after that day, although it had been purchafed wiihc/ut any al- 
lowance for the additional duty. This could not be iiT.putcd as a

General TARLTON faid, he did not rife to oppofe this 
•IM)]ition, for no man wifhed officers to be more handfomcly pro* 
viiied for than he did ; but forry he was to find a meafure brought 
forward which hul a manifeft tendency not only to affimilate, but 
even to put tlic iniliih officers on a better footing than the r^ularSy 
who were liable to be called upon foreign fervice, and who coff- 
llantly bore the heat and labour of the day. This preference wa» 
not his only objcvSiion. To him the meafure appeared calculated 
to extend the influence and pitronagc Of the Miniftcr, and to efta- 
bliih a military government in this countrjs which might eventually 
fubvert the liberties of the people. 

A Committee w is appointed agreeably to the motion. 

The Hc'iifo rt'olved itfcl/ into a Committee on the bill for mote

Mr. Chancellor PUT' faid, he had availed himfelf of the

It was extremely 
l^'iiftrino: iO him to inform the Houfe, that the refult of his com** 
munications fiom the fliip-owncrs and merchants in the differeni 
fta ports throughout the kingdom, manifefted their zeal and alacrity 
to co-o}icrate with the Executive Government, and to furnifh re*' 
four CCS adequate to the preflure of exifling circumftanccs.

From 
Ifty fcfclings, my Lf>rd, for die fituation ol thofe unlvappy men, nnd 
from a ftrong defire to alleviate their misfoirun^ as far as I could, 
J' ventured to take upon me, Avhen I fent the flaitia garrlfon to 
Toulon, to propofe an exchange of prifoners, man for man, and 
pfficcr for oiikcr, according to their refpedivc ranks. My pronofal 
was fent to tlie Convention at Paris, and I am f )rry to fay, a dkeSi 
md pofitive .refufal was given it. M few months after, my Lf^rd, 
jipon the furrender of %alvi, Cafabianca, the commandant of tlie 
French troops of that garrifon, came with- n pn^pofal to me, that 
if I would ^ confent to allow the crew of three or four ho its, 


which were captured in attempting to throw in ftu:cours, to return 
tqTrancc with him, he pledged himfclf in the mr)fl; folcmn man- 
®(5r, not only to return an equal number of Jiritifn fcamen imme- 
diately, but would citdcavour, and triuh’d he fhould be able to fuc- 
Cf^edr to procure a general exchange. To obtain an ohjec'il, with 
which my mind was vety forcibly impreffed, I liid not heiuatc, 
jny Lord, to fend him the French prifoners he afkcd ; but alas ! 
nQt one Britifli fubjccl was ever returned by him : and after tiie 
pspiren tranfports, which carried the Calvi garrifon to Toulon, had

•General SMITH regretted the abfcnce of the Chancellor of 
the Eitchequer at a time he had any obfcrvatiiMis to offer on the 
bill ; blit VI hen he confidertd th^ paucity of the fum to be raifedby 
the leguluions of franking, in compaiifon with the amazing ag^ 
gregate amount of tlie other taxes, he could not help wlfliing that 
foino other rcfourcc couh! be fuggeltcii and fubftituted for it. The 
fum of 4o,oocl. to the Exchequer, he deemed inadequate to the 
infringtmLn^ on du piiviltg-'s of the Iloufc, and the great incon*^ 
vcnicnccs to \Uiich the Mcnibcrs would be fubjefled. For Ida 
ov'ii pTit, lie was \try old and iiiHrm, and fhould not probably 
occupy a Lat tlitjc ainr tljc p*cfent fcflion ; but he was neverthe-^ 
lefs tciiucio* s of the fwW privileges which had hitherto been allowed 
the Meinbc'^N, a] hou^h he might nut long enjoy them. The ih- 
conveniun«t> to wd^iJi he fcarctl the Members would be fqbjcflcil 
by th^s bill, would arilc v^rj frequently from the uncertainty and 
almort impoflibihty ot afet training whctlier dr not the Member was* 
• ically within thi. diirriCl: at the time of delivtiy j as thus, ho 
might be confined to lii> hvd by indilpolition, and the poftman, ei- 
ther for feme pique pgainft the fervants, or tliflatisfadion with his 
Chriftmas-box, or tlie info],ence of othce, might demand to feqf 
him, or refufe to leave the letters. ‘ Upon thefe confidcrarl./iis ho 
objiHcd to the bill, and fliould tpptfc it in cveiy ffage. 

Mr. C. LONG fud, ihe Iionourahlc General wis totally mif* 
taken, in aj)pl)ing the objn5fion he h.id ftUtd to tlie pieA.nc bill J 
there was no one claufe in u whieh alUn d, in any degree, the law* 
as it now ft(od, rdpccling the delivoiy of letters. The provilions 
of the bill were, that no Mciiibcr fliould lend or icccive any let*** 
tjr, free from duty, whicli vteighed more thin one ounce ; that 
ho lliould not be permitted to fend moic than ten letters, or reccivcf 
more than fifteen, free from duty, in any one diy ; that if mol^ 
Were fent or received, the duty would attach upon thofc on which 
the amount of poflage was the loweft. There was likewUe a prep 
vilion which rcquircil the Member to be aQually at the place from^* 
whence letters were fent, or they would be liable to be charged.-^ 
Thefe, he faid, were the provifions of tlic bill ; and he was fiif^ 
the honourable gentleman w^ould have the candour to admit, thftt ^ 
his objedion did not apply to them : the objed of the bill waif^ 
to feparate the fair exercife of the privilege of Members of 
mf^nt from what he mull CoAiider as the abufe. of it ; to this lie 
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Du>u^ m perl^ coutd <^jd 9 ; ; and as to the particular limitations 
of the bflii he tht^gbt they would be more properly difeufled in 
" &c Committee. 

General SMITH expreffed his fatisfaflion at the candid ftatc- 
ment of the honourable gentleman, and the gentlemanlike manner 
ail which it was delivered. He was only anxious that gentlemen 
^fllDuld not be put to die inconvqpience which he thought would 
have enfued, if the bill had been framed conformable to the Refo- 
lutions which had paffed on a former night. 

Mr. CAWl'HORNE and Mr. Aldefman CURTIS each faiJ , 
^ few words. 

Mr. BUXTON lamented that gentlemen llionld be fo tenacious 
of what they deemed a privilege, in a ^jme of fuch urgency as 
tbe prefent, when, indcad of any qualified regulation, they ought 
rather to declare their refolution for an abolition of franking. 

The bill was read a firft time, and ordered to be read a fccond 
tiime on Monday next. 

Mr. FOX gave notice, that on Monday fe'ennight, the 1 6th of 
March, he (hould move for the Hodfe to go into a Committee upon 
die date of the natUtn ; when, if that motion fliould be negatived, 
which, in luch cafes was not very ufual, he fliould make another 
motion for the Houfe to confider of the fame. 

♦ The Houfe refolved itftlf into, a Committee of Ways and 
Means for granting a fupply to his Majedy j Mr. Hobart in the 
diair. ^ 

Mr. Chancellor PITT faid, that he fliould propofc upon the 
plan of lad year, that all perfon^ polfefling navy or vidlualling bills, 
*which are made out on or before the id of May, 1795, and which 
ihall be carried tp be marked and certified in a particular manner, 
ihall for every tool, be entitled to 10 81. 5 percent, annuities, 
with intcrcd from the 5 th of January lad, which was the time at 
. which the baigain was made. But, notwithdanding, gentlemen 
wcare to recolle<d, that the annuities were at that time at 92^ avc- 
" tage ; fothat the bargain was dill to be confidcrcd in our favour. 

The refolution was then nut and carried, as was a refolution for 
iSlidng two millions, and one million and a half, upon exchequer 
Mills.

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folution of the Committee, and no delivety had takett place till after 
the 23d of February.

Mr. HOBART then reported die bill, which was read a firft 
•and fccond time, and ordered to be ingroflfed and read a third time 
on TVIondny. 

In a*Committee on the Tea Duty Bill, 

Mr. HUSSEY hoped that the right honourable gentleman had 
made fomc calculation*; upon the black teas, which are chiefly con- 
fumed by the low eft and pooreft clafs of people, charged them ac- 
cordingly. y 

Mr. Chancellor PEFT replied, that it was not poflihlc to make 
any calculation without the returns from the India Houfe of the im- 
portation and the file. « The duty of 7I. los. was but a twelfth 
part, he ohferved, and confecjucntly upon an article of fuch fmall 
price could be fcarccly felt , for although the confumcr ultimately 
pays the tax, the greateft burden falls on the firft purchafe. For 
his own part, in a moment of fuch great ncceflity, he could not 
perceive why thofe perfons the honourable gentleman alluded toftiould 
not fubferibe their quot i, when in the aggregate it could be fo ufeful, 
and indi\idually fuch trifling inconvenience. He commended 
however the laud iblc principle upon which the honourable gentle- 
man afted, altliough he thought him miftakcn in this inftancc. 

General SMITH conceived that, although the tax was but a 
twelfth, the fuin of 3d. additional duty on a pound of 3s. tea was, 
to a j)oor perfon, of lomc confidention. 

The duty was voted, and the bill ordered to be reported on Mon- 
day. 

General SMITH gi' e notice, that on Tuefday he ftiould make 
a motion relative to tlic oflricers in India. Adjourned to 

AL?idaY, <)tfj Afar eh. 

The order of the day was read foi the third reading of die Wine 
Bill. 

General TARLETON faid, that he hid received a letter from 
Liverpool, ftating, that the merchants there had purchafed a confi- 
derablc quantity of wine before the prefent bill was in agitation, 
which they had intended to have fent to different parts of the coun- 
try, but w'crc prevented in confequcnce of the canals being frozen { 
ancf if the regulations now propofed w'cre carried into cffedl, the coft- 
fcquence would be to produce a vciy difagrecablc altercation betweeia 
them and their cuftomers, whom they had agreed to fupply at dbe 
old price. He had many objc6Hons, bodt to the principle of the 
, prefent duty, and to the manner of laying it on. He rematlAd the 
. Vol.XLI. G • 
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hard(hip on fobaltcm officers of Ac army, who were In the habit of 
drinking port wine, and thought, that on confidention of the fcan- 
tinefs of their incomes, fome provifion ought to be made in their 
favour. A confidcrable hardffiip would alfo fall on gentlemen in 
town, who kept their wine in licenced cellars. He concluded with* 
moving, thatinftead of the 23d of February, there fhouldbc in- 
lilted in the bill, the 23d of March, as the period at which the 
duly Ihould commence. 

Mr. Chancellor PITT faid, the fubjefl had ahead/ been debated, 
and he was not aware of anv new argument. 

Sir WILLIAM MILNER faid, that Ms conftituents were in 
the fame fituation as thofc of General Tailcton. 

The motion was put and negatived without a divifion, and the 
bill read a third time, and pafTcd. 

The SPEAKt R Hated, that he had received a letter from Lord 
Vifeount Garlics, March 4, 1795, which he dclircd the Clerk 
to read to the Houfe. The letter Hated, that he had been pre- 
vented from putting in execution the wiit for the clcdlion of a 
Member to ferve in Parliament, for Kirkcudbright, in confequence 
of the communic ition having been Hopt for four weeks between 
Edinburgh and Duinfiies, which place lie had only been able to 
reach the day bciorc. He had not lent tlic writ U) the Deputy She- 
riff, bccaufe as there were fcveral candidates, he conceived that all 
the elcflors, in different parts of the kingdom, would be ddirous 
to attend, which they could not have done, from the impaffablc 
Hate of the roads. 

Mr. WILLIAM DUNDAS Hated, that it wms three months 
fince the writ in qucHion had been ilfucd, and moved that Lord 
Garlics Ihould attend at the bar of the Houfe, to give an account of 
Ac caufes of rhe delay in executing it. 

Mr. Secretary DUNDAS faid, that on Thurfday next, lie Hiould 
move for leave to bring in a hill, as had been done in former in- 
fiances, enabling fcamcn to continue an allow^ancc to their families 
for a time to be limited. 

General SMITH moved, that there Aould be laid before the 
Houfe, a copy of the memorial of officers on Ac Bengal cflabliA- 
ment, &c.— Ordered. 

Mr. Chancellor PEFT Hated, that two fuggeflions had occurred 
in order to render more cffcdlual the provifions of Ac a£l for raiHng 
the counties, for which he propofed to bring in a feparate 
bilif The firft was in order to obviate the inconvenience that might 
artfc from a change of Churchwardens, before the number of men 
waa completed^ to enable Churchwardens to continue in office, 
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for the foie purpofe of fulfilling the provlfions of the bill ; and the 
fccond was, as there might be feme delay in getting in the additional 
rates, to enable the Conimiflionera of the Land Tax to advance 
/ucli fums to the Churchwardens as might be required ibr bounty* 
Leave was given to bring in the bill. 

The bill impofing additional duties on certain articles of cuftoris, 
went into a Committee ; the Chancellor of the Exchequer brought 
up a claufe to (ixcmpt from its operation all deals not exceeding ten 
inches fquare, /leing the part of timber ufually employed in buildii^ 
cottages, an/all timber cmplojcd in mines ; the claufc, after a few 
remarks, was agreed to, and tiic Rejwrt onlcred to be*rccciv€d to- 
morrow. 

. Mr. Alderman ANDERSON brought up a claufc to be infeited 
in the bill for riifing men from the (hip owners, that no rcndcxvtms 
(hould be opened in the City of London, which was likewife agreed 
to, after a (hort converfation, and the bijl read a third time and 
paiTcd. 

On the quefiion that the Franking bill (hould be read a fecond 
time, a defullory converfation took place. 

Mr. WILBRAHAM fuggefted as a mcafure which would tend 
greatly to incrcafc the revenue, and be attended with fcarccly any 
addition il cxpcncc, that Sunday (hould be a poft-day in London^ 
as it already was in moft parts of the countr)^ The fum arifing from 
the portage of letters would be thus confiderably enhanced, as well 
as tlic ftamp-duty on ncwfpapers, which, if the mcalure was adopted# 
would continue to be printed on Sunday. 

Ml. Chancellor PITT ftated, that it was impofliblc that he (hould 
have m idc up his mind on the projwfition of the honourable gentle-% 
man, but at any rate, it did not belong to the picfcnt difcuflTion, as 
it was a matter of executive regulation. 

A variety of remarks were made by Sir Benjamin Hammet, 
Mr. EaftjS ir Francis Baring, Lord Sheffield, 4:c. ; but as none of 
them ftated any objection to the principle of the bill, it was fuggeffed 
by the fpcaker that they would come with more propriety to be dif* 
cuffed in the Committee. 

The bill was read a fecond time, and ordered to be committed 
Thurfday.

General SMITH rofc to make the motion, of which he h^d 
given notice, in favoui^ of the officers in the Eaft- India fcrvicc. 
The quedion he was offering to the copfidcration of the Houfe, he 
faid, in his opinion, was of a very ftrious and important natun, 
and well dcfcrv<d the attention of the I.cgiflaturc. It involved the 
interells of a large body of very gallint mtn, amounting in number 
to 1600. He thought fo highly of the merits of tic officers ferv- 
ing in India, and of the many and imix)itant fcrsicev they had done 
to the country, that he felt it a matter of dutv to render them all the 
fcrvicc in his power, by flating their grievances, and calling upon 
the Houfe to redrefs them. T.'he grievances under which they la- 
boured, appeared to him to be great and undclcrvcd. In the firll 
place, they complained, that, after long fcrviccs, wdicn they had 
attained that age in which the greateft confidence (hould be placed, 
that fuch confidence was w ithdraw n from tin m. They were not 
admitted to that rank, to which tlvy were cjndtkd, by thtir age, 
and the length of their fcrvicc, — It was i Im/ular circumftancc, 
that while in ihis country thtre cxifled a littk aim) of (kmraK, 
amounting to the number of aSe, •there ” is n >t even oni Gi rural 
Officer in the armv in India couf fting of t 5,000 tfilclnc men. 
Seven years fince. His Mi|cfi\ had bc.n plcaud to idopt a mcafurc 
which he confidered aswik and politic, h liil bcua gruioufly 
pleafed to permit that the officers on tlic 1 ifi Indn eftablifliment 
fhould be raifed to an equ'iulity of rank witli rhofc fcning in his 
owntio*ps. This wife and politic mcafurc hid, Iiowcver, been 
frufirated b) a regulation of the Court of Dircclors, for w'hich he 
^uld not difeovt r one good or plauliblc re ilon. T hey had come 
to a rcfolution, that no one in their krvicc ffiould be raiftd to tlic 
rank of General. This he confidertu as extremely abfurd ; and 
the more fo, bccaufe the Eafl-India Company liad no other mode 
of remunerating their officers for their /cal and fcr\ices, whereas 
His Majefty could beftow various honours and rewards on his offi- 
cers, befides the reward of rank, llic General here read a paper. 


containing the fentimcnts of tnc officers thcmfelvcs on thofe caufes 
complaint ; in wffiich was Hated the great length of time which 
flie Colonels, Majors, and other officers had ferved- Upon this 
pOper, the General obferved, that if the prelent eftablifliment ftidbvdd 
ebndnue, all the zeal and ardour of tliofe brave and gallant officers 
ftkpff^give way to a hopciefe dcfpondcncy, and the more cfpccially 
h^ufe it frequently happened that they were commanded by offi- 


of His Majefty’s forces^ who had not ferved one-third of the 



time with themfelves, a circvmftaj^cc peculiarly gdJjfeqg 
and experienced officers. Another very great and ^^tioys gi^evanc^' 
was, the impoffibility of the officers returning to their own countijf^ 
to enjoy in tranquillity and reperfe the rewards of their fatigues ^n4. 
fiardfliips. Thefe grievances attaching ujx^n a body of men whd 
had always conduced thcmfclvcs with loyalty, fi(leluy, and 
for the intcrefts of their country, called loudly for redrefs. He did 
not wifli to ciifcufs the mode of that redrefs, bcc.iufc he iinderftood 
a ncgociation \j|as carrying on between His Majefty s Minifters ancf 
the Eaft-IiulJ^c Company for that purpofe, but he was defirousof 
fuggefting fdfnc mcafurc to be ‘ immediately adopted to fatisfy the 
claims of thofc mcriforous men ; claims not only founded on jufiicc 
and equity, but alfo upon found policy. It was well known that 
the French wcrc turning their eves towards that part of the world j 
it would therefore be highly politic to eradicate even the llighteft 
fymptom of diiconfent from the minds of thofc who were tod^end 
our poircflions. Bdldcs, the Company's officers, difgufted by 
negletSl and hardfliips which they experienced, might be induced to 
enter into the fcrvice of the native Princes, It might be afkcd, why 
he brought forward tliis motion, after what had been faid by the 
right honourable Secretary of State a few days fince ? The reafon, 
was, becHiifc there cxifted a difTcrcncc of opinion between MinifterSi 
and the Eaft- India Company, with whom they were ncgociating | 
he hoped lie fhould do away that difference. He had felt fomc 
difficulty, anxious as he was for the intcreft of the Officers, in 
framing his motion. He (hould move three rcfulutions : 

I ft, ‘‘ That it is the opinion of this Houfc, that the Officers iii; 
the Eaft- India fcrvicc have laboured under great and ferious griev- 
ances. 

2d. That it is the opinion of tliis Houfc, that thofc Officers . 
have deferved well of their countr)' by tlieir fcrviccs. 

3d. “ That this Houfc will take tlieir grievances into collide* 
ration, and give them ample redrefs.” 

Colonel WOOD faid, that he rofe not by any means to contnv 
vert, but would, on the contrary, fully confirm, the vcyy aifcifliw * 
plifturc which had juft been drawn by the honourable General, qpE,. 
the meritorious fcrviccs, as well as of the hardfliips, wbidi Hm 
httm fo long impofed on the Officers in (he fcrviqe of the Eaft-In^; 
Company— hardfliips of the fevereft nature, to which militaiy 
could have been fubjeded, and to wliich they had fubmitted wiQi 
that degree of temper and moderationi fo highly hdnouiiable to themr 
fdves, as well the ftrqngefl proof of tlieir and atuebiment 
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thcir rative country ; he bt^cd leave, at the fame time, to ob- 
ferve, that he had entertained fome expeflations tJut what he had 
the honour to reprefent to the honourable General, at the time that 
he gave notice to the lloufe of his int'^ntions to bring f(n\\ard fome 
motion relative to the Officers of India, (the jajrport of which he 
declined to communicate) would Itavc induced him to have ’deft rred 
moving in this bufinefs, until riitre might be a probability of his 
doing fo with greater effect !h«ui there appeared to liim to be at that 
time, infupportof the caufeof thatvirv rcfpc(Sab]c^nd meiitorious 
body of Officers, whofc intcufls, he had no doubt J but that the 
honourable General had moil hnccicly at 

Since, however, the honourable gentleman k^med determined 
to follow his own opinitins uj)on this fuhjc(^, lit fliould, ihcrtforc, 
take the liberty, as briefly as poflTjblc, of luhmitling for thcconfi- 
der^ion and judgement of the Houle, thofe rcalons which induced 
him to think, that unkfs, cither upon the jiait of His Majefty s 
Minifters, or on that of the Court of Eaft-India Diicclors, there ffiall 
appear to have been apparent ncgled>, or unncctfrary procrafli na- 
tion and delay, it would neither be juft nor wife in this lloufe to 
interfere atprefent with thofe whofc proper duty it is to ariangc, and 
fo bring this bufinefs before them. 

At the time of the late renewal of the charter of tlic Eaft-India 
Company, it will be rccoIlcUcd, that the icaf(»n afljgncd f(>r not 
completing an arrangement for the milirarv fen ice of India, vas 
the confidence which not only die Indii Miniller, but the nation, 
repofedin the noble Lord who at that time govtintd India, and a 
ddire, that in the formation of a plan of fo tnutli importance to the 
welfare of this country, the Public IhoiiUl have the full benefit of 
the local knowledge and cxpciicncc of that noble J<ord , that the 
detention of that noble Lord in India two years longer than what 
was expe(51cd, in confcqucncc of the Mvforc war, and the bufy 
Iccnes which neccffarilv engaged his attention ; during the profecu- 
tionof that war, (the termination of which was fo highly honour- 
)ible to himl'clf, as w'cll as advantageous to this country,} will fatis- 
fadlorily account to this lloufe for the unavoidable delay which le- 
tsxdcd the completion of the plan of that noble Lord for the Indian 
sfrmy, until after his arrival in this country. That fome time 
a^utthe lothof laft December, the Miniftcr tranfmitted the plan 
of the Marquis Cornwallis to the Court of Eafl-India DireflorsY;* 
their information, and, as he underfiood, at the fame time acquaint- 
ed them, that fo foon as he could be favoured with their fentiments 
.Upon diis very important fubjedt, he trufled that he Ihould then be 
tmdikdjBnaUy to arrange and to bring forward a plan fur tlie Ind^ ^ 
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army, which would not only effectually remedy the prefent griev** 
anccs of which the military fcrvants of the Eaft-India Company lb 
juftly complained, but place the army in future upon that rafpeCl** 
able, uniform, and permanent footing, fo neceffary for the fccurity 
oY oar Eaftern empirc- 

Somc*timc towards the 20th of January laft, he underftood that 
the honourable Court of Ea(l>Indici Directors had taken into con« 
fidcration the plan of the noble Marquis, and by their refolutions 
appeared to differ with him very cfllntially in regard to the prin- 
cipks of this jf,an, Mhich went to an incorporation of the Indian 
army with tlTat of His Majeily, but under certain rcftriClions and 
regulations, which were to have been fixed by Parliament, This 
the Court of Directors regarded as an infringement of the rights and 
privileges of the Eafl-India Company, and therefore under that 
perfuafion it appeared to be thcii duty to contend for them ; ^ut 
however much that Iionouiable Court may have differed in opinion 
with that noble Lord, in regard to cither the policy or principles of 
his plan, I am confident tint not only that Court, but the Public, 
will give that noble Lord full credit for the piiiity of his intentions, 
and be fatisfied, that in the recommendation of any particular plan, 
he could have had no wifli, but that of beft promoting what he be- 
lieved to. be for thcwelfaic of his country. That fince that time, 
lie underfiood that the Court of Directors had been bufily employed 
in tile formation of a plan for their army, more confiftent with the 
lights of the Eaft-India Company ; and although the completion of 
this plan had been delayed, by circumftanccs unavoidable on the 
part of the Court of DiicCtors, yet he was happy to underfiand that 
it was now in that llatc of forwardnefs, to be cxpcCtcd to be ready 
for tranfmiffion to the India Miniilcr in the courfe of a few days. 

In the final airangemcnt of a plan of this very important nature, 
which involves fuch a variety of intcrefts — a plan, on the wifdom 
and policy of which depended not only the fccurity of our Eafiern 
podllfions, but intimately conneCIed therewith the profperity of 
this country, he tr lifted that the Houfe w’ould unite with him in 
judging that it will be highly expedient. The India Minifter 
fhould haVe a rcafonablc time allowed, after he lhall have received 
the plan of the Court of DircClors ; and that until fuch time as tliat 
period (hall have clapfed, it would be highly improper for this 
to interfere. He obferved, that the right honourable gentle- 
man who prefidcs over the affaiis of India, fomc little time ago, 
rtated in this Houfe, and he firrtlly believed ftated moft truly, fo 
far from his ever having been defirous to procraftinare an arrange- 
ment of the claims of die India Officers, he had been moft foltcifr 
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td^i ve Vciy imj^rtant bufihefs every difpatch in his power ; 

skhd fo ^ell , convinced w this arc the friends of thofe Officers who 
afl tot in this country* as well as of the friendly difpofitions 
^ that right honourable gentleman, that they rely with implicit con- 
fidence upon his firm fupport and exertions ; and have a moft grate- 
fiil acknowledgement of the very fair, libcnil, and eafy edmmuni- 
4 cation, w’hich has been afforded to them by that right honourable 
^ntleman upon every occafion, for bringing the claims of the India 
Officers before him. The 6aufc of the Officers of 1 ndia refts ujx>n 
tbojuft and foHd a foundation, to require the aid of pqrty to fupport 
it ; and however much the condudl: of thofe Officers may, in fomc 
inftahccs, have been mifreprefented, to anfw^cr the purpofes of artful 
and defigning men, yet he was confident that His Majefty bad iipt 
in any part of his dominigns fubjcdls more loyal, more zealous, or 
mole (irmly attached to the fupport of his Crowii and Government. 
Connc61ed as he was with many of thofe Officers by the warfneft 
attachments of fricndfhip ; feeling as he did for the unmerited fitu- 
atibn in ^vhich they arc now placed, and as one of their friends in 
this country, fpccially intruded with the guardianfliip of their intc- 
rfefts, the honourable General might have been fatisfied, that had 
he confidered it for the advantage of thofe* Officers to agitate their 
jpretenfions before this Houfc, he would not have fo long remained 
filent, but convinced as he was, that ever fince the receipt of the 
plan of the Marquis Cornwallis, (previous to wl\ich, for the rca- 
fons of w'liich this Houfc are wxll informed, it would have been pre- 
mature to have brought forward the bufinefs) there liad been no de- 
lay which could have been avoided. He judged, therefore, that 
to have troublccl this ffoiife, could only tend to teaze and harrafs 
His Majefty's Minifters, and to have encouraged ill-grounded jea- 
louiies and fufpicions abroad, without anfwcring any good purpofe 
at home. 

The Officers of the Indian army, in particular thofo of Bengal, 
have a moll gi*atcful aoknowledgcincnt for the zeal and exertions 
which honourable General has ever (hewn in their behalf, when- 
ever intcrefts have come u^def the difeuflion of this^Houfe ; 
and h^‘:ilfo felt the obligation which, on that account, he indivi- 
dually owed to that honourable gentleman. He had no doubt, but 
diat the fame very laudable zeal had prompted the honourable gen- 
tfetnan, as well upon this as upon other occafidns, to prefs the cSiSL 
of the Offk^ers of India upon ffie attention of the Houfe ; but as he 
, had ^vet)' confidence not only on the right honourable gchtlcmih 
Who ptclided over India, but alfo in the Court of Dirc£lors, that 
nd tlinie win be loft in bridging this vcty important bufinefs to a filial. 
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Arrangement Hecmfcflld, that under that perfuaften^ he would 
judge it born impolitic and unjuft in the Houfe to interfrre with thofo 
whofc duty it more properly wa<i to bring the fubjeft before them* 
Colonel M MTLAND faid, he thought the qucftion before 
HouTc a verv fenou^J and important one, but he confeffed he was 
carious to karrt, when he came do\*rn to the H jufe, what motive 
the honourable General could have for bringing on his motion at 
the prefent ^eriod. The motive whit h had been affigned, appeared 
to him extremely Angular . the General had laid, his rcafon was, 
becaufc a negociarion was pending between Minifters and the Court 
of Directors and a difference of opinion exifted between them. 
The Houfe, for this Angular rcafon, was called upon to decide on 
£x parte evidence. He ftiould liavc thought it more proi)cr to have 
left the matter, for the prefent, in the hands of thofe who had un- 
dertaken it, who were more competent to decide, as having all the 
documents neceffary to inveftigate the fubjeft. If, after their de- 
termination, the redrefs granted fhould be thought infufficient, then 
it w^ould be in the powder of the honourable General to propofe any 
farfiitr redrefs which (liould appear to him neceffary. At prefent, 
the motion could produce no one good effeft , but might tend to 
' make the officers fuppofe that tlicir claims would be granted to an 
extent which might not be conAftent with the intcreft of the country* 
He conAdered it as a matter of great difficulty and intricacy to ad- 
juft the claims of the officers conAilenfly with the intcreft of the 
country. He pcrfcflly agreed with the General as to the meths of 
the officers, but thcic were manyferiois and important queftions 
involved in the fuhjeift heA^^ls the narrow snd contrail(d one which 
the General Ivd conAdered. Thcic were fomc circumAances, 
though not thofe of rank and title, which .ippcar^'d to give a com- 
penfation for the fatigues and dangers of the fcrvicc. 1 he Colonels 
in that fcrvicc had incomes of io,oool. per ann. which he believed 
more acceptable to men ot their age than any title or rank. It w'as 
certainly a grcit hardlliip to be precluded from returning to tlitit 
country; this, he Anctrdy hoped, would bt remedied by the pro- 
prjfcd arrangements. One raatcrial point had been forgotten by 
General Smith, vi/. the difficulty atteniing the b 'ft wing this 
rank. If the King were to have this put into his hinds, it would 
be granting him an iinconftirutional authoiiti to lo inimenfe an cx- 
as he conAdered as dangeious to liberty. On thefe accounts, 
conAdered the motion as of a dangerous tcndcnC}% and ftiould 
therefore have wiAied it to have been deferred. He hoped that a 
Anal arrangement would foon takv place, but not kich art arrange- 
ment as thit of a few >cars fince, which ftiould render it n;>ceflary 
\Vou.XLL H ' 
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for the officers to npply to the LegiOature again, after a (hort period: 
He trufted it would be fuch a one as would lay the queftion afleep 
for ‘ever. lie thought the difeuflion of the queftion highly impro- 
per, and (liould therefore move, that the Iloufc adjourn. * 
Colonel Maitland’s motion \ias carried, and the Houfe accord- 
ingly adjourned.

On the queftion that the hill for impofing an additional duty on 
Tea, Coftoc, and Cocoa, be lead a thlid time, \ 

Mr. Lh Cl IMLRE rofc to oppofc the fanic. The duty on Tea 
he particuhrly objwded to, bccauiV it would fall ^ ith grt.'^t weight 
upon the lower and poorer clafles of the people. It was now, he 
faid, become almoft one of the ftrft and greateft nccelTaries of life 
amongft them, and lincc every fpccies of vidluals were become fo 
dear, thoufands of people lived altogether on bread and tea. He 
did not mean, however, to objedl to one tax without propofing an- 
other ; and thcrcfoic he would fuggeft that a licence, to the amount 
of two guineas, ffiould be purchaled by thofe who drive one-man 
carts, common!) called Jluttles. He was infjimed that one man 
could draw fix hiindrctl weight in one of thefe flvuttlcs, and that tliorc 
were not fewrr than twenty thoufand of them uied in London and 
its env irons. He ha<l no doubt that fuch a tax would be exceedingly 
produdivc, at tlic fame time, that it would not be oppreffive on 
the poorer ordcis of the j)coplc. He had been, he faid, on every 
occafion, and from its commencement, a determined enemy to the 
war, but if a fair and honourable peaec could not be obtained, as 
the hands of Giivcrnmcnt muft be ftrengthened to enable it to carry 
on the war, it Ixeamc the peculiar duty of the Houfe to take care 
that in impofing tixcs they (hould fix upon fuch as would bear with 
the Icaft Weight ( n tlic hjvrcr orders. The tax on tea would prove 
ver) hca\y and opprtlTivc on that numerous but ufeful body of fub- 
w hereas the lubftitute he had propofed for it, would fall chiefly 
on merchants, Ihopkeepcrs, and other opulent tradefmen, who were 
very w ell able to bear it. For thefe reafons he would move, and 
he hoped the motion would be fccondcd— that the third reading of 
this MU be poftponed to this day fix months. The motion, however, 
not being fcciinded, the queftion was not put upon it. 

The hill was then read a third time and paffed, and ordered.’’ 
be cartied to the Lords by the Solicitor General. 

Mr. DENT faid, tliat he was extremely forry to find that a 
charge agaiaft the wliolc of the Members of the Houfe, which co'^ . 
fifted of 558, fcciopd tp be implied by the bill for curtailing 
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'ihe privilege of franking enjoyed by that Boufe, .of 'having abuied 
^thc privilege veiled in them originally, he believed, for the putpofo 
only of correfponding with, and receiving letters from their confti* 
tucnts~out of five hundred and fifty-eight, however, he did not 
believe more than eight had adlually abufed the privilege, and this, 
from all ihc information he could colleft, only to the amount of 
from 1 500I. to aoool. a year each. In order to difiinguilh thofe, 
and to clear all the others from the imputation, he moved, That 
there be laid before the Houfe an account of the number of letters, 
and their poftage, direfled to and from the Members of the Houfe, 
for the laft^^ years, diftinguifliing the names of each Member. 

Mr. LONG faid, it would not be poffiblc to furnifli fuch an 
accounl^ The motion was negatived. 

Mr. * DENT then faid, that as after this bill ftiould pafs, thp 
Commiflioncrs, Clerks, &c. of Public Offices, would pofiefs a 
privilege of franking paramount to the Members of that Hdufe.* 
He would therefore move, ‘‘ That an account be laid before the 
Houfe of the number of letters franked to and from the Clerks in 
the different Public Offices.” — Agreed to.

* ' Mr. FOX obferved, that owing to the circumftancc of there not 
having been a Houfe formed for fomc days, he had not had an op- 
portunity of poftponing his motion, if he bad been fo dilpofcd. 1 
as doubtful whether the Houfe w^ould have been full to-day, an 
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therefore he had come to a determination not to bring it forward at • 
prefent, and as feme farther notice was ncceffary, he bogged to be 
underftood a« intending to bring it forward to-morrow^ fc nnight. 

General SMITH moved, that the memorial relative to the of 
fleer in India, now on the table of the Houfc, be printed. — Or- 
dered. 

The Hoiife having, on the motion of the Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer, refolvcd itfclf into a C<immittee of Supply, 

The SECRETARY AT WAR moved a refolution, the fub- 
ftance of which was, That an allowance be made to fuba^tern officers, 
in certain cafes, in time of peace: —A.greed Cl the k’‘^rt to be 
received to-morrow. 

Mr. Secretary DUNDAS obferved, that he had feme time fipce 
given notice he (hould have a motion to bring forward relative to 
the payment of the wages of fcamcn, and allowing them more 
power than they had at prefent to ap^^ropriate part of their pay to 
their relatives. It was unneceffary for him to enter into the detail 
of the fuhjcd now, becaufc thv^re would be other opportunities for 
difcufling it, if neceflary. He believed ih'Tre w^is no difference of 
opinion on the principle of the bill which he intended to move for 
leave to bring in. The fiifl and great foiindalion ot the rncafure 
arofe out of the power that was pn per to be given to a feaman in 
allowing a part of his wages to Ws relatives in his abfcncc. By 
Mr. Grenville’s bill, which had pafftd ionic ycais ago, a feaman, 
having been in the fervice for twelve months, wa*; allowed to give 
fix months of his wages to hi<; wife. Since that time this principle 
had been extended, and h id bet n folUm cd by very beneficial effedts ; 
and he was of opinion thcie flionld be a fartlur extciilion ftill. 
One rcafon, in particuhr, which rendered fuch a plan as this ne- 
ceffary, was the report made by the different peifonc in the fca-port 
towns, in whuh it was ftalcd, it would be thegreateil encourage- 
ment to feamen to enter into thefcrvicc, if a provifion w^as to be 
made for their families. He had revolved the fubjedt in his mind 
for a confiderable time, and confidered the different objedhons that 
had been m tde to it , and th'* rcfalt of hi'> deliboratic^n was, that 
^ the bufineis could be done without any inconvenience whatever. 
In confequcncc of this determination, he had formed the bill wffiich 
he meant to bring forward ; the great objcdl of which was, that 
cveiy leaman could have a pow'-,r of attorney to tranfmit monc]^ 
only to his wufe, byt to his mother or children, if his wife fhould 
{lappen to be dead. This would anfwcr every purpofc, and pof- 
"fefs pvery convenience which was wanting in the former: bill. A^, 
^ W09I4 be brought in in the Parliament of Ireland,* 10 
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that featnen, who were natives of that country, might fend fill 
to their relations there. He would therefore move, Th^t leave bO 
given to bring in a bill to enable petty officers in the navy, non- 
CoiornifTioned officers in the marines, ferving on board (hips, ^nd 
all othcfs ferving under them on board Ihlps, to allot a certain por- 
tion of their pay for the relief of their wives and families. 

Captain ^ERKELEY adverted to a petition which had been 
prefented feme time ago on behalf of the inn-kcepers. He wilhed 
to he informed what ftage it was in at prefent. He w'as led to do 
this in confjqucnce of an advertifement which he faw in a newfpapcr, 
by whi^>^ic learnt. that tiic inri-keepers had met at the Globe Ta- 
vern^y^nd had come to a refolution to raife the price of poft-horfe^ 
in-<h^' kingdom. This he thought improper while their petition 
was before that Houfe, and he wiflied to know w^hethcr there could 
not be a regulation of charges for poft-horfes. 

Mr. MAINWARING faid, he had been called upon to prefent 
a petition from fcveral publicans, praying to be relieved from ihc 
hardfhip of having foldicrs billeted on them. That petition was 
referred to a Committee, who made their report upon it ; but no- 
thing farther was done upon the fubject. He had afkcd the Secre- 
tary at War whether any thing was to be done, who told him that 
he (hould confult the gentlemen who had fat on the Committee, 
and take meafurrs accordinglv ; thc rcfult of which he could not 
tell. 

Mr. DUNDAS obferved, that the railing the price of pjft-horfcs 
had no connet^inn with the petition in qucih»,n. 

Mr. HUSSEY faiil, tliat all ranks of inn-keepers had fiifFercd 
by the billeting of foldicrs. With refpccl jto the advance In the 
pi'ice of polt-horfcs, he believed no perfon would feel it more than 
himfelf, for he travelled a go(jd deal ^ he could not, however, think 
of fnnclioning the idea of regulating the price of the poftage of horfes 
in that Houfe. Could the Houfe think of countenancing fuch a 
principle as that of interfering with the price of a marketable article ? 
If they did they would deftroy the fpring on which fuch bulinefs was 
carried on, namely, competition. Matters of this kind fliould be 
- always left to find their own level. If inn-keepers charged too high 
a price for their poft-horfes, travellers would find out fomc otlicr 
mode of travelling. At the fame time, he thought the Houfe ought 
^*^ot to interfere in the bufinefs ; that would be defiroying all com- 
petition. The rate of poftage fhould be fettled by the people them* 
felvcs, who had as much right to do fo as any man had to fix a price 

his labour or his commodity. 

Captain BERKELEY faid that the rates of the moft convenient 
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modes of conveyaace had been fixed by Parliament; namely^ hack- 
ney coaches, and watermen’s farc^*. 

Tlic SPEAKER put a flop to this converfation, as there was 
no quefiion before the Houfe.

'• A ^petition was prefented from tlie provoft and corporation of 
Dundee, cxprcinnp; their difipprobatlon of all petitions ror an im- 
mediate peace, and their determination to fupport Government in 
the vigorous profccution of the war. 

Sir JOHN FREDERICK, after a few remarks, '*'^ovcd for 
leave to bring in a bill for more effc£tualJy preventiiifr the c<?rrying 
oflF dead bodies from church- yards, and other burj'ing places. 

Mr, MAIN WARING remarked, that thcofifcncc was aiitady 
punifiiablc by fine, imprifonment and whipping, which he conceived 
to fuperfede the ncceffity of any new regulations. 

The motion was fupported by Mr. Wilberforcc, Sir Watkiii 
Lewes, and Mr. Alderman Curtis. 

Lord WILLIAM RUSSEL faid, that he muft oppofc the mo- 
tion, becaufc he conceived that it only tended to agitate the public 
mind, and to ftrengthen vulgar prejudices,' wliich were ahead) but 
too violent on the fubjed. 

Leave was given to bring in the bill. 

The Report was brought up of the refolution of the Committee 
to grant a certain allow^ance to officers in the militia. 

Mr. SHERIDAN faid that he would not trouble the Houfe in 
the prefent ftage of the bufinefs, but that he fhould certainly take a 
future opportunity to give it his moft decided oppofition. 

The ATTORNEY GENERAL moved for leave to bring in a 
bill to renew the afl: which paffed laft feflion with rcfpfeft to Aliens. 
A bill exactly the fame as the Alien bill o£ laft feflion was brought 
up and read a firft time. 

The SECRETARY AT WAR gave notice that to-morrow, in 
the Committee of Supply, he fhoulil move the vote for granting a 
certain allowance to officers in the militia. 

The bill for rendering more efic<ftual the provifions of an a<ft to 
wife a certain number of men from the counties, and the bill for 
raffing a certain fum of money by loans and Exchequer bills, for 
tlftiervi^^ 1795, both went through a Committee, 

C^K^d fcvcral amendments, and were ordered to be reported to- 
wrrow. 

< ' The bill for granting a duty to His Majefty, on certificates for 
jjjfing hair powder, was brought up and read a firft time. The ^ 
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ftated that all thofe who were in the habit of wearing hair powicr, 
fhould enter their names with the Clerk of the Peace of the counties^ 
or the Commiflioners of the Diftridts^ in which they refided, &c.

Proceeded on the bills before the Houfe, without any debate.

Mr. HOBART, from the Scleft Committee, who were ap- 
I)oinrcd to try and dctciminc the merits of the petition of the feve- 
ral pc-ibns, vliofe names are thereunto fubferihed, Eleflors of 
^Mc/nbers to ferve in Parliament for the City and Liberty of Weft- 
jnipfter ; and alfo, of the petition of feveral Inhabitants, Houfe- 
holdcrs of the City and Liberty of Weftminfter, paying fcot arid 
lot, whole names arc tliercunto fubferibed, being EIc£tors of Mem- 
bers to reprefent the faid City and Liberty in Parliament, on behalf 
of thcmfelvcs and many other Eleftors of the faid City and Liberty, 
rcfpcrting the Right of Eleflion for the faid City and Liberty, in- 
formed the Houfe, 

That the faid Seleft Committee, having duly confidcred the faid 
ftatements, and the evidence adduced before them, touehing' the 
Right of Elc<^liori for the faid City and Liberty of Weftminftcr, 
have determined, 

That the Right of ElciSlion for the City and Liberty of Weft- 
minfter is in the Inhabitants Houfeholders, paying fcot and lot, 
of the united pariflies of Saint Margaret and Saint John, and of

Mr. GREY prefented a petition in behalf of the Merchants, " 
Manufadurers, and other Inhabitants of Dundee, Hating the pro- 
feffed purpofe for which this war was entered into, and carried on, 
to be evidently unattainable ; and praying that the Houfe Ibould 
take fucli meafurcs as to its wifdom fhould feem meet for die pijr- 
yi){c of obtaining peace.— Ordered to be laid on the table. 

Colonel LOWTHER prtfemed a petition tliieflly to the coiv , 
tfary, from the Inhabitants of Whitehaven, Hating their full con- 
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fidence in the wlfdom and virtue of the great Council of the nation, 
and alfo of his Majefty’s picfcnt Minifters, and that they would 
procure the blelTings of peace when it could be obtained confiftcntly 
with the cdablifhment of order and r(‘ligion, as well as the fecu- 
ritv and the honour of this nation. — Ordered to be laid on* the 
tabic. 

Sir WILLIAM DOLBEN moved, that the A<ft of Parliament 
for the better obfervance of the Lord's Day be read , which being 
done, he moved, That leave be given to bring in a Bill to explain 
and render more cffcftual the faid A<Sl. 

Mr. JOLI.IUJE objected to the motion. 

. Mr. TAYLOR faul it had been ufual, when a miA^on was 
made for le we to bring in a Bill, to aflign fome reafon for itV Ke 
jivas at a lofs to conceive the ground of the motion of the woAhy 
Baronet. 

Sir WILLIAM DOLBEN faid, that the Aft of Parliament 
for keeping the Sabbath Day could not, at prefent, be inforced in 
the manner it was intended to operate when it was palfcd into a law, 
and the Bill which he profK>fcd to bring forward would onU be a 
daufe to render that Aft cfFeftual , without fuch a meafuxe, the 
Aft was of no ufc. 

Mr. TAYLOR adverted to the Bill whiih paffed lafl: )car to 
prevent baking on Sunday, excer t under certain regulations. He 
wifticd to know whether claulcs h*d not been propofid in that very 
Bill of a fimilar nature to that which was now propofed, and had 
been rejefted h\ the Houfe - 

Sir RICHARD HILL thonght that the penalty, which is 5s. 
for baking on Sunday, contrary 10 the regulations of the Aft, was 
too fmall. He approv<d of the m(»tu>n now befoic the Iloufe. 

Mr. I. H. BROWNE faid, tl at the motion before the Houfe 
was not for any new Irw, but to rnfoicc an old one. He was 
clearly of opinion that mankind fliould not be permitted to follow 
worldly occupations on the Lord s Day, and therefore he heartily 
concurred in the motion. 

Mr. YORKE and Mr. BUXTON faid each a few words, and 
the queflion bting put, leave was given to bring in the Bill. 

The LORD ADVOCATE OF SCOTL \ND, after ftating 
the diiib’cnoe of the ruu«>tion of th^ counties of Scothnd from thofe 
of England, and miking a few' obiervations on the neceflity of fojsn- 
plan in Scotland foi raifin^: men for the Navy, different from 
that which had pafltd for the counucs in England, moved fi r leave 
tearing in a Bill to that effeft. It was IcconJcd by the Chancellor 
jOnhc Exchequer, and agrs.ed to. , 
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The Report of the Committee of Ways ahd Means was brought 
up and lead. The refolution for the paying and cloatiiingof the 
Militia was agreed to. On leading the refolution “ TlutprovU 
fion he made for Subaltern Oi'Iiccrs of the Militia in certain calcs in 
tiiTW of j)raoc,** 

I'hc’^wSliCRETARY AT WAR faid, he w ns at a lofi. to know 
in hat the ohjr<^:tions were which were intended to l>e made to the 
rdolution had been juft now read. lie (liould verj (hoitly 

ftate the groimds of the refolution. In the firft j>lace it e.vmc from 
an authority which the Iloufc would certainly rrfjKft and pay at- 
tention to. lie meant the b( dy of Field Officer's. It hui already 
wicccivo'^" their general approbation. The nieafiirc ftood in need of 
nrrof^ipment fiom him. But, as he had been given to underftand 
it AS ' .to be oppofed, he fliould make a few obftTvations, I'he firft 
tint ftruck him to be a proper qivition to be anfwcrcd upon this cafe 
vi IS tins, Aic the militia deftitute of a fuftieient number of officers 
to feivc in fubaltcm fituations^ If tlicy vs ere, then lie would afk 
another (jueftiun : Is it lit that the militia (houltl remain in that 
fituifun ^ If it was not fit, then he would afk, Is there a profpcdl 
tint the deficiency will be fupphed, if fomc mcafurc be not taken 
for tint purpole by P.iiliamciit ? Havin'^ dv^tenninod on thefc quef- 
tions, the Houfe w'oald tlicn, in his opinion, know all th it waji 
ncccftiirv fi)r determining on t!iv> picfenr nicifure. T'he reft w'ouUl 
be matter of detail, an<l conkquently of difeuftion in a future ftage 
of the buunefs. He thcicforc ftioukl have had n^'tliing further to 
fay now upon this fubjc6I, if it were not ncccliary foi him to anti- 
cipate fume objediions, and perhaps to obviate ilvan. I'or this 
purpofe he fliould fiift proceed negatively, and, InfKad of dating 
w'hat the ineafure now before the Jloufc vva^., h*' flK'uld ftUe what 
it was not — namclv, It was not in cncuungeinent to officers by 
way of half-pay ; it was tlie levoife ot that. It would confine tlic 
allowsincc to fubaltcm officci^, fe as to cuinedt it with the peitbrm- 
ance of the fervicc. It was to grant adilitional pay in time of peace 
to tliofc who had ferved in lime of war. Cut this wis to be fubjedl 
to various cundillons, which might be difeuffed he c.iftcr- The 
principle of the mcafurc w^as, that none of ihcfc officers fliould have 
tliis additional allowance in time of peace, who had not ferved in 
time of war. He fliould not have thought it neceflary to fay fo 
n'uch, if he had not been told theic were lomc objedlions to this 
incr'fure. 

General TARLETON objcdled to llus mcafurc as an unconPi-- 
tutional and an unfair one. militia of this country were

wiftied he could fay as much of the recruirs — but amonn; tluin there 
Mere too many Mr. Slnulen, The nxMkirc was unfirir, becaufe 
the ftanding auw), going throu;:h the fatigues of a German cini- 
pVign, or expofed to the altcinate damps and heats of the Weft 
Indies, weic not to be included in it. it unwilc, btvauk it 
MouM tend to excite the jealoufy of the ftanding an '*v. Itr- 

vice <]f the mditii m is deficient, fome otlier ficp ought to he "'kv*': 
to fupply it ; but he faw no good from agitating this miner bet-v -“'11 
the tMT> ftrxicLs, and iheietoie it was improper at tlii^ uomcni. 
With legird, however, to the deficiency of the iniliiii, he kucNV 
many of them better piovijtd for thin the army. He tontliKhd 
with ohftrving, that all thojc who would ovcrlcip all the hounds of 
the confiitiition, who wilhed to unite the militia and the arm\, and 
to make this country fubjtdl to a miiitaiv government, would vote 
for the mcafurc. But all thofc who wifticd to keep the two fu - 
vices feparate, and fo piefcrvc the tiuc fpnit of the conlliiution, 
M'ould agree with him, and oppofe it. 

Mr. hTANLKV was of opinion, that the fubaltcins of the tni- 
litii were not to be put on the fame fixating as thofc of the army on 
half pay. He approved of this mcafurc highly. 

Mr. BASTARD wifhed gcntkmen had lulFcrcd tins mcafurc to 
b6 biouc:ht forward without oppofition — if they had, theyvioild 
have found it to be perfcflly confiitutionil. He was of opinion, 
that the pTV of fubaltcrn officer'* in the militia was vesy inadequate 
to rhtir cxpcnccs. That bting the cafe, tJic principle of this mca- 
luic was right. What would be tlie projx,r remedy, was a queftion 
that might be difeufled hertaftci. 

Colonel SLOAN E faid, that tlie militia were very deficient in 
jubaltern officers. The furq^con, the furgeon s mate, and the 
quarter mafter, who had the rank of officers in the militia, contrary 
to the prachce of the army, wmuld, in cafe of aftual fcrvice, be 
obliged to take off their red coats, in order to perform the duties of 
their refpcilive fituations, fo that, in faiS, they w’crc only nominal 
; and even, if the number of fubaltcrns was complete, in'^ 
tl^^ent of the threatened invaficn, there would ffill be a deficiency 
l^^cfe three. He approved; however; of the rcfoluiion before the 
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Mr. YORKE few no objection to adopting the refolution of th«f 
Cofnijiittcc, and bringing in the bill ; the piovifions of the bill 
ini'^hr he afterwards difculfcd.

Mr. rOX fiid, he felt as much gratitude to the militia f »r the 
lu'deis the\^ had icnJcn'd to this country as any min in it, but he 
niu'^ fr’ *thit to l»is mind th«' militia, c\tn as it Ihxxl at prefent, 

) m'leh like the flandiin; army, and therenne lie could hot be 
1 ” p *d *d to agree to an\ incafuic lint ten led to increnfe tint fimila- 
rI^^ and to a eel*' lin this mcafurchad that tendency. This 

was j ituy evident from tiv pains the right honourable gentleman 
who orciic>l the hufinef'- took to ftatc that this was not in the natin<* 
(/f ha»f-piv, but a prnirion for ('fllcer-» in the militia in time of 
j\ uc. What vas the (hlllicnce, he would nfk, in point of Aib- 
Ihuce, between half-piy, niid a provi'ion in time of peace, for 
hrviecs in lime ofwarhWcrc they not the fame fubihmtinliy ? 
CkrMinh they were. It liad been fiid that the cafes of tha fel>a!- 
f ri's in ihc militia were hard, jx)flibly they might ; lie d in d fey 
tliej were. But if the (jueftion was to be confidtrcd fcpai itcJy and 
diflindlly, then he would fay, that a time of peace wis the proper 
tiniv, for conhvk ring tint epKitk'n. For here was an inducement 
i*i time of war, upon the principle of half-pav, although noi llrixitly 
to be fo called, to officers in the militia, as if tluy were to be ofii- 
<'crs in tiie army : upon that great ground all the objcch'ons rlut had 
been uigcd againll this nicafurc, applied in their fiill foice. He 
iiifl ui) doubt there was a confidcrable difiiculty with rcfpec^ to 
r.ufing officers in tlic militia, as he had heard llntcd, but he feared 
tint was not peculiar to the niiliiii ; the fame difficulty hid occuned 
in the nivv, the army, anvl all the branches of the public force; 
iliat tiiilicuUy arofc out of a had f)flcm wdiich had been adopted in 
tile whole courfc of our litc armament. Minifters, inrtcad of u 
br'Md comprchcnlivc fyftem, embracing at once 'lU the objects of 
public concern, had jirocccdcd upem a narrow plan and defedliva 
policy. Was there any thing w luting in the army, they flew im- 
mediately to provide a remeuy tor that particular thing, without 
looJ'dng arouiid them, and taking care to adopt no meafurc that might ' 
be injurious to the navy. So in all the other brandies of public 
a(]iiirs, they provided fome partial expedient, as ncccffity pointed 
4)ut\ witliout making a furves^ of the whole, and takin||,fgjp tliar

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in providing for one branch they fhould not injure another, A dif- 
ficulty had arifen with refpecl: to the militia ; was the Secretary at 
W?r able to Rate to the Houfc that the fame dilKciiltv might not 
occur w»th regard to the army ; and was he fiire that this very mci- 
fure might not tend to create it ? He objected to this ni^Mfiirc, as 
he had bcfvire fiid, on account of alTimilating the militii to the 
army, an I as had been mentioned by his honourable fjf^nd 'CJcncral 
Tailcton\ tlu militia of this country ftood upon a piindpl'' dif- 
fcicnt entiiclv fium that which govci ned the arm). In the niditia, 
men did n 't enter ft'r the purpofe, and '^ith a profpcct of m ddng a 
fortune. 'J h^v liad nothing to<lo even in livk' of war,' ,l^njt ^'n the 
event of the co iny itfelf bting in (linger. This incafiirc wp* S''n- 
trary to the vor\ princ'plc on which the militii was foim^d, con 
trary to the \cry pund^de on which they are embodied ind lalhd 
t*iit, Kt it was afnmilating them to a ftinding armv, an<l tbcic^fm * 
the IioLife oi'ght to have confide rablc hcftation at Icaft in entert lin- 
ing it. If any of the pi<;^ iiit>p''i t»f the bill flv'uld be fiieh as to do 
away anv ot h;s djedions, he fhould be glad of it ; fh.it vcoild be 
matter of dctiil, and he IhouKl ids opini<m on it at ri piopcr 
time , polhl Iv !i: might take the Icnfc (if the I foufe in nnothci 
of the b ifin Is. He wms ready to ia>, ]iowc\Lr, that it the fenfe (‘f 
the Hoafe was taken novi, he faw enough of the mcafuii, to councl 
him to vote agd lift ir. 

Ml*. ChiiiKcllor Prrr fud, that he could not help hoping tint 
gentk men would not lake the fend: of the Houfc on the prefent 
rtago of the (]ijeftm, till tlicy had allowed tliemfelvcs to ccjnfidcr 
the fptrUic nature and tendency ot the provilion to be brouglit for- 
ward. But as fo much had been faid on the fubjeet, he could not 
jcfiain from flioiil/ ftating, wdiy he fhould not only lupport the pre- 
fent propv)li:ion, but wliy alfo lie w^as friendly to the whole of the 
buftiief'*. It there WMS a gre it deficiency of fubaltcins at a time 
when they w'crc wanted, and if in the opinion of fevcral refpeeb- 
ablc pcrions there would be a great difficulty in piov-uring them 
:it a period when the ncccffity might be greateft, furcly fomc mtans 
ought to be taken to provide jgiinft tlie inconvenience. T'hc right 
honourable gentleman had faid, that he would rather poftponc the 
difeuffion to a tiinc of peace. It was ratlier fingular, that, think- 
ing a npicafure proper to be difculfcd during peace, he fhould not 
be difpoted to take the benefit that might colUterally refult from its 
adoption in a time of war. He had further ftated, tb.at it wms un- 
gonffUutional to apply to the miliii i the fame inducements which j 
out to the army. If this argument was to be admired , 
ii} pxtent, no inducements at ought tc be held out to 
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officers in the militia, nor ought they to receive any pijr^Iurirtg the 
period of their fcrvice. As the militia now frooJ, the great 

fecurity for the Icrvice was, that all perfons ferving as Captains 
• wore obliged to be poflfellLd of certain (jiia’if cations , it v/as nt'ccf- 
fary tl4at th(\ fliviH hive propcity to fucJi an imouot as gave them 
a confiJciab^c l^ike in the country. It uas wiflud, in the firft in- 
llincc, cKtt id this q uhncition Hkcv ifu to ihc fubaltcrns ; but, 
fiom experience, fncli a rcgi‘Iat»on vAas found not to be pradicable. 
lie ontende I, thif thepio\nnn no\\ propo^id to be made was very 
difrcrent fn^m the hilt- pa} grintcd to od:\rs n the army, with 
^bieh. howevtr, in the Counc of the dcbitc, it had been fo often 
'^ojn^unndal. In the firft place, it wis fonic cifierencc at 
thit the prc»p(jrtion w is In no nuins to he the fimc. In the fe- 
c )h I ] lace, a ira re ma*^Lri il cii(tin<^ion n is, th't where is half-pay 
was rt-i iivd by oftioeis who Ind quitted tlvir coips, this provifion 
w IS onlvto be gnntcd to oi^icers who ftill continued to ftrvc in die 
militia in time ot peace, 'I h ' duty w hich tluy would have to per- 
form would be propoi rion ibly light , but flill tiie) were ready at a 
call, and it w is of confLCjiitncc to llic countiy that the militia 
fliould be provide d w itb cxptricni td oTici iS mac ifo of cmcigcncy. 
Eefide die objuft ions which the right honoarublc gentleman had 
iirg('d to die picfcnt piopolition, he had entered into a more gnieral 
view (^f the ftatc ot the fi-rilcc, into which he thould not now fol- 
low him. He liad contended, that the iirvices Ind been fo con- 
du ted as to interfere widi one another. In oppofition, however, 
to fliis ftatemuit, he could aflunic, that all the feryiccs had been 
earned to the grcMtcft extent, and to a digree uneximplcd at any 
former pt'riod , a prefumption, at L dl, tint no greit dctiiinent 
Ind rcfiilted fiom the allcJgcd inteiArence* of one fervicc with ano- 
ther. But i I even the lerv ices had htn conducted as had been 
fupjxifcd by the right lionourabic gcnrleiinn, ’t fi'-ved only as an ar- 
gument igiinft himfclf. For it time w s fi) litde temptation for 
fubaltcrns to enter into diC army, an! Itii) it wis found dnt the 
dcficiciiev of fubiltcrns in the mihth w is fo eonfidnab’e, this was' 
the ftrongeft rcafon that could be urged why addnivinl encourage- 
ment thould \ic held out, in order, if pullitic, to lenicJy that de- 
ficiency, 

Mr. COXi faid, that by extending the propofod provifion only 
to the Enfigns, and a fnnll pmportion of the Lieutenants, probably 
the objtd in view" might be gained, and at the fimc time all objec- 
tions obviated. If the provifion was to begunted to all the Efi- 
Jigns and Lioutenints, gentlemen of property would thus be pre-

He flited the. pi\ to officers in the milieu 
to be not in the natuic of a rcmiinciation for tl t ir fcrv.ccs, but as 
a compenfation for the c\pcncc of their attendance. lie 
rice of the argument urged bv tlic honouiahit gentleman wbohul 
fpoken laft, that the propofed provlfion w )dlJ ^ruieit fp‘nK i 
young men of property from tiking, in the iiill in'LnLC, fl.t lank 
of Lieutenants, all the Captiins would lx to be fo,u tl.v' 

gentlemen of the county of a ceitain dcfuiption of pripdt^, and 
thofe who were pi iced in that rank would thus b( pr^tiu Xu troni 
the benefit of am puMoiis cxpcrRiKc or knowkege of the (crMsv 
lie poftponed any fuither r^ mills, till he had an oppdtnnifv 
difeufs the pirticular pioviPun intended to lx mick.

Adstiic a<^ he wat» to tlx w ir, .is w^dl *» 
the honourable gentleman who Ind f|)okcn hrt, he could not alloiv 
that his rone]ud\ug argun.ent w is bv iny means fiir, which inde 
the deficienev oi fubaltcrn'. in tlic inilitii apply piiticilirly to the 
' prefent war. 'Fhe fame dchLiency had bscn cxpcriunCLd m foriixi 
wars, and as it wms now wdlxd to put the niihria upon a rc(pe» t 
able footing, in order to (uit tlic emergency of the octafion, it w -s 
nccclTary that feme means fhould be adopted in ordci to remedy the 
inconvenience. He approved 1 f the principle of co.ifiituti )iiil j^a- 
he wiflied as mucli as any min to be aftiiated by tint prm- 
<;ipic on every proper occafion: but the queftion was not, as 

infinuated, to aflimilate the militia to the army , it only went

WitK refpciSl 
to officers in the militia, the cafe frewd thus : thofc who had die 
rank of Captains were gf’nrlcmen of property, who were fubjefted 
to no*Inconveniencc by that fltuation, but continued to move in their 
nuuial iWierc : the fubalterns, however, who were in different 
circiinifttin^cs, were, by their rank as officers, and the habit of aflb- 
ci iting witn' oerfons of fupeiior fortune, drawn into expences vshich 
might not, in'^cvery inftance, he fuitihl^ to their private income. 
It vvis cqiiirible, therefore, that they flu )uld receive fomecompen- 
fation for the inconvenience to which they were ncccffarily fubjc<Sed 
ii‘-thc public fervice. It vs^ns cuftomary to grant fuch a comiicnfa- 
ItLiY *n all limilir cafes. He concluded vuth faying, that he the 
more chearfull} fuppoitcd the measure, ba^aufe he was perfuaded 
that there was no body of men to whom the country owed more 
[Tiatitude, or for whom it was bound to feel more rcfpcfl, than 
tliofe wlui were the objects of the prefent difcufllon, the Officers iti 
tlic miliui. 

General SMITH fiipported the mrafure. He faid, that it wr.s 
well knviwn to inilitaiy men, that the heft troops in the w'orld 
w^hiM be but of fiUvilI value forftniee, unli‘fs they were properly 
('ffieered. S > far, then, from having an objection to put the mili- 
tia on the fame fjoting as the armv, witl\ refpect to officers, he ra- 
rlui eoiiiivlercvl it as a u c ).ntncndation to the ir.cafurc. He hoped, 
however, tint b> a’k.w nice, it was not intendul to fubjeet 
trjops ferving in the mi Jn i to the arLi..]ts of war, except when they 
were aclinlly undtr arms. 

The refolntions wer^ agreed and a bill ordered to be brought 
in c n the firft rcfoliition. 

'I'lic bill to rendci more cfflclual the provifions of an act pafl'cd 
in the preflnt feflion, forraifii.g men fioin the counties, was read ti 
third time and palled. 

On the queftion tint tlie bill to amend the London mllifia acl 
ftiould be read a fecund rime, 

Mr. SHKRIDAN faid, that he certainly could not oppofe the 
principle of a bill to amend this fince that might feem to im- 
jdy that the ad> itfclfvt anted no altciacion 01 unendment. So far 
WMs this fioni being the cafe, that he thought the fhorteft way 
would have been to have rcjicalcd the ad altogether, and that, asi 
it now ftof>d, it would be vc»’y diiiieult to introduce into it any 
amendments which vv\>ulci have tlie effed to render it confiftcnt eU 
thcr with the chartered rigUts (*£ the citi7.ens of London, or five dc- 
fswee gf the city. When it came into the Committee, he ihould

try how fiir he could introduce fuch amendment ; and fill he hatl 
made that experiment, he ihould wave all idea of oppofition to 
the bill itfelf. 

The bill was tlicn read a fecond time, and oidcicd to be com- 
mitted for Monday. •

Mr. LONG mo\cd, that the Iloufc do rcfolvcjlfclf into a 
C(»mmitlcc on the fi .inking bill. ^ 

Sir WliJ.I^M PUJ/nUNEY faid, he had fcvcral objections 
to make to the lill , bii^ he underftood P was going into a Coni- 
mittcc merely to Invc the blanks filled up, he fimuld poftponc his 
ubfervations till t) e upnrt si as brought up. . 

Mr. CAW IHOKNE faid, thxtas the bill was framed at pit- 
fent, he could not give his .iff<nt to it. It apptaud to him highly 
improper, that the ck;l s in the various public offices fliould retain 
the privilege of hankinj, and )Ct that the Mcmheis of Parliament 
ihould, in a great degree, be deprived of It. He x\as vciy far fioni 
wifhing that an> abufes vliich might cxift with refpcdl to franking 
Ihould not be redrefled , but he thought it hard tliat the Members 
in general fliould fuflu for the faults of a few. Thofc who bid 
abufed the privilege ought to have their names made public — it 
leaft for one he fliouki have noobjedion to fuch a mcafurc. With 
refped to the general prim iplc cd the bill, he did not think that the 
revenue was injured bj franking, and fhould therefore oppofe the 
Speaker s leaving the chair. 

Sir ELNJAMIN IIAMMET faid, it had hippcncd to him to 
frank a grrat manj letters, but he confidcred it his duty as a Mem- 
ber of Parliament, not to fufler his individual intcrcft to come in 
competition with the public good 3 therefore as this bill was fup- 
pofed likelv to incrcafe the revenue, he fhould not give it any oppo- 
fition. 1 (c then alluded to the country banks, and to tlie convey- 
ance of five guinea notes, and contended, that as thefe notes paid 
a ftamp-duty to government, their circulation ought not to be ftop- 
,ped, as it would be, in a great mcafure, by this bill. 

Mr. LONG, in reply to thcobkrvation rcfpcdliag the clerks in 
thc’^oflSces who enjoyed the privilege of franking, faid, that this 
bill gave them no additional power of franking, but merely left 
them that which, for the convenience of public bufinefs, they had 
hitherto cnjwed. The number of clerks thus aiithorifcd to frank 
letters were about one hundred, and tlic amount of the poftage for 
letters franked by them was about 30,000!. per annum. The 
number of bankers pofTclIing that piivUegc from being Members . 
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was about forty, and yet they franked letters nearly to the fame 
amount as the hundred clerks. With refpefl: to what had fallen 
from the honourable gentleman who fpoke laft, he would only fay, 
that the queftion for the Houfe to determine was. Whether this 
privilegAought to be applied by Members to commercial purpofes 
or not ? \ 

Mr. CAWTHORNE explained. 

iMr. PORTER obferved, that in thebill then under conGder- 
ation, they were making regulations to bind the other Houfe of Par- 
liament. He agreed with an honourable Member (Mr. Caw- 
thornc) in his obfervation rcfpcdling clerks in office, and thought it 
— .^KTCuliarly hard that they ihould be mure favoured than Members of 
Parliament. It did not appear to him that the bill would produce 
the revenue propofed, or any thing near it. He concluded with 
obferviiig, thn if the bill palled in its prefent ftate, it'would be 
wwth the while of bankers to employ fonic of thofc privileged 
clerks to fr.ink their letters for them. 

Major IIENNlivER fpoke of the antiquity of the privilege of 
franking, and thought it ought not to be lefigncd lightly. 

Mr. Chancellor PITT laid, he was at a lofs to conceive upon t 
what ground g ntlemen iud altered their ftntiments fo completely 
upon the mcafuie piopofed ^ but all the obfervations he had heard, 
though they might with propriety be urged in the Committee againfl; 
particular claulcs, yet did not apply at all to the queftion— Whether 
the bill Ihould go into the Committee ? The only argument he had 
heard ftrongly picffcd was, that the clerks in the public offices W'crc 
to be left in the pofleflion of their privilege of franking, while 
Members of Parliament w^erc to be abridged ; and this was con- 
ceived to be fo ftrong an objciSion, as to induce feme gentlemen to 
oppofe the Speaker s leaving the chair. If that claufe was vrrong 
in its principle, it was no rcafon why the bill (liould not be com- 
mitted ; for it was in the powxr of the Committee to alter, amend, 
or wholly to leave out that claufe, if it was difapproved of. But 
he was furprifed that gentlemen fliould entertain an idea, that clerks 
in office were more favoured by this bill than Members of Parlia- 
ment. The privilege given to the clerks wms net a pfcrfonal fthU 
lege, but given merely to facilitate public bufinefs. 'Phe firft quef- 
tion to conlider upon this fubjc<Sl was, Wliether thofc clerks abufed 
the privilege veGcd in them ? He had heird no charge of-that kind 
whatever advanced. The next queGion vtas. What better mode 
could be adopted than the prefent ? It did not occur to him that 
any other r^utation would be more ctEiftuaL All this, Ivwcvcr,

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was matttcT of conSderation for the Committee ; therefore he (hould 
give his vote for the Speaker leaving the chair. 

Mr. MARTIN hoped, that Members would not be permitted to 
receive free any letters but foch as came fiom the places ^^bic^l they 
reprefent. With regard to the honour of die privilege, thought 
no privilege :>n honour that v\as at the public exiicnce : j e had been 
gUd, before he was a Member, and Ihould be glad ftill, to pay for 
the advantage of corrcfpondcncc all over the country^, dpccially a> it 
cguld be had at fo cheap a tatc as that of (xiftage. 

I.ord SHEFh II LD ohjedVed to the ^l>cakcr leaving the chair. 

'’i'hc quei^ion put, the lloufc refolved itfelf mto a Commit- 
tee on the bill, and a fliort coiiverfation took place on die clauftrf *■ 
confining the weight of a frank to one ounce. 

Lord SHEFFIELD propofcd that the weight fliould be two- 
ounces. "Fhe Houfe divided, 

For one ounce, 96. F('r two ounces, 1 2. 

Mr. BUXTON fiid, thit he conceived it to be unworthy of 
that Houfe to retain any privilege which did not render them re- 
fpeclablc in the eyes of the people , and on this ground he was of 
'opinion, that the privilege of franking ought t« be altogether abo- 
lifhcd. 

Mr. DENT faid, he had never h^ard a debate more fcandaloiis* 
than the prefent : they h'd vested awav, witJiout hcfitation, millions 
of the public money, hut when die qiicftion was to give up a mi- 
Lrabk pet*^y privjkg'', therL was as much altei cation and debate, as 
if it IS a point of rhe grcatvft confcqucncc. 

Sir WILLIAM PULTLNEY thought this was not a time to 
give up any of thtii privileges, or rifque the conlcqucnces of inno- 
vation : the f in^^ndcr of the privilege of franking might tend tu 
Itficn th(ir qucnce in the eyes of the people. 

Mr. WINDHAM profefied himfdf entirely averfe to giving up 
any part of the privilege ; it gave to mcmbcis a very dcfirable piwcr 
of conferring favours tm their confiituents, and tended to keep up 
thofe reciprocations of civihtj and endearment, which gready fvvcct- 
ened the inttreourfe of private life. 

Mr. COUR"I'ENA\ remarked on the amiable fenfibility of the 
Jal right honourable fpcaker, wlio feemed to hive employed Iris 
j>rivilcgc of franking, as die p}ct cxprelfcsi to 

' “ Kpecd the foft inttreourfe fiom foul to foul, 

And wait a figh from Indies to the Pole." 

He <}id not, liowevcr, conceive that any point of the* public fervice 
<H0it to give way to tliia aecumtbuilating teinper of the right Lu* 
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nourablc gentleman. As to the power of conferring favours, this 
privilege of franking might be delirable to him who had no other 
means of beftowing them except what he deri\ ed from that privi- 
lege ri)ut furcly the right honourable gentleman, from his hi^ 
lituationm office, had an opportunity of rendering much more fub- 
•ftantial fcKices to thofc whom he wilhed to oblige. 

i With refpe^ to letters to be font free of portage each day by a 
^^wmber, the blank was hllcd up v/ith the number lo, which, 
Iftcr foine converfation, was agreed to. Tlic number of letters to 
pc received by each Member was propofed to be 15. On this 
' c)aufe*a long and defultory converfation took place, in which almoft 
“^very Member prefent Repeatedly delivered his fen^'iments. It was 
ftated that a fmallcr number would be fufficient to cover all the cor- 
tcfpondcncc which a Member might receive relative to thebufinefs 
of the Houfc, and that to allow letters to be received to the extent of 
1 5, would only afford a partial advantage to Members engaged in 
mercantile and banking purfuite, a«d fo operate to the continuance 
of that abufc which it w^as the objeft of the bill to remedy. Mr. 
BUXTON moved, that the number of letters to be received daily by 
each Member (hould be reduced to i o,on which a divilion took plac 0 
A>cs, 31. Noes 34. 

On the claufe allowing Public Offices to cxercifc the privilege of 
franking as formerly, a long convcrfition ttok place, with refpeA 
to the abufes praclifcd in thofc orticcs in conlcqucncc of which, the 
annuil amount of frank'*, which was 10 1784 6000I. had incrcafed 
to 30,000!. 

Mr. Chancellor PITl’ rtated, that this claufe might be left out 
without artc6fing the objeft of the Bill, which extended only to 
Members of Parliament. 

It was propofed by ftveral Members, that feme other claule 
fhould be iubihtutcd, to che( k the abiifc whidi had been ftated, but 
was objtdcd to b} the Chancellor of the Excliequcr, on the ground 
thu they wcic not \et poffcffcd of fuffiuent infJ>rination for that 


piirp>lc. 

Mr. CAWTHORNE faid, that in order that the mitter might 
ftand over for further confideration, ht' fhould move that the Chair- 
man do now report progrefs, and afk leave to fit agnin. 

The Committee divided on thu motion of adjournment, 

Ayes, 13- Noes, 36. 

The Bill being gone through with fcvcral amendments, the 
Hoilfc was refumed, and the Repoit ordered to be received Oi 
^Wednefdav next.

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Monday y %'^d March. 

A petition was leceivcd from Colchcftcr, in fupport of the vi- 
gorous profeeution of the war. ^ 

The Houfe rcfolvcd itfelf into a Committee of V, ays and 
Means. ^ 

Mr. Chancellor PITT ftid, that he had an alteration to p»*o- 
pofc with refp^'<^t to the mode of levying the duty oh Scotch fpiri^s, 
in order to put it more on a footing with the duty on Englifh fpirits. 
This alteration would be attended with a double advantage ; r 
would prevent the exceffive cheapnefs of fpirits, a.’d would ;frodn ^ 
a conliderable addition to the revenue, not lefs, he had calculated 
for the prefent year, than 90,000!. a fum which would be fuffi- 
cient to cover any incidental deficiency in another quarter. And 
from information he had received, luch were the hopes he enter- 
tained from this article of revenue, thdt except a confidcrablc fall- 
ing olF took place in the confumption of Scotch fpirits, he trufted that 
next year they would be able to bear an adtluional duty, and pro- 
duce a ftill larger fum to the counm . H' e ncludcd with moving, 
that an additional annual duty of 9I. per gallon be laid on the fiills, 
&c.— Agreed to by the Committee. 

Mr. Chancclloi PITT then moval, that tvtrv piece of parch- 
ment granting infurance on ihips, flioiild piy hilf 1 crown for every 
hundred pound, and two fliillings fi.r any lum lefs than a hundied. 
See. which refolution was alfo agreed to. 

The Houfe refoUed itfelf into a Co Tiinictcc on the Bill for ralfing 
a certain annual fum on certificates foi wearing hair powder. 

Mr. Chancellor PITT ftated, thit it was at prefent only his 
intention to fill up the blanks. He fhoiild, however, ftate the ex- 
ceptions which lie hid to make from the operation of tlie tax, and 
for whicli he propc.fcd to bring up claufes on the Report. 

The firft exccptioti tint nilurallv fuegefied itfelf was with refped 
to all thofi engaged in tJi«’ militiry fen ire <»f the country, that is to 
day, the army and the nivy, hc^pr^pofid that the exception fliould 
extend to all fubal tern officers, and to all officers in the mvv, under 
the rank of maffer an 1 commander. He pnipofed likcwife, that 
5iU curates and clergymen, who had net a benefice or eftate to the 
amount of tool, a year flioald be excepted from the operation of 
tbe tax. As to the mode of collcding It, wliat had fiift been fug*- 
was, that the certificates fhould be taken out from tlic clerks 
I# peace for the county, but as thefe were fometimes at a difiance, 
'K appeared more cl^blc that they (hould be taken out from the AJ-a- 
4Sfiif|butors of fiamps. There would likevrife be a claufe requiring 
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the matters of families to jgivc to thi collectors of affeffed tax^* an 
account> to the bett of tl^eir knowledgCi of all thofe redding in their 
houfes, who had ufed powder during the year. 

Cordnel MACLEOD fuggefted, that in the family of a private 
gentleman of fmall fortune, where there were fix or feven daugh- 
ters, it w"»uld be a hard cafe that they fhotild all be obliged to pay 
far the privilt^c of wearing powder; it would be more equitable 
Jat in a family of fuch a defeription, the tax fhould be rcftriited 
to two or three. He afked whether lawyers were to be excepted 
/froHL the tax ? 

^./Chancellor PITT replied, that he had nothing to fay with 
*T‘efpc61: to the lawyers, but that tlie other cafe put by the honourble 
gentleman had ftruck him in exadlly the fame light. He thought 
that in fuch a family it wa)uld be highly proper that the tax fhould 
be rettriclcd to two or three, and he fhould confidcr of bringing in 
a claufc for that purpr)fc. 

Colonel CAWTHORNE urged an exception in favour of half- 
pay officers. 

Mr. Chancellor PITT faw no principle upon which the excep- 
tion could apply to therri more than to any other of his Majefty’s 
fiibjcctts. It was evident why officers in aftual fcrvicc were cx- 
cepfed, becaufc they were obliged to wear Lair-pow'dcr. 

General SMITH thought that the tax might be rendered more 
produettive by allowing matters of fimilics to ct>mpound for the 
number of individuals under their roof. He afkcd at what period 
the tax was to commenc** with refjKct to young ladies. 

Mr. Chancellor PITT confidercd the propofition of the honour- 
able gentleman as entirely militating againtt the principle of tltc 
bill.'^'' If matters of families wcic to be allowed to compound, per- 
fons in the higbeft clafs of focictics, on whom the tax was chiefly 
intended to fall, would take advantage of the permiflion to get off 
for a much Icfs fum than they would be obliged to pay under the 
prefent regulations. As to the quefiiou when the tax was to com- 
mence with refpeft to young ladies, it would commence as foon affair 
the pafling of tlic bill, as they, or their friends, fhould decide that 
it was proper for them to W’car hair- powder. ^ 

Mr. COURTENAY enforced the cafe of half- pay officers, who 
were acciittomed to appear as gentlemen, and w Lo out of theit 
fcanty income of thirty or forty pounds, could but ill affi rd to pay a 
guinea for the privilege of wearing hair-powder. With rcfpcA to 
young ladies he could talk from experience. He ftated the cafe 
'*5wbere a gentleman of fmall fortune hns a wife and three daughters, 
and is obliged to pay five guineas, the* longer they remain unmar- 
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ried, faid he, which k a double misfortune, the longer will he be 
burthened with the tax. He contended, therefore, that in the pre - 
fent inftance fomething (hould be adopted fimilar to the jus tntm 
iiberorum among the Romans, and that a claufc (hould inferred 
in the bill, admitting as a fair cife of exception the jus tPium pueU 
Jarum. As to the age at which young ladies began t(/wear hair- 
j)Owder, eommonly about the age of fifteen or lixtjjen, they w^c 
icized with this fafhtonable infi'nBive propctifify. ^ 

Mr. DENT wifiicd that a bill hid been brought in, which 
would have amounted to a total prohibition cif hiir-powdcr. TWt 
number of foldiers in the country amounted to about i 50,0? 

-of whom ufed not lefs than a pound of flour a-vutk, making up- 
ward of tw’o million duiing the }car, add to this the quantity of 
wheat employed by the ftatch-makers, w^hich amounted to al>out 
nine million mere. Servants ftole ff>r the ufc of their hair fhc fl( nr 
intended for culinary puipofts. Was it piopcr that an nn- 
fuenfe w«iftc fliould take place, when at this moment hf uncLrllood 
there was the greateft danger of a ftarcitv, as there was rot c'^rn in 
the country to laft Icrger than till June or July, at t\hith rime a 
large fupply was expefted ? If enquirj^ was made from tlu Chun ii- 
Wardens, it w'ould Lc found that the diflrefs of the ptxir in dilTcunt 
parts of the country w'as greater than could w^cil be imagined. lie 
wifhed that the tfFtdt of the prohibition of h<ri*r-powder had been 
tried for one year, as our fupplics were now fo uncertain, both from 
.the circLimftance of having lofl: Holland, an! from the comprtit.on 
which we had to encounter with the French at every lortign 
market. 

Mr. Chancellor PITT icpiobated this fort of difeuflion ts very 
difordcrly, and as cakuhted to do no good, w^hile it might be .»f- 
tended with a deal of mifehief. He lamented the prefent high pr'cc 
of corn, but he had no information which gave him reafon to ap- 
prehend the threatened fcarcity intimated by the honourable gentle- 
man , nor if he had, woukl he ftatc an evil to fo great an extent, 
while he had only to projw/c fo trivial and inadequate a icmedy, as 
eouW he dciivcd from a piohibition of hair powder. 

Mr. DENT faid, th it one faft could not be controver*^cd , tint 
its conkqucnce of tiichte fcverc wcatlicr, the crops oi n^xt haivv.lt 
^tild not be exported to turn out fo favourably. 

“ I^)rd SHE?f IKLD faid, that he had taken the greateft pains to 
Ittfoim himlclf upon the fubjert ; there was not the fmallcft dinger 
of a fcarcity , and even in thole pieces where there was at prclcnt 
apparent fcarcity, tlicre w'crc ftill great quantities of grain *de^ ^ 
pitted. 
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Mr. COURTENAY faid, that wearing jHlwder would be afel^ 
vice of danger, if an idea went abroad, that it had a tendency 
produce a famine, and that- every man who came under thedcfcrip^ 
tlon (jf ^hc poll-tax, would not oidy fmart in his pockets, but run 
die fartivr rifque of being knocked on the head. 

Sir M\W- RIDLEY mentioned the cafe of thofc who had the 
rnisfoitune have feven or eight fervan^s, and tliought that they 
fyuld only pat half a-guinea for each- 

Mr. Chanctllor PITT faid that it it was equitable that the indi- 
lidual flionld pay for tlic gratification of his own vanity in wearing 
IhijytA-.- It was much moie juft that he (hould pay for tlie grattfica^ 
of tlut vanity which he indulged through the medium of others ; 
thole who had the misfortune of keeping ftven or eight fervants ap- 
peared to him to be the laft objefts of compaffion on the prclcnt oc* 
cafion. 

fjcneral SMITH enforced the argument of the honourable Baro- 
net , he nicntiorud the pleaftirc which a man feds in being attended 
at tiblc I y a fprucC powdered footman, and thought it hard that he 
(ho lid be obliged to pay fo ftverdy for the gratification of fo inno- 
cent i \anitv. 

Mr. COUR'IENAY thought no man more capable of -iguing 
philofophicalL the nature ot vanity thin the honourable General, 
But lurd) he conceived ihit a glafs ot Tokiy )i Mad ria would 
rdilh equally well, whcthci tlie heal of him who prefented it, wis 
red, bmwn, or wlute. He had met with no dckiipthn of the 
fpccus of \v lU d^ivnltd h) the ho4«)jnhk Gtntnl in tiK 
of Sinitli, Hunc, or \iilto’lc , though tlic latter, m his 1 rci 
ot Kthics, had exprddy written a chipteron the fubjed of vanity. 

If the ti\ induced thofe who havl feven or eight fervants ^odifmns 
only one ot the number, it would be aconfidcnble laving to them, 
and .111 advantage to Ills Mojefij’s fcrvicc, whkh at picKnt fttxxJ 
in need ot men. 1 o have a number ot feivAi>ts, he reckoned in- 
deed a misfortune, though not perhaps in the fenfe in which it was 
undtrftood by the honourable Baronet. The hardihrp was on thofe 
who wtrt obliged to keep a Tingle fer' int for nccellar) purpofts. 

It was proper that thole wlw kept a numerous tram ihowild pay to 
the full amo>mt, in order that it might be (hewn that the prefenc * 
was a tax on luxurj", and thofe who contributed moft higely, might 
turn their vanity to a gfyod account, froip Uu: oonfbling reflcdiott^ 
Cliat diey were ferving thefr country. 

Mf. MARTIN faid that he could not help thinking th<it a coufi- 

grndeman derived no a^&fttional dignity from the number ofhU 
fervants* I Fhe hair of this huneft and truly patiH>iU ftiember, he- 
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ing div^ftcSd of crciy particle of hair-powder, had at his riling oc- 
C9n6ncd a confuicrable degree' of laughter.] He would not compare 
himfclf to a pidlurc of Vandyke, hut farcly the heads painted by 
that famous artift were not Icfs graceful or venerable, bccaHb they 
wanted the fuppofitious ornament, which had been adopt/d by the 
meretricious taftc of later times. He himfclf hid difearefcd the ufe 
of hair- powder, btcaufe he was not fond of unneceffarily contribut- 
ing to the fupport of a war, which in itfelf he believed to be neit^J^r 
jult nor neceffary, and bccaufc he would not in a moment of real^ 
apprehtiul J di^refs flcal one morfdfrom the neceflitics of the poon 
to gutity tilt filly vanity of appearance. He would fiippoi ^jfcg j pjL 
howLV< r, lo f\i as it might have a tendency to diminiiTi tne ufe o£- 
hair powder, but on no othwr ground did it meet with his approba- 
tion.

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afr othcn^, m whicfe’U is moft material and moft important, what 
indeed Is always material and important, that this Houfc fliould 
ftand high in the opinion of its conftituciits, and that it (hould be 
entitled to their confidence and rcfpcc^, by (hewing that i^is really 
(Concerned for their deareft and moft valuable intcrefts. ha!d 

jiorhing clfc to (late on this bufinefs, I (hould thini: all tHofi: who 
ate impreffed with that opinion, and, who ferioufly obferving tlic 
critical fituation of mankind, arc convinced that the praclical im- 
^rtance of this Houle depends on its being refpedlgd by its confti- 
tuents abroad, would, w ithout any additional argument,, be difpotc'^ 
to admit, that in order to entitle us to that rcfpccV, which w'e aA 
wifli to poffcfs, which it is our duty to maintain, but whfch wA 
cannot hope to enjoy unlefs we deferve it. It is incumbcirrorTTfris 
■Houfc to enter into a dttnilcd and ferious examinati jn of the ftate 
of tlie nation. No man will deny, that the dangers that furroiind 
.the countr}' in the prefent crifis arc many and alarming ; and there- 
fore it muft follow, that the Houfe of Commons cannot he faid to 
do ifS duty, to do it faithfully and confeientioufly, if, in a time of 
the greateft and moil imminent danger, it gives blind and implicit 
confitlencc to any executive government, without grounding tliat 
confidence on a ihonuigh, fcri(»us, complete, and detailed iiivdU- 
gation of tlic pad. 

I dated tivat this motion has been made at different times in the 
hidory of this country, to which it is unnccclfary to advert. I 
myfdf had the honour of making a fimilar motion in this Houfc in 
the year 1777 a time mod undoubtedly of great peril and danger. 
But whoever looks back to the events of that period, and takes into 
the account even the mod unfortunate of tlicm— the furrender of an 
army at Saratoga, &c. — calamitous as they were, I fay, there is 
no man that looks back to that period and compares it witli this, 
who will nut fee that the dangci*s which tlicn threatened this nation 
were trifling and inlignificanr, tliat the loHes then fudained were of 
no confcqucnce when coif^parcd to thofc we have fuffered at this 
ihoment ; and the contrad will be dill greater when we compare 
,thc confequcnccs of the dangers and difallers of that period, with 
the cfFcdls of tliofe recent misfortunes -which now' affedl every part 
pf the Britidi empire. In the year 1777, however, I thought it 
neceffary to date the grounds w'hich tlien (x'curred to me for going 
into a confideration of the date of the nation. And although the 
majority of the Ploufe, with whom I had not the gu>d fortune to 
‘concur, ultimately negatived the different quedions which were 
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brought forward, the}' thouglit the crifis to be fuch, that It was Apt 
becoming the dignity or confident with the charaftcr of the Houfe 
of Comj||K at fuch an awful and momentous period, to decline 
tht prot^d inquiry into the ftatc of tlie nation ; for momentous 
and awful it undoubtedly was, and muft always be fo confidcred in 
itfelf, though it wears an afpciTt totally different when compared with 
the mcmicnt at which I am now fpcaking. 

Sir, tlicrc aro man\ in tliis H<'ufc who think that difafiedion fo 
ConlVitution of the country his fpread much wider among His 
■ .ooil} s fubjecSs tlian I believe it has ; imny h ivc been more 
Mj^id kyf the progufs of new and French principles than I have 
occaufc they have thought them much more ci'nfidcrablc in 
tlicir influence than T have been able to pcifuade myfelt they really 
arc. At the fame time I will not deceive the Houfb nor myfclf lb 
far as nv)t to admit, that, if there has been any danger fiom the 
progrefs of French principles and French (ipinions, the late events 
have not \ little tended to liclghtcn and ineicafe tlint danger. And 
not merely all the events abioad but all the nieafwrcs wh'ch have 
been adopted at home have moic particulaily contributed to lender 
the pro! [’c cl imminent and alarming. 

I am one (f thofe who tliinh, not < nly that a majeaity of the 
people ifw that would ill expiefs n»\ oj niu n,) but that the great 
^ and alinofl: imanimous body of the nat art n.’l of IcAalty fo His 
Majelh, and ofafTcclion to tlie Conllinaion of the country: howt 
ever, I am nlfo of opinicn, tluttliun Meion)enow, as theie have 
lictn at all times, wla) arc aeluited In dilRunt fcnthiRnts and dif- 
fi rent view's. 1 am very iiukIi afraid futJi men have been (neon- 
1 igcd to a certain degree* bv the progr^fs of the French aims on the 
•Continent, though in a mud 1 higher tieguc by ihc e(»ndii6l of Mi- 
ni tiers at home. T he couRquence has ccrtiinlv Ixen, that ihefc 
piincipks and opinions have rather giiiusl tlian lod credit in this 
countrv , and this dangci, which is <iail\ and hoarlv incualhig, has 
■:ni fen not from pi ON and c(»nfpiiadcs, the cxilUnce ct which I 
have never tiioiight vs'dl proved, but fiom a ginenl ('pinion that 
the Iloufe of Commons are not the rtprefcntativ(.s of the pcxiplcof 
Fngland ; by which I do not mean tliat they aic m t icrurned by the 
people, but that they arc not even virtually their reprefcntaiiv es 
that they do not finccrcly feel for the calamities of the people of 
England ; and that they do not take that IivlIv concern in their 
comfort and happinefs wlrieh iheir fituation calls on them to take* 
If fuch an opinion has gone forth, and if there is too much rcafor^ 
to fliipc(5l that it lias made a eonfidcrablc imprcflion on the public 
n|lri3l7 what argument can bft fo ftrong in fpppon of fuch an oi>ini(l: 
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18 to ajrord''Aorc who have adopted it an opportunity to fay. Can 
you believe that the Conftitution of Great Britain is wha^ou have 
been taught to efteem, and that the HglIc of Comti»||iB what 
you boaft it to be, when at a time of the critical i^P»rtance, 
of the moft alarming danger, and when e conduct of the Bkccutivc 
Government, whether culpable or laudable*, has been attended with 
the greateft calamities, the Houfe of Commons can lit llill without 
inquiry, without even knowing the ftate of the country, and without 
flailing to an account (I do not mean for punifhmtnt) the rxccutivc 
Government, for the moft marked failure of meafurcs that evtr 
happened to any Executive Government at any period of our hhcory ? 

I fay, this argument is of gicat weight. li u (liould appei**, at a 
moment when the opinion of the country feems to be materially 
^hanged ; if at a peri^ when manv are for negociation, when many 
who were formerly convinced ot thcjufticc and neceflity of the war, 
though ftill adhering to their original fentiments, yet have fo far al- 
tefred their views as to think there ought to be an immediate attempt 
at negociation, and are billing at prtfent to confidcr as no obltaclcs 
of treaty, many of thofe circumftanccb .which they foimcrly thought 
incompadble with the fccurity, the dignity, and the honour of Great 
Britain 'if at fuch a period as this, I fay, vc fhould hnd that 
the Houfe of Corrrnons ftill continue the fame blind and implicit 
confidence, and do not appear to be at^tuated in any degree by the 
common opinion of the public, but ptrfevcrc in laying burdens on 
their cbnfiitucnts, and caking meafurcs which will render indifpcn- 
fably neceflary (till heavier burdens ; if the Houfe do all this, with- 
put even inquiring how far the money they have hitherto voted away 
has been fpent for the advantage, the honour, and fecurity of Great 
Britain ; without regarding how many oceans of blood have been 
made to flow, and how^ many millions of money have been expended , 

I fay, if all this is fo, I wdlh to know what I am to anfwer to the 
enemies of the Britifli Conftitution I wifh the King s Minifters to 
furnifti me with arguments to combat in favour of luch a conduct ; 

I wifh them to tell me, how I am to contend that the Britifli Con- 
ftitution is the moft perfeil of all Conftitutions^ and the Biitilh 
Houfe of Commons the bert fccurity for the rights and liberties of 
the fubjefl. The obvious argument m the mouth of the enemies 
of our Conftitution is this. How can that be good which produces 
effeils fo bad - And how can that Government and that Conftitu- 
tion be good, which can fuflfer fuch failures in its adminiftration to 
Mfs without piiniftiment, and not only without punilhment, but 
without inquiry ? When this Houfe can fit as indifferent ?>svl un- 
' ^cuneJ fpe^tors in the midft of a fituation admitted on alHiands '

to be the mod important and xiioft critical tliat ever Inltle * 
jl annals of the country, I alk what I am to fey to this Houfe, aii4 
to my conftituents in vindication of this Houfe, if they continue to 
teftify the lame fupinenefs which they hitherto have done r If I 
have nothing to fay, if I have no anfwer to make, how can wc 
fift die conclufion, that that fyftem cannot be good which in prance ^ 
is bad, and where the failures arc even greater than in thofe Go^ 
vernments that are more arbitrary ? The defence of the Britilh Con* 
ftirution which I have always u(ed, has been a pradlical defence ; 
that the Brithh Conftitution, though not tallying wath the theories 
of this man, or die notions of that man, has produced fubdantial 
happinefs to the people. Such I confider to be the true defence of 
'the Britifh Conftitution: take away that, and I am at a lofs on 
wh?t giound to Hand, and how I am to anfwer thofe who defire me 
to h»ok at the pra<flicc of the prefent moment. An Executive Go- 
vernnn''nt, I queftion not now whether gr)od or bad— an Executive 
Govxrnrrcnt above two years has proceeded on a plan, whether oti* 
giihftlyjuft ornof, 1 am not now deciding — has incurred an expence 
beyond the example of all former limes, has occafioned an efTuiion 
of huni*in blood bevoiKi all former periods, has recommended a fy- 
ftem to be adopti d tor ihc attainment of certain objedis : that fj’ftcm 
has been purfu^d, confidence has been placed in them, and now, 
at the end ot more than two years, wc arc confeffedly farther from 
evtry object lint wms held out to us, than when we firft engaged in 
this Well. Every pi in has failed, anJ has turned againft us; and 
this V ihc fyftem 1 am to defend on the ground of the praftical good 
it h s produced. I afk, what would be the cafe of a Conftitution 
pradiicilly bad ^ Would it not W prcv.ift:ly and cxndlly the fame? 
Is it not one of jhc muft powerful aigumcnrs agiinft the Govern!* 
men: of any country, that, provided tlic Piincc is fatisfied, nofei* 
lures will be called in qu«flion, and the Adminiftration may with 
impunity be cjndudfed upon principles the nno|jL hoftilc to the interefti 
of the people ? If that be one of the cliargcsbniught agiinfl: arbitrary 
Governments, wliich perliaps is not univerfally true, for the moft 
dcfpotic Princes have fometimes been obliged to difmifs their Mintu , 
fters when, in cjnfcquencc of their grofs mifconducil, they havo^ 
roufed the indignation of the Public ; if fuch a charge be applied td 
Great Britain, and if it is poiliblc for an Adminiftration, whetfafftt;, 
from mifeondud or dtherwife, to produce fuch a fcrics of difgrdnij^'' 
difafters, and calamities as we have experienced fince thecommenCi^ 
ment of the prefent war ; if we are to have pcifons at the head 
a^airs under whofc management cilamity follows calamity ; tf fuch/< 
-iAi Adminjftration can Lc fuiFcrcd to cxift In tliis country, exoegt 
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after e folemn and diligent inquiry, which may prove their cafe to 
be an exception to the common rule, then one of the moft ferious 
accu&tions againft arbitrary Governments is applicable to that Con- 
Aitutbn under which we live ; I mean fo far as regards the prefent 
Adonlniftration, and th* pcrfonal liberty of the fabjetS, which 
it ii6t now under com'idcration. 

I flhouM think, therefore, if I did liotliing but ftatc to the Iloufc, 
what it is !v»t necelliry that the Hv)ijfc Ihoiild hear from me, namely, 
that we have been upwanlsof two years engaged in war, that all 
our plans have failed, thif all hope U loll, and that, in point of 
fa6t, the enemy airainft whom we thought we were acling conjointly 
with all Europe, are ftrongcr in crfxlit and rcpiit itii.e th in they were 
at the beginning of the war, and have at this moment giintd 
more than the wildcft imagiintions of thole who diove us into it 
ever aferibed either tr) their ambition or to their principles — moie 
tl\an ever entend even into the minds of the moft ami Itioiis of ihs 
French monarebs in former days to attemjt ; I fay, I Ibould think 
this quite ground enough to iiiducc the 1 foufe to circr into a con- 
fidcration of t’lc ftatc of the nation. But I will not coniine iny- 
fclf to thisgrnc»al aigiimcnt. The llatcof die nation divides it- 
frff undoubtedly into many difTt rent branches ; and 1 am perfedlly 
furc, if I were to tire your patience and cxhaull my own llrcnith, 
as far as it is iioffible for me to do, I flioiild itill be compdlcd to 
omit many circumdanccs which arc cloddy conceded with this fub- 
jed. I lhall endeavour, therefore, to ftatc fomc few, wliioh I 
deem to be moft material ; and if the Houfc duly confulci them, 
I cannot concc.ivc that any man in tliis Houfc can go out of it, and 
fay, I have ilonc my duty, I have difcliaiged my trull fiitl ‘^ullv 
and confeientioufl) to my coniVitucnts and my countr\ and at the 
lame time rejcxd an inquiry into the prefent ftatc cf the nation. 
T1 w 3 ftatc of the nation, as I have juft laid, is moft undviubtcdly 
' to be ronlidcrtd in various lights. Firft of all, as to our own ic- 
fourecs with refped to men , wiih rcVjardi to monty , and with re 
fpedi to the ufing of thofc men and that money for the purpofes of 
• the W\ar in wlJeh wo ate now engiged. But rhcle refourevs of men 
and monc), and the manner in whicli they are to be ufed, are not 
^ tHily to he confidcud by thcmfclvcs, but w^e are-likcvsifc to conlidcr 
frorfli whence thofc rcfouicis flow — (lie ft^tc of prpjlirion, manu- 
^ fuftturcs and commerce, and general profptriry of the cc*untrv. 

/ When we have done tliis, we muft go next into u conlidci ition of 
connc(^tions .ibroad. We null takcafurvey of cair allicjj, 

' (1^'depcndcncc tihu may be pl'iccd on them j the ftruution of iliyfc

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allies', and the probability both in refpcd to their will 
Dpwer to asr>, and to ferve the common caufe. 

Sir, in my opinion, even when tliLfc points arc confidcred, th€rt 
fere others <*f equal importance which remain to be difcufTcd : I 
m< in witli refpeft to the principles on which we have hitherto car- 
ried on this war, and on which we are likely to continije to carry 
it on. It is material, when we are engaged in a war, particu- 
larly of this kind, which has been qualified by fo many difTcrent 
cpidicfs, and on which the eyes of mankind aic fo peculiarly fixed ; 
it is mitcrid, I fay, that in fiich a wai we flionld invariably main- 
tain the choM^er of moderation, humanity and juftice, without 
wl)ich it is impefiTiblc that v/c Ihould alfo fuppf)rt the charafler of 
vigour and exertion, of wifdom and prudence. Thefe arc part, 
and n )t the leafi important, of the refourccs of n country. They 
arc imi^oitant in another view, bccaufc it is eflential to contidcr 
t^hethcr we have carried on the wMr with jufiicc and vigour, with 
wii’dom and prudtncc : and though I hope and believe the contrary 
will torn out to be the cafe ; }et if it appear that the war was not 
only jull in its origin (which for the fake of argument I fliall flip- 
pofe fiir a moment}, but that we htivc a(4ed in the piofeciition of 
it vig»noofiy and wifely, .tjicn I am afiaid tlic rcfult will be com- 
plete defpair. If our condut'l in the manigcmcnt of tlie prefen t 
W'.ir lias been m.nkcd with vigour and wifdom, and we have been 
‘ more thin two )ears exhaufting our refourcts incflcdualiy ; I wiih 
fo know’, if ncithvr from a change of mc.ifuies nor a change of 
councils 1 Jiavc anv n*afun to ! k k for letter fuceefs in the future 
opciations of this war (which I h(,pe and tiuft will not turn out to 
he true} i I wi/h to know, I fa), wlutt other inference I can 
draw hut that of nbroluto iiicmcdiablc defpair? If that be the 
cafe, the refult of an inquiry into the flatc of the nation will be, 
tliar confidence oiiglit to be given to the King’s Miniikrs, For 
however calamitous the pitfint liatc of tlie country may be, if it 
was brought about without any fault of thciis, undoubtedly cunfi*- 
deuce ought not to be withdrawn from them. But even in this 
cafe an inquiiy will be n-atcrial, bccaufc it will lead to a difeovery 
of the true caufes of our fail in cs, and of the prefent ciifirelfes of 
the countiy, and piove the nccellity of abandoning the pin fiiit of 
an objedt wliich, cv})eriencc has taught us, cannot be obtained. 
*l'Jic inquiry will be even advmtagcous to IViinifiers, by (hewing 
that they have ackd w'ith jufiice, wifdom and vigour, in the llcps 
whleli thev have taken, thougii ihty h.ive been nniortanate in the 
rcfult. But if it turns out, as I fiifpcdt it will, (!ut have 

ifiopijkd according to any of the pilneiplc.*' I ha\t. i\ov. lifted ; if 
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tl3i«y netdier aSed with jufticc and humanity, nor with wif- 
dom and vigour, then it is poffible ihat thc.objci£t may ftill be ob- 
tained, though the means muft be varied. But, as I have alread)-** 
faid, if Miniders have afted with jufticc arid vigour, th^n the »*c- 
flilt muft be perfe(St defpair , and it belongs to this Hoiife to force 
Mifiifters, if they are unwilling, to abindon for ever an objeft, 
which ft period of upwards of two years has proverl to be unatuin- 
* ftble. For that ohjcfl, which experience has fhew’n cannot be ac- 
CompIi(hed by ordinary means, muft be bad, and ought to be no 
longer purfued. 

' Now, Sir, with refpc£l to the prft branch, I have premifed, 
that it is impoflible for me to ftate w’lth aaiincy to the Houfe the 
lofs of men in this conteft ; and if the Iloufc goes into a Committee, 
I (hould certainly wifh to have laid before the Houft a complete 
and accurate return of the lofs of men fince the ccmmcnccmcnt of 
the prefent war.. 

Firft, with refpeft to the lofs of the Eiitifh, as the moft im- 
portant part of the fuhjefl, ' wc ha\c had a paper * ]\\d before ns 
thisfeflion, wliich, from what appears on the face of it, cannot 
poflibly be corn ft. I have compared it with other accounts, on 

which I admit I have nv^t thr hightft itllincc, thole detailed in the 
London Gazette; md I find a conliderable difttrcnce between the 
lofs of men as ftitcd in riic Gizcttc, ana that in tlic piper which 
now lies on jour nbl» . The papci upon jour table, by giving a 
return of the priva^s only, and by t»iiutung to give ipy return of 
the officers, ferjeanrs, druiiuntrs, &c. dimiiiiftics our lofs in ap- 
pearance, at Itaft one tendi. There arc ilfo Ioffes mentioned, al- 
though perhaps not fpecified, in the (/a/ette, of which no leturn is 
to be found in tins paper. 'I'hcrc is one general item to which I 
wifli to advert , an account of a conlidtrable lofs about the 9th of 
and of whifti no notice whatever is ta^-ien in the piper upon 
' your table. I have hc'^rd there was fomc lofs of Biitiffi at Nicu- 
port; Biit'fti ftandards were taken at Valenciennes and Conde ; 
and therefore thc-c nuel luve bee 1 lofs of Bntifli troops alfo in that 
quarter. The lols a" Bergem op-Zoom is not enumeratt d in this 
account. I mention the a eiicumftanccs to fticw, that if any 

gentlemen vifli to conible themfclvcs with the idea, that there was 
no lols of men during the laft campaign, cxccj)t what apjicars from 
the paper cn the fable, they deceive tliernfclves moft grofsly ; and 
there is but too much reafon to fuppofe, Minifters have concerted 
among chemfelvcs to make the lofs ut Britifti appear lefs confider-

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nblc than it really is. I have fccn returns, which I believe to be 
'|%rffiicntic, wliich make the number of British in the month of Sep- 
^ 4 *rnber lart 26,000 men. Now are tlierr any hopes, when tliat 
;nWv TiHKomc homr* (and ihc fooncr it comes home the better,) 
tliat tlic lols out of that number will not be much greater than we 
hwe been taught to I (*ljr\c ^ Arc there any hoj cs that half of that 
number will rctinn^ A of the wounded, killed and milling, 
w'ill n()t be fufTitiLiit, beeaufe undoubtedly in every army thrre is 
much moitalit) i.ot included under what is generally called the lofs 
of imn ; thcitfoic, inftcad of calculating the lofs from the num- 
ber of kilkd, wi)iiiidtd and mitllng, w^ muft esa-ninc the general 
Hate of the arniv. We muH eon'parc its numbers at dilferent pe- 
riods, niul include nH)rtality of cvciy kind. We mull not only 
look to fli'^ nnr.y in h landers, but we ntuH lo^'k to our army w hcrc- 
cver it is H.itioii(*d, whetber in Flanciers, in the Faft or Weft 
Indies, or on the Ojiuiiicnt. We muft alfo attmd to the number 
of recruits that have ban enlifted fince the commencement of the 
prefent war, and, by comparing the number of thefc and the gene- 
ral ftate of the army at dift’cicnt times, judge from a tiew of the 
whole circumfiances wlrat has been the real lofs of men. If you 
follow tliis incrliod, which* I take to be the only juft mode of cal- 
culation, then I believe you will find that the lofsofmen liiftaincd 
^ in tliib war ins bexn fuch as will make cvciy thinking man, who 
knows any thing of the population of this country, relied very fc- 
rioufly wdictbcr wvj cm adord to fiibftitute new armies for the old. 

But we (Mjglu to jfctrtain not only tlic lofs of men in the Britifti 
army and nav> , but .dfo the lof- of all troops in Biirifli pay, W'hcn 
t'nt arrieic couks to he Hitcd, I believe )ou will find the lofs to be 
< v< n greater tliin that of the Brinlh. 7 hat lofs it is evident muft 
likewilkbc lakon into the account. But this is not all. If you 
conliJer tliat this is a war in which we cannor ad but through the 
f medium of gicat contim ntd alii inccs, ii becomes a inoft material 
pait of this conlickration to Hate alfo the lofs of our allies. Is it 
or is not true, that, in tlic coiufe of the laft campaign only, there 
fui rendered piifoneis of war to the French republic more than 
60,000 men? If this be true, ought it not to induce a Britifti 
TToufe of Commons to go into this inquiry before we proceed further 
in a WMF which has brought fo many calamities upon all w^ho have 
had any fliarc in carr)ing it on, and which has exhaufted fo much 
bltx)d and treafure ? Ought not to go into a Committee of In- 
quiry, tofatisfy ourfelves of the real extent of Biitilh population, 
and fa afeertain whether the country is able to bear fuch drains of 
mcli Tor the gurpofes of war ? If w^c go into this inquiry, 1 will

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venture to afleit, that I fpeak far below the truth when I fay, thaf, 
during the laft campaign only, more than 60,000 men of all de-' 
fcriptions have furrendered to the republic of France. Wr;. *^11 
know that it is fuppofed, and I hope it is true, that tins* country 
has of late years increafed very much in population. That increafe, 
however, has not been in proportion to its incrcafc of wealth and 
profijcrity. I beg leave to have recourfe to fome documents, which 
have been laid before the Houfc to give us information with refpeft 
to tlic plan lately adopted for manning his Majefty's navy. From 
thefe document'* (ujwn which I fuppofc we may rely) w’c have an 
account of fa£ls v\ hich, to manyperfon*, may appear, as undoubt- 
edly they appear to me, fomewhat furprifing. From the account 
contained in thtfi. paiH'rs, we find that tlic whole number of houfes 
in Great Biitain now paying taxes to government docs not mataialh 
differ from the number of houfes paying taxes to government in 
1777, a period of eighteen yea is, dining which we arc fuppofed 
to have advanccvl fo nuich in \-)oint of wealth and fpVndor. I know 
that many pcrfins icj('e^l this account, and lay it cannot be true, 
becaufc it is contvaiy to general obfervation. Now', with refj CvH to 
houfes paying taxes, it iiioft certainly is correft ; and it may be 
afleed, wjicthcr tlic great increafe of houfes of late is of fuch as 
pay taxes, or of cottages of the lower fort which arc exempted ? 1 
have another obfervation to make on this paper. I immediately 
turned iny eye to thofe places where I conceived that the population 
Irad mod iiieTcafed. I looked at MidJlcfcx and Lancaftcr, and I 
found, accoiding to this paper, that the increafe there has been con- 
liderable, and likwife in fome othir places; but that in other 
eoantits of Great Briiain this increafe feems to be balanced by a 
generil dwcrcafe ; and thercfiiro the pap.r on the table, though not 
wholly to be relied on, is not w'LolIy to be rejerted. The incrcalc 
in the two counties of Alid'ilcflx and I^ancafter, which I have juft 
mentioned, confirms the accuracy of tlic fiaternent. I'he rcfiilt 
then feems to be, as I Jiave alieady faid, that the population of 
Great Britain has not increafed in proportion to its apparent wealth 
and profperity, and that it cannot afE)rd to repair the lofs of blood 
which it has already fufTcred by the war. 

But it may be laid, his Majefty has other dominions from which 
rcfourccsof men may be procured : I particularly allude to Ireland, 
to w»hich, before I fit down, it may be proper for me to advert, 
^fhere is no one circumllancc in which our lifter kingdom, from her 
happy connexion with this country, is of more importance than in 
the number of men which (he furniflios to the army and na^vpf 
Great Britain in time of w ar ; and if, by any ftrange and crooked 
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policy^ that country fliould be alienated in aflTeiSlion from this, and 
io^ that zeal which has commonly marked and diftinguiflicd her in 
public caufc— I fay, if any flrange or mlfguidcd pglicy (hould 
PjrfBHynatt'ly produce fuch an effeft, it is obvious tliat all the ob- 
ftrvations I have made on the population of this countiy^ and its 
inadequacy to fupport fuch a ruinous war as fliat in which we are 
now eneja^ied, all thefe arguments will be ftrengthened to a degree 
which rliofe who are not well acquainted with this fubjed can 
■ foarci ly conceive. 

The next article of rcfourcc wliich I mentioned is that of money. 
Wc have now in the courfc of this war funded fomewhat above 
50,000,000!. and when wc add to tliat the increafe of unfunded 
debt, vve fliall find w'C have already incurred an cxpencc of between 
fixty and ft venty millions ; I truft I fliall not be thought to have 
o\ti Jilted it, by any man who has paid the Icaft attention to the 
fubjefl. Wc have for th it pnrpofc raifed taxes of a permanent fort 
of about 3,000,000!. fitrling per annum. I do not affeft to 
fpcak with perfect: accuracy and correflnefs upon lliis fubjecl ; but 
the permanent taxes of this country which have been impofed in 
eonfcqucncc of the prefent war, cannot be at tliis moment much 
Icfs than three millions flerling. Now it is faid, though the p<^r- 
manent taxes of the country have been inereafed In order to fupply 
the exigences of the fiatc ; yet they arc not fuch taxes as will be 
felt fevcrcly by the poor ; they are iK*t fuch taxes as will be felt by 
the people in general. How^ farfonie of them have been well fe- 
Ici^cd or not, is a queftiun, on which I fliall not take up the time 
of thi‘ Houfe. I fliill only obferve, if they arc ncccflary, they muft 
b<* borne, uiilcfs others that arc better can be fabfiituted in their 
plat c. But to fay that the taxes of lafl year, and particularly thofe 
of the prefent year will iK^t fall, and fill with terrible weight on 
the middling ranks of the people of this country, who arc the great 
fupporters t*f the flate, is to fpcak without any knowledge of the 
fituation of the country. It is true, as has been faid, that it is 
proper to tux luxuries and vanity in preference to the ncccffarics of 
life. It is proper to tax heavily the higher orders of focicty, bc- 
caufc tlicy arc well able to bear the burden. But it has been 
i^lfely fuj^pefed, that in proportion as the rich arc taxed the poor 
are relieved. In the prefent Ante of this country, thofe taxes which 
Miniflers call taxes on luxuries fall very heavy indeed on the mod 
numerous clafs of focicty, and confequently muft fall with peculiar 
prcJfurc on the pooreft clafs. The idea of impofing taxes which 
fliall fall ujxin one clafs only, and (hall in no degree be fclt by the 
f»the:^s, however plaufible and fpecious it may appear in theory, 
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' in feft an idle dream. We cannot lay a tax on the poor that will 
not fall on the rich ; and, I am forr\' to fay, it is not pofliblk^tp 
impofe a tax on the rich which will not be felt by the poor. ^ ^ 
V^c have therefore contracted near feventy millions '4* Lt 
in the profecution of the prefent war, w hich has pr(»diiced near three 
millions per annum of permanent taxes to be paid by the inhabit- 
ants of this country. Hut let us admit for a moment tliar ihcfe 
three millions are not a burden too lieavv for the ptoi-lc to bear — 
if this v a*- is to <rn I'n, let me atk the right honourable g<ntleman 
oppofite to ni(*, whether he has confidcred (jf the ab/cMiitc ncctflity 
of impofing buidcns for flic nc\t campaign to as great an ariKaint, 
and poflibly to a much greater extent tlin:. any which tliis countrv 
lias yet experienced^ if the wav goes on, onr bin dens mud: 

neccffarily incj\..ife in proaefu i» to the lenjrdi of i^s diiniiion. Let 
it not be faid in .mlwer to ibis. Subheii nt for die day is the evil 
thcreoh*' Tdii-, notan aniut-r fit a fi.ittfm.in to ufi-, and is 
not the anfvvcT wi l li a jiritiih iloufe of Ownu-ns groaning ni'.dcr 
an intoleniMc load td tarces ought to iceei^e. I'his JJoiifc ought 
to look to the pi'4’.al:iilTY offuiure CA,xnditrae. Wc (Hight to c:d- 
culate cn the ecuiiiuMtion of dv- war, and to confuler wlrat are the 
refourccs by wiiieh iris iobefupjjoit.fi; \Vc (.>ngbt to confider 
how tar the ];eo[:]e (jf tills countiv avv able m bear rnoic taxes, and 
how far the difierLtu hrauebes (;f onr t;. de and n\anuf:i.!iurcs an: ca- 
pable of fupporting addidunal duiiis ; thr djat more will be necef- 
fary in the com t‘j of i\w next year is wliu no nvin w ill difpiite. Oo 
not all thefc circiimftances inennte thiMy nn vc that it is tlv bi'iinden 
duty of this Iloufe to go into an inveftig itlon of thf pn'fent thte of 
the countrj’', and to prove to o?jr "'oniiiruLiifs and tiu; einintrv at 
large, that, as we have not fpaved their blood :uui their treirurc, 
fo wx fliall not fparc our own labtatr or our own ixiponfilfilirv ? It 
is only by entering into this invedigation, and by cf)mp:iring the 
object with the moans, that wc eui determine whether wo ought to 
renounce the objcv^t, or change the means bv wiiieh the objf fd: is to 
be obtained ; or wlicthcr wc are to continue the fame hopelcfs onjeci 
wdth the fame hopclefs means ; whether w'itli the fame ndminittra- 
tion, with the fame advifci ;, wc are to perfevere in a fyilcm which 
has hitherto produced nothing but the greateft degree of inisfortufttff 
and mifery. 

It is faid, however, that our refourccs are fupported by the trade 
and manufaflures of the kingdom, and that thefe arc in a moft flou- 
rifliing condition. In order to fee how far this alfcrtion is well 
founded, let us a little examine the ftatc of the trade and manufac- 
tures of the kingdom j and firft of its manufadlures. I wl(h to 
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refer to tlv'-fc countries where the manufaftures of Great Britain have 
•Jrfen carried to the gveatefr perfection, and to know of thofcgentlc- 
*fcin^who are in: ir/itcly bcltc'r acquainted with the ftate of thofc coun- 
can pretend to Ic, vhat their opinion is with refpc6l to 
thofc maniif:ic>iircs, and what effeft the prefent var has had upon 
tlicm. I viifii to know of rhofc gentlemen, whether ^hc maiiu- 
fac^turcs luve not been moft otafcrially injured by t!ic war ; and 
whdier the circundiance of their appearing to have fiiffercd Icfs laft 
yc ir dian in the year preceding, was not owing to our gaining the 
polT..n‘u)ii of the Frencii \Vc<: -India ifland'*. 1 wifli to know whe^ 
ther tl'is was not one of the fortunate eireumftarices which had the 
to aflr)rd a i.*rrip(v;:!n relief, hut to tlic duration of which We 
e.innoi look v itli any rcrdtipaMc profpeCl. If we go into a Com- 
mirtce, we Inve k id before lls, of cotirfc, accounts with re- 
gard to tlk' genend exports *;f the country. We hi aid on a former 
day, tile ripht hononahk* gcntktnan op» ntd the wavs and 

means of the year, accounts given of tlie amount of the export.'^ of 
Ur.tiih n anuf’cfurcs in ihe years T702, 1794* were 

then told Thai the anionnt of Fritifh exports In tl\e year 1792 was 
upwaids of eighteen inillions fteriing — I'h.ot the exports of Rritifh 
rr'anu fail: lures in the year X793 were Icfs than ihofc of the year 
I; 92, by ihe fum of four millions— and that the exports of DrL 
tiih nrinufudiires in tlic vcar 1794 exceeded thofc of 1793 by two • 
millions, and eo'nfequcntlv were tady t\n> millions fhort of 1792. 
Now the li'fs of the firft vearof ‘.lie war being two-ninths of tlic 
wliole c\;.orts of Eiititli inanufai^ures, ronff Ifrikc ar the very n ot 
of our eomrneree. ^J'his is a lofs which mutt imprefs every majti, 
and mu:l go to adk-r-f ri e verv bali> our profjicrity. The circum- ' 
fiance of tlk' cxniTts f)f Eritifli mnnufrKdures laft year being two 
minions more then they v.erc in i 793, is eafily ro be accounted for. 

I appeal to Tiiotc gent ]<. men who are heft aetjuainted with the com- 
mercial dift?ii 9 s of ihe kingdom, whether it vas not in a great mca- 
liire o\iing to the fanguine fj)ceulati<*ns of feme gentlemen in confe- 
quenee of our lately acquired polfcllions in the French Wcft^India 
iflinds. I v.'ould aik thofc wlio arc acquainted with the county pa- 
latine of Lnneafter, wdiat has been the diminution of population 
Knee the commencement of tlie prefent war. I have feen papers 
myfelf, the contents of which, if this inquiry goes on, I fhall ftate 
to the Houfe. According to thofc papers, the diminution of popu- 
lation and of naanufadtures in Mancheftcr and its neighbourhood 
was to a degree that would aftonifh the Houfe. We have no very 
accurate mode in Great Britain of afeertaining the population of the 
couiitry. We have no better method than by taking the number of 
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marriages and baptifms. I have fcen papers with regard to a great 
number of parifhes in the moft populous part of the county I li^vc 
mentioned> Lancafliirc ; and the Hate of diminution, taken fro^ 
,a calculation of marriages and baptifms, is in feme places 
in others one third, and in none lefs than one fourth ; Ibut in all a 
Cendant diminution ; and in the largcft paiifli of Mancheder, the 
diminution is edimatedat one half , that is, reduced from an hun- 
dred to fifty, and that to a number fo lai^c, as to make tlie total 
diminution oi the inliabirants amount to abinit twelve thoufand. 
That this fhould be the confcqiiencc of tlic war, is exceedingly na- 
tural. But I would afk the Houfc wkedu r, when we arc riiking 
every thing, and when die very cxifience (d lii-. (‘oiintry is at dakc, 
it does not become them to afeertain the truth, widch ean only be 
done by an inquiry" into the true date of our population and of c^ur 
jnanufaddurcs, indcad of triiding to tb.e abfurd and idle cx]mfl*u>n;» 
of die inexhaudible rcfourcesof the country in wealth and popula- 
tion. *1 he infoimation w e might receive fiom a fciious inquiry into 
the real daic of our population, might induce us to change our 
means, or perhaps to change our objedh 

Now, Sir, another part of the refourecs of this country is our 
trade and commerce, as didinguiflied from our mnnufadh res With 
refpcdl to the trade of this country, when I made a motion lad year 
for an inquiry into the conduct of the Admiralty ; after taking et'ii- 
ddcrable pains in dating a great variety of indanccs, \Nhcre, as I 
conceived, the Admiralty were highly negligent of their duty in 
protedliug the trade of the country, I received thislhort ar.lv. er — 
“ Ixiok to the low" rate of infurance.” Having found that to be an 
argument fo powerlul with this Houfc, I tof;k fome pains to inquiie 
into the date of infurance, ami flrall date fome ciieum dances on 
this fubjedl, which appear to me to afford fufllcient ground for going 
into this inquiry. It may be fuppofed that the motion refpee^Aing 
the Admiralty might give rife to an opinion among tlie underwriters, 
that it would induce Minidry to be a little more attentive to the pro- 
teflion of our trade in future, fo as to make the rifle fomewhat lefs. 

I am not now^ deciding whether that be true or falfe ; but if certainly 
w'as calculated to keep dowui the rate of infurance. The fact, 
however, is, that infurance from that time has been uniforml^'^ 
rifing, until it has come to its prefent mod enormous rate ; a rate 
fo enormous, as the Houfc may perhaps find fome difficulty to be- 
lieve, till the fa£t (hall be afeertained by an inquir)^ At prefent, 
infurance from tliis country to Jamaica, and to the other parts of 
the Weft Indies, with all the alliances we poffcfs, is as high as it 
was in tlu: late American war, w hen this country had to contend 
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France, Spain, Holland, and America, With lb many 
^Jwers in confederacy, ai'd France now our fingle enemy, infurance 
Indies is as high as it was at that time when w^c had 
folmany powers leagued againft us, and when the fleets of France 
and Spain united were confciTedly fuperior in number to the fleets of 
Great Britain. 

With regard to the Medircrrancan trade, ftrange to tell ! at this 
-period, after all that we have expended on the fleet there, infurance 
fo that quarter is much in the fame fituation as it was during the 
laft w ar. 

With refpe(51: to the trade with Spain and Portugal, the prefent 
rate of inrumnee will appear to be as high as I have now ftated it* 
With refpect to ttic flare of our trade with Spain, I underftand that 
it is totally flopped with feme of the ports of that countrj'', on the 
ground, that infurance is fo Iflgh that the trade cannot be carried 
on. 'riic infurance from Great Britain to Bilboa, or fo Barcelona, 
is from twenty-five to tbiirty guineas per cent., and tvhat adds to 
tliis is, that merchants are not only (Wiged to infurc the cai^o, but 
alfo the premium on it, otliciwifc it was clear they would only re- 
ceive 70 I. in the hundred : admitting the premium to be from 
twenty-five to thirty guineas, the rcai rate of infurance mufl then 
i^e from tliirty-flx to thirty-feven per cent. Now, whether it is 
,Ix)Hible that the trade t)f this or of any other country can fuppoit 
fuch a rate of infurance, is for thofe who arc better aoi|uainted w ith 
tijjs fubjcdl tlian I am, to explain- But, wiicn you find trade, 
conlidcred as the principal fourccof revenue, tluis aifeeied by infu- 
rance, it then becomes a matter of material confidcration. I be- 
lieve no trade whatever can go on with tins rate of infvn.ince, and 
therefore another mode has hc :n adopted. Owing to this high in- 
furanec to Spain anil !\)rtuga], a great pari our manufactures have 
been fent to 1 fainburgh, and frorn thence liavc been conveyed in 
neutral vcfl’cls to Spain and Portugal. 'BhiC fame fatality that has 
accompanied every part of the war has been felt here ; the price of 
infurance between this country and Hamburgh, w'hich w’as for- 
merly only one or one and a half per cent, lias now increafed to ten 
^ cent. I have ftated infurance ail along as if it w'crc now as 
good as fit any former period ; but this is not the cafe, for reaforis 
which I have already afligned ; on the contrary, the trade of infu- 
rance is now almoft totally ruined. 

There is another circumflance to which it is very material to ad- 
vert, Formerly, wdien this fubject was before the Houfe, 
were ftated to flicw that infurance was not only very low, but alfo 
tlj^t it was extremely advantageous to the underwriters. But is not 
i 
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the fadl .dirc6Hy the rcvcrfe now ? Has not the credit of the under- 
writers been greatly diminiflicd in confcquence of the lofies tlifcy* 
have lately fuftained? Although individuii) underwriters iTp5^(lj^ 
found, who wd 11 underwrite jxilicics at feven per ccnt.,*i2?&chau'’s 
arc willing to pay companies ten per cent, on account ot their fupc-» 
rior fccurity. So low is the credit of the underwriters. This 
clearly (hews that, high ns the premium is, it has not been high 
enough to infure the underwriters. I niention thefc fadls \fith*rc-. 
fped to infurance, becaufc without them my argument w ould have 
been incomplete. I have not dated the prefent rate of infurance, 
with any view to flicw liow ill our naval forei has been employed 
for the protection of our trade ; but I have ftatcil It with this linglc 
view, to prove that, by the high price of Infuiaucc, there is every 
rcafon to believe that trade and commerce, the great bafis on which 
jrour revenue and power (land, arc affcClediu a confidcrablc degree, 
and therefore, that it is of the utmofl: imjoiiniu'c to coidider the 
real date in which we itand at prefent, iu order thai we may know 
our weaknefs as wtII as our ilrength, before we proceed farther in 
this ruinous fyflcm. 

I now come, Sir, toconfidcrof the next point to which I alluded 
~I mean our conneclfons with other nations. Surely, it is hardly 
credible that a Biirilh lloufe of Commons ihould lb far forget their 
duty, as to vote awav, of the pulfiie money, fums never before 
heard of ; and perdd in the prolccution of a war, without even 
knowing whether you liavc any allies, or if you have, wdio they 
are ; wdiat are their lituation and circumllanccs ; what their abili- 
ties and inclinations. It is material for this Houfc to know wdio 
the allies of this country are. I hav'c frc<jucntly afkcdthe right ho- 
nourable gciulomau qucl'tions with rcfpecl to the ICmperor and the 
King of Sardinia, but 1 have never nccivcd any fatisfaftory anfwcr. 
Is the Kingof Pruffia an ally of this country, at this moment, or not ? 
Am I to take it for granted, without giving myfelf the trouble to 
inquire, whether fo inafciial a perfonage is or is not our ally r 1 
know he was your ally by treaty in 1 788 ; I know he w^as your ally 
by convention in 1793 ^ and farther, that be was your ally byfub- 
fidy in 1794 : hut I alk wdiether he is your ally at tliis moment ? 

I wi(h to alk this quellion — Did the King of Pruffia fulfil the 
treaty * for which the fublidy was granted } If he did, why was it 
difeontinued ? If lie did m^t, ought not this Houfe to be apprifed 
of his breach of faith r Ought not this Houfe to be informed of the 
moment in which he ceafed to be our ally ? It is indifpcnfably

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^/^cffary, for the honour of diis country, that this Houfe (hould 
^lavc a perfect kiww ledge of the whole of this bufinefs ; for without 
we c'Minot pafs a ju igement, we cannot declare ah 
opiiilon, on the ccr.iud^^ of the King of Pruffia. If, when we go 
iri^j this inquiry, we fhall find tliat he has kept his eagagements 
with this eoLintiy, v/e ^Vviil be enabled to do juft lee t© that much- 
injured Mon.i/ch. But if, as I fuipect, he has not, is it not fit 
‘""that this flotife fliould call to account the King’s Minifters fordiav- 
ing fijuandered'away fuch immenfe fuins of the public money ? An 
inquiry, in every roirc. of view, will he pnKiudivc of advantage ; 
for, by g<iir.g into a Ccirunittce, w e fliall be enabled to fee diftin£tty 
whcflier the King of Piuliiu ha*, fuiniled his treaties ; and if he ha&9 
I arn ihre tins rioufc will he difoor^d to do ample jufiicc to fo good 
a Prince. Bur if the contrary rn.ill turn r»ut to be the cafe ; if it 
appear tliat he has notorioully failed in t!ic performance of his en^ 
gageinents — is it not material that this Houfe Ihould declare its in^ 
dignation at fuch a condufi to its conllitucnts, and to the nations of 
Europe, and ihew that they will not tamely fufFer thcinfclves to.be 
fo played upon, and fo duped, by any Prince in future ? If the 
King of Pruflia is no longer an ally of ours, what becomes of his 
otlicr trcratics ? Let me remind the Houfe, that the King of Pruffia 
was to fend into the field 62,000 men, but you were^only to pay 
for 30,000 men. In confcqucncc of the treaty of 1788, he wa$ 
k to furnilli you wdth 32,000 men, without any additional fuhfidy ; 
^W’hat then h-is Become of that treaty r We readily gave a fubfidy to 


the King of Prulfia to furnifli us with 30,000 men. llew^a^ft 
bound by a former treaty fo furnifh us with 32,000 men for no- 
thing ; but it now turns out that we have not only loft the 30^000 
men we fubfidifed, but w'c have loft alfo tile 32,000 we were to 
have for nothing, In virtue of his previous engagements. You give 
him millions inure than you (>riginally fiipuhled ; but inftcad of rc*^ 
ceiving more, you lofe tiie whole. Now I afic, is fuch conduct 
to be borne ? and are we to be told ot the advantages to be dcrlv'cd 
from alliance with rcgulir Governments, and of the dependence to 
be placed on the n:gular Gjvernmv''!ii of Pridlia ? France is not a, 
•i^gular Government, and we have heard much of the danger of. 
treating in any ftiapc with her : but Pniflia, you wvre told, you « 
may rely on ; and the rcfult has been, that inficad of having w'hat 
you fiipulated and paid for In the lall infrance, you lofe what you 
were entitled to by ]M-evi.>us agreement. And, notwifhftanding tlus 
flagrant conduct of the King of Pruffia, a Britifn Houfe of Com- - 
mons confents to fqu.mdcr away the wealth of this country, to lofo 
\he whole arrfiy fi^ppofcd to be ptirchafcd by it, merely becaufv the 
Voi-,,XLl* N 
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Minlftcr chufcs to fay he is not informed of the partfculars of the 
breath of that treaty.. The qurflion now is, whether this mirfwi': 
U to be inqjuircd into or not ? The Miniftcr adds, that cveiyifcv^f- 
ting that the King of Pruffia Jias not fent into the fidcHtte armies 
he undertook to f.nJ, it is not thence, in fairnefsof rcaibning, to he 
inferred, that cur other allies will not be faithful to ihcir engage- 
ments. I have heard it afferted in thrs Iloufc, that the King of 
Pruffia continued to execajtc a jmrt of his ftipulation for a confidev 
table time, and that the payment, on our part, was difeontinued 
When he tailed in the performance of his engagement. It was af- 
ferted by an lionourabic Barc'nct, that the y he adted was more 
beneficial to the common caufe, than if he had firl^tly and fitcralfy 
Conformed to the terms of the treaty. Let this curious afferiion be 
inquired Into and nfeertained. If it (hall be oDved, let the Houle 
do their duty, and render jufiicc to that ill-treated Monarch ; let 
them declare that Minifters have ac^fed towards him with treachery 
and injufticc^ or if not, let them do jufiicc to Miiiificrs, and de- 
clare that tltclr conduct has been wife and upright. 

But, Sir, at thh moment I have no perfect means of informa- 
tion as to what we have to look for in the pr«>(eciition of the war. — 

I have read in fomc of the newspapers that the King of PrufiVa is 
fending a large army to' the Rhine, and in others, that he confidcrtj^ 
the Rhine as a proper boundary for France ; it was faid that he was 
marching towards Wefiphalia againft the French,, and by otiicrs, 
tlwt he was marching agninfi the allies^ "VW ought to know pre- 
cifely the truth. I wufh to know what probability there is tliat 
will be our ally, or that ho will be our enemy* or tiurt he will re- 
main in a ftate of neutrality r — What demands have been made 
from this C(»untry with a view to an explanation, and in what 
manner has he treated the applications of the Britifli Miniftry for 
that purjpofe r — I want to know what cimim unications have pafled^ 
and what rcinonfirances have been mado ; for remonftranccs mull 
have been m idc, or Minillcrs mull have grofsly ncglccled their dutyr 
The treaty of 1788 was a defenfive treaty, France declared war 
againfi us ; and therefore, fay the gentlemen on the other fide of 
the Houfe, we were forced into the war by their aggreflion. I 
ioonfbfs I (hall doubt their finecrity, unlcfs they have called upon 
the King of Pruffia to perform his treaty. Although His Majclly^s 
^ Minifters mi^)t fay to the King of Prulfia, We have been at- 
tacked by France, and therefore call upon you to affifl us, agreeably 
W your treaty,*' that Monarch might have replied, No ; I know* 

' tester, though you have procured .1 confiding Parliament to fay fo ; 
were the aggrcflbrs, and therefore I am not bouod 11^ confer 
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^uencc of my treaty, >vbich was only defenfive, to fumifb you with 
'o men.’* I afk the Britiih Hoiifc of Commons, whether 
tiity can lo far lull their ^<jnfcicnces to reft, and fo fcandaloufly be- 
tray their conftituents, as to go on In thefe circumftances, without 
inquiring what the conduft of the King of Pruflia has been to this, 
country, and reciprocally what our condud has been to him. I 
--warn the Iloufe of the mifehief wlueh may follow^ if they thus go 
on in the profccution of tiic war, without taking tlic means to ct'mc 
to a decillon upon this fubje6t. 

There is another aniwer which may poflibly be made by the King 
of PrUiTia, in vindication of his conduct, and which w'ould explain 
*tHc aflertlon of the lionourablc Baronet. He may lay, '‘The ob- 
ject of this war was not the fiving or gaining of this or that parti- 
cular province, the capture of a town, or the recovery of a fortrefs. 
I'he objaT^ of It w*as the fupprcflTion of thofc Jacobin principles that 
were fubverting all regular Governments.” He may fiy, (as had 
been flared liy the honourable Baronet) “ I have done better fv;r you 
than you have done for yourrclves. It was (ftcntial to criifh Jaco- 
ia*n principles in Poland- You fought for morality, religion, and 
tlic order of foclety. I fi>ught to fupprefs thofc anarcliicul ]>rin- 
ciplcs which w ent to the dcdtru^lion of all regular Governments.— 
Who was of the greaten; fervlec to the common caiiP: — he that took 
Vi town, a city, a fortrefs, or an ifland — or he diat prevented Ja- 
V’bin principles from taking root in Poland, and duflicd the cup of 
riling freedom from the lips of that abominable people r*’ The 
defirudit:)!! of even one man — the dvftruclu^n of Kofeiufeko — who 
by his clrjrjclergax c crexlit to the caiifc of Hberiy, :ind by the ar- 
(1t>ur of Ids zeal auimated the facred flame in every a^ngenial hofoin 
throughout Eurojx: — what figmificd the recovery of Flanders, or tlic 
prefci vation ofliollajid, to the capture of Kofeiufeko r — The dc- 
llrp'iVioii of this man, and with him of the feeds of growing liberty, 
tended more the at! vantage of the real eaufe of tlie confederacy, 
than any co-operation with their frooj^, which might have been 
the means of fiving Hcdland or of recovering Brabant. If fo, the 
t^ountry fliould know, through the medium of this IIf>ure, that His 
Majcfly’s Minirters have advanced twelve hundred thoiifand pounds 
to the King of Prullia, to enable him to fubdue Poland ; for witli- 
out our afiiftancc, he could not have cffctSled what he has done in 
^hat country ; and if he had not been employed in that quarter, he 
would have ^onc as much for the common eaufe r.gainll France as 
he has done, tvhuh is juJI nothing. Does it not become us t) in- 
\jirc into this bufinefs, in order that wci,.may drive difgraGc Tioil 
ourfelves to thofe on wlK?m k cujht ta a:t eh : 

N a 
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The King of PrufTia, I fuppofe, is no longer to be confulcrc(^as► ' 
our ally; but if he is — I have fpoken "of his inclination— 
riow look t-o his ability, and confidcr !iow fjr lie is to 
upon. From an authentic paper, I find him f^ ’ting to the Diet of 
the Efnpire his lituatioii ; in wdiich he declares it is utterly impof- 
lible for him to continue this war. He announced, about twelve 
months ago, that he had begUi; to withdraw his troops from ^ 
the Rliine homewards, on the ground of Ms hicapacity (in a pecu- 
niary point of view) to fupport fuchi large armies ; and continued 
to withdraw his troops until he ic cMcd ailj' mo from us. It is 
therefore clear, that, without avlditional pecuuKuy . id from i:"as 
country, whether willing or unwilling, he is total! incapabl*- 
profecuting the war ; and therefore, if wc are t>; look upon ’vi> as 
an ally, lie mu ft he fubfidizecl or hired ; nay, pe‘nil iy v ' y be 
obliged to pi irchafe his neutrality — and even in rlv^t uU:, i know 
not but he may make you pay for evn v mar. «'■' his tvo- ps. There- 
fore, AvhctlitT you look on the King d Pruftia, as I do, as much 
more likely to aflltl the French than to co-operate with you, ar all 
events you miift confider him as aperfon gone off* from the alliance, 
and wholly to be bought anew. I fnali ihcrcfurc no longer c.^hiider 
him as an ally. 

I now' come to our great friend, the Emperor. I am told 'h/it 
it is moft unjuft, indeed, to reafon from Pruftia to Aiiftria, or from ^ 
Leopold to Francis ; and that the prefent Emperor is a perfonage o.f) 
unfuUicd integrity ; that we are not to Judge oi him from the cha- 
ra^ler of fomc of his prcdccoftbrs ; and ti.ar we arc to conllder the 
Court of Vienna as completely unMcmiriiCvI in point of honour. — 
We find tiiat the Emperor has made declarations nearly to the fame 
cffccl as thofe of the King of FVulTin. In the declarations’^ pub- 
Kfticd by the Prince of Cobourg, he fays to the people of Germany, 

** You miirt take your plate from your table — you muft take your . 
plate from your altars-^ you niuft colk\t all your valuables, whe- 
ther profane or facreJ — you inuft put all the property you poffefs in 
aftateof requifuion ; for wirhoiit fuch extraordinary exertions, the 
Emperor cannot carry on the wir.'* But, it may be faid, we will 
Enable him to come forward widi a large force, by granting, in aid 
of his refouroes, ft loan of four or fix millions. Now if the Ern- 
‘ peror, either horn inclination or iinbility, (hould fail in his engage- 
ments, and fh(;«]d, contrary to Ids character of g(X)d faith, neglcdl^, 
to perform his treaty, we have not even that mifcrable tie on him 
tvlilch we had on the King of Pruftia. When the Emj)cror ceafes ‘

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to perform Iu» treaty, we c:>nnot fto'p our payments, becaufc 
En/f^tor fays, Give me ir all at once.” Our money, therefc^e» * 
io;,:ibfoi jtc!y ncceflar)^ to enable' him to fiir’ in the firft infiance ; 
aiui therefore if, from cither want of ahllity or any other circum- 
ftance, lic lhould fail to perform his treaty, it is moft obvious that 
the whole money whicli we advance him rnuft be totally and irreco-, 
verably loO. And farther, if fo laige a Aim is nceeffary to enable 
his Imperial Majefty to act in the prefent campaign, will not an 
equal or a larger Aim be wanted for the next campaign, if the war 
fliculd continue ? And therefore gentlemen naiA clearly fee that the 
whole of the expence and burden of the war will fall on this n>ifc- 
jttUe and dcvotetl country. At the period w^e entered upon this 
war, we w’ere prornifed the afl'iAance of all Europe;' and now it is 
ft;und that, in lefs than twenty-four months, the whole burden of ^ 
tlic war devolves on Great Britain. 

Fi t we have otlier allies — We have allies in Italy and Spain. 
Bui althougli we paygrcit lubAdies to the Italian Piinccs, we have 
fcrUC^.F heard of a niovcn.ent in that quarter. Indeed, were we to 
conluir the Lrau’on Ga/.ctle for the year 1794, we might fuppofc 
Spun and Italy to be neutral povNcrs, ns Ir dees not take the Imfl 
ni'‘ioc of ilu’ir miiifarv op'cr itlons during that period. Witli refpc<2 
to dn King ( f Sardinia, our firft ally in Italy, whatever gentle- 
men may h.u . iliough; indidaviu periods of this uar, it is poflTible, 
if he hiidtnjovcii a real and b.iin jhu neutrality, it would have been 
ir.uui jitoic bcnificbl to this c(>ur.try than any oivtifion wliich he 
i»as bun aide to rr; il:e. \Vid« regard lo thofe attempted in the 
fouth of h’nincc, what advantage the ear.^b (F rlic allies lias reaped 
from t);oA- divei lions I am iit a lufs to difeover, and I believe tl^ts 
lloufe is yet equally to learn. 

We liave anoth.er all} — tl c Kmg of Spain. Now what is the 
ftatcof Spain ? It is of importance for us to tain our regards to the 
prefent litu.ition of that coiintrv. A great part oi its nortli-eaftern 
provinces have already been conquered b\ France; Bilboa and Bar- 
celona are in a confuterable dtgrtc of danger. Do you look thett 
to the Spnnifli P*lonarc*iy as poifclfcd of any force to a6l againft 
France with cffevfl ^ or is it not that pan of the alliance which is the 
mod weak, and on which it is likely the French will foon make fuch 
an imprclhon, as ultimately to decide the whole fate of the war In 
that kingdom ? I was told there was fuch a fund of vigour in that 
country, as would make them rife in a mafs againA France^—- 
When tliat came to the trial, there was no caufe which apparently 
fo much amt ributed to lLhc failure, or afforded Aich ftrong ground* 
of fufpi(i(m/ as tlie individual, treachery of the officers of the King 
, 5 \ 
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xi Spain ; in no quarter was there fo much caufe for jcaloufy, or of 
a want of difpofition to relift the French. It may be nlkcd, Was 
Figucres taken by the French, or did it not furrender r It is e*x- 
tremcly probable that French intrigue upon this occafionhas oj>c- 
lated more than French force. It was alfo fuppofed that the bi- 
goted attachment of the Spaniards to the Roman Catholic religion 
would infpirc them y^hh vigour againft the French, I'.ho arc fup- 
pofed to have trampled upon all religion ; but was this the cafe r— » 
.We know the reverfe to be the facfl. 

But what is the ftatc of Spain in odicr icfpf(fts ? Of all parts 
of Spain, there is none in which there is fo much vigour, and fo 
much real force, as in Catalonia ; into the heart of wlvcfii I'ue 
French have penetrated. What was the hiltory of that people : — 
When the French had, by tlicir arms, made a conlidcrable progrefs 
' in this province, the people of Barcelona determined to rciill: their 
fhrther progrrfs, and to undertake their own defence. Accordingly 
they font a deputation to that effodi to Madrid, flating (hat they 
wifticd taundertake the defence of the country, and that they wrnild 
defend it to the laft drop of their blood, provided that no Spanifti 
troops were font to their afTiftancc, except feme particular regiments^ 
which the}' fpedfied, and with which they were acquainted, and 
provided an aflembly of the State w’as called. This deputation re- 
ceived no anfwcr ; or rather, they received a direct refulal ; and 
the French found but too cafy a conqueft in that province. I ir.cn- 
tion this to (hew to you that Spain is not a country to be depended 
upon, and that fhe is one of the weakeft of your allies. 

The King of Sardinia and the King of Spain were to have made 
different diverfions in aid of the confederacy, l lic King of Sar- 
dinia undertook to make a divcrfion in Daupiiiny, and at tliis mo- 
ment the French are maficrs of Nice and Savoy. — Spain engaged 
to make a divcrfion in Rouflillon, and the French are now in pof- 
feffion of Navarre, Bifeay, and Catalonia. All thefe allies, there- 
fore, upon whofe exertions fo much dcpenJancc was placed by the 
Minifters of this countrj', arc now only fo many dead weights upon 
our Treafury. 

Are the ^Spaniards in a much better fituation in regard to tlicir fi- 
nances? It is true they have not yet called upon this country for a 
fubfjdy j but they muft either foon make that application, or, w'hat 
will be murfi more beneficial for thcmfolvcs, make a feparatc peace 
'(Virh Trance. 7'hey have had recourfc to mcafurcs of finance of a 
\0ry'^traordinary nature. I (hall name one of them. Gentlemen 
^lU that an honourable friend of mine, not lof^^, madc^ 

in this Houfo for laying a moderate tax on aU oft^ces tand 
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employments under Government during the war. The Houfe witt 
t ‘^rccoIlc(5l with what ridicule that motion was received. It was coi^ 
iidcrccl as a paltry rcfource, to which no nation, that was not ut^ 
telly exhaufted in its finances, ought to refort what has the 

King of SpTun done ? The Spanifli Court has laid a duty of four 
per cent. unLvcrfilly upon every perfon enjoying any office in Spain 
above one hundred and fifty pounds per annum, and a tax of tivcnty- 
five per cent, upon the falarics of all his Councillors of State, for 
the fupport of the prefent war *. I am not commending this rc- 
foiircc; I am only ftating it, to flicw' what the fituation is of Spain 
witli rcfpc<il to her finances ; and how little the allies can. rely on 
that country for fuppon in the profecution of the war. This is the' 
" ^ ' i ' l ' jt^ tuation of our allies, according to the beft information which 
I Jiave been able to procure ; and is not this an additional argument 
for going into an inquiry into the ftate of the natron, in order to af* 
certain diftinclly, from authentic documents, the precife degree of 
depcndance we ought to have on our conncClicns with other powders.?, 
I lhall next proceed to the confidcration of our conduct in a dif- 
ferent point of view ; and examine what ftrength we have derived 
from the eftimation which reftitude and dignity, moderation and 
jiilVicc miglit have procured us in the eyes of Europe. I am one 
of thofc w ho firmly believe, as much indeed as man can believe any 
thing, that the grc'.itcft rcfource a nation can poffcfs, the fureft prin- 
' viplc of [xiwer, is ftrid attention to the principles of jufticc. I 
\^mly believe that the common proverb, of honefty being the heft 
policy, is as applicable to nations as to individuals ; that this, w'hich 
the conviefion of mankind has made an axiom, is univcrfally true 
and that cafes which may fomciimcs be fuppofed exceptions, arife 
from our faking narrow views of the fubjccl, and being unable at 
once to comprehend the whole. If therefore we have been deficient 
in jullicc towards other ftates, we have been deficient in wifdom, 
and have enfeebled our arm in our efforts againft the enemy. Jufticc 
isfiurly to be ranked among the number of our rcfourccs; and it is 
tKc' duty of the Houfe to look back, and inquire whether or not cur 
condii*ft, fincc the commencement of the war, has been fu:Ii as to 
■cntitTc us to the good opinion of the wife and obferving part of man- 
kind, I am not now going to difoufs the juftice of entering into 
the war ; but I w'ifti to call the attention of the Houfe to the conduct 
of the King's Minifters in profccucing it. For whatever might have 
been the motives which induced Minifters to enter upon it, the means , 
they have employed in carrying it on arc fit fubje^ for cxaminatioa

in this Houfe. Wiien wc entered apon this wir, wc were fahguinc 
enough to fuppofc that all the civ'ilizccl part of the world would foe 
ft with the fame cjxs as wc did. V/hen I rcprcfcntcd in this Houfc, 
that the plan of ftarving France adapted by Miniftcrs was abfurd ind 
imprafticable, for that France w'ould receive fuppUcs from neutral 
nMions ; when I ftated the means by w^hich neutral nations naight 
fupply France ; I was anfw'crcd, that in this war the neutral nations 
would be very few, if any. But wdiat is the cafe at the end of two 
years ? That neutral nations tire many and increafing ; and that the 
great neutral nation, America, has continued neutral from tlic be- 
ginning. It is of infinite importance to a nation that refpcils its 
honour — that even rcfpcdls its intcrefl, which is infcparablc from 
dts honour — to gain the good opinion of furrounding nations for jiif- 
ticc, magHvinirnlty, and moderation. HasGicat Britain done this, 
or the reverie r What has bc'^n \ our condud to Sweden, to Den- 
mark, to (jenoa, to TufeanV, to Swit/Tcrlnid, to America ’'vldlc 
you durft ? I do not fpeak of any particular Mini tier at fr*rj igii courts ; 
for many of thofc Miniuers I icd great reffcc^, and with fome of 
them I am cunnctflcd by fiicndf!;ip. I am icady to adirir rliat, if 
they adted Cvantrary to rlicir inflruefions, or on their <j\vn m^'ic fug- 
gefiions witliout inftrudlions, Minitb rs at home arc not refptmfible 
for their condudl ^ but I am p< rur* ird tl:at they did act according 
to their inilruclions ; for, if ilicc (’id not, Minificis luae were bounvi 
to recall them, and difavow wiot dicy had done. I however car 
at prefent flatc only iny own h/wiief; an iiKjuiry will enable us 
afeertain the f ufis beyond difputo. 

* With relpet^ to America I llrall f ly nothing at prefent, except 
that, after giving orders for trikinjxhcr fliips, we recalled thofc or- 
ders, and have lince entered into a treaty by which wc tV^rcc, pro- 
perly I believe, jullly, and if jufily, wifely, to pay for tlie ranmefs 
and folly ot inuing them. Next, with regard to D<'rin irk and 
Sweden, which were in this cafe fo intimately connedted in iMjint of 
intered, tli.ir whatever v/ rs addretfed to the one might be conii»ior:i 
infacf, althougli not in form, as addrclfed ro the otlicr. To the 
Court of Copenhagen w'c prefented mcmvii i il after memorial, cou :.hed 
in. the moitpecvi'h and offenfive terms of remonftrance, on the neu- 
trality of H’s Daniili Majeftyi Thefe memorials wxre aniwered* 
by the Mi.iidwT, Mr. BcrniloiT, with fucli temper, firmnds, and 
diplomatic Lnovdedge, as obliged us at lengih to defift, and raifed 
hU char* dcr higher than that of any Danuli Mlnider ever was be- 
fore. Wc ciogaged in a diplomaiic conteft upon the fubjetSl of ncu- 
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^nlity, in whicli wc (hewed our complete ignorance of the rights 6f 
“neutral nations, and were foiled accordingly. 

What has been our conduct towards the Grand Dukeof Tuf- 
cany, a Prince who, although belonging to one of the moll illuftrious 
familfCs of Europe, is known not to be pofleffed of any great mili- 
tary power ? Lord Hervey goes to the Grand Duke of Tufcany— .. 
not to the Emperor, the King of Fruflia, or any [»otent Monarch— 
and fays to him, Can you pretend to maintain neutrality with 
fuch a Government as tliat of France?** — calling the French Go- 
vernment all the hard names which regular Governments think 
(hcmfclvcs autliorifcd to bellow upon it ; and not rccollcdling that 
one of the hcavieft accufailons apinil the French was their having 
to inrcrnr'.cdcllc in the internal polities of other nations— 
Can vou bafely refnfc joining the league againft the murderers of 
ycv'ir aunt, the declared enemies of your whole family, and the 
avowed lubvcrtcrs of all cHaldidjcd Government, order, and religion ? 
I kivjw to what caufe your hefitation is owing. It is bccaiife you 
give credit to had Minillcrs \ it is hccraufc you lend too favourable 
an car to the advice of your Minillcr Maiifrcdini, a man w^ho has 
gained a pernicious afccndancy over your mind, but who ought no 
longer to have any (lure in your councils.** Lord Hervey, after 
thus telling an independent Prince that he was not to liften to the 
advice of his own Minifters, might vvitli equal propriety have gone 
on to tell him that he ought to be guided folcly by the counfels of 
tlie right honourable gentleman over againll me. “ Your Mlnl- 
Hers,” he might b.avc faid,” arc Ignorant and incapable ; the Britifh 
Minifters are wife and able. Obferve into what a fituation tb.cy 
have brought their own coiintr)', and you cannot doubt wdtii what 
w'ifdom and vigour they will confult for yours.** — This language of 
Lord Hervey has never been difavowed by Minifters. It has even 
been imitated by his fucccifor, and therefore I muft confidcr it a$ 
having hwi the language of his inftrudlions — and thus by menace 
and inliilt waT the Grand Duke of Tufcany compelled to renounce 
of neutrality, contrary to his owm inclination, to the 
lid vice of his Minifters, and the intcrefts of his people. Such was 
thfiJonJudt of Minifters when wc were powerful in the Mediter- 
ranean. Lord Hervey was at length recalled, and another gentle- 
man w^hom I perfonally refpeft was appointed in his ftcad, and in- 
ftrudled to follow the fame courfe. At lad, after we lofe our power 
in the Mediterranean — when events turn out againft us— wefubmit 
not only to the neutrality of the Duke of Tufcany, but to his coi^- 
fluding a treaty of peace and amity with the French Repubhc 
, , V 0 J..XLI, 9 
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In Svn'tzerland Lord Robert Fitzgerald, for whofc character I 
have too high a refpcvS to fuppofc that he would exceed the letter of 
his inflrudl'ioRs, in the name of the King of Great Hritain, tells the 
independent Swifs Cantons*, in the language of infuit and injiifticc, 

That he will not decide, whether jiiAicc an<i their true iiTTtrm 
permit ^cm to remain neuter, againft thofc wdio would again reduce 
them to barharlfm, in a w^ar of almoft all the powers of Europe, 
in a war wlicrc not only the exiftcnce of every edablilhcd Govern- 
ment, but even that of all kind of property is at flake. He will 
only obferve, that neutrality itfclf will not autliorifc any correfpond- 
ence, diret^lly or indircftly, wdth the fadtioj'^ or their agents.” He 
tells them incffecfl, that although they nny call ihemfelvcs neutral, 
they are not to allow their fuhjcdbs to reap the benefits of that 
trality by intcrcoiirfc with France. Who made you the arbiters how 
far intei'courfc ought to he allowed by independent ftates between 
their refpe<flivc fiibjctfls ? Where did you gc»- the right ? or, if you 
have tl'ie right, where is your powxr to enforce it ? The Swdfs Can- 
tons return a civil and dignified anfwer, “ ^fhat a rigid and cxa.f 
neutrality w^as the invariable maxim of their anceftors ; and having 
received it as a facrecl inheritance, they conceive it their duty to 
abide by it. That they truft His Britannic Majefly, following tl-e 
example of his illuftrious anceftors, w’ill rcfpccl the independence of 
the Helvetic confederacy.” In the mean time, they carry on their 
intcrcourfe with France in as high a degree as it is their intcreft to 
do, rcg'irdlcfs of our menaces ; and we have now tlic mortification 
to feel that the coarfenefs of our infuit was equalled only by its hn- 
potence ; we have nothing to boafl of, but the raflinefs of our dc- 
fign, and the meannefs of the attempt to carry it into execution. 

What has been your conduft towards* Genoa r Minifters hold 
the fame language towards that ftate, and tell them, “If you con- 
tinue in your neutrality, it muft be offenfive to the combined Powers, 
and may give occafion to revive claims which muft K:ad t^: d\(agree- 
ableconfcqucnccs -a meaner threat never was employed . — ^^Who 
are the parties in this mighty contefl ^ Great Britain, taking 
^hcrfclf to dictate for all tlic combined powers, and the Republic of 
Genoa — this country not only adrnonifhcs the Republic of Gcitiai 
againft obferving a neutrality^, but threatens her with war if 
does. — Look at this, and fee a piclurc of infolcncc, injiifticc, and 
jmeannefs, exceeded only by the fecblcncfs of the attempt to follow 
It up! The fortune of war being againft j^ou, even the little Repub- 
lic 6i Genoa is flout 5 and after blockading her port, you arc coq- , 
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tent to withdraw your fliips, and forced to fubmit to her neiitraltty 
with an ungracious apology for the injiifticc you have done. By. 
fuch conduct you have impaired the character of the nation for jufticc 
and magnanimity, and given td Great Britain a charafler of mean- 
ne^*?ind infulcncc which was never before imputed to her, a cha- 
racter wliich has defiroyed more countries than the lofs of|j,armics. 
To put this in a ftronger point of view, contraft it with your conduifl 
to America — Did you tell America that all intcrcourfc with France 
was difgraccful, unul France (liould reftore her King ? No! It is 
only to the Mcak and dcfencclcfs that you talk big: — To the great 
and pc/werful you apcl(?gizc, and agree to pay for all the injufticc 
yoi| iiave d<'ne them. 

^jy^amiive the law cF nations : if any one nutfiion in the law of 
nations he clearer erd r.'orc rmcrallv ackfiov.ledi^^cd than anotlicr, it 
is ihat of a right in every natiop, wl ich no treaty f>hligrs to the con- 
tra! y, to preferve a con'ipletc neutrality. CeniFier the facrednefs of 
this and the mirirahlc condihon of eve: v weak country, if 

vvlicnever g^i at powt rs go to war, for ^'hat ri-cy may call the caufe 
of jihlicc, order, religion and rtgiilrr (jovernment, but what ethers 
may think views of ambition aiul aggrandizement, every w’cak Princ^, 
every petty Republic, were to he eon)pclIcd to take a part in the 
contefl — If fuch were to he tlic condition of focietv — if men were 
not allowed to enjoy dint neutralitv \viiich tiieir independence entitles 
them to, they would begin to doubt the benefits of focicty, and liftea 
to die par.ubxcs of tliofe who maintain, that all cftahliihcd rules and 
prinv'ij.lcs arc founded in ignorance and error; and that focicty it- 
felf, as at nrefont conftitiitcd, is not worth preferving. 

If the Houfc agree to a Committee of Inquiiy'', I Ihall move that 
II is Majcfiy’s*]Viiiurtcrs do lay before us the corrcfpondencc between 
th.cin and their agents at foreign courts ; not for the piirpofe of in- 
juring or punifliing individuals, if it fhould api>car that any of tliem 
have ck\'^tcd from their inftruddons, but for the pur|X)fc of faving 
the^'Vedit and honour of Minifters thcmfelvcs. If it fliould turn 
' as I believe it will, that our Arnbafladors at foreign Couit» 
ha^c acted confidently with the letter and fpirit of their inftruflions— * 
-.that th.cy have only ufed the words and fentiments of the Cabinet of 
Great Britain ; then it w iii become this Houfe to fliew that Miniftors 
arc not the nation, and that whatever may be their principles, the. 
principles ('*f the nation are jufticc and magiianimiw. It will then 
become us to (hew to our conftituents and to all Europe, that we 
» would rather hold high language to the ftrong and powerful than td 
the v/cak and dcfcncelefs ; that inftcad of infulting and injuring tht 
weaker States of Europe, our inclination is to protcdl them againft:

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the greateft and mod: powerful. It will alfo become us to wipe off 
from ourfelves the fligma arifing from the mcannefs, infolcncc, pu- 
iillanimity, and injudice, which fiave been manifefled on our part 
towards the particular States I have mentioned. . 

1 (hall now, Sir, without conCdeiing whether tins wSl’ Vas 
juftly or unjudly undertaken, proceed to txaminc with what wif- 
dom and upon w'hat principles it has been conduced. In doing 
this I will pafs by all the confiderations that ought to have preceded 
our determination to go to war, great and iinpoitaiit as in my mind 
they were, and fuppofe war atlually refolved upon. When \\c had 
come to this rcfcdulion, was it not, I '»<k, of the utrnofe confe- 
qucncc to our fuccefs that the object of the v"tr Ihould he c’cir ^ 
No tw'O things can be more diflint^\ from eacli other than 
for a country and fighting againd it. If Miniders had aeled up to 
the character of iratcfmtn, the) would have taken oneorothci llde 
of this alternative with all its advantagts and di fad vantages, for 
advantages and difadvantrges each of them mud have had. d'hey 
would Imvc fuid one of two things : either W^e are going to war 
with h ranee, not on account of licr form of governmtnt ; v\e care 
not what form of government is cftablifhed in France. It is of 
no confcqucnce to us whether that country be govermd by ft 
Monarch, a Convention, ora Jacobin Club: — this is no caufe of 
war. But we go to war agnind France to protect our allies the 
Dutcli, and to avenge the infults (lie has offered u> the Ihitifh na- 
tion (though I confefs I knenv of no infult offered to the Biitifh 
nation pres ious to the c(immcnc\iiicnt of this war.) Or they might 
have taken a veiy different courfo , they might have adopted the idea 
of a right hoiwurablc gentleman, who is not now a Member ( f 
this Houfc, of whofc great genius and didingulflicd chara61er, al- 
though I have lately had the misfortune to differ from him in poli- 
tical opinion, I ihall never fpeak but in terms of the highed rcfpct^ 
•nd admiration. '1 hey might have taken the couifc poj¥"*iV^ out by 
tliat right Iionourable gentleman *, wdio, by an odd figure faid : 

We are not fighting for the Scheldt ; we are fighting for Fr u ity 
we arc fighting for the dcdruiiion of the greated evil that^'ver 
threatened the civilized world, the French revolution ; we are fight- 
ing for the reftoration of monarchy in France ; we arc fighting for 
the rc-cdablifhmcnt of regular government ; — to reftorc the emi- 
grants to their pro])erty, that has been confifeated : we arc fighting

^ which Mr. Fox did not repeat, was, ‘‘A war about 

Hie Scheldt, a wap about a chamber-pot/^ 
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for the French nation againft the French Convention-— not ibr 
weakening France and aggrandiiing Great Britain: we are iighttfffi 
for our, own conftitution — our monarchy — our laws — our religiOT 
— fOur property ; tor unlcfs monarchy be reftored in France, mo- 
narchy -will not be fdfc in other parts of the worhi, lirs Majefly will 
not Lc fafe upon his throne , unlcfs their propeity be reflor^ to the 
emigrants, the property of every man in this Houfc is infccurc,’” 
When, I fay, his Majtily s MiniQers determined on the profccii^ 
tion of rliis war, the) fliould hive made choice of one or other fide 
of this alternative, each of vvliich, as I have juft ftated, w^ould 
have had its inconvenicncics. — If )ou hadchofen the forpicr, and 
faidj, “ In going to war with France, we wilh to have nothing to 
the nature of her government — we arc totally indifferent 
about her intern il fituation, and only fight to compel her to make 
atonement for infults offered to us — it would have been attended 
with this inc(^nveniencc, you would hive had no pretence for c^- 
pectinj theaffirnnee of any Fieocli emigrants, or of infurgents in 
any pari of Fiance, except in as fai as by xtlifting the Convention, 
and endeavouring to promote their own view’s, tlicy might, without 
intending it, facilitate the accompliflnnent of youis. You would 
have liad no claim upon the inhabitants of La Vendee, of Britany, 
J^)ons, Marlcillcs, or any other place where hatred of the Conven- 
tion provoked infun c^flion ; becaufe neither with them nor with the 
French cmigiants would you have had any common caufc, nor could 
jou have been underftood to offer them piotcftion. You would 
have had no riglit to look for the co-opciation of thofe powers, 
whofc; objc6l was the reftoration of Louis X\ II. to the lluone of 
his anceftors. But, on the other hind, you would have had, what, 
in my opinion, would have fully compenfated all ilicfc difadvantages 
—You would have quarrelled with Fiance on equal tcims- and 
fought with her upon know'n principles. Fi nice could not thei^ 
have n^u tlie efibrts (he has made. If you had fet out with the 
rccog’wtion of the French republic, and declared that you wdftied 
' l^avc no concern with her internal affairs, 1 alk )ou tliis queftion ^ 
—Can you imagine it woubl have been poffible for France, in con- 
^fequcncc of enthuliafm or terror, or of both combined, to havfe 
raifed and fupported fuch immenfe armies, w'hofe vigour and exer.^ 
tions luve aftonifhed Europe ? Could terror have compelled fuch 
exertions and fuch facrihees, w^hen the p<*ople of France knew 
that they were only fighting for tlic Scheldt or Brabant, or fome 
nfland in the Weft-Indies r Do you think it poffible, if fuch had 
been the objeft of the war, for )Oii to have raifed up againft yoii 
tvhat has been emphatically called, and emphatically felt, an armed 
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nation ? Would the Convention have been able to perfuade them 
■Itet they were fighting for their liberiics, their lives, for every 
thing that is dear to the heart of man ; that thev had no choice but 
vi(5iory or death, when they were clearly and diiiindlly told by^s, 
that the w’liole conteft was about die navigation of the SchcIdfT and 
the fccurity of Iiolinnd? But wlun the wlu.lc people of France, 
in confequcncc of the declarations c'f Great Ikitain, were convinced 
that their future government, and their ver)^ exi-Jlcncc as an inde- 
pendent natic'ii were attaeked, then they began to roufe themfclvcs ; 
then they began to unite in tltfei'CC of wliat they ec'iiceivcd to be 
their juft rights and liberties ; and urui^r fix* inl'iienecof this con- 
* vi6lion it was that they pn*duci d tliofc circei') \iMeh have afton|i(hcd 
the W’orld, and wliich arc iinjVciralleleii in the liif.'»ry of 
If Great Biitain at the oufler of the w'or had clearly convinced 
France, that her nii!\ vn^ the protcCiion (;f lu r allies and 

the vindication of lier o\iii honour, no fucli clFcts could poflibly 
have been produo-ik It’, on rl.c otlicr hand, the aid of the French 
emigrants and inhirgcnts in Fiance had been thought an advantage 
fuperior to all this, ycui ii'igb.t h.avc taken the other part of the al- 
ternative, and faid, Our (.bjc ii in. going to war is to eftablifli a 
regular form of governmeiU* in Frajjcc.’’ ^l"hc inconvenience here 
would have ban, tl.at rr<>in tbe very inonicnt of making this de- 
claration, you would hue bed united againft you every rtpuhlican 
In France, in tbit \i;/orous way in wliicli you mw fa: them united. 
You would Ijavr pc»'A;nk’d iht.m, as^ini have dune, tlvit they had 
no other cli.inc;.: nr libcay, than ly uni. in.g cs an ariu.vl nation, 
with aclivifv aiul \ jg^'ur. lu.d iik: on; let, We

‘the fvftein of fermr, ni{>re rlian they diiliked monarchy, v\ouM leave 
exerted their.fclvc.s in your fa\onr. You w'ould tlicn Invc iiad a 
fair opportunity of frying thequ.ftion — what were the fenfiments 
of the people of France witll rcfpe^i to the rcx'oliifion ; and whe- 
■ther a m.ijority of the nation wiflied for a monarchy or a rcpub»^ 
lie?" You would have reared aftandard to wl.ich Ficnchmcn who 
joved their country might repair. Now, by indulging the chikiifli ’ 
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\ hope of gaining the aJvantagcs of each fide of the alternative, yptit 
have gained the advantages of neither i you have loft the advailr 
tages of botli. How could it be otlicrwifo ? When you took Va-" 
Icncicnnes, inftcad of taking it for Louis XVII. you took pofleflion 
of the name of the Emperor Francis. When Condc fur- 
rendered, you did the fame thing. When Mentz, furrenderedj the 
garrifon was diTmllfed to be employed againft the roynliils of La 
Vendee. Was it polfiblc for any nvin to be fo igfiorniit, as to doubt 
what your intentions w^cre ? How tlicn w^ns it pofOble for you to 
fiippofe that your conduct would produce on the inhabitants of 
France, an cfFedl different from what it has done: When Sir 
CharV'sCoTV and Sir John Jervis t<x)k Martinique, Guadaloupe, 
:ind^t’;» reft of the French Weft India iftands, did they take pof- 
feliioji of tiicni for Louis XV'IL r No ! but for the fCing of Great 
Lritai’!, ?iot to he reftored to France wlicn inonaieJiy and regular 
govcinmeiK Hiould be reftored, but to he retained as conquefts, if 
tlic chance of war ft lould leave them inourh.mds. While fuch- 
was onr eo.ulucl in jdl parts of the w^orltl, could it be hopoj that 
any I'rejich emigrant, whofc fituarion was not drifpcratc indeed,, 
^vould jcin us ; or that aU who were lovers (t\' tiitir country more 
tlian l>vcrs of roy<i!ty, wo- .Id not hz our vncndcs ? To attend to 
jnfticc is in nil ofes peculiarly im[x')rt..int ; and tlie love of country 
is a motive fo pu'-verfal, as to he oftf ?a ufed as a pretext, even by 
fhofe who do not feci ir. The royaliftsof f.a Vendee, of Britany, 
and other places, ti)ok the Held, and held out long and bravely; 
but what could tlicy fay to the people of J''iancc r— ’.^hat could they 
put in tjicir m.inifeftocs, 'of equal wdgh'- with the .addrelfcs from the 
Corivenfton : '^Fhey inigiU fay, “ If vve ct>n{pjcr, the French mo- 
narciiy will be reftored ; but it will be reftored with the territory of 
France cuitailed and dirniniflicd, one third of it perhaps divided 
among rival powers, end we may lofc our rank and fituarion in the 
number ef nations.” 'I he Convention could fay, If we con- 
quer, t) fc Frcrtch republic will remain entire, a great and indepen-*' 
nation, triumphant over all the powders who have confederated 
agaipft her liberties.” WitJi fuch dirc«')ur:ig(‘mcnts on the one 
h;ind, and fuch flattering prof|>e(^hs on the other, was it to be cx- 
peded that any confiderable number of emigrants, or of French- 
men of any defeription, would conned their own caufe with that 
of the allies ? We have fo ftiuffled in our profeflioas, and have- 
been guilty of fuch duplicity, that no defeription of Frenchmen , 
v^ill flock to our ftandard. It was a fatal error in the commence- 
ment of the war, that we did not ftatc clearly* how far we meant 
to entcj: into the caufe of tlic French emigrants- -and how far ib 
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conrreA ourfelvcs with powers who, from their previous condufl. 
Plight well be fufpe^iod of other view^s than that of reftoring mo- 
narchy in France. It may perhaps be faid, that we could not be 
certain iri the firft inflance how far it might be proper to intc^rc 
in the internal affairs of France ; that we muft watch events^ and 
aft accordingly. By this want of clcarncfs ivith refpeft to our ul- 
' thnate intentions, wc have loft more than any contingency could 
ever promife. All obfeurity ought to have been removed, and you 
ought to have clearly and diftinftly adopted one or other fulc of the 
alternative I have ftated. Every place was not taken for the allies. 

^ .It w^as underftood by thr.fc who furrcndercU to I^ord Hood, 

i'^hat he accepted it on this condition — that he was to adhere to the 
conftitution of 1789. Wiiethcr Minifters intcndcil to ohfcnjl^jjlm^ 
condition I know not 3 but in their fubfeouent pnh ications they 
gave rcafon to hope that they did. In th.eir dcclnrath^ns tlie\ i.ffered 
peace and protc 61 ion to all vvell-difpoled Frenchmen, who fhotjld 
join in reftoring monarchy, without fpccifying what kin ! of mo- 
narchy *. Have you fulfilled that promife ? What kind of pro- 
teftion have vou afforded to tliofc who endeavoured to relLire mo- 
narchy r Have not the royalifts, for want of alfiunec, or encou- 
ragement, been obliged, however reluctantly, to fuhmit to the l.uvs 
of the republic ? If the allies had been fighting cirl^cr f r France, 
or agatnft France, what Ihould have been their coniluft to\v,*rJs La 
Fayette and Doumourier r The feizurc of La Fayette, by tnc Au- 
ftrians, was contrary to the law of nations ; anil their treatment of 
him muft damn tlidr fame to all eternity, and render their name an 
objeft of univerfal execration. They found him, and the compa- 
nions of his misfortune, not at the Itcad of an army, or in arms, 
and took them againft all the laws of nations and of war — not to 
be treated as prifoners of w'ar, but as prifoners to be configned to a 
dungeon. If, the allies were fighting againft France, furcly they 
ought not to have treated as criminals, generals cornyigYOvcr lo 
them from the enemy. Dumourier came over wHcn he thought 
he had great power with his army. That powder turned out tp be 
much Icfs than he had imagined ; but it was imjx>{riblc that a man 
*vrlio had ferved his country with fo much reputation, with fo much^ 
ability and fuccefs, fliould not have had a confidcrablc party in it. 
How was he treated ? When they found that he could not bring 
along with him fo great a portion of his army as they expefted, 
after having extolled his virtue t, at the moment when he had rcn»

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dorcd his vlrtur at lead doubtful, they drove him from a 
Meandering fugitive, as if they had pa(fed a decree exprefsly {brbtil^ 
ding any French general to abandon the ftandard of the republic 
in f iture. By ailing in this manner, as is very wtll expreffed in 
a iVench pamphlet I have read, m'c are more unaccountable in 
our {K^liiical conduft than any of tlic moft bigoted religious 
for M’c even exclude converts — Mdiich I believe was nev^r done’^ 
by any feefarifts. Our conduft therefore, in this refpexS, is per- 
fcclly new : for after Dumouricr becomes a convert to, and cr|X)ufes 
tl'.c caule of the allies, they refufe to receive him. But if we and 
our allies wore fighting for France againft the Convention, we’ 
ougl'.t to have praifed this general as a convert, we ought to have 
rcoci’ cd him with cordiality, and held him up as an example for 
the convrvfion of others. If we were fighting againft France, we 
ftiould have ccMifidcrcd all Frenchmen as enemies, in the cemmon 
acceptation of the term, and not by denouncing vengeance for Crimea 
committed in France, as was done by Lord Auckland, in a paper 
ptihliihcd at the Hague have given ground for that enthufiafm 
of refiftancc, w'hich inflames the minds of men wdio conceive their 
lives to be attacked —an enthufiafm which has united for common 
defence th(jfc who, in every moment of refpite, w^erc tcarii>g one 
another to pieces, and fending their opponents to the fcafFuld, when- 
ever they could fupplant them in ix)wcr. If the allies were fight- 
ing for I'rancc, tlio reftoration of monarchy, and regular govern- 
ment, I mean not to fay that they ftiould have granted impuniry to 
thofc who w ere mtirc immediately the caufc of the murder of the 
King : — but they ought not to have begun with thundering forth a 
rnanlfcfto t, threatening Paris with mililnry execution, and even to- 
nl (LitriiCtion ; denouncing vengeance which neceflarily alarmed all 
men, as no man w,\s named ; — a manlfefto which we cannot even 
now endure to read, but by contrafting the pride and cruelty of the 
menace v ith the impotence of the attempt at putting it in execu- 
tion. if Avc were fighting for France, we ought to have allured 
tire people of France that we had no views of aggrandifement, 
much Icfs of difmembering the kingdom, or taking vengeance of 
the inhabitants. We ought to hav^c convinced them that we en-^ 
tered France, not to conquer, but to reftore ; and the very firft ftep 
ihould have been to publifh a general amnefty, with fonic except 
tioiis. A whole nation may be mifled, but cannot be all^j^ilty, as 
has been faid by the great man already mentioned, I know not 
how to draw an indiiStment againft a whole nation.” ,Somc cxccp*

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tions to the general amnefly might have been ncccflary \ but ‘tlu*f§ 
Ihould have been mentioned by name, that others might have had 
nothing to fear. By this mode of proceeding, n^any pcrlbns deforc- 
ing of puniihmcnt might liavc efcaped ; but this would not Jj^vc 
been fo bad as terrifying all the people of France individually, by 
i^diferiminate threats. This I conceive to be a fundamental error. 

I would therefore have the Iloufe go into an inquiry, tluit we may 
declare this error to be fundamental, if fo it rtiall appear to be ; tlvat 
we may take feme intelligible ground for our future condiid ; define 
clearly and difiinelly thcoljc(Sof the war, and put the remaining 
qiJarrel with France upon fuch a footing, as to fhew'' whether we are 
really fighting for France as a nation, or againlt her. !■> there a 
man who believes that, to define our objcil:, and to dc’nnnV^^^ 
the French (jovernment, even at the price of rccogniiing that Gg- 
vernment (as hr as to ncgocintc is rccognitiiin) would rcivlcr ii more 
difEculttobc obtained by force of arms, if the Frciu'l'. fnouUl rcfi.G 
to grant it? Does tlic right honourable gcmlenir.n himfelt believe 
that, if the Convention were to rcfiife rculbnable terms of peace, 
they w'ould be able to cM forth fuch cstraordinary ocertions on the; 
part of the people for continuing the war, as tlie ^^encral pcfiua'.uui 
of the people tliat they have no alternative but conqueil or fubjugaiit/n 
has hitherto enabled tlicni to cal] forth r 

Having mentioned tiiefc great and fundamental erjors, it is hard- 
ly ncccffary to enter into ihofc tint are more minute. It isalmoll 
fafficient to name them. If we took polTtfnon of Toulon, not 
with a view to conqueft, but with the intention of fupporting the 
caufc of Monarchy in PVance, it was the n'.oll important advantage 
W'e could have obtained, and to tb.c prefer vatiori and improvement of 
which all our attention ought to have been direfted. Yet we left 
Toulon with a very fmall Englifli force, trufling its defence to the 
aid of allies, wlio w^ro either unable or unwilling to defend it. — 
This was faid to be done fur the ikke of an expedition ^ainft the 
French Weft lndia illands, an expedition of much Icfs importance 
than the defence of Toulon ; and that expedition was again crip- 
pled by collecting troops under the Earl of Moira for a defeent upon 
the coaft of France— a defeent for which an opportunity has never 
yet been tound ; arid therefore Governmept has never been able in 
iny way to avail itfelf of the force fo collcilcd. In confequcnce of 
. thia, Toulon was loft ; and a number of troops were font to the 
Weft Indies, fufficient indeed, through the zeal and ability of the 
(Sftnmandcrs, to take the iflands, but not fufficient to keep thchv*„ 
puadaloiipc, we know, is gone ; there is little hope of our being 
now in poffcifiori of any part of St. pjmii^go ; and we are far from 
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being without well-grounded apprehcnlions for the lafoty of Mattb'" 
nico and fhe other conquered idands. ^ 

With rcfpcdl to the laft campaign, our great and leading error 
Was, confidence in the King of Pruflia, in the Belgians^ and in thf 
Dutch. It was evident a priori that pur confidence was ill founded, 
and a pojicrio'i it has proved to be fo. We told the people of the 
Auftrian Netherlands that we were fighting for their religion, ahd 
the people of the United PruvinceSi that we were fighting for their 
iibcitics ; but they did not believe us. We forced the Dutch intO' 
a war, wiiich they had no inclination to undertake. So early aa 
the beginning of t!ic year 1793, I dated it as iny opinion that the 
Dutch w’ould nt;: demand our affiftancc* I was anfwcrcd, that 
t'v“v clurll not demand it, but that this was no reafon for our with- 
holding it, and that, if it was offered, they w*ould not refufe it.— 

I replied, that I believed the cafe to he exaclly the reveife, and 
that if you olFercd your affiftancc, although the Dutch did not defire 
it, yet tlicv durft not refufe it. I alfo find, at an early period of 
the war, ?he j)eoplc of Friczeland putting up tlieir prayers to Al- 
mighty God, to deliver them from this war, into which they had 
been plunged by their allies. All that has happened fincc has con- 
firmed my opinion. While wx were fighting in the Auftrian Ne- 
therlands, the Dutch gave us but feeble and reludlant aid. When 
we were driven out cf the Auftrian Netherlands, and the United 
l^rovinecs wore fo be defended, the Dutch, inftead of rifing in a 
mafs to dei'end them, joined in welcoming the French. We ouglit 
to have known beforehand, that the people of tlie United Provinces 
wifticd not to be defended by us, and therefore were not to be con- 
fided in as allies. We ought to liave adopted one of two courfes \ 
we flioLild either have withdrawn our mifchlevous and oppreflivc 
protrdion, and faid to the Dutch, “ Defend yourfclves or we 
fhould have taken poifcffion of the country witli an army, and de- 
fendcil j' li!;ca conquered province. 

When I look lo the naval part of the campaign, I find, that 
the captuics made by tlic enemy are greater than they were ever 
knenvn lo be in any former w^ar ; but I do not find that our trade 
lias incrcafed in the fame proportion. By documents, which I 
conceive to be toleraWy correct, it appears, that in the fccond year 
after France joined in fhe American war, the number of ihips cap- 
tured by France, Spain, anJ America was 4^9. How many of 
thefe Were rahen by Spain, 1 do not know ; but it is probable that 
..early one half oi them were taken by the Americans. In the f!e- 
conJ year of this war, when we hive France alone to contend wich^ 
tlic number of (hips belonging to Great* Britain which have been 
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captured bjr Fnwice amounts to 860. Until I hear this extraor- 
dInary difFerence,, under circumftanccs fo much Icfs unfavourable 
than thofe of the period to which I have alluded, accounted for, I 
miift conclude that there has been a great defcil in the naval admi- 
iniftration of this country ; either that we have not had a fufficient 
iu|val force, or that Minifters have not well applied it. His Ma- 
jrtfty’s fpeech from the throne, in January 1794., laid the ground 
of moft forcible arguments for inquiry. That fpecch, in recapitu- 
lating the advantages obtained by the arms of the allied Powers, as 
the pledge and earneft of ftill greater adv.<ntagcs, almoll cxprcfsly 
aflured us of the empire of the fca. Oh ! the little fijrefight of pre- 
fomptuous men f Oh ! the fallacy of human hope ! l:vcry pledge 
6 { fuccefs, every topic of confolation, held out to us in that fpccch, 
is TOW converted into a circumftancc of defeat, into an argument 
Stt defpair ! ** The United Provinces,” we were told, “ have been 
{mte<fled from invafion ; the Auftrian Netherlands have been reco- 
vered and maintained ; places of confiderablc importance have been 
ftequired on the frontiers of France ; an important and decifivc blow 
has been given to their naval power ; at fea our fuperiority has 
been undifputed, and our commerce fo cfFcc^>ually pr('te(?lcd, that 
the Ioffes fuftained have been inconfidcrablc, in proporilcm to its ex- 
tentp and to the captures made on the contra 61 td trade of the ene- 
my.*^ Yet in the courfc of a year, ulbcrcd in witli fo much pro- 
mife, our fuperiority at fca has been difputed ; .after a fccond mure 
important and decifive blow given to the enemy's naval power, rl.cy 
have been maftersof the fca for two months, and 860 of our (hips 
have been taken. Every hope and cxpc( 3 ation licld out by that 
fpeech is now completely gone. There is not one finglc ground 
flated by the King with refpeft to the probable good events of the 
war which has not been entirely dune away. Wc have loR the 
fortreffes on the French frontiers. Wc have loft the Auflrlan 
Netherlands. We have loft Holland ; and the trade of Eng- 
land has been greatly injured. It is not the diangc of one 
man ; it is not the change of the Firft Lord of the Admiralty, that 
will make fatisfa£lion for the injury fuftained by our commerce. I 
obferve likewife, that fince the commencement of the prefent war, 
lh«f rC' captures do not bear a greater proportion to the (hips caken 
tihian they did in the American war, when Great Britain Irad fo 
many different nations againft her. Arc thefe, or arc they not, 
grounds for inquiry ? For what piirpofe do gentlemen think 
l||ey Were (ent to this Houfc ? Do they believe they were fent hcrtfi* 
the foie purpofe of voting taxes, as was too often the cafe with 
• See Dcbrctt'i State Papers, Vol. II. p, 456. 
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. the Parliaments of the ancient Kings of this country ? or as a 
tional Council to fee that the Executive Govcrnn.ent is not only 
^incorrupt, but judicious ? It might have been fuppofcd, that aftet 
the memorable firft of June, we (hculd he matters ot the fea ; but 
we have no rcafon to boaft of the manner in wliich we have im- 
proved that viftoiy. Our fleet came into port in Nov ember, and 
the French fleet put to fea \ no doubt bccaufe ours was returned-— 
So little forefight or exertion was difplayed in preparing our fleet for 
fca again, that it eouM not go out till late in January ; and thus 
f(;r two rriontlis the French were mafters of the fca, and your fleets 
uf merchantmen, aiid even tnx^ps embarked for important foreign 
fiTvicp, were blocked up in your ports. I (hall, perhaps, be told, 
“ That our fleet cannot be a i ways cut.” 1 fay, that under proper 
maingcmciit, a great part of it always might be out. But were 
two memths neccJlary ? Wi*l any man contend that it iriight not 
have been ready in lefs tliaii two months, during great part of 
which time it was known that the French fleet was out ? TliCrc 
MMs even a rumour, that after the flilps were ready for fca, they 
W’crc detained for want of bifcult and other provilions, which it be- 
came nccelfary to fend by land carriage. How true tlicfe reports 
may be I know not ; but they have been generally circulated 
and generally believed, which is a fufneient rcafon w'hv you 
(lioidd inquire, that their truth or falfelux'd maybe afeertained. — 
Every one of the circumftanccs I have mentioned calls aloud for in- 
quiry, nnlcfs the TsTemhers of this Houfe be prepared to fay that 
our [)rcrert ciiciimi' inecs, the prefent fiiuation of the country, arc. 
fo I'.appy and fo piofjjennis, as to be prima fuie evidence of the: dili- 
gence and ihilify of Jlis iM.tjcfiy s ?vliniflcrs \ ihnc tJvjy have fleered 
us fo Itoadilv, aiui j,!I*wtcd us fo wifely, that we ought to repOfe im- 
plicit confuicncc in iJicn. wiihout inquiry, and deliver overtorhem 
all the fiinrtions of rhe Houfe of Commons. Can Miniuers them- 

feives flare .my ground wlw thi'. Houfe (.ught to repofe in them any 
confidence wiiafever, mu-ch lefs fudi exlrjordiivary confidence as this? 
vVill they lay tliat rlicir adinimflrnuon of the wMr lias been fucccfsful, 
or that tile Iiete of the cjuntry is pn»fperous ? I a.m not, I hope, a 
man to give to fuccefs more credit than is due to it ; I l;opj I can 
reverence unfuccefsful wifdom ; my own life has not becnfuch as to 
lead me to ridnk that fuecefs fiiould be confulered as the criterion of 
wifdom. Let the Minificr fay tivat the calamities which have be- 
fallen the count!-y have b :cn tlu- immediate acds of God ; that tl'icy. 
have been thunder fttirms and tempefls, where human prudence 
could avail us notliisig. But let him not fay that Great Biftain ts 
declining In every quarter \ that flie lias been reduced in her rt- 
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fourccs, from a flatc of unexampled profperity ; that all her excr* 
fionS) and the moft lavifh profufion of trcafurc and of blood, have 
availed her nothing ; and yet deny to this Houfe the propriety of an 
inquiry, to difeover, if pofliblc, the fourcc of fuch a .train of mis- 
fbituncs. In fuch a cafe, it is the duty of every Member of this? 
Houfe-*-of tl\c friends of Minillcrs thcmfelvcs, to give up tlicir 
private confidence and to promote inquiry. If they find that Mi- 
nifl-ers have been purfaing an impradlicablc objciJI, or endeavouring, 
to obtain it by inadequate means, they will then know how to apply 
the remedy. They may, if they plcafc, even after finding; that 
Miniftershave been wrong, grant them a Icafc of their C(;nfi- 
dcnce; but they will firfi: point out to them tlieir error, andgixe' 
them wholcfome advice fc^r their future conducl. If, on rhc'*ofhjer 
hand, they find that Miniftershave been purfulng wife ends by viu* 
means ; that althougli their fuccefs has not hiihcrto ct;rrLrp'jn(jcd 
with their prudence, they have neither been deficient in imbiftiy 
nor flcill : they may fay, with fatisfiuTun to tlicmldves and tlicir 
conftituents, We will continue our confidence in tlicfc Miriilkrs, 
they have deferved fuccefs if they have not obtained Ir, and j)cr?c- 
vcrancc will overcome the malignity of fortune.’* B.it until we go 
fairly into this inquiry, we cannot diffcmble that mankind will :i::d 
muft continue tofufped that the GonducT: of Minifters has not been 
fuch as it ought to have been ; tliat it has been erroneous in fomc 
way or other. 

Sir, exhaufted as I feel myfclf, and long as I have alrtady tref- 
paffed on the patience of the Houle, I ninfi pafc over in filriu^c manv 
points which arc nearly conncdlcd with the general fratement, and 
which would call {xjwerfuliy on this Houfe t > enter into a;i incjuiiy 
on the ftate of the nation. But altliough I conceive I have already 
flared fufficient ground for going into fuch an inquiry on all rlic 
queftions more immediately cinincctcd witii the war, there is yet 
one fubje£t fo clofcly connected with the pvoilcution c,f it in c.ne 
|X)int of view, that before I fit down 1 inuft bfg leave to make a 
few obfervations upon it — I mean the prefent liruation of the fiftcr 
kingdom. The Houfe will do me the honour to recollect, that, 
very mucli againft the inclination of the majority of this Houfe, (»( 
the Public, of inv own confiiiucnts, ami even of iny moft intimate 
friends, I formerly haralfcJ, and, if jou pleafe, teafed this Houfe, 
with a variety of conluierarions, and wirh (iitFcicnt queftions which 
you were unwdlling to hear. I jicrfewrcd obfi I irately, liowcver, 
not becaufc I had any pcrfonal fatisfaifrion in doing fo, when the' 
Houfc w’as not difpofed to Hrten to me, But becaufc I thoifght tivat 

tjl^outfct of d^e war, it was my bounden duty to lay before this 
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IFoufj thofc cncr*n»uanccs which, as appeared tome, ought to have 
^ difco:ir'cV;('cl us from entering upon it. I felt no pleafurc in addref- 
thole avgiunents to unwilling cars, for I am not defirous of 
th.e of Cardanus, an author whofc \torks, Sir, 

inny pi-flibW not be very familiar to you, althougli you arc a Icarnctl 
man, as »hey arc now but little read. This author fays, Niot* 
m rjurjn cum qued hquor tvulii'jrihus iifjpjicct,** I 
fptike from no fueh mcjtivt, neither did I, like Cardanus, pcifcverc 
fi e more obftinately as I perceived I was heard more unwillingly. 

1 perlcvcied bLcaufc I thought it my duty t(' pcrfcverc ; and, 
among oiher things ^ hated, ns difeourage ments for going on w4th 
the war, that tlie Aufirian Netlrerhinds could not be retained, while 
t'jc ruhjWb. ofllis Imperial Majefty were ciifairedlcd to, and even 
luted, his Government ; that I folland could bo dv^fended, be- 
c:\vSc the Dutch liadbeen forced into the war again II iheir inclination, 
and did nor willi to livfend it; and tlvat the King of Pruflia ha(|, 
cu'a.ly proved, hy his C(4itiu<il: in the fiVlT campaign, that Great 
Britain and her allies ought n(»t to d»‘p< nd him. I was then 
rliat my Ibc^ch was a grofs libel upon tlic elnraClers and conduft 
of all our aetual and all our pofhble al’iks. — But, Sir, if it was a 
libel, evpeiiuico Jus f hewn that it was true, wldcli, according tc? 
the common docliine of lawyers, docs not make it Icfs a libel ; and . 
I liopc th,v, as far as concerns its truth, it will go down to poikrit)' 
a convielcd libel. 1 then alfo touehai upon Tome dangers which I 
apprehended wdtli refped to Ireland. I w'as told, I'ouch not 
l-ipoj; Ireland, tliat is a fubjccl uk) delicate for dilciiflion in this Houfe. 
This llourc, ’ it was f.iid, “ has nothing to do wdth Ireland. Ire- 
land Ins a l^irliament <d'hcr own, and will take can"' of hcrfrlf.” 
To that I tl'icn anfwcre'd, as I Ihall do now; that w hem a Bri tifii 
Honfe-of Commons, as the great council of the nation, is advifing 
the King upon a matter of fo much importance as peace or war, they 
ouglit to extend their conluicration to all the moft material parts of 
file empire of Great Britain ; and furcly it is iinnccclfary to ftatc that 
Ireland is a mod imponant partof Ilis M.ije'IIy’s dominions, asfur- 
nilliing great rcfources of men for the army and the navy in time of 
war. Without the afliftance of Ireland, we can never be fecurc in 
peace, and without her afliftance we cannot be fuccefsful in war. 
The identity of her Conftitution, and her being under the fame 
Executive Government, make Ireland a conftant objcdl of attention, 
from which we may derive information with regard to the King’s , 
Minifters, to which we may l(X)k for examples to be imitated,^ Ot 
errors to be avoided. Ireland has always been contidered as ah o&> 
jedl of obfervation to which it is our duty to loojt. I faw formerly 
4 
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certain prejudices in that countrjr which would throw much difficult)*' 
in the way of the Roman Catholics getting all tlicv allied, and all * 
that juflicc required they ftiould have, as fubjcfi:s of the fame Con- i 
ftitution, viz. equality of rights with every other fubjefl. T’hcy, 
had fprung up in that country a flnngc jargon of wlnt is cnllc*- a 
pre^eftant afeenctanoy, as if f?ch a thing as a reli^Jous afcenoancy 
ought to take place in politics. Minlftcrs, fome time ago, gut ovtr 
the difficulty in part, and, although not in a wav calculated tv> gun 
mucli refpcdl-, conciliated the afTciHions of the Cath jlics for tlic time. 
This, however, v.es not the only fubja^t of comj>l:unr. There 
were other abufes in Ireland, of which ri‘e people did bitterly com- 
plain ; and wlicn the coalition took place, in July la^l, however 
much I might lament that event, 1 certainly did think if might pro- 
duce tins good cfiecl, that the corrupt Adminiftration of Ireland v\ (»iild 
be ladicniiy rtf)rmcd, and that poffiblv us mucli might be gained to 
liberty there as feemed to be loll to if here, '^riiai: v\a'; in fadl near 
being the cafe, wlicn all of a hidden things took a diflercnt turn. 

Without CTiterin^ into the qiicOif>n — Who is to blame? I afic 
the King s Miniilers, and defy them to give me miv anfwcr but one, 
whc:h':r Irtland is not at prefent in a hate of initadonr vhetlier 
file is not in a thin (d* ding'rr And if Ihe is in fueh a firuatiiin as 
fogiveju’l oaufe (d’ alarm to every fi lend of the country, whether 
this hate has nor h.ccn occahoned folcly by His Majclly's Minifters ? 
Some people may fay, It is owing toth.e Minditcis here:” — others 
— to the Minillcrs there.” But I defy any man to lay that ihiC 
prefent ftateof that country' — whether it be owing to the Duke of 
Portland I know not — whether it browing to the right honourable 
gentleman oppofitc to me, or to Earl Fit/.william, I know' not — 
But of this I am certain, that it is entirely owing to the improper 
conduct of the King's Miniflers. Let Minifters riieinfelvcs explain, 
and p'jint out to the Public thofc indivifiuaks on whom they fay blame 
ought to attach; — but lot them deny tins fai51 if they can : that tlie 
prefent irritated flate of Ireland has arifen folcly from the conduct 
of Miiiiftcrs there or in this country ; although I liave little doubt 
in my own mind to wliiel of them it isowing. Earl Fitzvvilliam 
is fent over as Lord Lieutenant to Ireland, . juftly popular from his 
pcrfonal charaftcr, and mere fo fnrm his connection with a part of 
Jhe Miniftry hepe, fuppofed to be favourable to the claims of Ire- 
land,, He arrives ; he con fid ts with men to whom the people of 
If^and Jiad been long r.ecidlomed to look up with confidence 
fee IS adored, he is idolized — lu- is idolized to fueh a degree, that 
.iKc? people of Ireland join with him in the abfurd cry of War? 
Nctlijng tut Earl Fitzwilllim's popularity^ — nothing bgt his per- • 
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Ibnal chara6l€r, and his connexion with that part of the Minift^ 
here, who were fuppofed to be friendly to the claims of the people 
\af, Ireland, could have induced them to join in that cry. What 
lumens?— Earl Fitzwilliam ftates from the Throne the general 
wiflites of His Majcfty for carrying on the war ; that it is intended 
to give emancipation to the Roman Catholics of Ireland.— And al- 
though it is not ufual for His Majefty’s fpeech to (late fpecifically the 
topics to which it recommends the attention of Parliament ; yet this 
the Lord Lieutenant ftates in very diftindl terms. [It was intimatM 
from the Mlniftcrial fide of the Houfe that this was not fo.] -It 
was fo undcrfto(xl (continued Mr. Fox,) or, if you pleafc, it wasfo 
mifui/dCrfiood in the Iri(h Parliament. Tliey arc told that abufes 
are to be ref(»rmed ; — they fee the moft refpedled men in the coun- 
try daily rifing up in the Houfe of Commons to propofc the reform 
of abufes ; — they fee thofe mcafures attended with fewer difmiflals 
from office undoubtedly than the people could have wiflied, but 
with the difmilTal of fcvcral perfons known to be connccSed with tho 
old abufes. They confidcr all this as the omen of approaching li- 
berty ; and that all the people of Ireland, without diftindlion, are 
about to enjoy thofe rights and privileges to which they arc in juftice 
^intitled, and which tlicy ought always to have enjoyed. — All this 
‘ palTcs, day after day, in^thc face of the world, without the leaftop- 
pofition on the part of the Cabinet of Great Britain. What follows? 
f Jreat fiipplies are called for by His Majefty ; and the Irilh Parlia- 
ment vote fuppHes exceeding, in an enormous degree, any ever votftd 
in any former j)criod. Tfic Irifli, in high expcdlation of the pro- 
mifed reform of abufes, with a degree of imprudence, not perhaps 
ftridly juftifiahlc on the fober and cautious principle that reform and 
fupply (hoiild go hand in hand (but it is the charadler of die nation 
to be more generous than prudent,} granted the fujiplios before the 
promife was fulfilled. 'Fhc moment thefe enormous fupplies arc 
granted, the cup is daflicd from their lips, their eager and excited 
hopes are blafied, and they are told, “ We have got your money ; 
you may now fcck for your reform wlicre you can.** The Minifters 
here then quarrel with this popular Lord Lieutenant, this favourite 
friend of their own, whofe pcrfonal charaftcr did more for the coa- 
lition than the characters of all the other Minillers united. I fay* 
that the pcrfonal charadlcr alone of Lord Fitzwilliam did more for 
the coalition than the charadlers of the whole Cabinet of Great Bri- 
tain united could do it made the coalition popular, becaufe, from 
his acceflion it was fuppofed to be pure. They give up, however, 
this popular friend, whom but a few moqths before they had taken 
more pains to gain than all the reft who joined them either then or 
VoL. XLI. - a 
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afterwards. Even Earl Fitzwilliam they gave up rather than that ^ 
Ireland fhould receive from this country the benefits to which fh<y 
is in common juftice intitled ; — and in the hopes of which fhc haifi 
voted for the fervice of His Majefty fuch large and liberal fiipp^Jcs. 

Sir, I may be told “ that this Lord Lieutenant gave hopgs and 
promifes which he was not authorifed to give.” M'o that I ahfwer, 
that from my knowledge of him, I do not believe it. But fuppofc 
it were fo ; wOiat is that to us ? what is tliat to this Houfe ? Is it 
:not a matter of total indifference to ns where the blame lies ? Is not 
Ireland in danger ? No man will deny it , and that is fufficient for 
my purpofe. 'riic blame attaches either on the ivliniilcrs in Ireland, 
or on the Minifiers here ; — and if this Houfe does not infritntc an 
inquiry, and explain clearly and fatisfaflorily to tlic Public who has 
been the caufc of this alarming danger, we nriy he rcfponfiblc fin 
the difmembennent of tlic Britifli empire. 1 1 may be fuppofed rluit 
this is one of thofc queftions on which 1 have fhongpeifonal partiali- 
ties. I admit it. I believe I (hall never be able ro dived rnyfclf 
of them; and I am pcrfedlly convinced that Earl I U/Avilli.im‘s 
condud in this particular inftance has been agreeable to the iinifonn 
-tenour of his wb»olc life. I firmly b(*15cvc that he has afled fairly 
and honourably, and agreeably to what was iindcrllood between \n\u 
and his colleagues in the Bridfli Cabinet : — this convidVion is matter 
of great private fatisfac^^ion to me — but it is nothing to the Public, 
or to this Houfe. That great and imminent danger has been in- 
curred is undeniable ; and this Houfe cannot rcfiifc to inquire into 
the caufc of the danger, w ith a view to difeover the means of avert- 
ing it, without betraying one of its inoft important trufts. I call 
not for tJiis inquiry to clear the cli.iractcr of this or tliat Miniiier, 
in order to attach blame to another. The great duty of this Houfe 
is to fliew to the people of England, b\ vvliofe fault tJiis danger lias 
been created. 

The Roman Catholics of Ireland make about three fourths of 
' the people, and I am happy to fee that tlic Roman Catholics and 
Proteftants now only make one party ; — I do not therefore dread 
any rupture between the Roman Catholics and the Proteftants. 
'I'he parties now to be dreaded in Ireland are, on the one hand, a 
few people holding places of great emolument, and fupporting cor- 
ruption and abufes; — and on the other, the Irifh nation. The 
Prfitellants are as much intcrefted in this great bufinefs of reform as 
^i^lijB^Roman Catholics. I'hey have but one great common intereft 
;i^to preferve that country againft a cornipt and opprcffive Admini- 
ftrat^on. I no longer dread any danger to Ireland from difputcii 
between the Roman Catholics and die Proteftants.— But I dread that 
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the Irifli nation, in confcqiiencc of the fupport of abufes and corrup- 
tion, may become Icfs connedted with, and lefs attached to, the 
fnjili/h nation. — I dread the alienation of die Irifli people from 
thc‘,Englifh Government. Many gentlemen in this countr}'', who 
havcl^ot taken nil the pains they might to examine into the fubjedl, 
may imagine that the Government of Ireland, bccaiife confiding of 
King, Lords and Common?, nearly refembles that of Great Britain. 
That however is hj no means the cafe. Tiicfc three branches of 
the Irjfli Confiitntion, although the fame in name with the three 
branches of the Britifli Conftitufion, diiicr materially in their com- 
pofitiejn; — and the ( jovernment of Ireland varies in many other rc- 
fpccTs from the Government of this country. I dare fay alfo, that 
foine gentlemen know fo little of what has palfed in Ireland fince 
the year 1793, as to imagine that the Roman Catholics arc now 
nearly on the fame f(X)ting with the Proteftants ; and that, fince the 
above period, they have fuflered no perfecutions orcxclufions. If 
thcTc is any man who thinks fo, he grofsly deceives himfelf. But 
palling over thefe eireumftances, is if not fclf-cvident, that the dan- 
ger ariling from the prefent date of Ireland, has bexn created by feme 
of the King's Miniliers ? Let the Houfe go into an inquiry, and 
they will clearly fee on whom puniflimcnt ought to fall. If the 
Miniders in Ireland arc guilty, let them be puniflied : or, if His 
Majclly’s Miniders here (which is much more probable] have been 
the caufc of this irritation, let puniflimcnt hill ujH)n them. If Earl 
loizwilliam, raflily and wantonly ranjiing after popularity, has fa- 
crificcd the real intcreds of that country, he defer ves the fevered 
cenfiirc, and tiie rofid rigorous prix’cedlngs cf tliis Houfe rigainft 
liiiu. But I am confident that this is not the fiicl. If upon an 
inquiry, hv rliis H(Hdc, it lhall appear, tliat he has been trifled 
M'ifii, and fliufllcd out of his meafures and fitiiarien by Miniders 
iierc, in order (o ferve their own bafe purpofes ; if it fliall appear 
I hat lie has aeled on the principles of prudence and patriotifm, and 
that his C jovernment was founded on principles which tended to, 
preferve the conncdlion between the two countries, what cenfure, 
w'liat puniflimcnt, can be too fevere for thofe who have been the au- 
thors of fuch fliuffli ng and of fuch duplicity r That the whole blame 
in this bufiiicfs is to be imputed to His Mijcdy s Miniders, is a 
matter about which no man living can diljpure. It may be faid, 
perhaps, that fomc of the King’s Miniders are more and others lefs 
l)lamablc. If that is fo, let us go into a Committee, and we fliaU 
be able to afeertain wdth accuracy the different degrees of guilt that 
belong to dilfercnt individuals. On that ground it is impopTible to 
refufc an inquiry.

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I have now nearly gone through the different points to which at 
the outlet I called the attention of the Houfe, though I have pur- 
pofely omitted many circumftanccs connected with the fubjei^. 
know it to be a common argument againft fuch motions as thj^o 
fay, Your final objed is the removal of Minifters ; why th^n do 
you not move at once to remove the King’s minifters My an- 
iwer is, Bccaufe I think \vc ought firft to have an inquiry. At the 
fame time I candidly admit my oj'inion to be, that if an inquiry be 
gone into, the rcfult muft be the removal of His Majefiy’s rrefenf 
Minifters. On what rational ground ilumld this induce any Mem- 
ber of the Houfe of Commons to oppofe inquiry r Docs any man, 
who approves of continuing the war, hope for better fuccefs than wc 
have hitherto experienced, while it is conducted with the fame v’eak- 
nefs and folly ? Does any man who wifhes for an end to the war, 
hope that His Majefty ’s prefent Minifters can obtain fur this country 
a fafe and honourable peace ? If, after an inquiry into their part 
conduirt, it lhall turn out that they have a^led jufrly and wifely, 
then let us continue our confidence in them. But it the contrary 
ihould appear, as I ftrongly fufpetrt it will, then it will become the 
duty of this Houfe to call them to an account, perhaps to punifhinent. 
This inquiry, among other advantages attending it, will difeover 
to. the nation the true caufes of all our late failures and calamities. 

In every undertaking, llicre arc two points to he confidcred-— 
the objedl, and the means. Wife men choofc a wife object, and 
perfift in their efforts to obtain it by varying the means, the objeft 
ftill the fame. The conduct of the prefent Adminiftration has been 
quite the reverfe with regard to the war. Day after day, and mo- 
tion after motion has varied the obje6t, but they uniformly infift on 
die fame means. Blood, war, and treafure are their means, how- 
ever they may vary their objedt. They have invariably perfirted in 
thefe means, and in the means (if I may fo exprefs rnyfclf) of putting 
thefc means in execution, they have equally perfirted. They have 
conftantly avoided making a choice between the two branches of the 
alternative I have ftated. They have roufed all France againft them. 
Th^ have gained no party whatever in that country, bccaufc they 
have clearly;;,i|iewn that they deferved the confidence of no party. 

The prefent ftate of the affairs of Ireland Ihews, that there is no 
part of the Britifti empire in which the flrongeft traces of the Mini- 
ftcr*8 mifcondudl arc not to be found. There are fomc occafions, 
one would imagine, upon which Minifters muft wifli to be clearly 
But men never get the better of their nature ; and 
whetiqyer the right honourable gentleman oppolite to me expreffes 
bimfeif, he is difterently uiideiftood by every man who hears him : 
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‘even upon thofe occafions when he pretends to he moft explicit, Tie 
iis differently underftood by different Members of this Houfe, by his 
particular friends in it ; and when he is called upon to explain 
hinHlf, he is equally unfortunate — ^his cxprcfllons are ftill ambigu- 
ous ifbd doubtful. What has lately happened in Ireland is a farther 
proof bf this ; for it now turns out, that upon the moll important 
fubjedls he is not underftood, or rather he is mifunderftood by hit 
own cSlleagucs in the Cabinet. Has not the right honourable gen- 
tl- maf* the faculty of fpcech r It is not furcly for want of words, or 
choicc^)f exprefilon, rli,.t tlic right honourable gentleman is thus un- 
intellw'iblc. But, although pt^fleired of as great powers of eloquence 
as ever b^donged to man, he employs that gift, not for the purpoft 
for which it was conferred, of being clearly and diftin^lly underftood^ 
hill for tbic purpofe of being mifunderftood. When in a private 
rcA>m witl\ fomc of his new colleagues, it is impolfibic for the right 
boncural’lc genilcman fo to exprefs himfelf as that they can be cer- 
triiii they uuderftaiul him. What vas faid of a great man of antient 
tirues, is extremely applicable to the right hon(>urable gentleman— 
I?: rebus poli/icls, mhil fimpkxy nikil aperiim^ fiikil honejium. If 
we go into this inquiry, we fliall pro\x to our condiments that wc 
me really aft‘e<ftcd by the ftate of the country, and that w^e are not 
idle or forgetful of our duty. It is of mucli importance, in this 
moment <jf clanger, that we ftiould be perfcdlly acquainted with our 
true lituntion. Let us put it out of the powxr of any man to fay 
that Great Britain is pcrfifting in a difaftrous war, without knowii^ 
who arc her allies ; without inquiring what arc the caufes of her 
failures and calamities ; and that every thing is gone except the name 
of her ancient Conftitution. 

But w hether a Committee of Inquiry is granted or not, I (hall 
at Icr.ft derive tins farisfadlion from having moved for it, that I 
ftiall flicwto the people of England that there are ftill fome men ill 
the great council of the nation, who anxioufly wafti to have an op<« 
portunity of proving to them w'hat is their real fitiiatiort, and of do- 
ing every thing in their power to avert, if poflible, the ftirthcr ca- 
lamities of war, and effufion of human blood. 

If a Committee of Inquiry is gone into, I (hall have occafton ti 
move for a number of papers, to which I have alluded in the courfe 
of my fpccch, particularly the corrcfpondencc refpedli^ Ireland^ 
and which will afford that information which I conceive to he of fo 
much importance. At prefent I lhall conclude with moving. 

That this Houfe do rcfolvc itfclf into a Committee of the whole 
Houfe, to conlider of the ftate of the nation.’*

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Mr. Chancellor PITT f tid, that before lie proceeded to remark 
on (he difFerent topics intiotiiicvd in the rj)crch of flic Iionour^ 
able gentleman, he would firft briefly call the attention of the Ho^ 
to the only true point of (lie motion wliioh had juft been r^ie, 
n;imc]Y, tlic reference to the prcfjnt fituarion of a lifter kiiwcloni 
introduced by tl\c right hcnoniaido [M^ntlcmnn in the conclulion ofhis 
fpcccli. ']'he otlier toprs were r*i^*rely a Yrpetitiun of all tint had 
been fo frc'Cjiicntiy ad'-aueeJ b.v r right iionourable gen’lcifian in 
the courfc of the prtfent and d'.e \ reading feUions. Wluir Ac h/o 
refted upon as a fcpaiatv and fuhftandve of inijuirv wAs the 

ftate of polities in thaL lifter kie.gdr.m. bur hi v.t -t I;e irigh^ luivc 
enforced other topics, liowevcr his fpceeli might have aliumed the 
ftiapc of an elaborate and able divnluon of the p il and prcfeiit iitu- 
ationof the country, it was evident tin: if wasbrouglit forv.ard with 
a view to the difticully and emharraftment of the particular cribs, 
as affording a favourable ojjportunity tor a motion of gcncial inquiry ; 
otherwile, nine-tenths of the fpccch of the right lionourable gentle- 
man, w'OLild have been as applicable at any former period of ilic 
feflion, as at the prefent moment. That j -articular erifis, which 
the right honourable gentleman had urged, as affording an irrcliftiblc , 
argument for inquiry, he avouUI anitend, operated as the ftrongeft 
and moft dccifivc objection to any fueli inquiry being inftifuted. It 
was matter of extreme delicacy how fai an Knglllli Koiifc of Gan- 
mons fliould take up the difeufliuns, \vhi*‘h projicrly bt longed to an 
independent Lcgiilaturc. In the pceuliir cireumftanccs in which b.c 
ffood, he was fenliblc how' ncceffiry it was for him to be extremely 
cautious on the prefent occafion. He would not deny that in what 
had happened there was much which he had to regret ^ but he would 
venture boldly to ftate for himfclf and his colleagues, that if any 
emtarraffment had arifen in Ireland, it did not proceed from any 
declaration fandlioncd by them, committing His Majefty’s Govein- 
ment in that country. He would not now enter into the queftion, 
(if that fhould ever come to be difeuffed) whether any blame attached 
to the rcfpcdable perfon at the head of the Government. He had 
only thought neccllary to make an affertion in juftlce to himfclf and 
his colleagues, which he would defy at any future period to be dif- 
proved. The great queftion was, what advantage would arife from 
the inveffigation propoied by the right honourable gentleman ? Would 
he tell fiim that a moment of embarraflment, irritation, and dif- 
quietude, was the moft proper period to bring forw'ard a fubjcdl of 
difouffion in the Houfc of Commons, conneded wdth all the topics 
whieh^ight influence die decifion of an independent Legiflature on 
obiejifs of the utmoft importance to die intereft of both countries ? 
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. If it was his wi(h to allay tlie fpirit of irritation, which had lately 
^been engendered, and to avert the mifcliicvous confequcnces with 
"Sljhich it Tnight be attended, unfortunately his motion was calculated 
to^incrcafc the ferment, and to aggravate, if not to produce, the 
danAr. One additujnal reafon afllgncd why the Houfe fhoirid go 
S into tVs Committee t)f Inquiry was, wdtli a view to the termination 
Jof the! war. It was rather lingular that fuch a reafon (hoiild be 
[ brouglt forsvard after the repeated cleolarations of that Houfe of their 
Vjmcntiins to profccutc the war with tlie iitmoft vigour and unanU 
alTorJ.ing the moll: rational profpccTt of bringing it to a de- 
firablti termination. The right Ivnouniblc gentleman aflumed ndt 
that enfappointment and cmbarrnlfincnt bad already come to fu(^ha 
pitch, as to prccUidc any farther exertion on our part, but that, if 
fuffereJ to g(» on, they might produce fuch confequcnces as would 
di fable the country frtjm c<;nrinuing the conteft. On that point he 
Jiad no hcfitatiun to fay, rliat Ik* exaggerated the tiangcr. He could 
not, however, help remarking on the mode of treating the fubjefl: 
adopted by the right hoivKiiable g'^ntlcman. T o hold out to the 
Catholics, that fuch might be tlic cfTc-ls of refufing their claims, 
what was it hut to produce the t’onft'qucnce, which he feemed to 
** deprecate? What was it but fning to them that the bare circum- 
llance of calling thofe claims in (jutflion, that tlic delay interpofed 
in granting them to tlieir utmoll extent, that the hcfiUllng to level 
all thofe (liflin^hons which had ft) long been cftablilhed, and tlic 
policy of not being in tex) great lialfe to hc.ip ujx)n them new' privileges 
in addition to thofe whieh they liad ib lau ly acquired, were to them 
matters of ferious and intolerable grievance ? — What was it but to 
countenance difeontent umlcr pretext of lamenting it, and to produce 
danger by thb very means wdiich wktc recommended as ufcful for 
precaution ? What was it but proclaiming to the enemies the em- 
barralTmcjit and difficulties uiulcr wdiich w e laboured at home, a fort 
of condudl by no me ms calculated to diminilh their hopes of fuccefs, 
or infufc into them new difpolitions to peace ? If the Houfe from 
the progrefs of the French arms in Brabant and Holland, and from 
the views which they.difcovered of enlarging their territories, in 
proportion to the extent of their conquefts, had been only moro; 
deeply imprefled with the neceflity of vigorous exertion and manly 
perfcverancc in the conteft, would they be likely to adopt a motion, 
which in the rcfiilt could only be produftive of humiliation and dif- 
appointment ? Would they proclaim to the enemy a danger with r<N 
fpedl to tlicmfelvcs, which if not proclaimed, might in fadl have no 
cxiftcncc? Confidered in this point of view, he could not well 
imagine a conduft Icfs confiftent with found policy, the true 
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of the empire, or the termination of that great iiruggle in which 
ihe country was engaged, than that which was propofed by the pre- 
fent motion. With refpeft to the fubjefl:, fo for as it affefted 
land, the comfort of individuals, the peace of the Community^^ .aid 
the queirion in point of policy, how far an equal particlpaj^^on of 
jights ought at once to take place between thofe who had been * 
eftablifhed in the poffcilion of certain privileges, and thofe wi had 
formerly been merely tolerated ; all thefe w^ere topics, intoj j^hich 
he Ihould not enter at prefent, as in all probability a future|.j^ppor* 
tunity would prefent itfelf for their difeuffion. Having thusi^'iif- , 
fed that part of the right honourable gcnils'man’s argument, '-^which 
appeared to him the moft important, he had lome difficulty how to 
^peak as to the general queftion. He hardly knew how to fuppofc 
jthe right honourable gentleman could be in earneft, when he occu- 
pied upwards of three hours in delivering as able and eloquent a 
fpeech as was ever uttered in that Huufe, for the piirpofe of intro- 
ducing a peroration which lafted not more than a quarter of an liour, 
applied to the particular circumftances of the time. He fliould dif- 
penfe with following him through the long detail into which he had 
gone, bccaufc at a time when the fads referred to were more recent,* 
he had the opportunity of ftating his fentiments at length to the" 
Houfe. He had no objedion to the different points ftated by the 
right honourable gentleman as proper grounds of inquiry ; they were 
no doubt fuch as formed ferious objeds of attention to a great nation 
involved in a ftate of war. They comprehended the queftion of 
rcfourccs, population, revenue, foreign connedions, the objed of 
the war, and the means by which it was to be profccutcd. In (hurt, 
there was no point, political, financial, commercial, and almoil 
fpeculative, that related to the ftate of the country, which the right 
honourable gentleman in the courfe of his fpeech had not contrived 
to embrace. But he would aflv, whether the Houfe at this advanced 
period of tlic feffion, and after tl\c repeated dc*:laratlons which they 
had made with refped: to their view^s, w^ere in a proper fituation to 
be required to enter into an inquiry, which no length of feflion, and 
no accuracy of inveftigatioii could enable them to overtake. — One 
jUnfortunate fingularity which attended the prefent motion, was tltat 
tho Huufe liad already determined on thofe very queftions, with re- 
fped to which it was propofed to inftitutc an inquiry. This volu- 
minous and extenftve inquiry had already been fuperfeded the 
votes of Ae Houfe. With rcfpcdl to the means by whieh thcr war 
was to be carried on, thefe had already been provided. The right 
hpQOUrablc gentleman had repeatedly called upon the Houfe to dc« 
ij^ide him on the points wiiich he had brought into the difeufTion 
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of to-night, and In which he had been fupported by a fmall mino* 

rio^ The great majority of that tioufe had* decided upon differerii; 
principles.; principles which they had deliberately adopted, uport 
w^jeh they were now acling, and into the grounds of which It 
,cofjM not therefore be fuppofed neceffary that they (hould now iri-^ 

1 quirA The right honourable gentleman had employed exadUy the 
Slame arguments on the debates which took place with rcfpedl to the 
Jarmy Ind navy, when the points which he had brought forward to 
I fuppoil his prefent motion, fiirnifhcd the felr and proper fubjeds of 
The next ground on which the right honourable gentle- 
\ rnoll^p^pofes to enter into a Committee of Inquiry, is in order to 
afcertrln the ftate of tiic finanacs of the country ; that is already af- 
certained by the vote of the Houfe, of a loan of 1 8 millions, a fum 
indeed great and unprecedented, but ncccffary from the magnitude 
of the conteft in which they were engaged, and the novelty of the 
efforts with which they had to contend. The bill granting that 
loan, and dating the terms upon which it was fupptied, was amoise 
fatisfav^lory proof of the flourifhing date of the credit of the country, 
and of the confidence of monied men, than could be derived from 
the refult of any inquiry that could take place. It proved, in fpltc 
of all the exaggeration which had been employed to depreciate the 
Vefourccs of the country, that fo far from having fuffered any dimi- 
nution, they had incrcafcd in a degree equal to the extraordinary 
fcale of expenditure which had lately been incurred. The taxes 
for the fcrvicc of the prefent year amounted to i,6oo,oooL ; but 
thefe had not arifen merely from expcnccs aftually incurred by the 
war, but from the vigilance of Parliament in making provifion for 
iintbrclecn exigencies, and their attention in ccMitinuing the fund for 
the extinction of the national debt. As to the means by which the 
new taxes were to be raifed, they wxrc fuch as could be voted, cer- 
tainly not without regret, for the neceflity of inipcling frefii burdens 
muft alwws be matter of iinpleafant feeling, but without the appre<»> 
henfion of ferious confequences, or tlie likelihood of fevcrc preffura 
to any order of the Community. The next ground which the right 
honourable gentleman had Hated for going into a Committee of In* 
quiry, was to afc'crtain how far the jx>pulaiion of the country had 
decrcafcd. If by arguing this point he mciiu to refer to the lofc of 
men in our armies, no accounts relative to tlic amount of that lens 
had hitherto been refufed, and the fum total of that lofs was a iimp^ 
ftatemciir of faft, not a matter of remote invedigation. No man 
could look without regret to the lofs of thofc brave fellows, who 
had nobly fallen in the caufe which they had proved themfelvcs fo 
worthy to defend. Though the lofs oAcvcry individual was a four4» 
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of irreparable angui(h, it was ncceffaiy at the fame time to look 
with a firm determination to the difeharge of that imperious duty, 
which required fuch facrifices for the good of the Community. Any 
confideration therefore, drawn from this topic, though it might hjifve 
the cfFcil to agitate the feelings, could not be expeded to decide 
the refult of the opinions of the Members of that Houfe. At was 
alwavs to be remembered, that defenfivc clForts in the prof^utior/ 
of a juft war, were better than tame acquiefccncc in the ufulpations 
of a cruel and opprcflivc enemy. But ought the right horfjurablc' 
gentleman to lofe fight of an infalUhlc inference from thcfceny.ifl 
argument of the deftrudive confequenccs of w^ar, namely, tV^fhare 
of lofs fuftained by the ciumy. While he relied (b much ifpon his 
calculation of our lofs, as a rcafon why we Ihould no longer perfift 
in the conteft, ought he not to have confidcred, whether the lofs of 
the enemy might not perhaps be ten fold. This was a point which 
^ he ought not to have altogether difmilfcd from his cakulations, as 
it might lead to a different conclufion from that which he had drawn, 
and the comparifon, inftead of operating as a ground of dcfpondency, 
might rather tend to hold out a profped of fuccefs. In order to 
fhew that the relative population of the country had decrcafed, the 
right honourable gentleman had recourfc to another confideration^ 
upon which he had touched before. In ftating, however, this con-^ 
fidcration, he relied upon a criterion not to be dej^nded uix)n, 
n.;mcly, the number of inliahited houfrs not exempted from taxes. 
No accounts of this C)rt ctxild be made out, which were not liable 
to great inaccuracy. But from die great incrcale that had taken 
place of inanufiicturcs and commerce, was it not to be inferred that 
commerce likewife had incrcafcd. The right honourable gentleman 
had mentioned the refult of fomc inquiries which he had made with 
refpeiS to the pc>pulation of Lancafhire. In fonac parts the births 
hart decfcafcd one half, in others a third and a fourth* Thefc in-~ 
► quirics, however, he ftated to have been made in the quarter of the 
country from which the greateft i>umber of men had been drawn 
for the recruiting fervice. This was no criterion of the ftatc of po- 
pulation in that quarter of the country, where no fuch drain had 
taken place. After all, the diminution of numbers which he had 
l^ed amounted only to 1 2,000. This was a proof of a kind (q 
iingular tiiat no aigument could be brought from fadl or from analogy 
toihpport it. To this (ort of proof he had fomechir^ much ftronger 
fo ^pofe, and which no fpcculative inference could be bitxight ta 
overturn. At prcfciit the army was larger than it had ever-been at, 
^. former period, and the nivy upon a more refpc<ftable footing than 
in any feebnd /m of a war. So far were manufadturea 
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from having docreafcd, that the export of laft ycjr was greater than 
it had been in any former year, excepting only two of the mofl: , 
'flouriftiing years of peace. When this w^as ftated to be the cafe, ^ 
and jt was confidcred that the army and navy were both at fo great- 
a pit^h— a fa£t which had been mentioned by the right honourable^ 
igentl^an, and which he lamented w*as partially true — that thcrci*'^ 
Wre ftil manufadurers who were dlftrcflcd for want of employment,* 
mrovedfcreflly the reverfe of his own argument, and (hewed that 
^e comtry which could furnith fo large a fupply of men both for 
fermoe of war and the arts of peace, had fuffered no material. 
dimlhgj Ion in its population. In the year iJ92» ^ de- 

creafe |ook place in the quantity of Britifh manufadlures exported, 
to the amount of not lefe than four millions. This mcjancholy 
decline was owing to tlic extravagant length to which fpcculation, 
Jiad been puflhed in the preceding year, and the fudden (bock given 
to commercial confidence, the confequcnccs of which the right ho- 
nourable gentleman had then prcdidlcd^ that the country would not 
be abk to recover till tlic return of |)eacc. The countr)’, hoWever, 
had arrived in years of war to a pitch of profperity even beyond that 
to which the right honourable gentleman had predifled that it never 
would again be able to arife. To what purpofc w’ould it be to go 
into a Committee of Inquiry on the fubjedt of refources, after hav- 
ing found our rcfourccs and voted our taxes for the fervicc of the 
year? The prefent morion, if it had been necclfary, ought to have 
preceded thofc votes ; it would then have been fit matter of difeuf- 
fion ; the prefcnt (late of bufincfs was fuch as to preclude the ncccf- 
fity and the benefit of the inquiry. 

Tlie right himourablc gentleman had next defired that the Houfe 
might go into a Committee, in onkr to examine tlie iTtuation of thq 
country with refpedt to its allies, their ability to carry on the conr 
teft, and their difpofition to co-operate with us. This was indeed 
a fubjciS of moft entenfive enquiry. And in order to furnifli ma- 
terials for this purpofe, • would it be proper to bring forward papers 
relative to all the ncgoclations now in train, to confirm our old 
allies, or fecurc frcfli co-operation, to lay open all the proceedings 
at prefent in agitation at foreign courts, and all the plans relative to 
the further profccution of the war ? The right honourable gcntle-» 
man had likewrife w'iflicd to inveftigate the copduil of the Britifh 
Court with rcfpcdl to neutral powers.— Would it for tbi^ piirpbfc 
be dcfirablc to explain all the difputcs that might have ariferi. be- 
tween neutral dates and the government of this country^ whether 
they were actually pending, or had no\^cen happily adjufted ? The 
Houfe had now decided upon the genital quedion of the pn^cutioi) 
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of war ; and tho inquiry prbpofcd was in itfclf endlefs ; it could 
tend to no pradlical rcfult, and tpi^ht lead to difclofurcs which would 
be attended with embarraffment and mifehief. As to the King of 
Fruifia/ he had no hefitation to repeat what he had ftated updh a 
foitner occafion, that he had not adequately performed his engage-*^ 
ihents, nor a£ted in ^ manner as^this country had a right to 
Tftie qiieftion was, whether in confequence of this particulaifrailurej 
wc were to depart from our general fyftem, and^ becaufc in »nc in- 
i^nce we had been di/appointcd, renounce all benefit to beferived' 
alliances with other powers. The right honourable 
man admitted that our allies had fufFered fcvcrcly in theWefent 
ebntefi. However we regretted this circumftaiice, we hacA'reafon 
to be fatisfied with our own condu(El, in availing ourfclvcs of their 
aflifiancc ; their efforts had, at lead for fomc time, contributed to 
divert the exertions of the enemy, which would otherwife have been" 
more fpeedily directed to one jxiint, and more efficacious in producing 
mifehief. It did not follow that even tlic afliilance of allies might 
not be ufeful in a contcl for whicli they themfclvcs fufrered, and 
itiight not operate in the general fcalc, to pr.Kluce a beneficial effect 
with refpeft to our particular interefts. The right honourable gen- 
tleman then alluded to the Einperor, and fpokc in very rtrong termsi 
of his inability, from the wiv^x of pecuniary refburces, to carry on 
the war. But admitting the truth of that argument in its fullcft 
extent, it did not go far enough to ferve ihc honourable gentleman’s 
purpofe. For if this I foufc Itill retained the opinions they had fq 
. often and fo diflincHIy exprclfed upon tlic fubjc^l of this war, the 
n<itural conclufion to he drawn from the argument of the Emperor's 
pecuniary ina!)i!ity was, that Great Britain, who poffeifed refourccs 
of money, fiviuld hy means of thofc rcfcurccs enable the Emperor 
to bring his troops into the field. As to wliat the right honourable 
gentleman had contended about the neutrality, in which tlie King 
of Sardinia fhould have been j)crmitfed to remain, w ith rcfpecl to 
France, he would only afl<, whether in the particular fituation of 
that Monarch he would have been able to retain a borifi fide neutra-^ 
Iity \ whether it would hi.vc been, as the right honourable gentle- 
man expreflod, a neutrality and impartiality ? It was a point at 
Icaft in which neither w'c nor the King of Sardinia had any option, 
for the French declared war againfi him. As to his being put into 
SI ftate of neutrality nenv, tJic only means of d('ing it was to carry 
on die war with vigour, or his neutrality would ncithcrlie fafe to 
liimfelf or his allies.; Th*; next point of the right honourable gen- 
tl^an^s fpcech referred toThc declarations made by our minifiers 
w f^p%n courts# He begged once for all to put in a proteft againft 
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that mode which' gentlemen on the other fide of the Houfe had (b 
frequently ufed, namely, that of felc(Siing a particular piffage front 
fomc of thefe ftate papers, and then chai^ng it upon the Miniftenr 
at home. Thefe papers were framed according to the exigency of 
' circumftances, and at the difcrctlort of the Envoy ; Minifters at 
hom&had no fharc cither in compofing or in reviewing their con- 
I tents I and if they fhould aftcrw'ards difeover in them a carelefs or 
hafty jxpreflion,' it W'as not to be fuppofed that they would very fc- 
jerdjlcriticixe, or very rigoroufly expofe a fault which they might 
impute to cxcefs of zeal for his Majefty’s fervice. What- 
ever might be the ftrong language in which gentlemen might have 
thougnt proper to indulge thcmfclvcs with refpeft to the conduA of 
the Britifo government towards foreign nations, it would be found, 
when tlic proper period fhould arrive for inveftigation, to have been 
ftrldlly conformable to the true fpirit of the laws of nations, and 
founded upon principles acknowledged by the moft rcfpedable wri- 
ters, and to have been all along confpicuoufly marked by modera- 
tion and forbearance. The right honourable gentleman liad charged 
Minifters with having in the firft inftance treated America with in- 
fult, and afterwards foothecl her by fubmiflion. In anfwer to this, 
rile could only fay, that the principle w^hich had governed hif Ma- 
jefty’s Minifters in their intercourfc with other neutral powers, was 
the principle upon which they a<ftcd towards America. And W’hen 
the treaty figned between that countiy^ and Great Britain was laid 
before the Houfe (which ftioiild be done as Ibon as pofliblc) it would 
then appear, wdiether there had been any inconfiftcncy in the dccla- ' 
rations of the Britifti government, and w hether the terms at lafl: 
agreed upon had been accompanied on our part with any humilia- 
tion, or had not rather been dieftated on both fides by a fpirit of 
fairnefs and mutual accommodation. The right honourable gen- 
tleman then came to the confidcration of that often difputcd point, 
namely, the obje£l of the war. Upon this fubjedl he would not 
have intruded one Angle wwd upon the Houfe, had it not been that 
the right honourable gentleman Jiad, in fome degree, fhifted his 
ground. He (Mr, Fox) had ftated, that tliere were two lines of 
condudl wliich Minifters might have adopted in the commencement 
of the war ; each of thefe mixlcs of conduft w^as attended by their, 
rcfpedlivc advantages and difad vantages ; but both of them he af- 
firmed to be preferable to the line of coi\du<ft adopted by his Ma- 
jefty’s Minifters. The firft of thefe mfcdes was, by carrying on 
what he ^called a witr agalnfi France ; namely, to ctmfine the 
ertions of this country fimply to protcA our allies, and to revenge 
the infults offered to us, without in any manner w'hatever 
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jjig in the internal commotions v'hich might prevail in France. 
The other mode fuggefted was that of carrj’ing on a wvlt for France \ 
thus openly to avow that our ef&rts were dircdlcd to the formation 
o£ a regular government in France, an.d that our conquefts wore 
only made in truft for Louis the XVI Ith. Either of thefe two 
fyftems might liave been adopted, faid the right honourable g^tlc- 
man (Mr. Fox), with propriety, but our prefent fyftcm diftcring 
both, was radically wrong. The right honourable gentlcmaj^ had 
this night abandoned all his old arguments, for he formerly iLed to 
contend that w^e could not interfere at all in the internal affi irsoP 
France, without violating every principle of jufticc and of t&flaw 
of nations. But now the right honourable gtntleman admit^ that 
it would have been proper to have carried on the war cxprefsly for 
the reftoration of Monarchy in France, With all polTible refpcA 
for the right honourable gentleman’s judgment, he thotight that his 
JMajrily’s Minifters had condudled the war upon principles more 
confonant to good fenfe and policy, than cither of the fyftcms ftated 
by that gentleman. They had entered into a war for the defence of 
this country, and for the protedion of our allies, in the profecution 
of which they did not by any fpccific declarations, as to the internal 
fituation of France, prevent themfclvcs from taking every poflible 
advantage of any favourable occurrences which might happen in 
France. Nor did they ftatc that the reftoration of Monarchy, or 
any particular form of government in P'rance, was a fine qua tvjjiy 
without w'hich they would not make peace. This was the conduct 
of his Majefty’s Minifters — this was the conduct: which had fre- 
quently been explained to, and had as often received the approba- 
tion of the Houfe of Commons ; and he begged here, in the moft 
diftindt manner, to difavow that propofition laid down by the right 
honourable gentleman, that a nation on entering into a war was. 
«boimd to flatc, in clear and pofitive terms, all its obje6ls in the 
war, and by that means preclude itfclf from taking advantage of 
aoy fortuitoijs circumftances which might liappcn during its conti- 
huaiKc. I'he right honourable gentleman did not rccollccl that 
both the grounds which he had fubinittcd to Minifters, as an alter- 
native, were extreme cafes, and that they, from tl>e nature of Ihc 
situation in wliich they flood, might think proper to adopt a middle 
^licy, to whiah tlic whole of their conduit might be found per- 
"feiftly reconcilable. The madnefsof fighting to cftablilh in P'rance 
aoy piitticular form of gavernmenf, had been uniformly difclaim.ed 
vjby Minifters. At the ypinc time this was no rcafon why they 
l^uld relinquifti afliftancA of which they had a right to avail 
tliejj^vcs in every formciAiar, The firft great objcil was to 
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obtain for ourfelves fecurity, and it would have been fo mtidi the 
better if that objeft could have more cffeiSually been accompliflidf 
by the eftabliflimcnt of a government in France, which feeihi^^ 
mtft likely to reftorc the country to tranquillity and happinefs. As 
to the charge of mifeondudt in cann ing on the war, which, if 
well founded, he admitted to form a proper objeA of inquiry, that 
point' ^d been fo often argued before, that he could fay nothing 
new ’^pon it. The repetition of the charge on the prefent occafion, 
he Oj'uld not help obferving, was an implied attack on the com- 
';'jand Vs and officers in the army and navy, who, by their gallant 
cor!(L*?fl, had deferved fo well of their countr}^ If was neceffaiy 
for tll; defence of our own poifeffions, that we (hould parry on an 
offenfive war againft the French in the Weft Indies. Upon one 
point only he w'ould detain the Houfc for a few moments, and that 
was in reply to the charge made by the right honourable gentleman^ 
of the want of attention in the Admiralty to protcdl tlie trade of @rcac 
Britain. The charge was pardy founded upon tlic increafe in tiic 
price of infiirancc. It was true diat from fomc caufes the price of 
infurance had increaftd, but there were many circucillances to be 
taken into confideration upon this fubjeeft. The great and unexampled 
, extent of our commerce, which he had (hewn in the former part of 
his fpccch ; the almoft total annihilation of the commerce of France, 
which led her to turn her attention to the equipment of privateers 
to plunder our trade, which fwarmed in every fea. In thefe cifip 
cumftanccs it was net to be wondered that they fhould have made 
fcveral captures of our merchantmen, which however he ftill affirmed 
to be not more numcious than in proportion to the incrcafc of our 
trade. 

Another very important circumftancc, Mr. Chancellor Pitt ob- 
ferved, was, th»it the enemy had hardly in any one inftance contended 
for the empire of the fea ; a confcquenco of which was, that as their 
fleet was feldom united in a body, it was the better enabled in fmall 
divilions to harrafs our commerce. Added to all this, the enemy 
did not fend any conftdcrabfe naval force to the colonies, wjiilp wo 
were obliged to fend large fquadrons ; but notw'ichftanding all thefe 
concurrent circumftances, our trade was not in any inftance ncglefled. 
It was true, that for a fliort period the French w'crc mafters of the^ 
channel, owing to the circumibnee of .Lord Howe’s being obliged 
to put into port for the purpofc of refitUng, but even during ffiat 
fliort period every poffible precaution hambeen taken for the prater 
tion of our trade. When the right hoj^urablc gentleman enteii^ 
Into a comparifon bctw*ccn the quan^fy of our tonnage in I7yll> 
and the prefent period, he ought to have rccollc^ed that

time all the fhipping of the Uivted State# of America was to be dt- 
dudled. Upon the wholci the quellion for the confidcration of the 
Houfe was, whether or not they were to retfad all the opinions 
which they had fo often and fo folcmnlv pronounced, and whether 
tli^ would employ conceftion and fubmilTum as the mod likely means « 
to obtain an honourable, a fecure, and a lading peace. The right 
honourable gentleman had attempted, in the courfe of his jpcccli, 
to confound every queftion of danger to bo apprehended fro n the 
fuccefsof rhe French, and to confound all regular Govcrnmci.^ w ith 
the enemies of liberty. He had with the fame anxiety, endeaj^oun;^ 
to palliire all the cxcifles of the Ficnrh, by calling them anff.mu- 
liafin in tlic caufo of freedom. Entcrl aping fuch fentim ^ts as 
thefe, ir was natural for that right honourable gentleman to fo^et 
all our adv mtages, while he remcmbcreil, and often exaggerated 
our misfortun^<^. It was natural for him to Itflen the value of our 
conquefts, and to depreciate the fplcndour of vidorics ; to reprefent 
our fucctlii ns ulclcfs, but our defeat as fatal. Openly proftfling fuch 
fentiments, the Houfe would not be furpriftd at fuch confequenccs. 
It was not indeed lurprifin^^ that the nglit honourable gentleman, 
wl\o had been avcifc to the origin and to the conduft ot the war, 
fliould take the opportunity of a moment of delicacy and embarraff- 
merit to inftitatc a motion of inquir), which, if adopted, could only"* 
tend to damp the exertions, and lower the dignity of the country. 
Thofe gentlemen who had ftudioufly dwelt on every misfortune of 
the Brituharms, and on every circumftancc of temporary difficulty, 
but had with equal care avoided to mention any inftance of the fuc- 
cefs of ogr armies, or the prof])erity of the country, might be dif- 
pofed to appiovc of the motion, and of the removal of Minifters 
from a fituation which it was calculated to reprefent them as unqua- 
lified to hold. Other perfons may perhaps think differently, and 
if they Lw in the dilallcrs that liad happened, nothing but the mif- 
conduiSI of Minifters, if they could not trace recent calamities to 
any other fource tlian the imprudence of then counfels, or the im- 
becillity of their efforts ; if they could perceive no proofs of exertion 
at home, no indancis of valour abroad, they would then be of opi- 
nion, tliac thofe Minifters ought to be removed from a fituafion 
which they could neither hold with fafety nor with honour to the 
nation. But whije they emeurred in the neceffity of their removal, 
it would not be to make |)Gom for thofe who had difapproved of the 
Wig* from its commenceiAcnt, and who, inflead of meeting the cri- 
fis, would be difpofed tiA^ithrink from it, but for perfons better qua- 
}ifi^ to j^rofecute with vigour and effed, a war founded in jufticc. 
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and connaSed with the itnoft important interns of the country. Hft*' 
concluded with moving, That the Houfc do now adjourn.” 

Mr. SHERIDAN faid, that though he did not imagine that 
any addition could be made to the arguments which his right ho^^ 
nourablc friend had urged with fo much ability and eloquence, by 
i any er.ertions of his, yet he thought it necelfary to addrefs to the" 
iHoufe^a few' obfervations on what had juft fallen from the Chan« 

' cellor af the Exchequer. He was fully convinced, that the argu- 
‘ tncntsU)f Mr. Fox had, in no one inftance, been anfwercd hy the 
i’Jgi^.^nourable gentleman, whofe talents and underflanding w^re- 
fucli, |is fcldom left him v/ithout refources on fuch occafions ; he 
therefore had this additional rcafon to make him feel fatisfied with 
the impreflions whicli his right honourable friend’s animated and 
brilliant fpcech had left on his mind ; he was fully perfuaded that 
it was unanfw'erable. I'hc arguments of Mr. Pitt went the full 
length of contending, that no calamities which might befall the 
country, no negle<Sl: or mifconducl of Minifters,. however produc- 
tive of the moft mifehievous and pernicious confequcnces, W'ould ^ 
juftify a call upon the Houfc, to inquire into the adlual ftate of the 
nation, or to invefi:ig;itc the caufes of fuch calamities, and the cfFe<fh 
bf fuch niifcondudl. He had, with great ingenuity and art, palled 

by and negle<5ed the whole of tlic flrong arguments which had been 
fo forcibly urged to induce the Houfc to agree to a motion of fo be- 
neficial a tendency ; and not only had he done fo, but had pwfeftly 
rniftated and milreprefented the whole of thofe arguments he Ind 
noticed. The quefiion which had been put to the Houfc for their 
invefUgation was, whether or not fo great a portion of calamity had 
been fuifered by the country during the progrefs of this unhappy 
w'ar, as to Ihew that blame muft bo attached fomcwherc ; and W'he- 
ther it w'as ’not becoming tlic dignity and charadler of the Houfc to 
inquire where that blame lay. The right honourable gentleman^ 
however, had fiaced, that the motion was brought forward for thife 
purpofc of reverfing the determination of the Houfc ; and that it waa 
too late, bccaufc the cfFc<3: of it would be to make the Houfc rWa^- 
the whole of the declarations tlicy had made from tlie beginning of ’ 
the felTion. This was a giofs mifreprefentation ; for the qua^ri 
of war and peace had been carefully kept out of figjit during Ao ; , 
whole of the f^ieech of his right honourVblc friend. The Hotdejr/ 
indeed, had been called upon to inquire vmether they chofe to pur^ , 
fuc the fame objeft by the fame means, land whcdicr they wQUl^ , 
leave the execution of their dcfigns in the^me hands in which they ^ 
had fo long been vefted. At the conclufion of his fpeech, tM 
Chancellor of the Exchequer had allowed flvat inifcondu£l ^ 
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niters DrM a ptopto of inquiry, and that if they ihould be 
proved to have mifconduAcd themfelves, that a motion ot^ht to be 
mkde Rrir their removal ; he at the fame time infinuated, that tl]eir 
factieflbrs ihould not be perfons who would difgrace the country by 
their cohdudl. It was no difficult matter to find men who would 
ttot difgrace the country fo much as the prefent Adminiftratioiw even 
he believed in the lines of oppolition. The removal of Ma- 
jefly's Minifters undoubtedly was the tendenc)" of his right honour- 
stble friend’s motion, not, however, in the hafty and prefipitatf 
manner propofed by the Mlnifter, b*:t after a deliberate inquiry Into 
their cohdu^l, and a fciious invc^tigatioai of the degree of^lame 
which tliey had incurred bv tl\c calamities and difafters which the 
country had tKptricnccd. After the Chancellor of the Exchequer 
had obferved, that thofc wlm thought with his right honourable 
friend as to the conduct oi Minillcrs, and the want of vigour mani- 
fefted in our operations both land and fca, ought to move for 
immediate removal ; he had faid that there was an implied attack 
^on the commanders and oflicers of the army and navy; nothing 
^ could be more unfounded than this aflertion, for Mr. Fox liad par- 
ticulaily (lilted, thit he imputed the whole to the negligence and 
folly of Adminiftrar'.on. The right honourable gentleman (Mr. 
Pitt) had contended that this difeuflion ought to have been brought 
forw ird previotis to the \ote of fupply ; he how^ever ftiould wi(h to 
know w^hat that gentleman would have (aid if this had been done. 
Would he IV )t have faid, that it could only proceed from a fa<Slious 
and tuibulcnt fpirit to agitate a queftion of fuch a nature while the 
qnemv is at the door, and the Houfe had not granted thofe aids which 
could alone enable the countiy to refift the dangeis which threatened 
them^ Hi feemed thc^cl’oio to flunk, that after a fupply had been 
granted, all inquirv into tlu conduft of Minirters was at an end ; 
as if a fupply for the immedi it^ defence of the countiy were to be 
an art of indemnity for all the mifeondurt and imprudence which 
had been the caufc of fuch mifehievous eflTertsto the country. That 
fitoh Inquiry was necefTary, he was fully perfuaded ; he did not be- 
there were ten perfons, either in or out of the Houfe, who 
didM ttilh^k that the war had been fcandaloully mifeondurted. The 
$rniig|Tnji^l?^ of man could not conceive another country where Mi- 
ni^sv^ld retain their ijtuation after a feene of calamities unparal- 
leled m tfie annals of Eu]^, and a continuance of mifeondurt un^ 
in hiltoiy. f 

Could psflibly be given by Gentlemen to their 
€dn(tR(iencs, %hen *sfkcd, Mrliy after the numerous and heavy bur- 
had been !laid dhthe pedple, the Houfe had not tboo^ 
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jixoper to inftitutc an inquiiy into the conduA of Gpvenumsnt i Jt 
might certainly happen, that the events which had taken 
might be fuch, as liuman wifiioin and human exertions could not 
prevent ; he hr^wever believed, that this would not be found to be 
the cafe ; yet he faw no other anfwcr that could be given to gentle^ 
mens’ conftituents, if the Committee weic refufed, than that they 
had n«.)t confidcred the matter. The fame anfwcr muft be returned, 
if it \.as alkcd, why no inquiry had been made into the tranfa^ion 
with the King of Pruflla , as alfo the cf'ndud of the Emprefs of 
Riily, wlio had fulfilled no article of her treaty , or the rea(bn9 
why r;o meafurcs had been taken to enforce her compliance with 
her agreement. If it (hould be enquired of them, whether the 
retreat of the army on the continent, v\hich w'as by no means dif^ 
honourable to tl>c officers who conduiiled it, w%as not the of 

the mlfmanaj^fcmcnt of Minifiois? and they fliould anfwer as .they 
muft, that they did not think it worth wdiile inquire into this, and 
the v.irious otl’cT misfortunes which had attended us ; wi>uld it not 
degrade thrlloufe in the eyes of their Conftituents ? It would be 
better to fiifperid the meeting, nav tlic very cxiftcnce of the Houfeof 
Commons, if thev ncglo<ited to cxcrcife one of tlic chief duties of 
' their fituafion, that ot inquin into the conduft of Adminiftration. 
Anotlier part of Mr. Fox's Iptcch had been treated by the Chancel^- 
lor of the Exchequer in a very loolb manner, as if it were too inftg-* 
lufieaiit and trifling to deferve the fm illcft attention ; he meant the 
conJud of our AmbalT.idors to the Neutral Pow'crs. The uniform 
niity of their conduct in all the inftanc.s which had been mentioned 
by his honourable friend, though it had not been openly avowed, 
that they had aeled coiifijrmably to their inftr net ions, yet tended to 
fliow it was a part of thr fyftem ; and indeed die right honourable 
gentleman himfelf had in fomc mcafurc allowed it to be a fijiir in- 
krcncc, w^hen he attempted to prove, that it was not incon(ift<^t 
w ith the law of nations. Their mo<ieration to neutral nations had 
been extolled ; but what was that moderation^ They had un- 
doubtedly adlcd with temper and decency tow^ards the powerful neu- 
tral n.itions ; but as to the fmall ones, fuch as Genoa and Tufeany,' 
they had been bullied with the moft outrageous infolence to join the 
oX^nion, whidi muft have infallibly produced their ruin. It had 
be^ the boaft of Minifters, and had ^cn dated in the 
fpeech as a matter of praife, that thi$\ country had kept a Qritft 
neutrality at the early pcriod.s of the conteft with France, In what 
book of the Law of Nations could it bt found» that whei^ a coun- 
try was forced into a war, as Minifters aiforte^ we had boon, it be- 
came a crime for oth^r nations to preferve a neutcxli^B 
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been the boafl: of the country fuppf)fcd to be forced int<\ th;: war ? 
Another, mode of (hifting tlie principal qiieflion had been pJopted 
by the Chancellor of the E'ichrqticr ; lie hnd dwelt 10 long on the 
topic the ftate of the lifter kindorn, tlut any perfon wiio had 
not heard his right honourable fiicnd would luivc fii,)\'ofcd, that an 
‘iaquiry into ihe ihuo of that country had been ihc foie of the 

motion. Unfortunately, hov^ever, it was in the read Iccjt ion of 
every gentleman in the llonfe, that full thi\v hours (.f ids friend’s 
fpecch had eliipfcd prcvioully to his faying an\ tiling nu that part of 
the fubjc(S ; it mu ft alio be reiucmbcred, that noiLe iiatj^^ccn 
given of the motion at a period w'hen iIk ill eiTctJ-is of the ^lifeon- 
^ du(S of Minifters towards Ireland woic not lo well known there- 
fore the whole of the dcclaratir,n on that fubjed fell entirely to the 
ground. 

»As a collateral foundation f r inquiry, this fubjed was peciiliaily 
pre^r; for when only this one ciiciimiiancc remain:d to complete 
their climax of folly, that they fh'»uhl C(*ntiive $0 place the Irifli 
vin fuch a fiuation as to hazard, tlm.rgii their irrlntion, a fcpnraticui 
of the empire, fuch a circumftanee w as a gaat agoravation of the 
reft of their mifeondud. The xMiniftcr Irui alTcded u great deal 
.of delicacy about the independence of Ircl-ind ; did he n:can to 
contend that no degree of mifeondud, w ith regard tr. tliat country, 
could autliorizc an inquiry in tliis ? Wlicthcr, htnvcvtT, wc conii- 
dered the perfons ading tltcrc as acting in no other light than as an 
ambatrador, and that his own mifeondud, or the inftrudions of the 
Minifter at homo, h id produced confcijuurccs which were likely to 
cfFed a rupture, he eoirecived that it w as pKjper to confidcr whether 
the Miniftcr or the Ambnlfador ought to be impeached. 

This was the fecond attempt wiiich liad been made during the 
prefent Adminiftration to deprive Ireh nd of fome of its riglits : in 
• the year 1785, the irifti IVopofitic.nb, as tliey were called, w'crc 
brought forward, which were an invidious attempt to deprive them 
of rights, under pretence of giving them fome commercial advaii- 
' tages, which were perfcdly fallacious. Ireland, tlKjugh flic had 
fuffered the greateft injufticc from the Government of tliis country 
for a very long period, yet when (he began to receive a tardy and 
.lingering juftice, gcncroufly blotted out all remembrance of her 
; Juries ; therefore a peculij^tr nicety ought to be obferved in our con- 
duce towards her ; no^thftauding which, there never was any 
tranfaSions marked witn ftrongcr features of inhumanity and in- 
juftjee, wherever the guilt lay, than the conduct obferved towards 
jier in the late aftair. The two alternatives ftated by his right honou^- 
.and which had been treated by the Chancellor of the 
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Exchequer as abfurd, appeared to him to be completely clear and 
diftindl ; and he thought their policy and prudence had been (hewn 
byjthe ftrongeft arguments. 

It had been afleed, with feme triumph, if we were to give up 
ind.'innity and reparation. As to reparation, he conceived, that 
if we Jiad fijccccdecl, there would hjivc been full reparation and 
ample puniflimcnt ; for wluit more ct>iild be eypeiSIcxl tlian the 
overthrow of our adverfarics as a piinifhmcnt to them, and repara- 
tion to ir- - If was f -llv- in order to rcufe the people of this coun- 
trv to ''X'.rtion, tor-itcmpt to unite two obja^s not reeoncilcablc, 
'i'he fyOtiu of indemnify firll b^f^un by Great Britain, 

tliewipf:; *]\ h; pr^crify (if her former declarations of regard only to 
the ouler ^ucicty, and the inViefls</ rv’igJnn and Morality, had 
gh - n t a’ilc t '.r (tiihuh and want of ctiidi.ility among the allies. It 
w.is net furr.rilmy;, after Great Britain bad taken the Weft Indies 
anfi ( thcr v.-ho' r.le ; oifeATu/U’^ for heifelf, that (jermany and Fruftia 
till I'-.i ^ake whivt could for thcmfelvcs. It w’as natural, thou^ 
n'a ! ni.un.llc, unlcfs Pritrccs had difftrent rules of honour from 
otlitr piifons, for our allies to endeavour to got from us what they 
Cf^ulvi, as a eompenfation for what w^e were taking for ourfclves. 
Tbv ncuc/:('i' of our allies was a very material coniidcration, bc- 
caufc there was a jaofpccl of our carrying on the war by ourfelvc^; 
nothin, o ^^;^s dated of the chance of any co-operation with us in the 
enfuiuj cainprign. 

With refpeci: to population, tfic Chancellor of the Exchetjuer 
had faid, that 12,000 was a fmall proportion ; but he chofe to 
forget, tlrat this was only in one pari fb. The w^adc of men, in 
fad, w'as ic.cjlcuiablc ; the returns of Ioffes w'erc fallacious, a$ 
containing .only a jurtial account of rhofc who j)cri{hed. That this 
war was attendcil with a w’aftc of men wlucli we were incapable of 
bearing, fads fpokc for thcmfelvcs, of wdiich any one wDuld be 
convinced wlio l(x;kcd at the things called who were now ctt- 
lifted ; the great proportion of boys and old men (hewed dtat we 
were nearly exhaufted. As to the great incrcafe of commerce, it 
fhould be obferved, that accidental circumftances had pven a vety 
unnatural incrcafe to it ; for every capture of (hips with exported 
"goods on board, ncceffarily caufed a farther exportation to fupply 
thcTleficiency. As to the refources of the Qountiy, he had nevet 
been fo fanguine as his right honourable fftend ; Acre was one re- 
fource, however, which would be highly grateful to Ac country* 
He did not difapprovc of Ae taxes brought forward this year, upon 
the whole, coniidering thp ftate of Ac country ; perhaps IdTs^cep- 
"tionable could fcarcely be found. The refource he wiAed 
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lecourfe to, vit. a tax on places and penfions, had excited indig- 
nation in the minds of the Minifters as low an(J vulgar, and per-^ 
haps would have the fame efFedl again. If, as it had been Hated, 
tfiat gentlemen would ferve their country, without at the fame time 
ferving thcmfclves, we certainly had at prefer.t a rnoft gentlemanly 
Adminiftration ; and one gentleman (Mr. Secretary Dundas) is 
three times a greater gentleman than any of them, for he has three 
places I Whether upon this topic gentlemen had made up their 
minds, he could not tell, but there w'as yet time for a more ex- ^ 
plleit declaration. He w idled to what were the views of Ad- 
miniflration as to the Governri'.cnt of 'cc ; did they fpcculatc 
on the deftruftion of the Republic and rdioration of Monarchy ? 
As for himfelf, he explicitly declared lie neitlicr looked for, nor 
wifhed any fuch thing, liaving the intcrcfls of the countiy at heart ; 
he Gonfidered the natural confcqucnccs of fuch an attempt to be a 
lingering perfevcrance in the w'ar, which would Ihakc the founda- 
tion on which the principles and fccurity of our conftitution were 
laid. If W'C hoped to excite civil difeords in France, and depended 
on the fuppofed Loyalifts in that country, the confcqucnces w^ould 
be, a long, bloody, and lingering conteft, accumulation of debt, 
annihilation of commerce, and finally, deftruvStion of the conftitu- 
tion. One of two alternatives would be the confcqucnce in France, 
either a ferocious and fanguinary Republic . would be eftablifiicd, 
which w’ould deftroy order in Europe, or the old and inveterate 
enemy of England, the ancient dcfixitifm, would be reftored ; botli 
of which would be equally fatal to us. If the principles of the 
prefent Government in France were incompatible with order, the 
befl: way, he thought, would be to leave tJicm to tlicmfclves, as 
the moil: likely method of correcting their errors. The great mis- 
fortune of the country was, that the Mini fters pride flood in the 
Siray of the interefts of the people ; for he knew that he muft ac- 
knowledge the Republic, in order to make peace ; he was, how- 
ever, only delaying the hour of his (hame. If the Committee were 
allowed, he had no doubt that every thing his right honourable 
Itiend had faid, woidd appear to be true, and that the refult w^ould 
be a difjxifition to peace. 

. Mr. CANNING faid, that if the fpccch of the right 
able gentleman, whotinade the motion, had left on his mind the 
impreilion that no inquiry as that wliich he propofed was ne- 
^"ffery, and that the prefent ftatc of affairs in the fifter kingdom 
was in truth the only reafon why fuch an inquiry had been propofed, 
Ibe Jpeecdi of hb ho^ (Mr. Sheridan), wholud juR 
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fat down, had certainly had no other efFcdi than to confiTm that 
impreffion. 

It; appeared to him moft plain that the critical fbite of Ireland 
nras the only thing that had prcxluccd the motion ; as not one other 
topic had been introduced, upon which the Houfc had not already^ 
in the courfe of the feiTion, come to a folemn and repeated dedfiotu 
For this reafe^, he certainly Ihould not prefume to trouble the 
Houfe with any remarks u\yon other fubjefts ; but confining himfelf 
folcly to that of Ireland, he fhould be contented to obferve, that 
the fituation of affairs there, fo far from being a fufficient indttce- 
ment to him to agree to a Committee, would, eJvcn if tlic Com- 
mittee were on other grounds dcfirable, rather operate to diffuade 
him from going into it at the prefent moment. He did not mean to 
contend that the King s Minitlcrs were lefs refponfible to this Houfe 
for tlicir conduit with regard to Ireland, than to any other part of 
the empire, or to deny, in the fmalleft degree, that the Houfc had 
a clear right to examine into their condutSi: in that particular. But 
he mud contend, that it was a right to be exercifed in the prefent 
inftance with much caution and delicacy, from the ftafe in whicli 
the bufinefs now' Hood, and nUb left it 'fhould lead to difeuffions im- 
mediately interfering with the fuprcmacy of the Irifh Parliament. 
He did not fee how, at this moment, it would be poffible to go into 
in examination of Irifli affairs, without in fome degree agitating 
the queftion of the Caiholic emancipation; and that mcafure, . in 
the ftage in which it now ftood, he conceived it was not our province 
to agitate ; for whatever might be our opinion upon that fubjedl— 
whether we fhould agree with that part of the Irifli nation who 
thoitght that more could not fafely be conceded to the Catholics, 
tlian had been conce:(i<'d in the laft Adminiftration of that country, 
or w'hcther we W'crc prepared to fay, in the language of an eminent 
charafter in that country, (Mr, Grattan) or that which had lately 
been prefented, as his, to the Public, Let us embrace, and greatly 
emancipate wivatever might be our opinion (and he did not 
mean in the fmalleft <legrec to anticipate which way it would go) 
we could not eafily declare that opinion at this time, without either 
lowering our own dignity, or trenching upon that of the Parliament 
of {••eland. • As a Member of the Britifh Houfe of Commons, be 
was againft difcufling, as in a Debating Soc^^, what it was not in 
th^?tr^g(iwer to decide ; and as a friend to tlic independence of thd 
Legifiature of Ireland, he could not confent to come to a dcciflon 
in that Houfe, which might have the appearance of anticipating the 
jgfe ement, and diihting the determination of the Irifli ParliasH^t. ’ 

There were but one or two fentiments of Jiis lionourable 
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who fpokc la^, unconneded with this que^ion of Ireland, upon 
which he fliould trouble the Houfe with any obfervation. The ho- 
nourable gcntlem'’n confeffed that he confidcred ^hc motion iii no 
other light than as a motion for the removal of Minifters. In this 
vieW) he could not but think that it did come forwaid at rather an 
unfeafonable period. The removal of the exiffing Miniftcrs was 
intended, no doubt, to make room tor others, who would purfue 
an oppofite line of condii 6 l, and whofe firfl: objefl would confe- 
quently be a negociatmn f(jr peace , and if fo, it would furely have 
been more rational to have attempted u it, before the H )ufc 

had fanftioned tluir pad conduct by its app ' bition — btfo^c it had 
entrufted to their Imnds, by fuch large and liberal i':p]jiie'', the 
means of cominuing the profecution of the war. IJut \t feeois, in 
no other countrv th.v' this, could Minidcrs hive contin'.td in of- 
fice after fuch repeated failures and difgraces. The icafo*. nf this 
difference between this and other ct/anrrics is obvious , in ar'^itir.ry 
Governments, where t!ic people aic admitted into no (liare or know’’- 
ledge of the plans of action, but aic Itft to form their judgement 
of the propriety r>f any liiv ofconiliK”! fohlv fiom tiic cvnic — it is 
very nitural, that being ihus i nc imlcnbcd m ni>- mi.uis of fornning 
their opinion, they ll’oj]’ fo:m it haitilv *• J arhifraiily , and, 
knowing no oiher cr, tenon il an fjAcfi, flu uld cra'icliidc that what 
has failed in the cvecutior, niuh h.^vc oecn wiong in tlie p^ m, and, 
as fuch, ought to Lrmg piindb.mnt upon its acivit^.is. But in a free 
country, W’ht re tl’c people have the fpi mgs ml motives of a 4ion, 
asw’cll as the a^4ion iifelf, biougiit before tiro* eves — vherc they 
go hand in hand witli thur Rcprcfcnlativcs, md tlieir Reprdenta- 
tives with the fiKccuiivt Cjovunmciit, in v Igiimg the piopricty of 
mcafurcs, as they ari^o, and wlulj tiuy an' puifuing — it is not 
there nalur.ll or nccclfary that Akv fliould judge fohaflily fioni tile 
event alone, but that having the pow( r oi weighing all ciirumlbnce^ 
together, they fliould affix blame to failure, oulv where failuie ma)»" 
feem to have flowcfl fiom mifcondud, and not fiOni mifchancc. 

Another, and indeed flic only new temptation, which the right ho- 
nouiable gentleman has held out to induce us to go into the Com- 
mittee, is, that tlicrc vull be an opportunity of propofing in that 
Committee a ncwrefourcc for the carrying on of the war, by 
iit tmitation of that faid to Invc been lately laid in Spain, of 25 per 
Cent, on all places and pcnfions. The mention of this fubjeft cer. 
tainly never fails to have confiderablc fuocefs, becaufe it carries with 
it an eafy and obvious attack upon all gentlemen who hold offices 
Government ; and perhaps there may be a degree of ridicijla' 
aldraed to any thine; like a fciious anfwcr on the fubie£t. But in, 
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the firft place, it iray not be nmifs to remind "cnticmcn that the

the qiiclbon of adj(;urnmcnt (Jcntlemcn have partly nnfundcrllood 
m/ rntaning, if they confider that I havi' wiflitd for a Ce/inmittce to 
inquire into the date of the nation on any one particular point , or 
that I wiili paitiCLilaily to agUalc topic's of war or pc ice, winch have 
been alicady difuifTcd in this Houfc, in which 1 have not had rlie 
good fortune to agree with the majoiity. 1 meant, by moving i(;r 
the Committee, to inqiiirc Into the condud of the war in gcnc’tal, 
in order that we might fee how His Majcfly's Miniftcrs havcaide^L 
Gentlemen on the other fide fay, they do npt wifli lo tuin our Mi- 
niftcrs.

They do no wifli for an incjuiry , tliat is, they know 
that an inquiry Is likely to influence the opinion of this Houfc upon 
he of the ?vliniftcis, and that after being compelled 
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CLiifiirc them, we fti.ill, in juflice to ojr own confiflcncy, be oblij;cd

But arc we in- 
deed to go hand in hand with tlie Miniilers, and arc not to inquire 
into their condued, lell: the rcfult fliould be, tliat they muft be re- 
moved Are we indeed fo vtiy com])Uifant to Adminiftration, that 
r.itlicr than they ftiould lofe their power, tlic country fliall be loft ^ 
d'hc Iv'.nniriblc genikman Ins mfinuated fomcthing like a 
limt, that if he and Ins aij(jciates woic difmiired to-morrow, and 
otlins mon' able weic appointed m their ftead, neither His Majefty, 
nor the Public, w'ould look tothofcvihi) fupport thcprw.fLnt moiion, 
l(»r their alhftancc. Now, Sir, upon that fubjeeft, I have no ob- 
jtdion to fay what I feel, and what, indeed, 1 paitly cxprelfcd on 
a tormcr occafion If this war be to be carried on with moic vigour 
tlian it has been on tlic pait of this country, and by men of grccier 
capicity than the prclcnt Miuifteis, but on the fame pnnciples as u 
lets been liithcrto anmed, and for the fame objcdl — and I know 
tint there arc many men who arc fi lends enough to this war, to 
carry it on upon fuch tcims— but all I can fay is, that there is not 
any thing that His Majefty ran offer to me — No, Sir, nor any 
dung that any Prince in Euiopc can offlr to me, that Ihould induce 
me to take any (hare in it. But is that, or can it be a icifon that 
this Iloufc fhould not inquire into the conduct of Mmiftcrs, who 
Inve biought upon tins countiy fuehed mbus , e \ \ nuics ih.it hive 
never been equalled in any period of its hidory ^ Kvc.n thofe wlu 
were originally, and who may be ftill, againft any teims of negoci- 
ation for peace, fhould vL^tc for an inquiry into the cv^induil of the 
war, and follow’ it up, if neceffary, for an Addrefs to His Majefty, 
to appoint fornc perfons more likely to condiuft it with fuccefs. Tiic 
right honouiable gentleman has faid, that he is not aniw’trablc for 
what might be done by a Miniftcr abiv)ad ujwn fome particular oc- 
cafion— an cxprcffion that is unworthy of any man who calls himfclf 
a Mi^iiftcr. I'lie declaration of a Miniftcr abroad may create 4 
war between two nations. Is it to be indured in this Houfc, that 
ihc right honourable gentleman fhould fay, fuch a declaration was 
not mine, but w^as the declaration of Mr. Drake, or of any other 
Ambaffador?’* The right honourable gentleman has told the IIouQc 
^^night, that Minifters have afled with regard to neutral j^yect 9 
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according to the fpirit of the law of nations, and that will appear 

evident when the fubjeft conics to be inquired into , and yet, with 

the fame breath, he tells the Houfc he will not confent to inquire 

into it at all. I'hcn he tells us, that this is a bufiiicfs which ^ught 

to have been inquired into betoic this, and much Ihcfs is laid on the 

time in winch I h.ive made my motion. Why, Sir, we h ive not 

betn ncjiigcnt on this hde of th Houfc in biinging forward qucftions 

upon the W'.ir A moticMi wms made early in the feliion, for a nc- 

giKriiiion p^acc, which was ntgatived. Then came public bu- 

fincls, th'- biidger, and oihci lubjcd^.

1 .have heard it faid, that we ihould not interfere with the Parlia- 
ment of Ireland, and that my motion has that tendency. I mean 
4o fuch thing. 1 only mean to inquiie into the conduct of 
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Tliclc fubjct^ls arc debated in the Cabinet, and perhaps fomc^ 
tiir.cs partioulars rcfpcijring aftsof Pailiamcnt in Ireland are debated 
in tilt Cabinet , now I want to know, although I would not have 
this ll(,ufc interfere in the Icaft degree, nor have we the power of 
inf' Idling witli ilic Pai 1 lament of li el and , but I want to know, I 
fay, uj)on wli'it principle it is that the Cabinet fliould do moic upon 
that toj)ic tlim this Ihaiie, or than the Pailiamcnt of this country. 
I ftc no fuili piinciplc , but I Icnow, thatw'itli regard to any rccom- 
incn.Iauon from ih»e I'hione to the Parliament of this or of that 
count! y, thit is n nuttci for which Minifters arc liable to be called 
to jccoL'iit, for It IS Minillcrs who advife that recommendation. If 
it wcie ni>t fo, kt rr.c afk what might the confequcncc be. Mini- 
Ikis may fo t (mducl thcmfelves ih it the fitu Uion of the two countries 
may be in da^^jci, moft imnnncnt danger, and can that happen, 
and yet that we Ihall be told that we cannot interfere^ Sir, 1 do 
alfcrt thit Invc the power, and tliatwe ought to cxcrcife It, of 

e.dhng for an invpiiry , yes. Sir, and to proceed to punirtiment for 
fuch malignint miicondudt on thofc who have been the caufc of it. 
Tint fiich lias been the conduO of Miniftcrs is undeniable and un- 
dnikd. I have been told that I am putting Ireland in dinger by 
what I have (aid to-niglu , pray, Sir, who has put Ireland in dan- 
ger moll , I who liave moved fur an inquiry into the ftate of it ; or 
thofe wlio by their mlichicvoHS conduiSt have made that inquiry nc- 
cefiary — I wdio refped both that and this country as much as any 
man in this Iloufe , or thofc who condiid thcmfelves as if they re- 
g^r^Ied tile intercft of neither, when held in competition with their 
own power ^ — Sir, I f ly 1 have a right to call on Miniftcrs to an- 
fwir for tliC danger m wIiIlIi they have involved the two countries, 
and whicli I believe to be picjudicial equally to both. I wifli to 
know wlicthcr it is to be Lud down as a general piinciplc, that the 
general laili.ic of tlie aiiny, and the general mifchict w'hich the 
condud of Mipiftcrs has occafioned, are not to be confidcrcd as 
pnmu fdcie evidence of the neccflity of inquiring into their mifeon- 
dud. Tlic right lionourahlc gentleman fays, that my condud, if 
not countcradlcd, would tend to lower the dignity of this country. 
That a man, who has himfelf fo lowered the dignity of this coun- 
try, who has brought it to tlic verge of nun by the obftinacy and the 
inadncfs of his condud, fliould profumc even to think that any body 
el(t' could lower it more than he has, is^ I owm, rather extraordi- 
nary. I ddirc to know, and I a(k the Minifter to inform me, if 
he can, I afk any man in this Houfc to inform me, wdicn it was 
that I endeavoured to lower the dignity of tins country ? He alluded 
Aq the prefent war ^ wluc lias been condud, and wliac did I ad- 
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vifc this Ilourc upon that fiibjcrt^ I ■would have ofTciccI rcpfonabic 
terms to France befv)rc the war commenced, and for that purpofe 
I nropofed a necocinrion ; he afFeCted to difdain r. What has been 
die event?

The Hoiifc having rcfolved irfclf into a Committee of the whole 
HoLifc, to confidcr farther of w u’s and means for raifing a fupply, 

Mr Chancellor FI T 1 " moved a refolution, Thar the fum pf 
7 ^jS.oooh be grinted to His Majeftv, to be r.iifcd by way of lot- 
tCiVj toconlillcf 50,000 tickets^ at i 5I. 3s. 5d. per ticket, which 
is 258,000!. more tlian has been ufually raifcd by a lottery. — I'he 
reloljtion palled. 

I fo then moved fome irodificatlonof tlu duty on Life Infurances ; 
tlic liibfi.mcc was, tliat inftcad of li\ing it c*n the premium, as at 
fill! propofed, it was mipohtl on die capital infnicd. 

"I'his produced a fliort converfation, whieli was fupported by 
Mr. b()\, Mr. Hullev, Mr. Aldciman Anderfon, and the Chan- 
Cvllor of the t xchequLr ; after which the relulution was agreed to.

up. 

Oil reading the refolution refpefling the duty on Life Infurances, 

Mr. Chancellor PITT laid, he had conPdered of the objections 
which had been urged againft this tix, and they appeared to him to 
have fo much wc’glit that Ihc fliould be glad to forego the meafure 
if that could be done without ary public inconvenience, and he was 
happy to fay this was the cafe in the prefent inftance, for the funt 
which w'oultl be prodiicul Ixyond the eftimatcon the additional duty 
on fpints in Scotland would be more than equal to the fum intended 
to be railed bv the Lift? Infurancc Duty. He tliercforc moved that 
tjR^refolution be withdrawn.

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Mr. HUSSEY faid, he felt great fatisfaflion at the condudl of 
the Chancellor of the P'xchcqucr , he had no doubt that he alfo 
would feel fatisfaftion in future, for having acted as he had now 
done. 

The motion was agreed to. 

,Mr. IIENNIKER MAJOR gave notice, that on the 14th of 
April he fhould move for an incjuiry into tht caiifc ol t!u dcl.iv of 
the Court Martial which was to fit on the condud (jt Captiin 
Molloy. 

.-.Mr. BAKER faid he hc)pe<l the honourable gentleman would con- 
fidcr what he was about more mature!) before he brought loiward 
any fuch motion. 

Mr. M. A. TA\ LOR faid, nodiing could he more improper 
than fuch a motion as the right li-.nourablc gentleman pnipjfed , it 
was pceuharly the hulmcfs of the Executive Power, and he trufled, 
no rittempts would he made to inUrtere witli that, in the prefent 
JituiT-'Mi of the country. 

Mr MAJOR withdrew this nonce, in conlltjuGnce of thefe re- 
pici CM rations. 

Mr. W. DUND\^ gave notice, that t('- me Trow he fliould move 
for leave lo bring in a hill to enforce the dcli\( in ut writ^ m 

Scotland. He had no doubt tins would meet with I'nivt^rd i, in- 
currence, w'hcn he (rated that he did it in coniccji.LncL of ’ recom- 
mendation from the Chair upon a late affair (the Kiikciulbiight 
clcflion.) 

A motion w^as made for the fccond re id mg of the bill for the bet- 
ter obfervance of the Loid’s Day. 

Mr. M. A. TAYLOR faid, that he rofc with intention of 
moving, that the fccond reading be deferred to tliLs dav fix months , 
and he fhould in a vciy few words ftate tlic grounds tor his motion. 
He felt confident, that v fun tlie Houfe heard liis rtafons, they 
woiiKl not be willing to let ih»s hill proceed , they w'ould ncT wilh 
to extend the aet of 29 Chi. ^ (o jar ai* to it aKc a brc.uh of it 
punifliable by fine and imprifonmcnt , and to (uhjccl: fhe perfon of- 
fending to an indiflment as for a mifdcmcanoi. He believed he 
was as well attached to a pr(»per obfervance of the Lord s Day as 
any man ; but his obje< 5 tion to this bill was, that if it paffed it 
would operate oppreflively only on the middling clafs of tlic people. 
If the Houfe were really zealous for the obl'ervancc of theVj^rd s 
Day, why did they not go to houfes of luxury, to chibs, and the 
dwellings of the higher ranks ? Perfons of rank and fortune had 
fervants to drefs their hair on a Sunday, in order that they might 
appear decent at church y but the middling ranks were obliged ^ > 
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have a hair-drefler. It was true that hair-drefling was not a matter 
of neccflity, but it was of decency, and he thought it creditable to 
the country that perfons of all ranks fliouUl appear clean and decent 
in fheir attendance on public worfliip. By the a6^ of Charles IL 
luir-drcflcrs were liable to a penalty of 5s. but by this adf to a large 
fine and iniprifonmcnt. Gentlemen could not wilh to fubjeef per- 
fons to fuch penalties for a laudable attention to decency. Many of 
the low'cr claflts of the people did not get their wages till a very late 
hour on a S.iturday night • and by this a<El if they fliould buy a piece 
of betf on Sunday, they would be liable to be indidfed, fined and 
impnfoned. It might be faid, this w^as a work of neccflity; but 
ftill they w'crc liable to be indidlcd, and he did not like fubjefling 
them to all the inconveniences of a profecution, nor to leave to a 
jury to determine whether neceflary or not. Another objcdflon 
that by the adt of Charles II. no penalty could be incurred, unlefs 
information were given in ten days , but this bill limited no time ; 
tlic»e was no limitation to an indidfment , fo that if any perfon were 
to have his hair drefled, or took a boat, or rode out the next Sun- 
day after pafling the bill, he might be punifhcd ai any period of his 
life, lie admired an obfcrvance of religion, but it W'as that excel- 
lent religion wdiicli was the effcdl of re.nfon, and not an enthufiaflic 
effufion from the tabernacle, or a mylbcal reverfe ; he believed, 
h(jwc\cr, that none even of the moll fanatical followers of Whit- 
field would w'lfli to have this bill paffed, if they took the trouble of 
confidcring if He therefore* moved, that the fecund reading be de- 
ferred to this day fix months. 

Mr LLLIOT fald, he agreed with the learned gentleman in 
put , he was convinced that the hill did not go the whole length it 
might w ith propriety , he liad wifhed it to go as far as the honourable 
gc ntleman, but it was thought more natural not to make a new law'', 
but to enforce the old one*. There were two parts of the bill, only 
one of winch had been noticed by Mr Taylor. This W’as not cx- 
adly the time to difcufs the propriety of an indivSlment, it would be 
better in the Committee , one confidcration in its favour was, that 
the acl of Charles II. had been inefFccSual. The obfcrvance of 


the fabbath in his opinion was eflential to the very exiftencc of reli- 
gion , it was notorioufly declining in this country , in the prefent 
year, the building of great edifices was carried on openly, and in 
defiance of decency, on a Sunday. There was another circum- 
flance imich alfo appealed very oflfenfivc in the eye of religious de- 
corum, and that was the great number of public waggons which 
now travel the road on a Sunday. He believed it was within tl\c 


l^iQwlcdgc and remembrance of almoft every Member of thcJHoufc, 
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that fomc few years ago no fuch tiling as a covered or public wags* 
gon was ever feen ou the road on the Sabbath day , whereas now 
nothing was more common, and cvciy road in the kingdom fw armed 
W'lth them. He did not know but, in fomc degree, it anight be 
ncceiTary that they flijulj be fufrercii to pafs in ccUain cafes , but at 
prefent it was can led to an extt Lt which rei]uircd, in his opinion, 
to be Lonfidcrably rcftncled. *lhc honouiaMe gcnrlermn wlio op- 
pofed the bill going into a Committee had mide fever il (^bj(6hons^ 
which might vciy well be wv.uhy of attention in the ComnuLtet , but 
which certainly did nt't apply at prefent. JuPices of Pc. cc were it 
prefent very difagrcc./nly l.tu.iled, by not knowing how properly to 
enforce the ptnaUL^ wli^ch wen' inflicted on perfons not obftrMng 
the Lord’s Day', by the act oi Charles II. It was ccitalnly right 
and proper to relieve the>Yi from this difliculty, by fome amendment 
to that a<S| and this could only be done with cfilct by going into a 
Committee. He therefore hoped, that, w'hatcvcr gontkmcMi miglit 
think of the bill, in its pref nt ftatc, they would fuiTcr it to go into 
a Committee, where it would meet a fair and full difeulVion, and 
alfo fuch alterations and modiflcations as might pcrh.ips render it 
pcrfeitly' agreeable to thofc, who now fo waimly oppofed it. 

Mr. M. A. TAYLOR i:ofe to explain. He faid the gentle- 
man w'ho fpoke laft had very muih inilunderflood him. H< nc\cr 
wifhed, nor ever faid he wiftitd tliat the bill had gone farditr , he 
only faid, that wdicn tliofe who had bmiiglit in tJx- bill, had gone 
fo far in laying pains and penalties on tlic middling claffrs of j topic, 
they had not taken notice of the fafhionablc club'., routs, cvc. and 
by that means gone higher in their religious reformation. 

Sir W. DOLBEN faid, that many obfervationslud fallen from 
Mr. Taylor, which certainly might come w'ith great pn^pnety, aiul 
feme of them perhaps with particular force, agamft fomc parts of the 
bill ; but that this certainly was not the proper lime to prds tlicm, 
He was ftrongly of opinion, that fomc fuch l)ill as this was ex- 
tremely ncceffary. He had therefore brought it in ; and as nothing 
which he had yet heard went in the leaft pgainft the principle of thf 
bill, he thought it ought, by all means, to be permitted to go to 4 
Committee. 

Mr. COURTENAY was of opinion that the bill ought not to 
go to a Committee. He conlidered it not only as very reprehen- 
fiblc in its cnnfcqucnccs as being a bill of pains and penalties, af* 
fefling chiefly the middle and lower orders of people , but he Averred 
it alfo, to be a very inquifitorial bill. Much had been faii about 
tile ufo of public waggons on a Sunday. He could fee no reafon 
why wagjons fliould be rcftri£led from palTing on a Sunday, wbpo 
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gentlemen's cairLiges and poll coaches and chaifcs were allowed to 
roll about the roads from one end of the kingdom to the other, 
without the fmalleft an-madverfion. In the cafe of waggons it 
might be, and in moft inftanccs itu.is, a matter of neccflTity v^ hieh 
• induced their owners to uPe them on that day ; in that of gentle- 
men a carriciges, it wa*? the mere choice, '\him, or plcafurc of th« 
owners v/Iiich put tJ)r-ir wheels in mention. The due observance of 
the Lord b D.iy» by ^^hlLh he fuppoicd the attendance at feme place 
of public worrtiip was meant, was equally broke through m bcuh 
caks, and wliy it fhould be more faulty or deferving of cenfure, or 
of |Mjns 'iivl pcnriltics in the eifc of ncccffiry than it w'as in that of 
capiuv. It was not in his |X}wer to account. He conjured the 
Houfc toconlidcr tlic bufimfs attentively, and not give way to this 
fjiK'hnK'nious kind of enforcing the obfcivance of that nolde reli- 
gion whuli was profcffccl in thi»counti), b) cnd''avouring to make 
the dread of a J uftice s w arrant more conducive to its general eftab- 
hlhmcnt and fecunrv, than the fubhme dichitts of fovereign reafon- 
In the ftarchctl and gloomy days of the Commonw’calih, no fuch 
nu ms as tlicic had been rcloittd to, and evciv one kmw how much 
flrels was hud on the obfervance ot the Loid s Day in thofe times. 
He remembered Mr. I fume iiKutioncd a dialogue between a Puritan 
and a Cavalier, n whnh the Pmitan tells ih** i.tlicr that his part_^ 
are very wicked, for tlut “ t cy indulged tbcmfclvcs in gaming, 
in diinkng, and in the company of lewd w'omcn, and never went 
to chur<.h ” “ rue,” replies the Cavalier, “ we do fo, and we 

do K optnlv — c'ur nature impels ns to love women, and our incli- 
nation to drink, game, and ftay away from clmrch , but you do all 
thefe things in fai^, and Iiyp(x:ritically veil it under the fandlimo- 
nious ccrcmouRS of oilen:aiious obfcrvanccs ” 

He objct^exl to the prefent hill being committed, on another 
ground, for under pretences of enfoicing a lli icier obkrva nee of 
the Lord’s Uiy, by the middling and lower dais of j« iplc, ic 
gave licence to anothtr iiuincnous fet o‘'mcn to bre.ik. in ujxjn that 
obfervance, in a manner which thev were reftridod from by the 
of Charles IL In purfyance of that ae^, and by tlic Common 
J-aw, no bailiff or flicrift’ s officer could execute any writ, procefs, 
or executions on a Sunday. By this acl they were empowered to 
execute all fuch proceffes for offences committed on that day. 
[//^rf of No^ M.] — Upon which Mr. Courtenay read the 
claufe hcVlluded to, by which it appeared, that the power*; he men- 
tioned w»e given to fficriff’s officers, bailiffs, kc. Inhere wa$ 
another (|riking hiidfhip, he faid, that would be a cjnfcq^icnec if 
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pay fifty or fixty pounds a year to a valet to drefs his hair, in cafe 
he did not choofc to go with didicvelled locks to attend Divine fer- 
" vice, would, if lie fent for a hair-drcifer, be liable to be profccutcd, 
by an information or indi£lmcnt in the Court of King’s Bench, and 
perhaps in the iffuc, to fine and impnfonment. It .idled alio by 
way of double penalty, for the poor hair-drefler nlfo who dreffed 
him was liable to the fame profccution, and to the fame penalties 
for the fame offence. What had the poor hair-drcficis done, lie 
afked, to make them fo odious in the ejes of Mmiftcrs, that tlicv 
were thus in the exercifc of their trade, to be expofed to the rifque 
of punifhment more than other cl.ifi^s of men in the community. 
Mr. Chancellor Pitt had lately broiighi in, and the HiiUfe had 
nearly agreed to a bill, obliging ever) perfon who wcais powder to 
pay a guinea a year for a licence to do io , anti here comes a hill, 
w'hich fays, that every pci Ion who is powdered on a Sunday fliall 
be liable to an information, or indidimcnt in the King’s- Bench, 
and the hair-dreffer the fame, which is neither moic nor Icfs than 
pa) mg a guinea a year for the chance, if informers do not 
very fcarce indeed, of being indidlcd. By the one bill the hair- 
dfeffer will be deprutd of allfuch ciiftomers as do not choofc to 
pay the tax ; and by the other he runs tlic rifque of being fined 
and imprifoned, for tlrtfflng and powdering thofc of his enfiomers 
who do chufc to pay it. 'i'hcrc was one cafe which ftiuck him in 
a particular manner — ^Would the Minifttr wifli that the men in the 
dock yards fhould be obliged to dclifi from working on Sundays, 
or that waggons carrying piovifions, or ammunition, or cluatliipg, 
or other nteelfaries for the army or navy, fhould be pre\cntcd fiom 
travelling on a Sunday , or W'ould he dtfire, that in cafe tlicy did 
W'ork, and the other travel, tliat the) fliould be liable to punifh- 
ment by fine and iinpnfonmcnt ^ yet this mult be tlic cafe if this 
bill fhould be fuffered to pafs in its prcfeiit ftate , and furcly other 
waggons carrying articles of nccefiary confumption into the country 
from London, or from one pl.iec to anothcT acrofs the country, 
have as much right to travel as in the infiancc immediately before 
alluded to, and the public w'ould be equally injured and inconve- 
nienced by flopping them. He was convinced, he laid, the bill, 
if pafled into a law, would hr produdhvc of the very w’orft confe- 
quences. Inflead of conciliating men’s minds, and making them 
love religion, from the mildnefs of its principles and infli^ce, it 
would tend to four the minds of the people, and render tl^m liable 
to the greatefl inconveniences, and in many cafes, the rnoft unjufl 
punifliments. It had been well obferved by his honourable friend 
(Mr. Taylor) that among the lower and moft induftrious «xrde;Ts of 
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the people it frequently happened, that men who 'were fathers of 
families, which depended folcly on their weekly earnings for their 
,^iinday’s dinner, did not receive their wages, fo as to be able, by 
poffiljility, to go to market to purchafe that dinner, on which the 
comfort and fuftenance of many perfons depended, for that day, 
before twelve o'clock. It was then Sunday morning, and if any 
informer faw this honeft fon of induftiy, and child of toil, laying 
out his money for fo irrcligio.js a pnrpofe, as purchafing a dinner 
for his family, he might get the poor creature indidled, and after- 
wards punifhcd bv hnc or imprifonmcnt. Such would be the blefled 
eficCls of this bill if palfed into a law. Much, faid Mr. Courte- 
nay, has lately been faid and v.nttcn about prophecies, which have, 
in no finall ilcgrce, <ilnrmcd and agitated the minds of the people. 
Prophaics wtic things which he did not much attend to, but he 
had lately met with one wiitten about the year 1500, about tw'O 
hiinlrcd and fixty years ago, which appeared in a [riper, entitled, 
Jic believed, Rowland s Itincraiy. This he would, with pcrmidion, 
read to the llcufc.

As this hill would, in his opinion, tend to throw a gloom over 
men’s mind', by making them amenable to fueh fevere penalties and 
pii'^ilhments as were nevci deemed ncccflary in the profligate days 
oi Charles the Second, in order lo enforce a proper obicrvaiicc of 
tlic Lord’s Diy, and, as lie wns convinced that the people of this 
countrv in general, paid every decent attention to it, lie fhould give 
hiS decided vote agnnfl its being now read a IceonJ time. 

Mr. ChinetlliT PITT obferved, tliat from tl c arguments which 
h al betn iifed, and from tl\e attention he had now' given to tht dif- 
ferent claufcs in the hill, he did not think it wms fueh a bill as ought 
to be pajfed into a law\ On the other hand, as had been very 
juflly obferved by an honourable gentleman near him, as it appear- 
ed that fome amendment of the laws now in being w'as really nc- 
ccflary, he could fee no reafon why the hill ftiould not be allowed 
to go inf> a Committee, where it would he tully and more properly 
debated tllin in this flngc of if. He did not think, bv .r'v means, 
that any gentleman who voted for its being committed, was at all 
^ bound K ^ote foi its palling, or even being njiortcd, but he thought 
it be pci muted to go to a Committee. ** 
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Mr. Alderman NEWNHAM was quite of a contrary opinion. 
He was altogetlier againll the principle of the bill in all Ui> parts'. 
The law as it now flood was, he thought, perfectly adequate to cn 
force every obfe^vanee of the Lord’s Day, which at this periovi of 
.time in this country was at all ncceflarv. The ad of Cliarks II. 
impofed a fine aircadj' on perfons purchafing cvm nccclfi'ry pro\ ilions 
on a Sunday, and to add to that the penalties of fines and imprifon- 
ment for fuch a thing would, he thought, he ahi^mmablc As It 
was, in point of fine, the Magiftrr 4 tcs too frequently faw the cru- 
elty, nor to fay the injuflicc of it. He himfclt had, in many in- 
Itanccs, been highly pained by it in rhe cxccutuMi of liis duty.— 
Many excellent obfcrvaiions had been mad' by gtiitlcincn, on tiic 
extreme hauiflnp on the poor induftiious labourn, who, not re- 
ceiving his week's wages till very late, w^as not al^lr to go to market 
before Sunday morning. It would really be (hocko'g ro hum.Miity 
to fubjed fuch people lo paui-v and ptnalurs , even a Uiie, as the 
law now flood, was, in his irind, in fuch circumflances too fcveie. 
He btggcd leave to mention 1 particiilar cafe — A butchei, with- 
in (lx limits of Ins magifliacv, had wilhcd to pufcrvi tlic utiiioit 
decency and decorum, with rcfjK'd to the appearance of his Ihop on 
a Sunday morning, and for that pnrpoft ilw w kept his vind(/\v 
(butters quite clofcd, only for the fake of air ind light liad 1 fnull 
portion, 01 fqiiarc, open at the top of tlic (hutteis. One Sunday 
morning an informer prowling about for prev, faw' a poor man go 
into his (hop door, which was immcdi.itcly fliut again . uf on which 
he got a pair of flips before the window, mounted up, and faw the 
butcher cut oQ'and fill to this poor creature, a puce of meat for 
his fimily dinnir on that day. The luxt day lie fiimmomd the 
butilier before liirn, in order to obtiin ih. fine whuh is alrcaey 
provided by the law. He thought ir a hard cafe, and fittlid it is 
well as he could, and he could by no therefore, give his 

cc'ufcnt to an cxtinlionot tint fini, much It lk to the puniflim. nt of 
imprironnunt. It had been atiir.ittid by gcntlcmin, that the bul 
was fo worded at prefent, as not to be proper to pafs into a law, 
but that ir ought to be fiifFcrtd to go to a Committee. He could 
fee no nafon lor this at all. If the gentlemen who brouglit it in 
really thought fuch a Lill was nccclfary (which lie did not) let 
them bring in another bill w’orded m fuih a manner as to be woitliy 
the ferious confidcration and atfentien of the Iloufc. fuffer it 

to go into a Committee ' For his part, he thought thatfthofe who 
hiought in bills ought to take care and word ilicm in fuihVa manner 
jis that the Commirtec fliould have only to confulir tlitir puiport^^ 
aim M*nar , ho lusir concuvoa that it was the bufincL oi\a'C<\tn- 
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mittre to attend to the adual drawing up of the bill, Vk^hich feemed to* 
be required in the prefent inftancc. It would be belt to bring in a 
new bill, and not to wafte the time of a Committee in attending to 
fiich cl nonfenlieal fairago as tlie prefent bill appeared to him to he. 
fic Ihould therefore give his vote that the bill be read a fecond time 
this day liK months. 

The MASTER OF THE ROLLS laid, the prefent queflion 
was a very Ihort one ; was theie any ncccffity for farther enforcement 
of the proper obfcrvancc of the Lord’s Day, or was there not ? 
For his ow'n part he thouglit theie was, and though he by no means 
approved of the bill under conlidcration as it now flood, nor thought 
it advifcablc to fubjeef pcifonsto the penalties contained in this bill, 
he w'as flill for letting it go into a Committee, where it would at 
leaft have a full and fail hearing. 

Lord WILLIAM RUSSELL was againfl the bill being read a 
fecond time. He faw no rcafon for any faithcr provilions to en- 
force the obfcrvancc of the Lord’s Day, than thofe which die law 
had already provided. He faw', on the contrar)^, much mifehief 
in pafling fuch a bill as the prefent into a laiv. It would tend 
greatly to revive thofe religious diflindions wliich had gi^/^cn gicat 
uneafinefs to the people in former times. It w'ould alfo give en- 
couragement to a more cxtcnlivc cxcirion of the infamous talents of 
a fet of men \^ho had given much alaim ..nd vTAcition to the peo- 
ple in modern times : he meant fpies and info^mcis. I’hoft pefts 
to the comfoitand happinefs of focial life, and the fjccdoin of the 
community at large, would be let loofc upon the public by fueh an 
aft, if one palfed, like hearts of picy, and wtnild harafs and ter- 
rify the people, from the wide fujpe which v/ould thereby be af- 
forded to them for the abominable cxeicifc of priva:c pique and 
perfonal malevolence. He though the middle clalfes of people 
lud as much right to ufc their waggons, which w:rc neceflary, as 
thofe of a higher rank had to roll about in their coaches. In 
fhort, he w\as of opinion, that the obfcrvancf- of the Lord’s day 
was in -general well kept in this country^ and that where it was not 
fo in any particular inftanecs, tlic laws already in being were fully 
adequate to enforce that which was proper and ncccllary. 

Colonel CAWTHORNE was againfl the bill going to a Com- 
mittee. He faid there were very numerous bodies of men in this , 
country yho were obliged to work on a Sunday, and mufl flill con- 
tinue to 'V|Ork on that d ly. He inflanced the glafshoufcs, collieries, 
&c. whJc the fires mufl be kept in, or the works would be at a 
ftand. nVcrc thefe men to be fubjefted to fines and iinprifonment 
for wha/ could not be avoided ? He hoped not. He bad a6lW as a 
' ' VfL XLI. X • 
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Magif^rate for* many years in a laige county, and a very cvtenfivc 
diforift, and he had always found that the laws alrcadv in fort-c 
were fully adequate to thepurpofeof commanding a proper and 
cent obfervance of the Lord’s Day. He would tlicrcfore'votc 
againft the fccond reading of die bill. 

SirW. DOLBLN contended, that, notwithftandrng all that 
had paffed, he had heard no argument which went aga»n!t the piin- 
ciple of the bill, and therefore it ought to go to a Committee. He 
faid, having been alluded to by name in a tiling cilkd a propheev, 
.he fliould only observe f hereon, that, as to coupling his name with 
that of Hill, he miiftfay, he did not wifh to be placed in more rc- 
fpedlablc company : as to the fadl, howevci, of his mme having 
ever been in fuch prophecy, he believed, he was In the fame pre- 
dicament as a gentleman feme years ago had put the cclehi«tcd 
Miltt>n. This gentleman had chofen to write an elaborate ICday, 
to prove that Milton was a plagiarift, and for that purpofe quoted 
fcveral palfagcs of Milton, which he faid were taken from other 
authors. However, on this Eflay being attentively invcftigatcd it 
was found that all thofc paiTagrs were the author’s ow n making. 

Mr. COURTENAY rofc to explain. He faid, the honourable 
Bart, had given him greater credit than he deferved, in a<iiibntinj 
wliat he had read to be his own miking , if the honourable Bart, 
had any doubt up<3n the fubjc<51, he would tell him the very look 
from which he took it, which was Drunken Barinby’'. I'nvtls.” 

Sir RICHARD HILL was clearly of opinion the bill (hould be 
fuffered to go into a Committee. Ht laid, much liHicuk had bern 
endeavoured to be introduced on the oceafion, but tlut to Vm fig- 
nified nothing. He (hould not wonder to hear any one ridiculed 
now-a-days for barely mentioning the Bible. Still he w’ouUl con- 
tend, that a more ftrift obfervance of the Lord s Day was nccriTary, 
and he thought the laws now in force w c re not iiifficient fui that pur- 
pofe. Something fhould, therefore, be done to amend and give 
them additional cfFec'*^. The honourable gentleman who fpoke lull 
in the debate, (Mr. M. A. 'laylorj had alfiircd the Hoyfe that he 
was very pundtual in his obfervance of the Lord’s Day. He hoped 
jic ^as_ho did not difputc it, for “ Michael and the Arch Ang.d 
were always leagued againft Satan.” He, therefore, hoped he 
would witfijdraw his prefent oppofition to the bill. 

Mr. 'SiARTIN profcfTcd, that from the parts of the bill he had 
attcnd<4 to, he did not think he fhould vote for the pairing of the 
bill \ neverthclefs, m point of jufticc, and tliat it might * lot be loft 
without a fair hearing, he fhould vote for its bcirig committed. 
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The qucAion being loudly called for, a divinoniook' place ;

In a Committee of Supply, His Majefty’s meflfage was read. 

Mr. Chancellor PITT moved a rclblution, that a vote of cre- 
dit of two millions five hundred thoufand pounds, be granted to 
His Majefty, to defray the extraordinary cxpence for the fervice of 
the year 1795. Agreed to. 

The Houfe was refumed, and the report ordered to be received 
on Monday. 

The- Houfe refolvcd itfclf into a Committee on the bill grTntingj^ 
.m additional duty on llamps. 

Mr. Alderman CURTIS and Mr. Alderman ANDERSON 
objected to the claufc, incrcnfing the number of rtamps, as likely 
to be attended with great inconvenience to tliclr conftitucnts, in the 
tranfadion of btiiincfs : tliey at the fame time expreffed thcii wil- 
lingiiefs to contribute chcarfullv to any burdens which it might be 
nccclfary to impofe tor tlic public icrvicc. 

Mr. Chinccllcr PITT replied, that though he regretted any 
difficu'ty which the regulation might occafion, \ct it muftte allowed 
to be t(]uitablc thit the ])rKC of tiic ft.mip fnould increale in pro- 
poriioii to the fum , and though ad ding to the number of ilamps 
migiit be attended with ionic inctjnvcnicnvc, he fhoight that as it 
formed a fair foiiice of revenue, it ought to be fubmitced to ia the 
prclent in iancc. 

The bill went through the Committee, and was ordered to be 
reported. 

The SPEAKER informed the Houfe, that he had attended ia 
the Houfe of Peers, where the Royal aifent had been given, by 
commiihon, to the ads for railing fums by loans and Exchequer 
bills, and to the different Tax bills. 


Monday^ ^oth March. 

On the third reading of the Hair-powder bill, 

Mr. DENT fuggefted the propriety of a clanfe to exempt hair- 
dreffers thcmfelves from the neceffity of taxing out licences, as 
their trade would make them appear to be powdered. He faid he 
was hapoy to find there was no dread of a fcarcity of grain ; byt 
flill atte'^tion ought to be paid to die dillillcry, to prevent the dan- 
ger of ^/fcarcity- 

7Sici bill was read a thVd time. 

Ml/ Chancellor PITT propofed a claufe, by way of ndcr, to 

X % 
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exempt Prtteftant and Catholic Diffenting Minifters, whofc annual 
ffipcnJs were not looL, from the licence. 

General SMITH faid, it was very hard not to exempt officjrs 
on half pay, whole incomes were not more than 30 or 40I a year, 
when clergymen of lool. a year were exempted. 

Mr. Chancellor PITT faid, that all exemptions ought to be 
founded on a principle. Clergymen under lool. a year i;tcrc ob- 
liged, by the nature of their duties, to weir powder. Officers on 
half pay, however meritorious, and however much entitled to at- 
tcntion, were not under the fame H'>ligalion. Their wearing it 
was vuluntir)", and tlicrefoic they ought i.e*- to be relieved from this 
inoic than from any other tax. 

Mr. COUR i ICNAY pleaded anlently for the exemption of 
half-pay officers. They were not now like common citi/.cns , they 
were fiibjct'T' to martial law , they were liable to be called out in a 
minute ; and w ere obliged to preftrve an appearance cqi al to the 
rank thej held. An Enfign had only 27I. a year, a Licurcii nt 
but qfj or 37I. It would be thcrcf(»rt a generous attention to this 
dcfcivi'ig body of men, to relieve them, and it would be honour- 
able in the Miniftor and tliel loufc io do ir. 

Mr. Pittas clauC- was accepted, and the bill was paFcd. 

Mr. Alderman ANDFRSON rofe to move for have to brine 
in a bill to proteft Merchants and Bankeis againfr the depicdations 
of their clerks. Commerce, which was the fupport ot tlic nation, 
defer ved in its turn every protection from the laws. Merchants and 
Bankers were obliged to put very laigc trufi: in their clerks, much 
beyond the feciirity they had fur their good behaviour. By the cx- 
iffinglaws, a robbery by fuch clerks was only a breach of truft, 
and could only be profccutcd as a debt, whereas a perfon robbing 
another to the amount of forty (hillings was a felony. It was w’cll 
known to gentlemen what extenfive robberies of this kind had been 
lately committed, and he was confident that he needed not, In this 
.ftage, to argue on the necclTity of the bill he propofed. It was his 
intention to fug^ert thit this offence flinuld be made a fcli>ny, and 
the piininuncnt be'tranfportation. He concluded with moving for 
leave to bring in a bill, more cffciSually to proteft Merchants and 
Bankers frbm the depredations of their clerks. 

Mr. M. A. TAYLOR faid, he did not rife to object to the 
molioii, but to declare Ins indifpofition to all extenfion of our penal 
JaWs. He thought the prefent laws amply fufficient. 
watch the bill carefully. All fuch bills (houkl origi 
othty^oufe. 

Wii DENT was of opinion tlmt a great caufe of the dvil was 


lie fhould 
a\e in the 
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the lownefs of the falaries given to clerks. ,A young man in great 
truft, with only 30I. or 40I. a year of falaiy, was expofed to temp* 
t^ipns too great. At the fame time the merchant ought to be pro- 
tedted. 

Mr. HUSSEY faw no ncccflity for the propofed bill. No nc» 
ceffity had been made out ; and he owned he was againft the making 
of new felonies without fufficient caufe. 

Mr. Alderman ANDERSON faid, the ncccflity, in his mind, 
was obvious, A merchant, if robbed of io,oool. by his clerk, 
could only profecute him for the debt ; if robbed of forty {hillings 
by a ftrangcr, he could profecute him criminally for the felony. It 
was to make feme proportion between the offence and the puniflfi- 
ment that he moved for the bill. The Judges and the Crown offi- 
cers would be confulted on it. 

Leave was granted to bring in the bill, 

Mr. WILLI RFORCE faid, that as the provifions of the bill 
for the better tibfervancc of Sunday, were defedlive in the opinion 
of tht law officers and otlur gcn^^lemcn, who yet approved of the 
principle, he wilhcd lo pollpnnc going into a Committee on it fill 
aftei the f cLd ^ s. It flood for to-morrow : he theicforc moved to 
difcliargc :hc order for to-morrow. 

Mr. Aldcrmr i NEWNHAM faid, the principle of the bill wds 
fo objcthonable, tl- r he willied it to be laid afidc altogether. It 
was oj^rLflivc to tl’c jwr, and lie did not like to fee it adjourned 
to the end of the fcfiion, when it might pafs through the thmnefs of 
attendance. 

Mr. BUXl'ON faid, it was only intended to adjourn it to 
Monday fe’nniglit. 

The order for to-morrow^ was difeharged, and Mr. Wilbcrforco 
moved, “ Tli.it it go into a Committee on Monday fc’nnight.^' 

Mr. M. A. TAYLOR moved an aiirendment,. for Monday 
fe’nnight, to infl'rt the words “ Monday fix months.’' The reafon 
was, that the bill was defcdlivc in its principle. It profefled to be 
a bill to cnadl that the Sibbath be morcftridlly ublcrved, on the 
provifiens of the aft of Charles the Second, and yet it enafted new 
and feverer means. By the aft of Charles IL, hiring a beat or 
wherry on Sunday, was fubjeft to a penalty of five (hillings ; bUt 
here it was to be made a mifdemcanor, and fubjeft to fine and im- 
prifonment. It was a bill of grofs oppreflion on the poor and mid- 
dling c afles, and, as he had faid before, he fhould oppofe it in 
every /:agc. 

Eo"d WILLIAM RUSSELL and Mr. Alderman ItfEWN- 
HAI^ fupported the amendment on the ikinc ground, and faid ^ 
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was calculated to deprive the poor of their innocent recreations on 
the only day which ncceffity, as well as religion, afforded them for 
reft. / 

Mr. W. SMITH faid, he never thought that the intcrefts of 
religion could be ferved by fine and imprifonnient, but he wiflied 
to fee the bill go into a Committee, that its authors might explain 
Acir ideas, which had been feverely attacked. 

Mr, COURTENAY attacked die bill wuth the force of ridicule- 
It contradicted the bill of Charles II. in every claiifc. It was a 
denunciation againft the crying of milk and mackarel ; and wdiilc 
the licentious meetings of the rich and great were to be paffed over, 
a poor man was to be made fubjeft to fine and imprilbnment for 
eroding the river in a wherry. Laft year, puddings and pics were 
to be baked by canonical hours, and morality w'as to depend on the 
time of the day. It was not by fuch fooleries that Parliament could 
enforce the obfervance of the fabbath. 

Mr. WILBERFORCE faid, the bill would continue all the 
exemptions of the afl of Cliarles II I'he prefent w^as not the 
time for difcufling the principle or pro\ifions of the bill. It was 
obvious to all men, that new abufes of the Sabbath, unknown 
twenty years ago, were now in praflicc, and ought to be checked. 
Sunday had heretofore been proteded by cuftom , but opulence had 
made us relax from the cuftDin, and in no Chriftian country was 
the Sabbath fo little obferved as in England. 

Mr. Chancellor PITT faid, the amendment was not pcrfedly 
fair, as the prefent was not a ftage of the bill. It was taking the 
Houfc by furprife. 

Mr. M. A. TAYLOR defired to corred the right honourable 
gentteman. This was not a difeuflion of his fecking. He had 
announced his defign of fei^ing on every occafion to oppofe a bill 
which he thought a fcandalous attack on the innocent recreations of 
the poor, and which could not be too foon put an end to by that 
Houfe. 

Mr, GREY agreed with Mr. Ta)dor in this opinion. It was 
called for by no ncceffity ; tliey had brought forward no proofs that 
the Sunday was not well obferved. The only place it was vio- 
lated«— the soutes and gaming afiemblics of the rich, were not 
touched by the bill ; it levelled all its feverity againfi the innocent 
amufemems of the poor* 

Mr; RYDER and Mr. SMITH were both for it, as likely to 
proted the poor. f 

TJuiMASTER OF THE ROLLS faid, It was meant merely " 
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to enforce the regulations of the of Charles II., not to make one 
new provifion. 

- I'hc Houfe divided on the amendment, and there appeared for 
the words “ Monday fc’nnJght*' (landing, 

Ayes, 43 ; Noes, 37. 

General TARLETON moved, “ That Sir Benjamin Hammet 
do attend the Houfe on Fiiday fc nnij:;lit, to declare why he is inca- 
pacitUcd from dlfcharginf^ the fundlions of a Rcpicfcntadve of the 
People. Ordered. 

The I/ondon Militia bill was read a third time. 

Mr. SHP^RIDAN faid, he ihoiiglit it his duty to objefl to the 
bill, as it infringed the chartered rights and military privileges c£ 
the city of London. He cortr. ,led tlx fcjndalous precipitancy 
with which the hill was pafled lafl fcfTion, with Lhc tardinefs of the 
proceed! fince tliat tiro. The lionomable mover of the bill 
liad laft ytMr declared the ralfing of the two regiments to be abfo- 
lutely ncccflary for the protcdlion and fafety of the cit)'’ , and he 
had urged the meafure to he fo immediately requifite, that it con- 
vc\cd to men's minds a confidcrablc degree of alarm for the peace 
and fecurity of the mctroixJis. But it now appeared tliat he viewed 
the fiibjcdl in a very diflcrcnt light ; from the month of Auguft laft, 
the time in which the appeals v^xremadc, three months had clapfed 
before it was determined whethei any amendments (liould be made 
to the bill , the Ccmimittcc had been three months more m m.iking 
their report, and now three months in addition had been loft during 
the fitting of Parliament, and all this time the city had been with- 
out cithei its n:\v or its old inilitia. It had been boafted Lift fef- 
lum, that the Lill winld not affeft the poor, as houfdioldcrs rated 
at 1 51. or upwards wcic alone affcolcd by it , but this laudable cir- 
cumftance was now' done away, as the ward rate was extended to 
every houfeholder whatever, and evrn women, the I a me and the 
blind, were afFcdled by it. Nay, fo farfioin fa\euiing the poor, as 
had been aflerted, the amendments feemed to bcp^rticuL»rly levelled 
againft the poor ; for by one of the claufc*?, tlic rich, w lio might be 
fined in 20I. or upwards, might difpiitc the matter in Wcllii under 
Hall , while the poor, who might be fined in fums luliwv that, were 
to be judged in a more fummary w'lv, without the benefit of a trial 
by jury. He f.iid tliere wxre ftvcral fucli infeiior points as thefe 
w’hicli deferved attennon , but the principal fubjeft wliicii he wi(hcd 
to urge was, the prefer i^aiion of il.c mihra'-y rig}>tr> ('f the city, and 
tic h(;pcd the Houfe would be cautious hov^ they infiing»-d them. 

'Lbc City of London has fiom time immcinoiial polLlTed the 
light of commanding and keeping at home its own militia. ^In the 
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1 7th of Charlc$ Hr that Monarch confirmed all the charters of the 
City of London. In doing fo, every charter from the earliefitime 
was recited and renewed. The charter begins, Charles II. by 
the grace of God, &c.** and goes on, we have feen the charter 
of William I.*' it then recites every charter verbatim, beginning 
each with “ we hr^ve feen,** and concludes with confirming the 
whole. The charters of Henry I. Henry IL Richard I. King 
John, and Henry III. all contain thefe words, None of the Ci- 
tizens of London (hall wage battle,** which was noticing elfc than 
an exemption from being compelled to go to war. Edw^ard II. 
being in want of men to reduce the Caulc of Leed in Kent, applied 
to the Londoners, w^ho expreffed their dnpofition to maich out, 
and fervehim, if it were not, that doing fo was agamft their charter, 
and might not only be conftrued to their prejudice in future, but 
fuch an innovation might endanger their whole franchifes , where- 
upon he granted them letters of indemnity, which arc recited and 
confirmed by Charles II. This right is ftill farther and more ex- 
plicitly confirmed by the charter of the ift of Edward III. which 
contains thefe words, And that the faid citiitcns from henceforth , 
ftiall not be compelled to go or fend to war out of the faid city.** 
This was alfo recited and renewed by Cliarlcs II, and thus we find 
that two years pofterior to paffing the acil which the new bill is faid 
to ** amend,*’ the fovereignty of the city over its own militia was 
fully confirmed. About twenty years aftcrwaids indeed, Charles II. 
iflTued a writ of quo warranto^ and feiicd all the charters of London, 
but an aft of Parliament was paffed in the fecund of William and 
Mary, annulling every thing done at r’nat time, and renewing and 
confirming the chartered rigl^ts of the City, fo that the privilege of 
the citizens in not being compelled to go or fend to war out of the 
faid city, is not only aclinowlcdgcd by the charters of many Mo- 
narclis, but has alfo been cilabliflicd by an adl of the Legiflature. 

If the proceedings in 1695 and in 17+5, are examined, it will 
alfo be found that the Government admitted this right : for they 
only ** recommended” to tlic corporation to draw out the militia. 

^ Thefe fafts, he thought, proved that the city always poffeflfcd the 
power of retaining its own military force at home for its own pro- 
teftion, and he was certain that no man could produce an in fiance 
wherein the King had commanded their fcrviccs by proclamation, 
aa he ufually commands the other militia regiments ; that is, coa- 
to the wifh, or without confulting the wifhcs of the citizens or 
corporation. Some gentlemen, however, had an idea that the aft 
of the 13th and i4.th of Charles II. deftroyed this privilegi:, and ^ 
he bpltbved they built this opinion chiefly on the preamble, whlcb 
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recites, that Within all His Majefty'6 realms and dominions^ thd 
folc and fuprcme power. Government, and command of the tailitia^ 
and of all forces by fca and land, is, and ever was, the undoubted 
right, His IVIajefty and his Royal Prcdeccflbrs ; and that Parlia- 
ment cannot and ought not to pretend to the fame, nor can levy 
war againil His Majcfly, &c.** This, he argued, ga^e the King 
fuprcme authority over the London m«litia, when it was to move 
out of the city, or was to go into aflual aclJon, but he denied iti 
giving the power of calling the militia out of the city, contrary to 
the wifh of the citizens. It was a cafe cxailly analogous to the 
general militia of the country. The King certainly poflclled the 
fuprcme command over them, and yet by adl of Parliament he 
could not fend them out of the kingdom , fo with the London Mi- 
litia, the charters of the city, and the aft of 2d of William and 
Mary, confirming thofc charters, cxprcfsly faid, that the citizens 
(hoiild not be compelled to go or fend to war out of the faid city. 
Indeed the preamble to the aft of the 1 3th of Chailcs II. was ren- 
dered nugatory, fo far^js it might be fuppofed to relate to London, 
by the circumftance of that Monarch ha\ ing confiinicd and renewed 
all the charters of the city, among which the right in queftion was 
affeitcd, two jears after the pafling of that aft, namely, in tho 1 5th 
year of his reign. Mr. Sheruian faid he had no objcftion to the two 
regiments being raifed for the defence of the City, but he begged 
they might not be confidcred as abolifliing the anciertt mihtia. In- 
deed it would be ridiculous to call them the City Militia, .is they 
muft be coirqxjfcd of mercenary recruits, ftrangers to the intcrefts of 
the citizens. He therefore moved an amendment, which would 
have reftored the ancient mihtia to its formci ftatc, if at any time of 
emergency it fhould be wanted, without putting the City to any 
additional expence. 

Mr. LUSHINGTON thanked the honourable gentleman for 
the zeal and regard which he (hewed for the City of London : he 
had equal zeal ; but he could not fee that there was any lofs of ho- 
nour in parting with the old Gothic cftabliftimcnt of trained bands, 
which from want of difeipline could never be of ufc, to an efieftive 
body of troops fuch as the new regiments w'ould be. The Magif- 
trates of the City wxrc not ambitious of military trufts ; while they 
were difeharging their duty as Magiftrates, they knew that the mi- 
litary defence of the City could be better entrufted to military men ; 
they wxrc fenfible alfo that it was a more perfefl defence for the City 
to have a military force tliat was capable of being fent to meet the 
danger wherever it might prefent itfclf, than to be kept fl&tionary 
%ithii> the precinfts of the City. The bill had been very deliber-

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atcly wci^cd and confidered, not only by the Common Council, 
biit^lfo in the difierent wards ; tlie City of London had (hewn, that 
they were moftzcaloufly attached to the principles of the Conflitution 
under which they lived, and they would be happy, he was furc, of 
marching to any part of the country which miglit be threatened by 
the enemy, fcnfible that London itfelf could only be fafe in the ge- 
neral fafety of the whole kingdom ; thtir military aflToci.itions were 
truly hoiourab c to their fpirit and their patriolifm, and furely the 
honourable gentleman could not defire that the population of the 
City of London fliould not contribute its pioportion to the general 
defence. 

Mr. Alderman NEWNHAM contended, that His Majtfly had 
the power of fending the train bands out of London, in ca(es of in- 
vafion and infurreflion. Of thofe train bands, and of their difci- 
plinc, he had no very high idea. The new corps would be infinitely 
more effeftive ; thefe corps muft always be officered by ficcmen , lie 
had the honour to be appointed an officer of one of them. 

Mr. SHERIDAN, in reply, congratulated the citi'xns of Lon- 
don on the valuable acquifition of their new reprefcntativc, who I'e- 
gan his career in tlut Houfe by an attack on their chartered rights. 
He had faid, the corporation conlifted of excellent civil Magi^lritcs, 
who were wholly unfit for military duty; and yet, the worflupiul 
Lieutenant Colonel had told the Houfe, that all tlic field ofiiocrs 
were chofen out of the corporation. The honourable gentleman 
(Mr. Lufhington) had obferved, the old military privilegv.s oi Lon- 
don had been foolifhly maintained, as one of the Gothic prejudices 
of our anceftors. Tiue ; it might be fo. Our anccfiois had many 
Rich Gothic prejudices. They had a Gothic prejudice agamft a 
(landing army ; they had a Gothic prejudice ag.uiift the erection of 
barracks, they had a Gothic notion of governing the City by the 
Civil Power, without the aflTiftancc of the military, and in flv)rt they 
had fo many Gothic notions about freedom and independence, that 
he had no doubt their memory was odious to the m<-n of the prefenC 
day. But he mud own himfelf afhamed and indignant to hear this 
new city doidrinc, which he muft fuppofe to be the laft and neweft 
of the principles of the City, as it was avowed and promulgated by 
the neweft Member, juft frc(h in his feat, that the objcdt and pur- 
pofe of any military force could be the intcinal peace of the City ; 
'Ibr there 1^ been a time when there c\iftcd a Gothic notion that 
. this mighf'^ preferved by the Civil Power ; and even in Icfs Go- 
thic times, ^ Bcckford had proved the fa6l. Nay, in thif new 
and ungpthic age, the prefect worthy Chief Magiftratc had preferved 
the peace (in tinres faid to be A ngcrous) by the Civil Epwer alone 
• 5 
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for neither old trained bands, nor new militia, exifted to a(fi(l hbnw 
Thcfe new Anti-gothic notions he dreaded, for while the militaiy 
Ma^iftratc (NewnhAm) was preparing to cover Blackheath, he would 
not now be furprifed if the new Member (Lufhington) in his zeal 
again ft Gothic prejudices were to move for the erc61ion of barracks 
around the Royal Exchange. The whole mcafure he conftdered as 
^juggle between the craft of defpottfm and the laz.inefs of commercial 
luxury, afTifted by the vanity and corruption of individuals ; and the 
refult was, in fadl, the furrendcr of a great and proud diftin^lion, 
which had been preferved with the greateft jcaloufy for many ages ; 
accompanied with a mean acknowledgment, that the City of Loiw 
don was no longer capable, without military aid, of preferving its 
own internal peace, much Icfs of difputing the encroachments of 
power, ftiould fuch a crifis arrive. Although convinced that this 
was one ot the word fymptoms of the degraded and depraved fpirit 
of the country which he had yet perceived, he denied that the raca- 
furc was agreeable to all the icfj>cftable citizens, as had been aiTerted 
by Mr. Luftiington, for he knew liimfclf that a very refpcilablc body 
of men continued firm in their oppofition to the whole of the plan; 
he however feared that a majority of the citizens were duped and de- 
luded into an indifference about it. Believing that his oppofition 
would be incffctftual, he would not prefs the matter to a divlfion* 
He had fatisfied his own mind in dating his opinion, and a more 
decided one he never had formed on any fubjedl. His amendment 
was withdrawn, and the bill pafiTcd. 

Mr. H ALHED gave notice that he (hould to-morrow bring for- 
ward a motion refpeding Richard Brothers.

General TARLETON moved, that there foould be laid upon

Sir WILLIAM MILNER brought up a petition from certain 
inhabitants of the City and County of York, which he dated to be 
to the dune purport as that which he liad formerly prefented from 
the corporation of York, praying for peace, whenever it could be 
hid confidently with the honour and fafetv of the country. I:(c ex- 
prefled his hopes that the motion which had been annoupced. by his 
honourable friend (Mr. Wilberforcc) relative to the war, would have 
the efFeA of uniting all parties. He moved that the petition do.lie 
upon the table.— Ordered. 

MVKOURTENAY moved, that die Sheriffs in Eng’ and and 

Y:; 
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Wales be (iirc^ed to tnnfmit to the Houfc rcturn<i of .ill the per- 
Ibns confined in the different jails, in confcquence of proceffes or 
profecutions by the Ecclefiaftical Courts, ftating their particular of- 
fence, and the time during which they have been confined. 

Mr HALHED. — “ Although the motion I am about to fubmit 
to the Houfc be ftrieWy conformable to the tenor of the notice 1 gavQ 
yefterday, yet I muft beg explicitly to be underftood .is having no 
thing to fay which can poffibly give offence to any gentleman who 
hears me, as if dictated by any animofity or the fpirit of party. 
Much more do I defire moft pointedly to abjure all intention of 
throwing out a Angle hint againft the F xcciitive Government of this 
country, or any one of the honourable gentlemen who compofc it, 

I (hould indeed think rnyf^lf fingubily happy it I could by any form 
of words, contrive to difarm the prejudice (if any fuch cxift, which 
I do not know^) again^ me fo as to obtain a fair and patient hearing, 
f)r what I (hall have the hr^iour to offer — if it be merely in ennfi- 
dcration of that uniform and refpeclful filcnce which I have hitherto 
obferved ever fince I have had a feat in Parliament. In the firft 
place, I hope gentlemen will acquit me of all perfonal motives in 
*thc part I now take, or in any in which I have lately engaged. 
'Indeed it is well known that I have madcfonic facnficcs both on the 
fcorc of fricnciniip and of inttreft. N<‘r docs it hitheito appear that 
by my new line of cenJufl I have any where obtained an equivalent. 
At kaft 1 think I may be permitted loudly to affert, that I have no 
finiftcr intention whatfoever. That I have no intcrcourfc with any 
man or fet of men, public or private, whofe principles or whofe 
afiions have, as far as I can judge, tended to the detriment of my 
country, or an/ of my countrymen , and that in feparating myfelf 
from tliofc gendemen with whom 1 had alvva)s been uled to adl on 
(be qiieflion of war and peace, I have ccnvludled myfclf in a fair, 
open, and confcienciouS manner, ftiiclly within my duty as a Mcm- 
}xT of Parliament, and my I’onour as a gentleman. Now, Sir, 
'to come more immuhatcly to tlic fubjccl of my intruded motion, I 
flatter myfclf I (liall not be deemed to convey any offenfive meaning, 
if 1 exprefs myfclf to have felt very great furprife, when, on die 
^th of this month, Rich.'*-d Brothers W'as taken up by a warrant 
from the Secretary of State, and as I have been told by the mef- 
fenger in whofe cuftody he now is, on’ ftifpicion of treafonable prac- 
tices. I fay I may well be furprifed, bcc^ufc I, who am confeious 
that ni&t a thought, word, or adlion of my life, ever had the rc- 
motcA tendency towards fuch crimes, have been for near two months 
back, in rhe habit of feeing him very frequently, w ithout perceiving 
in him the flighted f^mptom that could indicate any bjp^’^^kfifens j 
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and bccaufc I had latterly obferved that his haufe, in the forMoon# 
was conftantly filled by perfons of quality and fortune, of both feitc% 
and the ftrcct crowded with their carriage's ; none of which perfon^ 
I apprehend, would have once thought'of paying hini‘'a fingle 
much lefs of repeating it, if they could have conceived that they 
Were foftcring, encouraging, aiding, and abetting a traitor. Govern- 
-ment, therefore, muft have fome peculiar information on the fubjeft, 
of which both I and the perfons to vilioin I allude, maybefappofed 
ignorant , and, while I bow with the rnoft unfeigned (ubmiflion to 
the authority of the State, I hope to be indulged with fpcaking of 
Mr. Brothers in regard to that which I do know. 

As a private Man, Mr. Brothers is certainly a mofl unexception- 
able charafter , and I have lieard he was always much refpcifted and 
eftcemed in the navy. To his affability, moderation, and good 
fenfe in focicty, 1 : is impoffible but all thofe who have vifitcd him 
muft bear concordant teftimony. 

But he h.is w ntten two very extraordinary books — Aye, Sir, 
there’s the rub. I'hc man was very well apart from his pen and 
ink, but when he mounted on the Pcgafus of Prophecy, be has 
galloped over all our heads, at the' rifle, every moment, of dafbing 
out our brains, together witli his own. Perhaps, for indeed I fpeak 
only by conjecture, peihaps, I fay, thefe books may be the caufc 
of his prtfent detention. But if fo, I may rcafonably exprefs my 
aftonifhmcnt that they Ihould ftiH be permitted full and free circu- 
lation, fo much fo, that I can affure gentlemen, from my own 
knowledge, the falc of them has mod rapidly and inconceivably in- 
creafed fince the confinement of their author. Every man mull fed 
that treafon fhould not be permitted to dilfcminatc itfclf in this man- 
ner, and therefore finding that p.oobftacle whatever has bernoppofed 
to tlie vent of thofe publications, I muft ncccffarily doubt, I fay, 
whether or not they are the caufc of Mr. Brotheis's imprifonment* 
At leaft, how'cvcr, while they arc rot profccutcd, nor even threat- 
ened, I am at liberty, 1 conceive, to buy them, to read them, and 
to make my own comments on them, and to difpcife them in what- 
ever manner I chufe, and all without intending, much lefs without 
giving, any offence to the Govcinmcnt of this country. 

Thefe books, Sir, if I may be fuppofed fufficiently compos mintit 
to form any judgment on tlic fubjeft, appear to me to be found^ 
on principle which every one of us acknowledge and avow, namely, 
the common bro.ui principle of clmftlaiuty, as it is contained in the 
bible. Chriflinnity, we all know, is fubdivided into an innumer- 
able multiplicity of fadts, which differ fiom each other in more or 
fev^ fcb^inatc articles, But tlrcy muft all ncc^ffaiily ad^iit tLd 
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Interferenei^ in fwne fhape c»r odier, of God in xhc Government of 
Ac world* and the*'auAcnticity of Ac Scriptures* on which all 
chriAianicy depends. Now though I do not fay it is altogether a 
Aadow, yet it certainly is not inadmifliblc in this free country. 
Where a tranflation of the whole biblc is publiflicd in the Vernacu- 
hr tongue* by Royal authority, for any nr>an to build upon thofc 
Scriptures as a theory of his own, in conformity to that which he 
may conceiv'* to be their true and recondite meaning. Always* 
however, I moA implicitly allow— in pcrfefl fubmiAion to fiie laws 
and police of the country. As a matter moA in point* I Aall beg 
leave to iiiAancc the very numerous and very difeordant commcntaiits 
wiiicli have been written more in this kingdom rhan in any other, 
on the prophecies contained in the Old and New Tdhmcnts. I 
ihall be bold to fay, that the very Canons of the Anghcaii Church, 
wnd the authority of the prophecies thcmfclvcs, is put out of all 
doubt. All the difference that can cxiA in opinion muA ncccflarily 
be on the fcorc of interpretation. 

One man finds the wliolc of their myAcrious and hidden allufions 
Id bear exclulivcly on Rome, and another on Turkey. France is 
by fomc deemed the grand theatre of their renunciation ; by others, 
perhaps, Germany or Poland. But if one folitary individual hap- 
pen to pinch on Great Britain as thedcAined fpot for the elucidating 
of thefc enigmatical prcdifliorts, furcly it is not unfcafonablc that 
he (bottld rcquccl cool and difpaffionatc invcAigation of the grounds 
of his affertion before you condemn him to fire and faggot. Wc 
have all heard, and thought, that pcrfccution for religious opinions 
' was annihilated in England, that toleration was every where making 
a rapid progrefs. This toleration is what I now folicit , not imme- 
diately on Mr. Brothers’s account, but on my own. I folicit it in 
Ac prefent inAance for the few minutes in which I i1ia)l detain the 
Houfe, and I (hall then foUcit it for a candid perufal of the papers 
which I mean to make the fuhjcft of this day’s motion. 

I have heard, but I really know it nor on any certain authority, 
Aat Mr. Brothers’s arrcA proceeds from an exprcffion in one of the 
very laA pages of the laft edition of his book, dated 20 th of Febru- 
ary, relative to the King. If I may do it without offence, I will 
WBfiture to read that paffage, and endeavour to Aew, that it contains 
no tmTonable or inflammotoiy matter whatever. I have fclcdcd 
'Atojparticular paffage, becaufb I have very good information that 
impannclled to try him for infanity defired him to read it, 
9 ^ fay if he avowed it, both of which he did ; and really, Sir, 
, any man may do Ac fame, widiout any colour of fufpicion for^trea- 
fenabf^e pradliccs. Here it is : fee page no. ** Thc'4£6rd God 
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commands me to fay to you, Gcoi]ge the Third, King^ of En- 
gl.md, that immediately on my being revealed in London to the 
‘‘ Hebrews, as their Prince, and to ail nations as their GovemoTf 
your Crown muft be delivered up to me, that all your power and 
authority may ccafe/’ Now’, Sir, it is fair to fav, that if I 
were toprcmifca palpable impoiTilihty to fucha prc/pofition, I might 
make a fimilar demand on the King. I do not mean that it might 
not be deemed indecent or infultinc;, but we ice greater and more 
fcandaloas liberties taken every day with Ills Majefty in pamphlets, 
newfpapcis, piint-fliops, &c. If, for inftance, I were to aircrt, 
that on feme future dav, I Should afeend to tlic top of St. Pai.ls, 
and from thence flyover London, and in fight of all i:s inhabitants, 
to Weftminftcr Abbe}^ afar which the Kuig muft feat me on Ids 
Thront, andkifs my g^cat toe, moft people, I allow', would think 
me mad , but I ccrtaiiJy (houl(^ not dream of being appre’ ended 
for treafun Wlut has Mr. Br(»thers faid ' — He has Lid, that he 
fhall be revealed to t!ie people of London, by a fign fimilar to that 
of Mofes, name]., furring a cm '' mon hazel flick into a fc’-pcnt, 
and rcinvelting it into a rod, a fadi, fun *''• impofliblc to all human 
comprcht nfu n as my h}ing from St. Paul’s to Weflmmflcr Abbey; 
and that he ftiall then be vifibly accompanivd ly an angel, in the 
form of fire , after which the King muft do lo and fo. The whole 
thtrcLrc depends on the prcMous performance of a f idf, which ccr- 
tainlv no one Member of Adminiftration deems within the verge of 
poflibiliry. I muft honcftly confefs, that In this inftance, the very 
oppofite conltrudiion to that of trcafonablc intention, appears folf- 
evident , the prophet engages to accompUni his part of the miracle 
firft, after v/hich he fays, die King will perform the fccond miracle, 
namely, hand his crown to an obfeure individual, w-lio w'as his own 
fubjed, 'nd aiSually his prifoncr. Had the condiin^n been reverfed, 
the plea of treafon would not have been fo ill-founded, and the ig- 
norant, the profligate, or the ill-intentioned, might have made a 
handle of it, to the detriment of the Monarchy, if a iuffleient num- 
ber of profelytes had been obtained to co-rperate in the purpofe. 
All the inference I pretend to draw from this circumftance is the 
following : if the aflerted miiTion of this prophet be true, and if he 
be deftined to perform the miracle alluded to, his prefent imprifon-* 
ment will be no obftacle at all. If there be no foundation for hia 
predidlions, 1 think an innocent man is made ufclefsly to fufTcr for 
a mental deluiion, which did not require fuch feverity. For without 
being an cnchufiaft, I hope I may for once apply a couple of verfes 
from the book which we all proles to hold in veneration , they aro 
3otl]^aiKt 39tb verfes of the 5th chapter of ads : For if this 
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cnunfel of this work be of men, it will come to nought : but if it 
6 c of God, yc cannot overthrow it.’^ And here it may not be un- 
rcafonable to remark, that Mr. Brothers had a£tually renounced 
feing al! indifeuminate vifitors two dav> before he was arrefted by 
order of Goveinmcnt, and to this circumft.>nee he alludes, in onk 
of the laft paffages of his book, fo that In fa 6 t if he had been guilty 
of any trcafonable pra«51iccs lie had anticipated the indentions of Go-^ 
■ vernment, by voluntar)" renunciation of Government , and I pre- 
fume it \m 11 hardly be faid that foiii or five unambitious men, of 
whom I was one, having occafional admittance to pafs an h)ur with 
him in a morning, could have any fer-ous defigns to overturn the 
State, and to dethrone the King. 

Now, Sir, with rcfpci^ to his prophecies in general, I muft own, 
that as far as it has come to my knowlctlgc, all thofe which he has 
recorded in print have cither actually been alicady fulfilled, or re- 
main in a ftate of which it cannot, with any propriety, be afferted 
that their completion is imjxrfliblc. If it be a fadV, as I myfelf 
do not hefiutc to declare my unqualified belief, that he did write to 
the King, to you, Sir, to His Majefly ’s Minifters, and others, m 
the manner, and in the dates which particulanfcd many other of his 
prcdidlions, either they have been fulfilled, or, if not, jou arc 
called upon to refute them , but this I roundly maintain, and defy 
any man to prove the contrary, that out of hi< prophecies, as here 
publiflicd, not one has hitherto turned out to be falfe , and all the 
miferablc attempts, in mifcrabic pamphlets, to fritter them away, 
or demonftrate their failure, have ended in the difgracc of tln»r 
authors. 

During the denunciations yet unfulfilled, and which I, in com- 
mon with every other man, linccrcly hope may never be fulfilled, 
arc fomc which relate to this Pailiamcnt, arrl to the Houfc where I 
am now fpeaking. If it be true. Sir, that I have ftill mamy friends 
here, who would kindly interpofe to favc me from that precipice c'f 
obloquy and difgracc, down which they think I am about to nidi in 
confcquencc of my prefent motion, I hope they will not deem it un- 
pardonable in me to be guided by a fimilar fcntlment, and to adt 
upon the fame motives of pure philanthropy, however erroneous, 
if I may be fo unhappy as to apprehend tlicir Handing on the brink 
of a precipice infinitely more alarming^ and to fay the truth, it is 
my opinion. Sir, I knew Mr. Brothers but a very fliort time be- 
fore I publifhed a fmall pamphlet, which I hope every gcntlemart 
here has received. I never faw citlicr of tliefe books of prophecies, 
or indeed heard of them till the 5 th of January lall, and the tenth 
of the lame month was the fird time I ever faw their ag^hor. % 1 
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read his works, and compared them with the feriptures, as advifed. 
I dec’arc upon my honour, this is the whole and entire ground of 
the prefent bias of my thoughts, which in one fenfe may certainly 
be cJlIcd mv converfion. I confefs, indeed, that having a good 
deal of kifuie, I took confidcrablc piins on the fubjedf-, and by tre- 
quent ptrufal, difcovcred a vnk^ of conncdiiuns and coincidences 
- betw^ecn the f( \er*l pirts of his w oiks with each other, and between 
the w^iole an ! > foiip^urcs, whic 1 it finl figiit had totally efcaped 
mv attention. Is it very uni c ifoniblc or indcccn* on my part to 
wifh that gentlemen would apply fomc pirt of the Icilurc of the ap- 
proaching rcccfs of Pirliament, to a deliberate perufil of the fame 
WT3rVs^ Cart anv detriment icfiilt fmin it ^ Is 1“ impofTible thit 
God fhould once m >ic inteiferc in hiiman aTiirs, is we have the 
rccoidcd tdiimony of the EiLlc to prove he did foimcrly ? This is 
all I afk 

G( ntlemcn will undoubtedly rccollcdl frjqucnt and palpable inat- 
tention both of Governments and whok nations tociikovciits of the 
iitmolf in. vjrtancc, and winch have aitcrw irds given a new' turn to 
the affairs of mi^htv empires ; to indancc onl> one cafi, by hovr 
many crowned ht ids and powerful countries was Columbus njedfed, 
when he offered praehcdly to demondratc the exiftcncc of the 
Weftorn Continent^ the thing was dtemed impoffiLle, the very 
fiippofition, perhaps, was tn itcd by many as impioii . Padfs, 
h mover, hive fince bore fuffiernt evidence to (he folidity of his 
opinions, and kft nothing but 1 egret and remorfe to thofc who had 
too piceipititcly defpifed them. 

In his kcond book, page in my edition, he fays, lie 
was commanded by the Lord God to go the Iloufe of Parliament 
on the 1 7th of Miy, 1792, and acquaint tlie Members, for their 
own pcrlbnal fafety, and general benefit of the country, that the 
time of the world w'as come to fulfil the 7th chapter of Daniel.*’

miacd to the bar of the Houfc, and there be fuffered to declare to 
•JUS aojfrthiqg: he may hive it in command from God to fay.

Mr. D. RYDER alkcd, where docs this favR appear^ He was 
anfwcrcd, Kiom the papers on the table.” He faid, he expedltd 
10 be told fo , but he infilled that nothing like it w'as to be drawn 
from them, and rhcieforc he fhould give die motion his hearty ne- 
gative, both as not having been piovtd, and ai not being, in his 
opinion, worthy tliC attention of the Hoiife, from its infignificance 
In facl, there was no charge w'hatcvcr , for by the papers it fimply 
appeared that the hoiu^jrabJc Mtinber had delegated his piivikgc to 
his fon , and the honourable Member himfcH had, without contra- 
didlion, afierted that he had been generally incapable of cxcrcifing 
it himfelf , and tliat, in f.^dl, he never had exercifed it fince he firll 
fo appointed his fon. to the extent to which it had been exer- 
cifed, that was quite a di fie rent qntfcion, and could never be charged 
as a crime , however, if pr(/vcd, it might be an abufc of privilege. 
Upon thefe grounds he moved for the Hoiife fo proceed to the other 
orders of the day, in order to get nd of the piefent quefti('n. 

Mr. GREY faid, tint the fenfations of every gentleman, on the 
prefent occafion, could not be otherwifc than unpicafant. evi- 

dence before the Houfe ecifainly was deficient, and might notjuftify 
the jjafTing of the motii^n prone )fed by General Taileton, but funly 
the charge agjinfi Sir Bt^njamin did not dderve to be confidered m 
fo frivolous a manner as Mr. Ryder had ticatcd it. The privilege 
of franking had been ^r'^nted, not for piomoting the intcrefts of 
Members, but of avoiding thofc expcnccs which a gentleman might 
be put to in his official cap»city of a Member of Parliament. But 
if it fhould be found that the pow cr granted by the afl had been made 
tife of for purpofes of piivate intcreft and profit, could it be faid that 
a charge of luch a nature was cither a light or a fiivolous charge ^ 
Bodily infirmity had been pleaded — the Houfe had heard the plea, 
and therefore he could wifh that an adjournment of the debate fhould 
take place in order to inftitute an inquiry. Sir Benjamin Hammct 
had produced letters which Rated, that it was ncceirary for him to 
abftain from bufincfs. Was franking fuch a bufinefs as it wms nc- 
ceffar)^ to delegate ?

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however, affured the Houfe, that he had not offended agalrtft'the 
claufc of the ait of Parliament intcntionallv: that he had confultcd 
gentlemen, his fricnck, upon the matter, and they all thought the 
• fame on that as the honourable Baronet himfclf had dune. He faid 
alfo, that if he had really offended againft the principle of the aft 
of Parliament, he begged pardon of the Houfe. The honouiable 
and learned gentleman then faid, that the chief part of the charges 
allcdgcd againft the honourable Member who w^as withdrawn, was, 
in his having continued the delegation of his privilege to frank letters 
to his fon, during thoft intervals ot time when his ftatc of health 
did not require it. This, he apprehended, arofc from a wifli not 
to give too much trouble to the Poft-Officc, as he knew that the re- 
turns of his indifpofition w^ere very frequent, and as it appeared from 
his affertion, in hrs cKculpacion, that only one perfon (his ion) was 
employed in franking, he thought, that the prefent moment, when 
the abufe, or even the power of abufe in this particular, was on the 
point of being effci 4 ually put a flop to, there was no occafion for 
the Houfe to take any more ferious notice of the matter at prefent. 
He was extremely glad, h*A>evcr, that the motion had been brought 
forward, as it would fhtw the people of this country how feelingly 
alive the Members of the Houfe wxrc to any privilege entrufted to 
them for the public good— and how very jealous of the fmalleft 
abufe of them. For the reafons he had adduced, however, he had 
fcconded and fhould fupport, the motion for the order of the day. 

Mr. JODDRLLL differed in opinion with the Matter of the 
Rolls as to the point of the order of the day. He thought if the 
original motion was adopted and feme cenfure conveyed upon the 
honouiable Member, it would have a much greater effeft on the 
minds of the people, as to the jealoufy of the Houfe, and their lively 
feelings for the privileges entrufted to them for the public good, 
than the adoption of the motion of the order of the day could poffibly 
imprefs upon them. lie w’as forry his honourable friend who had 
brought forward the motion, had not produced ftronger evidence in 
fupport of it , and he thought if the debate ftiould happen to be ad- 
journed, he would be able to do fo to that extent which would juftify 
the Houfe m agreeing to the original motion. He fhould therefore 
oppofc the order of the day. 

Gcncial I'ARLhTON faid, that he Ihould not take up the time 
of the Houfe by faying many words. A right honourable gentleman 
(Mr. Ryder,) a fort of a Min»ftcr, had afferted tliat the prefent mo- 
tion he had brought forward was frivolous and trivial.

Mr. BYNG prefented a petition on behalf of the gardeners, inalt- 
fters, brewers, dilbllers, foapboilers, chandlers, and other tradef- 
men, ftating, that if the bill now pending for the obfcrvance of the 
Lord’s Day be pafled into a law, they would be materially injured 
in their trades, and feme of them ruined. 

Referred to a Committee on the bill. 

Mr. HOBAR'r brought up the report of the Franking bill. 

The amendments to the relolutions of the former Committees 
upon the bill being read, 

Mr. DENT faid, he had great fatisfadbon to fee Government 
attentive to the objcdl of corrcdling abufes in the privilege of frank- 
ing— abufes which had fubfiftcd to an alarming degree. He had 
no objeftion to this bill, but he wanted to abolifh other abufes, 
namely, thofe which arofe from the cxercife of franking by clerks 
in the ddfertnt offices. He muft, however, obferve, that there 
\Acrc fome of the Members of tliat Houfe who had abufed the pri- 
vilege of franking to a degree that made it ffiameful. He under- 
flood, that fome Members had for ihc'r own emedument franked 
letters to a vaft amount. He would fupjxyft that a Member of tliat 
Houfe had got another to aflift liim, who could wiitc a better hand, 
and more expeditioufly than himfelf, in that cafe fome farther in- 
formation ihould be had from the Poft Office. He w^oiild fuppofc 
another cafe, that a Member, under the allegation of his being too 
infirm in body to write for himfelf, although he might come to the 
Houfe in apparent good health, Ihould appoint another to write for 
him a prodigious number of letters daily foi a great length of time. 
He would then afk, whether fome farther regulation than this bill 
provided was not neceffary to check an evil on which the Public 
cried out fhame. There was a circumftancc to which he could not 
help alluding, becaufe it was fo applicable to the fubjedl n:)w before 
the Houfe. He had lately read in a ncwfpapcr, that a Member of 
that Houfe had fold his privilege of franking for 300I. a year. If 
this was true, the Houfe ought to inftitutc an inquiry into the fadt. 
If it was falfc, thp vengeance of that Houfe ought to fall on the 
printer of fo atrocious a libel. This he faid, in order to call the 
attention of the Houfe to the abuics that had fo long and fo fhamc- 
^^llyiilibfifted in the privilege of fiankmg , and although the bill

Mr. LONG thought that this inquiry was unneecr’nv, and that 
if it w^as gone into, it would not remedy dit evil, i ic had heard 
of abufes in many of the offices , he inquired, and found ihat many 
exifted, but he found alfo that thefe ahufes had been greatly exag- 
regard to liaunel'es of venifon, lie apprehended 
Ilut die honourable gentleman imfconceivcd the matter. If any 
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thing of that fort had been carried from the Poft Office, 

'was not defrauded by it, although he had no doubt of the faAbcihg 
as the horour.iblc gentleman related, for he had heard of d turtle 
being fent in rhe fame way. But the fad was tliis : by tlie con- 
tract of the Puft Office, on mall roaches, thefc things were carried 
as parcels under the fame right as that bv \\hich palfcngcrs were 
earned by the mail , and therefore this iias no fiaud upon the re- 
venue. Now, with regard to this Committee being unncceffary, 
he mull obfjrvc, that already many legulations had been adopted 
in thefe otrers, and many others Wv.r'* about to be adopted, and 
would be earned into cfTcd as fpeedily a'> p'Mliblc. Another rea- 
fon why he fliould vote againd going into this Committee was this : 
lie Was convinced, tint Irom the manner the accounts wcie kept 
of tlitfe flanks, they could not be brought before the Committee. 

aking tlic wffiolc of the matter together, he fjw no good that 
would rcfult from the propoltd inquiry, and therefore he tliought it 
would be better to leave the matter to the operation of the rcgula- 
iMiio which had already been, and othcis that are alx)ut to be, 
adopted. If, after a fair 111 al, they fliould be found incfteduil, 
then (ume other remedy might be propofed. 

Mr. COURTENAY faid, jt appealed to him that the cliicf 
rcafon for biinging this motion forward was, its b^ing denied that 
any abulc exilled in thefe rifficcs Now that thefc abufes were ad- 


mitted to exift, and that it was faid they were to be correfted, he, 
on that account, was rather inclined to agree with gentlemen on 
the odicr fide, and therefore he hoped the fenfc of the Houfc would 
nor be taken on the motion. 

Mr. BOUVERIE faid, he fliould fupport the motion, on the 
giound that the honourable gentleman who made it, had pledged 
himfclf to prove the abufes which he dated , abufes which, indeed, 
icCined, to a certain extent, rwiw to be acknowledged. Minifters 
cjugh: to be obliged to the Houfc for ftimulating tlicm forward in 
tins bufinifs, for they feemed to want a ftimulus. 

Mr. WILMOT thought it was ncceflkry to go into abufes, 
which were acknowledged to exift, becaufc the qucftion ought only 
to be on the mode of adopting a remedy ; one remedy was now tid- 
ing , if that failed, another might be tried hereafter. 

Captain BERKELEY did not pretend to know any thing of any 
of the offices, except the Ordnance ; he maintained, however, that 
there no abufc as to franking in that office ; if there was, he 
ftioiild be excel] ively obliged to the honourable gentleman fir dating 
it to liim. ^ ' 

lAr. DENT admitted he knew of no abufes In the Ordnance, 
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others tlicrc were abufes to an enormous extent, and parti- 
cularly in the Cuftoms, 

Mjr. W. SMITH wifliM the motion to be withdrawn, hicaufc 
he thought the notoriety of the abufes alluded to, fuperfoded the 
neceflity of inquiring into their exilicnoe. I'he beft thing thit 
could be done, wis to apply a remedy as foon as poiTiblc , befidci, 
there might be fome diHiculty in proving the abufes, althoii di they 
w^cre notorious, becaufe when the Houle came to examine evidence, 
they muft fubjci!d thcmfcivcs to certain formal rules , and many 
gentlemen who had alnady finnifli‘d tins infoinnrion privately to 
Munbcis, could not be called upon to give their unnnony in public 
withr>ut a breach of faith.

Mr. THOMAS GRLNVILLE Oid, that if the fubjeft to 
which he now rofc to call the attention of the Houfc w as as new^ as 
it was important, he (hould feel confiderablc apprehenfion in bring- 
ing it forward.

B*J'‘ the objection to this mode w is, that tlicic might occur diUiC'. 
of a nature pn amount to that of dccioi g with rLfpeeS: to contro- 
v,.rrcd election, and that the appropnad )n ot hve or lix \ACcks for 
the puipofo, might, in fomc inltanecs, intufcrc wuth the dd pitch 
of public bufimfs of the mcyl urgent and puffing defcription. JIj 
was at the iinu d. hrous, if pv)fliblc, to avoid bringing torvvard 
miv ruw mode of proounng, by oouijCihioi, a fifficicnt attendance 
of Mcipbcrs. The Houle hid aluidy ample powers for that ob- 
jcH, an I It w's only his wnh by the i>!ll which h : (hoiihl bring for- 
ivard, til It they Hi )uld hi n 't )»*cd to ttv full cxcrcdc of thofe func- 
tions, and tint the aufhorii^ Wiiieh had been fafpendod in the lo^h 
of the rcign of his present Majtuy, ftiould ngiin he revived. But 
while he fcoiircd the advantage o( that niilhoiicy, it was alfo hu wifli 
to affoid fomc relief the AlLmber-. by the mode which he fliould 
adopt in foimmg t!ie dcHion Committees, In dimmilliing the 
numbers, hon’cvei, Ik would by no me ins have if undv.rd lod as if 
he intended to reli< the duty. The (iiinirvnou of niimbci'i which 
he wouM fuggo.t w'ls, tint inllcad of an Iiundrcd Members being 
required to attend, fixtv might bo fiiriio«ent , tint inftead of forty- 
nine, only twcnry-fcveii inigh*- b' dra\vui, and inlload of fifteen, 
only eleven appointed a*, a tnmmU<ec, including the nominees. 
This Cvilculation \vi)iild be foim 1 to be very neaily in the proportion 
of the ):mcr numbers. Thc’"c ware Cime other regulations winch 
he fii ) jM propo^', n imc ly, w h. re out of fixty Members they fliould 
not be able to make a CominuLce, that tuofe who had been excufed 
in confequenLC of age or l^rvicc, fliould be obliged to take their 
turn in the ordci in which they had been drawn in the ballot, and 
that a peremptory cxcufc fliould not be admitted, except as in the 
cafe of a Jury at the Old Bailey, the Member had attained the age 
of 70. There were fomc othi. r regulations with refpeft to the re- 
newal of pctitiim'i, &c. which would more properly come to be dif- 
culfed in the Committee. He had mentioned only a few of the 
outlines of Ills in:endeJ bill, and if leave fliould be givcn_tgj) ring 
it in, he fliould move that it might be read a firft Umc to-day, Tff’ 
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iord^r that it might be printed, and a fubrcqucnt day appointed for 
its conlideration. 

Mr- BAKER objeftcd to any diminution of the Members by the 
bill propofed to be brought in; he fliould rather wifli that a claufe 
might be introduced requiring them to be incrcafcd. He fuggefted, 
that on every dav appointed to ballot for an Eleftion Committee, 
there ought to take place a call of the Houfe. 

Mr. FOX was alfo of opinion that the numbers ought not to be 
diminifhed. He fuggefted that on the days appointed to ballot for 
an Eleflion Committee, there might be a ftanding order to call 
over the Houfe , and that when an attendance of three or four hun- 
dred was fecured, they might proceed to appoint more Committees 
than one on the fame day. Thus the Houfe would be faved from 
the awkward predicament of being obliged, as in the prefent Parlia- 
ment, to appoint Committees at the end of the third feffion, m or- 
der to try the right of gentlemen to fit there as Members. On days 
appointed for tranfafling public bufinefs they might choofe at Icall 
one Committee, and on ordinary days they might proceed without 
delay or interruption to their firft duty of correctly afccrtaining thofc 
who were qualified to fit in the Houfe. 

Mr. RYDER objefted to ftrong mcafurcs being adopted, in or- 
der to compel the attendance of Members, as it might prevent gen- 
tlemen who were in p.irticular fituations, fuch as lawyers, merchants, 
and perfons in office, from taking feats in the Houfe. 

Mr. M. A. TAYLOR faid, that if gentlemen thought proper 
to accept of feats in the Houfe, they ought to be prepared to dif- 
charge their duties ; every man w^as equally bound to attend to the 
bufinefs of the public, ,and there ought to be no diftmclion. 

After fomc remarks from Mr. Hawkins Browne, and Mr. Syl- 
vefter Douglas, and a few words in reply fiom Mr. T. Grenville, 
leave was given to bring in th^ bill. 

Lord PARKER fignified to the Houfe, His Majefty’s plcafurc to 
itceivc their addrefs of congratulation, on the nuptials of his Royal 
Highnefs the Prince of Wales, at three o’clock to-morrow% 

General SMITH faid, that purfuant to the notice he had given 
on a former occafion, he rdfe to make a motion to which he conceiv- 
ed that there could not be the fmalleft oppoficion. He muft own, 
indeed, he was rather furprifed to underftand that there was fome 
difficulty entertained with refpefl to the propofirion which he meant 
to bring forward, as nor being fandioned by any precedent. He 
fhould have thought that it would only have been ncccffary to leave 
’Arxlcdfion to the jufticc of the Houfe. They could not, iwithin 
the fpacc of three ihort months, have foigottcn the diftinguifhed

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merits, arid galhnt fcrvices of the brave officer, to whofc membry’* 
he now propofod to trtet a inc'numcn*-. I [ere Geneial Smith en- 
tered into a rceiral of the ci nducl-V of Captain Faulknoron different 
occalionN, pirticulaily the action in wJiieli he loir his life. Many 
for exertions Ii^Is mcrnoiio* s had leccivcd the g’-cateft rcwaids, and 
been cLvatul to the i'‘”licrr honoui^. lie (pjottd the iuftancc of 
the lihti.il provifion \MiKh had bc<n made for the numerous family 
vi Capl ill Fanner. 1 [c toneluded wuh moving, '1 nat an humble 
addiXo he pieienud to His M jeffv, tliat ili*. MajclV would l»c 
pk ded lo ',ivc directions llut« 'Monument Ihoiild be tied- 
cd in fht eolkiinte ehoich of St PctcFs, WLl'^minllcr, to the 
rnorvof Captjin Faulknor, &.c. 

Mr. C. ill' V laid, that he was anxious to foOond ihis mothai, 
not becaufe he fe utd it would want the fiinport of perfonsof gi eater 
infmcnct llian hiirLlf, biitbceuif, fioin ir.k)rmation v.lueh h-? 
had received from a putieulu d. he vv is tn tblcd to udtl fomc 

circLimfi rx'e's to the telliiiH'in which had juff been boinc to tlie 
mciits of llie (dheer v ho was the ( l>j» et of the motion. li, 

iiidted, as the Gc'iti v had ii^'gericJ, there was ioine diffieuhy en- 
tertainei^ on th^ pu ViU (.ec ifi ni, vMih infjxet to preccvlent, tins 
wvs a CaiL, in which, of ail othirs, piccedcnt might be dilpai'nl 
widi. A triuute of nitional rdpc'-t and gratitude was lUie to Cap- 
tun FaulkiV'r, not men Is h'r liis hclusuMt in the adlion m which 
he tell, but f)r a long feiics ot gdhiU llrvicts in the eoiiife of jt. 
life, which, though ffiort inJted viiili lefj'ccl to time, was not Ids 
ilhiftrioU'* fiom the numhei and hiihianey ofliib aciuevements. He 
was a mail, tlic admiration of all who krx w him, and in an c\pc- 
diiion whuh, he might take* upv^n Inm to fav, v/«is diftingu idled hy 
military entcrpn/c and condudt, h.id lignalucd lumfelt beyond Ins 
peers Mr. Giev heic enLCicJ iiuo .i iccital of t}ic paiticuhns of 
his c.'nilu>^i on ditler^.nt oc» ali(/ns. He tiulled, that on this rioU 
to ciect a inoiuimciu to tlic mcniory of an uuiecr, who after having 
Tendered the mr/i eminent f ivicta to hiscountiy, fallen covered 
wuth glorj', that fhcic would nut bt onp dillenticnt voice, but that 
all Would cheurfully concur in pa)ing a tiibutc r>ot Icfs honou:ablc 
to him, w'hofe ineiitb it was iatended to commemorate, tlian it 
would be ferviceabJc to the nation, by infpiring in othcis an emu- 
lation of his virtues. 

JV^r WINDH'VM faid, that he felt himfclf placed in an unplca- 
fant fituatuai, in bang obliged to oppofc the motion— the inore.fo, 
from rlie udour witii which it Jiad been brought forward Ly the lio- 
nourable gepirleinan, and v^vhich might give to his oppoliticn 
pcarancc of foine ciideiencc m opinion, or in teUing* No mau. 
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however, was more ready than himfclf to allow, that no aciions 
could have been moie brilliant, and no life n ore il’ulhioL«;, than 
thofe of Captain Kud^nor. He was not, however, fiom any 
thing thithad been faul, relieved from the d'fficuly with rcrpn'*! to 
creeling a monument to his inemorv. ' Whit had been the uilc 
obferved in the rife of oilier iiRiin.noi s officers ? It was ncecffiiry 
either to lool: to the pnnci]>ij tl it Ip<l 1 ceii followed in former in- 
ftanecs, or to adopt fome ik\v lulc (if i.cUon 1 he role hitherto 
cxifling in iif I'^e wa ’o opj'ofuion totlic motiiTi now pn pofc,d, and 
forbade them to give way to tluir f( dings on tlu oecaniin.

The riglit hum nnblc gcipRinan had, 
howevvT, thouglu pioper to anlv\ei it bv a long ftiaN of a iiilc which 
no wdicre appeared, ddic righ, honouiihle gvntk.naii had laid 
down a vciy true principle, that honouis did nor bce<'mc more va- 
luable in projxirtion as they wercla\ilhlv Iv lowed, and he wilhcd 
it had been more attended tom rlio dirmluti'iii ( <' the \ores of 
thanks of 1 iff feffion But would the lion mi t'f my of tlic Britifli 
heroes be tarnilhcd by having the monument of C ipti«in F.iulknor 
placed next to theirs? Would not liu c iMk'guc rather n .cnc iiclh 
, fplcndor from the addition of lo ilhilfriiuis a name - When the light 
Utmourable gentleman laid fo much- Ihefs on picccdeiits, ^v.is he

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afraid that the precedents for conferring honours on fuch lingular and ^ 
extraordinary merit might become too numerous ^ He was fure 
that there was no precedent in which fuch a motion as the prefent 
bad been brought forward and icfufod ; and he trufted that tYim 
Houfc on the preient occafion would attend to the H’f^ates of their 
own feelings and the national honour, railicr than the authority of 
the right honourable gentleman. 

Mr. RYDER defended Mr. Windham ; but exprefled his wifli 
that a refolution might be drawn up, Hating the rtaloii why the mo- 
tion vt as negatived, that tlicrc might be no rotjm to fufpcfl: that 
there was any difference of opinion as to the merits of Captain 
Faulknor. 

Sir WILLIAM PULTENEY faid, that the effufions of refpea 
:md gratitude, called forth by extraordinary exertions m the fcrvicc 
of the countiy, were equally creditable to the parlies, and to them- 
felvcs. Were they to be fettered by rules and by prcccdcnrs •’ No, 
it was impoHiblc to rcHrain the feelings of men. He rerraiked the 
inconfiftcncy of :hofc who fo highly extolled thq merits of Captain 
Faulknor, and yet refufed the motion, and blamed the niggardli- 
nefs of honours, which charadlerifed the fyftcm of this country. In 
the fervicc fcniority and money alone led the way to promotion, 
and that Houfc had only the opportunity which they ought never to 
let flip, in an inflance fucli as the prefent, to mark their feelings, 
with refpeft to exalted merit. 

After feme explanation, Mr. Windham profefled his rcadinefs 
to withdraw his motion for the order of the day, if fome mode could 
be found of adjourning the original motion, in order to fearch for 
precedents. 

Mr. WILBERFORCE fupported this laft propofition. 

The queflion was then put, that the other orders of the day b< 
now read, and negatived without a divifion. 

The SECRETARY AT WAR faid, the queflion of the order 
of the driy bting now' difpofed of, he would move that the debate on 
the original motion be adj'ourncd for a few days— which being fc- 
conded, 

Mr, FOX rofe immediately and faid, that after attending to all 
that had been fpoken of rule and precedent, he muft reprobate in the 
ftrongeft terms the motion now made ; a motion, which he would 
venture to fay, was one ^ t the moft Indecent, inrc;gular, and dif- 
graccful, theit could have been made in that Houfe. He wilhed to 
pfk on r!i? fubji (Lt of rules and precedents, by what rule or by what 
precc'lent they were to cflimatc the merits of officers who bad dif- 
tinguiflied thcmfdvcs in an cxtiaordinary manner , how could fimi- 
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lar fervices be oompnred and how could rules be made to dlmdt 
and regulate the feelings of men upon fuch a fubjcA ? In his opinion 
it was impoflible, and he hoped he would hear no more of that IbrC 
of ar]pument. A fort of argument which he would venture to txf 
never had been ufed in that Houfe before, and one tliat he never 
thought could have been urged againft the motion of liis honourable 
friend. But when the condu£t of Captain Faulknor was admitted 
and known to them all, to be as gallant, heroic and meritorious, as 
any that the page of hidory could boad of, it mud feem rather ex* 
traordinary that upon fo extraordinary an occalion, a motion (hould 
be made for a Committee to fcarch for precedents, as If that Com* 
mittee could fearch into the minds of the Houfe, and the minds of 
the Public, for the degree of honour the country had reaped from 
the condudl of a brave officer ; the degree of gratitude which his 
country owed him for his fervices, or the degree of warmth with 
which that Houfe ought to exprefs their feelings on fuch a cafe. 
The indance of the illuftrious Lord Chatham might very properly be 
brought forward in the prefent occafion. Did it enter the head of 
any man at that time to talk of rules and precedents for granting 
rewards and honours fo judly merited ^ Certainly not, and the cafe 
was fomewhat fimilar even upon the arguments of the honourable 
gentleman who wiftied to fearch for precedents, for though there had 
been many able and good Miniders, whofe fervices had paffed un- 
noticed by monuments, yet that fort of negative rule was not even 
darted, nor did he believe there was a man at the time that could 
have thought of it. As to getting rid of the original motion, he 
was extremely forry that any fuch idea had ever been entertained ; 
but of all modes that could have been adopted, that of appointing a 
Committee to fearch for precedents, was the mod unw^orthy, and, 
he mud add, difgraccful to the Houfe, that could have been fug* 
gtded. This Committee were to tell them, he fuppofed, what 
their feelings ought to be with refpeft to the merits of brave men, 
and what feelings were necelTary to conditute a widi to exprefs a 
fenfe of gratitude, cither by honours or rewards, for fervices per- 
formed to the Public ; to decide upon the original motion, was the 
only way to do judice to fuch a cafe. And if they did not, and 
went into this Committee of Inquiry, he wifhed to know how the 
rcfult would affeA the Houfe. If upon this fcarch no precedent is 
found, which might be very likely, what would they do then I 
Perhaps they thought they enhanced the value of this tribute of re- 
fpe^S, by confiderii^ the cafe after inquiry, as one upon whicli only 
fuch a teftimony of national gratitude ought to be bedowed. Again, 
upCh the much-argued point of rule and precedent, he would (ay 
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once for all, that he knew of no fuch rule as had been alluded to, 
and he even denied that any fuch cxifted. If it did, it never had 
been ftated. In the cafe of Lord Chatham, the Honfc had, much 
to their credit, in his opinion, gone greatly farther than voting a 
monument to his memory ; they amply and liberally provided for 
his family, and fmall as the (hare he had in that tranfaftion, there 
was no vote he had ever given that afforded him more fatisfaflion. 
What was the condutT: of the Houfc upon that occafion ^ did any 
body think of fcarching for precedents ^ No , the only precedent 
mentioned was that of the Duke v>f Marlborough , but in his cafe 
it w'as bccaufc he had been a fiiccefsful Ot^eral, and by his victo- 
ries had eflcntially ferved his country ; the iJoufc of Ci^mmons, 
how'ever, did not look to this as a rule or precedent, but eonfidtiing 
that Lord Chatham had likcwife icndered cfltntial fcrviccs to the 
State, were uncmimoufly of opinion that all who ecpially promoted 
the intcicfts of the nation were equally intiflcd to the honours end 
rewards which their fcrviccs merited. He concluded by warmly 
exhorting the Houfc to fuppnrt the ong»nal motion, and to rrfift the 
fidjoiiinmen% for thcpiirpofc of ippointing a Commitlevof Inf|uiiy, 
as derogatory to tlie honoin and chara'^cr of a Butifh Hou^e (»f 
Commons, and higlily unpopular and difgr.iccfiil in the eyes ol the 
nation. 

The SECRETARY AT WAR fald that gentlemen could find 
no difficulty in combiting aigununts winch they themfcivcs created 
for the purpife of oppofing them , yet ncjthmg that had bicn faid 
could alter Jiis opinion, that however meritorious and gallant the 
conduft of Captain haulknor had been, and nobody felt moie than 
he divi a proper fenfe of that brave offie'er’s merit, yet he muff con- 
tend and infill that in all foimcr times our anccllors had been guided 
by fomc rule and precedent , the qutlfion therefore w^as not now 
whether that wa^ a good or a bid rule, wdueh might be alterw.irds 
difeufred, hut whetli^n it w'ould not be w^ife to foUow^ the hue chalked 
out by tliofe who h.iJ gone before us Some gLUiIcmcn had dcfpifcd 
negative rules, but he really thought a n«-gative rule might be as 
ftrong as an affirmative uile. He recurred to the many inftanecs 
of bravery and good conduct tliat iiad paffed unnoticed, fuihas Cap- 
tain Courtenay’s — Why had that cagernefs to pay tlie tributes due 
to tiieir valour never appeared ^ The words of tills motion feemed 
to indicate that the gentlemen thcmfelvcs knew that fuch motions 
were not common in fimilar ciicumflances. With rigard to the 
inftance of Lord Chatham, it ought to be icmcmbcrcd thn thcic 
were fev/ or no inffrrccsof fla*-cfmcn laipg rew'aidcd in that manner 
thtn,saful that infi.iiKcs liinilar to Captain baulLnor’s, of good auJ 
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gallant conduft in officers, were numerous, and happened daily both 
in tliis and fi^rmer wars. He confidered his motion as not only 
prudent and ncccffary, but as proper in every rcf]TC<5t, and denied 
that flic delay could be difgraccful to the Houfc or difli()nourablc to 
the memory of Captain Faulknor, whether the refnit of the inquiry 
turned out that the objtvil of the motion ought to be granted or re- 
fufed. 

General TARLETON faid he had never been a fervilc obferver 
of rules or precedents, particularly vith rtfpccl to the conduft of 
officers, It had always been his \^ifli that thiii couduft fliuuld bo 
canvaifcd when living, uid hunniircd wl tn dead. It did not belong 
to their eharaelcr to court obiLurity ; more notorious and public 
their conduct was made, the more u vuuUI he to their honour if 
ijgiit, and the more to their dtfniec, if v.iong, the moie bcncfici- 
allv would It Opel ate as an ck upl<‘ or a warning to others. He- 
fpol^e wannh’ut Captain Fau’knor^s iTien'’s, and m fuppjrt of the 
ongiiiv I qiicdion-

1 lus was the military 
feeling, and he believed the feeling ol ihc Iloiife. He vciy much 
difliked the idea of getting rid of ft»ch a motion as the honourable 
Generals by a fliew of good words, ami a condud fo dicimetrically 
oppolitc to that which he thought the honour of the Hoafe and the 
country demanded. 

Mr. COURTENAY f.iid, that he could not help remarking, 
that from a fpeech of a IcarnLd gentleman, it was nccclfarj' that an 
•officer, however gallantly he had behaved, or even if he had loft his 
life in battle^ muft make up fonic fort of title deed to his meats 
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tefere they could be recognized by that Houfe. And thus it was 
that the gentlemen oppofire thought It nccefTary to check the glowing 
fpirit of that Houfe ; eager to pay honour to the memory of Captain 
Faulkner, whde conduct was loudly praifed from all iidcs/ as if 
Iqr waiting for three or four days, it miglit be found that fomebody 
^fe hadafted as well, and not been noticed, which would be a pre- 
cedent cither for rejedling the motion, or enhancing its value by the 
inquiry. He gave his right honourable friend (Mr. Windham) full 
creefit for his manly and liberal feelings, and bdieved that if he had 
been placed in the fame lituatlon with Captain Faulknor, there was 
no man more likely to have a£led as he did. He rather felt the more 
for his honourable friend, who confidcred it as a duty impofed upon 
him to oppofe the motbn. He regretted this for two renfons ; hrft, 
the honourable gentleman being in no office which could nnake it his 
duty, and fccondly, the abfence of the Secretary of State ; and by 
the way he bclievol he was purpofely abfent, wilhing to expofe his 
honourable friend to all the difficulty and odium that muft attend 
even an official oppofition to fuch a mcafurc in a Britifh Houfe of 
Commons. He adverted to the difference between Captain Courte- 
nay’s cafe and Captain Faulkner’s ; tlie firft was entirely the finglc 
cafe of an individual, the other was placed in a (ituation in which 
at was thought not individually poffihle for him to do what he had 
done. He followed his honourable friends in what they had faid of 
luoxi Chatham’s cafe, negative rules not being thought of in thofc 
days. It might have been faid that Lord Godolphin, Lord Som- 
mers, and others, had been great and ufcful ihtcfmcn, and had 
jpaffed unnoticed by monuments or penflons, but no fuch arguments 
were ufed at that time, nor ought they to be liftened to by the Houfe 
in the prefent inflance. 

General BRUCE was decidedly for the purpofc of the original 
motion, and would have voted againft the order of the day , but he 
could not fee anyobjc 61 ions to the propofed adjournment, and tliought, 
as the Houfe would be better attended, it would add refpedt to the 
vote they gave. 

Mr. ROBINSON faid a few words againft the adjournment. 

Mr. LECHMERE entered into a warm eulopum on the merits, 
fervices, and general charadler of his much-lamented and intimate 
iinend Captain Faulknor, whom he had loi^ known, and whofc 
lofs this country would long have to r^ret. He was decidedly for 
tte original motion ; the pride of being handed down to pofeerity for 
«great and gallant adlions, was one of the chief inducements to per-* 
form them. He reckoned it the glory of his family that an ancellbr 
of hts^d fallen glorioufly in an adlion at feat in the reign of Q^en 
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Anne, anfJ though he could not be pofitivc, he rather thought that 
lie might ftafe as a precedent that a inonimient had been ercdccl to 
his piemory by Parlirimeiit. 

General SMITH rcquitted himfelf of taking the Hciife by fiir- 
prife , he ilitcd that an honourable gentleman had told iniii the Se- 
cretary of State vioiild net be in the Hou^c , he afl^cd then if it is 
vifhcd he (lioiild pol^pono his motion, and was to.ld no, rhcrcfuio 
it was unfiir to nvk" anv Inch chaigc agiinil him. I'hc Hoiifo

opprcfTivc regulation. Not Icfs oppicflivc v/a** the mode by which 
the land tax was laifed in Se,*thnd , anv perfon wJio Hinijld refufe to 
pav, was liiblc to liave foldicr*- quaruud i^pon him, till fuch time 
as he (hotild fiihmit to the demands of the colJedois. When th6 
land tax for Scc'tland was fixed at 48,000! it w is m tli^* proportion 
of four fhiliings in the pound fin Englind, the addiiK'n;! expence 
of 34,67 *51 to which the land hohErs would 1 c fubjefled bj the re- 
gulations of tlic preftnt bill, broiight it up to no ]vJs thin a fiim of 
feven nullin gs m the poun I for Scotland. Such a grots intnngc- 
ment of the arueh^s ol Un'»*n on the part of Minifui', was by no 
means cakulated to afioid an encouraging cxanripk to the oihcr 
country, (Ireluvi; with which they wxrc fed at preient ro incclitate 
a fimilar union. He concluded with moving that the tiiinl rcaoing 
of the bil! (hould be put oiffd! tins diy fc nnigiit, in ordij to aTord 
time to contrise Ikihic rrurc cqUiUhlc mode of can)ing its icguluuns 
into effevL 

The LORD ADVOCATE FOR SCOTLAND faid, ih.at 

thefe ojbjcrtions to tlv* priniiple of the bill having been dcleiivd to 
fo late a ftage, and full opportunity liaving been already atfiirdtd 
for the C(mfidtTation of the bill, he could by no means conknt to 
the propofed delay. 

General MACLF.OD faid, that he had intimated his objci^lions 
to the honourable and learned gentleman at a meeting in Scotland, 
but had been ncccffarily pi evented from attending the Houfe during

Their Lordfliij.s haa proceeded, on the pic- 
fent occahon, in a manner totally different to wlinr h'-d ht 01 ad ipt- 
cd on anvfor»Tier impcneluncnt that ever was fubmittcd to thur de- 
cifion bv the Houfc of Commons. T'hc novelty the piotctd ng 
made it nrceffiry for him to ftatc it to the Hoiffe, and a qiKftion 
mi^lit anfe, whether it might not be clcfcrving ot attention in tint 
Houfc, or whelher it wo-jld be bct‘-cr to pifs it over w'ithoiit any 
notice.

Mr. GRENVI LUC faid, that it appeared to liiin that the num- 
ber of 75 would be, in many rclpii^fs, more convenient for the 
Koufc, inftcad of die 100 Mcmbcis, who formcily w'cie required 
to be prefent. The numbci lie Ihould piopole to form the Com- 
rnutte would be 1 1, to winch 75 bore nearly the fame piopoiiion, 
as 100 to 1 5. , 

Mr. hOX faid, that he did not objed that the pioportion of 75 
was not great enough to the number of 1 1 Membcis piopofcd tobc 
chofen, but that it was not gi cat enough to 558 Meml crs of the 
Houfe, whofc duty it was to attend on luch occafions. Out of the ' 
whole number it furely was not iinreafonable to compel the attend- 
ance of 100. He thought that there was a very great objedion to 
the dccilion of cafes ot controverted cledlions falling into the hands 
of a few Members. 

Mr. FRANCIS faid, that lie (hould confidcr it as difgraceful to 
the Houfe, if when Members w'cre found to negled their duty, 
inftcad of feeking to provide a rcn»edy for the inconvenience, they 
fliould be intent only, under the fhape of a regulation, to introduce 
an apology for their own rcnnffnt^s. After a very long and deful- 
tory convcrfar.on, iewas iindcrlioid that the number fhould continue 
as formerly to be xoo. It was then debated whether the number, 
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ftruck (hould be retained at 4.9^ or reduced to 27, a divlibn toofc 
place, Hhen there appeared 

For the original number 53 ; Againft it 37. Majority 16. 

The Chairman rej)ortcd pre^efs, and the Committee was ap- 
pointed to fit again on Thurfday. 

Lord MILTON faid, that he wifhed for a moment to call thc‘ 
attention the Houfe to a circumftance which had lately taken 
place in a neighbouring kingdom — the difmiffion of Earl FitZrWilliam 
from the hi'^i fituation which he held in the Government of Ireland. 
He.unuwi.'ooc! that on a former occafion a right honourable gentle- 
man, (Mr. Pittjuiad faid, whatever might be the caufesof the re- 
moval ot the noble Lord, no blame whatever attached to His Ma- 
jefty’s Minifters in this country ; anafifertion which feemed to imply, 
that the blame mufi ncccflTanly attach clfewhere. It was proper that 
there (hould be fomc inquiry made into the grounds of this infinu- 
ation, in order to afccrtain to what quarter the blame really belonged. 
'He wilhed therefore to know, whether Minifters w ere prepared to 
appoint a day for the inveftigation of the fubjcdl. 

Mr. Chancellor PITT faid, that all who had heard him on the 
former occafion would be fenfible that he had then faid nothing 
which called upon him to appoint any day for the inveftigation of 
the fubjedl, or made him feel it as any part of his duty to enter at 
all into the difcufiTion. 

Mr. JEKYLL faid, that he could not help feeling fomc degree ^ 
of indignation, that Minifters fhould come forward to afifert that no 
blame attached to them, and afterwards decline to appoint a day of 
inquiry, in order to afford an opportunity of exculpation to thofe 
who were the objedts of their infinuated cenfurc. The whole of 
the tranfaftion alluded to by the iwble Lord was now before the 
Public, and perhaps Minifters ^ 6 \cd wifely in (hrinking from in- 
quiry, as they muft be well aware that their (hare in ihc bufinefe 
was of fuch a nature as could by no means bear inveftigation. But 
though they might be difpofed to flinch from the queftlon, it became 
that Houfe to adopt a different condudl. When fuch ferioua con- 
fequenccs had been produced ; when a w'hole country had been 
thrown into a ftate of extreme agitation, and an opening afforded for 
the worft confequenccs of political diffention \ when the union of 
the Britifh empire had been endangered, at a period too, vrtien its 
moft Important intcrefts were at (bike, it was proper that there Ibould 
be fomc inquiry into the caufes of thefe alarming evils, in order to 
afccrtain who were the men from whofe mifcondudl they orig^natsodL 
With this view h^ (hould propofe fomc day to be appointed for 
confideration of this momentous fubjc'dl. And he tiulied that^

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Houfe would feel it to be their duty to enter into the difcuffion from 
Whiitcvcr quarter the propoiition might proceed. He concluded with 
givii^ notice that on the firft open day he Ihoiild move for a day to 
be appointed for the Hryufe to inftitutc an inquirj^ into the groi:|nd<8 
of the difmiflion of Earl Fit/.willnm from the fituation of iord 
Lt^otenant of Ireland. — Fritlay next wai the day appointed fdr the 
motion. . ^

Mr. MAIN WARING prefented a petition from the Britifh fer- 
vartts, complaining of the encouragement given to foreigners , but 
no Member appearing to fccond it, it could not be laid upon the 
table. 

Mr. POWYS gave notice of his intention to move for leave to 
bring in a bill for more cfFcdlually preventing deficient w’eights and 
falfe balances. 

Mr. Chancellor PITT brought down tlic following meffage from 
His Majefty, which was read by the Speaker: 

^ GEORGE R. 

'His MajeJiy relies ofi the liberality and affc^ion of his faithful 
Commons^ and in the cordial intereji which tky hnr vianijcjled in the 
happy event of the nuptials of the Prthie and PriuLcfs of Jp’aleSy that 
they will be ready to concur in fuch piovtjion as they may judge neceffaiyy 
to enable His MajeJiy to fettle an ejlablijhmcnt foi th Pi nice and 
Pripcefsj failed to then tank and dignity, 

** On an occafiony in all other refpeSfs Jo fatifafforyy Hts MajeJiy 
feels the deepejl regret in being under the neuJlUy of communicating to 
the Houfe y that the benefit of any Jetilement to he now madcy tamiot be 
ejfe£iually fecured to the Prince of hf^alcsy without providing the means 
ef freeing hm from incumbrances to a large amount , to which he is mw 
fuhjetif. 

** Anxious as His MajeJiy mujl necejjhrily be^ particularly under 
* 4he prefent iireumjianeesy to relieve the Prime of Pf^ales from thefe dif 
fcvltiesy His MajeJiy entertains no idea of prop^ng to his Parliament 
to make^'etny provifion for this oljeSij otherwife thari by the application of 
^ the income which may he feitUd on the Prime ; hut he earnejily 
nds it to the Houfe, to conjtder of the propriety of thus providing 
ghadual dtfeharge of thefe imumiranceSy by appropriating a»id 
^^^Ufingfof a given term, the revenues arifingfrom the Dutchy of Corn- 
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Watty together with a proportion cf the Prince's othef annual incline s ^ 
and His Majefiy will he ready and drfmus to concur in any pr^ljio^ 
whuh the wifdom of Path ament may Jagg* fly for the purpofes of ^a 6 * 
lijhtdl^ a regular and pun^ual order of payment y tn the Princes future 
expenditure y and of guarding againjl the poJJibiUty of the Prince being 
agatn\nvolved in fo painful and embanajjing a ftuatm, G. R/* 

Mr. ChaV'Ccllor PITT then moved, that this mefTage he refer- 
red to a Committee of Supply- 

Colonel S^'ANLEY defired, that His Majefty's mefiage of tlic 
2 1 ft May, 170^7, be read. 

Mr. GREY obicrvcd, that it was very important fortlie Houfc 
to hear that Mcffagc, and the Addrefs of the Houfc in anfwcr to it- 

They were both therefore read. 

The Meflagewas as follm/vs: 

“ GEORGE R, 

“ It is with gicat toncein His Majcfty acquaints the lioufe of Com- 
mons, that from the accounts which have been laid before His Majefly 
by the Piiacc of Wales, it appeals that the Prince has incurred a debt 
to a large amount, which, if left to be difcharged out of his annual in- 
come, would icndci it impoiliblc for him to ruppoitaneilaUinimcntfuiCed 
to his lank and flation. 

“ Painful as it is at all times to His Majefty to propofe an addition to 
the heavy cxpcnccs ncccflaiily boine by his people, His Majefty is in- 
duced, tioiii his paternal attention fo the Piince of VValcs, toiccurtothe 
liberality and nttachmenr of his faithful Commons for their afliiftance, on 
an ocLulion lo incciclhiig to his Mije<lj’> feelings, and to the cafe and 
hoiioui of fo diihngiiifhcJ a bianch of his Royal Family. 

“ Ills Mijcliy could not, howevei. evpeitoi delire the alfiftancc of 
this Houfc, but on a well-gioiinded expL^ tation that the Prince will avoid 
contrading any debts in future. 

“ With a vievv to this ob|c^, and fiom .in anxious defi'^c to remove 
any poibble doubt of the lulKcicncy of the Plincc^ income to fuppoit 
jiniply the dignity of hii> lituatioii, His iVIajcfty has diicdted a fom of 
lOyOOol. per aiinum to be p ud out of his Civil Lift in addition to the al- ^ 
lowancc which His Mijclly his hitherto given him ; and H?s Majcfty 
hns the fatisfadbon to inform the Houic, chat the Prince of Wales has 
given Hib Majefly the fullcft aiTuraucc of his determination to coiiiitie 
his futuiecxpenrcb within the incomf, and has alfo fettled a plan for ar« 
ranging thofc expcnccs in the fcvcral depiitments, .and foi fixing an 
Older for pajment underfuLh regubrions as His Majefty trufts will effec- 
tually fecure the due execution of the Prince’^ intentions. 

His M<ijefty willdire(£^ an efiimace to be laid before cheHoufe, of 
the fum Wanting to complete, in a pioper manner, the work which hat .. 
been undertaken at Citiicon Honfe, fbon as the fame can be prepaied ^ 
with fuflktent aoeumey^ aod rreommends it to his faithful Commona to ' 
cqnfider of making pro^ifiou {or that purpofe.

The Addrcfs was dated the a+th of May, 1787, and the Hoofe , 
Eea 
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af Commons complied the wifhes, and reiterated the fentiments 

ejqnreiled by His Majefty in rhe Mcflace. [Vide the Parliamentary 
Kegifter, Vol. XX!!.] 

Colonel STANLEY fald it was with regret that he found oliim- 
felf under the necefTity of faying any thing upon the fnhjet'*! now Icfoic 
the Houfe. That Houfe had already very liberally ajme fi^rward 
to pay the debts of his Royal Highnefs. They were* called 
upon to difeharge his debts a fccond time. 'I'his bti^ig a bufintfs 
of the firft importance, he thought the Houfe ought to be fully at- 
tended, and for that purpofe he thought a call of t-^ Houfe ouglit 
to take place. He M’illicd that the cftftbiifhmcntjj^his Rn.d High- 
nefs (hould be as fplcndid as pofliblc. But lie Mould have it to lu> 
own feelings, whether in the cliftrefled ftatc of the countrjs Muihout 
Inquiry and due deliberation, he ctxjid again expeft that 1 foufe to 
difchaige thefe debts. He did not wifli to fay any ^I*ing bordcMing 
on difrefpedi; to his Royal Highnefs, or any one hr in- h of the RcAal 
Family; but furely that Houfe ought to pioccid d* liberal cly on a 
matter of this magnitude. He therefore Muftn d for a full attend tpcc 
cm the difeuflion of the fubjert. The fituation of tlic (.ountrv was 
fuch as to dempnd it. A number of the Members of that Houfe 
had gone into the country under an idei tliat no more bprHms, for 
the prefent fcfiion, were to belaid on their t(nftituents. In all 
points of view, therefore, a call of the Houfe ippcarcd to him to 
be ncccflary. 

The SPEAKER obfervod, that, in point of order and regularity 
of proceeding, it would be ni-CclTary to difpofe of the queflion now 
before the Houfe, previous to any thing bting faid on the fubjcdl of 
a call of the Houfe. When a motifm fhould be made with rcfpedl 
to the day of taking His Majefty’s Melfage into conlidcration, it 
would then be regular to bring forward the fubje^f of the call, to 
which the honourable Member had alluded , but the rules of the 
Houfe required that His Majefty’s Meffage fliould be referred to a 
''Committee of the whole Houfe. 

Mr- Chancdlbr PITT faid, it was his intention to move, That 
Ae Houfe (hould go into a Committee of the v^hole Houfe this day 
(c’nnight, to confider of the meffage from His Majefty. ^If the 
Houfe ihou|^be of opinion, that the meafurc recommended ougl'it 
to be adqpfm, he (hould hope, be confeffed, that the honourable 
Igcntlpikun would not prefs the motion fer a call of the Houfe. He 
ifid wUh in any degree to diigttife che mtgnttude and tniportance 
of the fubjeA now befoit themA (ibr dM te mean lx> exprefs lefs 
stgret than was felt in commori by cvciy Member of that Houfe, a.s 
10 the occaiion which called for their deliberation. Ac the fame 
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time he wiflicd to fay, that it ms evident from the rfteffage, 

His Majefty’s intimation vpcnt not to the length of requiring a fpe- 
cific fum to advanced for 'the prefent, in order to difchaige tUt 

principal of the debts of his Royal Highnefs, It v^as only to fet 
aparfa certain portion of that income which might be granted by 
the lll'erality of Parliament, to the gradual difeharge of the debts o( 
his RoydlHighncfs. Whatever, therefore, Parliament, out of ' 
that lihciality, might be<hrp(>i>d to grant, was to be applied to free 
lus RomI Highnefs from 'he demands of his creditors, aciicum- 
ftance the ir »!> < .f 'i.i.il to the real fplrndor and dignity of his 
Royal It ParlidUi at were to grant an income to his 

Royal Highnefs, for the piiipoft offupportmg that dignity and fplen- 
dor, tlie Hrfl ftep certainly ought to be to enable him to remove 
from liis affairs all clogs and cnibarraffmcnts. If it was the defire 
of the Houfe that this fliould be done, they would reflcA that It 
c'^uld not I c done effectually, cither to the fatisfa^'lion of thecredi- 
lois of Ills Rojal Higl'iu’is, to his own cafe and comfort, or with 
any view to cer'dinty, except by enabling him to allot out of his in- 
come a Cdiain part, as much as might appear neceffary for that 
purpofe. It It (hould lx f< nnd that the whole fum which (hould 
be piopofcd for the dial lifhmcnt of lus Royal Highnefs, was no 
more than the Houfe would have been difpofed to grant him, if his 
debts had never exiftrd, in order to fupport his houfthold, and to 
mainnin Ins dignity, he rudlcd that the feelings of ha|Qorable gen<^ 
tlcmcn would be fullv f.uisficd. When he looked n the grants 
made to the Piinec of Wales, the grandfather of his prefeilt Royal 
Highnefs, at a lime when the fcale of expence w^as not in any rc- 
fptci, to a ifon of ?ny rank, ncaily fo high as it was at prefent» 
he owned, at the fame time, that he lamented the ncceffity of the 
occafion, th it the fum to be proofed for his Royal Highnefs now 
*muft be comparatively fmall. Ir would be but little more than had 
been gi anted to his grandfather, from the .iffedlion and the libera-^ 
lityv and he might add, the w ifdom and the prudence, of Parlia- 
ment. The Houfe was under the unfortunate ncccflity of either 
dcterniinmg to leave his Royal Highnefs without relief, or adopting 
the mode now propofed, or fume fuch mode of relieving him ; and 
under all die circumllanccs, he trufted they would not be much in- 
clined to narrow the amount. He thought it neceflary to ffate thus 
much of the outline ; a more particular difeuflion he thought it 
would not be proper for him to enter into in the prefenc flags of the 
proceedings. But fhU he would add, that on the bed coniideration 
he had been able to give to this fubjodl, and to every thii(^ con* 
nested with it, be was ready to lay, that U was not only^ho inte- 
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itft of the Royal Family, bat alfo the public duty of that Houfc, 
which they all felt fatisfadlion in drfeharging, to bq^Jiberal in al- 
lowances of tliis defeription ; bccaufe*the people were matciially in- 
terefted in the comfort, and even in the fpicndor and dignity, f)f the 
Royal Family in all its branches. He thought, therefore/ that 
when thefe pints came to be confidercd, (here would appear ho ne- 
ceffity for that delay which a call of the Houfc mud- n^cclfanly oc- 
cafion. It could not be fnd to be a thing brought forward on a 
fiiddcn , for an cruhliflimcnt fir his Royal Highnefs had long been 
a matter of general txpedation. Pcfidcs, there were otlicr queftions 
of grcit public impvirtance relative to the political rtatc of the coun- 
try remaining to be difculTed about tlic fame i*me that the mcfl'igc 
■would come under confidcration. On the great quehion of peace 
and war, notice had been given of a difcnfPon, fo that thcie wms 
no doubt that a full attendance Mould take place without a call of 
the Houfc, to enforce which would be attended with fomc inconve- 
nience to individuals, and attended wdtli foinc delay of bufrnefs He 
Ihould therefoic ht^pe that the honourable gentleman would not per- 
fift ill his intention, and profs for the call. He now moved, 
** That this meflTage be taken into confidciation this day fc’nnight," 
This qucftion being put, 

Mr. GRItY faid, that no Member of that Houfc who felt it his 
duty to give oppfition to any part of the cllablifhmcnt of his Royal 
Highnefs, jMld help feeling the moft unplcafant fenfations , at the 
fame time, nowever that might lie, he w^a, pcifuadcd that no Mcm- 
•ber who felt that to be his duty, would pafs it by, bieaiifc the talk 
was difagrceablc. In his opinion, a more impoitant fuhjeft than 
this could hardly come under the confidcration of that Houfc ; par- 
ticularly under the circumftances of the country at this moment.— » 
This was the fccond application to Parliament to pay the debts of 
bis Royal Highnefs, and that too after a folcmn promife had been 
made that no future debt (hould be incurred. He did not mean 
to fay that the right honourable gentleman who brought this fnbjcc^t 
fiiiward had any improper intention , but tlic manner in which he 
bad brought it forward > as, he feared, calculated to cicatc a mif- 
underRanding in the Public. The right honourable gentleman had 
treated this as an additional income to his Royal Highnefs. Now 
. be muft %^ 'Ahat let it be done in what Ihape, or under what 
It might, it was in fubflance neither more norlcfs dian a 
pr<wi&in from Parliament to pay the debts of his Royal Highnefs the 
Prin^of Wales , and he thought there could not be a more im- 
of<!oirig it than that of adopting a plan by which the 
Public likely to nufunderftand the thing to be done. It would 
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make no difference to the Public ultimately, and it would be more 
eligible at once to pay the debts of his Royal Highncfs in a fum of 
money, and to create a tax avowedly and fpecifically for that pur- 
pofe ; fit mud come to that at laft, and \\hat was the ufe of dif- 
guiiinj^it ^ He wanted the thing to be plainly, fairly, and diftmdlly 
done, that tfce Public might dearly fee w'hat burdens they were to 
bear for hib Royal Highnefs. Under thefe impieffions, he could 
not help thinking, that the mode now piopofcd wms objedionable ; 
and, th.it aftci all that had been faid, Parliament would be called 
upon, and that at no very dilhnt pciiod, to piovidc for an immenfe 
debt, on account of his Royal Highncfs. The right honourable 
gentleman who brought this biilinefs forw^ard, Irad faid, that, con- 
fidering all tilings, the fum propof^d was not greater than the Houfe 
would be difpofed to grant to his» Royal Highnefs, to fupport his 
fplcndor and dignity, even if he had no debt. Now, when the 
Houfc came to confidci the diminution of the national income, tlic 
incrcafe cif our buidens, and the ftill gi cater incrcafc of them that 
we are to cxpccT: , conndering how very heavily the Public arc taxed 
already , how much more hcavily they mud ftill be taxed, he could 
not help faying that the right honourable gentlemans was not the 
bed w'ay of confidci ing the fubjedl. When the cries of the darving 
poor wcic affailing them on all fidcs, lie thought that the Houfc 
ivould not be doing its duty, by granting cdablifhmcnts tp Princes, 
with a profufion unparalleled in former times. He had heard much 
of the dignity of his Royal Highnefs. Now he was of opinion that 
the bed dignity of the Piincc of Wales would be maintained by his 
fhewing a feeling heart for the poor, and an unwillingncfs to add to 
thnr didrcfics I'his would be dignity fuperior to any thing he 
could gain by fplcndor of appearance. He left gentlemen to judge 
whether they had any pleating profpedt from what was now pro- 
pofed. He fhould fay no more at this moment , he was afraid of 
proceeding, led he fhould be berra}cd into any thing that might 
have the appearance of difrcfpedl. He did not wifh to give offence 
to that augud perfonage , he hoped, however, the call of the Houfc 
w'oiild be enforced. 

Mr. CUR WEN regretted, as much as any Member of that 
Houfc, that there fhould be any objedion to this meafurc, but he 
mud perform his duty as a Member of Parliament. He mud fay 
he was not fatisfied- He wiflicd to fee fume provifion, on which 
the Houfc could rely, that no farther debt fhould be incuired on 
tlic part of his Royal Highncfs- Some meafurc fhould be adopted 
to put that out of Ins power, and that meafurc fhould be brought 
forward for the confideration of the Houfc. As to the obfervatLon 
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of the rl^t honoarable gentleman, that Parliament were to grant 
no more to his Royal Highnefs than'ftiould have been given to him 
if he had no debt, he muft obferve, it was not the way to jjrocecd 
voder the prefent condition of affairs* He wifticd gentlemen j|o turn 
llieir eyes to a neighbouring country, and rccollc£t what broifght on 
its great convulfion , it was not from the cxcrcifc jof tyrannical 
power, for the late Government there was comparatively mild, but 
it arofe out of a lamentable negligence about die finances and the 
extravagance of the Princes of the B^ood , it was that which plunged 
that country into its calamities. He W2:s decidedly in favour of a 
call of the Houfe. 

Mr. Chancellor PITT faid, that the honourable gentleman who 
l^ke laft feemed to have forgotten part of the Mcffagc of His Ma- 
jefty ; by the laft paragraph in it, he would fee diat th^ very pro- 
vifion againft incurring farther debt was expreWv recommended ; 
he therefore defired that that part of the Mcftagc might be read, 
which was done. 

Mr. POWYS faid, that though he could not agree with the 
honourable gentleman (Mr. Grey), that the mode propofed by his 
tight honourable friend (Mr. Pitt), w^as the moft exceptionable mca^ 
fare that could be adopted, yet he thought that the Houfe ought to 
mark their fenfc of the novelty and importance of the occafion, by 
adopting the motion for the call of the Houfe. He was averfe to 

much at large in the prefent ftage of the bufinefs. He hoped 
1C right honourable gentleman would more fully explain the nature 
of the whole tranfa<ftion, before he called upon that Houfe to come 
to any decifion. Notwithftanding his rcludancc to make any de- 
claration, he could not help joining in the fccling 5 which His Ma- 
jefty himfclf had expreffed in the mcffagc. He muft fay that he 
felt the deepeft regret, that, notwdthftanding the paternal liberality 
of His Majefty, notwithftanding the loyal zeal which the Houfe had 
manifcftrd in making provilion for the former debt, and the pledge 
which had then be?n given on the part of the Prince, that no fu- 
ture application of that fort (hould be made, that frefh obligations 
ihould hjive been contracted to fo large an amount. It became 
matter vf interefting inquiry by what means the King, the Prince, 
the Pitllamcnt, and the Public, had all been fo grofsly deceived. 
tt Would be proper that the perfons from whofe negledt or mifeon- 
this glaring thufe of confidence had proceeded, (hould be 
|)Qimcd out, llie right honourable gentleman had dilated no degree 
i^jnconyenienee that would be incurred from die delay that would 
hd necci&fy for the purpofe of a call of the Houfe. He had ad- 
lUitced that it was a fubjc^l which called for the fuUeft and moft 
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tnature deliberation. He could not then fee any rcafon why the 
motion for the call (hould not be adopted. There were f jme in- 
quiries which, he remarked, ought to pKCcde any meal arc that! 
mighf be adopted by tJie Houfe. Ought the Public to be called 
upon^to pat the price of indifcrctions ? Ought they to be rendered 
liable forcxpenccs, which perhaps ought never to have been in- 
curred ? Was there no part of the burden which could be removed 
from the (boulders of the Public, already fo feverely fmarting with 
the neceffary load of taxation, in order to be laid on the civil lift ? 
All thefc were queftions wiiich, in his opinion, ought to receive a 
fatisfadlorv anfwcr belare the Houfe pledged thcmfclvcs to any re- 
folution on the fubjeA. 

Mr. MONTAGU declared that he coincided in opinion with 
the honourable gentlemen who had already fpoken ; that the im- 
portance of the fubjedl was fuch, as called for the fulled attend- 
ance that could be obtained : he Ihould therefore approve of a call 
of the Houfe. He did not wifli, on the prefent occafion, to anti- 
cipate any thing that might more properly belong to the difeuffion 
6f the meffage itfelf. I'hc only reafon ftated by the right honour- 
able gtntleman why a call fliould not take place w^as, that other im- 
portant bufinefs, w’liich would be likely to fccurc a full attendance^ 
^as appointed to be difeufled about the fame time that the meflagd 
Would come under confideration : But if other important bulinefs 
Was to be thrown into the fcalc along with this, which he fhould 
Contend to be, of all others, die moft important, this was only an 
additional reafon W'hy the call ought to be adopted. The fubjedt 
acquired a peculiar importance from the circumltanccs of the times. 
But he confidcred it altogcthci as of too giavd and weighty a nature 
for him to fay any thing f irther without the fiilltll ddibeiation. Hu 
, Ihould endeavour to come to the difcuiuon without p.irtiahty and 
without prejudice, prepared to a6l with an equal attention to the 
tights of the Piiiuc, and the interefts of the people. Such was» 
in his opinion, the line of proccduic, which the folcmnity of the 
occilion required , though he could not help cimfefling, that he felt 
liimfelf to a certain degree prepoffeffed as to that part which the 
dignity of the Houfe rcquiicd them to take in the prcftrit inftancc. 

Mr. Chancellor PITT faid, that fo many gentlemen ft emed to 
be imprefted with the propriety of the call of the Houfe, tliat h« 
would readily concur in meeting their wiftics. At the fame time it 
Would be dclirable that as early a day as (Kiftiblc (hould be appoint- 
ed for that purpofe. When he propofed that the difcufTion (hould 
take place this day fc'nnight, it was not bccaufe he did not conflder 
it to be an obje£l entitled to the moft ample and mature ticlibcra-

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tion, but, bccaufc, he c(>nccivxd that ihc difeuflion at that period 
might have had every of pu vioi/s confidcration, and a

Mr. Clianccllor bri^'r faid, that as the nuaion tor the call of 
the Houtc, woirkl be atren Jed vidi tli< Cehiy ot a inilmcht, theic 
WT)uld be hiffiLicnt tore dining the in^^'rxal flir rh«" ful left delibe- 
ration, and foi cMiv esplanuion whiCh the iuhjuH might rcqiiiic.

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would appeal to their own feelings and judgement, how far it 
would be prudent to enter into a rctrofpt ('1 of that fort which had been 
fuggefted, and whether fuch a retroipeft would not increafe the dif- 
ficulty and embarraffment, which mud already be felt frym the na- 
ture of the bufinefs. After what was part, it would indeed qt pro- 
per for the Houfe to take the provifion for the extindlion of the 
debts into their own hands, and he (hould fuggclf a piopolition for 
that purpofe. As to the extent of the debts, about which the public 
reports had been faid to be lb flufluating, he could ftate, that the 
total amount of the debts was foniceheie hctucen fix and frven 
huiKlicd tliOuOnd pounds , fo many chaigc^ had latelv fallen on the 
civil lift, that there was no part of the burden which could prlTibly 
bcdcfiaycd from that quarter. A« to what had been fuf^f^efted by 
the honourable General, that the provifion for dcfra\ing riie dthts, 
would be attended with a defalcation of income to his Royal High- 
nefs, he certainly admitted that fuch w^f>uld be the fat^,— but in all 
the circiurftanccs of the cafe, there wa*; no alrcrnaiivc bv which the 
inconvenience might be avoulcd, w^hich in Ins confcicnce he could 
propofc to the Houfe. As the provifion for dcfra}ing the debts mull 
neccffarily be coiUinncd till the ohje^ Ihould be accomphflicd, it 
was only in the event of thcdeinile (»f the Pi nice, that it would be- 
come a burden to tliv- Public. After the gcnci il outline whicli had 
been picfcnted to the Houfe, he w'ould recommend to ilicm topaufe 
open the fubjcdl ; much as they miglit i egret, and, to ufc the fe- 
vered term, much even as they might difapprovc what was paft^ 
they had all an inter eft in lixiking firward. I'hcy had an intcieft 
in preferving the hc»tditarv fuccefiTu)!!, and in fupjoTting the elia-t 
rafler of the hcicditary Houfe of Brunfwick. 1 hey had an intcreft 
in maintaining the characlyy and dignity of the Prince of Wales, 
as a branch of that illuftrious Houfe, and l)cforc they gave way 
any fentimenrs of heat oy refentment on the cccafion, they would do 
well to rcflc£l, that in the ift'uc of the difiuffion were involved the 
credit of the hcycditaiy Monarchy, and confrqutntly the fafoty of 
the counlrv . 

Mr. MARTIN. “ I have only one word to remark on what 
Jias fallen fiom the light honourable gc ntlcman w’ho has juft fat down. 
He lv.is profefted much 7 cnl for t!ic prcfcrvation of the hereditary 
Monarchy. I feel that zeal as ftrongh as he docs, but the way 
ivhich appears to me the heft calcidatcd to preferve the hereditary 
Monarchy, is to prevent it from being opprcflivc to the pcojde.’* 

Moo- lay fc npight was appointed as the day for taking the meflagQ 
Into cpnfidcraticn. 

general MA(^L£OD adverted to a qiieftion which he afkcd or> 
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^fiwmcr day of Hie Secretary at War. Whether or not, there hai 
ibcen any additional allowance by the order of His Majefty to non'* 
^mmilTioned officers and privates of nincpence a week, on account 
ovnefs of provifions. He underftood fince that fuch dircc- 
tion| had Been given, and fent from the War Office to the difTerent 
Colonels of reginients on duty. His ohjcdl ivas to know the terms 
of that order, letter, or whatever it was, and therefore he moved 
That a copy of it be laid on the table.*’ 

The SECRETARY AT WAR fald, that when the honourable 
gentleman had afkcd the queftion on a former day, the order was 
not made. He had not the fmallefl obje^ion now to comply with 
the motion, which was then of courfe agreed to.

Mr. HENNIKER MAJOR moved for leave to bring in a bill, 
giving a difcrctionary power to Courts to grant Cofts to profecutors 
in cafes of Mifdcmtanor.

"L he Franking Bill v^as pafled 

Mr. BARHAM gave notice of his intention to make a motiont 
on Monday, for papers relative to the condudl of the Commanders, 
Sir John Jervis and Sir Charles Grey, towards the French in the 
Weft-India iflands, after they had fubmitted thcmfclvcs to the Bri- 
tifh troops. He fliould alfo move for the inftruebons given to thofe 
Commanders for the proclamations wdiich they had ilfucd, and for 
the memorials which had paifed between them and their officers, 
and between them and Minifters. lie fliould move for thefe papers 
with a view to a fubfequent motion, that the Hojfc fhould enter into 
an inquiry with refpefl to the tranfaiStions to which they related, an 
inquiry wliich, in the prefent moment, became peculiarly important. 

Mr. GREY expreflfed his fatisfa^jon at the notice which had 
been given to the Houfe. He would only repeat what he had faid, 
that nothing could be more agreeable to the iierfons, whofc condudl 
had been unjuftly attacked, than the inquiry w^hich was now propo* 
fed. He had no objefiion to the produflion of the papers, on the 
contrary, he thanked the honouiable gentleman for having moved 
to biing them forward, lie fhould himfclf have occa^jon to move 
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for other papers, and likcwifc that living \ritneflcs might be called 
upon in the courfp of the Inqniiy. He vi^cd that the notice ha<B 
been given at an earlier period, wlr.n all the documents, which ’ 
W'crc now requiicd, wcic equally in exigence. Some of th^ 
whofe tciHmonv was materLil, were at prefent on the point»of Ica^dng 
the country, but he tru'Tcd that the delay, which would be neceflary 
for the vindication of the Commanders under whom they had ferved, 
would not be found incompatible with the public fcivicc.

General MACLEOD gave notice, ULf he woold to-morrow 
move for a return of the Britifh forces, including the U ucibles. 

On the qiicftion being put, that the bill to prevent tl;c ilcaling 
of dead bodies he read a fceond time, Mr ?vlii ie».iiing inoecd, 
that the Houfe be counted, when thcie biing only 2j Rkmbeis 
prefent, the Houfe adjourned.

As fo manv gentlemen, liowevcr, 
had expreffed a wifli tJiat Mi. Grenvilles Ael fliould ix-main wicli- 
out aIteratioi 3 , and fuch a fpiiit had difcovcred itfdf in the lioufc 
with rc^peft to enforcing actcndance < n j.jtftion Cummittucs, that 
he ocmceived the Handing oulcrsvsohid bf fufticicnt forxhe purpofo; 
iind, confcquently, that the regulations which he had piojiofcd bv 
the new bill would no longer be netdfjiy. He theieiore moved, 
that the bill be poi^jnn' for fix months. Agreed to. 

General MAC’LKOD moved for n return of the number of 
troops in<Trcat Britain. He anticip '^d one ol j<,dion to liis mo- 
tion, namely, that fucli a rctusn wouhl have the ciilrt to give in- 
formation t(> the enemy. But w'as dfuted that the enemy wcic 
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.^alrcady in poflcnion of more accurate information on the fiibjc(ft> 
than even the Members of that Houfe. Befides, fuch a difclofurc^r 
Ipwcvcr, could not be detrinicnul to the country, if that force 
wtTe bn a on^per cfubliniment. He c(^noludcd by moving, that 
fhcicVhould be laid before tlie Houfe an account of the lateft gene- 
ral ref 01 n of hind forces fciving m Great Britain, including cavalry^ 
infantry, fcncihlcs, militia, &.c. 

Mr WINDHAM fud, that the honourable gentleman had 
certainly anticij ated the objeciion winch he meant t(^ have made, 
Sucli a motion as he liad now piopofcd, was by no means common 
in time of wai. 

Colc^ncl M MTLAND laid, that he fupjy^fcd thcrhjcft of hi« 
honourable ^riend in lunging foulard the motion, lorppuze 

fhc people ot Gicat Biiiain of the C/.tc«U of die buuh n adiic’' they 
had to bear. He hoped, iKw.vcr, that he would w’ hdraw it for 
the prru lit, ’n « idei to I ling it forward :n a uioyc cnn<«n» d diape.

, Mr F()X fiid, ti'^at the motion higlilv prc'pcr both in a po- 
jj^tical and economical i^vnf of view. adduced fevcral inSancci* 
m the Amu lean var, in which fuch motions had been maac, and 
had always been granted. 

The motion was ncg'^tived. 

The bill for granting a rUief to innkecpcis w^a*! committed. 
n Mr. WINDHAM dated, that the object ot tlie prcfcnt bill 
.was to give fomc relief to the innkccjxis, who v/ue much aj:;giicvcd 
by the quartering of foldicrs iipc-n them. A Con niitlce had been 
appointed to inquire into the amount ot the lolfcs fiiftaincd by the 
innkeepers ; the Committee had prefented then report, and it had 
been referred to the prtfent Committee on the bill. The diaigcs 
to which tlie innkeepers had been lubjectcd by the quaitciingof loH 
diers on them, had exidcd for more tlwn a century A great ad* 
dition, however, had been made to tlicit charges, and it was from 
this additional cxpcncc that it was Jus wilh to relieve them. The 
charges divided themlclvcs into the following he.uls : 

1. Troops dat.oncd in quarters. On this head there was a

2 . Expcnccof furnllhu’g hxlgings.

There was alfo another fpccics of cxpcncc— cxpcncc of maintains 
ing the horfes. On this Iicad there was a lofs to the infPSlccc^iTM 
6d. on each horfe. The innkeepers were under the necemty of 
fumiihing to foldicrs three meals a day — to the cavalry for 6d. a 
day, to the infantry for 4d a ray, the amount of the pay of leach. 
T Ids regulation was founded on tl'ic original laws, by which it was 
intended that tne hmkcn'>ers fli('rlnbear part of the bmden. The 
ftated to accrue on tlic Loirdmg ot r,zc\\ man was fixteen pence, 
a fldtemerl certainly not imr^ derate, when gentlemen rccolledlcd 
the gr-Mi increafe in the price of the ncccflfaiies of life. In the 
conjli'cnrion of this fubjcdl, the Houle, however, w'ould not for- 
get that foir.e advantages had been obtained by the innkeepers by 
the erection of birracks, and that no lofs accrued to them while the 
troops were in camp. If the Committee afted ftriftly, they would 
grant an addition of three pence where the lofs amounted to fix 
pence — of five pence where it amounted to ten pence, and of fix 
pence where it amounted to one fhilling. On each horfe, the fum 
of three pence where the lofs amounted to fix pence, and of fix 
pence where it amounted to one (hilling. This the Committee 
would do, if they acted ftridtly , but from a confidcration of the 
lofiTcs of the innkeepers, he w ilbcd to turn the fcalc in their fiivour. 
On this account he meant to propofc an addition of two pence, 
where the lofs was dated to be three pence : on infantry, an addi- 
tion of fix pence, where the lofs was dated to be one (hilling ; on 
each horfe, an addition of fourpence halfpenny to the fixpcncc al- 
ready allowed by Government. There were fomc regulations alfo 
that would tend to prevent recruiting parties from living, as he 
underdood they did now, nearly on free quarters. « ^ 

Mr. PLUMER thought that the bill (liould continue in force 
for a year after the war. 

Mr. HUSSEY wilhed the bill to have a rctrofpcclivc cffcft. 

Mr. WINDHAM .aid, that he did not know how to produce 
this e(fe£V. 

Mr. BAKER conceived, that as the Mutiny bill was annual^ 
the prefenUbill ought alfo to be annual. In die general principle 
of the bill die Committee feemed to Concur. 

Mr. WINDHAM faid, that Mr. Baker’s fuggeftion w'as a 
very proper one. 

After fomc farther converfation. 

Captain BERKLEY propofed, as a claufe to flic prefent bill> 
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that Magiftrates fliould be authorifed to regulate the price of poft- 
^ iiorfcs.

U' !’ -yi a fitheicnt ground for invcftigation , bccaufj when 
any j 'i'oi* dnyughtit neceffary to move for an imiuiry into the truth 
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df any fa\S, it was r\6t proper to deny the inc)uiiyi by afTnmlng th<^ 
truth of the fact. He was, however, fomewhat difcouraged by 
what had fallen from the Secretary of State, the weight of whofe 
opinions he well knew in the Houfc ; that honourable gendeimit 
had faid, that he was not averfe from granting tiv* papers, but 
fliould certainly oppofe the inquiry demanded , he was a contrary 
opinion, and thought that if an) ftep weie taken in the bufinefs, the 
I! nr: f)njht to go fully and largely into the molt extenfive inquiry 
cn .w iLiij< v't , as a Parliamentary opinion ought not to be partially 
giv iK'f v/jhout a complete inveftigation of all the circumflancc^ 
o< ' AI»-.

th-T th n the calc unfitr tlic c r*\L \ non ot the Hoi’fc pr ivc that 
a/ic.don. Great ilrcfs had been 1 nd on the dangc** of retaliation ; 
nay, fomc perfons had gon^ fo far at. to fav, »hit ail the hoirors that 
were, and were likely to be committed hy ti-v Fn nch in the V/eft- 
InJia illanJs, would not be unjnftifiahle on that piinc'ple. He 
fliould wifh to know to wl at extent this could be cairicd , npoit 
whom retaliation could be txercifed. It fliould be recollcfted, that 
this contribLrion, vh’.Ii lud been the Caulc of complaint, had not 
fallen on all the French proprietors , thofc who had adhered to the 
French Convention hid been fent out of the ifland , no complaint 
had been uttered w.th rcgird to them. In order, thercfoie, for 
the Enf^hih, who might be fiibducd by tlie F'rcnch, to take the ad- 
vantage of a fimilar mild treatment with thofc upon whom a contii- 
biirion had been levied in Martinique, they mull ftate, that they 
never had any affedfion for this Englifli Government , that they 
icvcr approved of its meafures, and that they cordially received their 
French conquerors. The French Commander, w ho had been edu- 
cated in that excellent fchool of juflicc, the African (lave trade, had 


not complained on the grounds which had been ftated, but on the 
groands of the injufticc done to the Republicans. He could not 
perceive with what jufticc the lofs of Guadaloupc could be confidcred 
as owing to the proclamation of the Englifli Commanders , it ap- 
peared to him that that lofs was owing to the fyftem of arming the 
flaves ; whether this were jufllfiable in war, in which fo man/ 
dreadful things were held to be ju(fa(iablc, he fliould not attempt to 
determine ; but it was not likely that the inhabitants (hould chufd 
voluntarily to furrendcr their property on account of the proclamation* 
As he had no doubt that Sir Charles Grey and Sir John JervisVer*

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materially intcrc^ed in r!ic inquuy, he certainly ftiould lean to the 
granting it. One of the gentlemen viho hid wifhed for the inquiry, 
had accuied the ComiTmiikrs of a hieach of promife ; he could not 
thcrcfnic be furpriied at th’t g'.ndem'in's wiHiing for an inquiry. 
He fhould n|X)n cv^ry conluk r .tiun vote for the inquiiy, but cer- 
tainly vias nc't iiuUiud to limit ir^ hut thought tint if iijxin the 
pr^du^lion of the proel im^^ions am doubt fhould arife or an^ ground 
of ditniisr \S\\ m ihould to any pcifon that the inquiry ought

Mr. Co upAlh)’' n ri fill, he fli juld not Iiive rifeii on the 
prefent ('ce.ih m, wltc it no^ h.r rlu fike of dcpricaLing inv farther 
difeudion (i the fuhjevl: in tlie picient dage The piLkut nujtion 
W’ls riut for iiu] nrv, but nieiely for the production of papas w'lueh 
had been mueli the fubjevt of convcrfuion, the eonfaits of whkh 
were not accuiately kiKjwii, .my dilcuHion, therefoiL, on them, 
was cvidciifly premature One of three things muft neciiranly be 
the confcqiiencc ot rhcir produelum, and either of them might fol- 
low it. Idle paptrs might clearly allbrd grounils tor blame and 
convienination, or they might give fo fatisfaClory an explanation of 
the tranfaodions, as wt»uUi flicw that the rumoiiis which havi heai 
circulated were pcrtectly void of foundation, and fuj^plud noicaloiu 
for fufpicKui of the Commanders, or to believe that anv {)uhlie in- 
convenicneo would be the conlcqu».nce of not going into the inquiry , 
or laftly, it might leave caufc for doubt in the minds of nricmcn, 
with refpcQ to the behaviour of Sir Chirlcs Grey and Sir John r-^ 
VIS, fo as to nake tlicm overcome the fenle of public inconveiuencc, 
and w'ilh for the in<juiry. He fliould therefore hope, that as the 
Huufc feems genenillv difpofcd, tor various rcafons, to agtcc to tiic 
production of the papers, thu they would not enter into a debate 
upon what might be infcircd from them prcvioufly to their being 
produced. He himfelf, peihips might be offending agiind this 
recommendation, when he faid, that the facts brougiit forward by 
the gentlemen who moved for the produClion of tlic papers v'cre not 
accurately Itatcd ; he (liould not, however, difcufs tliofe points at 
prefent, but referve his opinions till the papers were produced , to 
wliich he (hould not object for the fake of all parties, foi tlic fals-, 
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fa(ftion of the PobHc, and the gratification of the honourable feel- 
ings of thofe were more immcdi.uJv concernej. 

Colonel MAITLAND was of opinion, that thofe gentlemen 
who came fi>rward rpon this occnfoi ought to have taken pains to 
afeertain fomc fadh, upon which to fi^und afterwards an inquiry, 
and to fhew that there was fonic rc?fon for inquny before they 
pu-cerded to call for any papers fuch the Iloufc in general exu^ di- 
ed upon motions for the piodudit'n papers , but, inftead id this, 
they rallc^i for the p.^pers, and left the matter to be dilpr^fil of af- 
terward^, nccordipg as duy might he ihic to nfli for iiifoimatiOn out 
of the pajtrs lo produced He hid ijo f»bjcClion to the inquiry, 
ind he hoped they had none, but he mufi nlfi) express a hope, that 
ti\ll gfnrkmen would follow' thefe motions for papers wirli others 
or { 'inc i!rportanoe, which would afiord to Sir Charles Grey and 
^ir John Jervis, an op|^)rtunit} of hi\ ing all of the circumflanccs of 
then coniliid in the Wefi Inures Kf< tc the ilourc. When thefe 
CTi um^lances were brought fan Iv forwaid, he had no doubt but 
fl.at the Ci ndud ofr theft galhuit i^fFin rs would rcflcd on them the 
highcn: honour — This would refute all the calumny that had been 
k ind’jflnoiiflv circulated agnnft them lie IiO|)cd, that gcntlc- 
i*icn who ftcined io clcfirons at prcfcnt of crvknpg into the difeuf- 
fion of thia fuhjtd wcuhl 1 ecp nothing lack, but ccimc foiward

to be coniilknr not only with ihe fpiiit ot ^hi law' of nntica'i'*, hut 
alio with tlic praohec of w'ar in the in< It •ru.r.eip., as well as ancjent 
times , and viewing the lnh*ccl in that light, they were, in his 
opinion, highly mentoiious. "I'lic ciicuml'Miv r& ot thefe places 
being taken hv afiaiilt, did aw’ay aM tlie Cibjcchnns wj.icji ha<l been 
taken again'd tlic principle of the piix lini *10:1 which had been fo 
much coinpl lined of 'i liefe objections were built u|H)n the idea 
that the p.'irtkson whom contribution h.id been icvied had furrendcr- 
td to the Ihiiini arms, tor fo fome of the' mcmoiK.ls Ibted , but it 
^wai ridiculous to talk of the furrcnijcr of the mhalitanrs of a place 
which had been taken by ftonn. All that he Had hcard,» and all 
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that he knew upon this fubjedt, led him, as a friend to Sir Charlea 
Grey and Sir John Jervis, to with for this inquiry, bccaufe he was 
fuic that the more their condii<^t was examined, the more it would 
appear to their lionour ; but he could not help expreffing fomc re- 
gret that perfons who had merited fo much honour, who had fo 
dcfcrvedly received the thanks of the Houfe for their conduA, who 
had been fo vldlorious, (hould not yet have received fomc m^^rk of 
His Maje^y's approbation, efpecially others, who no doubt liad 
adted bravely, had not been equally fucccfsful, had received Rojal 
favour. He concluded with faying, that as this biifincfs had been 
brought forw^ard in this manner, he hoped the Houfe would rot 
be content with having a few papers on its table, but that a fair 
and full inveftigation of the whole matter would be entered into. 

Sir W. YOUNG obferved, that in the beginning of the fcfiion, 
a gentleman on the other fide of the Houfe faid, that he fliould 
bring forward a motion relative to the condudl of the war in the 
Weft Indies , and, when he heard that honourable Member fay 
fo, he faid, he hoped that he would not forget the fubjefl on whicli 
the Houfe was now engaged. With regard to the proclamations, 
he believed there was not a Weft-India merchant that had received 
letters from their agents without bitter complaints againft them ; 
he wifhcd, indeed, that the queftion had been narrowed to thefe 
proclamations— he had only feen the two printed proclamations. 
He entertained a \cry high opinion of Sir Charles Grey and Sir 
John Jervis ; one of them was his intimate acquaintance , and he 
was certain that their gallantry cntitlctj them to the gratitude of 
their country, not only for the iflands which they had fubdued, but 
the prcfeivation of our own from the difFufion of French principles 
in them. He was not afraid of thefe proclamations m the hands 
pf Sir Charles Giey or Sir J. Jervis, but he was afraid of them in 
the hands of Hugues. 

Mr. GRE^i' find, that many circumftances had induced him to 
fpcak in this debate, at as jate a period as he poflibly could. He 
w'iftied to have heard fully ftated all the objections and all the ar- 
ticles of acciifation brought forward on this occalion, againft the two 
officers whofc condudl had now bcconic the objedt of difcuffion. 
He was anxious to learn what parr (hould be taken on this occafion 
hy His Majefty^ Miniftcis, fop they had long been in poffeffion of 
every proceeding that related to the fubjedt. He muft fay, he felt 
hiinfelf now ijndcr a confiderable cml^rniftiTicnt, in confcqucncc 
of fomc part of the condu£l of Minifters, and of the explanation 
given on tlieir behalf. He agreed, however, in this, that tho 
queftion,, iq its prefenf lhape, vv^as not adapted for minute detail 
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He rwned, that this procccdir^ appeared to him in fomc refpcdte 
fine^u’ ^r. It had betn ufua], when inq lirics were talked of, to 
lav f'lPc grounds r entering int*i it. To ftatc tome charge tiat 
was to be made out. ftaie that the paper* called for would 
tend to make oui rf^at charge, and th-it Mutricfles might be examin<* 
cd to prove it. In the pref-m Inflancc the rcv».rfe was the cafe* 
Honoun.blc ntlcmtn, with a vague cenfure and indifcriminate 
rurru'Ur, feenrd affert they had lomc idea that if thefe papers 
\^cre produced, fonie inquiry might, in the event, be nccelfary. 
Thi<; n ode i^nK:ecdirj diftrcffcd him confidciably. There was 
no fi^ccific rharge t ^hibUed, hut fomething by v»ay of implication. 
D d he know tliat this vas to be follovvcd up, he might remain li- 
Jent for the prefent. But as he did not know the cafe would fi> 
tmii out, he could not be fare fliat he (hould have anotl-t* oppor-- 
tiiM’tv of faying any thing, for if after thefe papers came to be laid 
upon the table, no inquiry (liould be moved for, the bufinefs vnuft 
end. He had fomc idea th^t this might he the cafe from what he 
f()-r*ight fiom His Mnjclb^’s Mmiftcrs, one of whom had 
giv\n f}\‘ IJ.;ufc to iindeiftand diat he w'as not pledged to any thing 
ui\'n thi, fnhje^l If, therefore, no farther proceeding (hould be 
had than n.frdy laying tlicfe n'^pers before the Houfe, hcfhopld be 
deprived of any opportunity (f giving any explanation upon the 
ma».rci. 'Fhe Soorctaiy of Sratc had enteied his caveat againft 
pKflpng himfelf lo anv inquh; , becaufe ic mi'^ht be very inconvc* 
niciit to the fcivice to call for the aflirnonv of officers who m'ght 
he called abre^ad, and, indeed, thai, lo a certain degree, was 
true, for he knew’ many whofc evidence w'ould be elTcntial if this 
inquiry he enteied into. But was that his fauk, or was it the 
fault of the Commanders in the Weft Indies^ Certainly not,— 
But if rhvre was to be an inquiry, would it not be an harcKliip on 
thefe Commanders to be deprived of the advantage ot the teftimony 
of thefe officers whofe evidence was fo cflential r lie (hould have 
imagined iJiat if gcntkmtn had the feeling they ought to have for 
the charadlcr of oiHc'Ts who had been 50 years in the fervice, and 
whofe honour w'as hitherto without a ftain, they would not have 
been fo forward in making charges, as it wcie, by implication. A 
memorial was prefented by a Mr. 'riiellufon againft the conduft of 
thde officers in the Weft Indies. Who that Mr. Thellufon was 
he did not know, but his memorial bieathcd nothing but dired): and 
pofitive faKehood : this he was ready to prove at the bar of that 
Houfe, if the inquiry was inftituted. Ho Ihould prove alfo every 
'thing that was neccifary to juftify Sir Charles Grey and Sir John 
Jervis in their conduct In the Well Indies— that they lud ihcrited 
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and received the thanks of the inhahitints for what they did. Here 
he entered into an arcoiinr of rhe n inner in which the captiiud 
iflands in the Weft Indies Lad been trea^’ed bv Sii Charles Gicy 
and Sir John Jervis — :hat they were 1 ^ken, as ihc Scc^et-iry of 
State hiinfelfh.nl ftated, by force of arms , md that thereforf*, by 
the law of nations, they were liable to be put under contid n ion as 
they had been. And fardur, that it was the duty of ihefe Com- 
manders to ai^ as they had done , that they vlxc bound to do fo by 
the rules of var, for His Mijcfty and his fnets. 'Lhe vtr' rto- 
damation winch had been ctnnplain- d of f » much, w n rt t < n 
a£led upon. That they gave up the idea of eni" 'w'ing it n 1 1 - 
fbre orders came to that clTcift fi( m he n c, under tin I'a’ o i.f d v 
Duke of Portland, as Sccrctarj' of Sta^e. Afru luuing idl tI’c 
circumftanccs of thefe cnpJuics, and n any lA Ur\ ]^^

Mr LUSHINGTON w#iiM noth'vt rifii, if it ban 
infinnifcd to it the wbo^t piucccdiri^s dL'/unn tl r p'-nd' li.en in cuef- 
tion were incited by calumny. He rhtn ft.ucd vlwu had j l-a1 at 
the nicoing of nurchants, where he .PUnd^d, .ipd he wifluel d'at 
their eipniions nughr I e e'onfiin't ei by 1 iis M ijeP\ s Advocate (h lu- 
yal, ‘and the law’ ofl-eLrs of tlu Crown, who Lad, he iMiderftooit, 
dolivcicd thcii fcniimLPts in Hi\ate, and tlun a full op|Kariniry 
might be guen for cxpLuiatioai. He was ni.c furprdcdr at the* elc- 
fcncc of the' htMiouidhlc gLiitieman, (Mr. Grc)) but be conlid.crcd 
the inqmr) as cxj-cdient tor public honour, and lor public julhee, 
and equally ncceHaiy fiji the jiicfc. vation nn<l fecuntv e»f the pioperty 
of Ills Majcfty s Aibjeed:s. It was juft alfo, according t*) the prin- 
ciples of humanity, u{x>n which the happin^fs and comfort of fo 
many in(iividuals arc dependent. If any countr)' cxuild be parri- 
culaily iiltircftcd in an inquiry of this nature, where comintTCC is 
fo materially inteufted, it muft be Great Britain, tor her admirable 
Conftitutiem is fo fuppeircd and dignified by her corrmcrcTal en- 
gagements, tliat to end in tr them in any deegree would be to rlk* 
the lofs^of all her fonign dependencies, and uliimarcly fltattcr the 
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pillars of her Conftitution to atoms. He was aftonifhed at the op- 
politioii which had been made to the produflion of the papers, be- 
caufe he only wifhed for fome authoritative opinion to diic<^ the 
judgement of the Hc^ufc, which tlrofc papers alone, or principally, 
k-cined t\^piblc of affording. A right honourable gentleman upori 
the floor had obferved, and with great trutii and penetration, that 
“ the character of the country is her great rcfourcc,” and he fo per- 
liLcHly coinciih-d in this obfcrvation, that he fufj>c(flcd the want of this 
character occafioned the lofs of Guadaloupc. Nor had the want of 
atfcntioii to this charafler ended hcic, tor he feared the difeontents 
and animolitirs it hul excited would he the caufe of future Ioffes. 
Commenting tlicn upon the proclamation, he remarked, that as it 
wis afterwards icfcmdcd, there were rcafons of affumption that 
it w »s ncidier grounded in policy or principle. If the gentlemen 
in queftion withdrew^ the proclamation fix wrecks after it had been 
iffiicd, it indie'ated furedv tliat they felt it w’as impn^ier. He called 
upon the' Houfc tliereforo to cftablifli that tharacler of the country 
which IS Its greatcll and radical rcfouicc. Whatever mifcrnfiiuc- 
tions might be put upon las zeal and pcrfevcrance in this affair he 
difrcgirdcd, for he was Cnfiblc of the arduous fituation in which 
the gcntleme n liad been placed, and the truft committed to their 
charge. He was as eager as any gcntlemon prefent to render grati- 
tude to meut, and whenever resvards ^nd honour were obtained, he 
WiiS dclirous thev rtitiuld be recorded. It was not, hovTCver, fot 
a vi-Jlorious army to h\ the mode and extent of ihcir depredations, 
and ho ncscr would admit it. If tlie Iloufc fliould tithtr fandliun, 
or rtfuC us authority upon tins quefnon, he ci'ncci\cd it would 
cftabli^h a precedent of more ilangcrous confcqiKUCLS than could he 
inftandy foicfccn. Declarations might be made with an intent of 
good filth, to keep trjvlc and piopeity faertd , but notw'ithflanding 
fuch dccUrations, if the enemy altered their Afiem, it w’ouldbc in- 
curnhent upon us ta alter ours alfo. 

Sir WILLIAM SCOTT ohjcdJtd to the opinions of himfclf and 
His Majefty's law' officers , bccaufc thefe opinions were merely hy- 
jx>thciical, and founded on ex p/irie evidence. He concurred with 
the Chaiv:el!or of the fCxchcqucr, that it would be inoie proper to 
difcuL thefe CYiniuns when the pipers were laid up</ii the table. At 
prefent he confidered the queftion to be prematurely agitated ; but 
when the papcis were pioJuecd, he ihd not hefitate to pionouncc, 
that all farther proetcdings in the bufin'.fs would be C 'n luefed with 
candour and wuth caie. He fubfciibed to the dLclarii Miof the 
honourable gentleman, that the charader (>f the c(*uniiy i'* htr great 
rcfource, but lie reminded lum alfo, tint the eh i racist of the great

and eminent j^erfons in it formed likcuvifc a very rtiatcrial part of 
it 

' Mr. Secretary DUN DAS declared, that there was fcarcc one 
paper in exiftcnce which had any application to the fubjedV. 

Mr. BARHAM in reply, protefted that the copy of a memorial 
prefented to Sir Charles Grey in the Weft Indies had been fren in 
fome office, though in what office he could not f.iy. It was a paper 
containing many material allegations. As to the other papers he 
had moved for, he ftated lus authority from an anfwcr of the Duke 
of Portland to a memorial of the Wcft-Inilia plan»-ers and merchants, 
which allcdgcd, that no farther explanation couid he given until the 
lawofficeis had been confultcd, and had made their iqwrt. This 
anfwcr was delivered by his Grace to Lord Penrhyn, who prefented 
the niemoiial as chairman of the mcct*og. Adverting to what had 
been urped by different gcntlemin in the courfeof the debate, he 
firft njtiecd, ihat a learned and honourable Member had accufed 
him of premature agitation wh^n the queftion was brought coolly 
and dellberatcb'’ forward, and another honourable gentleman had in- 
terpreted h's to be an int^ niion of cenfurc, which he moft tc- 
nacioufly diiclaimed. He tliought no complaint could with propriety 
be made of preliminary acculation, when they were indeterminately 
arguing upon papers they did not polfcfs , nor could fuch a coiuplaint 
be made, while they adverted to pnpcis which they had not read. 
One opinion r»uft be taken ui>on the aiew of the proclamation, and 
another on the docnmcnls. They could not indeed p.ifs without the 
notice of the Houfc, if they v^crc like the pa pci s in his hands. He 
concluded by obfrving, that he merely moved for the copies of the 
memorials thcmfelves, and not for any farther proceedings upon 
them. 

Mr. FRANCIS faid, “ bcfiiic the Houfc comes to a dccifion 
on a queftion fo important in lUelf, and fo particularly important as 
it is perlbna] to men, to whom we owe not only jufticc to their me- 
rits, but i i» 1 n\ and delicacy in every thing that touches their repu- 
tation, I will* to ftatc my own embarraffment, and to requeft the 
Houfc to look forward and conMcr the difficult fituation, in w^hich 
they may find fficmfelvcs, if that fhould happen, which is very 
likely to happen, In a fubfcqjent ftage of the prefent proceeding; 
Aatis, if the in«)don fhould be earned, and if the right honourable 
the Sccrctarv »'f State fiiould adhere to the dcclaiation he has made 
this night, ife has fairiy told us, tint, in yielding, to the prefenC 
piotion for p-ip^rs, lie Joas not hold himfelf engaged to ftir another 
ftep in the bnlincis; that the parties arc not to expc-^l M’n to concur 
{n any prepolition for an inquiry Into the tranfa£lIons to which thefe 
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papers relate ; that fudi^ inquiry might go to a length incompatiKler 
with the adlual ftatc of the fdTion, and could not be carried oa at 
all without the perfonal attendance of many officers, who were 
adually employed or appointed on foreign fcrvicc of the utmoft im* 
portance to the Public, from w^hich th6y could not be fpared. Now, 
Sir, if, when thefe papers arc before us, thefe objeflions to any 
farther proceeding (hould be urged by that right honourable gcutlc- 
inan, and urged with fuccefs, as I rufpe^l they will be, from his 
great weight and authority with the Houfe, let us conflder in what 
lituation wc (hall then leave the charadlcr and honour of Sir Chirlcs 
Grey and Sir John Jervis. On that fubjcil, gentlemen hercfpealc 
with great mildnefs and delicacy, but what, in fadf, w ill be the 
impreflion abroad, if a motion for paper*;, in which the conduft of 
thefe gentlemen is fo materially concerned, fliould be agreed toi 
No man w^ill deny that it is of itfclf an imputation , that it creates 
or fupixjfcs fomc doubt at Icaft, which, to men of their, charat^cr, 
mud be equivalent to an accufation, and that it is, or ought to be, 
a fubjc6l of inquiry. But, when you have admitted the imputation, 
will you refufe the inquit y ^ Sir, for my own part, I do not think 
tliat fufficient ground, or any ground, has been cftablilhcd for ac- 
ceding to the motion , but if I thought otherwife, I nc\er would 
agree to it without holding myfclf at the fame time bound, in juf- 
tice and honour to the parties, to give tlicm every poflTiMc means 
and opportunity to clear and vindicate their chara^^er fiom the ef- 
fcdls of that imputation. It is not a light or indiffcreni: matter for 
tliis Houfe to accede to fuch a motion. It is not a thing to be taken 
up or abandoned without folid rcafons, and ferious confideration ; 
and I own I ftiould have thought that His Majefty’s Secretary of 
State would liavc adted with more jufticc, prudence and confiflcncy, 
if he had given a negative to the motion, as I fhall do, rather tiian 
have confented to it, as he has done, with an exprefs caveat 
againft any farther proceeding. He confents to a leading ftep, but 
he will confent to no other. If the Houfe (hould fiillow him in thaf 

conduA, the refult will be that poflfibly a mod unjud imputacion 
may be admitted, wliile the means of refuting it are denied. 1 anv 
therefore, againft the motion.’* 

Mr. GREY explained. He complained of the hardfliip attend- 
ing the difeuffion of a quedion of this nature fo late in the feffion, 
when officers were upon the point of failing whofe oral tedimony was 
fo very rcquifitc. The evidence of General Myers, he obferved, 
as one perfon in particular, was indifpenlible ; and yet General Myers 
WBs about to quit the kingdopn, nor would he ftop without an exprefe

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order from the Duke of York or General Dondas. Referring to 
the General’s letter, it {bted, that he would mod readily make his 
affidavit in die vindication of the Commanders’ conduA ; but this, 
Mr. Grey contended, could never be fo efficient, or fo full as a 
perfoiud allegation and interrogatories by counfel. He referred alfo 
to feme exculpatory letters of Colonel Prefcott and General Dundas, 
and fo far he affiired the Houfe was the condudl of Sir Charles Grey 
and Sir John Jervis from being without a precedent, as it had been 
jvetended, that it was dire^Uy the reverfe , for when the French 
nude a conqued lad war of the ifland of Grencda, the property 
was all condfeated, and a file of mufquitcers were font on fliure to 
annul all debts on Englifh mortgages or to Englifh merchants, aU 
diough he acknowledged that upon the remondrances Mr. Pigut 
and Mr. Scott, who were difpatched to the French Court for that 
purpofe, feme remiffions were made. 

Mr. LUSHINGTON in explanation aflerted, that what had 
been called an a£l of condfeation in the ifland of Grenada was no- 
diing more than an a£l of fcquedration from all the abfentees.^— 
Some mifeondutd, he confeffed, was ufed in the enforcement of this 
adl, but fetisfadlion was foon given. He did not difpute, without 
die authority of Generals and Majors, but what the vidlors in fuch 
a'cafe of conqued had fuch a right to the application of the property, 
for die memorials of the planters, and the merchants had not dif- 
futed it, but it was thou^t that in Martinique and Guadaloupe, 
the tights of war had been extended with too much rigour. 

Sir WILLIAM YOUNG explained. 

Mr. JEKYLL fupported the motion for the produftion of the 
papers, bccaufc, notwithdanding the affedation of delicacy, the 
Commanders were reprefented to be virtually criminal. He differed 
feom Mr. Frands, becaufe he did not believe the ptoduflioii of 
die papers to be tantamount to an adl of crimination, or even ot 
accufation. On the contrary, if it Ihould hereafter be determined 
'not to proceed any farther, he conceived there could be no crimina- 
tion. In regard to the expediency of inquiry, too, he could not 
but confider the Houfe as a tribuiul which would enforce the at« 
tendahee of every ncccffjiy \.itncfs; and as to the abfcnce of the 
trex^, when it was faid they were goiiig to adlion, he believed it 
to be nothing more than that they were going to be put in motion. 
He fu^ofed no perfon was difpofed to contravene the rights of war, 
which have been inlided on by every writer on the laws of nations, 
'fnXjfcPuffendorfF down to Vattel. Although His Major’s Advo- 
• had pronounced on partial fa£b, none fuch would be produced 
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befoK a tribunal competent of inquiry. He made obfervations on 
the pointj that if this matter defervcd inquiry, no confideradon ‘of 
inconvenience ought to prevent it, for that the word accufation ought 
not to be coquetted with> under an afic£hition of candour and lU 
berty to the Commanders. He was confident, however, that if an 
inquiry was inftituted, it would redound to the honour of thefe two 
Commanders. 

The queftion on the firft motion for a copy of the proclamation 
of Sir Charles Grey and Sir John Jervis, was then put and carried. 

The following refolutions were then put and carried. 

That an humble Addrefs be prefented to His Majefty, tha 
He wiTH^gracioufly pleafcd to give diredions, that there be laid before 
this Houi^ copies of fuch memorials, or other papers, as have been 
prefented to thefe, or other of Hts Majeily *8 officers, relating to the con- 
dudt which was obferved to the French iilands after they came under the 
Britidi Government. 

Rciolved, That an humble Addrels be piefented to His Majefly, that 
He will be gracioudy pleafed to give direaions, that there be laid before 
this Houfe, copies oi luch memorials as have been prefented to His l}fa- 
jedy’s Miniders on the fame fubjedt, together with the anfwers given 
by them to the memorialids. 

Kefolvedy'That an humble Addrefs be picfented to His Majefty, that 
He will be gracioudy pleafed to give direftiuns, that there be laid before 
this Houfe, a copy of the memorial prefenced to the Duke of Portland, 
in anlwer to the memorials of the Wed-lndia merchants and planters 
and others, by Sir Charles Grey and Sir John Jervis. 

Refolvcd, That an humble Addrefs be prefented to His Majefty, that 
He will be gracioudy pleafed to give directions, that there be laid t>e- 
foi e this Houfe, copies of the feparate indi u 61 ions tranfmitted to Sir 
Charles Grey, relative to the diftnbution of any booty taken on land, 
by His Majedy’s army and navy, in the iflands of Martinique, Saint 
Lucia, and Guadaloupe. 

Refolvcd, That an humble Addrefs be prefented to Hit Majefty, that

PROCLAMATION. 

Whereas it is nrceftaiy, for the ^ood of His Majefty’s fervier, and 
the comfort and convenience of the inh.ibirants of this colony, that fome 
tCfrtpor iiy resfulations fliould be made foi the civil Government thereof, 
•till fuch Time js H*s Mci)cft)’s pleafuie known, and fiicli a icgular 
fyfteni is atloptcd for the futiuc airangcment of all matters, civil and 
inilitr.r>', as to hrs wifdom may feem mod meet, for the mainttnarce of 
his cwn authoiity, and the happmefsand prolperity of his new fub)e6fs ; 
1 DO think fir, in His Majefty^ nime, hereby to publifti this MY 
PROCLAMATION, iccallmi; tothc cxcicifeof then <cvc‘ial fiin^ions 
all fuch officers of the Couits formerly cftabliflied for the Adminiftiation 
nf diftributivc juftice duun j the Govcinment of his late moft Chnftian 
Majefty, the rcfpedtiyc duties of whom do not in any lelpcdl interfeic 
with the authority which, undei the preient circumlf inccs, it is necef- 
fary to leave whole and undivided in the hands of the General in com- 
mand of this iffand. This is therefore to give notice to the inhabitants 
thcieof, that all Courts which were foimcily cftabliflied under the air- 
thority of their late Soveici.;n, for the determination of caufes between 
individual and individual, will be pci muted to exercifc then fcvcr.il 
funftions, without any application of the hums in life in the other Bii-

WHEREAS, fiiicc my pioclamation at the iiland of Martinique, 
bearing date the 30th day of March lall, whhrcby the oFiCers ot the 
Couics formerly cOabliflied for the Adnmvftntion of diftnbutive jufli e 
dining th( Government of his late mod Chriftian Majefty, now ncccf- 
fary to the excrcife of the feveial fun 10ns th'-jcof, have been diredled 
to he icijilled unfl His Majefty's Rojal will and pleafnre fliall be known; 
the Orinfli arm^ have fpicnd faithci conqueft, and this colony is alfb 
added to His Majedy’s F nipiie, the redu^lion and pofleflion of which 
in*kc it ncceliiiy to rrfoit to fome tcmpoiy regulations, in like manner, 
for the good of His Majclfy’s ftivice, and the comfou and convenience 
of hib new fubjc^ls ol this ifland. I DO rhcicforc think proper tu ic 
this my Proclamation, allowing and c immanding all civil ofbeerb of 
the Courts above mentioned and hcrebcforc cJlabhflicd under the legally 
reguhted Government of their late Soveicign for the determination of 
caiifcs between individual and individual, to give in their names to Sir 
Chart il'' Gorton, Colonel, commanding thisiiland, that the proper 
fleps may be taken to place them in the execution of thcii ancient duties. 
And inainiuch as this colony and its Government were under the fupe- 
iior controul of the Admiiiiflintion of the illand of Martinique, to which 
references and appeals vveio made in the profecution of civil caufes; 
and It may be conhflcnt to icftoic the fame forms to the fame channels; 

I do farther make known, that when the ufual Courts fliall be duly eOab- 
liflicd in Maitiniqut, thofe of this ifland are to he legulatcd thereby ac- 
cordingly, until the King's plcafurc be fignificd relative thereto ; but 
the rcftoration of civil employments above mentioned, and the regula- 
tion herein cxpicfled, aie not in any wife meant or intended to interfeie 
with, or to be independent of the authority icpoled in the military com- 
mand of this iflard. Given under my hand, and fcal at arms, at head 
quaiccrs, in the ifland of Sc. Lucia, the 5th day of April, 17941 tn the 
34ih year of His Majefty’b reign.

The MEMORIAL of the Well-India planters and merchap^; 

Sheweth, 

THAT your Memorialifts arc not infeniible of the attention of His 
Majedy’s Government to the fecurity of the Britifli pofleilions in the 
Wed Indies; and when they prefuine to intrude upon your Grace with 
a reprefentation of theii opinions and wiilies upon a fubjeftfo importantly 
intereding to the Public Revenue, and to the private fortunes of many 
cf His Majedy’a fubjedh, they are not induced thereto by a didrud that 
the lame e.\eitions will not be continued to maintain and fecure fuch va- 
luable dependencies ; but they humbly conceive that their local know- 
ledge may enable them to fugged fome ufeful ideas refpedting the parti- 
culai protc< 5 lion of the feveral lilands. 

That your Mcmorialids, fully fatisded that the neceflary meafures foi 
maintaining the afcendency of the Britifli arms in the Britilh fugar colo- 
nies colledVivcly will be purfued by His Majedy^s Government, have 
only to ezprefs the anxiety they feel in confeqiicnce ot a late event in the 
Wed: Indies, by which it is proved that an armament may fail undifco- 
vered from the enemy’s ports, diffident in point of naval and military 
force to do irreparable injury in any of the Britifh illands, againd winch 
the attack may be dire^ed, Tliis anxiety is not a little increafed, when 
they reflect upon thofe principles and opinions propagated by the .igents 
of the French Convention, which have a diiea tendency to didurb the 
fettled colonial lydcni of all the idands; to impaii, if not dedroy, the 
necelfary refpec^ and attachment to all edabhfhed government; and to 
convert tohodiliiy thofe who on former occadoiis, previous to the pro- 
mulgation of the dcdbines already noticed, were adive in their co-ope- 
rations to refid and defeat the common enemy. 

That the nature of all property in the Wed Indies makes it peculiarly 
necelEiry at this jumfture that each idand diould poiTefs a force fufficienc 
for its prote^ion againd predatory attacks of an a£live and dedroyiog 
enemy, fuUy acquainted with the drength or refources of all our Wed- 
India coltniies. 

That the polTeflion of an idand for a few days by the enemy, by fuch 
on enemy as the whole civilized world has now known for the firit time, 
might produce the dedrudtion of private property equal in value to many 
mil&ns, and which at this time contributes largely to the fupport of the 
Pulnlc Revenue. 

That your Memorialids are fcnfible the pofledionof the French idands, 
'U a (olid fecurity againd permanent conqued of thofe belonging to Great. 
9ncaiD; and that it unfoitunately any particulat idand fliould be cap- 
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turod, tbe enemjjr would tiot^ be able to bold it lon^; tbe/ therefore do 
not folicit proteAion for fuch iiland againft povireiful armaments employed 
to contend for empire in thofe feasy but only wifli to be prepared againft 
predatory attacks. 

That your Memorialilla are given to andcrfland the number of troops 
in each ieparatc iiland is at this time far (hort of the peace cfiabiiflim^nt^ 
and unequal to refill an enemy not more powerful than the armaments 
which have lately made a defeent on Guadaloupe, unlcfa early meafurca 
be taken to provide for the refpe^ive fecurity of all the iilandst by in- 
ci eating the garrifons of each, by ilationiog a naval force at thole iilands^ 
where It may be fafe during the hurricane fcafoDy fo as to be ready at 
all times forpurpofes of defence, or to convey intelligCRce of any lioliile 
^tem pts to the place where the main Britiih force may be ftationed. 

your McmoriaVifis feel deep and unfeigned i egret in being obliged 
to prefent^another eiTcntial matter to the confideration of your 6racc» 
impofed uph|Uhem by a juit and reafonable regard for their own interefirt 
and by a duty equally urgent upon their feelings, which they owe C9 
themfelves, and friends and correfpondents refident in the colonies. 

That when the information was firfi received in this countiy that s 
contiibution or commutation for rclinquifhing an affumed nglic to a ge- 
neral plunder of all piopcrty in the captured Fiench iflaiuls in the Weft 
Indies was claimed and infoiced, your Memorialifts did not give perfedk 
credit to it, cfpecially as the communication was confined to one or two 
mure metcanciic houi'es : That they however felt fo much alarmed, as 
to defire the gentlemen who had icccivcd the letters rcfpe<fting it would 
lay before His Majefty’b Minifteis the information they had received; 
when they had the fatisfaiStion to underftand from Mr. Pitt, chat this 
proceeding, in the fhape in which it then appeared to him, was fubjedt 
to much objcdlion, and would m his opinion be dlfappioved by His Ma- 
jefly’s Government; that fince chat period the fa(5l is cilabliflied beyond 
a doubt, and the ruinous detail of thcic a6ls of ligoui clearly afcei tamed. 

That your Memorialifts, not as public cenfors, but as a body deeply 
interefted in the due obfervance of thofe diftindions between public ana 
private piopcrty, by which in modern tiipes the lights of conqueft have 
been qualified, humbly conceive, that the man who in the moment of 
danger exerts himfclf for the protection of his countty, does not thereby 
fubjc6t to military execution all his propel cy, wherever ficuated, within 
the range of the conqueror’s fwoid ; and that the late deviation f^rom the 
general lule of public warfare hitheito obferved by civilized nations, is 
of a nature eventually to have very fatal conliequences to your Memo- 
rialifts. 

That if the fortune of war fliould give to the enemy the poileffion of 
any of our iflands, the fevcrc meafures lately enforced againft the inha^ 
bitants of the Ficnch conquered iflands may be retaliated, and extended 
to the ruin of your memoiialifts, and the inhabitants of fuch iflands as 
may be taken* 

That when Grenada, one of the Britifli iflands, was taken by ftorm the 
kft war, the confifeation of private property, or a commutation provid* 
hig it (which is nearly the fame thing) was not attempted, and the pri^ 
vate exeitions of individuals exercifing public power were redtefled in all 
cafes which were proved ; that the brave and fuccefsful exertions of the 
Britifli officers and Ibldiers entitle them to the grateful praifes of your 
Memoiialiftn and of the Public in general; but that their pecuniary com« 
penfation fliould not originate in an injurious to the ri,?nr v of individu* 

^ alS| and of dangerous example for your Mpmorialifts, whole property 
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w’ll be cxpofed tft fimilar invafion if the fortune of war fliouldfubje^tan/ 
ct our iilands to the power of the enenw. 

That your Meinormllfts will not prenime to cnlarjje farther upon the 
injurious tendency of fuch a rigorous and unexampled exertion of the 
right of conqueil againft private property ; but they cannot forbear to 
luggefty that if Great Britain means to oerive advantage from the con* 
qiicft of the French iHands, itmuilbe the higheft Impolicy to deprive the 
proprietors of thofe iflands of the very limited means foi cultivating their 
lands, which their inteinal diAraclions have left them. 

That whether in any and what degree the honour of the Britifli nation 
may be affected by this alarming change in the mode of cairying on wai, 
the confiication of the property ol the inhabitants of the compiorcd places 
is a queAion ot too much delicacy for your Mcmoiialills to enter on; 
but that they arc impelled by their own inter c!> to make this rcm^.ita- 
tation againft an adt, which, if adopted as a pi ecediMt, inuft^ar^tually 
prove ruinous to youi Mcmoriahfts chcmfelves. 

Your Mcmorialifts therefore pray your Grace, to reprefent to His Ma* 
jefty the ncceftity of immediately fending fuch addition il militaiyand 
naval foice to the Wcft-lndu lilands as may fecuie them from the 
danger with which they are menaced; and of giving fuch oiders, re- 
ipeding the contributions impofed, and ochei c xadlions on the inha- 
bitants of the conquered illands, as may conciliate their minds, and 
prevent the conduct of their coaquciors being hcicafrery in cafe of a 
reverie of fortune, quoted as a precedent to authoiife the rum and de- 
ftru£lion of His Majeftv’s faithtul fubjects, who by the foitunc ot war 
may happen to fall under the power of an enemy wlucli they may be 
unable to rcfift with fuccefs.

Humbly Sheweth, ^ 

THAT yonr mcmorialifts arc inftnirted by many rc<‘pcrtab^inhabi- 
lants aod proprietors of the liland tif Mcminu]iK’, loy.il iiilTjcdfs of H'S 
Britannic Majefty, to reprefent to His M»)cilv*a Minillcrs the injulluc 
and oppreflSon exeiciied towards the laid iiihabitanra and propiittois bv 
General S’ rCharU 8 Giey, and Vice Admual Sir John Jeivis, the Com- 
manders in Chief of* His Majefty^s foices, employed in the conqiicA ol 
the above-mentioned illand. 

That the perfons reprefented by your memoriahlls were not the ad- 
herents of the pretended National C'onvcntion, noi did they oppoO th^ 
declaration given on board the Boviic, the ift of January 1794, bur on 
the contrary, your mrmDrialills aic inllni^fcd to llarc, as fa<^t», wli’*, ti 
uther fiom their notoilcty need no taithcr pioof,. 01 which can be lub- 
ftantiated by indubitable evnlcncc, that when the Mayoi of the tovvn oi 
St. Pierre, in the illand of Maitiniqiie, icccived the firft fummons from 
His Majeftv’s Commanders, the town and forts wcicfo abfolutely at the 
difpofal of the negroes and people of colour, that the white inhabitants 
could not m'liiitcil their deiire ot lunendcrin^^ ; but that iniinediately on 
the retreat of the people of coioui and negroes from the town, they did, 
in a q'jiet and peaceable m inner, fubmit to the authority of the Kin^, 
and put thcmlclves undt r Hii» iVLjc^y'^ piorcclion. 

That your mem are faithci inlriucted to llatc, that the faid in- 

habitants and propiK’tors whom they now reprefent, relied with the molt 
implicit confidence on the fec-uity held forth in the above-mentioned 
declaration of Hu Mi)L(ty% Commanders, whcieby a full and immedi- 
ate enjoyment of all thx’ii lawful piopeity was folcmnly promifcd, giant- 
edy and" infilled to them. 

That your memonaiift:, arc farther indru^tcd to ftatc, that in defiance 
of the above-mentioned drcUration, in violation of the Britilh faith, thua 
foleitlAlv pledged, and contiary to nil the rules of war, as carried on by 
civ iliaod stations, all the proJuc'; and p’ovi lions in the town of Sr* Pierre, 
ttt well as in Ibmc other pirts ot the illattJ, weic fhorcly after feized by 
ovdier of the Cpminjnder», and witho it any Court of Admiralty beiug 
firft'held, without any previous adjudiwauoii or ioim of trial wh.iclbcve% 
for the^benefit of the captors. 

,<lliatyotir memoiialiffs eat ne(lly entreat the attention of His MajellyU 
.iltnifter* the terms of the declaration ifllied the iff of January 1794 ; 
and hutobly lubioit, that the folemn piomife held forth in that declara- 
tion w>^s directly addreifed to individuals, not to the armed force by 
. wkkh'the lilano was he|d in oppieilion ; and that if the voluntary and 
'Cnrly fiiibiniflioa made by th'^ white inhabitants of ch» ifland is not to be 
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conlidercd at giving them a title to the benefits of that folemn promiftf 
onlcfs a foimal capitulation had preceded their fubmidiony this declaration 
of the Commanders in Chief mud have become a cruel mockery, in 
cafe the adheients of the pretended Convention had precluded the pofS- 
bility of capitulation: and has, in fadf, proved an utiwai rantablc delu* 
fion CO the lo}al and iinfiifpccimg iniiabitaurs, whofe eager fubmiflion 
overlooked what they had it jfon to eonfidcr as a r.eedicfs piecaution.

Indu pioduce found in the ifl.inds of Martinique and Guadafoupe/ vf^itb 
their levcral dependencies, alio the heavy contiibution levied upon fhf 
unfortunate plantcis and merchant!* of St, Lucia, who willinghr fiib< 
nutted to the firll fummous from the Commanders of His Majcfty^i bof

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and fea foices, !s mattpr of inofl: ftiipus concern to youp mcmorialifts, 
and will grievonfly alfeft their property. 

That )our intjjoiialirtb, c^uiceiving that the horrors of war, at all 
times dreadful, an, hy fucU feTcijties rendered doubly diftreffing and de- 
ftruftitc; and, lu fa£l:, they apprehend, it it wei e humane and political 
ill His SJiuiflers ro prohibit the tonnnuJncc of fuch violent 

proceedings, and the levying of faithcr illegal contributions in the con- 
quered iflandb, as if inoft undoubtedly was, it is not the left neceflary, 
your mcmoiKiliftc humbly conceive, to oid^i* a icduiition of the inglo- 
rious booty aermned bv OUi Commanders, and now in the bands of their 
agents in the Wcl| In.^ies and in Europe , bt'caiiic it will ftill farther tend 
to confirm the confidence of newly-acquired fubjefts in the m ifdom, enui- 
ty, and moderation of His Majefty’s Councils and Govcinment, and ifT" 
the good faith of the Bruifii nation. 

But were all thefe confide rations laid afide, yojr niemorWifts beg 
leave to rccal to youv Grace’s rccollcflion the declaration ilfiicd on the 
ifirft of January 1 794, before any hoftile attempt was made on any of 
thefe iiunds ; bv which, with all tlu folcrnnitics of the moft impofing 
formaUtica, Sii Charles Grey and Sii John Jervib guarantcfd to fuch of 
the inhabitants of the different iflands as fliould peiccably fubmit them- 
leivea to the authority and protedion of His Maieft/> not only the mofl: 
uninterrupted jicrfonal fccurity, but the mofl ample and immediate en- 
joyment of then IccKimatc rights and ptopei ties. 

Your mcmoiialms, therefore, upon any known principles of reafoii 
and Jufticc, cannot conceive that the inhabitants of the couqueied illands 
have merited fuch an impofition, which in its confequciiccs equally and 
indifcnminatcly involve in one general confifcation Biirifh and trench 
pi Opel t}— the friendly with the hoflile, and the peaceable and wcll-dif- 
pofed fubjcttwith the tuibiiicnr and feditious 

Therefore, rtlying on the lufiice and humanity of His Majcfly '* Mi- 
nifteis, youi memoiialills flatter themfclves, on a conlidciation of the 
preniiies, they will be induced to give the ncccffary ordeis tora iclloia- 
tion of the payments made on 'iccount of their illegal contribution, and 
a public dilavow’al of the principle upon which fuch impolitic piocccd- 
iiigs arc founded.

JERVIS, to the Duke of PORTLAND, dated 7ih March 1795. — 
With Copies of Inciofures thciein« 

MY LORD, 

WE take the liberty of troubling your Grace on the fubjeft of the 
memorials, which have been prefented to your Grace by the Weft-India 
planters and merchants, and others, refpcSing our pioceedings and con- 
dud, as Commanders in Chuf, upon and fubiequcnt to the conqueft of 
the French Weft-India iftands. Some of thofc memorials wcie prefented 
l 3 ur 5 ng oyr commands in the Weft Indies ^ and, if we are corrcdly in- 
formed, they were picceded by perfonal communications, made to His 
Majefty’s Minifters, upon the authority of piivate letters fiom merchanrs 
and traders in the Weft Indies. How far thefc reprehnrations and me- 
.tnorhdshave been aded upon by His Majefty’s Minifteis, we are uuin- 
j but from the natuie of the allegations contained in them, and 
'thi^dbjcfh which the Meinorialifts profels cq have in view^ wc aflureour- 
that they cannot be countenanced ; if they are, it places us in this 
^|[ubr dilemma, that in the difcharge of our public duty, as Com- 
^ tnauders in Chief in the Weft ludics, we could nut avoid cither dilubty- 
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tlie inftruitions and fruHratin^ the viem of His Majefty, or expofing 
ontfelves to cenfiue, by difappointing the wilhea iind expectations or 
inrrehanrs and traders conneaed with the Wefi Indies. 

Tnc Weli-India merchants appear to be apprehenfive only of the con- 
fequences which mav lefult to them from any precedent eilablKhed by 
our conduct upon which the French Government may towards them * 
in cafe ot a reverfe of fojtuuc • — “ Should the fortune of war (they fay) 
be reverfed in that quarter, and any of the Brithh iflands be captured 
by the enemy (an event to be apprehended from the reduced Itate of 
** the BritiAi foiccs in thofe lAands, and from the untoward accidenU 
which have pi evented the departuic of the reinforcements provided) 
** reraliarion, however temperate in its principle and extent, will be Ut- 
il* lie (lion of total nun to the foi tune of your Memorialifts, and to a rciy 
confidciable portion of Majefty's fubje^ts.” 

The ground upon which this complaint is founded, we take to be to» 
tally diihn^f from that whiLh has been more genet ally and mod loudly 
urged (which we fliall obferve upon attci wards) viz. That the property 
of emigrants, oi rhofe who were fiiendly to the Biitiih Government^ 
and contributed then afFillance, as far as they were enabled, or allowed 
to do, to the cooqued of the Fiench iflands, was fubjeffed to Indifcri- 
minatc confirc..iion. The fear of retaliation mud arife, not from our 
ticatmcnt of the tnemies but of the friends of the French Government. 
I'he appu'henlion dated is that in ca(e of a reverfe of fortune, that Go- 
temment may tieat oui fubjcdls as wc have treated their’s. To this we 
can give no other anfwci, than that the peculiai nature of the war, and 
theoidcis trnufmittcd to us by HisMajclly’s Miniders, left us nodifcrC'* 
tion as to the treatment cither of that Government or its fupporters. Upon 
a rcfcicncc to our freret inftruJfions, your Giace will peitcivc that Go- 
vernment to be qualified as an ufurpation, having no legal authority, 
and Its fuppoitcrb as rebels and traicois. We are direffed by an order of 
Council to prevent foteiguers refoiting to the iflands without licence; 
and that oi dei , by a letter from one of His Majefly’s confidential fervanta, 
is cxpl lined as “ clcai Iv m irking the intention of the Britifh GovernmenCt 
to keep out of the conqueicd iflands all perfons whofe principles were 
“ III the leaft degree to be ful]>ev5lcd and he adds, “ I hope you have 
driven cut ol them all peribns of this defeription.” We certainly a£ked 
in tonfornmy to ihe policy here laid down in many indances * — The fub- 
jeiffs of the Freuch Govcinmcnt, or the pretended National CoiiTen- 
cioD, as It IS termed in the pKH'lamation, were in many inftancei fent 
away, and their eflates fequcflcred ; this became ncccllary for the iecu- 
nty of chofc iflands, which in all our letters and inflrudtiODS we 
dered ourfelves diiedfed to fecure, as a permanent acqulfition to tW 
Crown of Great Biitnin. It became the more ncceirary, $$ our fore# 
became weaker; but for the precedent eflabliflied by thefe prQCeedinjny' 
we are not lefponfible, and to the fequeftered eflates receivers werc&m* 
mediately appointed fur the benefit of Government ; they ftill continue^ 
wc believe, to receive for Government the profits of thofe eflates, froA 
whii h the captors have in no oneinflancedenreJ any advantage or 
lament ot any kind to themfclvcs. 

Having ipadc thefe obfervations on the principles avowed by the 
oioiialifls, we fliuft beg leave to call your Grace's attentioO to a 
ment of our proceedings in the conquered iflands. 

For a derail of our proceedings mtheconqueft of the iflands, wemvlt 
beg leave to lefer your Grace to our public and private difpac^ei,:

The foimti dr- 
Iciiption ot pjop*'!!/ we coiihdeicdas btlon:»ing to the Ficncii Govcin- 
menf, and, as Inch, ro be lawl J piizc The l.ittci we confidcied as fub- 
jtijft to coni'll uion, in confcquencc ot iht piopnctois lia\’ng cithci ic- 
fiilid His Maje fly's forces, 01 declined in-iptingthc terms oilcicdby the 
pioclamation of the i J ot J muaiy. towns being taken by lloi m or 

aflielt, the property in tlum, accoiding to the common jjiaiticcof wai, 
was t'^pofed to pliiniicr, but the tioop^ w'nc nflraiacd liom any adl of 
that kind, by tlu afluiancis given them, that tlicy w^ould be much 
more benef.tcJ by a fair and cqusil dirtiibution of booty, than by indif- 
ciinnuate pillage. Undu the cjicumfluncts in which the tjwvns iveic 
takcYu it was the opimon ot the navy ani .iimy, that all the pio])city 
fbunU in them W4S to be confidciai ao pfl7c oi booty, Uciliiud 
lanffioning leisures to this extent ; but Inung of opinion that the pio- 
ddco'of the ij(land tognd at St. riciic wa? iinqucftiouablc pnze, as be- 
^nging eith'dr to the Rep iblican Govcrnrncut or to iuaivuluals who had 
the Bikilh fbices, 01 rciccied the ttims offered by the prod miu- 
difb of j^hc ift^f jartuaiy, jjtc duelled ili^' feizure of it. No othei pii- 
vate pi^perty, of any defeription, was luoh ll.'d. Although the town of

ncitt and the inhabitants emplo r :i\ in d.fpcifing of their pi ope rty 
aw eranra^ffg their bufinefs ubial. The provisions and nccelfaiics 
tp 4ftie Dairy auil ni my were legubi ly paid for, and c vci y fpecics 
OTgenef^bt^^fcbandize (provihons included) was left in the iincoiitioul- 
'<!q difpofition of die inhabitants^ The prof’crty <cizcd on (horc confiilcd 
pnljr of the fullowlug ai tiVle% the produce of the illand, viz. iugar, 
pttf cotton, and cafTIa* 

H tfmc oi thc 'feizurc no mstn intimated the fmallcfl doubt either 
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of the leq;allty or propriety of our condiift : on the contrary. It was the 
general opinion that, in point of (Inflncfs, all the moveable pt ope rty iri 
the ifltnd vvjs liable to fcizure : ui tlii*? opinion we have fince been coiy 
firmed by better advice than any we could then obtain. Your Gra«i 
will not luppofe ns to have deliberately wt»gh'*d in legal balances eveiy 
mearure we took m executing th^ rtiduo'is I’ci viCes committed to our ca. e : 
if that had been experltd fio.ii Us, we ought to nave been fuiniHied 
with learned civilli.ins as advifcrs 01 aiiellbis. Uniiiiftcdas we wcie 
with an^ legal advice, we are extremely happy to IIiaI that, infteail of 
exceeding, we have lallen vci) hu llio t of exercifing, to their legal ex- 
tent, the rights ot the Ciown, m feizing the booty which fell to the 
difpofal of Ills IMajcfti .

t\hcie he Went to ft c wlnt could be done in rlie hiv of ipccniiti'm. 
I/e found a wonderful iwollcetian of people hinn all tht Qandb, uut ' vciy 
one equally difappointcd. All the piodu«.e on boaid thu vtHvls and iti 
the fioics, even to the length of powder and pomatum Hi ps, arc confif- 
cated. 

“ Thn fale began with fug.ir o« the loth day. Fine cliyM fold fsom 
60 to 67 pel cvvt. and being captiiicd good^, goes home fubjee^ to the 
foieign duty. The produce has been all apprailcd by gentlemen fiom 
the different iflands , and it’s the diredlions horn tlie /iJiniral and Gtnc- 
lal, that the agents do not let a calk of it be foK! under that appraile- 
meiit, fo the full imIuc will be obuincd, othciui<c it is bought in for 
the capturers, and it is thought the gieatofi pa’-t will tall into their oivn 
hands ; they fo much expect fo tliemlelves, that the ftiips will be the 
lafi of the falc^, ui 01 Jci that they may buy in what is wanting to cifry 
home their produce. After this is all ovci, the fum of 250,000!. fieri- 
ing is to be demanded fiom the towns in Martinique ; and all the pro- 
duce on efiaces nudepievious to the day of furrciidcr U to be made prize 
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of. Such extiaordinary pluiidrr ffor we cannot give It t better name^ 
was never known before on the like or r.ny other occafion in civilized 
rountiics. At St. Lucia they aic to levy immediately the fiiin of 300,000!.

fliippcd otl the itlanJ by the inhabirants until this* money is railed , fo 
that, iivltpendent of lull the ruin of the ptoplt in both plate**, no pay- 
ments can this yt<i be expet^ted hj the mr ich.int-* in ihr^ Englifh iflands, 
who have vciy laige funis due to them fu: nc ;r(iLs, &t. fold before the 
war.”

The tianfaiffinns which wc h nc hubirto d^'^arled or lefcircd to, relate 
principally to MaitiniC|w^e, that being t*H vmi’*) illand from whence the 
captors h.ive derived any advantage fioiii th« ciipruied pjopeitv. After 
the conqucfl ol that ifr.nd, br. Lucia was the next objei^t of attack, and 
was regularly fummopcd to I'uicndei. 'Ihc luinmon? was rejected. 
The Biitifli tioops landed in ditrtient places on the ilt of Apnl, 1794, 
and all the difTeieiit forts anabarrencs vvcic coinjdeicly taken pofhdion of 
on the foiiith. But although clr'rc was no foicc on the illaiid to make’ 
an efLftual rtfiftance againft that font to ntt.uk it, and the inhabitai ts. 
Ir^d known for near three months that it would be attacked, ) ct everjr 
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rcfiftancc was made tliat the force of the ifland was capable of, and no 
town, foitrcfs, oi any dcfcnption the inhabitants, cither capituLited, 
iuiitndeicd, oi piopofrd to lui'tondtr upon the terms offered in the pro- 
clamation of the ift of January. The ilUnd being contpicicd by foicc, 
the navy and army did not Lonfdcr the inhabitants as entitled to the 
teimb offcicd b} the proclain ition, bur, on the Lontrary, as liabl'to be 
treated as enemies, and iub|C(‘‘led to all the confequences of conqueft. 
Undci this impreilion the navy ind ainiy conccucd they had a light to 
treat all the pioduce ol the illaiid tha' had been manufa^tuied and lent to 
the town of Caftiics (the flipping poit) and alfo that upon the planta- 
tions in the polldfien ot the .igt.i*ij ot the republic, as liable to confifca- 
tion, which at the time of the captur c \iendcd to a con lidci able pait of 
the crop of the \em. Some merch inta, who had bet n appointed by the 
Commanders in Chief to art as pnzi agents, fuggclled to the principal 
planters and muchanrs, that if woiilJ be a lie neheial mt iliire for them to 
offer the na\y and aimy h fiini of n.onc} to v\.nvc their tlainis to a con- 
fifcation of the pioduce ; and tlrir .t uouid calily be laifcd b} WHy of af- 
fclfment or contribution on the diftcient towns and cllatc*’ in the ifland, 
in proportion to their propciry oi value, and paid by inlLtlments at diftc- 
rent pciiods.

The iliand '»f Ivi litii.iqne having been conquered by force, without 
any crfpituUuon 01 conipad having been eiUcicd into with ltd inhabitants, 
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we apprehend the uholc property of the ifland became liable to feizure* 
aad at the diipofal of His Majelly. As Comtnandtrit in Chief, we hare 
already faid, that we conceived it to be our duty to protert HisMajcfty^i 
rights; but in doing fo, we did not enforce them to any thing like their 
full extent. The property that was in fn^l fcized. was confined to the 
produce of the illand found in the towns earned by affiult. It was affer- 
waids I'uggcftcd to us, that if we gave up the lemauidcr of the property 
liable to conhlcation, wc fliould deprive His Maidly of an opportunity 
of icwardingthc na\y and ainiy to that extent which his lights afforded 
the oppoituinty of doing Aiixioui todo jnllicc to the fleet and army, 
and at the i'lmc time dclirous of .dicviarni^ the fituation of inhabitant'), 
who by their cond III f hadinciirifd a fo’uiiuie of their piopeity, wc lif- 
tened to the propofiil of n compollLion to he railed by w ly of coiitiibution.

By way ot impiciring \our Ctias'' with a jiifl idea 
o* I’K. cindour ol the mcmoiialsfl, the fiift paiagraph cliai<iesus with 
li iviiig excici'cd injuihcc and oppieflion tow aids the inhabitants, wifhoiit 
“giving the name of any om peiion that has been injined, 01 inftancing 
a fingle faft or tranfai?tion to win ant fo thong an imputation. It 15 not 
ufual lor men in hi^h rcfponriLlt lifiiations r-o be clvigecl, in general 
tenns, with the txcrcilt of inpiflueand oppiiflion, wuh^'iit a foundation 
being laid torfuch a thaigc by a Oatrment of tcU^s, fiom v lienee it can 
fcc fauly deduced. Hcic the chaige is boldly made at the outfet, and 
when the fabfequcot detail ot ta^fs (if any thing frated m this papci dt- 
ferves that aji|K II ’lion) comes to be txamincd, it will be found tom port'd 
of cithei pollnvc tallchoods 01 w'.lful milKpiercntuions. Ir is not a little 
lingulai, that the name of no one inhabitant ot Muiiaiiqiic fhould be 
brought forwaid as having authoiifcd this tomiiliinl As to the fiippofcd 
fuflVici*!, whtiliei tht\ wcic planters, mci chants, oi tiadeis, whethci 
thc> were Fienchmen, Creoles, 01 perfons or coloiii, vvliat i-. the na- 
ttjie or extent of then loflts, and how fudaincd 01 occaiioned, the nie-

picf 'US wcit nor Jvihcienrs to the Nation il C'onventmn, noi did they 
oppolo the piochmaimn of the ift Jmuan. Wheilur tint fai'b iS true 
or falfc, de] ends mcicl) upon his allcition, w hich in thcteirns in which 
it is made cannot recej\e an anUvet. It then names and lefidt ncc had 
’been mcnliontd, we fliould have h.iJ an oppoitiinity ot anlw^eimg this 
allegation, by fiicwing whar part the peifons named took in the conrefr 
and how fai they fiifieied fiom the lei7nic that took place. The fdnee 
obfeivcd upon this fubjcift pictt\ clearly flicws, that the piincipaK wifli 
to flirink from pes Tonal incjiiiiy and minute iiivt ihganon, and pitfei tht 
•mode of Liiculating theii calumny in thv name ot an agent, w'ho doca 
not hold himfcU leipoufible foi what he flares The allegation uuth le-

Your Grace will find ihat the town of St. Pici'c was the lafl plricc taken, 

5 'except Fort Bouibon and Foit Royal. The aid-dc-t amp, who earned 
-thd’lummons to St. Pitiie on the otli of Febiuaiv, iniic.iJ of being le- 
ccived and lillencd to, was infulted, ainl not pei nutted toeiucrthc town, 
dfid the Mayor gave the watch word for iclillance and d< fiance. jSo far 
4vcre the uihabitapts fiom being well aftcdicd to the Bit.ilh Government, 
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th.it they manned fomeof the batteries near the town, and feTcral armed 
velTcib weie undci the ncccffiry of fii ing upon the town, to deter them 
fiom giiing faicher fiipport to rhead|acent fotts, at the time they were 
attacked by the Britifli forces. Their fuppoted quiet and peaceable ful>» 
niiirion extended no faither than to their not engaging the Britilh troops- 
when they entcicd the town fword in hand, after having taken the fur- 
jonnding forts by aflault, and when farther refiflance would have been

Wluthci til' tci ms ollt irJ b\ tlm pioclamation ol tin illot January 
1794, aic tube coi’^j'kMfi aj addi.'fT^d ro individuals only, or to the 
body of the p( ople, is p^j lef'ly nnmateiial ; foi no individual from whom 
an ounce of ciopcrt^ w viakcn cvci intimated a wirti to accept ttie bene- 
fit of it unii aficr lua p' icc of icfideiHC wa^ in poliLllioa of the Biinfh 
troopb. His piofclii'Mis of n gard for, and itracfmient to, the Ihirilh Go- 
veinnicnt, might jxuhaps then bci ome vocileioii^ , bur wli it would 
have been laid ot us if \vc had given cmdit to the piulc'Iifuu of luth men ^ 
Had the lame opportunity offered at Martinique that afterwards occuned 
at Guadaloupe, all theie piofeilions would have vaniflicd, and the pvE- 
ibns miking them have been found amongllthe fuppoitcrs of the invad- 
ing enemy. 

The firft memorial of the WcH-Imlia planters and merchants appeal s 
toub to be lather a leinonlli mce again (1 the coindLu"'tot His Majeffy^ Mi- 
nifteis than a pcifonal attack upon us — wc thciefore confider it as not 
calling for an anfwer on our pirt? ; but the othci, which icfers to ttiit 
wc hive juHobieived upm, and calls the attention of llis Ma)cil)’s 
MiniHcis 10 the proclamations of the ill of Januaiy, and the »oth and' 
2 III Miy, we couuder .is demanding our ittcntiou — It rauiiltftly pio* 
ceedi thtougliout upon a fappofittoQ that the faCta iUted in the other 
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memorial am troev Md that the tahabicanrs of the conquered iflands had 
by their fufamiflSoni eittlcled themielves to the benefits offend by the firft 
proclamattoil* We arc not much furprized to find falfe allegations and 
oiifottaded calumny ftated in a fnemorial that may be fiiirly faid to dc« 
ftrve the channSler oF anonymous ; but we cannot avoid ezpicfling our 
aAoniflimcnt to obferve the Wcil4ndia planters and merchants adopting 
in Had they poiTcfied^ no tfieans of afeerraining the truth or falfehM 
of the matters ilated in it, fome apology might be made for their doing 
(b't but the manner in which the ifiands were taken being mattei of pub- 
lib hiftory, there is no excufe for their adopting a falfe reprefentation. 
It was only neceffary for them to refer to the Gazette, to difeover that 
the memorial piefented by Mr* Thclluifon was pofitivcly falfe ; but it 
Ibems the planters and merchants did not wi(h to be undeceived, as there 
would, in that cafe, have been no colour for their putting the interpie« 
tation upon the proclamation of the ifi of January which they have done. 
His Majefiy’s proclamation held out an encouragement to iubmiffion to 
his arms, not a rewaid for refiflance to them. They do not treat this 
infirument as containing an alternative, but as offering unqualified terms, 
which the inhabitants of the conquered Iflands were to have the benefit 
of, be their conduct wliat it might, •whether they fubmitted or whether 
they refifted. In this refpe^t it is moie uncandia than the other memo- 
rial ; and, in flaring the demand made by the proclamations of the loth 
and 2 iit of May, it keeps pace with it in fairnefs, by fuppiefTing the fat^, 
that not one (hilling was ever collc6fed under them, and that all idea of 
contribution was abandoned many months ago. This fac^ was eciually 
well known to the mcmonaldls as thnfe which they have flared, and could 
only befupprcikd with a view to givctheii complaint a dcgiee ot pLiu- 
fibility, which a fair i eprefentation would in no Jegicc have warranted. 
All this induflry and anxictv to pei veil the meaning of public papers, 
and to mifreprefont orfupjMcfs the fa^ts rcquilitc to a proper judgement 
of their true operation, mull have piocccdccl fiom a confcioumefs that a 
fair interpretation of them, and a candid liatcment of all the material 
fitfls, would have fhewn that there was no jull ground for complaint. 
Taking the complaint in its f^rongcli fonfe, vihcn the fa6t is afccitained, 
it amounts to no more than th it the Comin'indcis in Chief, having been 
under the neccflicy of conqueiing the illands by foicc, conceived thecon- 
queft to give the captors a Tight to fiibftitute a general contiibution for a 
confifeation of pioperty, which the coiuiudl of the proprietor*^ had expofed 
to forfeiture, but whu h contribution had nor been paid. Had it been fo 
put, the inquny called tor would have appealed ridiculous. 

The memorial from the Livnpool meichants feeihs of a very lingular 
nature. It calls upon His Majc{1y*a^ Miniflerb to dlfavow principles 
which were never reduced to piactiec, and for .a reftorntion of payments 
,that vvere cither never made, oi long ago rtturiied. Though it gives a 
falfe colour to what has been *n the conquered iflands, it is not quite fo 
deftituce of truth and candour as the other two, upon which \ve have juft 
pbferved, and in that re'p<'«5t only differs tiom them. We fliall here dif- 
the fubje^t of th^fe mctnonils with this fhoit obfervation, that if 
there had been any fair and jull groUnd foi complaint, which the meiiio- 
'rialiffs could have effablifiicd upon invefiig'inon foanto entitle themfelves 
to relief,* the Courts of jufhee would has t long ago refounded with their 
Vlamoaxt'ifbr redrefs, and His lVIaje(l>*s MmfUeis would have been the 
' faff perfbnt applied to. Confeious that iheti complaints are unfounded 
{ti 90 d their claims unfupported by any colour of law, thqtfnbfti-

are thence become ncccflaiy for the defence and fafety ol tliofe iflands. 

That your memoiialiHs cannot bii% upon tbi occafion, advert to the 
rcprcfcnrations they have fo uigently made tollis MaicHy’b Secictaiy of 
State, Hating the confcqucnccs which iintfhr be expected to icfult from* 
the unprecedented conduif^t ot Sir Cliarles Grey and Sir John Jervis, on 
taking poiTelTiun of the Fiench captuied lilands , which oonduift they 
mud coniidir as the primary and cHlcient ciiiife of the piogicls which the 
enemy has lately been enabled to make, whether in the iccovcry of a 
pare of the French colonics, or in the plundei and devadauon of our 
own : That your mcmorialidb fee, in the late proclamations of thcFici^ 
Commiiiioncrs, not only a confirmation of this opinion, but great occa- 
fion to dread that the violent proceedings of the BiitiHi Comoiaodera nyav 
be retorted with aggravated fe verity, whenever the foi tune ofivarfliall 
affoid an opportunity ; and that it is with deep regret your memorinltfli 
now refle< 5 t, that had an early and public difavowal of the proclomatioiK 
and proceedings in quedioii been made by the Britiih Government, a 
great pare of the lecent calamities might have been pi evented. 

That fiom the late public events which have taken place in SciTilpC, 
as well as fiom many local circumftances in the Wed Indies, yoUr tie* 
morialids have rcafon to apptehend that the French nation will devote m 
confiderable part of its force, which hAs hitherto been emplwed 
other fervices, to the capture and devaftation of the Britifh Weft-IniHt 
colonies, being well aware of the immenfe advantages thence derivod'to 
the revenue, commerce, and naral (Irength of the Britifh empire* 

That the Weft-India iflanda have at all times been greatly expoied to 
tbrcalamitiesof war, but that the evils which they have reafbn to dr^ad * 
front a continuance of the prefent war, are infinitely more dilafiroui than ^

tft any former period of their hlAory, owing to the charaAer of the enemy 
they have to contend with, and the deflru^Hve tendency of the principles 
'avowed and propagated by that enemy. 

That, > in the |udgment of your mcmotlalif]«j, nothing can cffeftually 
guard againft thclc complicated dangeis, but a ftrong iiMlitaiy force, both 
py iea and bud, for the general protcdion nt all the iflands, and a fepa- 
ratc garrifon to be flationcd duiing the war in each iAand for its own 
plUticuUr defence. 

In a fituationof new and extreme dangei, the cxil^cncc of the Britifli 
colonics at Ibkc, and the lives and fortunes of the inhabit.ints depending 
on the iffuc, youi mcmoiialifts do thcrchnc in the moil lolemn manner, 
on behalf of thofe inhabitants and themfelvi^, appeal to the wifdom of 
Hifi Majedy’s Coitncilb foi protedtion, and bumbi^ imnloie that, if the 
war is likely to be continued, a force may be immediately fent 10 the dif- 
ferent iflands, fufficient as well to picfenc thm internal tianf]uillity as 
to defend them againfta foicign enemy ; and (as tlbntial to the protec- 
tion and fafery of the leinainingBiitifh colonies) thatthc corulnrtof rhofe 
Britifh Commindcrs who aflumed a right to levy a gcncial erjiitnbution 
on the inhabitants of the hicncb captuud ilLinds, 01 to confdcatc their 

i iroperty, in contradirtipn to Ilib M.ijefty’s pioclamaiton, may be fo- 
ssnnly and publicly difa vowed.

My lord,

‘ 1 feel much fatisfa^ion in recollr^fing that at no period, fince the com* 
nstneement of the war, has there been any dcficiencv of excitions in fur- 
ptQiiPg the Wefl;«India pofleflions with inch A fupply of both naval and 
ftiilitaiy defence as the national fOice of the couniiy would admit of; 
and if ar any time thefc exertions have not, in ail icipcc^s, bad thcii 
complete efledts, it has arifen from circumflances m which it is impoiTible 
to impute any blame to His Majrily’s Miniflcis. Thefc exeitions will 
he Unremittea; but you are aware that, iil fending reinforcements to the 
W<;(Ll&dieS, the feafon of the year mufl of nccelflty be attended to; and 
mslihsit me to take the libcity of fuggefling to the confidcration of the 
planters and merchants, how far fuch ficciuent public difeuf- 
•Sopaa^on their emm fuppofed weaknefs is not calcuUtea to increafe, lathcr 
diminiib their danger. .

chants, becaufc they call upon His Majefty’s Miniftcrs to eftablifti a ge-

To In'* Excellency Sir CHARLES GREY, Knight of the Bath^ 
General, Commandci in Chief of His Biitannic Majefty’s Ar« 
roics ill the Weft Indies. 


May it plcafe youi Excellency, 

THIS ifland, long aduated with inteftinc diiTentlons, and which, had 
aot its favlours ariivcd, would have funk beneath the repeated attempts 
^of thofe greedy fierce men, who, jufticc and liberty in their mouth, 
crime and tyranny in their heart, had framed the defign already put in 
execution at St. Domingo, to invade all propeities, after having mur* ' 
dered the propiictors; this illand is refpiring at laft under the tutelar 
flag of Great Britain : order and peace have fucceedied difordcr and ' 
anal chy . The benevolent intentions made manifeft by your Excellent 
have rendered hope to the Loyalifts inhabitants, fo long dppreilbd, and 
they already difeover the dawn of the happy days, which are deftinalieil 
to them : In facti a conjuncture they beg leave to apply thenifelves * 
your Excellency^ and exprefs tbeir opinlo^nd vows ujwn the 
per means to be made ufe of in order to procure to this ifland the deg^ . 
of happinefs which its extent, pcmulation, and foil, maks it capable of* 
Among thofe means, the moft efficacious would be its abfolute iildepexi* 
deucy from and chiefly for the adminifinitioo of juftiee. , 
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inconTcnienciesarifing from the necelEty to go over to the Coah« 
Martinico fix times a year are numerous and (enfible. 
flrft.~\iVriting 8 of great worth, and whereof the loCi would be irre- 
cat^rable, are ventured, as well as the lawyers and fuiturs, to all the 
dangers uf the fea, efpecially during the hunicane months. 

Secondly. — When the lawyeis are either unable or unwilling ta go 
themfelYei to the Council, they fend over the papers to the*, brother 
labryers of Martinico,^ who have neither the time nor the will to exa- 

S ine carefully lawfuits, in which they are perfonally unconcerned, and 
le bell caufes are often loll for want of a proper defence. 

Thirdly. — It is equally troublclbme and expen five for the inhabitants 
ct St. Lucia to be conftrained to go over chrmfclves to Martinico, in 
order to folicit a judgement in their wiitten lawfuits, which commonly 
they obtain, but after feveral years of folicitation. 

Fourthly.— The money that they lay out and fquander away, the Advo- 
cates, Attorneys, Suitois, Solicitors, what it does cod for the fcals, de- 
pofition of fines, preparatoiy and definitive fentences, cxpences of re- 
ception, dnd others, amount at lead, after a moderate computation, to 
f,ooo]. del ling a year; and this fum is very chargeable for an illand in 
which tlieie have been never 20,oool. dcrling in ciiculation. 

* Fifthly .-^The edablifliing of a fupei ior tribunal in this ifland will 
alike be advantageous to the trading of Gicat Britain. A merchantman’s 
mader, after having fold his cargo, will not be condrained to go over to 
Martinico to folicit fentences againd his no puntdual or unfaithful de- 
bitqrs. 

Sixthly. — Such an cfiabl’fiiing will not be lefs ufcful for the judgement 
o( the ciimiiial than foi that of the civil caufes ; the prifoneri will no 
longci be fent beyond fea to undergo their trials; they will be known 
by their judges ; and it is of an equal importance to fecure the punifii- 
ment of crime and the fiifcty of innocence, that the judges may know 
the condu% temper, and behavioui of thofe whom they are to try, and 
may confront the W'hole life of the prifoner with the crime put to his 
charge. 

Seventhly. — The authority of the Governor of St. Lucia and that 
of Mirtinico’s Council having never been prccifely determined, they 
almod cvei dood in uppoficion againd each other, relatively to the ill- 
fettled bounds of their lefpe^llve power : and the inhabitants fubmitted 
to contradidloiy orders, found themfelvcs fometimes put between the 
obedience thay owed to a fupeilor tribunal, and that with which they 
were bound towards the reprclentalivc of the King. This inconveniency 
will be removed when there will be in this ifland a Court that will exer- 
dft its fuodlions, under the over*fccing of the Governor, and prefided 
hiiftfelf.

alluded ought to be referred to the confidcration of tlie Houfe, pre- 
vioufly to His Majcfly s melTagc bong taLcn into confidcration.— 
That the fale of the foreft lands rnd the land revenues would be 
’Sufficient to relieve his Ro)ai Highnefs from his incumbrances, 
would be proved by a icfercnce to the reports of the Commiffioners, 
who hidfiatcd that the final improvimcnr of winch the lands wcic 
fufeeptibic w'culd produce a clear annuil income of four hundred 
thoufand pounds. What was to be done, he wiflicd to be tU'.nc in 
a handfomc way, and that the people fiiould not have additional 
burdens im^ofed upon them. 

. Mr. DUNCOMBP^ rofc to afic the piirpoHL forwbkh Mr Huf- 
jGby wifhed to have the reports referred to the Committee. He 
thought that the honourable gentleman intruded rather too haftily 
into the fubjcfl. 

Mr. HUSSEY referred Mr. Diincombc,to the aft of Parliament 
direfted the fale of the fec-fai m rents, and provided that the 
l^roducc fhould be placed in the Bank in the names of certain Com- 
MjljSoners. There was alfo in that aft a particular claufc w'hich 
Ibted that the intcreft arifing from the money fo placed in the Bank

]^r. Chancellor PITT begged, as Mr. Huffey had^liated 
of his motion, that he might be permitted to fay 
\SfLn He did not mean to objeft to the idea of rendering the 
Cr^/n lihl^ available to any public purpofc \ but he meant to fey,f 
^than^^ Mr. Huffey’s own (hewing, there was no connexion bi- 
tween the reports of the CommiiTioncis and His Majefty's meffag^. 
The meffage implicated two objedls ; the firft was to provide a 
able eftabliihmcnt for the Prince and Princefs of Wales— the ftdMid 
related to the debts which his Royal Highnefs had incurred.— 
therefore, was there in the circumflanCc of the poflTible improvemetlt 
of the Crown lands, that could be aCTiinilated to the obje6!s,to whicjt 
His Majefty's meffage pointed ? A wi(h had been expreffed by 
Huffey, not to burden the people. But the lioaourablc gentleman 
could not but be fcnfible that if the Cro\>n lands were an availabk; 
refourcc , and if they might be applied to the difchargc .of thb 


Prince's debts, yet that fuch an application would tajee juft as much 
from the Public as if the debts w'crc difehargeJ out of any other 
fourcc. But Mr. Huficy had fufficicntly (hewn that they could not 
be applicable toYuch an objeft , for what had he faid ? He had faid, 
not that tlicre was any large fiim now in hand, anling from thefale 
of the Crown lands, or that the revenue proceeding from them waf 


large, but that the prefent revenue might, by gradual improve! 
be increafed to the amount of four hundred thoufand jx^urKls. Hovf,’' 
he would afk, could a poffible future improvement either provide 
for the prefent cftablilhmcnt of tlic Prince of Wales, or for the pay- 
ment of his debts ^ Belidts the adl of Anne provided againft ^ 
alienation of the Crown lands. If the motion of Mr, Huflby 


made merely for the purpofe of introducing a difcuffion relative 
the improvement of the Crown lands, he could affurc the honout^. 


•able gentleman that the reports had been more than once before 
Houfc, and that an aft had been framed in confcqucnce of 
by which the management of the Crown and tJic management of 
foreft lands had been feparated. With refpeft to the foreft 
it had been the opinion of the Committee, that the keepSilg ofthu^ 
lands'in the hands of the Crown would be bencHcul to the naval

Mr. FOX faid, that perhaps it might be from a prejudice 
vour of former opinions, but he was decidedly in favour of alten^w 
!f\g fo much of the Crown and Foreft lands, as \yould be fuftki^t 
for the prcfcnyijttpofe. ^ The aft of Anne was evidently 
purpofc of -.prwffii^ for die Royal Fapnly. Wliatevk/Was 
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done M'Blt prefent oceoefioili ^ras tbt be done with a view of in^ 
credifing; the Prince of Wake’s e(&blilhment^ and of liquidating his 
debts* At a tfme> therefore, when the Houfe were goiw^^ do 
Ibmething, he could not but think that there was much prqf5 
Wtibing to refer the feventeen reports to the prefent Ccmqpl' in 
jlsttfer thdt in fuch a feafon as the prefent, the Condmttee' flight 
'look narrowly at all its refouroes, and impofc as few and ligt/t 
. hurdens upon the people as poiTiblc. Tlic alienation of the Crown 
lands, therefore, was, in his opinion, a moil advifeable mode ; 
'|iarticularly as a great landed revenue, in the pofTelTion of the 
M Crown, was likely to produce the confcquctKC of extending an in- 
fluence already too great. It was this influence to which Mr. 
Burke’s .bill had direded its attention, and though froTti the diffi- 
culty of the fubje£t, it had not been cafy to cany the defired objedl 
into execution, yet it had never been entirely relinquilhcd. 

Mr. EAST conceived that Mr. Hufley’s motion tended to pre- 
|ildge the queftion, becaufe it had not yet been decided whether the 
‘Houfe would take upon them, in the flighteft degree, the incum- 
V^nces^of the Prinvje of Wales. It was time enough, when the 
Houfe had rcfolved to difchaige thofe incumbrances, to conlider in 
#hat manner they (houM difeharge them. 

Mr. ,FOX faid, that Mr. Eaft had mlfunderfloodhim. He did 
not mean to fay now, that the Houfe ought to do any thing on the 
fubjed, becaufe the prefent was not the proper period for difciiffing 
that point ; but he meant to fay, that if any thing were to be done, 
flic mode propofed by Mr. HufTey appeared to him to be the molt 
proper. 

Mr. GREY was againft this motion. The queflion this night 
was to be what, under the circumflanccs of this country, would be 
fit to grant to his Royal Highnefs i When the incumbrances came 
tefore the Houfe, this motion would be proper ; but it was not fo, 
la his opinion, in the prefent flage of the proceeding.

MAIN WARING wiflicd to know of the Chanedlor 
p'* what the Houfe would be plcdj^ to, if it eonfimted hi 

thc^^ leai^ing the diain There were two points to be coii£^, 
de^; as n'^nderftood ; theeftablifliment amd the ineumbtancerof* 
''’Mfs Hig^nefs. He wiihed to know if the Houie would ffo 
pledged into both, if the Committee was agreed to. He wifliedto 
know vihether Members could iay, We will go thus far, but no 
farther — He alked this, becaufe he had not made up his ikUild 
upon the fubjedl, 

Mr. Chancellor PITT conceived, that the motion itfelf was an 
anfwer to the honourable gentleman’s queAion. The Cotumittbicr 
was to take His Majefty’s mclTage into conlideration, and then 
every gentleman would take what (hare he pleafed in the difeuQion^ 
and vote accordingly. 

The queftion being put and carried, the Houfe refolved itfelf inip 
a Committee of the whole Houfe, Mr. Steele in the cliair. HtS 
Majefly’s meffage being read, ^ 

Mr. Chancellor PITT faid, that the objcfl recommended in ‘ 
His Majefty’s melTagc had already been the fubjedl of fome obfet^ 
vation this day. He was perfuaded, that if he could completely 
feparate one part of the fubjeft from the other, as he thought even- 
tually he muft do, in the vote he Ihould propofe, he would mett 
the unanimous wirti of the Houfe. Upon one part of it, he flat* 
tered himfdf there would hardly be a difference of fentiment ; as thO" 
general objert was one in whidi we were all united. He was per*" 
fuaded, while he looked at the power of our public treafure, and 
while he reflcdled that he was to apply for an eflablidiment to

This was a d^fpofition ^arhieh woiiWt ^ 
arifeout of die fentiMnt, he bad almoft faid the inlihi^ Of 
people of this couHlary, and he was aflured, that any aj^icatsbl]^^ 
chat was made to fupport the ijplendor of the Houfe

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He muft now lay down as a general ground, from refledlion on 
the hiftory of part ages, as well as from many recent circumftanc£s, 
that in the days in which we live, it is the immediate intejs^ of 
us all to' fupport the ftrength, to maintain the honour and nrj 
dignity and fplendour, not only of our mon irchy, but aHj^ of >j^:'ery 
^ branch of the Royal family. What we gave to them ^^hef^‘’.T-- 
pofes, we gave in reality to ourfelves. This he did not m/Sn to"' 
be done by a profli'^ate wafte of the public trealurt*, but by a pru- 
dent ufe of It, and in allowing an handfomc (hare of the property of 
the nation tor fuch a purpofc, we had alw'ns been amply repaid by 
thefcLjri»'y it gave us fora continuance of thole hlcfllngs we enjoyed 
under that f)'(lLm of Government, the center of whicli \’ias monar- 
chy— a fukm, winch, nofwithftandlng all the idle theories of mo- 
dem pretenders, and all the attempts that had been made to bring 
it into difrepurc, comprifcd in it all that wc had fecn, not only of 
dignity and lurce, but alfb of protcdlion to liberty, and every tiling 
that could be edccnicd in any well-regulated fhite. Thcfc were 
conlidciifionjj wdiich, ho was furc, would guide the vote of tlic 
Houfc on the qucihoii of the cftabliflimcnt to be made for their 
Roj'al H!ghncif.s the Prince and Princeffes of Wales. If that 
was the <*nly quelhon to be brought before the Houfe, he (liould 
have confined the vcjtc which he had to propofc to what, according 
to his view of tliefubjecl, came difiinffly within that principle. — 
But, w’hilc lie W'as aw'arc of that being detirablc, he was bound in 
cand.'iir to fay that he had other topics to bring forwMrd much kfs 
agreeable to his feelings, '^riietc topics, Iviwevcr, lie Ihould keep 
.I'l feparite as pofTiblc fiom the other quelhon. For that rcafon he 
/bould not tills day projvife any provilion to he voted for the difchirgc 
of the incurnbraiKcs of Ilis Royil llighnefs. It was his duty, 
however, to ftatc the ruxuniftincLS ot tliefe incumbrances. He 
wiflicd lo (Jod he could do ochcrv\ ifc It w ^uld be more to hi'* 
tisfadion, more to the fatisfaiMion ol every man in that Houfc, and 
he belicvcal, more to the Citistav4ion of every man in this coun- 
try, thtit the traiifaflion to which lie alluded could have been avoid- 
bur lincc it unfortunitcly c\i'I:cd, the fame fentiment which led 
jiis to agree to fupport the fplendour of the Throne by an cftablifti- 
^etU, led us all to wifh that incumbrances ihould not be permitted 
to its credit, am! however wc might lament it, yet our loy-» 

tu the Throne, and our regard for its intcrefis, which was infe- 
from our own, called upon us to look at thefc incumbrances, 
arira <b fee that they Ihould not affect too deeply the cafe and comfon 
hc|r apparent. He then proceeded to ftatc the view which 
of the whole fubjcift, and each of its branches in its order. 
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^Flrft as to the happy event of the marriage of his Royal 
which met the wiftics of all the Members of the Houfe, and on 
whiph they had already exprefled their joy , in confequence thefe 
Sc an additjonal cftablifhment. Next cahic to be defrayeti 
th'^ c /pence attending the ceremony of the marriage^ and then ihc 
^tnee'o'’. completing the building of Carlton Houfe, as a refi- 
for tneir Royal HighneflTes. With rcfpcdl to the expence of 
the marriage, or of the furnifliing the building of Carlton Houfej 
they would not be objerts for the prefent Committee, and therefore 
he Ihould not propofc any icfolution upon that fubjcdl. The only 
i.b;cd now, was, a grant of a fum of money for the cftablifhment, 
and a jointure to her Royal Highnefs. This being opened to the 
Committee, he flioiild then proceed to tlic incumbrances of the 
Pi incc, and to ftate the principle on which he refted the whole pro- 
ceeding. Whatever might be the amount of the vote of the Houfe 
for the cftabliflirncnt, he was clearly of opinion that fomc meafurc 
fliould be adopted to relieve his Royal Highnefs from his prefent 
cmbarralfmcnts. However, he did not mean to call on the prefent 
Committee to confidcr the extent of thefe incumbrances at prefent^ 
The firft point, and the only one he intended to piopofc in the mqf- 
tion with which lie fliould conclude, was thit of an eftabliihm^nt 
for the Punce and his illaltnous confort. In confidering this, he * 
(icliicd the Committee to a(k thcmfelves what they thought th^ 
oLiglit (i) grant to their Royal Hifrhnvilcs m their preient lituation. 
At picf^nt the income of the Prince was 6o,oool. a year, exclu- 
iivL of the Diitchy of Cornwall, whieh was about 13,000!. per 
annum. It was difficult to form a prccif. r dculation on the ex- 
p.'iicc wJiith iic’ct Ifarih attends the diguuy of the heir apparent to 
flic I'hionc,. but upon that fubjcift, it was natural to look back on 
what h kI been allowed to former Prmets of Wales. Fifty years 
a ;o, his giandfather, the thtn Prince ot Waits, polfeffed a net in- 
C'.anc of I oo,oool. per annum, in additicn to the Dutchy of Corn^ 
wall. Eighty years ago, his great giandfather, the then Piince'of* 
Wales, poffefled ioo,oool. wuthout the Dutchy of Cornwilltf 
If gentlemen would look at thefe cftabliflimcnts, they would fee* 
that his prefent Royal flighncfs , ought to have a conliderable 
tion to his income even fuppofing that he was not iheumbered wiA' 
debt. He would then alk the Committee to confidcr what thiy 
thought WAS abfolutcly nccoffary for him now , and in conlideriSrtg^ 
this tjrey would naturally reilefl on the great difterence in the price 
of all the articles of iHe ; they muft be aware that the cxpencctf of 
all deferiptions of men, from the higheft to the loweft, was veipr 
much advanced; they would then find that neither luxuiy»

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3 r sveneafe or comfort could be now procured, in a degree adequate^ 
to what had been Enjoyed in the time** he had alluded to without an 
advance in the income, to at leaft a fourth c't the wlvdc. If he 
airred !n his calculation, it was from being below the mark / lie 
therefore now propofed, that the inct^rne ofiu.s lloval lIighuLfs Should 
be 125,000!. per annum cxolufivc of the ])urth\ ofX'onAiMl, 
vrhich wasonlv 25,000!. a ycai more th^m was enjoyed 50

furely this was not more than the O^mmittcc wdild he uirpofcd to 
allow to a Prince of Wales on the c’'tnt of a rn.iniage, oi which 
they all moft hcaitily rippro\cd.

The pn |Mia- 
tionsfor the marriage would be ftatid at 27,000!. for jewels and 
plate, W’hich came to a much gn atei amount, but as tins had bttri 
the fum allow'cd, the cxcefs would go to tlie oiuft mding debts : and 
twenty-five thoufand pounds for hmlhing Cailton Houft, t!ic ac- 
counts of wWch w^ere laid u\ on the tabk , and iliey nvgh.t he brought 
into difeuflion when tlie whole amount (d the debts Ihould come 
before them for their diftinel confideration. The jointure of the 
Princefs of Wales he propofed to he ^50,000!, a }eai, being no 
more than had bcc'n granied on a fimilar oe'calii'n. T1 is v/as all 
he thought nccclfary to fay on the firil branch of the fubjc^Sl , hut 
although he ftiould propofe nothing more at prefert, he ftiould ftuc

reafon to apprehend they woakl become a burden to them or to the 
Public, and therefore he did not eonfider thefe as any p rt of the 
^d<£bts of his R/3yal HIghnrfs, for which it would b n ctffTy tc 
vUiake any legiflative provifion. It would remain for the Hoiifc tc 
cOnfi^^ at a fubfequent period, whether the debts or his Royal 
were brought into a fhape and mode that wou d eiiabh 
tbim t6 form feme plan of freeing his Royal liighnefs com the pre- 
of his incumbrances. When they Ihould be fo, thcr 
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‘Hoiife have to determine on the mode of relieving him ; 
but. that was ni)t the fubjefl of this night’s difeuflion, and before ^ 
he fta^^cd an opinion upon that topic, he was defirous of collecting, 
the lenfc of the Houfc as to the mode of proceeding.

The principle of 
granting .m additional income w^as to procuie to the Prince eafe and 
comiort, to fuppoit the dignity of his rank, and the general happinefs 
of the natuni. Would fuch an eftahlilhmcnt, however, anfwerany 
gcHxl puipoic, if the Committee weie to leave his Royal Highneis 
opprcit h) eliliiefs, cmbarraffmcnt, and debt ^ and yet this would 
be the cfllct, it Pailunient wiieto refufe to make ary legiflative 
prmulion for tlk payment of the debts. Yet ought the Parliament 
to lay tlpt rhey v\ould fckgi\e whit wms paft ; that they w'ould grant 
an ainjilc income, and throw all the burden of his Royal HighnefsV 
debts upon the people ^ To do this would be improper. The Com- 
mittee, indeed, were involved in fue'h a dilemma, that they could 
do nothing that would be wholly comfortable. If they abridge 
the fplendour and income of the Prince, they would abridge his 
Royal Highnefs & cafe and comfort; and on the other hand, if th^ 
agreed hailily to the liquidation of his debts, they would be fettipg 
an example ot prodigality and excefs totally irrcc6neUeable with duf 
duty which they owed to their country ; if they prefled too hatd^ 
on the Prince, the fituation^ln which he muft be placed would oon*' 
ffitute a preparation Ibf 'that llippAe which his Royal Highneif^' 
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WHS dcftined at fomi period, (late he ajithed it to be) to fill. * 
this compromife of evij, it was nccclTary to take fo much from- the 
Prince of Wales's incoqne as could be taken v ithout dedudting from 
his comfort ;ind his cafe. This was the talk to winch the Com- 
mittee ought to apply themfelvcs, and to endeavour to reconcile tlic 
interellsof the Prince with the expefiations whicli tli>‘ people a 
fight to entertain from the loyalty, the wifdom, and the parrion^ 
of Parliament. His own opinion was, that a certain fuin Ihoiild 
be taken from the Prince’s income to difeharge his debts . and tliat, 
in order to counteract the nee of the preient e\c»niplc, the Com- 
mittee (hould flicw that the debts would U lujuidatcd by tiic cutiing 
eff fo much from the cftabliflimcnt of the hen appaicnr. Upon 
fids principle he meant to lubmit it on a future day, that the rc\c* 
nuesof the Duchy of Cornwall, and part of the income of 1 2 5,0001. 
ibould be applied to the payment of the intered of the debts, and 
to the gradual difeharge of the piincipnl , and that the liiin fo taken 
ibould be vefted in the hands of Commlffiopcrs. From the iiieome 
of 125,0001. a year, he flioiild propofe that 25,000!. (hould be 
dedufled annually for the payment of the intercl't of the debts, at 
fcur per cent, and that the revenues of the Duthy ol Cornwall 
be appropriated, as a finking fund, at compound intereft, to dil- 
chaigc the principal of the debt, which they would difeharge in 
twenty feven ycais. He knew that it wms unecrtain wlicrJiei th^ v- 
would be paid off during the period of lus Royal Ilighncfs remain- 
ing Prince of Wales. He therefore meant to propofe, tlui on the 
event of the demife of the Ciown to the Prince, thcie lliould Hill 
be, a charge of 25,000^ a year on the hciecln^ry revenues of the 
prince of Wales. There wa^ one eir*cjmftancc, not a vli\ pro! a- 
blc one he confelTcd, wduch was, that within the period ot tv\(.niy- 
ieveh years the demife of the Ciown to the f'nncc, and rhi demde 
of the Prince himfclf, might both happen. In that cale it^w<)jdd 
beimpoffible to make any charge on the hcrcditan levenucs, and 
he fboLiId then propofe that a burden of 25,000!. a year (hould be 
impofed on the cnnfolidated fund. — He had endeavoured to apply 
the principle which he had already fitted as well as he could, namely, 
that of maintaining the fplcndour of his Royal Higlmcfs, and of 
guarding againft fuch an evil as this in future ; it was for the Com- 
mittee to judge whether it was a right one, and whether thefc pro- 
vi&l^ns (hould be made at all, and he hoped they would take it into 
moH ferious confideration , but if any gentleman had arqr other 
to offer that would accompli (h tfic end better, he (hould be glad

onj"»'iy gencr.ll affuranccs. There were tv^o general Jicads to be 
attended to in this cafe. The one was the faithful punAual pay- 
njcnt of the debt already contradted. The other, that no httl^ 
debt fhould be contracted: the latter of which was to be guarded 
cig.und, by making it impofliblc for fuch credit to be obtained again* 
With this view he fliould propofc to infert in the bill a claufc of 
the fame nature as that which was inferted in that excellent and me- 
morable art w’hich was framed by a right honourable genttemail 
(Mr. Burke) who unfortunately was not now a Member of that 
Houfe — Thai, it (hould heimpofliblc for any paitof the expenditure 
to exceed the edimate — That noarrear (hould, under any pretence, 
go beyond the (jiiarfcr — 7 hat debts not claimed then Ihould wllollj^ 
lapfe- — ^7'hat debts thus claimed fhould be pnnrtually paid, but no 
other. Thcfe points being Itttlcd, he (hould propofe, that Carltott- 
houfe (hould be invefted in the Crown for ever, and the furniture 
he deemed, under the legal plirafc, to pafs as heirs-looni.— Finally, 
that no fint for the recovery of any debt (hall be inftituted againit hi$ 
Royal Highnefs, but againft his officers, who lhall be refponfible 
for the powti and authority which they (liall have in the condurt 
and mamgemenr of liis affaiis. He confidcred it to be an effential 
part of their prcfcnc objert, that, when this buttnefs was arranged, 
no fuch lubjccf fliould evei come for difeuflion again, for he confl* 
tiered it to be a painful, as well as an anxious difcuffion. Nothing 
(hurt of this w^oLikl go the length which the Public had a right to ex- 
j)t-rt from that Houfe, whole duty it was tofatisf) its conftituents. 
He this imprcflion wnh double weight from his duty, as a 
Member of Parluiment, and from the fituation in W'hich he itood as 
Chancellor of the Exchequer , in both which chararters he w'ifted 
neither to add unncccffaiily to the burdens of the Public, nor neglert; 
to bring forward a mcafure in w’hich their interefts and happinefs 
were fo materially connerted. It was his wi(h, w hile he fatisfied 
the feelings of the Prince, to fatisfy likewife the* feelings of thc^ 
country, and thofc which were move immediately connerted with ' 
his own fituation. Thcfe ivcrc the principles ofi which he had 
endeavoured to dirert his coridurt, and having given this ftatement 
and this explanation, he did not mean to detain the Commktce any 
&ithey, becaufc it was not his intention to prefs, on the prefepr ' 
stt^motion on the fubjcfl of the Prince’s debts. The pfir- , 
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^t’decifion reUM to the eftablilhment bf his Royal Hig^ 


ncfs and to die johtture of the Princefs, and he was not aware it livas 
necelTarfr for him to fay any more than toexpreft his readinefs to ex- 
plain any thing that he might have left imperfeft, if called^ upon to 
dofo. He wiftxcd, however, to Team whether the Hoiife defired 
that there ftiould be a Secret Committee to examine the dcbtsji «or 
diat they would leave the wIkjIc matter Co be finally fettled under "h 
l^flative provifion. He then moved, That His Majefty be en- 
ilbled to appropriate 65,000!. annually, front the loth of 0(ftobcr, 
1794, towards providing for tlie cftablifhmcnt of his Royal High- 
nefs the Prince of Wales.” 

Mr. GREY faid, that he had on a former evening occafion to 
remark the painful fenfations with which he entered upon this fub- 
jedt; he would not however (brink from the difeharge of a duty, 
however painful. There could be in that Houfe but one wifti, to 
make a fuitable and liberal provifion for his Royal Highnefs the 
Prince of Wales. There might farther be a hope and wifh, by li- 
berality and indulgence 4in the prefent occalion, to conciliate his feel- 
ings, to infpirc him with affedtion and confidence, and cement the 
bond of union between him and that people, whom at a future pe- 
riod he might be called to govern. But there was a more fevere 
duty, which the natine of the occafion impofcd in a time of unpa- 
ralleled diltrefs, fuch as the prefent. It was a duty which they 
owed to the Prince himfelf, to teach him, if refleebon had not taught 
him, that as his family were chofen to the Throne for the good' of 
the people, fo th it his fituatloii w^as created not merely for luxury 
and indulgence, but in fubfervience to that great end , and that 
though they were bound in turn to confult his comfort and enjoyment, 
that the obligation on their part ccafed, if thefe became his foie ob- 
jefts ; and that m confequence of the pro\ilion made for the fupport 
of his rank, thoufands ought to blcfs hiS munificence and bojijUjf, 
tiot to- lament his cxtiavagance and folly. He did not mean on the 
prefent occafion to ch.irge the right honourable gentleman (Mr. Pitt) 
with having done any tiling which his duty did not require. The 
difcufiTion was attended with h. rdfhips to both parties. On the one 
hand It was t\(yt dcfirablc for the Miniftcr, after having repeatedly 
(tilled upon the people in tlie courfe of the feflion, to contribute to 
lb(h ait extent to the fupport of the war, to bring forward any frefh 
tnSX^ns. Neither was it defirablc for thofc who had uniformly op- 
|l(|m'his meafures, by concurring in the prefent motion, to (hare in 
%e.uhpPpubrity which muft inevitably attend fuch a propofitiom^ 
Dther hand he waa fully aware that by any oppofittop, 
(hemfeives to thiunpjteafant confequence of itM mifteprOf . 
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il^tadont lA^hich would be£» fagerl)r drculatod ^hmt^ aU tbedta^h 
nels of county influence. He was however determined to 
plainly ; if he (hould be fo unfortunate as to create ofRuicc, he Wot^ 
at Icaft have the confolation to have done his duty* ^ 

He could have wi(hcd that the right honourable gentleman (Mr- 
Pitt^ in bringing forward his motbn, had avoided any of the topics 
which had been employed to inflame divifion of fentiment in that 
Houfe. It had been too much the fa(hion of that right honoimb^ 
gcntlcmin to reprefent thofe who differed from him in opinion^ as 
not friends to the fplcndor and dignity of the Monarchy. He was 
as linccrc a friend to the real fplendor and dignity of the Monarchy, 
though he might be a lefs pleaflng one, as any flippery fyeophant of 
a Court. That the Prince of Wales ought to have an eftabliih* 
ment on the prefent occaflon, there was no doubt ; there was no 
doubt alfo that the people would grant it ; but the (lability of the 
Monarchy of the country depended not upon eftablKhments ; .and 
there might occur occaiions, in which, to rclinquiih them, would 
be attended with more real dignity, than could be derived from the 
utmofl fplendor of cxpence. In coming to the confldcration of the 
prefent queftion, which ncccifarily involved the debts, he was wiU 
ling to imitate the example of the right honourable gentleman, and 
to confidcr abftra»SHy what income, under the prefent circumflanccs, 
it would be fuitable to grant to a Prince of Wales. The right ho^ 
nourable gentleman had referred to former inftances. He had 
ftated that a hundred thoufand pounds had been granted to the great 
grandfather of his Royal Highnefs, and that the fame fum had 
been allowed to his grandfather, with the addition of tlic Dutchy 
of Cornwall. He thence inferred that no Icfs an addition chan 
what he had now propofed would be neceffary, in order to make 
the income equal to what it was at thofe former periods. He had 
aftedif there was any perfon in private life, whofc inercafe of ex- 
pence would not be found greatly to exceed tliat calculation. Ta 
adopt his own inflance of a perfon in private life, as applicable^ CO 
the prefent cafe, that perfon, in apportioning the rate of his exponce, 
muft confidcr alfo the means from which it was to be drawn. If 
the eftate, which was thcfource of his income, was burdened with 
debt, a conrequent nccelTity muft arife for a curtailment of his ex-* 
pence. It was to be confidcred, whether when ^ country had 
been groaning under the accumulated corruptions of a century, dur* 
wttiefr it had been opprelfcd by wars, undertaken from tbo 
weaknefs or wickednefs of Minifters ; and nhW, when it was cn^ 
^ged in a eonteft, of which it was neither peflibfo to 
extent nor the end, it would be to eamd the ultnoft 
Vox.. XU. Rr 
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'lion of forai<r pQiodt. A h^ilt ol^^iRfend^hatl Ut«)y been crea^, 
^nd had grown to a nioA alarniing hcighl* among all orders o 
f foctety. Was it fitting that the Lcgjflaturc fliould fet an example 
of encouraging a habit Which threatened the moft perni* ious coufr • 
^uences, and even thefubverfion of the Conflituii«j:i itself, iin-'c 
^med more and more to be hrifiging this Oiifnlry mto a ick-uiW mcc 
to what had hern the (itintion of Ft.incc, piovioLK^ lo rwc a-ra 
;jNWohttion ^ It was this habit which annihiLitcd ilv* independence 
of the rich, and aggravated the miferi'^s of the poor. Wis il fitting 
that the Legiflatxi^c itfelf, whofe indepcudince was cnJangcicd, 
fhould encourage fuch a (VAcm of cxtravagm-c The imminence 
of the danger, and the ftriking example exhibited of its cfFciSs in 
another country, ought, if any thing, to inculcate a kfibn of the 
ncoeflTitv of moderation in the prefent moment. 'Fhe right honour- 
able gentleman ftated that George II. when Prince of Wales, en- 
joyed an income of a hundred thoufiind pounds, without any reve- 
nue from the Dutehy of Cornwall, and his fon a hundred thoufand 
in addition to the iiim arifing fioin the Datchy. But it was to be 
rccollcflcd that the eftablhhment of the late Prince of Wales, for 
fevcral j'ciis after his mariiagc, amounted to no more than fifty 
thoufand pt/unds , that ii was not incieafed till his family had grown 
, up, and tliat no application was at any time made to Parliament 
for the payment of his debts. He would alk the right honourable 
i gentleman whether he had always adhered to the fame fcalc of cal- 
culation, and whether, if he had, he would not have propofed a 
larger income to his Royal Highnefs in tlie firft mftance. He dc- 
Bred him to compare his prefent ftatements with his former condudt, 
wherever a fimilar queftion had been agitated. The income firft 


granted to his Royal Highnefs was 50,000!. which including the 
: incomeof the Dutehy of Cornwall, amounted to a fum of 63,000!. 
Afterwards when the debts were difcliarged, and an addition of 
, lO|OOol. made to his income, the right honourable gen^mnn 
4 il^cd that his income was now fo ample as to put out of all doubt 
vtiis ^acity .for maintaining an eftablifhment fuitable to his rank, 
y And fet, though the accounts on the table relative to the necedary 
jAcreafeof eKpences did not exceed twelve thoufand pounds, he now 


!. I^ropofed an addition to his cftablilhment of not lefs than fixty-five 
I thoufand pounda*. Taking all thefe circumftanoes together, he con- 
^ Jeered this to be a fum out of all proportion, and more than the , 
l^lidufe o^ght to grant under the prdfent circumftances. It was there- 
his ji^tcmion plx^e, jthat, inftcad of fixcy<-five, only forty 
be added to his prefent income. , It was 
hh whole vna^ (haul'd 







amount only to ont hundr^thcufand pounds^ Mt as his gnind£^l)is^ 
had been Oatcd to have aijoyed this Aim in aadidcfti to the iwediie# 
of the Dutchy of Cornwall, hc.was wiUing, in thcprefcnt 
to go all tlic length of the liberality df former times. To the artiew 
of marriage cxpcnces he had noc^jeftion, he only hoped that whjCIi^ 
the^ right honourable gentleman ftated fuch a fum to have been 
landed, he would likf'wifc fhew that fuch a demand had been ufuaT 
on former occafions. As to the incumbrances of his Royal Highnefs, 
when he recolledicd tlie jxut which he had taken with refped to a A** 


milar application, he found it more particularly necclTary td oome 
decidedly forward with an avowal of his fentiments. When hfe ad- 
verted to w^hat had taken place on the former occaiion, lie felt him- 


felf compelled tcrrefiA the fmallefl; claim that might be made in diA 
prefent inftancc. If a fum had been accumulated out of the favli^ 
of the Dutchy of Cornwall during the minority of the Prince, if a 
refource could be prefented by a reduction of thofc trappings of ftatej 
which incumbered monarchy without adorning it, or larily, If any 


aid could be derived from thofe great favings, which during tixe in;* 
difpofition of an illuftrious perfonage, were reprefented as havjj^ 
taken place during the prefent reign, he was aftoniflied that any ap- 
plication ihould be made to Parliament at the prefent time, and un- 
der the prefent circumftanccs, which contained the ftnallcft refcreiw 
to thofe incumbrances. The very line w hich the right honourable 


gentleman had pointed out as the leafl confiftent with the dignity and 
policy of the Legillaturc, was that very line which he felt himfe&' 
compelled to take, namely, from difapprobation of the mode in 
which the debts had been contraded, to make noprovifion fortl^in 


at alL I'his was the only mode which he conceived would operate 
as an e(Fe3ual preventive againft the repetition of fimilar demaUdt* , 
He here defired the right honourable gentleman to confidcr how 
his propofition would give to the Prince of Wales a large and 
nideent income. By his mode of ftatement, he taught the ^ 

to believe, that a Aim of a hundred and thirty-eight thouftnd pouiUi 
was no more than wctsi ncceffary for the maintenance of fuch ah el^S^ 
lifhment as he ought to have. While it was ptopofed to ap|rf|^J||(j 
confiderable part of his income to the liquidation of his debts, lufii 
any thing been done to diminifh the fcale of his expenditure ? WlWt'.y 
then was the efFe«51 of this condudl, but to hold out an enasquragem^^ ,7* 
or provide an excufc, for the incurring of new debts ? On the oftc?, 
hand, the hIgheA regard had been profefled for the dignity of 
Royal Highnefs* How far, hc‘ would alkji was his digmty 
fult^ by the mode propofed to be adopted by the ri^t hpapqiwtoc’ ^ 
gendemstn? What could be 
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him in the m^er whidi had been ftiggefted ; than to Eq, 
diat wc caitndt tnift him, and tlmt we mud compel him to do juf- 
tjee b\ the drilled regulations ? He had a very difFerent view of 
fubjcA. He confidered ^aC the bed dignity, and the trueft 
greatnefs, was tl>at which was founded upon integrity of charatder, 
without which no refpefl for rank or dation would long avail- The 
' means then, w'hich it appeared to him that they could purhic, 
to grant to the Prince of Wales whatever income they might 
think fuitable, and to mark their difapprobation of the debts by a 
diredt refufal to enter into any difeufliion on the fubjedf. The right 
honourable gentleman had dated the inconvenience to vihicli the 
Prince of Wales would be fubjeck by fuch a clecifion on the part oi 
th$ Legiflature. He w^as fenlible of the inconvenience, but he la- 
mented, along with the right honourable gentleman, that he had 
only a choice of evils. Unfortunately he could not foe the Prince 
oF Wales in tliat fituadon of rank and r which belonged to 

him. He had then only to look to that which was the next bed, 
to. fee him in the iituation of lamenting his errors, and making the 
hell preparation wliich he could for the liquidation of lus debts. 
’V^ould any man tell him that if the Prince of Wales were to retire 
to a iituation, where he might qualify himfclf by rcflcdlion for the 
d^ies of his future dation, after having made a compofition with 
his creditors, who, no doubt, would be fatisfied wath cafy terms, 
t|h|t there w'ould not dill, out of the income which he propofed, be 
left a fudlcicnt provifion for the cafe and comfort of two perfons, 
Vho^had other rcfourccs to wdiicli they might look? But it w^s 
IDig^d, tliat the fupport of the Monarchy was intcreded in the pro- 
Viiion now to be made, and that whatever was given, was given 
for public purpofes. He granted that fuch was the cafe with re- 

t Sl to whatever w^as given for the purpofe of real and ufcful fplen- 
^ but expreded bis fears, that of the debts fubmitted to the 
>.ii5Crct Committee, thcic perhaps might not be one, which ought m»t 
m furniHi to the Houfc a fuhjt<^ of regret, fie here advcittd to 
alluHon tbit had been made on a former evening to what Iiad 
place in France* and to the evils which had there arifen from 
.4ffat extravagance pn the part of the Princes, which fhocked the 
‘‘livings o£ doH^^i^ple, while it infultcd their difircifes. He con- 
titeded wi^jMianring, Th^t inftead of 65,000]. an additbnal fum 
Ibottld be granted to his Royal Highnefs. 
M^ ^ l p ONTAGU coniidered the queflion to be of the utmofl 
;: 4 lbpq|Pncc, ami exhorted the Houfe to adl gravely ai^ .deliberately. 
; opinion, that fheinteipftc^ ^ Public was matcmlly oon> 

widt the prefitfvatiaii of tl^ ^tera^ nnd dig^Qrof the 
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and the Royal family* and thou^t that4cveiy ftep lIiouM 
be taken to fupport the proper fplendour and dignity of the heir 
parent. 

Mr. LAMBTON faid, that he ^flt his prefent lituation doubly 
painful, as he was under the necefTity of differing from his honour^ 
able friend, whom he highly refpefted, with rcfpefl to the amende 
merit which he had made, and of fupporting the original motion* 
That motion, he conceived, to include every advantage which could' 
be derived from the prefent difeuflion. With rcfpefl to the amend*' 
ment of his honourable friend, it mull either put the Prince in the 
lituation of incurring new debts, or be followed up with a bill to 
exile him from the metropolis, and expel him from Carlton Houfe* 
The queftion then was, whether or not it was nccelTaiy tha^ hta' 
Royal Highnefs, in the lituation in which he flood, Ihoiild preferve 
an intcrcourfe with different ranks of people. He .was fenliblc, 
that the bufinefs was highly unpopular. Thi right honourable gen- 
tleman had not been able to bring it forward without cxprcffing thofe 
feelings of regret, and even difapprobation, which hq felt on the 
occafion. The income now propofed w'as to be granted, not from 
any confiderations pcrfonal to his Royal Highnefs, but from loyalty 
to his illuftrious Houfe,^ from gratitude for the fcrvices, which they 
had performed to the country, and attachment to the conflitution, 
which had fo long fiourilhed under an hereditary monarchy. Bafc 
and unprincipled muft that fycophant be, who would poifon the eaf 
of his Royal Highnefs with an inlinuation that he has any right to 
fquandcr the money of the people of England for any purpofc, how- 
ever idle, fantaftic, and extravagant* He could not, however, 
admit all the blame, which had been attached to this accumulation 
of debt. Part of the evil refultcd from an Ill-judged parfimony in 
the firft inftancc. Wlicn the income of the Prince was only fifty ' 
tlioufand pounds they paid his debts , from the efliinate of which 
they might perceive that he was then fpending a hundred thoufand 
pounds, yet, notwilhftanding, they granted him only an income of 
lixty thoufand pounds, thus leaving him v ith the certainty of 
trafling a frclh debt of thirty thoufand pounds a year. Tlwfe 
who had once got into tiie habit of incurring debt, felt how 
cafy it was to fupply, by their credit, the deficiency of their 
finances, and weie more and more inclined to plunge into the 
vortex, a maxim, for the truth of which he appealed to many 
who were prefent, and qualified to decide on the point from their 
own experience. Mr. Lanibton here referred to an allufion that h^d 
been madeop a former day to the extravagance of the French Princes. 
None, , lie fiiid) who had been preftnt at theX^oujt of^Verfaillb*, 

S" 
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would have conceived that there exited the fmallcft degree of coir-- 
parifon- He here d|iiotcd the example of the Count d’ArtoJs, who 
was accuilomcd every night to ftake thoufands on the fortune of a 
die; who fpent enormous funis in decorating a fmall apartment, 
and kept up, through the whole of his expenditure, the fame ftilc 
of profulion. As well might they compare the French Mrniftcr, 
M. Calonnc, who had been but too eafy in complying with the de- 
mands of the Princes, to the prefent Minifter, who had, in his 
opinion, pcrfiirmed a difficult duty in a manner which did him ho- 
nour- He had done all in his power to extricate the Prince from 
his diificuliics, at the fame time flating in the Pronged manner his 
difapprobation of his conduft. If it were true that the extravagance 
of the Court of France had brought on the difafters of that unhappy 
countr)’, he thought it became the duty of the Houfc to endeavour 
to extricate tlic Prince from his difficulties, and prevent the poffi- 
bility of his running into the fame error. He was of opinion, that 
tlic intcreft of the country was connected with the fplendour of the 
monardiy and the family. If it was wiffied to keep up the 
monarchy in the country, he thouglit the fplendour and dignity 
Ihould alfo be maintained, led the monarchy fhould be reduced 
to a nullity. He dated how the oeconomic Government of Ame- 
rica was peculiarly fitted to the foil where it originated, and did not 
at all apply to this country. In America at the period of its revo- 
lution there cxided no hereditary aridocracy, and all the claflfcs of 
focicty wxre nearly upon a level. At fome period or other the 
burdens of the Prince mud fall on the Public, for w'lien he came 
to the Crown, his fir ft objcdl would naturally be the difchargc of 
thefe debts. If it could be fuppofed that it w^as polTiblc to endea- 
vour to prevent this, the confequcnce would be violent conviilfions 
in the Slate, which might even ruin the Conftitution. He wiftied 
, at the fame time to obtain fomethingfor the people ; he hoped that 
9 bill WiiUld be brought in t‘i abolidi, as far as poffible, the Undue 
influence which large rftaMifhnicnls ntccffarily introduced into the 
Lcgiflarurc. Of the tlxrce branches compofing the State, he had 
'nohciilcltion in faying, that he preferred the democratic branch, as 
' that which held in its hands the intereft and happmefs of the com- 
inunitV, yet he would not wnh <o rrdrain the juft prerogative of 
' thp thrown. He thought that tlic Princcls of Wales ought to be 
conTidered on preknt occahon. He (hould think it would be 
inconfident v vh Biirilh gencrofity that die fhould be expofed to the 
^unts rf cre<Ui<»rs , it was more honourable to them to afibtd hcr^ 
^cr (Kci. had hem invited over, the means of living injaffluence^ 
eaie- lie coliLiUJai with faying, Aat he knew he was not 
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popular fide of the qucftioti, and dccltring tlwt he load 
mVer arti-d fiom a wifh to obtain pep lUrity, but from the di£latc» 
of hib etJ5riMcncc. On thb qucflion of reform he hid voted, not to 
pleafe the jx*oplc, but bccaufe he thought the fide he adoi^cd was 
for the good of the State. The fame coafiderafions led him at pre^^ 
font to vote for the original motion, as it *»i’pcatcd to Ic the only one 
confiftent with the permanent intcreft of the jcoplc. In the agita- 
tion of ihr prcfcn*^ queftion all appeals to the feelings were deprecat- 
ed, and h(/wcvcr anxious he might be to join in that deprecation, 
he could not fo far foicgo what he felt on this occafion as to put one 
circumftance cntiicl^ out of die queftion, he meant the confoit of his 
Royal Highncfr. This amiabltj PrinLer^ had been invited to this 
country ^ the union was agreed to by the parents of both, and the 
country univcrfally appiovod of that union ; how then muft tliat 
Houfc and the country feel for the fitualion of that amiable Pdneefs, 
who inftcad of participating in that lank .md fplcndour which her 
dignity and fituation taught her to exjxd, to be left in penuiy and 
obfeurity; and to have the feelings of her Royal fpoufo wounded 
by the claims of his creditors. The right honourable gentleman 
had brought forward this bufinefs without any difguifc, he had 
flated the circumftances with great accuracy, ana he was perfuaded. 
the Committee was much obliged to him, for the detail of it was 
no doubt a painful tafk, but his duty and fituation laid him under 
it. In faying this, he had only a£lcd up to his duty. When he 
joined in a vote for a reform in Parliament, he was adluated br 
the fame fentiments, a linccrc love for the conftiturion, becaufc he 
thought it would tend to remove that mafs of corruption which 
had been accunaulatcd during the prefect century. He now' olTered 
himfclf in fupport of die prefent queftion, becaufc he thought it 
cffential to the cKiftcncc of limited monarchy. lie neither fought 
for popularity from the one nor the other. He was not one of 
thofe flippciy court fycophants alluded to by his honourable friend 
(Mr. Grey) on fuch an occafion. He rccollcdlcd the fentiment of 
an eminent republican writer, ‘‘ I am not da/zded with the trap- 
pings of a court, nor buffed by the affeftions of a Piincc.” He" 
thought it would be derogatory in the lift degree to the dignity of 
the Prince, to think of a compofition with his creditors, when the 
plan propofed was adequate to the dignity of his eftat)li(hmen|, and 
at the fame time led to the gradual liquidation of his debts. 

Mr. CURWEN faid. Sir, if the honourable gentleman who has 
juft fat down, had been prefent pn a former day’s debate, to which 
he has alluded, he would have known chat I neither (|itd,^or w'as it 
ever intention, tb draw a cotnparifon between die ^oyal per- 
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fonagcs he has named ; I then faid what I Itill thmk^ that the la- 
vith expenditure of public money by the Royal Family of France, 
loft them the ajffe£Kons of the people, and led the way to all tht 
calamities which have fince befallen that unhappy country. The 
example of France being quoted to us on all occafions, I cannot but 
regret the confcqucnces which produced that revolution feem fojittlc 
attended to. If they had. Sir, we Ihould not have been under the 
Jicceflity of difeufling the prefent qiieftion, and one more pregnant 
with mifehief was never brought forwarti , and of this opinion, there 
are few either in or out of this Houfe who arc not agreed. I can 
view the qiieftion in no other light, than as it aftci^s the happincfs 
and fafety of the country. It does not enter my mind to confidcr 
’ the perfon or his condu 61 , nor matters it whether one Prince la- 
vifhed thoufands in building a fummer houfe, or the other fquan- 
dered them on the plains of Newmarket. I wifh to fee adopted 
fuch mcafures as may avoid the fatal confcqucnces of the lofs of the 
public opinion and affcdlion, fo clofcly connc6tcd with Monarchy. 
Sir, I can neither agree to the plan of the right honourable gentle- 
man, nor with the amendment of the honourable gentleman near 
me ; fuch is the dilemma we are involved in, that we have only 
the chdcc of difficulties. Numbcrlcfs arc the objeftions to cvtiy 
expedient I have yet heard propoLd , I cannot but heartily depre- 
cate the right honourable gentleman, w’ho fo folcmnly pledged the 
Royal word, and has been fo fhamefully inattentive in looking to 
the obfervance of it *, had he done his duty, a remedy might have 
been applied, and means found to have extricated his Royal High- 
nefs out of his difficulties, without impofmg freffi burdens on tlie 
Public, or expofing his Royal Highnefs’s character. Sir, that the 
country arc difincHned, diffiitisHcd, and unwilling to be charged 
with one penny of the Prince’s debts, will not be denied ; that a 
more unfavourable moment than the prefent for bringing forward 
fuch a chaigc, could not have been found, labouring as the country 
Is utider fuch accumuldtcd diftreffes , on the other hand, by refu- 
fing to extricate his Royri Highnefs, you fubjefl him to infults 
'Which may leffen and difgrace Royalty in tlic opinion of the People, 
and prodljMiihifchicfs of the moft dangerous kind. The momentary 
diUktisSi^Kon of the People, from the payment of the debts, weighs 
Iefr<^th me, than the confequcnces which may rcfult from conti- 
n|f(i%his Royal Highnefs in his prefent embarraiTcii lituation ; and 
I after the firft fullnefs of refentment is over and foigottert, 
the country will fee it in a different point of view. I am, diere-

larger furn be adc^cd by the Houfci I (hall .movC) in fonpiai} 
ufefequcnt ftage of tlic proceedings, that the fixty4ivc thoufandf 
pounds, and the Dutchy of Cornwi?!!, be applied to the liquidation 
of the Prince’s debts ; on the part of the Prince, facrificcs muft and 
ought to be made ; liis Roy^l Higiinefs oi^ht to relinquilh hie 
Court, and retire for a fcafon into privacy, thcic to regain thcgxxl 
opinion and regard of the people : little, indced> is the fiorifice, 
when compared with that which will be obtained. The intereft 
of the Prince and the People arc the fame , as he acquires the af*. 
fedbons of the people, they gain fccurity , for without the affcdlions 
of tlie people, no Government is fccure. I approve of the com^ 
iTuflion to inquire into, and fottle the debts; I wifli a veil to be 
tlnown over them, and diat the future condudf ofhis Royal High- 
nefs may make us forget the paft. I cannot conceive fiow Royalty 
can in an) rcipcdf be injured by fuch a proceeding , on a large caU 
culation, not one- thirteenth part of the nation can receive any gra- 
tification from the Prince’s Court ; but I am fcnfiblc the relinquifli- 
ment of it would be felt and acknowledged by every fubjedf in the 
kingdom. No country furtly c\tr afibrdtd fuch an inflance of 
what perfonal virtue and integrity can eifedf. View tliis reign, 
commencing with an attack the right of ekflions, ^nd pro- 
ceeding, from ftep to Itep, till he loft one quarter of the globe, with 
a Minilicr, fo callous to the diUnlfes of the people, that he had 
the aud icity to come forward witn an unblufhing front to Parlia-* 
ment, in the midft of that ruinous and dcftrudlivc war, for the 
payment of the King’s debts, to the amount of upwards of fijc hun- 
dred tlnjfind pounds, and one hundred thoufand pounds to be add- 
ed to the civil lift ; and was it not granted ^ Involved at this mp- 




ment in a war, the end or confcqucnces of which no one can pretrtid 
to forerd , deprived of the great pilladium of liberty, tlic Habeas 
Corpus a<ft, and yet, Sir, notwithftanding all thefe events, anyone 
of winch fingly might have overturned any other Government ; yet 
fee, his prefont Majefty, one of the moft popular Princes that ever 
fat upon the Throne, (hall we fuppofe it pofliblc that the relinquifli** 
ment of the tinfel and frippery of a Court can be attended with any 
lofs of refpetSl to Monarchy; can facrificcs for the people produ^tlt 
any other return but aftedton and regard on their part ^ If integrity 
hgs done fo mtich, what will gratitude efted, when joined to it 
J wi(h to fee his Royal H>gbnefs placed in fuch a fituation, that he 
nqiay tq;ain what he has loft ; a conlideration of infinitely niore 
jporf^ee, great as the fum is. Conftdering, Sir, die double fito- 
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thi? Houfe^ I coofisfs nq'felf much di&ppointcd that wc have had nj' 
Ipdmation of His Majefty’s intention tp come toward and take upon , 
himfclf part of the burden. I cannot believe, had the right ho- 
nourable gentleman acquainted His Majtfty with the temper and 
feeUngs of the nation, that he would not chearfully have evinced 
his regard and affection tor his people, by meeting their wiflies. 
It is inconfiftcnt with every principle of juftice and policy, that one 
branch of the Legifljturc, and that polTeiled foltly ot the power of 
involving us in war, fliould alone be exempt from (haring the 
burdens and calamities infeparablc from it. I think the Thionc 
Ihould be the firft to feel, and the forfcmoft to facrifice to the dif- 
treffes of the country ; and I verily bclkvi^ it would not diminiih 
the luftre oftheCro^n, to difjK nfc with fomc of its trappings. 
Sir, I do notwini to hear the advantages of Royalty placed in its 
being the cheapeft form of Goveinment , for the affcrtion is not 
warranted in truth. The Government of Amtnea does not, m 
fadf, cpft much more than wint has been Liviflied by his Royal 
Highnefs alone ; Icfs than two hundred thoufand pounds a year an- 
fwcis every purpofe of that Government. T he attachment of the 
{leQpIe of this country to its form of Government, proceeds trom the 
feqie of the bkflTings it has long enjoyed under it, and I truft it will 
long continue to do. Much as wc mud lament the mifery which has 
attended tlic new dodrincs introduced into another country, and 
deprecate* them, as they have involved us in tlic calamities of war, 
the general rcfult of them will be advantageous to mankind, com- 
|H3Uing thofc who govern, to be cautious of their conduct, and not 
abufc the power they are intruded with. 

Mr. BURDON agreed with thofe gentlemen who had already 
delivered their fentiments on this fubjeft, that it was a matter of 
fuch delicacy, that could be only conquered by a fenfe of public 
duly. He thought it was bed to let the quedion as it was piopof- 
cd, dand, to give the Prince an opportunity of reflefling on what 
was pad. In cafe of a peace, the country would emerge from its 
prefent iii;uation, and the date of the Prince’s affairs could be laid 
Houfe with lefs regret. The right honourable gentle- 
man (Mr. Pitt) widied that this fubjedt# could have been avoided ; 
wflSy did not that right honourable gentleman then, when it was in 
' hif power, take tlie proper deps to avoid it, which he might have 
d<^e ; did that right honourable gentleman rebolleA the hopes and 
iid^nces. which he held out to that Houfe in 1^87, when the 
of the Prince's debts was brought before that Houfg t was il 
lud; his duly to have an eye to the management of his Royal 
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\ t^^prdent iflue, to hav6 taken in tariier npp6ttun!ry to tiSt, 
\(hat Houfe one of thofe tnedfuifs which' he had that ntgjbt prof^fed 
obt inftcad of that, he now cotneswith Unblufhing front, ikt\d l 
makes a fecond cbifii on the affedjonahd liberality of that Houfe^ 
Mr. Alderman NEWNHAM w'as vAry decidedly of opinion iif ‘ 
favour of the greater fum. He expatiated on the ncccflJty of keep- ' 
ing up the dignity and fplcndour of the Prince of Wales, the Heir 
Apparent to the Crown of thefe realms. The fplcndour of the 
Prince of Wales, he afferted, was the fplcndour of the peoplp 
EnghnJ, end all ihofe who ^^crc friends to the monarchical form of > 
Government ne fo happily po/Tcffed, ought to be very cautious how 
they agreed to any meafure which might diminifh that fplcndour* ^ 
Much had been faid, he obferved, about what had been granted to 
Frederick, Prince of Wales, the father of his prefent Majefty; but 
to him it did not appear by any means in point with refpedt to thd 
prcfi-nt queflion. The price of all the articles of pmvifion had fo 
much incic'fed, and the value of money, from the extenfion of our 
commerce and manufaCliires, had been fo unbounded, that money 
fcarccly bore the fourth part of the value now which it did then. 
He thouglu the clrcumftancc of the Prince's marfiage and the fitua^ 
tion of his amiable confort ought to weigh with the Committee— (he, 
was welcomed to this country by every perfonin it, and it was pron 
per that the rank and fplcndour of the new-married pair (hould be^ 
fuitable to tlicir dignity. It was of the utmoll confcquencc to the 
peace, happinefs, and domcffic comfoit of the Prince of Walcs,^ 
that his crtablifnmcnt (houM be fuch as in future to prevent him 
from accumulating debts, which might draw him into (iinilar em- 
barraffments with tliofc under which he now laboured. Thcfc 
debts were in all probability fwelled, from a circumftance with* 
which tliat Committee was not perhaps acquainted, traclefmen font 
in very exorbitant biJIs, when they did not expeft prompt payment* 

It was of importance to the country efFa^ually to provide againft 
this in future, and to accomplilh this dcfirablc end, he faw no way 
fo ready and fo certain as that of giving his aflent to die original' 
motion of granting to his Royal Highnefs an cfhblifhmcnt of okio^ 
hundred and twenty- five thoufand pounds a year, cxclufive of tfur ^ 
revenues of the Dutchy of Cornwall. 

Mr. W. SMITH affuted the Committee that it was not his wiiH 
ft> fake' op too much of the time of the Hopfe by adverting to feveta#, 
malters. which had fallen from gentlemen on difiTcrent fides of tho 
qiieftioii|i bj|t that he (hould confine himfelf to two points which 

He thought ii was by nor 
tih fdfuA al^aU from, the uompafrfaii qf the ekjpence#

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of tJiis Govf rnnicnt \virtJ that of AVncrIoa ; biit at the fame tlmcxhe 
was of opinion, that it was veiV proper to Iquare our conduff 
' the prefept occafirri with M»hat had been done by the Parlipmehts irt 
former times and upn fimHar occafious. In the Inftancc that had 
befen alluded to in the fettle ment of xoo,oooI. a yeir on the fon 
of His Majcfty King George the Firft, when Priive of Walcfi: it 
Was true that provifions and all the nccclTarics of life bore in a great 
proportion much heavier at the prefent moment than they did then ; 
But after making every allowance on that fcoro* whieli was fair and 
» tieceffary, it ccrfainlv was equally nLCtffary and fair to adverr alfo 
to the very difllrent projx)rtions of the national debt at tha^- time 
. arid at this. This buiden on the people was then no moic thail 
forty-eight millions, and the annual intcreft f.mcwhat undci ivo 
rnillions ; at the prefent moment the national debt was uji'varris of 
thfee hundred millions, and the intureft annually more than nine 
millions, when tlufc altciations in the circumftances of affairs were 
put into the ojpofitc fcale, with the difference of the puce of pro- 
vifions, mcmioned by the liopouiablc Member whofp(krlaft, he 
believed it w*oijld be found to preponderate' grtuly in his favour. 
Befidcs it was neceffary to ohferve farthci , that the fum of i oo,oool. 
a year, fettled on the Piincc of Wales, vho was afrrjw^aids George 
Uic wSecond, w^as nct^anv burden on the people, but actually paid 
out of the Civil Lift. In the fame wav, when the qucftion came 
before the Houfc to increalc the eftablifoment of Frederick Prince 
cf Wales, father to his prefent Majefty, to one hundred thoufand a 
year, it was a mcrc*qucftion of party whether an increafe of the 
Civil Lift to the amount of that fum w hich had been afkcd for, 
Ihould be agreed to, or whether that fum fliould be granted to the 
Prince of Wales. It was on that occafion decided that It (hould be 
granted to the Civil Lift, and from that fhould bo paid to the eftab- 
lilhmcnt of the Piincc of Waje^ Here then wtis a clear proof that 
the cftablifliment of the Prince of Wales had, till that time, been 
unifcTmly paid from tlic Civil Lift, and had never been a burden 
on the people. In the fame reign of George the Second His Ma- 
jefty had been under the ncceffity of applying to Purliament for the 
payment of fomfi arrears wblch' had accrued on the Civil Lift, and 
in his meffage to thcj^arliament on that,tx:cafion he intimated, that 
ip bonfideration of that, be fliould make feme confidcrable retrench- 
idbent^und dedudilonsin the cxpcnces of the Civil Lift, by leffenin^ 
l^educing fcvcral places and penfions appertaining to the fame* 
Smith could with to have feen a fimilar condudf piiirfucd 
^ prefent occafion, and inftead of the burden being thrown dnthely 
that it fltoold have been borne by thofo'^JKJ^ 
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better able to ftrugglc u?idcrit8 wej^t. Much h^id been fafdi 
Mtout die ncccffity of keeping up the fpIenJour and dignity^ of mo^ ' 
nOTljy ; he was of opinion that .both were ncccflbry to be main^' 
tamed, but he feared they had betn very fallacioufly blcndid to- 
gether, and that many things bad been attributed to one which i|j^ 
reality belonged to the other. It had been faid, that fplcndour was 
abfolutely ncccffary to dignity. In feme cafes it might be fo, but, 
in his n ind, the prefent cafe w^ould derive more fplcndour from a 
frugal and dignihcd fimplicity, than from all tliC brilliancy which 
outward appearance could cany with it. Dignity, would, in his 
ofinun, be beft confulted bv an abatement of fplcndour. The 
honourable Member pioftlFed bimfclf as true a friend to the monarchy 
as any Member of that Houfc; but (till he thought there were many 
cafes which were fuppofed to add to its fplcndour, but which, in his 
opinion, tended much to derogate from its dignity. There were 
many offices in the htvufliolds, both of the Monarch and of the 
Prince of Wales, which, while they were highly honourable in tlicml^ 
fcJvcs, 1( ft much of their dignity by the perfors holding them re- 
ceiving tlic falarics they did to a large amount — ^Thtfe offices were 
held by noblemen of the firft diftinflion, and who were ftylcd in the ■ 
Civil Lift Menial Jinw/Zr of the Crown, or of the Prince. He 
lud not the fmalleft doubt in Ins mind but that the firft Dukes and 
Lords in the land really deemed it an honour, and felt the Iiighcit: 
pleafurc, in being conftantly about the perfon of their Sovereign, 
and being continiully rccti\ing the gratification of his daily converie 
and pcrlond regnds — but wlun he contemplated thofe noble perfon- 
ages as a M after of the I/orfc, or a Lord of the Bed Chamber, he 
could not conceive that they derived ar.y additional dignity to their 
charafters, frrm their iccciving fcvcrall) one or two thoufand a year 
for the fer vices they pei formed. On the contrary, he thought that 

every nobleman who held any of jhe great offices of State, would 
p()lTefs and juftly entitle Jiimftlf to r^l dignity in the minds of the 
pt'oplc, who would fay to the Public when he accepted their office, 

I am proud to ferve my King and my counny in this truly honour- 
able ftation, but as a nobleman of great fortune, and thereby a truly 
independent man, I dildain to accept of any emoluments of office, 
bccaufe as my fortune is great, I think my refufal to accept them will 
refleft more real fplcnddur and dignity on the office I hold, and on 
th; Monarch W’ho confers it/ that can poflibly refultirom my receiv- 
ing flinnual wages for ffic performance of that duty which is hfcid out 
to the wory , as reflealng honour on me who perform it, and fplcn- 
dour on him who oonfoi^ on mo the power to do fo. 

Mft only. Qm jpoiot ftmt on vriofh be 
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.miuld trouble the Houfe, and that that k at once 
and grieved him, that no advice. had been given to His Majcl^, 
or at leaft th^t iio intimation had been given by him, that hc^^as 
ready and willing to bear any part of the burden of paying the Prince s 
dpbts. ife v.ifhcd for the fake of the dignity and fpkndour of the 
, that this had been done , but as it had not, the beft and 
fafeft WM\ that he knew of, was to vote fuch an diablilhmcnt as 
ihould prevent tl^c Prince fiom incurring future debts. 

Mr. FOX faid, that confeious what he felt it his duty to fay 
would be acceptable neither to the Crown, the Prince of Wales, 
nor the majority of the Houfc, or of the country, he could have 
no particular inducement to be very forward in troubling the Com- 
mittee with liis opinion. It was neceffary to f'lpjxjrl the fplondour 
of the Crown as an cfTcntial part of the Conftitutign , but he did 
not underftand c.Jling it, as it had been called, the center of the 
ConOitution. The Crown was dear to every man who loved the 
Conftitution, but not dearer than other parts of it, than the Houfe 
of Commons, the popular bianch of the Conftitution. To the 
Cldcf Magiftrate in all Governments, Republics as wx*ll as Mo- 
narcliies, a certain degree of fplendonr was neceffary. I'his was 
a piint clear from the hiftory and practice of all Governments, but 
fubjcifl to modific.uion, as circumflances might require. There 
were cafes in which the dignity of the Crown might be better up- 
held by relinquiflung part ui its accuitonicd fpKndour than by a 
ftricl adherence to it.— »-Mach had been faid of the cftabliflimfnts 
of former Princes of Wales as precedents. Sorry he was that he 
could not look to thofe precedents as the moft creditable part of the 
hiftbry of the Houfc of Prunfw'ick. The cftahliftiment of George 
II. when Prince of Wales, bad been a mere matter of parly , how 
much more that of his fon, Frederick Prince of Wales ? The 
cftabliflimcnt of Frederick Prince of Wales had been at one time 
6o,oool. at another ioo,oool. a year; 6o,oool. a year wdicii 
he happened to differ in political opinion from bis Majefty’s Mi-- 
nifters, and x 00,000]. when he afterwards agreed with them. 

had too much refpert for the memory of that Prince, to impute 
to him moiives inconliftent wnth the honour of his high ftation, in- 
coidiffent with the honour ot any private gentleman^ but the cir- 
ijumftance gwe rot^m to fufpicions in the country, as injurious in 
(dieir tendency to the Prince aa to the"^ people» for mutual 
^d conHucoce were neceffary to the interefts of both. What ho 
now deprecated was a condu<Sl on the part ofthe Houfc that might 
expofe any Prince of Wales to fuch fufgveioi^f, X^t all men fee 
to be guidod 09]^ by v 
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tnd not by tegftrd to the individual. Here he muft lament 
tli^hole condufl of GoYemnient with refpedt to the cftablifhtnent 
of nh Royal Hi^ticfs. When ai> allowance of 50,000!, a year 
in addition to the Dutchy of Cornwall was propofed, he thought 
it infufficient. Why then, it would be afkcd, being one of hW* 
Majefty’s Minifters at the time, did he concur in that allowance? 
He concurred, declaring his opinion of its infuflicicilcy, bccaufe it 
then an experiment, and great deference was due to the opinion 
of his Majefty, who gave the whole fum out of rhe Civil Lift, 
without calling for the aid of Parliament, and thought that it W’outd 
be fufEcient. A few years after, other Minifters advifed his Ma^ 
jefty *to applv to Parliament to exonerate the Civil Lift from this 
allowance to the Prince. In 1787 an honourable Magiftcate 
fAlderman Newnham) brought forward the fubje£l again befere 
Parliament, when proviflon was made for paying the debts of bis 
Royal Higlmefs, and io,oool. a year was added to his income. 
This was no new experiment, but the rcfult of an experiment al- 
ready made. He then thought 6o,oool. a year in addition to tbe 
Dutchy of Cornwall an infufficient allowance ; but his mouth was 
ftopped by the terms of the King’s meflage, conveying very clearly 
bo^ the King’s opinion and the Prince’s, that it would be fufficient. 
The declaration of his Royal Highnefs, that he would give no oc- 
caflon for any future application to Parliament on a (imilar account, 
furprifed him not w little. He knew not who liad advifed him to 
make fuch a declaration ; but if his Royal Highnefs at any fubfi> 


quent period had confultcd him upon the fubjedV, he would have 
faid, that, being made, it was a promife which for his honour he was 
bound to keep. It was, however, the opinion of Minifters, and 
of the Chancellor of the Exchequer in particular, whofe duty it 
more immediately was to form acorrefl opinion, that 6o,oool. a 
year, in addition to the Dutchy of Cornwall, was fufficient for the 
fplendour of the Prince of Wales at twenty-five, and for reinftating 
his houfehold which he had difmifled. Upon what principle then 
did they now pretend to fay that 1 25,000!. a year was neoeflary I 
Marriage in the lower claiTcs of life made a great difference in pennt 
of cxpence, but did it any thing like the fame proportion among the 
higher rai^s? His*R(^aI Highnefs before his marriage bad a 
houfe, and a houfehold; did his marriage require two houfes and 
two toufeholdsr How then was it poflible for thofe who in 1787 
*faid chat 73,000!. a year was fufficient for his cxpenccs, to fay thsit 
1 38*10001. muft be neceflaiy now ? He could not but lament that* 
die fome tsonduA feefned to be adopted with re^pe«^l to the eftabltfti- 
nwiwof Hij^intiGras had Ufceh jplace w*ich rc(pc 6 k co.ftiar

of Frederick Prince of Wales ; that Miniftcrs meafurcd the Qttcrif' 
of his allowance by the degree of approbation he bc^ftowed upon th/ir 
fyftem of ^vwernment , and that the Houfe, following them, “Was 
to be^uided, not by principle, but by circiutiftanccs of a very difle- 
00ht nature- It might be a(ked, wlicthcr he did not feel fuch a 
, difference as he fuppofed Minifters to fed? He w'ould anfwcr, 
that he did not ; that he had never conhdtred hi*? Royal Higlincft 
in any other point of view than as the Heir Apparent to the "I'hionc ; 
that he had never looked to hi:> opinions, but to his ftation He 
might then be aflted, \\hcthfr he, who had always thought the for- 
mer allowances to his Royal Hignefs infoiheient, would not now 
vote for. the larger fum, in preference to the amendment moved by 
^his honourable friend ? Undoubtedly he would, and for thj rcafons 
he had dated on former ocvalions, but not without iomc provilion 
for preventing fuch applications to Parliament in future. The dif- 
ference between the prefent value of monev, and the value of it 
tvhen loojoool. was an adequate provifion for Piinccs of Wales, 
required at lead an addition of one fourth. He fliould be anfwcrcd 
that the increafe of public debts and public buidcns, made tlie 
country lefs able to bear large edabliflimcnts. lie admitted and 
lamented the incrcaftd and increaling burdens of rlic country, but 
with increafe of public debts, let the incrcifc of public means to 
* provide for them be taken into conlidcration. I^t gentlemen look 
to what he whhed Minidtrs had looked to in 17S7, the incrcafcd 
habits of cxpcncc in all ranks, and the didcrence of one fourth 
W'ould certainly not appear to keep pace w ith it. His honourable 
friend who moved the amendment, fp(»kc of the evil tcnduicy of 
fuch habits , but was the Prince of Wales the fird exam] Ic they 
would clioofe to fclc6l for reform, and, in fome fort, for punrdi- 
ment ? He remembered to have heard a 1 idy, as weak and as frail 
as the frailed of her fex, f.iy, nor ludicroully but ferioufly, “ I 
am confeious of my faults , but I hope I ;^ione for them by my 
' marked difapprobation of fuch faults in others.” It would ill be- 
come liim to be very pointed in his difapprobation of imprudent ex- 
pi^ncc in others , but he would fay to the City, to Wedminder, to 
the Public at large, “ if you complain of incrcafcd habits of cxpencc, 
b^in the j reformation by reforming yourfclvcs. Reference might 
' be made to the liberality of Parliament to other Princes, to the 
Ctown itfclf. Whatever they might fay about the feparariott of 
« the three branches of the Legidature, and their indcpendei^ce of 
' 0 ne another, it could not be diflemblcd, that the Crown, having the 
‘difpofal of all oiSces civil and military, with the pf near 

millions of revenue^ mud pof&jld gfufnf 
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L Hqiifc. Would it then be fecmiy to yield to evety cxtravsiganca of 
Crown, but harfhly and auftercly towards a Prince who had 
nb fuch influence r Something; on this occafion might have been ex* 
pefted from the civil lifl. Qiiccn Anne, from a civil lift of 
6oo,oool. gave ioo,ocol. towaids the iupportof a war, GeorgildL 
out of 700,000!. a year, gave 100, coni, for the eft ibhlhmcnt of 
his heir , and George II. tIk* fame Inm for the eftabliftinicnt of 
Frederick Prince ot Wales. Duiing the American \\ar, vi hen the 

country was not certainly in a flafe of profpciity, P.iili'^mcnt paid 
a laigc debt for the civil lift, and added to if ioo,oool. a )‘eir. 
The furn appiupnatcd to the p.»v\ p’^rfe, l:ad been gi ‘dually in- 
creafed from 36,000! to 6o,oorl. a yen, wliv thi*n refufe a 
proportional increase to the cftnbhlhru*nt of the Prince of Wales ? 
Thefe argiimcnt.s he hid iornierly ftatid to the Houle viifhou*’ much 
efl'crft , and if they produced any cHecl now, it ^voold be from be- 
ing enforced by cIckjik nee fujiui 01 to lus. But wuh the cilablifli- 
ment, unfortunately, the I ufinefs did not end. "i'hcre were debts, 
as flat ed, of his Roy.d HighnJs, ro the amtMiut of 6 a 0,00 ol. and 
fcveral other debts for which he w us bound latter, he undcr- 

ftood, mikh to the honour ot tJiofe who had contracfled them, 
were already in a coiirfc of payment. Bet fnppoiing the creditors 
to think tlie mode of pjymeni t<yo flow, flky might call upon the 
Prince for payment, as well <4S his o^n creditor^*, and tlrcreforc, to 
relieve him from his cnibarraflhienls, if to do fo wa<^ intended, 
thefe dibts mull he put upon flic fame footing as his own. Hence 
arofe two queftwjus, — W is the Pnneo well nlvifc'd in appljing to 
that Houle on tlic fuhject of his debts, after the jircanifc made in 
1787 ? or the Miniftei julhlisl in miking any propofal for liqui- 
daring th< m, without fomc eng igcncnt on the pul of his Royal 
Highneft, whiJi might be rulicd up in a*, a Iccuiity agi nil: future 
calls of the fame kind ^ 1 o both tlkle qiicftivins he muft give a de- 
cided negilivc , and therefore he w»)iild eonfidcr only winr was a 
propel cllahlnTiincnt for the Piincc, without noticing his debts.—* 
Here again, a new confideuition intei^ioicd, vi/.. that of the Princefe 
of Wales, who had been invited ovei by rhe iininimous confent of 
Parliament and the eountiy, and fur w^hom the Houfe, by fts ad-» 
dreifes, flood pledged to make a iuitablc piovifion. It was in vain 
to pretend that the Houfe w^as not aware of the embarraffments of 
his Royal Highnefs at the time they gave that pledge ; not one of 
them but knew the fa<fl, although not regularly informed of it by a. 
incilage from His Majefty. Foi this rcaftm only he would 
to a plan for relieving his Royal Highnefs from thofe embatrailihents, 
but not without an abfdute linHing fund, %for liquiclatiii]g the "debt » 
Vql* XLT. T t 
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vrithin a reafendde time« The right honourable gentleman pro- 
pofed appropriating a5>oool. a year for payment of the interefr, at^. 
four per cent., although intcreft was at five per cent., and the itv"- 
come of the Dutchy of Cornwall to liquidate the principal, which, 
a^^ding to this plan, would be difeharged in about twenty-feven 
y&s. Was this a plan that any man could propofe ferioully 
Rather let the Houfc owm that they did not mean to pay off the 
debt, than hold out fuch a mockery Their duty to the Prince and 
to the Public was the fame, for in confuUing his dignity, they con- 
fulted the public intcreft. But in what w^ay would his dignity be 
beftpreferved ' B) rttainingall the fpicndor of his eftabliftnnent, 
his crcditois unpaid, or by fetting apart luch n portion of it as would 
^uidatc his debts, and atone for paft difcrction by future economy ? 
To do this would be his ad vice to his Royal Highncfs, were he to 
condefccndto afk it in his clofct. fir gave it no*", as he thtn mull 
give it, for the fake of popuhnty, of which he wu'* no courtcr, 
except a$ it followed an homll difriuigc of duly, and wici^hhc waS 
never Icfs likely to obtain than by the coiirfe he was taking tn tlic 
prefent occalion. 

If only 25,0001. were applied to the liquidation of ii's debts, his 
carriages, Ivories, fcrvaius, every article of his llaic, would icmind 
the Public of what it was much better the Public Ihould foig^t , but 
let fuch a redudion as he propofed be nude, and men’s feelings 
woold foon take a contrary tuin , they would pant for the moment 
tliat fliould reftore him to the enjoyment of his toll income , and 
when It arrived, view his fplcndour with pride and fatistadlion, 

65.0001. with the income of the Dutchy of Cornw’all, would form, 
an adequate fuiul for the payment of his debts within a icalbnablc 
time. It might be alkcd if the Prince could live in a way becoming 
his ftate upon 6o,oool. a year ^ He w^aild anfwcr, No , nor upon 

100.0001. a year, for if he could, Miniftcrs, upon their own 
principles, would not be for giving him i 25,000!. a year. But for 
a time he might fpare his great Officers of State, and other expenfive 
appendages of his lank, and the Public would gain a beloved and 
Tcfpcdcd Prince of Wales. Upon ioo,oool. a year he w^ould be 
tKaqpcdcd to maintain his full cftablifhmcnt with an inadequate in- 
^me,_and would neither be able to clear away his old incumbrances, 

to avoid new. Upon 6o,oooL he would be expe^ed to confult 
flPthing but his domeftic fatisfafiion, and the honourable dilcharge 

hiajuft debts; ''and when he had once experienced the public 
and aficdlion that would foon fpllow fuch a plan, his future 
years jxxuift be {aoTperous ind^d^ if he counted the years of his pro- 
riv his life. AU this mi^t be done much 
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Jtooj^, and without ejqpence to die’ Public. It had cm been hfif' 
^ opipion that a land cflate waa the Icaft proper of any for the Crown> 
S/i moft objeflionable.on account of the undue influence it waseaU 
culated to create, and the lead likely to be profitably managed. The 
Dotchy of Cornwall, as he was informed by perfons well acquainted 
with it, might be fold for€oo,oool. ; he would fuppofc for only 
6oo,oooL The Prince’s lifc-intereft in it might be vjilued at 
300,000!. and that fum applied to the payment of his debts. The 
remaining 300,000!. might be applied as Parliament fhould think 
fit : to the future provifion for Princes of Wales, if they were fo 
attached to cuftoms, merely bccaufe tliey were old, as to think it 
worth while to continue that whimfical fort of provifion. T'hcre 
would remain 320,000!. of debt, which the fund he had mentioned 
w^ould pay off m three or four years, when his Royal Highnefs 
might refhine his ftatc, w'ith the fatisfaftion that his indifcretions 
had not coft a penny to any t^nc of thofc whofe felIow-fubjc<ft he wjis 
at prefent, and whofc Sovereign he was one day to be. The. rpW- 
dlc courfe propofed by the right honourable gentleman would neither 
give fplcndour to the Prince nor comfort to the private gentleman ; 
but above all, the people would fee in it no atonement for im^ 
prudence. He approved of taking incafurcs to prevent future debts 
being coiitrnded, provided the plan was to be general. If it were 
to apply to the Piincc of Wales individually, it would not be a 
mark ot refped: but of degradation , if applied to all future Kin^ 
and Princes it fliould have his hearty fiipport. It wT)uld relieve 
Parliament from the difficulty which always occurred when debts 
were aintraded by tlic Royal family, that unlels provifion was made 
for the payment at tlic public exp^nce, the ci editors muft lofe the 
money. In making the ofikers of a Prince rciponfiblc for all debts 
in their fcveral dep irtmcnts, there app:aied tube fuch inconvenien- 
ces, as he thought could not be obviated. Why had not His Ma- 
jefly been advifed to do fomething upon this occafion himfelf ? W;)$ 
it for the intcreft of regular government that monarchs fhould never 
appear to their fubjeds to tccl any portion of the public adverlity ; 
that they fhould grow rich as the people were growing poor? Irl 
private families the indifcrction of a fon was a misfortune which hU 
family felt, and muft make facrificcs to repair. The imprudenci^ 
they all lamented was partly of this nature, and fomething might 
Jiavc been expeded towards repairing it. ioo,oool. would nt*'* 
have gone far in money, but it would have gone far in fentimtiirif/ 
It vras not wife in thofc who talked of the dangers that thresit^ 
monarchy, to fVsfier Kings and Princes to be known only to the, 
people by expcncbs and'tkxcs* A more unpleafant duty he tori dcrisr 

T t t 
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^pcribrincd in Parliament. The illuftrious perfon whofc honour an^ 
intereft, in conjunftion with thofe of the public, he was anxi9j48 
to promote, would not perhaps much rclifli what he had faid, if it 
Ihoiild be reported to him ; but patefql as he was for the pcrfonal 
notice and kindncls with whuh his 1 loyal Hi^linefs had fometimes 
honoured hin?, hi- ne\cr had fpf)kin, oi v'ould fpeakof him in that 
Houfe, but relatively to Ins Nation, not to his own pnvatc feelings. 
The fmallncfs of his income p^iUii^^'d his debts, ..nd, had it not 
been for the promde in 1 7S7, might have tjcciifcd then*. All who 
"Knew him knew tlii*- to luvc been bis cunftant opinLon upon that 
point. The Prince had n<*t been faiily dealt with, .is to tlic reve- 
nues of tbp Dutch) of Ganwall duniig i/. - nunoiity. Who the 
adl of Parliament gave to him ficm his both, 1 j d l.cm npphtvd by 
fucccfli v’c Miuiftcrf' to tlu pnrpofes of the Civil Lifl. It was a 
mifcrablc plea to fav, that fiicy had been expended i.n his cclucatK n. 
Would any man of toitune, whofc fen i‘ui addniiLl inc(»n)c, ch^o^e 
him with the expences of his educ.irion ? He C' ndiKied with repeat- 
ing that he would vote tor 125,000!. to lie* Piukx ol Wales, but 
that he w^ould oppofe taking ar\ ndiee ca his dubes, uuk)> a laT'^e 
fund for iKjUidating them wire ap^aopii. tul in Ion c lueh way ashu 
had fuggefted, 

Mr, WILBEibr ORCE f.’id, in Ins . : 'lu m .tion ot ^hv 'jiiefion 
he ftiould entiiilv ’ay the debts out of his eoi.lMi r..ij».n. As the 
matter w’as dnided into two points, the < i*. bhllm vi;* and die d* bt* , 
he fliOLild in the piefe.u infiance eonthjc hin k't U* u e tianui, and 
thiow’ the laftir entnely out of his n md h he fp n then came 
to this — Wliat IS the ]rpp(i 'ftal I'llimenl i.n » oiiev. of W.des ^ 
The hoiKHiiallc gentleman, who widi niudi sloe/ui hio Ip^ken 
lafl, inl.i^ opinion, had on.iitc'^ on*. ciailiJi r '!'''n \My miuiialin 
this inciiiiry , he had faid noihu-g of the jev-kni fiOi : on i.f the* 
countr)', and yet if formi d in Ills judguKiU a miKiial n.uurc to 
glijidc their refolutions.- We W'crc < n^^agcei in \ wai, the teinunation 
of which none of us could predict, and in eonfequeiice thereof we 
tare prefied wurh addit-onal burdens. The ability 01 die country 
f}louId therdbre be confide red, as well as ilie oilier points, when 
the Houfe came to a ftnous examination of what w'ls pnqici apain 
to, be impofed, for the pnrpofc of granting an eftablifnnitnt iuitable 
to, the lank and dignity of liis Royal Ilighnefs. He had ci-nfelcre’cl 
tKe queftion in his own mind, ar4d muft conicicniioufly declare, he 
could nqjt'aiFord to Vote more than ioo,oool. pci annum. He liad 
lifte^ attentively to the aiguments ufed, of the difference of 
timesj, and of the incieafcd price of all the articles, of life, by which 
it vras iinpo0ible to maintain the fame Aate upon the fame fum as it 
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formerly be done. But, in anfwcr to this, he agreed with*’ '• 
tlNJeafonings of a right honourable ^otleman oppodte. T'he 
penditure of a Prince of Wales could be but little incrcafcd by mar- 
riage. His houfe, his fervants, his date muft be maintained the 
fame, and what was proper for the maintenance of his dignity in 
one cafe, muft nearly fufficc in the other. I'he prefent Miniftry 
liad tliought that 6o,oool. wms a fum adequate to the object but a 
ftiort time fince , and therefore, when they allowed forty additional 
tlioufcinds for the incienfcd cxpcnccs of the married flate, bethought 
they allowed an ample piovifion, even upon their own principle. 
I'lie mainfenaner of fplendour, glare, and pomp, he could not ire 
to be at .ill In othe'r times, when plainnefs of manncis 

had rcndrr^.(l th()fo diings more extraordinary, when, from public 
firnphcity, thofe ihmgs captivated the minds of the multitude, they 
were iron tllential than at this dav. Now luxury had pervaded 
ilif' wliolc m.iis ot the people, and date, pai.idc, and the afl'c£lation 
had infcc^icd the minds of all, he thought, at this time, 
iiK lx ft and nubiclt admiration would be given to a dignified limpli- 
Cifv , md i: V the flung which would have more clFedl uponjhe

Wrdts. The honiji.iabU gtntlcman had put it to them, whether 
t]ic> \.oi 4 M n ike th n lujhlc perien sge the f dc oh,a^l o\ tlx ir reform ? 

He It woulil not he wrong, it the provifion for preventing 

fntur<‘ t\ctfs \^cic extended to all Princes. In \^liat he faid, he 
conrnh..n the liMiv'iir and dignity of tlx Prince, and he was furc 
his R(»vd Jhghiieis, wluti »'ei las prek nr feelings upfiii the fuhjedl 
niigi't he, wouUf hereafter ltd moie fatisfadion, more comfort and 
plcafuro, than any th.it could be del ived from fix w. In that re- 

tirenicm which was pioixiicd, he would cnjo\ all the comforts and 
ph aim es of life, and would quilify Jiimiclt for that high fituation 
wlfieh J'c wmild on» d.iy be called ujxm to fill- His intention was, 
that the Prince of Wales fliould have the good inclinations and the 
hearts of the people, and it was his finccre w’ifli that, the feelings of 
his R(jyal Ilighncfs ftiould accord with the feelings of the courttr)'. 
Th'* right honourable gentleman had told them a ludicrous ftory of the 
lady w'ho condemned others, althoi^h bad herfclf : he fuppofed 
lady was not fitting in judgment, fhc w'as only giving a charadter of 
, hcriclf, What ihould be faid to a judge, who would fay, ** I am

guthy of the fame crime for tridch the prilbner is arraigned, the|(^^ 
fore 1 cannot condemn hinrf^» Would this be adling in the exf^fu- 
^ tion of his duty ? Would he not rather fay, “ I am bound by a 
folemn oa'tb to execute the laws, and though a painful duty, yet 
ifMaft I condemn the man who ha** hr<jkc them ^ I'hcy alfo, as 
Members of tliat Houfe, were not to give merely their own fenti- 
mepts, they were not to be profule in the dlfpofal of tlie money of 
their conftitucnts , they (hould remember they were delegated to cx^ 
crcifea loltmn trufl, and whatever their own feelings or fentiments 
might be, they w^ould difchaige that dut) which they owed to their 
conftituents. If any thing could add ftability to the mnnardiy of 
the country, it w*as that the Iloufc of Commons (hould preferve the 
teipcdl of the people , while it maintained that, the monaichy pof- 
feifed the firmed buhvark. He could not here refrain from dcclar- 
ing, he felt the ufmoft gratitude to the illuftrious couple who filled 
the Throne of this kingdom ; their conduct and iinblemilhcd morals 
had contributed much to keep puic tlie mortils of the capital. — 
While their example was followed, the kingdom would ever reap 
iofinite advantage , for if, on th» contrary, levity and immorality 
were fandlioncd by the praOicc of the Throne, the capital would 
fbon become polluted, and the infcdllon fpread itfclf from thence to 
tli« remoteft parts of the kingdom , and if ever the fiippcries and 
profligacy of the French were introduced, tlic confcqucncc would 
be, that before long a French, revolution w^ould follow. 

The faleof the Diitchy he condemned, bccaufe 300,000!. w'Oiild 
tlius at once be gone, and fucceflive Princes deprived of their he- 
reditary right. On the firft refolution, he fnd, it was his intention 
to vote for the amendment. 'I hc others did not appear free irom 
objciSions, and Mr. Fox’s mode of liquidating the debts came un- 
der this dcfcriptron. With rcfpcdl: to other topics, ht (hould refervq 
himfclf till they came more pmperly before the Hoiife. 

Mr. FOX rofc to explain. He faid the honourable gentleman 
had certainly miflaken what he faid. He begged the Houfc to rc- 
ooHcft that the Dutchy of Cornw'all was only a life eftate in the 
Prince, nnd tliat the reverfion belonged to the Public. Now laid 
he, if It Ia figrced to be fold, the Prince w ill receive what the in- 
terdV of his eftate amounts to^ which is about one half, or three 
' Itemdrcd tJioufaiid pounds. That will go tow^ards the payment cd 
hii debts ; the remainder will belong to die Public, to be difpofed 
erf in* any manner which Parliament may think moft conducive to 
jlB interdls. 

' .Mr. D. P. COKE faid, that it was his intention to vote for the 
as moved by his hor^Juf ible 6iend> though it was bis 
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>1^ that Dutchy of Cornwall (hould have been difpofed off® 
l^t^ate the debts of his Royal Mighnefs the Prince of V/alcs#. 
Bun^ voting for the i oo>oool. he did it in the h«>pe that retrench- 
ment would follow, which would prevent a future application to 
Parliament. 

Mr. POWYS faid, in propofing limitations or rrftri(^ions upon 
the income to be granted to His Royal Highncft, he hoped he ihould 
•not be fufpcc^led of a wMnt of proper refpedt for that illuflrious per- 
fonage ; but tins propofition came forward under circumftances to- 
tally impreccdcnfcci. In former caks, where a provifion was made 
for a Prince of Wales, the revenue was paid out of the civil lift, 
and therefore P.nlnment had no right to impofc rcftridlions ; but in 
the prefent inftance. Parliament were voting away the Public moneys 
and to do it with jealoufy was their duty. 

General SMITH faid, he fhould not feel the flighted hefltation 
to give Ills vote for the larger fum propofed : he fhould even have 
had no objcdlion if the fum had been laiger. He wilhed the Houfo 
to take into their conlideration tlic enormous expences which a Prince 
of Wales was neceffarily compelled to incur, which private men, 
how^ever large their fortune, were exempt from. At the prefent 
period, the great incrcafc of price in every article, rendered it pro- 
per for the Houfc to make fuch a fair increafe of revenue as would 
put His Royal Highnefs ujxjn an equality with his prCdcceffors. He 
contended, that tlic rcafon why his Royal Highnefs was fo involved 
at prefent was, tliat when his eftablifhment was firfl fixed, it was 
too fmall : this com}x:lled him to run in debt, and caufed all his 
fubfequent perplexities. 

Sir W. PULTENKY difapproved the meafure of voting an eftab- 
Hfhmcnt, and afterwards taking a part of it awiv. He w^ifhed that 
whatever was done flioiild be openly done, and that the Houfe n)ight 
tell the Public whatever it w^as, diftindlly and unequivocally. 

Mr. ESTE rofe to objeft to the mode of proceeding as irregular, 
and hoped the 1 loufc did not mean to vote away fo large a fum of 
the Public money, ^without making a previous inquiry into the na- 
ture of the debts which they were thus called upon to difeharge. 

Mr. MAURICE ROBINSON exhorted the Houfe to be cir^ 
cumfpedl in their determination on this important queftion. He 
could nQt help thinking the fum propofed was enormous, and, every 
thing confidered, highly impolitic to be demanded. He heartily 
wifhed that the propriety of a temporary retirement of the Prince> ^ 
and a private compofition with his creditors, might be fuggefted to ' 
him by that Houfe*-^ condmft which would be the beft proof gf re* 
for the peoplci and the moft efte£tual means of maintstining^ 
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die'fruc dlgti{t]r of tfje 'Heif' App^nt to the Crown of Gtetf,^* ^ 
tain. 

General MACLEOD rofc, when there was a loud call fBr'iise 
quedion. General Macleod complained that a reprefentative of U 
county Ihould not be permitted to deliver his fentiments. He 
Was indignant that a Miniftcr ihould have a clamorous majority, 
who overwhelmed the fentiments of an intiependent Member by their 
vociferous calls for the queftion. He appealed to the Houfe, if fuch 
condudl was decent or proper.— He addrcflTcd it, he faid, as a re- 
prefentativc of the people, and, as fuch, demanded the attention of 
Parliament* He was as independent as any ftian in the Houfe^ 
and had made facrifices which the Minillcr could not deny. He 
was not unwilling that a certain fum ihould be applied to the pay- 
ment of the debts of his Royal Highnefs, on the afliirance that a 
iimilar application would not occur, but would now content himfelf 
with voting for the amendment. 

Mr. M. A. TAYLOR begged the indulgence of the Houfe for 
a few minutes. He faid, that no gentleman wiflicd more fiiiccrely 
for an ample provifion to the Prince than he did , and as an aug- 
mentation to his Royal Highnefs s income was deemed nqjpflary, he 
Aought the application to Parliament for that purpofe highly proper; 
for the dignity and honour of the Crown of Great Britain could not 
be faid to be fTipportcd, if the Heir Apparent was not amply pro- 
vided for, fo as to maintain his confequcnce and impoitancc in the 
State. So far he thought it ncccflary to explain the nature of the 
vote he intended that night to give, which Ihould be for the larger 
fum being granted to his Royal Highnefs. He would, however, 
add an obfervatiem, which, although he could not hjlp making, he 
nevertjiiclefs did not wifh the Committee to adopt, or to perfuade 
them pf its propriety. His opinion Wris, tliat, for vaiious rcafons, 
it would be expedient to inftitute an inquiry into the nature of the 
debts which tliat Houfe was about to difcharge, in order that no im- 
politicm ftiould be pra<5lifcd cither on the Public or his Royal High- 
nefi. By fuch a priKccding, the honefty or injufticc of the de- 
mands made on him would be properly biought to .light ; and fo 
fully perfuaded was he that many items of the latter defeription form- 
ed conHderable part of the debts, that he doubted not an invefti- 
gation would be the means of reducing their amount at leaft one 
folrd. So fyt he was induced to remark, without meaning, in Ae 
WiAdifouit degree, todifputethefhitement made by the Prince, at Ac 
fometime that be paid a due regard tQ the interen:s of his confotuents. 

/ Mr. HUSSEY replied to Mr. Taylor, and expreifed his furprifev 

Aould fo madily jconfcnt to draw $tiif 



dol^blic ibr the vnornuNis fum ntntr dcotanied, nhen fw< 
s»ho 9 fer fund (the Crown foreft land*) wbfch equity, and d)« bqce&‘ 
fities of the State, pointed out as the proper oite for affording dierpiM 
^.quired relief to His Royal Highnefs, andwluch was amply adeqom 
to the purpofe. Such a plan, at the fame dm* that it woidd anfw^ 
the wifhed-for end, would be the means of benefiting the courury Ift 
a very material degree, inftead of fixing additional burdens on dw 
people, which the prefent meafure went to accomplifh. 

Mr. ROBERT SMITH faid a few words in fiivour of Mr. 
Fox’s idea of difpofing of the Dutchy of Cornwall. He alked tho 
Chancellor of the Exchequer what ground he had to fuppofe that thd 
creditors would accept of the payment which he propofed, as it WotAl 
require fo long a period to liquidate their claims ?

If the Prince, cxcl Timed Mr. Whit- 
bread, is in a flate of difcrcdit with the Houfe, it is nut our fault 
that he is in that date. I decidedly difapprovc of that advke by 
which the Prince was induced to come down to the Houfe ; for t c 
did nbt receive from his Royal Highnefs what wc concu\cd to be a 
folemn afTurance that no debts (hould be contradled again, and 
therefore I think that his Royal Highnefs was ill advifed in putting 
his facred word at hazard, by making a fccond application to the 
Houfe. The only waj, Mi. Whitbread continued, by which the 
prince could retrieve his credit with the Public, was to fliew that he 
wiihed to difebarge his debts by appropriating a large part of his 
income. But was it decent in thofc who advifcd the Prince, or was 
it decent in the Prince hirafelf, to commence his cftablifliment, be- 
fore he knew that the Houfe would confent to relieve him from the 
incumbrances under which he laboured ? He fliould certainly vote 
for the fmallcT fum. There was, indeed, a fplcndour that ought to 
6e attached to the Heir Apparent ; but would that fplcndour or dig- 
nity be lelfcned, if the Prince were to flicw a difpofition to relieve 
fktiilfelf from the embarraifments in which he was at prefenc in- 
lF<dved r There were virtues which no obfeurity could ihroud— and 
tliejtt were eii^^utnftanccs which no magnificence or fplcndour could

The Houfe would certainly feel no objefiion to relieve the PriQce 
from his embarraifments, if diey faw any promife of future ccoiwr 
my. But indcad of this, the Houfe had fecn that his Royal Hi|^ 
nefs had already begun to confume his increafed income, and had 
even contrafled a debt of 68,oooL before he knew that the Houfe 
W’ould confent to Helicvc him from the embarraflments under which 
he laboured. In the proper dage of the bill, he (liould move the 
introdudion of the fum of 4.0,000!. inftead of 65,000!. At pre- 
fent, he only meant to move an amendment to that efTenfl^ for the 
purpofe of having it inferted on the journals. 

The report of the Committee w'as then read a fecond time, and 
the amendment being put from the Chair, was negatived without X 
divifion. 

Mr. HUSSEY moved an amendment to the report, by inferir 
ing the Crown lands as a fund from which the debts of the Prinoc 
fhould be paid. 

Mr. Chancellor PITT faid, that this being a queftion about an 
annual income, the fale of lands could not well apply to it, and 
added, that there could be no greater dcluiion than the notion, th^t 
applying the Crown lands to this purpofe, would be a faving to the 
Public ; for if applied to this, there could not be other occaiions 
for which they w ould futurcly anfwer. Introducing it here, there- 
fore, only rendered the afiair more complicated and confufed. > 

Mr. HUSSEY, in reply, faid, that the Crown lands now srn-^ 
fw^ered no end but one, the proper name for which was too halHi 
for him to utter-* influence, or fomething worfe. He wiflicd'tn 
fee them turned to private property, and cultivated for tlic gcncriid 
benefle of the community.

ercamftance of great magnitude, and of an extraordinary nature,' 
inz. the Irregular and unprecedented recall of the Lord Licutenan't 
cf freland, would be fubmitted to their confidcrarion to-morrow j 
Itaotwithftanding the general expeftation of die fpeedy difeuflion of a: 
Ukattcr dill more intereding and important, that of war and peace, 
Jbt he hoped that day to obtain the attention and indulgence of the 
jRbufe ; for he was going to date to them a biiflncfs infinitely more 
Ihtercding and important than even any of thofe to winch he had 
alluded. In fubmitting to the Hbufc the d.itrmcnt and the motion 
which he diould have the honour to make, be was going to call them 
$0 a recollcAion of their mod facred fun»iiiojs , to point out a 
ipoft daring and flagrant violation of their bed and dcared privi- 
Jtges ; and to urge them to an efirrt to preferve their due weight 
and audiority' in the conditution. Il mud be ob\iou'5 to the meaned 
tinderdandlng, that whether the prwtrs and duties of the Houfc of 
Commons were legiflative or inquiiitori.il, whether they were con- 
tSUllingovcr the Executive or Judicial brantlics of Adminidiation, 
nil the weight of their power and authority depended on their re- 
taining the pow'cr of the purfc ; cunftqucntly cvciy attempt to de- 
prive them of tlwt went to the anndiiiatlon of then Houfe.

ford. An abufe of Language often led to an abufe of things ; Ike 
ivould therefeure mention that the army was commonly called tlip 
King’s army , in fomc frnfes it undoubtedly was the King’s army ( 
thatis the King, as 6r(l Magidrate of the State, was entruded 
with the appointment to comi^ifliom, with the difcipljine, with ihp 
diftnbution and ftationing, and with tlic command of the army; 
fo fdr it was his army , but the exidence of it depended on the aifr 
nual votes of both Houfes of Parliament, and its pay could otif 
originate in th* annual vote of tins Houfc , confequcntly, any Mt* 
nidtr who adviftd dtc King to grant any money in any other modcj^ 
was gmlfy of trc.ifon againd the Conditution. It would not be dtr 
nicd iliac the King had not the power in himfclf alone over the na- 
tion il purfe ; therefore of himfelf he could not grant the money of 
the nation to the army : but he would put a dill drongcr cafe ; the 
King might have funds of his own ; favings from the Eleflorate, 
or brtjucds or gifts from his many Royal relations. Evendien, the 
Houle ought not to allow him to give one (hilling of this to Bridfli 
foltlicrs , bccaufc it was to them alone the foldicrs wexe to look up 
for p.iy. 

This great principle being difciificd, there remained fomc fmallcr 
features of the mcafurc which defer ved attention. By the order 
CommpiidingOrticcrs to furnilh their men with meat at fourpenpe 
halfpenny, two confcquences would cnfuc ; namely, the people 
would pay in a tax the whc'Ic amount of the difference of the price ; 
and ncyt, as the me it mud be bought for tlic foldiers at any price, 
the puce mud be raifedtothc community, and thus they would 
doubly. A worfe confequence would happen , the foldiers and tlup , 
people would be arrayed in two mod dangerous didindfions ; ocitf 
paj ing cheaply and the other dearly for provilions ; and this fisemed 
a natural introduiSlion to a military defpotlfm. All this might have 
been avoided, ma manner equally dignified for the King, equally 
good for the foldiers, and lefs hurtful for the people ; and at the 
fame time the privileges of the Commons would have been pre« 
ferved. The Miniders ought to have brought down a meffagvftom 
the Throne, dating the ncccffity and propriety of foi|ie Anther al- 
lowance to the troops, and it would have been chcarfuUy apd 
larly granted.

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he fuppofed he liquid have the generolky to return the compliment 
to-day. He fuppofed the rcafon why his honourable friend/ iSic 
Secretary at War, was not prefent, was, that he had been againll 
the iiTuing of thefe orders ; for he obferved that his name was not 
to the orders, but that they were figned by the Firlt Clerk, or Se- 
cond Secretary. Pfe well knew his honourable friend vabicd the 
Conftitution, anvl believed he w'ould not do any thing to violate its 
beft and moft cflential principles. It was a fixed, a fettled prin- 
ciple of the Confiitution, th*:t the King cannot difpofc of money 
for any purpofc whatever from the poolitts of the fubjecls, without 
the confent of both Houfes of Parliament. Here was an attempt to 
difpofc of near a million of money d) ^hc King's foie authoiity, 
without any application wliatc\cr to Pailiamui", though it was fit- 
ting at the time. It was a d.mgcious j)iecedLnt, and it bcliovcd 
^ the Houfc to l(X)k to it with a jealous eye. 'I his money was given to 
the foldicr as a mere grutuitous donation of the King himlelf, and 
it w^as evidently intendul tlicrcby to imprefs on the iniruis of ilie 
foldicrs that it was the King alone, and not the rcprcfcnt.’tive's of the 
people, who, in fad, w'crc to pay the whole, though it was held out 
as if it came from ilie liands of the King only. It was a mcafure 
which he deemed of fo daiing and unconftitutfonal a nature, that 
he thought thofc Muiiflers whoadvifed it, dderved to lu iiii]>eaclicd 
if ever any Miiiificr dcfcivcd that jaocccdmg to be adopted pgainft 
him. He faw no diilcrencc between this and the cafe of fbipmoni y, 
and indeed if the Principle were once admitted, there w is no know- 
ing where it would end. He illuftratcd his argument by a quota- 
tion from the luminous Gibbon, uj)on the donatives of the Roman 
Emperors, whereby the hearts of the foldicrs were corrupted, and 
the liberties of the Roman people overturned. In the Roman Inn- 
perors, thefe donatives, he obferved, were more cxcufeablc, bc- 
caufe they concentrated in themfelvcs the cxercife of all dcjininiun ^ 
but in Great Britain, where the abfolute rule and Go\ernm(nt is 
Veiled in the people, or by them entrufted to their reprefentatives, 
it more cfpecially became their duty and their intereft to exert their 
prerogative, and check the evil in its growth. Was it not furpri/v- 
ing, healkpdt that thefe allowances fliould have been gi anted w ith- 
out intimation to Parliament?

listat P^rlbifiient entertained an infiinAive refpe^ for the mclTage of 
the King; furely then a meffage might have been brought down by 
His Majefty*s Minifters, expreflivc of tlicir intentions when they 
could have confided in the infiincUve refpcdl and veneration of the 
l^liamctit for their fuppoit* Formerly the Parliament fat there 
fooswidlb dielr lealbn^ but now tliqr obeyed a ftronger impulfe an4 ^ 
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^ by inftind}. Reafon wat a flow comparative faculty^ 

whUcii ms formed upon cftabliflicd principles by experience and dc*- 
liberation , whereas inftin<fl was a bold, Intuitive, and fubtlc qua- 
lity which diflinguiflics at a glance, and brutes have the happinefs to 
enjoy it in a greater degree than man. Fortunately for us we have , 
difeovered the vaft utility of this admirable talent, and lioncefbr- 
ward we may hope to a<S in an inverfe rafto, and as our reafon de- 
clines, find our inftinft enlarged , fo that we may fay with the 
Poet, 

And Reafon raife o’er Inflinfl as we can ; 

“ In this *tis Gui> directs in that 'ns Man,” 

Mr. Windham appearing jn his place at tliis time, Mr. Courte- 
nay faid, he was happy to fee his honourable friend in his place for ' 
two rcafons fiifl, bccaufc he would have an op|X)rtanity of dif- 
claiming any fliare in ilTuing diofc ciicular orders if he really had 
been againft ilicm, and next, bccaufc he would fave the right ho- 
nourable gentleman oppofite to him the tioublc of returning that 
romplinicnt which the Secretary at War liad paid Mr. Dundas on 
a future ('ccafion. [A loud laugh.J Mr. Courtenay with great 
readinefs find, Nafiitam expelhts f to ca tavien vff^ue recut ret. He 

then repeated what he laid in Mr. Windham s abfcnce, and con- 
cluded by declaring, lliat it was with the greateft pleafure and fatis- 
fiiclion that he fccondcd the prefent motion. 

The SKCRKTARY AT WAR apologized to the Houfe for his 
abfcnce at the commencement of bufincfs, from wdiich he felt the 
inconvenience of not having heard all the animadvcrfions directed 
ngaiiifl Inmfclf, and, in confcquence, of not being prepared to reply 
to a great part of w’liat might have been faid. The honourable gen- 
tleman who had fpoken laft had drawn from tlie mcafure, a great 
tical inort tlian he thought it contained , he w^as a good performer, 
and had fetdicd from the inflriimcnt ffrains which could not have 
been cx[)ev^k’d. For his part he could not difcovcr the degradation 
to himfdf, the unconilitutional piliev, the danger among the fol- 
dicrs, or the injury to tiie people, which the honourable gcntlcpaan 
had defenbed, as attached to the mcafure. It was a mcalurc diiSat- 
ed by the uigency of thcoccafion. If there was any degradation in 
the way in which the orders came to him, it was a degradation in- 
feparable from his office, fincc they bad come through Jthc regular 
and cuftomary channel of communication. The objeflions urged 
might be divided into two parts, firft as they applied to the genend 
principle, and fccondly to the particular mcafure. The objei(S|lQn 
on the ground of principle, if carried to its utmoft extent^ would 
equally apply to every allowance in kind, it had always bccnufual

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to give bread to the foldiers iivhile in camp. This was done fipm 
the confideration, that Government ought/ by contracSl, procme a 
large quantity of bread more advantageoufly than the px)r ft)ldicr 
could purchafe in retail. So, in tli^ prefent cafe, Government 
might be able to find meat at four-pence halfpenny per pound, 
wlicn the foldicr going to maikct could not have it at the* fame rate. 
In a great part of the country there ViM<; no nfe, vhkh would ren- 
der it nccef^ary for Government to pay nnuc tlian l(>ur*ptnee hali- 
penny, and hi tht few jlatcs wheic there was a rife, he lubmitteJ 
to the lli.ufe wheihei the propriety of gnnting the rtliof was not juf- 
tihtd by the piclUiic of the times. As to foldiers ^arv.h^fing at 
what pnees tlicj pic.ifc, fiiltiLicnt prccauiL os wcio taken ngainit that 
abufe.

very great cxpcncc. He would not lay that tiie allowance was im- 
proper, or not warrrnitcd by the preffure of eucunifiances, but 
ought not the relief to have come from Parliament, and not fiom 
the Crown ^ His honouraolc friend had referred them to the aug- 
jpentation ^J^ch had taken place in 1793 , he lamented the fad at 
ihe time, axfd much nioie fo, if it was now" to be adduced as a pre- 
f^dent. He confidcicd too that the picfent might I c ufed at a lub- 
iequent period, as a pietence for a more alarming advancement.^ 
lie thought that it was a thing fit to be done in itfclf^ if it had been 
done in the proper way, not by an interference of the Executive 
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I but by the wifdom and authority of Parliament* If Par- 

KamCTit had not been fitting, the piotence of the urgency of the oc-' 
cation might then with fome flicwof plaufibillty have been urged aa 
a jufiification of the mcafijrc. But liow could fuch a pretext be 
biought f<»rward at a time when Parliament was fitting, and when 
tile mcafuie had taken place not only without their confent, but even 
wjtliout tl^e nc tificaiion t>f a meffage^ It might at a future period 
be urged as a pretext for a fimil.ir advance, that a precedent had 
been aflbrdcd in 1795, when fuch a meafuiehad taken place, of 
w Jncli no ollici il notice had been given to the Houfe, fill they were 
afterwards cMi'Icd upon to pjy the cxpencc incurred in the Extraordi- 
narits of the Army, without iiaving any opportunity afforded them 
for the fxcrcifc of judgement 01 difcrction. Upon the whole he 
could not lielp confidenng this m(\:furc as an attack upon the Con- 
irjtLition, of that nature, which called for the mod fenuus attention 
of tliC Ih/uic. 

Air. ChaneclhT PITT faid, that the right iKmoiirablc gentle- 
ni'in appeared have nuflakcu the rjucftion, as dated by Ids ho- 
nounblc tiiLfid. He remarkf'd rliat he had taken nv)ticc of bread, 
ibr this pl'PU rcafon, hccaufc, while in the camp, they were in the 
l.abit of receiving the fame allcjwance of bicad. So that in the pre- 
fint inftancc, tljc m^^alurc adopted w^s only aeccleiating to tliem a 
n lict under tlic prclhi^c of extraordinary circumflanccs, or w^hich 
they niiill at any rate ha\c been in i»olhi1ion in the couilc of four or 
five weeks. Tlic rc:.f('n wliy no liad been fent to the Houfe, 

w IS becaufe no ediiruitc could he made out of the amount of the re- 
het which it might be ncccfiaiy to gi uU. It was entirely a con-** 
relief, varying atcoidiUg to tJic circumfianccs of phee and 
time, lie admitted that it would have been more regular to have 
previoully cjnve)cd fome notifiouion to tlic Houfe, but where no 
edimarc could be niadc out, nothing w.i^ more common tlnn for 
Pailiament to give thfir fuhfcqucnt faneMion to a me-afure adopted 
fiom the urgency of the reeafion. If tlic prefent was a thing right 
lo be done, it was a tiling which muil: necciraril) have been done 
without cflimatc. He referred lo W'hat had taken place in I792» 
when the riglit honourable gentleman had brought forward exactly 
the fame fort of arguments, and wlicn the Houfe by their filcncc 
had expreffed their approbation of what had been done on the oc- , 
cafion. The honourable mover had faid, that it would have been ' 
much better to have gi anted an augmeniation of pay, tliis w^as furely 
a ftfangc argument, that it would be better to grant an augmentation 
fof pay, W'hich, once given, could not be taken aw’ay without hard* 
#hip, than a mcie tcmpoiary relief in die nature of a loan adapted 
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to the extent of the occalion, and ccafing with the exlgencj^f the 
times which gave it Lirth* ^ 

General SMITH faid, that what he heard from the Minlftcr 
this day alarmed him much. It incscafcd the jcaloufy he always 
had of Executive Government in afEurs of this nature. He thought 
it ought to increafe the jealoufv of the Houfe. He never would 
give his confent to any plan for lubmitting to the demands of foldicrs 
with arms in their hands, even although they (hould demand what 
w^as their right, bccaufc that tended to clbblifli a very bad precedent. 
If foldters demanded any thing with arms in tlicir hands, it w as the 
duty of Government to refill: tlicm boldly at on^c, becaufc if the 
point was once eftabliflied that foldiers had what they demanded 
while under armvs, they would fix)n be brought to demand what 
they never ought to have. His rule, tlicrefore, in fuch cafes, 
w’ould be to refill and fiibduc thofc who thus demanded, and if juft, 
to grant fuch demands afterwards. 

Mr. Chancellor PITT fiid, that after what had been juft faid 
by an honourable General, it became ncccffary for him to .ilhidc to 
a fact which applied to the tendency of the argument of the ho- 
nourable General. Some of the military had, in a paiiicular in- 
ftance, made demands in the manner alluded to. There was the 
utmoft vigour ufed on the part of Executive Government to biing 
the infurgcnts to a due fenfe of their duty, and they weic all (judlcd 
before any thing they alkcd was granted to them. 

General SMITfl was glad to hear this. J3ut wlicn the Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer talked of the inftancc alluded to, he did not 
take the wliolc fubject into view. Inftcail of there being only an 
inftancc, there were many. The cafe was general over the country 
where the military were ftationed. 

Mr. MARTIN faid, he had only a few word? to fay upon this 
fubjcdl. He was not prepared to fay much, were he fo loehnccl, 
for when he came to the Houfe, he w^as not aware that thr, fahjc tl 
was to be debated this day. He hcaid the honourahlc genrlomin 
who brought the matter forward. He gave the bctl aiLentii'n he 
was able to his arguments, and alfo to thole of the honourable Mem- 
ber who feconded the motion. They made confidcrable impreflion 
upon and he wiflicd to hear them anfwcrcd. When the Sc- 
crctaiy ak War arofe he expeited from his talents and from the fitii- 
ation in which he flood, that a complete anfwer would be given. 
The right honourable gentleman had fpoken for a confidcrabic ' 
tim6, but after all he faid, he mufl confefs, he never heard Icfs fa’d 
to the fubjeft in the fame fpacc of time in his life. When the. 
Chancellor of the Exchequer rgfe, he formed another and fimilar ex- v 
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Cpeflatfon of him ; but he muft again fay, that in his mind, that 
7right5f)nnurablc gentleman faid as little to tlie fubjedV. This was 
a ^eafure that api)eared to him to be as unconditutional as any that 
ever came for difcuflion before that Houfe. It was a very alarming 
one. '^riie manner in which Miniflers had treated k, made it ftill 
■ more fo. It Avas not, Ik w ever, nevr, for every four or five day# 
fomctliing hollile to the Conftitution came from His Mijefty's Mi- 
ni fters, and was always fupported by unconfiitutional arguments. 
He lumped there would be a divifion upon this queftion , and under 
tlrat hope he fliould ftay in the Houfe, if it were ncceflary, until 
feven in the morning to give his vote upon it. 

General TARLEl'ON find, that gentlemen on the other fide 
had endeavoured to involve the queftion in difficulties which did not 
belong to it, but they had not touched on the motion itfclf. Per- 
haps Minifters ha<l a Conftitiinon of their own , but by the old 
Conftitiition of lingland he underftood that the King had the com- 
mand of tlic aimy , the dif|)ofition of its difciplinc, and the pro- 
motion of Its officers. But that (he Houfe of Comm jns had the 
purfe, by which that army wa^ paid, and the power of voting for 
its number and continu nice , therefore when any addition was 
wanted, either to the niutihcr, or the pay, tlic Houfe of Commons 
was the power to applv to, cfpcLially when Pailiamcnt w’as fitting. 
'I’o all Royal donatives to armies he objciScd, for tJiey bad never 
been much in life, except when they precede il, at a fmall diftance, 
the downfal of an Enipuc. The Houfe ought to look at the effcfl: 
which tins mcafurc v/ould unavoidably produce , next year we ihould 
luve to vote pretty nearly a million of money to pay the cxpcncc of 
it. In one woid, it was part of the fyftcm whkh Minifters had 
long ago adopted, ami w liich had been manifefted by the building of 
barracks all over the kingdom. By the lauding of the Heffian 
troops, and the aiguments in fuppoit of fiich nieafuics, all put to- 
gether, proved that the j>rcfent Minifters aimed at introducing an 
entire militaiy government in this country. 

Mr. M. ROBINSON approved of the motion. He diilikod 
the influence of the Crown , particularly fo when that ^aine from 
the army. If the pay of the loldicrs was found to be too little, it 
ought to be increafed, but he cunfidcred any thing given to them as 
a boon, totally wrong. 

Mr. STEEL faid, that if all the troops had been in the fieldon 
one day, he apprehended there could have been no objeflion to 
what had been dune. Tlie queftion now was-^ Whether, under 
^'^iCrthe circumftances, what had been done in tliis cafe, wasnegef-. 
^ fitly? He ftated fomc points in which the cxpcnce had been ovjfiw 
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ntcj, nriil concluded with declaring, that, in his opinion, thcre^ 
Y/as not the Icafl: ncccfTity for the motion. ^ ^ 

Mr. GREY faiJ, that tliC amount of the fum which this mda- 
lurc might caU for did not appear to him fo important as the prin- 
ciple which it tended to maintain. T Jnt the Houfc of Commons 
fl oa J hold the public purfe appeared to Ivm to bt a piincjple never 
tube given np. This \ias ext mpli tied by the undoim pradicc of 
Parliament. If the lioi/e of LorJr. reade the llighttrt altciation in 
any, money bill — a coinmon turnpikc-nud cjt for inflapct , tI'c 
H oiift of Commons, ujion ptineiplc, invailably lejcc^ctl tliu bill. 
All thxt parr of the aigumcnt, thcitfoic, thu refened to thofn\iU- 
nefs of tliL I'um, went, in his pniivi, nothing , lor the punciple 
in this cafe \v;.6 cvciy thing. Even were ii 'thcrwift, ht' fliould 
be bound to fay that Miniftcrs defended a bad principle by a falfc af- 
fertion as to tads. The nglit hon.jurablc gentleman who IpiAc 
laft liiid faid, tint if tlie tr<v'ps w'cre nil in camp, there would 
have been no t^bjedion to the mcafurc. How' did that tbnd ' il if 
had been fe^r one month in that \\ ly, the principle ot giving the al- 
low^ance, without intimatiem to Pailiamcnt then fitting, would Jiavc 
been the fame as if they had been all in <juarters . and the cjiicition 
was, how far the principle of granting an allowance in this way 
could be defended ^ A great dwtl ha<i been laid on the preetdent, 
which ought to make the Houfe cautious how tl^'cy fuffered prece- 
dents to accumulate, for the Cliancclloi of the Ex'chcquci had ob- 
ferved tliat a debate arofe on former oecalious on this fuhjeel, and 
as the Houfe had not difapproved by a vote of the conducl of Mini- 
fters, the filcnce of the Ifonfe was to be confirued into politivc ap- 
probation. If fuch w'as to be the confiruiSfion, the Houfe ought to 
look at the cffcdl of it. 'I bis allowance had been made without 
any communication to Parham* ut, and it was for the Houfe to con- 
fidcr whether that ought to pir'> unnoticed. It was faid to be im- 
polTible, from the circumftanee*', to prepare an cftiinate. That 
might be true , but was it impofl'ihlc to m.ike any communication 
to the Houfe, by way of a meflage fioin liis Majcfly, ftatmg the nc- 
ceflity of making fomc addinoiul allowance, leaving the cxpcncc to 
be made good by Parliament, when the amount fliould be afeertain- 
cd i Moll iinqueflionably nothing could have been more eafy or 
snore regular* Indeed tliere appeared to him to be too much ma- 
nagement about this bufinefs on the part of Minifters, to attribute 
the whole of it to mere accident. If fuch a grant was neceflary, 
Vfbich he by no means denied, he fliould have been ready to vote 
Ibt it. He did not agree wMth the honourable General as to the 
prudence of refunfig what w^s right, becaufe it was demanded by • 
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^^cr^undcf arms; he thought that if men were drived to the twccf- 
ID claim what was light^ they ought to be attended to whether* 
under arms or othenVife. But he thought that Miniftcrs had he- 
gledtcd their duty in not making a communication to that Houltf# 
and therefore he fliould vote for this motion. ^ 

Mr. FRANCIS faid, that he fliould be forry to let the prefent 
bufinefs pafs without expreffing his fenfe of it, and declaring hour 
little he was Citlsfied with the pretences fet up by the King's MinU 
flers in deftnee of tlieir conduct. That he wiflicd not to embarrafs 
the conlidcratun of the main queflion bc&re the Houfe, or to let 
their intenriun be diverted from it, by agitating collateral queftions, 
which, though connefled \^kh it, were not cffentinl, or not im- 
mediately tlic fubjoi^t of debate. The queflion was, not whether 
the mcafure in itfclf was proper or improper, ncccflary or imneccC- 
fary. Neither was if, how far the Miniftry might be juftified, un- 
der prcflTing circumflanccs, to take the fteps they had done, if Par- 
liament were not fitting. The true queflion was, whether the 
King s Miniflers were authorized to bring H great charge of any 
kind upon the public for any fcrvice not voted by Parliament, and 
without the approbation or conic nt of that Houfe, or any previous 
application to the Houfe, \>\h2lc Parliament was actually fitting! 
He faid that, if any priiicij'^c in ♦■h' Conlliriition of this Govem- 
ment, or in the inftir koa oi u‘C Houfe of Commons, was clear 


and indifputable, it was tint they ah;nchad the command and dlf* 
pofa! of the public purfc, and that the Crown In J not the command' 
or difpofal of it for any purpofe wLatfoever, and Icaft of all, fqr 
the purpofe of augmenting the pay of the army, by bounties or a]« 
lowanees of any kind. That for the Crown to take upon itfelf 
difpofc of the money of the fubjeeft, in favour of the military, wai 
hot only to invade the eflential privilege and duty of that Houfe|| 
but to invade them for the worft arid moft dangerous of allpurpofcs ; 
that is, to fccurc the attachment Of the army to the Crown, in con- 
tiadidHon to the Houfe of Commons, by maXing dicns cc^dcit ' 
the Crown as the fource of every advantage they, ^oyed, or 
peefled to enjoy. Such a power in the hands of tfcfimihg iSrin^ 
hereafter, or of wicked Miniflers nowj ytduld foon make melfod&/' 
of Commons odious to the army, and ufdtfs to the 'i 

Chancellor of the Exchequer had faid, that previous 
could not be made to Parliament^ the anbunt of :

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{ucnt&nflion or the Houfe. Suppofc the Houfe, on ferious 
icration of' the fifbjefl:, <hould refufe to give that fandlion, any 
hould refufe to provide for the expeuce already incurred, or fliould 
jrder it to be immediately flopped, what lituation fliould we ftand 
n then? On one fide, the Crown would entitle itfelf to the grati- 
:ude and aftctflions of the army, by a(fls of bounty, libcraluy, and 
patronage, while, on the oilier, the Iloidc of Coirrnons would ne- 
jeffarlly become the objc(fl of their revenge. Gentlemen ought to 
conlidcr fcrioufly the confcqucncc of fuflering the two pow^cis to be 
placed in that fituation with rcfpcct to each other, and of eih»bh fil- 
ing in the minds of the army fo invIdS vis a ground of con parifon 
between them. The Cli.inccllor of the Lxchcciucr h.ivl faid that 
there was a precedent for this p’oceeding, that liie IIouO (>n a (i- 
milar cceafion had paid the charge, and by fo doing bad approved of 
themeafure; M**. Francis, on the contrarv, contended that paying 
a charge incuned did not ncccflanly ircludc ap;n baiion. In the 
cafe of money ahead;' fpent, it might be an adl of nceeffity. The 
Houfe might have no choice left. The truth of the principle fet up 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer would foon come in ejneftion 
on anotlicr fubjcvih Surptiling the Houfe fliould rcfolvc to clear 
away all the incumbrancts w'hich had lately been under iheir confi-^ 
deration, would the Miniflcr, would any man, affirm, that bydif- 
charging the debt, they appiovcd of the objrdls, or fanftificd the 
principles on which it was incuncd^— Would he fay that by doing 
Ip they eftablifiicd a precedent, by which fimilar incumbrances might 
i^in be incuircd and ought to be provided for ^ It that piopofirion 


^ould not be afferted, the right honourable gentleman's precedent 
of no ufe to him. It proved nothing but that the Houfe had 
fbbmittcd in a cafe of ncccflity, and that it was fo much more their 
duty to take care that the Mini dry fliould not have it in thcii power 
to Appeal to fuch precedents again. 


The SOLICITOR GENERAL thought that the only queftion 
i'li this cafe whether what had been dune was prudent ? I'he 
Government had not in this cafe, in his opinion, taken 
the diflributfon of the public purfc, for the whole 
tieiH) fubmitted to Parliament, and there- 
motiofi 

I ' tbc ilueflton before the Houfe was, whe- 

go into a Committee to cnqtSrc ? he fhould vote 
inquiry; bbt not uppn the ground that he thought His 
ought not to have fiibmitted the matter to "Pat ' 
todc efFcA \ oi^ the conttary^ he thought that they 
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ou^t. But tlic ground of hiu vote was, d>at he not'impute 
Minifters any improper motive for what they did. 

’ Sir HORACE MANN faid, he could not poflibly remain filertt, 
after fome words had been ufed whidi appeared to him to be inr- 
proper. He could not avoid txprtffing his difapprobation of the in- 
vidious diflmclicn which had been attempted to be made between 
the Executive Pow'er and the Parliament Some allulion had been 
made to the imperial dtm itive ; now every gentleman muft know 
that thoh* donatives were the means by which the Emperors cndca- 
doured to overturn the Conflitution of their country , no man could 
fuppofc, that any Monaich of Uiis country would be inclined to at- 
tempt the overthrow of the Conftitution, or that any Miniftcr 
would be found haidy enough to abet his dclign it he were fo in- 
clined 

Mr. COURTENAY faid, that what he had obferved on the 
imperial donative, lud been mifunderftood. The Emperors had 
the whole of the revenuis of the country at their own difpofal, and 
might do as they plcafcd witli it, without overturning the Conftitu- 
tion. He therefore did not caft any rcflcdlion on the Emperors. 
In tins country, liowcvcr, fuch condud would be fubverfivc of the 
ConPiitution. 

General MACLEOD obferved, that he was not the caufc of any 
invidious diftindioii being made between the B^xccutive Power ai|d 
the Parli,iment , if the Executive Power lud never aded un^nlti- 
tinionally, tlic Iloufe would not have been troubled with the motiqii. 
He was "of opinion that the principle and not the cxpcncc was ^ 
tiuc objed of confideration. 

Sir W. PULTENEY faid, he approved of the mcafure, thougji 
he could not entirely applaud the motlc in which Minifters IM 
conduiMcd it. As he did not wifh however for’ the inquiry propO^d 
by the honourable General, and as he was dcfirous of doing fome- 
thing which would not exprefs his dif.spprobation of the meafure, 
nor give las approbation of die mode, he ftiould move the prcvioi|s 
queftion.

Mr, JEKYLL addrefTcd the Houfe neatly to the following cf- 
fcdl.. If it were either my habit or difpofitfon to call the attention 
' of this Houfe to matters of light or trivial import, I fhould but little 
deferve to obtain a patient anti candid hearing for the objcdl which 
1 now propofe to fubmit to their confidcration. But as I feel the 
Infportance and magnitude of the queftion, which it is my lot to 
bring forward on the prefent occafion, I pUce fomc reliance on their 
indulgence and attention. But as, at tlie fame time, I am fenr 
Able that it is a fubjtA which has already in a great degree occupied

Mr. JekjU proceeded. At the moment that I was interrupted 
by the fummons to attend in the ll^pper Houfe, I w^as endeavouring 
to conciliate the attention of gentlemen, by ftating my con^^j^ion 
bow much the fubjeft for their prefent confidcration had been both 
jpHvately and publicly difeufled, and the neceflity which I thence 
felt of as fboitly as poftiblc intruding upon theii time. In bringing 
jferward tins queftion^ it may not be improper to declare that I

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over Ac changers of public men, and i|i vfndied^t^

radcr I regard as public property, cvertoAe heldfacrcd, till it ha* 
openly been fbrfettedi and not to be ftrittered away by indiredl at^ 
tack, or configned to cenfure without inquiry. If wc arc to be 
lieve the afTcrtion of tHb noble Lord, his public charadier has been 
^ impeached by his rccal from the high office which he held in the Go- 
vernment of a neighbouring kibgdom. And here 1 hope I am nrt; 
to be told that the prerogative which empowers the Crown to difmi^ij 
its officers at diferetion, operates as a bar to any inquiry in the pro* 
fent inftance, 

I am difpofed to fubferibe to the juft cxerclfc of the prerogadvjp 
on all proper occaftons. But where the Houfc fee a Miniftcr ftretch-' 
ing the prerogative for particular purpofes, and beyond ordinaiy 
bounds, I am aware that they are pofteircd of an inquifttorral power 
to examine mto the grounds of fuch extraordinary and unwafTante4 
exertion of an authority delegated by the Conftitution, and, if they 
fhall find necelfar) , to cemfine that prerogative within its fair and 
natural limits. It is particularly tht bulintfs of the Houfe to watdi 
over the extention of Court influence to that fiftcr kingdom, whofe 
fituition forms t! c principal object ot the prefent confidcration — «• 
This jtalouiy of Court influence is a principle which ought to ac- 
tuate the l/Cgiflature of both countries, and this vigilance to guard 
againft its progrefs in either, a duty of reciprocal protection which 
they owe to one another. That on this fcorc there is ground of 
fcrioLiS ahrm, cannot be denied. Let the Iloufe only advert m a 
queftion formerly brought by that great lawyer (Mr. Dunning), 
whofo feat 1 now' unworthily fill, and adopted in a rcfolution. 
That the influence of the Crown Ind increafed, was increaftr^ 
and ought to be diminiflitd." It will not furcly be contended that 
the danger is now Icfs than it was at that former period. 


Having faid fo much to the general principle, I (hall now more 
particularly advert to the tranladlion which has given birth to the 
prefent difcuffion. And I think that it muft pnma fme be admit- 
ted that the recal of a Viceroy of Ireland by the Cabinet of this 
country, at a time that he was A&ing with the greateft applaufe ^ 
thofe whom he was appointed tp govern, and that addreffes fix>kn 
ail quarters were heaped on his table, tantamount to a charge of 
not doif^ his duty. On a former day, when the fubjc<ft was ftated 
by my right ly nourabie friend (Mr. Pox), thoug|[\ I then happened 
^>4leengagcd in the country on a profeflional concern, I have on- 
derftood that the right honourable gentleman declared In his plaei$j 
That iivhencver die period came for inveftigatkm, he IhouU un^

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dertakc to prove that no blame whatever attached to the Mir^fters^ 
o^f this, country for any Chare wlficli they had in the tranfadion/j^ 
^What was tliis but a charge by implication ? If the blame of the 
tranfaef^ion did not atuclx to Mlniftcrs, it ncceffanly muft attach to 
Earl Fitzv,illiain. It would indeed have been a more open and 
^anly mode of procedure if the right honourable gentleman had 
frome forv.''id, and chirgtd llie noble Lori with obftinacy and con^' 
tumacy, with difobcdicncc to the inftrudlions of die Cabinet here, 

" or difregard to the intcrcils of the countiy which he was deputed to 
govern. But it miglif, pcrliYs, better fu»t the views of the right 
lionourablc gentleman to v/ i^pcr aw i' luc reputation of the noble 
Lord, and to infinuate blame of his public conduit. It would well, 
liowcxcr, become the Houfc to rcflefl that, if this procedure be 
countenanced, there is no pablic man whofe chara£lcr is fafe, or 
whofe condufl m n not be ovenvliclmcd m difjrrace nr obloquy with- 
out die fmallcn: eh nice f cnquiiy or \ KidiCcition. This declaration 
then of die light hoinurahle geiitkmin, “ thu no bhmc attached to 
the Miniftcrs of this counfr},’ I mull: confidtr in ever) point of 
view as a charge agunft the noble Loid. In thi^ light it was con- 
iidered by the noble Lo d Imi/olf, who, in a paper wddeh is pub- 
liflicd- with cvciy pio(>f of autha,tidty, puK a direct and cimplctc 
pegative to the (Large. In this piper, which I dull quote as part 
of ray fpccch*, the noble I arl n pit Tents, that, {niioiis to hi^ af- 
fuming the g'^^rnmentof In^inJ, t. Uiihc of Tirdaud, ,arul the 
whole of the Cabinet, corKUirf*d wiM\ l»im in hi. ojanion on the 
<jivfnon of Catholic emantipitit>n, and that hid he found it othcj- 
wdC*, he ncvci would ha vi uidcitaLcn the governraenr. Unlcr 
this convi'^ion he fets out and arrive^ in I inland : he *htie finds it 
impoflible, both from th. iituation of the country, and die opinion 
of the moft refpc(Sable individuals, to refill thi imired ate difcufl»on 
of the queftion. — And here it is material to attend lo datis. He 
. writes! k tiers to the p »’ Ic ^ccrtliry of State, O’tinT ,f) him vliat 
was die fitiiiucn of the ciain*,v, and the modi ot pioccduic whuh 
lie (licuhi in coufcqucnce fma iiimftlf compelled to adopt. Of nci- 
^ cher of thefe letters was any notice taken , and the noble Lail drew 
the conclufiop which anv mional man would have formed in the 
cifcum&apces, &om the filence of Minillcrs, namely, that their

noi)!e E.irl h-’d thought nocefS^ry as a mcafurcof hts govcrnmeftf 
from ofBcc the fomily of t5ic Dcre!.R)rJs, ^\ho, whateviit ^ 
be t\cii cialms in othe rcfpci^s, were at Icall ik) favouricW 
with the Public. Aiii here I cannot liclp notirij*j a j'iocc of cort^ 
dud adi^Ved by the rijJ^t lionounblc gentleman in the inanjgv'mcnt 
^^of ih^ buftnclii, the J^uke of PortPnd is the peifoi ^c\‘dcdfrom 
the reft of the C^abintt, on thi-s occafion, to wound the fimc and 
the feelings of his friend. This is a refinement of crucUy, in which 
ih' riglit honourable gentleman excels , it was not enough fimplr 
to murder the reput.ition of the noble Lord, the hand of a friend 
miift be dircdcd to plunge the da/gcr in his bofom. *1 he Duke of 
Pjrtland, connedeJ witli the noble Earl by habits of early friendihip 
and old political conneflion, appeared to lie the fitted i iftrumcnt of^ 
th** cruel and inficiinus policy of the right honounWe gentleman. 

Cru'-lly,’* fa) St) c noble I'arl in the pap^r to which I hive refer- 
red, “ Ciuclly as the Duke of Portland Ins tieated ir% I feel nj 
diflicultv to fay, that his judgment was deceived hefou he abandoned 
me: on whatever ground he has fufiircd himfcif to be iudu:ed to 
eh ingc his former cpin urs refpcilmg the jinli ties oi this co*m:ry> 
and die characters and vrev.s of its principal piiforngos, he did 
change thofc opinions, <jvi, In conlequcnee rt f i»- (‘'nnge alon^, 
hi Ii as been driven to confent to the m^afnic of my inPant iCcal.’^ 
At lad die Chancoll a of the Exchequer Inmffif eomr s forwan^and 
tears off the veil, a letter addrclfcd to lurl I'lrxwilliam hetcllsr 
iiim openly the grouiids of Ills removal. Fie Lys, that on the 
fubjc6t of arrangements, he felt bo»md to adhere to thefe fentiments, 
not onV with rt^pt-Tt ‘o Mr. Dfcsford, biit to the line of eondtid' * 
adopted in fo minv infiances towards the former fupporters of Go- 
vernment , by tlvJ'- icnrimcnts he muft, iit events, beguidccf, 
from a rcgaid to the Imo^V fcrvicc, and to Ins own hunour, ho\f- 
^ver finccrely he mff.M t lament the ecnfrqi’enccs which Inuft ariC; 
from die prefent fuLiailon.*’ Here the nfireft of the Beresford fa- 
mily, and of the firmer fupporters ot (Government, is held out as 
the only ground ct diflention , the q icfi on of the Catholic eman- 
cipation appears to be a mere ftalkinghcrfe aflumed by Minifters fot 
the convenience of the occafion, while at the fame rime cvciy hire- 
ling paper on the fide of Miirificrs w'ls reprefenring the conduftis'ir 
die noble Earl on that queftion as a fource of the moll ferions ahrin ^ 
to Mmifters, aal as pregnant with eonffq'icnccs the tnod mifehiev.^ 
ous to ^^^i 4 U 6 Quntry in which it was agitated , confccjncUces w^lueb 
couta only be obviated by the immediate removal of the noble per- 
fon from office. All the wFiilc* Ciy^ Earl Fitz-william, it was dr 
•bjetft of the right honourable gentleman not to ftreng^hen AdmF- 
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hiOratipn By an aCccflten of chander, but to debafe, degtad^nd^ 
<fi%racc that chatadter ; he did not v, Ifli for our aillAance, but knovp 
iW the importance we gave to the fyftem then pnrfuing relative to 
France, he fnatched at the opportunity, and made that the means 
of difgracing our chararters, aild rendering us ft for no othex fervicc 
but to be his vile tools arid inflruments.’' If this turns ^>ut to be ^ 
the fadi, a fccne of more grofb duplicity, of more fcaiidalous dupery, 
was never exhibited by nn artful and Intrij^ning Miniftcr in the mod 
creduJocis or corrupt p'^riods. Here then was a virtual chaiTge, and 
.St recrimination upon which to found an enciiiity. But this is not 
all. In another place, to which the etiquette of Parliament does 
not allow me more particularly to allude, a iloblc |>crfon (Lord 
Wcftmorland) came forward, and dilfolving all the regard whicfi 
bad been fo aifcftcdly attached to the oath of fccrecy of a Cabinet- 
Minifter, faid that the ClianCcllor of the Exchequer, whom he 
called by an ordinary and coarfef name (we fuppofe the plain appel- 
lation ol Mr. Pitt*), had allured him, That Eail FirAwilll.im had 
110 authority w^hatever from Minifters in this country for taking the 
fteps which he had done on the Catholic queftion:” — nar, he went 
farther, and faid, That they were fteps taken not only without 
their authority, but even with their politivc difapprobation.*’ Mr. 
Ponfonby, in the Houfe of Commons in Ireland, broadly flakes his 
teputation, ** That all meafurcs adopted with rcfpcdl to the Cathe^ 
lie queflion, under tlie adminiftration of Earl Fitzwilliam, were 
taken with the previous concurrence of the Cabinet of this country.’* 
Here then we have the charge, the defence, and the recrimination. 
Under thefe cirCumftanccs, w'lll the Houfe decline to go into an cn- 
quiiy, on a tranfadion which involves the public character of a dif- 
tinguiflied nobleman, perhaps the difmemberment of the empire, 
fcnd, at any rate, a great and Important conftitutional queflion ^ 
Perhaps it Was the intention of the right lumourable gentleman to 
degrade the charadler of public men in the eyes of the nation. It 
might be pait of his fyCem to degrade all thofe with whom lie aded. 
\Vhere now arc his original friends ^ The degradation of his new 
idlies, he might confide^ as the beft fccurity for their future fupport. 
He might feel It to be his policy to d^radc others, as it was only 
the di^l^dation of others, that he could himfelf polfefs pre- 
leminenceik.Tlrhis fyftem he had in many inftances attempted to 
^kradife, though in all he Had not been equally fuccefsful. The 
lipblic voice had reverfed the imperious decree, and att a^j^ to a 
temova) fftmi office, by that right honourable gcntlcmanTa^tU, , 
ment yeiy different from diat of dUgraCe* Did he difgrace the Duke 
when his condud wai too rdlb to fuffer that noble petfo^ ^ 
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to remain in the Cabinet, — \^hcn, to the immortal honour of tht! 
\o^le Secretary, he refufed to plunge his countrj into a waf villi 
Riiffia^ Did he degrade, though ilic attcrnit vas made, tlie manly 
and learned Lord (T.hlirlov) vUo hJd the ftal^, vlun he dirmjfled 
him, ll(a'aufe he woula not lend himfelf to ^omc dirts job, fomeiKW’ 
forert b\ biought in bv fomc ptiion too infi^'^' ilicant to remember 
‘ by niiTie - fome cUik I btlievc of ttie other Iloufe ot Pailiamtnt ^ 
Was any pKluinption of difgracc to be toirncd from the removal of 
tlic Duki. ol Richmond fiom the Board of Oidnmci.^ Let another 
ptrfon (\fi. Windham^, whom I have fccnwnthirg in 1 agoni/ing, 
under the ncsvfrit ndflnp he his formed, during the whole of tlie leL 
finn : — Let liim htwart— peibaps he is to be the nCvt viL%n of 
sine UK inJ dupliLitv. Here *c mij be piopcr to avert to the un- 
lup|)y litL 111 ni oi Irslmd. 1 he age of bigotry !»* now over, a 
diifcrLpc of ii bilious opinions is no longer sonlidcied of that con- 
fcquenee which was attichcd to it by the milUken and intolerant 
policy ot fornici times Of four millions of inlnbitints in Iii!a»^d* 
thise in J a liall aie cftimatcd to be Catholics , Ur us recollc'^t tlio 
adviiingcswc derive fre 'll th It coimJ^ry, widiiefpt^ to o» r fissls 
and armic», and then fas, wUlIIki we might to ufufo to filiigt a 
body of m n thote (njo>nL.uts, to whic'h, from tlKir n t jmI, mo- 
ral and eel gious rights, tbev hue the nioft undou Lil el ?

The conk qiic nee 
of Aich fov)li.'h and boaflful l.inginge may be, tliat the jewel of 
Ireland maybe torn forever from the Riifih cro\>p, which will 
then only retain, as a fubftitutc, the paltry uajMc of Coifea. Cor- 
ruption, it was to be lamented, had in former times cxilKd in Iic- 
linJ to a vci) f K It cligicc. But what muil: we think (d the Mini- 
flvr, w^io Attempted to mike coiruption the ccrn^'iit of the Cj )\ern- 
ment, wli > [x-i.!v^ritd the iniCKujol a junto, tothj wcUaic of a na- 
tion, wiv) v\iflicd to govern thmugh families of monopolies, inllcid 
of teaching the country to look to then common I'c ana fo je;ht 
to eftiblifli his Authoiity bv Kaniption and intrigue, lather than 
looking for its fiippoit in fhcatlLvdwm and conUdcMU’e of the people ! 
Why is tl»( cliuriij of 1 iwjand cllabliihcJ, but bcciufc it is the re- 
ligion of the grcUcr pnr of tht icfiabiliuts , and what danger could 
arife to the Piotcfiants of luland, fiom a partuapation of privileges 
with their Catholic bred Mc IK Sti mge, thit, when Miiiificrs might 
hold Ik land united to tins country by a chain of iron, they fliould 
prefer to hc^ld it by a very thread* I tiuft that I (hall not to day 
hear, in opiKifuion to the motion, with whicli I (hall conclude, 
the -common place topics of t!ie prerogative of the Ciown, the neeef- 
fity of State kcrc;cy, the delicacy of the tranfadhon, and the danger 
of any cxpofuie of correfpondcnce on public bufinefs. If this veil 
of State fecrccy is always to be obtruded before our eyes, there is an 
end of all refponfibility on the part of Miniftcrs. My motion will 
lipt go to comm ana tlic w hole of the correfpondcnce of Miniftcrs, 
but only fuch parts as may be fufficient to explain the tranfaffion, 
and which they, no doubt will take care to garble and mutilate in the 
' firft inftancc. In another place fomething was fiid about the Coro- 

nation Oath, as prefenting an obttacle tb the mcafurc of Catholic 
^emancipation > but, I will a(k. Has His Majefty violated his oath, 
b]^ the Conftitution granted to Quebec ; by the eftablKhmcnt of the 
Catholic religion in Cor(ica,r and of the confeqyjsni^^tfQn^u- 
^i^atton with the Pope, whofe Nuncio was avowedly entertainedlh 
tht country ? Does Corfica, which is thus exclufively favoured, 
tKt Bntifli navy with feameni or fend her abfentees toemidh 



Eiigland, by fj>cnding their incomes drained from her opulence 
indu%y ? ^ 

Mr. Jckyll proceeded to remark on the circumftanccs of the time®, 
which rendered the condudt of Miniftcrs towards Ircl ind particularly 
impose and dangcious. 7'he country was at the lowcft ebb of 
misfortT^e, and fo far from being united in ^crauntnt, that a war 
earned on with approbation of a majonty in fhu Iloiife, was re- 
probated as luinous by the great body of the people In whit object 
of thf ir policy had Mhiirtcrs fuccctdcd r They had commenced the 
\iar in order to deftroy the Frcncli Republic — flic Republic wus now 
efnblillied — In order to fave Brabant to the Emperor, and Holland 
to this country — Roili \.orc loft, anil not only loft; to the confede- 
lacy, but in alliance with France. T he Eaft Indies were in cir- 
cumftanccs of danger. The Weft Indies exhibited a fccne of de- 
feat. Was tliis the moment to refufe their juft rights to tlircc-^ 
fourths of a great people, lo alienate their affechons, and endanger 
their allegiance^ He ftiould alfo hive expefled that a Minifter 
who came into power on the avowed fyftem of diminiflimg corrCip- 
tnn and influence, would not have attempted to incieafe it in the 
manner which he had now done. Ten years, perhaps, of conti- 
nuance in otiiec, might Iiavc cauftd confidcrablc change in his fen- 
timents — many changes, indeed, had been obferved in him. He 
had come into Adminiftration tcftifying ft^-oiig difapprobation of coa- 
lition, yet he had lately formed a coalition, not as might be con- 
ceived for the purpofe of ftrcngtlicning Government by an acceflion 
of chara^ftcr. No, he fuluced only lo bctiay and difgiace, formed 
a coalition only to degrade the chtiaclcis which compofed it, then, 
hkt a libertine with a call imftrclb, 

“ V/hiftlcd them off, and he tlum down the wind 

** To picy at touiinc. 

He fincerely hoped that the Houfc, in the cifc b'Torc them, would 
c^cit their ccnfoiial power, wdnchliad been vefted in them for very ' 
wife purpofes. He w’as of opinion chat changes might be 
without difgrnce, in ordinal y and common cafes, yot that in no great 
cafes could a change be made, of which the caufe was apparent on 
the face of it, without difgracing in fome degree the perfon difmiflfcJ« 

He thought that a noble Lord (Hood) tlicn in his place, w'ould do 
W'ell to demand an inquiry into the caufe of his difniiflion, yvhich^ 
he coaf(£|I^ he thought difgracefu}. Even under the military Vkyf$ 
which was by much the worll in the country, a common 
might demand a court-martial, to inquire into his condudl ; yet H 
1^ in one of the bigheft offtces of the State was denied conunoa 
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jtifticc# Perhaps the noble Admiral himfclf might be refufed’an 
inquiry if he fliould demand one. As to any danger which might 
be apprehended, he could not fee how any was to arife from what 
had already been fo much difcuffcd, CKCcpt a danger which /le be- 
lieved was the only one apprehtndcil, a danger to thofe wM w idled 
to veil tlicir a(‘hons from the public view, bccaufe they wenr confcious 
tha:^ they could not bear infpcdion. As to the delicacy of the quef- 
tion, he conftlkd he knew of no delicacy w^hich could lead to the 
refufal of an opportunity of clearing the chnradler of an tdimablc 
man who kit his reputation injured. If Lord Fitzwilliam w^as 
I'Cally guilty, he ought to be accufed and nfured, but if, faid Mr. 
Jtkyll, the Catholic queftion has been made ih'* colourable pictcxt 
of the removal of the noble Earl, while the real objeft of the Mi- 
Jiider has been to dcgride his chanfler — If that noble perfon has 
beeq vilclj calumniatcvl with rc^pe^t to his piiblie conduft, and is now 
refufed the incuir}' needfarv for hi*? e^cul^ ition, tlicic is no difgrace 
whicli prekiit times or ptftciif) ought n«*l to heap upc n the head of 
a Minidei, who, while hale enough to inf idi the ditpeft injury, 
has at tlic fame tunc infolcnec to Kjedt every demand for that rc- 
drefs, due to the wounded feelings and ini ul ted charafter of the 
ndblc Lord. 

Mr. Jekjll then moved — 

** Tint an humble AdJicfs be prefented to His Mijcfty, that 
he will be giaciouflv picaled to direct tliat there he laid bitorc this 
Houfe fuch part of iJie ccirrefijondi nc( between IIi^ M ijilly s Miiu- 
fters and Earl tiizwilliim, late Lord laeutcnint i)f In land, as re- 
flates to the motives and giounds of his ncal from the CJowinmePt 
of the faid kingdom, during a feffion f.f P irinrntnt, in v^b.th the 
1 two Houfes of Parliament had voted their cinfidince in Inin, and 
of their approbation of his conduct, and witli a munificence unex- 
ampled, lud granted fupplics for the general exigencies of the 
Sratc. 

Sir WILLIAM MILNER feconded the motion, and bore am- 
pfe tcfiimony to the honourable eharadter of b ail P itrwilliam. He 
^Jhought an inquiry was highly necelfary to fatisfy the public mind 
upon this" important fubjedi, and he trufled tlat inquiry would not 
be refufed. 

The motion being read,

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kind with pcrfefl fairnefs. He begged leave to put it to the floufc, 
wh'etber it would become their w’ifdom to entertain a motion whidi 
mufl^c admittted to be a vehicle of general invedlive againft His 
Maj^’s prefont Minifters. What advantage, he ^vould a(k, 
coiald derived to the nat^n at laige, or to the rcfpcdlablc indi- 
vidual nrore iminedi \tcly concerned, from' the inquiry now propof- 
cd ^ With regard to the noble Eail w’ho was thus concerned in this 
fubjcdl, he confefled lie could not la) he hid lived in any habits of 
confidence or fncndfhip with him, but he had known him long 
enough both in public ami private life, to iclpccf him highly.— 
Ht knew the ainiableml^ oi Jus chaia(f>cr as a private man —be 
knew' the foundefs of his polri.al pimeiplcs. If he conceived this 
inqiiuy clfcntial to the chaiadlcr of tint noble Eirl, he fhould not 
be prevented from voting for it by any confidcruioii whatever, un- 
Icfs he hid Lecn compclUd to refufe furh an inquiry from a fcnle of 
his public duty. He rbjeded to tins inquify,* beeaufe granting it, 
would implv thciev.as cjiniuiilify iomc wheic. Indeed the learned 
gentleman who made the motion ftitcd in part of his fpcech, that 
crimuiality had been imputed by Mini^^cis to the noble Earl, by 
the manner in which they bid a^led on the fubjert of his recah It 
was becaufo be did not believe this, that he objifled to the motion. 
He knew that the noble hail was appointeil to an liigh and impor- 
tant fiition undjr the Govciriirciit of this country. That app int- 
ment met with the gcncial approbat.on both of Ireland and of this 
country. He km w, and hi felt that vciy iliortly after this appoint- 
ment, a fital diT^renec of opink'n arofe between His Majetfy'g 
Miiiilhis and the noble Lul, which icndercd if im[)ofl'ible for him 
to cijiitinue, eonfcqucnilv he iaurnv.d. He was far from (fating, 
that the lofs of fucli a pcifon, citlicr to this counts y or to IrelanJj, 
was not a vtry fenous tiling , but he mulf be allowed add, that 
there wMsno blame imputed or imput'hlc to the noble Earl. Wlicrc 
had lie been blamed ? In the iiv^wfpiptis ? Was he the only per- 
fonvvho had been treated with fLurriliiy by them'^ Adminifiratioji^ 
had had that honour as well as the noble Earl, and the charge brought 
againft him through that medium the noble Earl had in another 
place boldly (food foi ward, and called for aecufation, if any there 
was againft him. What wm» tlic anfwer? That there w*as no 
aecufation whatever againft him, and there the matter refted. 
noble Duke chofc to (land forward in another place, and to calE 
for an inq‘Wy.‘ What was the language held in anfw'cr to that ap- 
plication by flis Majefty’s Minifters ? Did they not in the moft 
clear terms bear teftimony of the chawdlcr of the noble EarlJ 
What fartlier could be required, for really the noble Earl muft now 
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confidrr himfelf to be juftified ? What fort of juftificatinn could he 
receive from a difeuHion in that Houfc, with fuch materials asethey 
ftould have before them? Now, iiippofing the inqriry to be gone 
into, he lliould with to afk v.liat was to be the rcfalt of it ; y ere vtq 
to look to the reinftatement of the noble Earl ^ That l/Cc would 
dare to fiy would not appear wife in the opinion of the n(/»ie E irl or 
of tiie Public. Was it to remove His Majefty's prefent Miniilers, 
who had been the authors of his. recal ? — Adiniiling blame to be 
imputable lomcwhcrc, that blame could not be made the ground of 
his recal, nor fliould it be a ground, perhaps, of removing Mi ni- 
fters. Another objedion o\.currai to him ; and he would ftato it 
thus : — Was it for that Houfe topafs jirlgemcr*- on the proceedings 
of the lifter kingdom^ — Was it a nutter of found policy fur tint 
Houfc to dictate an opinion on the Ltgiflature of Ireland^ The 
learned gentleman h id ftated a principle, which, if true, proved 
the Conftitution of this coiintiy to Lc veiy^ different from v\lut he 
ever thought it. Ht had it} ted, th it cvci y m in w'ho w a . remnv » d 
from any office under Clovcrnmcnt was difgraccd, if lit lud no*^ an 
inquiry into his condudt. He begged leivc todiflcnt from that jrin- 
ciple. If every pnfon thus difmiflcd was to be eon^ideud as ftjg- 
matifcd, there would le a wide field indeed for the inquiiy of tliat 
Houfe. He could not help taking notice of the mannci in wi-xh 
gentlemen had been alluded to, who had lent their afliftanrc in P 'i- 
liament to Adininiftiacion It they wire to be ftigmatifid as di It*- 
iters, he coil] 1 not agnein tht appellation. He thought thd the 
event of tliLirhiving fo joined Ad mini ll ration was the beft part of our 
hiftory. He thought that this motion wis cilculited to diiunitc 
friends, inffcad of being fervictahlc to the country , but, he hoped, 
the majoiirv' of the Iloufi vm uld Ltl they vvac cngigcd in a different 
caufe. They bid a common caufe to maintain, and that w'as of 
fupciior importance to this — hiptrior even to the Unity of the Em- 
pire itielf. In that caufe, he miffed he might look upm the noble 
Ear) as one of their diftinguiQi^d leadtrs. He trufted the majority 
would join with him, in endeavouring to heal the w^oiinvl, inffcad of 
iticrcafliig it. In tljis hoi^c and expectation, Mr. Powys declared, 
he had, yithout coiifu]t?tion w ith my one, formed a determination 
to take the belt fteps, which, in his opinion, could be taken, to 
pafs by this diicuflion, and therefore he now moved the order of 
the day.

Af FOX faid, he cci tainly could not, like his learned friend 
iKrho njiadc this motion, allcdgc hm had no particular intimacy or ac-* ' 
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quaintance with the noble Earl ; he could not pofliMy dcn}% that, 
through the whole of his political life, he had a fricndiliip for the 
noble E.irl, a friendfhip and an intimacy in private, and, until 
lately, V con nedlion in political afFiiis ; a fricndiliip formedon fiich 
a balls fflHt no (lilK‘icncc of opinion upon any lubiefl oou’d entirely 
douwav- \lle thought he had a right to lily, and he expected to be 
believed when he laid that, however great fuch fiitndrnip might be, 
it could not warp his political opinion, nor afFe(^ his political con- 
duct , for, Jiowcver plcafing the prcfeivation of that friendfliip and 
conncclion might be, he had never fo regarded them as not to confidiT 
them infciior to the oonfidcration of his public du(v, dgainft which 
he never had nor Ihould place anything in competition, therefore, 
this good he hoped would rcfult to him, tliat as he had beenfo un- 
fouuintc as to differ from tint noble Earl upon political topics, the 
P iblic would have no doubt that he was aftuated by pure piinciplcs 
in cndcuoinijg to piomole the inquiry which was now propofed. 
h'hij inquiiy w cdlcd loi upon two groiia ^s wiach were Jiftmft 
troin c.ioli odur Firft, wi h regard to Lail Eil/.mIIi im perfon- 
ally , fccondlv, with'rrgirl f ) intcrilT: v.hiui the Public had iii 
the iurjuiiv The firft of tlv le was certainly the Ic aft important; 
but even luppofing that the fir'l w is tl c onl> he was of opi- 

nion It would \\d\K. Ikcii fuih i( lit to c iH upon the juft’cc of the Iloufc 
to accsdL to tile pief* nt nvuM'n. He fan!, hr could nut '>0 the lengtlipf 
agredng cntiulv v.iM lus learned fruiul, thit a Ji.miillonby admi- 
niftiat'on of any individual muft bcregirded as a perfond cciifuic; 
but he agreed eiuirelv that in this cafe an attempt hid hciMi made by 
His Mijcfty’s rvlmiftcis to c<ynvL,y lome ecu{u*e si cbinudii of 
tiij noble Kirl. He allowt J that th^ pci ^j:iiivc ot the Ci jwn to 
difinifs its officers, was fuch as not uprai .dl c t^vadons to he queffion- 
cd , but when cxcicifcd in an extraordmiry nannei it became the 
<luty of tlut Houfc fo inquiic into thit cxciciic ; and although he 
did not allow thatcv».ry difimiral com eyed a caifuic upon an indi- 
▼ivlual difmilTcd, yu lie could not go the Icnpih of faying, that no 
circumftaiiccs under which a perfun iniv be dilmificd could convey a 
ftigma. In this cafe, he believed, the common frnfc of mankind 
was, that Miniftcrs had, in the manner in wdiich the noble Earl 
had been recalled, attempted to caft a fligma iipim his chtrafler. 
There miift be one of two rcafons for the difmiflal of the noble 
Earl; either that he cxcui fed his power as Lord Lieutenant very 
improperly, or that he mifunderftood his inftruc'tions. Some ftrong 
'rcafon the Public muft expect to have ocenfioned his lecal, finoe it 
was a circumftance attended by grc.it public iuconvcnlence, jtreat 
public riJquc, and imahy very ftiong rcni )jiftrar4ccs. Lord fiu-

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i»illiam told us that lie was diriniiTcd, not from mifunderftanding 
his inftruflions, or for miking improper ufc of his power, but for 
adJing, as he had been taught to think, in the manner which was 
the moft agreeable to his cmplt>vcrs. Ho told us that he had? been 
difmilTcd foi adling in dircdl conforinitj^ to the inftructions h/rccciv- 
cd from the Cabinet of G^eat Biitain. But, if what hadrbeen de- 
clared in the Pailiamcntof Ireland was true, he a^^lcd not onl) con- 
trarj'’ to the intentions of thofe who employed him, but with 
fmprudcTXC and impropriety. If this be tiuc, ho wms guilty ot a 
great crime, for impriuicnec in a eh ir.ii'-kr of fiich eminence was a 
great crime. Ikrc, ths-refore. Kill Fitzwi^hain and Minilrcis 
vcrcatiiluo. Thopariii s dillcrcd upon the facf, and it was rjght 
for the Public to know the real truth between thorn. L\il Ini/. 
william undcrlhxid liLs recal as a fligma on hi^. charat^er. Tt was 
true, that the adi itfclf iniju or might not be a iligma, bcoauk tint 
depended on the eirenmil niocs that created it. But fuulv, in the 
ctinunon f nfc of the fhe recal muft h^ deemed a difajjproba- 

tion o\pic ffod by the conUiio of Ihs Majtfly s Miniftcis w uh k fpofl: 
to the conduct of the noble Fail, end that too of tlic mofr extraor- 
dinary kind. Here Mr. Fox pnicecdcd to read fomc parts of tlic 
letters of the nibble Karl upon the fubjct t, whcicn lie ftues liic un- 
dcrllanding between liim and tlic Cabuut upon tiic qo^Trion of the 
crnmcipption of the Catholics: and \ herein lu ju!hiics li:m: 'It for 
the part he had taken ujion that fuhjcc^t , jVilii''^l»-s lilcilged tlurc 
was no fuch undcrftanding between them. Nov. the queftion for 
the Ilo’jfc to inquire into was this , was the (latcmcnt of Kail Fitz- 
williain triie or falfe? To afccitaiii tins wms the (/hjcel of the pre- 
fent mtition, and it was an imjiort.mt objed. The chirader of 
tlic noble Lari had been faid to be unfullud. He hoped, he ti lift- 
ed, and he bL'icvcd it was. But why wms it fo ^ It was from the 
impotence of Ins enemies; for, if their condud had been nght, die 
character of tlic noble Eail, inftcad of l>cing unfullied, muft hive 
been liigtily criminal, as they h?d given to the public more than 
infinuation upon that fubjed. It had been alledged alfo, that this 
motion tended to excite animofitics, particulaily by the honourable 
gentleman who fpokc laft. He difslaimcd all itlcasof exciting aiii- 
mofity. Many of the paities in this {lifputc had been old friends, 
and while he was a friend of tliciis, he faw them always as bro- 
thers* In then old friendfliip and connedion he witneffed nothing 
“^but honoui, confidence, fricndfhip, and attachmint. It was • 
only after they had got into their nc^v company, that they found 
difeord, difliuft, and animofity. Such was tlic fate of their new 
.conncdion$* Had the noble Earl continued united with his old 
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fycnds, he would not have been biouglit into his prefent difagrce-» 
able fitu'Uion. V>ut whe n he foi tned his new Cfinneftionb, he found 

hf\id got into a family com with whofe principles it w^as im- 
pofliV^L for him to agrtc. I'hc confcqucnce was, that the parties 
quaiiclLd, anl bitterly accukd cath othjr. He remembered the 
time when it w is filhionablc to acciife ceitain gentlemen of having ’ 
formed .1 jiolitii'Tl conneohon, winch was luppofcd to be a fpccics of 
arifloci.icy, hoflile both to the picrogativc ot tlie Ciown, and 
intcrclls of the pco])lc. He <’.lways thougi^t^hat obfervation ridicu- 
lous , hut if rlic Chancellor of tlic Exchequer had ever any real ap- 
pichcnfions ot the danger of futh a coilition, he had afted wifely 
in (lie I ih lUp he had taken upon that fubjeiSt , for, by entering into 
a coalit'on hin’felf with fomc brmdics of all parties, he had com- 
pletely cIcflnAcd any danger fioin them all. With icfpciil to the 
other part of the fuhje< 5 t, winch he owmed ap^eoxd to him to be 
the moft important one, namely, the intcrefl whidi the public had in 
this enqniiy, lie mull ohfeivc, in anfwcr to the* quctlion, For what 
purpofc was this fubjed to be diVullcwl ^ tliat the p'julie' had a right , 
to complete intormarion ns to thofo paf ms wh^'*. con lad had cre- 
ated fuch public in''onvcnicnce. If niifchicf h ,d been done, if 
danger had been (-ceafidned, it w’as fittmg tlv' public Ihould know 
to whom it was (jwing , it nuin: be owing to His A'^nj.fty’s Minif- 
ters or the noble f nl. Ts'otl mg ioi-ld dear up ihil pinpt but the 
inquiry propofd m tlie n otion n m ly'forc flic Houfe. Then cci- 
tain gentlemen c imc w itli *1 c<'»yMhiig to the wIk-’c lubjjd , tlity ub- 
jed , diey ohjcek’d to this iiiquiiv hue lufc ih(.} t kl not know rhat 
(he rcfult nrglit not be r-utof iLinoving IIis Mrjdbyk Miniftcrs, 
Upon dus lie (>wn<-d it did nor .ippcai lO him tliat if Mioiln i.s Hiould, 
uiion tlik inquire, 'ppt m lo dikive die cenfurcot ilv'iloufcjj they 
fhoiild thciefcK luu ilaiily be HiT.o\ed. 

'File liiMiourahlo g^ntlemin wht^ looke I ill hail gOnc fj hir as to 
fay, that evai it it appeared ti ' 1 im Mini frcis had inifcondudcd 
themfelves, he fhiinhl not voie f 1 this enquiiy, for the caufc in 
which they wcic engaged was moie important than even the union 
of the empire. Now he wiflicd the lloufc to mark the end of this, 
for uiukr fuch a piinciple no enquiry could ever take place, the 
caufc in which we wxic cngiged, according to this dodrinc, muft 
fuperfede every other fubjcCl. Let the Puthc know^ that this was 
the fort of anfw'cr that w'as to be given to all qucftions, when the 
condud of His Majefty s Minillcrs was propofed to be difeuffed# 
If this was to be really the pradiec of that Honfe, he thought it 
was but fair for the Houfc at once to fay fo> inilcad of betraying 
thdr conflituents, by pretending to hold a power of inquiring iiW

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any circumAances relative to the conJu£t of the fervants of the 
Crown. It would be better and more hoiicft, at once to fay ^t;*iat 
the funflions of Parliament (hould be fufpendid until the end the 
war, than to fit thcie day aftej day to ad mockciy after m(ickcry, 
and to pretend to have any idea ot enquiring into any tlung, the 
poffiblc refiilt of which might be the removal of King’s Mini- 
ftcTs. Much has been faid of the dangcis of (uch inquiries as 
thefe. He was of opiniem that the grcatciT of all dangers that 
Could pofiibly threaten a free flate, was tliat of Minificis being 
enabled to go on, without cenfure, with anv pi in . Inch their am- 
bition, folly, or fnadnefs might fiiggcft , this was the d whicli 
threatened this countrv , it was from tins we fuflcicd, weie now 
fufFering, and he feared were flill doomed to fuffer iniicli calamity. 
He would fay, that the imagination of man could not conceive anv 
thing more injurious to the tine intcnMK of ihi-> u-nntrv, than that 
of rcfuling an inquiry into the condud of flic of the 

Crown, merely bccanfc fuch inquiry might lead to their removal. 
It wus this, as he had befoie dated, hid brought on all (;ur clif- 
afters. H'. w’oald all: the Houfc to look at the fituation of tliis 
country in the year 1792, and to compare it with ('ur fituation 
now', and then to tell him wdiether they thought it pollihle for dif- 
trefs to have been more dicadfully accumulated upon ns bv any 
combination of misfortunes. Let us, therefore, uflucf upon ouf 
fituation, and let the Houfc adopt the old piadtue of a good Houfc 
of Comintjli^, entertain its conftitiitional ji iloufy, and inrutute in* 
quiries indcpcncLnt of all conlidcralions, as to the u lulr leatling 10 
arcmovi! of anv Admmifiiation Here Mr Fox comiaicd the 
difiiiiiial ol Earl hir/,willi.nu with the rtligmtion an 1 dil' iiiiitvi of 
Lord Carliflc, Lord Temple, Iy)rd Noitlnngtf>n, ji\! otiicrs, anJ 
pointed out the ^InTercnvC between this and all ut tlinn In the 
cafes of all iliofe noble p^rfons, the difmiffils and u’^h^nadons arolc 
in confequence oftlu changcof Adminiftrat*or, and tli^iefore, they 
diflered entirely from the preiciit cafe. Some perfons might [Kirhaps 
objedl to this motion, as the very' words of it con/cved an idea, 
that It was dangerous to fuIFcr any inquiry whatever to take place, 
^ it ftated circumftanccs, which went to infer that Ireland was in 
danger* The condudl of Earl Fitzwilliam was certainly very dan- 
gerous* But to whom was it dangerous ? To the pcoj^lc of Ireland ^ 
By no means. It was dangerous only to the few individuals whofc 
plan it was to govern Ireland by corruption : it was dangerous to 
i fhofe who held the intereft and the fentirftents of the people of that 
CQonCry in contempt, and tlierefore the caufe of the removal of the 
noble Earl upon that principle was eafily perceived. The ndblf 
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Earl was, he believed, the only perfon who Iiad the good fortune to 
olatain the applaufcs of all the Catholics and Difientrrs of Ireland 
th^' ^nly pci foil who, finre the dcoeffion of the HouA* of Bmnfwick, 
had been able to unite all parties in that kin^tlom, and that, cir- 
cumftanccs, pci haps, to Ills Majuly's prefenr advifers, was a fuf- 
ficient rcafon for h^s rccal. JLre Mi Fox cnternl in^o a ftiort hif- 
tury of facia with icgird to *hc ad imniibaoon of Karl I*it/wiHiam in 
Ireland , as al^ij of the applications viliirh were made to the Throne 
bv delegates fio.n ili.it amntry on behalf of the Catholics, and 
niaintiiined the light W'hieh the Iloufc of Commons of this country 
had to inftituti. inquiries into public matters whicli related to rhein- 
t< refts of Loth, lie was of opinion, thit whit had been allowed 
t) tiic CatholKs in liiat country and in tliis, fo f‘r as it went, was 
highly pioper , but that while there w'as anv didindion made be- 
tw'ccn tbciii a.^d the ri»>tcfnnfs with regard to poUncal lights, they 
would iTill cOiitinue to have claims upon the julliie of the Legifla- 
' ture —Ills o| iniou, indeed, was well known to thofe who had 
done him il^e honour to attend to lum ; it was, that at all times, 
i'l all coiintriv's, and npiMi all oce’afions, there fhould be no didinc- 
lioiis in political lights, on account of religious opinions. He 
thi'ught tint J'o picj'jd’ccs of the people wxre, generally fpeaking, 
woithy of attcn.i vi. But when prejudices bent againft the general 
piineiplcs of folciation, he did nv^t think them entitled to much rc- 
fpcdl. Wi Ilf was the cafe in I rdand wlicn Lord Fitzwilliain be- 

came Lk/»v 1 Lientinmt" When he anived in Ireland, he found 
the P.oicliiius fo far from having ao) alaim ar the idea of the 
tmaneipation o| Ov Cnliolics, tint they all wifhed for it , even 
wlicn his i jcal was known to be abi^iit to take place, there was only 
one phice in the whole kingdom where aiaim w.is aTeded to be felt, 
in eonfcqiicncc of the phii propofed in tavour of the Cathuhes ; 
and even there the vote u|X>n that oecdioii was eiiricd Oy a fmall 
majority, and therefore it wns elcmoniifanlc, that the almoll urunU 
mous wifh of the peopl : of Iiclitid, was foi the enure emancipation 
of the Catholics. Nor was tins wonderful, for the people of Ire- 
land had fenfe enough to ditbngniih between the cfFcdts ofdav^ry 
and emancipation. It w as (aid that no man could w i(h to fee, under 
the prefent circumftanccs. Lord Fit/.wilhaiii rcftoied to the govern- 
ment of Ireland. I'hat the noble Earl, coiifidciing his recent ex- 
perience, would be vciy wiUing to hazard again his comfort, his 
charadler, his reputation, under the controul of thofe who had al- 
ready betrayed him, w’as very doubtful ; but he confedbd, from 
what he knew of tlie dilpolition of that Nobleman, he would be at 
ready to Ikcrificc every tiling that related to liis own cafe for th^ .

After having exhaufted all their ffiifts upon tins fubjert, the King s 
Mini fters found out by acLiduit, ih*it to compkte emancipa- 
tion to the Catholics was a thing dangerous in fomc dcgicc to the 
King’s coronation oath.

'Very difficult to ftatc gravelj , a-ui v\hen he faw men of fenfe at-

't^apablc of forming a juft opinion upon things, afligned a rcafon 
^hich could not be ftated to children without exciting their ridicule, 
|hc real rcafon inuft be fuch as did not fait their chararters to dif- 
/^lofe* "’J'hc reverend, the learned, and the pious Prelate, to whom 
.^''had already alluded (Archbiftiop Newcome), and whofe province 
jit, yras to guard againft any dangerous innovation in religion, had 
to difeever none of this alarming hoftility to the KiogV ' 
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^ coronation oath, nor had any of the people of Ireland or of England 
1 In thcr/^eafurc of the Catholic emancipation. But the Chanccllot 
of the Exchequer, and the Secretary of State, In the plenitude of 
their j)iety, and their zeal for the due obfervance of religious rites 
and ceremonies, ferfooth, liad lately made thit difeovery. 

The next point to be confidcred, was the opinion which the 
mafs of the people of a country entertained of the Government under 
which they lived. He knew there were feme who affefled to dc- 
fpifc that idea, but they \vere weak, fliallow, mifciaWc politicians. 
He know that Iicland was in that in a very dangerous con- 

dition. It was eflential U) the welfare of a country that the com- 
mon people fliould hive a vcocruion for its hws. This was by 
no means the caie ni Ireland, and Vvhy^ Bccaufe the law was 
there rc^^arded ns an iiift^'iin of opprefiion, and as having been 
nude upon a principle (A j torul rnonofoly, and not for the general 
pniteclion, Welfare, and happ'ricf of the mafs of the people. It 
WMs too Ciimmop tliv.ie for tl'c lovvoi clafs of the people to rcfift 
the execution of the laws. I'hr 't iifclf was not i* girded by them 
with the fame abhorrence as with us. Indeed, if wx would have 
the mafs of mankind rognd oar laws \ath veneration, wx miift 
make tlicm feel the bcnciits of them ; flitw them that tiicy are 
equal, and ahko adnunillcrcd to ail without cliftindlion. It vras 
this piiiiciplc wli'ch made the laws of Enghiul fo much the objeft 
of our admi.ation , it \vas this whk'h made tlic pcoph' ’parties, as 
it were, in the cxu’ution of the laws, for wlicn any one infringed 
them, a profecuiion a;z:iini him was rally a popular ni'afure. 
What he faid with regard to laws, was alfo ajiplicablc to religion. 
Ho would have religious toleration as equal as the laws of England^ 
and tint all men Ihould he eftinuted in fociety by their morals, and 
not by die mode of religious woifliip. To root out prejudices al- 
togciJuT was not .i thing to be at comp^i fried at onee , but it w'as a 
thing to be attempted, and every ftep towards it wxuld be an ad- 
vantage to the country. Such was the plan of Earl Fkzwilliana, 
which, inftcad of being aided, as it ought, wms thwarted by the 
mcafutes of our Minifteis. They had renewxd the old plan of cor- 
ruption, which had made the Government of that country odious ; 
this was too well authenticated to be doubted : it had been ftated 
'publicly in tlic Houfeof Commons tlitre, by a gentleman whofc ta- 
lents w’erc highly eminent, and tor whom, notwithftanding fortic 
little differences upon political fubjcfls, he had a high cflccm, (the 
celebrated Mr. Grattan) , that gentleman had ftated that Peerages 
in Ireland, inftead of being a matter of honour, were an article c( 
i thilt they were purchafed from the corruption of feats in the 
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Houfe of Commons. He had bo ird much of the influence of the 
Crown in this country. Ho believed it to be c:s great as it yascv^i 
ftated to be. But in Ircl.’n I coiruption had I ee 1 publicly avo'Acd 
and a6lcd upon. Such a Cjovtrnmcnt mufl: certainly be in a very 
decrepit ftatc, and thcMtfore any phn for tho relief of the people 
was highly noceflary. Whit, then, ^^cre v\c tothink of MmiRcrs, 
who held out an encour.ipLmrnt at one tim^' for fuch a plan, and 
afterwards recalled a Lord Lieutenant foi attimptinj; to cairy it into 
execution' he quclhon, thcicton, rcUtd iipoh the caufc, and 
the manner of the recall of Earl b if /.william , and ujxjn that fub- 
jeft it was impofl’ihlc fiirlv to pals by the Oi. ’ of Ills Majeftv's 
Miniflers, without inquiry. He had hcaul ipuli ^afd of the dan- 
ger of invclligiting tins bufinefs . danger, admitted, tlicrc was, 
not from an inquiry, hut fiom abflaining from irnclVigition. He 
had heard alfo a good deal laid about the honour of 1 1 is Majefty’s 
Minifters. Upon that topir he wa^^not ciinccincd , tlicy would de- 
fend their own honour, an 1 dc il with it as they miglit think heft. 
Earl FiUv\illi<m dilii<d only an invclhgalion of fadts , in W'hich, 
he fald, his was toncdiicd, and alfo tlie inrerefl of the na- 

tion ; and therefore he tiioughtit imported thclloufc to inftitutc the 
inquiry. IL* knew, ind<td, thu if Karl f if/willnm had adopted

the Ifoufe to be given to the noble Admiral ’ If, tlicn, infuchvcry 
c xtraordinary ciicumftanccs, an Admiral, x^ho w.is 1 foliury in- 
fiance of fuccefsful valour in a moll calamitous war, w^s recalled 
by the very Miniilcr who moved the thanks of the Iloufc to him, 
was It polliblc to fay that any fligma could attich to difmilTal with- 
out inquiry , and with the utmoil rcfpcdl for tail Fit/-william, he 
conceived that there was nothing in the cafe of a Loixi Lieutenant 
more than in that of any other fervant of tlic Crown. Cclides, he 
put it to the refleflion of the Hou£c ^ determine, whi thf’r there 
might not be a caufc for removal without a crime. Could it not 
happen, that there might exift a difference of opinion on feme cafe

he moft cordial affcClion for, and good opinion of, each other ^ — 
Would the Houfc, he demanded, luppolc any tiling more in 4 -c- 
rilling a Lord Fjcutenmt during a k (lion of Parliament, tlian in 
withdrawing a Secretary of State pending .1 negociation for peace ^ 
Certainly not. \ a did tlie Iloiifc foigct that the right honourable 
gentleman refigncd hisoHiic, on a mere matter of difFertnee in opi- 
nion, juft at the end ol rlic v\ar, in a moft imjxntrint moment of lie- 
gociation — on a dilFcrciut in opinion amiH ( Member of Admi- 
ntftration rcipedling the ind<}Kndt nee of America — a Mmifter (Mr. 
Fox), whofc taUnts .iiul poliiical eharacler m.ide his aflift.incc in the 
higheft degicc impoit.int, abandoned his office the moft difhcult 
ciifis, though he was eonkious tliat his doing fo woiJ ^ lead to the 
dilFolution of an union fornud on grounds of public lUuiorN — \cr 
there was no iiKgiity on thir ocrahuii , and when a noble Duke, in 
tlic midft of a prejiaration for a ir with RihTia, refigned the litu- 
ation he held, he did not kel hmdelf h<>iind to alk an iniiuii) , nor 
did any other gentleman, though exticinely IxiftiK to die' war with 
Ruflia, make it the foundation of inquiry. "J aking tliefe fids as 
they were, he applied them to the* cafe before the lloufe, and fa 
that there wms nut that difFcrrnee between Loid I'lt/willi.uii and rJiC 
noble* Duke, or the iiglu lionoiirablc gentleman, that eoiild make 
him more an objed of inquiry — nor was it any di^piragLincnt to 
apply the fame' principles to him that applied to them. But ir was 
ftated, tor tlu purpofe* of fhewiug that hi-- Liadlliips cafe was out 
of the otelinary cemrfe, that he had Ueii ene'oiiraged h) iiis Majilh s 
JVIinirters on this hde of the water, to hold out to die Catholie's of 
Ireland the expceHation of cmancipition, which was atteiw 'rdsop- 
pofed by them. This, if true, might arife fioin a didcreiicc of 
opinion, winch did not iieceiFariK impl) a ciinie on either lide , and 
if that difference did exift between diem, how eouhl they adl in 
e'oncert for the fcrvicc of the B.ntifh enipnc ^ 

A conftrudfion had been put on foine we'rds which had fallen from 
him on a former night, uiterly elifFcicnt tiom wlnt he could have 
"imagined, or what he had then cxprclFcd. On iiccafion of a mo- 
tion for an inquiry into the ftatc of the Nation, the Itate of Ireland 
^nchbe'cii introduced into eiiiculFion, and he, in aniwer, ftated as 
his opinion, chat the agitation of that lubjedf in a Britifh Houfc of 
Parliament was hurtful, on the vciy fame grounds as he fhould now, 
namely, that it was injudicious, if not highly improper,, to anticN 
pate the bufinefs of tlic Irifti Parliament on the one^band, or to af- 
futtic tile right of eanvjfTing dicir dcterroifiations 00 the other—hc 
fti^t night llatcd the evil arife from inquiMr^ and 
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faid, that if any iu p*! m Irc^.^nt!, pMt of it could

What would be tlic 
fituation of His Mnjefty s Minillcrs, if on every queftiou depending 
in Ireland, the ParlMmcnt of Great Britain pronounced judgement* 
and if any of them a contrary judgement, what would be their ftatc 
to advife Hi*i Majefl) to reject, as King of England, that which, as 
King of Ireland, he might feel himfelf engaged to give his aflent to? 
Did thofc whowiflied ti*e Hiufc to adopt tins mode, really mean 
to promote the hirmoi nous conncdion between that country and this, 
by 'ntroducing mcafurcs fo pregnant with ccnfullon and difcord ? 
A «o the arrangements of office in licUnd, how were they to be 
oan.incd here? It might, he knciv, be confide red .as a mikiablc 
fqu.ihblc about place and power, and a conteft of avjiiLC and am- 
bition , but it might alfo be conlidcrul in a different way. But 
who were to be the judges of fo very important a queftion ? not the 
Parliament of England, certainly not, but tint of I u land, who 
were familiar with them, who had the means of examining, and 
the right to decide , who were judges in point of pow'cr, and wit- 
nelTcs in point of faft , whcieas here w’c liad neither power to make 
a dccifion cffie^ual, nor means to make, an Inquiry complete. 
Some names had been nwntionod (the Bercsfoids) hut thofc bore 
with them the tcflimonv of fuceeilivc governments fc>r talents, in- 
tegrity, and fidelity — tint, however, was not a fubjed, to tlic exa 
mination of whieli a Ijiitifh Iloufc of Parliament was compttent.)

Mr. M ROBINSON fpoke for the (jr'ginal motion. 

Lord MIL'rON faid, tiie caiife of the lecal of leail hit/ william 
was a derclidKin by Miiiifteis here of all that had been agreed on 
before he fet out for Ireland It was pcrfecll) iinclerllood, that 
every thing expeded by the Roman Catholics was to be granted at 
fuch time as might appear nioft conducive to the gtneial tr.inquillity 
And harmony of the two countries, ot which the noble Earl was to 
be the judge. With the complete ^crfuafion that this was fo, he 
entered iijK;n the government of Ireland , and w hether the difference 
that foon after appealed arofc fiom his miibkc, or from their change 
of opinion, they never fent him the lead intimation of either, al- 
thougli they had full time to do fo, till tlie application of the Ca- 
tholics had leccivcd fuch countenance as could not be retraded with 
honour. That Earl Eit/.w ilium wasnighly jx^pular in Ireland, he 
ihould be wanting in pi ope r feeling not to declaic , but he was bound 
alfo to declare, that his popularity was not fo mucli owing to the 
opinion entertained of his pcrfunal character, greatly as that was rc«

All thcfewcrc 
importa/it rtgulijons which took place in the time of Lord Weft- 
morland, and which he hoped would convince the Koufe that It w^as 
the object of that Adiniiiilliatlon to rtfoim abnfrb, and not to con- 
tinue error. H wing difeulif d thefe p ints, the honourable gentlcmait 
rcquelled leave to join his fmcere tcflimony to that of others in fa- 
vour of thofe gentlemen under Government in Ireland who had 
been difmiflcd. — Hiving pafled the higheft encomiums upon 
their conducl, he concluded witli giving his vote againft the 
motion. 

Mr. GREY faid it was not ncccflary to take much notice 
of a great deal that had been faid in oppofition to the motion. It 
was of little importance to the prclent quefeion, whether Lord 
Weftmorland s Adminiftration had been more corrupt than preced- 
ing Adminidratioxis, or had relieved Ireland from fume of theabufes 
with which former Admir.iftrations had loaded it. He mighty 
without any prejudice to the argument in fupport of the motion^ 
Admit every thing the honourable gentleman had faid in praife of 
• V«i,.XLI. 3 C 
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Lord Wcftmorland's Adminiftr.uion, for howc^^r, the 

people of Ireland had made this inofl CAtrJoidtmry and ungratcftrl 
return, that, atiopting other mcafurcs, and cn }jioying other men, 
had rendered the Adminiflration which immediately fuccecdcd, po- 
pular beyond all precedent. If the honourable gentleman wlio 
fpokc laft but one had waited till he heard the panegyric on Lord 
Wcftmorland s Adminiftration, he \^ould have had an opportunity 
of (hewing, and, no doubt, would Invc fiicwn, that the Duke of 
Rutbnd’s w'as cqinlly pure, and equally mciitorioiis. Mi. Grat- 
tan’s charge of fLlling fcits in the Irifli Iloufc of Peer's to piirchafc 
feats in the Irifh Houfc of Commons tultd, bccaufe the Irifh 
Hoiife of Commons, who were the judges, rtfufed to giant an en- 
quiry. It would be very unbreoming to liv, tm*- the Irifh or tha 
Britifh Iloufe of Commons, in agreeing with MlnliVi to negative 
motions of enquiry^ could ever ad impiopcrlv , and thenfoic he 
muft fiippofe, that Mr. Cjrattias Jjko fevcial motions, 

here by his righ^' honoiirahlj fiicnd (Mi. hb\j^ failed f >r w'ant 
of abihrv on the pirt of its fup!X)rtci', and wtmwci powered hr 
the fuperior weight of argument and pbi’iiy oppof d t > i . Tut he

I'his ad* intvc 
his noble FiiLiul (I.orcl MiU(»ii) now pi iT llcvb ffc challenged en- 
quiry, he appealed to proof, which ihofe lo w'hcjin la iuipufcvl 
blame hid in their power, and iIk) llniinh froai the j 10 ’nation of 
it. He was curious to hear the aufvsM ot iVfinuKis \n tl, ehaige 
made .igainll them, but, prc-eietciminv.(l to ntul"; (iKjunv, they 
had wifely declined attempting an aid we r. "i I'c rigli^- JionouiaMc 
gentleman (Mr. Pitt) was, at leall, as abh In conlounding as in 
cxp’aining.

In a inc'ic recent inltancc, when the Duke of Leeds 
went out of ofilte, iipon the tufpiitc with the limpn fs of Ruflia 
upon OcK/.alvow, lie would fuppolc, as the right honouiablc gen- 
tleman, when bent iq on going to w ir, affirmed, that upon Ock- 
lakow' dc pended the C\ inincrLC of Poland, and the peace of Europe, 
an 1 iliaf the Duke ot l.c ds, without the concurrence of his col- 
ic 'gucs, had ollcrcd to give up, viz. tlic w^holc queftion about 
Ot-k'ikow, winch the 1 Juke of Leeds had t(K) much regard for 
his own honour to do, and been difmifTcd in ecjnfequcnce, would 
not til It hive Wen a ht fubjtd for enquiry Such muft both the 
caits hive been to m ike them in any rcfpei^l applicable to the pre- 
k.’it. Il L lid iMtzwillnm had n figiK^d in confcquencc of the dif- 
puie prcMOUs to liis felting out for Ireland, thcic w^oiild have been 
no ground for enquiry, but forward, what was the cafe ^ He went 
to Ireland, he brougiit mcafurcs much dcfiicd, and eagerly expecSl- 
cd , and while thefe were going on with the unanimous approbation 
of Pailiamcnc, and applaiife of the wdiolc country, he wms rccallod, 
and his ^mcafurcs countermanded. To bring forward thofc ruca* 
fares, he had the authority of Minifters here, or he had not.

Grattan and Mr. Ponfonby, ir^*ii to whom, 
with thoir connexiotis, tlie Pa pie of Irel. nd Lad been nccjllomtd 
to Jook for tlu o, Fri to England — Was it exjeded tliat 
fuch men tJuM be p.evailcd upon to go back impoflors nnd apd- 
tafos from tb *i pnrciplcs^ For thifc rcafons he fliould 

vote for the inonon, v\l icli he thought it would be difficult to rclift 
by argun'cnt. 

Mr. Serjtant AD\iR fud, Ir rofc with verv painful feel- 
ings, not .wifhing to influence the vrte of any Member of the 
Houfe, but mtrel) to ftatc thit, in voting bimiclf tor the nidcr of 
the day, he did not approve of the condud i>f Mi miters towards 
XfOrd FitYwdliim. He w^eiit over the ciicumftancts which in- 
duced him to think iliat Lord Fitzvvilliam had been harflily, and 
even rig< rouflv ticattd. Isliniftcrs could not be Ignorant of the 
*jfneafuus c^pridcd m Ireland after ihe accefllon of the Duke of 
I^ortland lo ilv Cal met • if they Ind knowm them from no other 
quarter, tl cv rnu*" 1 avc I nov n tli m fiom Mr. Giattan and Mi. 
Penfonby, who Ipokc upon the fnbjcel without rduvc.'^lf, in 
purfuing new me dares, Loid bitAwilliam was not to employ men 
in ivhom be could confide, he would have been placed in a fitua- 
tion very different fiom that of any other of his Majefty’s Minif- 
ters. He admitted, that there was great blame, and flrong ground 
for enquiry ; but, beford voting foi enquiry, he mull anfwcr to 
his owtt confcience, cut bono ? Would enquiry heal the difeontents 
draytrt the dangeis in Ireland ?

Mr) JEKYLL faid, die barrennefs of the arguments againft 
ihtrajn^tion rendered it unneccflfaiy for him to fay much in reply* 
In the place of arguments, continued he, we have had pancgj»rics 
-•—the paneg)'ric of perfons by one light honourable friend of mine, 
are not within the fcopc of the queftion before the Houfe. In 
a long and elaborate compolition of another iig|it honourable and 
learned friend of mine, wc have had a panegj'ric on the incorrup- 
tible nature of all Irifii Adminiftiations, and ever of my Lord 
Weftmorcland s ; and, hftly, we have had the morf extraordinary 
of all panegyrics — namely, a panrg\ric by the Minlftcr upon him- 
felf : w'lfhin and without this Iloitfe, he may fuppofe there arc few 
who could praife him fo eloquently, and perhaps fo cordially, and 
he kindly and dlfintcrtiledly takes the fulfomc and fingiilar tafle 
upon himfelf. If mv motion g(>fs to -any thing, it goes perhaps 
to place him as a delinquent , and th^ defence that delinquent fets 
up in oppolition to diridl teftiniony of malvcrfation i-, his own 
good opinion of Ins own vntucs. — I trufted, that I had in ojiening; 
this debate deprecated the italc topics ot prcTOgativc and ftatc fc- 
crccy , but in the ftcnlit/ of other rcfourccs, they arc again re- 
fort cd to. State fccrecv, as a n attcr of ficquent ncccffty, is dc- 

ploud by the Miniller, as a political evil attached to (office. It is 
a dreadful calamity ind(‘(d, that a Mmif^cr, ly viituc of his office, 
fliall at any moment in lilencc be able to hnd a complete in- 
demnity. 

To tlie queftion aii Mi. Jek)ll faid, that he w^ould an- 

fwer by another — Was it of iv) conftquencc that the men, whoever 
they miglit be, whofc mifeonduct h»d been tlie caufe of fo much 
danger to the empire, fliould he dragged foith to public odium ? 
If lueh w'as the opinion, the Houle of Commons might refign their 
funfli 'ns, and be content to icgifter the cdidls of the Minlftcr.

Mr. DENT obferved that the Committee appointed to inquire 
into frjiuds and abufes committed in franking letters and parcels, had 
now fat for many days. It was not likely that they Ihnuld be able 
to make their report in the courfc of the prefrnt feffion- lie there- 
fore moved, “ that there be laid before the Houfe a copy of the ml- 
nuteS of the Committee. 

' Mr. LONG oppofed this motion. The Committee having 
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been appointed for the purpofc ftated m this motion, if they did not 
report foinc ground why they did not do fo, \^hy after having fat 
about a month they came to make this pn'^polal to lay what tlify had 
already done upon the table, inftead of proceeding to make th*jir ^ • 
port. We were not yet fo near the cn i ot the feflion as to make it 
imfpoQiblc to proceed farther. On tlicfc grounds he objefled to the 
motion. 

Mr. WILLIAM DUNDAS objcdlcd alfoto the m(vti( n, on die 
ground that in the evidence much abiife had been imputed to indi- 
viduals who had not jet had an opportunity of faying any thing m 
their owm btli ilf. 

Mr. DLN r obfcivcd, tliat as he was not aware that any objee-^ 
tion was intended to be offered to his motion, he had omiitcd to 
urge any arguments to enforce it. He fliould now I leave to af- 
fign his rcafons for the motion. It appeared from wh.it was called 
the Dead Letter Book, that t)>cic wa, loft annually to the public 
by letters miflaid ni ftolcn, a fiim no Icfs than 42,000!. a year. 
*nic Vicc-Pielident of the Poft ofticc give his evidence as to the 
abiiftsof the ofhcc, for wliich he was dilmiflcd, although he had 
filled that ftation foi upwards of twenty-fvven years. Before that 
gentleman gave his evidence, he received a letter from the Poft- 
oftice, ftaiing, that if he knew of any abuks, he fhould inform 
the office of them, to which he anfwcrcd, that he Incw of none 
tliat wTre not is well known by tlKinlclvcs. Jlc gave his evidence 
before the Committtc and loft hi ^ place. Anotlu r abiifc was that of 
keeping, back newfpapcrs bv the clcrkc of the road. Thek ckils, 
by what they called their priviltj^;., fent to the country X\\^n^y,-h\c 
thoufand newspapers anight, T. he only coirpetitois which thde 
clerks had in the circulation of n^wfpaper^, wxrt the hawkcis , and 
it was a common thing for the Clerks of the Road, on the night 
there was an im|X)rtant debate in Parliament, or anj thing that c»a& 
gtncrally intcrc fling in nevvfp»pcis, t) laid tlicii own, and keep 
bock the paptrsf^ntto them b) the hawlers, and tins ivjd'n- 
td the myftcy of gcntlcnun rot receiving tiuir papcis rcgubily lu 
"'the countiy. He adverted to the abuks of the Cuftom Houfc and 
Excife Office, &c. He oblerved, that by the evidence which had 
appeared before the Commuter, a prodigious fum of money had been 
loft in confcqurnce of half guineas having becrl feiit by krvant m.tia* » 
and indigent people under the feals of letters. It appeared by the 
evidence of Mr. Bonnor, w^ho had been ftated to be Comptrollei of 
th^ Poft Office, that he is now exonerated fiom the duty of his 
office , that he attends now f< r nbout a quarter of an hour a day, 

which he received 700!. a jear falarj', which he cc;tainly ; 
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fidcreJ as a fiiU*i:urc ; that Mr- Palhicr had a finecurt alfo of 3000!. 
a"y?^. When Mr. Bonnor applied, under the direction of tlv* 
Committee, for an infpedion of a book at the Pod Otticc, lie want 
the fight of It, although it \va^ ^^dl known iindti ^vhat 
th('rity he came. Mi Dent faid that Mr. Bonnor appcai-cd to him 
to he a \cry lonfiblc man, and had given his evidence vciy intdlU 
gibly and fanly. He dated tlide things that the Iloufc might havo 
fomc idea of the nature of the fubjed. Thercafon why he wlfhed 
that this motion (hould ho earned, was, that the Houfe fhouldhavc 
foinc knowledge of what abufes did exill, in older that gentlemen 
flioiild turn the fubjed in their minds, before any paihamentary re- 
gulation fliould take place. He thought that nothing lliort of a 
bill for eai li of tlie offices would anfv^cr the purpofe. 

Mr W. SMI'rH liad no objedion to the Report alludul to 
bdug laid on the table, lincc time was to be allowed for gentlemen 
accufed to be heard. 

Mr. LONG, in order to obviate the cfTed of thcfpccohof the 
honoiirible gcntlcinin wliofjxikc Liil oii rJic public mind, obferved, 
that the calculation of the loiTcs ac tlioiatcof 42,000!. a year, 
was made on the claims m.idc for lolL* wiuii.i the laft four months, 
three fourtli-. of v/hlch at lech would he accounted for a> others 
had been, and rccovcud. 'I'hcfc things arulc fn»m miftikcs in 
dcUvciv, /vc. \Vi h 1 eg ltd to the general obfci vations of the ho- 
nourable gtnMem.in, thc'y did not belong to the duty of the Com- 
mittee, wIulIi was to imjuhc 'lito the abufos of funking, and not 
to the gone’ il abufesof Poh-officc- 

Sir WII.LIAM PULTENEY rbfirved, that if ought to fie 
explained how an (/ofliudion was given to an officer of the Piift- 
officc, a hug iinc’cr tlic audiorlty ('f a Committee of tint Houfc, 
wlicii he applied loi an iiifp-,dioa of a ac the Port-office, in 
Older to obtain iTi.o.ination to be given to that Committee. He 
w idled to heir fume rcafons affignf'U u]mui that fubjeiV. 

Mr. LONG laid, this was the furt time he heard of ihiscircuaj- 
Aancc. He iindcrftood that as Mr. Bonnor did not aft officially at 
die Poft-'officc at prefent, he, according to liis own account of him- 
fclf, having been exonerated from the duties of the office, and that 
of itfelf was a circumftancc to be attended to wlien the Iloufc came 
I to^pnfider on the nature of his evidence. 

Mr. WILLIAM DUNDAS obferved that Mr. Bonnor was 
j:cfufed the fight of the book at the Poft-ofiice, bccaufc he was re- 
garded there as having no right tc the infpeftion of it any more than 
a flrangcr, for he had not taken any aftivc part in the office for the 
lift year. He faid he doubted whether tlie Deputy Cliairnwn had 
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been difchai^ged, as the hofiourable gentleman had on account 
of the evidence he had given, with regatd to abufes at the FoR- 
ofiice. i 

Mr. DENT faid, he did not poPtively know that this 
«»an was difchirgcd as Dej Mtv Prefident, c n account of the evidence 
hfiigave of abufes it the Poll office* but I e iii eillood fo. He ob- 
I'fcrvcd alfo, that the proceedings of the Co ninittcc wcic verv much 
perplexed on account of the Connnitt c L*^ I'v m open Committee. 
Gentlemen often came in juft atur a witneis lud anfwored qucftion; 
and, not being acqo unfed v »th lilspreviojs rvanuiwtion, infifted on 
going over tlic whole of wlut he hid to fay agm This lort of 
practice rctirdc 1 vciv much the progrrfs ^ tl c Committee, and 
might perhaps render it imiolTiblc fc'i tho Ci m.u ttec to conclude 
their report at all. He, therefore, tho irI Mi’t the Committee 
ought to be m \de a dole Comn ittee, oi that f )me fui.h n^aftirc 
lliould be adopted to give tfKcl to tiic t)bied whieh the il *ufe 1 id 
in view, namely, to <djtain accuiatc knowledge of the abuf s whiej 
he had aheidy mentioned. 

Sir JOHN CALL and Rfr. BfRN^RD faid a few words.

wifdom (lull ftem meet , and that thu Houic will make go^d the 
fame.” 

Idle SECRETARY AT WAR objected to the motion, on ac- 
count of tlie time and mode m which it wa* bi ought forward, it 
involved too gicat a change to be harily adnptcil, more particularly 
as there was no ntceffity of the fervicc, which called for an\ fuch aug- 
menwion as that propofed by the honourable genilemm. He faid, 
that if in the prefent inftance the principle was admitted, it would 
apply to all offices, civil and military, and it would be impoffiblc 
to know where to flop. 

Q^epl TARLETON faid, he (hould have been glad to have) 
j^pSTed the queftion then under conlideration, in a fuller H6u( 
to have entered at large into the fubjeft, becaufe he thought th^'' * 
itfereft and welfare of a moft valuable and meritorious clafs of men 
involved in it, and the dignity and juftice of the nation materially 
(xAiccmcd. But if the extraordinary heat of the weather, or any 
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^^rnniiiiiiaF]r iinntinn had induced the Members to abfenC them-* 
felvcp from their feats, he fhould content himfclf, on the prefent OC*i 
caHon, with comprefling as much of the fubjciSt as he was able a| 
an extraordinarily fmall compjfs. 

It was known to every one that was in the Icaft converfant with mi- 
litary matters, that the pay of tlie fubalterns of the army had not 
been inenafui fiiicc the time of Cliailes tlic Second. It was equally 
known to cvciy individual whatever, that the value of money had 
confidcrably cliininhlicd hnee that ptiiod, and every aiticle of life 
had materially increafed in puce. Many arguments and proofs 
inuft fuggefl: thtmftlvcs to the minds of gentlemen in fupport of thefc 
declarations, "riicic were many Members of that and the other 
H(jufc of Pail lament, no doubt, who had been educated at Oxford 
and Cambridge, and who had fent their fons to the Univerfity for 
cducaiifin , and it mud be within their rccolleflion, that the in- 
come allowed had been increafed in the proportion of onc-Hfth iif 
evLiy thirty years. If, tlicrcforc, an increafed allowance is requi- 
fitc for gentlemen in the courfe of thirty years, muP it not be ap- 
parent, that in the lapfc of more than a century, an additional al- 
lowance fhould be thought ncccffary for the fubalterns of the army ? 
General "Farlcton faid, he was not arguing for a certain defeription 
of officers, w’lio had found protcdllon under the prefent Minifters { 
he did not mean thofc officers who were Enfigns to-day, Lieutenants 
to-morrow, and who fprung through all the gradations of fervice to 
a Lieutenant-colonelcy, like mufhiooms, which arrhed at maturity 
in a month : but he w'as contending for that meritorious clafs of men 
who felt the prclfuic of every tax laid on them as Britifli fubje^^ 
for a confidcrablc time back, and w'hich had been imprtfed during 
the prefent fcnion of Pari i.imcnt with redoubled weight andfeverity. 

It mud he admitted by every one, that many ot ilic late taxes, and 
particulaily that upon Port wine, nurcnally affcfiltd the fubalterns 
of the line, and that they liavc an equal claim to exemption with 
any other clafs of individuals whatever. It muft hkewife flrike" 
everyone, who is not rcfolved to be blind and deaf to all informa- 
tion and knowledge, that if innkeepers, and the non-commiffioned 
officers and privates of the army wanted relief, an equal afliftance 
ought to have been extended to the Eniigns and Lieutenants of 


marching regiments. If any additional argument was wanting, a 
upon the edablifliment of an illuftrious Perfonage trould 
pf itfelf place the caufe of the needy fubaltern in the frrong^ft pohtft' 
of view.

A copy was ordered to be laid before the Houfe of an affidavit 
Mde by General Myers, relative to the affairs of dv> Weft Indies, 
Md tranfmitted to one of His Majefty’s Secretaries ot Scat^, 

Mr. WlLBEft-FORCE began, by obferving, that thcfubjcdl 
Wtitch he was about to bring before the Houfe, was one which he 
could affure them he had deeply confidcicd, (as it became every one 
<0 do, "who took fo forward a part that he had revolved it again and 
and that he had even Ixeii fomewhat confirmed in his opinion 
itfiDli it, by what appealed to him to be evidently the general fcnli- 
tnentof the Public: for there hid certainly prcvnilcd an opinion 
allhoft every where of late, tint Miniftcrs were either adlually nc- 
goci^tiiig a peace, or at kail were purpofingto ncpKiatc; and the 
g;iOurid on which many, tl^egrcatcft friends to Government, ln« 1 , 
la various letters, advifed him to decline his motion, had been, that 
he was doing that which, if Government were leit undiftuibed, would 
iboA, by their own fteps towards a peace, be lendcrcd unncccflary. 
iThfiB expe^ation of peace had arilcii, as he inhftcd, not from any 
Mills in the refolutions of Adminifrration, 01 in their language in 
ijstt Houfe, for in thefethey had plainly intimated that they had no 
IhcN^t of making peace witli France at prefent, but fiom the gc- 
tleral pofture of affairs, which had natuiaily led men to imaome 
that Was a time when pacific meafurcs might be taken Much 
^ had been infufed into the public mind in conrequcnce ; and it 
*!Q^ght certainly therefore, become Adminiftration to (hew why, at 
fiioh t period as this, they (hould not treat. He thought it a very 
important duty in eveiy war, not only to take care that in the com-^ 
mtMenMnt it was juft and ncceffaiy, but to look out alfo from time '\ 
for ev«ry opening which might be given for the conclulitbl^** 
4 t9 foe whether the original motives for it continued-^whether V 
<ttf coontiry, whether that of the enemy, whether the ftate of 
cfya( powers, and the general circumAances of the times, made it 
ftUl to purfue the path we were treading. He had dano fo

in this cafe, and he wouW now ftate to the VMSi 
that train of rcafoning, which in confcqucncc of his doing fo, hd 
had naturally been led into in his clofet. The general ftjbjcA of ^ 
cfFecl of the war on our finances, population, and cotninerce, had 
been fo lately difeuffed, that he (hould dwell little on thofc points i 
he would only obferve, that there feemed to have been a nriifiahe in 
taking fuch credit as had been done for the prefent ffuignitude of our 
Lxpott of maiiufaflurcs \^hcn, that very export w'as probably to bo 
afenbed in part to the war itfclf ; in proof of which, he quoted an 6b-« 
ftrvation from an anilior on the wealth of nations, noticing the mlf- 
take which liad anfen in a former war on this point. He fpokc next 
of the navy , which though ccitainly at prefent much fuperior on the 
whole (though likely to be Icfsfo fince the treaty by which a Duttfr 
force Was lobe added to that of Prance) was certainly not to be de-»» 
pended on as alwa\s fjperior in every part: the French, by leaving 
riiemidvcs quite weak, titlicr in the Mediterranean, or in the Weft 
Indus, or the by being wf iL it h)me, might contrive to be fuptiT 
jriour, if they pleafcd, at ka^l tor a lime, in one if not in two of 
thofc impf)itant ftation*', and as they had no commerce to defend, 
they might, without much fieri dee of lotercft, ftrlke even with their 
fleet a temporary llrol.c. \\ hen the c<tent of our territories alfo'" 
was confidered, which it belonged to our ficet to defend, it certaifd^ 
feemed to be too much to f.iy th *t in this refpeft we (hould be harm** 
h'fs and untouched. He next adverted to the general ftate of ftie

What ! could it te 
fuppofed, thaj when the Emperor faid, as he did, [Mr. WilberfiMroe"^ 
here read the words of the refeript] ** that he was ready to enter itrtO 
negociation,'* that he meant in reality to avoid a negociation ? whi^ 
he /aid that he would confult the general intereftsof the Empire,^ *

BlIC 
when It w as conlidered, moreover, that peace was now niade bft-* 
tween France and Prullia, and that a new market for grain wa$ 
thus opened, and even that the King of Pruflia (if w'hat report fald 
wis liue,) had fhewn himfelf difpofed to refufe corn to England, 
until he had fupplied the French neceflitics (not to mention the filfee 
aids to be got from other new allies,) furely the want of food would 
not be urged as a reafonable ground for fuppofing that France wO*fti^ 
iJw^jxhauffod ; bcfidcs which, it ihould be conlidered, that the thm

next, what were their tempers and difpotitions? In the atdtf# 
there h?d been no (ign whatever of difaffedion. A general &ti#»' 
fodion' prevailed in the countiy, as was natural to ejtped^

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• Cfaoutns ; and fome hope of pence was excited by the treaties already 
Miade, or entered into ; and v^hatever partial or temporary tumults 
Might the idea of a genejal nfing in the country 

laid afleepi and feemed now to be over. Tlu* general clrcum- 
ftances of the war alio tended to make them tliink their troubles 
, nearly come to^'an end, for jieacc feemed to them (as it did to the 
people of this country) n(jt far diftanf, and any evils vihich might 
^^cUe were likely therefore to be fubmittod to, under the idea of tlicir 
^■bcing temporary. The cendudt of forL'c^n nations to them tended 
•alfo to confirm this fcntlmcnt. The Duke • f Tufeany’s treaty 
♦with them was a fmatl matter, vhen eonfidered in i!\c light of an 
.additional flrength gamed, bur it was very imjxirtant in another view, 
(•^namely, as a fymptom of tlie fort of confidence which fouigners 
placed in tnem. Here was a flircwd Italian Prince, who fome 
ago thought himfclt (afer urukr the wings of the confederacy, 
who now thought it was time to commit himfclf lather to the 
f j^rote^ion of France. The Ficnch ptace with Pruflii, and Sw^e- 
den’s recognition of the French Republic, tended in like mannci to 
' increafe their ftrength, by fufiaining their reputation in Europe. 

Mr. Wilberfoicc here ads ei ted to a new event in France, which 
he faid he had licard of fincv he came into the Houfe. He meant 
.{iihe commotions recently excited in Paris (which appeared in the 
’ c-HjeiWfpapers of that day). I'his, he faid, was a kind of event 
? .VliMdi he was not paiticiilaily furpnfed at, and which, if any body 
. snieant to make ii an argument againd a motion for peace, he ihould 
wifli to exprefh his opinion againft fuch an ufc of it very ftrongly 
indeed.

or the ravages of the guillotine. Was it to be treated as a mattdt^ 
of flight report that the mob had broke into the auguft body of thft ' 
Convention, that tlie Members had been forced to fly, that the head 
of one of their number had been cut off, and that with the hcaddj!^ 
their hand, the mob had addreffed a fpcech to the Prefidenf of 
Convention i Little hope would be entertained of the permanei^ 
and duration of tliat Government, which has not eflScient means ipT , 
prote£lion and defence againft fuch violence and outrage ; and aift 
the fuppofition of thefc accounts being bare reports, the hnnourifli^ ^ 
gentleman had foi^tcn, that while he treated them ia

Whether theconduft of the enemy was different now to vhat it vas ' 
(hen,' could not be eallly decided , he had ftated, hovcver, that 
there was an incrcafe of power on their part, and a proj;orti(»natc 
decrealc on ours, or what is nearly tantamount, that as our alii mc'^s 
were weakened, then alliances grow fbnmgir. One piominciTTnHN 
je61, the defeftion of our allies, was pariicolirly expitiatcd (^n by 
the honourable gentleman. To fuch a declaration Mr. Windham 
oppofed one broaddeading confide ration, the flatc ot difirefs and 
> ftatcof opinions now prevalent in Fiance. Nothing, he affirnied, 
but the conduct held out by the honourable gentleman, and fiieh 
motions as that which lie had now brought forward, could pi event 
a fpeedy termination of the conteft in which we were now cng.ipcd. 
Here, he coofeffed, (hcie was nothing but afllition againft ailer- 
lion, appeal agr^inft appeal. He then adverted to the reafoning em- 
ployed by the honouiablc gentleman in order to induce the country 
tofi^ateh at the firft opportunity for peace. He had affirmed, that 
its extent of tciritofy was t(X) great to he protefled , thar its bin dens 
were too fevere to be borne ; he had irifimiatcd that tlic countiy was 
<rf»tne to that puch of profpenty which it was well if it could keep, 
in which every ri/k might be attended with fatal conicquenccs. 
Ht? would maintain that fuch language w'as never heard lx fore upon 
hmilar bufinefs in that Houfe , n'^r would the aoiintiy hive ever 
rijen' to fuch 'a pitch of honour, glory, and univeilal reputation as 
it has dune, if fuch had been the langiuige of oui predcccllors. — 
Tlie honourable gentleman (hoqld have rLCollct^ttd too, that this 
t^^afoning is not confined to the prcf:nt war, but extends to other . 
o«sats in future. He has openly pn)claimcd, that our burden^ have 
htereafed to their utmoft, that we liavc no means of defence, that 
pur people are rebellious, and our aimics ready to aflift them. We 
bave reached the climax of our grandeur, and may now fupinely 
reppfe ourfclvcs, nor even attempt to fupport it, for it mud necef- 
farily decline. In former times our arms protefled our commerce, 
^ WW.Wc are come to the full enjoyment of our induftrj', and we 
our enemy not todifturb us, leave us as w'care, leave us 
if you do not, we arc not poflTcffed of means to defend our- 
This w'a$ one of the arguments which the honourable gen- 
had pretended to touch on lightly. He would not fpcak out, 
£i0| tlicrc was no ncccflity to prefix him, for lie w&9 pert 
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\ fe(5j|)/[ntelliglble. But Mr. Windham fajd kc dbiM'4iot lu^

publican^*. 'Fo what could fuch proceedings tend^ but to by the 
country proftratc at the feet of the enemy Read the vdriom deeb'" 
rations of Fran^againft this country, and then judge of their iti** 
rhri*mon to induce us to make peace. In a dHcoorfe btely deli-* 
vend to the Convention, they ftate, that they will makcnocotv* 
ccflions to Great Bn tain, r.orwdl they offer any terms of accoilKH 
datioii They are nut afiaid of w'ar, and arc therefore determine 
to Loniinue it until they have i educed the pride and power t)f ibSt^ 
haudity cemntry/’ Arc we to fit down contented with fuch indigo 
nities, fuch infults, and fuch aggravation ? And here is another odd 
inconfiftency in the aigumentson the other fide : When they vindi-)*^ 
cate fins condueV, they alfcrt, that Hie w^r produces thefe atrocities; 
but when they argue for peace, then they fay, Leave tlietn tt> 
thcinfclve!?, and tliey will deftroy one another.” What then Wift 
be the lltuation ot France when peace is made ? Tlicrc will be^afi^ 
intern il diifcntion in ihcir (} nernment, which muft ulcimately pKH- 
ducc a popular comm^ition , the armies too will return, and a0^ 
to keep up the intern il warfare. If w’c have fagacity enough 
c(jvcr that fuch mult be the confequenecs of their making 'pe^^ 
mav tiuv n(;t h.Vve lufticicnt f^gicity to perceive the fame, and 
the) n-'t infr. ntly feck new wars to keep their armies crnpIoycd> *atld 
prevent fuch calamities^ "I he fact is too notorious for commerU:. 

I ft.w could the honourable g* ntlcman delude hunfeif fo ? Does hej 
not hiiow', that with fuch a Government, fo feeble, fo preca^QU$i 
fo infccure, we can have no ftability? And does he not know Hisrit 
if the war fhould he itnewcd ng mi, after an interval of peace of tbd, 
Ihorteft duration, that it requnes a greater impulfe, a greater enef^ 
gy throughout the nation, and is attended alfo wkh a greater expence 2 
tor It is in moral as in mechanical powers, a ftrong force is iiccef- 
f,iry to put the machine in motion, which continues its velocity witlr 
little aid. There was one of the ht>ii<niniblc gcn'tlcmin s arguments, 
laid Mr. Windham, wliich I had alnoftfoi gotten. He has takefl» 
cafe, however, to remind me, and I am glad of it. I fafpe^tn^^ 
obfervauons will conjtain more than he cxpcC>cd. He has remifiKi# 
me of La Vendee and the Chouans. Now let the gentlemen OjK 
pofite to me recoUedl the language they have ufed, compsired wWr' 
^^tcvcnr< [A of hear ! licai '] Let them remember that thgl' 
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tcnaei^y klflAiNl that*' France had but one feiitiracnt. Tfi^o- 
nojurable gentlcfflan opfj|$pte will call to mind too what he formp^ 
filid- Po you (faid he,) do you count on Brittany and 
mandy?” 'Yes, the Executive Government did count on theiW 
and propofed to adopt fuch meafures as would better facilitate th^ 
event whidi was fo univerfally delired. When diffentions were 
(aid to exift in the intern«d Aate of France, it uas aiked vilicrc ^ 
At Lyons, 'Marfeillcs, Toulon, and La Vendee ; and well would 
it have been for thU country if (he had immediately taken the proper 
advantage of thofc diflentions, and converted them to her puipofcs^ 
They were loft, however ; though it might be fa id they could not 
have been loft if they were not poiTcft. Mr. Windham fuppofed 
the gentlemen were laughing at their own declarations that no fuch 
diflentions exifted, when difeontent, diftruft, and animofity were 
carried to the greateft length. 

‘ He then reverted to the honourable gentleman’s ftatement of the 
condition of Marfeillcs, and obferved that it was not hccaufe that 
under fuch a tyranny as that of Fiance diffentions do not (hew them- 
felves, that we are to conclude that they do not evift. Wc might 
have had reafons to know their exiftcnce if wc had afled with be- 
coming caution, and inftcad of one La Vendee, we might have known 
that the whole of France was becoming one entire Vendee. He 
then referred to the fubjugation of the Vendeans and the Chouans. 
At one lime, it had been aiked, have you any friends in France ? 
Has the now (\*ftcm any enemies ? Are not all the people of that 
country united in the fame fentiment^ The boaft whicli was now 
made of the triumph ov'cr the infurgents now' proved the reality of 
the danger whieh had i>nce exifted. But, though thefe people had 
fubmitted to hard ncceflity, it was not to be fuppofed that they had 
all at oiKe changed thtir fentiments : and it proved alfo that there 
ftill exifted a body of good fenti;nents in France. He addieffed 
not folcly to the gentlemen opix>rite, but to thofe gentlemen who 
had confidence in the Executive Gfivernmcnt at that time ; and 
now, when from the interior of France wt had reports of popular 
commotions coming from all quarters, was it longer juft or rcafon- 
able to doubt thar auihcnMeity ; and if this reprefentation be right, 
was this die time for fuch conchifions as the honouiable gentleman 
had drawn ^ The hrft ainimeiit of the honourable gentleman w’as, 
thlit {N$ace would cftablnh the power of thofc, who now prelidc'iii 
' wliat fort v^f an argunient was fhU ? Would it eftab- 

UdvdlKi power? Were thcie hopes it W'ould? Was the honour-^ 
geftticman fo prepared as to fay, 'that the change of Govern*

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Kterati^ in his fcntiments? If if could, why could it 
pu^6'fo before in the adminiftrution of . bloody 
^^^.rding to their mode of reafoning, war could be redticcd at awyi* 
ti 1 x 0 to a fcale of profit and calcuhtion. Stating generally his opt^, 
rjons on the fubjccl, he faw the motives for continuiog the war the ' 
„i4mc — the profpeds better. Another pbjcilion, applying to "the- 
majoriry of the Houfe, againd the motion, was, that if if pafled^ 
the Hoiife would thereby take the management out of the handa of 
the Executive Government. This the Houfc had certainly at times',

He relied, he faid, on his talents, his 
tcgrity and judgement; he praifed his general capacity, and hc 
cAetrned him as the propereft perfon to be at the head of afiairs:^ 
but here comes tlie difficulty — However great his general capacity^, 
hu judgement, his integrity and talents, and however fit for 
minidration, he was not fit to conduft the bufinefs of the 
and therefore the honourable gentleman propofed to condu^l k fotf 
him. He would not offer to difplace his friend, but he would 
dertakc to manage m^afurcs for him. Did he think the MinMter 
would authoriz-c him to perform his functions ^ I'he honourabto*.. 
gentleman would allow for thefe inteirogptions by the part he 
taken himfclf in the debate of that evening lie mnft know, that" 
in all public affaiis they w'crc bound to follow tbv-ir duty in prefo-^ 
rence to their friendflnps , and for his ov. n part, Mr. Windhartlt- 
faid, he had facrificed fuendfliips that were dear to him, Co 
public duty, and he did it becaufc he loved to follow right, though^V 
it be fometimcs difficult to find w^here it lies. The honourable gen* 
tleman had done fo too, though Mr. Windham difapproved of the 
mode in which he had done it. A Chriftian confcicnce w^as under- 
Rood to be conneiSUd with humility, but the honourable gentleman 
had been oppofing thofe of whofe integrity and abilities he entertained, 
no doubt, and with whom he was bound in tlie clofe ties of frkndi** '' 
fhip. Now he wifiied to imprefs on the honourable gentleman’t . 
mind, that ho was playing a deep game ; for. if he vvaE not the pres ' 
ferver, he was the undoer of his country: and if he did not obtain / 
the poRhumous fame he fo viituoufly defired, he would 
to pal|erUy with etemal execration. He wifhed him 
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Itm tQ6> how hf 'iie «:<Mlformed himfcflf to the fentiments ofN^ofe 
UlrlKlife mode of lhinfah||||Ee had been acculiorncd to oppofc ; orhyy | 
fiir he adopted new of»tmn& of his own.* There are two thinat^ 
cotirfirtn a man’s jui^ement, the concurrence of his friends, ancr^ 
diflent of ids enemies. Now, the iKuioiirable gentleman had bed: 
playing at great odds, for he had not only the diflent of his fnenct^ 
hut dip approbation of his opponents. He had the odds againfl him 
alfo in another way. In every cxclufive public concern, but jnore 
particularly in a W 4 r, and Hill more in a war like the prefent, there 
wa& a knowledge in the Executive Government wJiich could not be 
poffefled by others. Of this he liad jull given an inftance, though'' 
'oppofirion would neither give the Executive Government credit ior 
their good intentions nor their judgement. It was not grateful for 
him to examine opinions, though he did it to fulfil his public duty. 
If the honourable gentleman tlmught his meafures fatal, he tliought 
the honourable gentleman’s no kfs fo. Such opinions he conceived, 
ifliftened to, were highly dangerous, and if not liftencd to, they 
,wcre fo in a fmallci degree. Admithng that the honoun^bk gen- 
tleman a were the beft opinion, he afl.c d him wlicthcr he c\ju Cicd it 
,to be followed f What then, it might be urged upon the otlicrhand, 
imp you never to bung forward any motion bccaufe thcic is a pioba- 
bUity it will not he followed ^ What then becomes of the ficcdom of 
debate ? Not fo ; an attcir.pl in Jtfelf to do good m ly be made, 
though others tliink it v;ill rot do fo. jput did the honouiable gen- 
tleman think, that wdicn pci ions like thofe in the Exccutnc Go- 
^perpment had formed their opi.uonb coolly, and with due dciibcra- 
'jtion, lhat his arguments could cliancc them. Perliaps he hoped for 
fomething mtermediate : W uh n Ipcct to other topics, Mr. Wind- 
j)am faid, they were not of a fort to be adopted without abandoning 
aljl the former.

And yet • > 
fiad fald with fome afiicrity to Mr. Wilbcrforce ‘‘ you approv^c of tlic 
abilities, and have a high opinion of the judgement, of the prclent 
Minifters, and yet you with to take the Governuitnt from them ” 
On this fubjecf he had nothing to do , but then it had been aik.d, 
Do you think the Miniftcr will confent to flay in oflke after hs 
meafurcs have been abandoned Tlie Houfe, from this, might 
be tempted to think that mcafurcs had always been the oI)jclH of 
the Mliiiftcrs caie, and tliat he had been totally indifllrcni to 
place and power. Was this the cafe^ Had the Houfe no exam- 
ple in tlie Infh propofitions, or in tlic more recent cafe of Ruflia 
Oczakow ^ Did not a minority make a Mmifttr abandon a

4ra<J rxit yet been difpofed of, and tlie motion of Mr. Windnam 
to fay that the Houfe ought never to difpofe of ir.

Of 
the Court of Pcrlin he was not certainly inclined to be the panegy-* 
rift, but the Icaft objectionable part of thecondud of that Court 
was, in hi^-i^pwtion, the conclufion of a treaty of peace with tKc 
French Republic. Rut was it f.ur and manly m a Britiih Miniftcr 
to talk of 'rufeany ftcaling out of the alliance ^ Was not Tiifcany 
neutral at the commencement of the w^nr ^ Had not her ncutrJilify 
been approved by tlie limpcror and Great Biitain, and did not the 
Cjiand Duke hold Ids Dukedom by hih nrntralify ? Had not thi4 
country aCted wdth the moft monftrous injuftice towards him ^ W?ui 
if therefore decent to talk of his flinking out of the War ? A mode 
of condiiCl that had made him the darling of his fubj'efts, and had 
produced tlic moft beneficial confequcnccs to liinu But ^Tre thefe 
the only powcis that had or would make peace ' Had not the Land- 
grave of Heffe and the Eleeftor of Saxony made peace ^ Whether 
the King of Naples had, he knew not , but of this he was certain, 
that he would as foon as he was able, Wcic not thefe rtrong argu- 
ments tor tlic recognition of the Republic of France^ It ttad' 
already been proved, fh.it none of thofe formalities liad been require^} 
of acknowledging the Republic on the principles of Liberty suvl 
Equality. That the Fionch Were dclirous ot peace, was generally - 
believed , tliat they had no objection to treat with a Monanrhy HadJT 
it was undrrftood, been dcclaicd to Sir Frederick Eden ; but what 
was more important than any (Icclaration was, that they had aiSl^uaUjP 
concluded a treaty with a Monarchy, and with a Monarchy to thfe, 
form of wdiich they could not be fuppofed to be very partial. 
been a(ked, what Holland had gained bv her difpofition to ncgocijftii^ 
early in the war ^ What, he would afk, had Holland gained by * 
protcdlion of the allies ? The fpcflacle of the retreat of the 
troops through her provinces, and the ncccflity of being obliged ' 
treat with a French army in pofleflion of her country. Of the cofti"'] 
quefts which wx had made in the Weft Indies, nothing now remijlncxl^/' 
but a iingle poft in St. Domingo, another In St. Lucia, 
of Martinico. It was for the Hbufe to determine, whether 
precarious acquifitions were worth the hazard to w*hich we. ted 
all our other poffelfions in that quarter. With refpc^Sl to the 
intelligence of infurredllons in Paris, it (liould have no eSfedl'on ti^ 
decifion of diat Houfc; The fell of Roberfpierre, the tifc of Tjil ^ 
tte of t^ and thcViuiPphofthdr 
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ijBjfforsonly led to this felutarv kfibn, that the internal fchifi^s^ 
France bore no relation to their foreign contefts. The 
terror was deftroyed on the 27th of July ; and mark what had been 
the progrefs of the French arms fince that period , were not (heir 
fucceffes in every quarter more than fufficient to counterbalance any 
hopes to be conceived from a late infiirredion in Paris ? Ought not 
wliat we had feen to teach us^ that unil:able and convuired as the 
French Government was witliin, its power of cymkn outwards 
remained, and that whether terror triumphed o\er modcrafjon, or 
moderation over tenor, we had nothing to g./m by the cliangc ^ He 
WTis accufed of basing approsed ot the French reuJution, as if, bv 
nccctfary conftquencc, he had approved of the cruelties of which it 
had been made the pretext. He aj^, roved of ovei turning the def- 
potifm of the r>oi Tbf)i>, S'hich had k'ng been the cpprciTion of 
Frarcc'and the of LuH.pe. I'lic cuifed cont^dcracy of 

defpots, foi hv naa.c a-ulduevci pafs his lip«, h. d given 

biithinilk fid Iiifunco to alUht fjlpi lonaiul confcqiicnt m«ifiacrcs 
which liad taken plate Six ycais had now clapftd fince the me- 
moiable ara of (he lunch irvc/Iution. He had, in the fiift in- 
llancc, given his roiiuncndation to that event, whkh had over- 
thrown the tvranny of the Fonihons. That tyranny had ftifed the 
induftty, and fiippicffed all the <mrgics of a great nation. He 
therefore entitled to fprnk of its fubverfion as of ‘Si glorious 
event.” But Kis appjobatun of hicnch principles thus far, did 
not include lils faiic'tlon of Funcli acls. 

He approved of the rcfifiaiicc made by the Pailiamcnt of 164.5 
to, Charles I. , of the conducf even ot Cromwell in the firft inftance ; 
but although it was impolliblc to compare that great man with the 
men who had raiicd rhcmfclvcs to power in the Frcncli revolution, 
Was It to 1)6 inferred that he approved ol Cromwell’s ufurparion any 
more than of their cruelties ^ He had never faid that the French, if 
‘Jrftao jtlicmfilws, v'ould dertuy one another , but this lie had faid, 
that It there W’os any prolpedf ot reftormg Royalty in trance, whe- 
ther or not that was now an advifcable thing he would not then 
it mull be when die French were left to decide for them- 
filVes*' What wras the period in wrhich parties in France were 
al^dotdng thcmfclves to domcRic contefts ? Was it when the 
palMl^of'^Brunfw ick was in the plains of Champagne i Was it when 
were in the plains of Cambray ? No : it was when every 
teflgn enemy was removed to a great diftance, and their arms 
|||re trioniplxanc op every part of their frontier. When the allies 
pttucfi of giving them a conftituelon, Royalty had the odium of b(> 
to aid the foreign enemy ; when they hadl no 
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tliat woul J be done away We were not to give them 
cofflfration, but to reftore their old conftitution — in other words, 
their old defpotifm, the very thing they detefted. To attempt' 
gU'ing to any country a conftitution, was dcteftable— every country 
h id a right to frame its own. We were not making war for any 
intcrefts of our own, it was pompoufly afferted, but on motives of 
beneficence and jultice, for the intcretts of Europe. There might 
be chivalry ir^’t'ccoLiring thofe called for fuccour, but the chi- 
valry of fiiccouring thofe who faid they did not want it, was mad- 
nefs. Who called upon us to continue the war ? Did Pruffia, of 
any other of our allies ? No — but we had got a new ally, the Eni- 
prefs of Ruflia. She, however, was one of our carlicft allies In 
this bufinefs, and inftead of her not doing any thing in confcqucnce 
of a new alliance, the novelty would be, htr doing any tiling in 
confequcnce of the old. Were he her advocate, as he had once 
been called, he fhould fay that fiie had contiibuted more than her 


lharc to the purpofes of the grand coufccicracy. SJic had completely 
cxtinguifiied Jacobinifm in Poland, which, but for the arms of 
Great Britain, (he could not have done ; and this was all fhe would 


do. Inftead of appearing in an hont'-irable, we exhibited ourfclvcd 
in an odious point of view’, by continiiing tho war. France was 
inclined to peace , the allies w’ere inclined to peace , neutral powersr 
wiflied for the reftoration of peace ; and (Jieat Britain Jilone wrjfc^ 


fh.iking the torch of difcord. It was fntd to be a boldnefs on the 
part of the honourable gentleman who made this motion, 'to tkfcc 
the reins of government from the hands of Minrftcrs. It was, in 
his opinion, a more daring boklntfs in thofe Miniftcrs, who, jfbf 
the purpofc of fupprcfllng a few fpcculative opinions, would deluge 
all Europe with blood — would involve the whole world in w^i, tttid* 
extinguifli the foci.il happinefs of the human race. The Secittary 
at War had faid, th.it none but Jacobins cried out for peace. The 


faft was widely different. The indiifirious inaniifa^lurcr^ over- *' 
loaded with taxes, cried aloud for peace. l"hc Jacobins, as thof<; 
men w’erc termed who wilhed for a radical reform, looked on MS- 


nifters as their beft friends, and relied only on a continuance of tltfc 
war, for a full attainment of their favouritt objefl:. Such Jacobin^' 
were not numerous, but even in the city which the right honoumbfc 
gentleman reprefented (Norwich), as many as there were reft:tfed 
to fign a petition for peace, becaufe they faid that the continuarkk^' 
4>f the war, ai\d of the prefent Miniftcrs in office, tended moft ef- 
foEtually to promote their views. But fuppofing the contrary, and 
tbaft every difaffeflied perfon wifhed fcr peace, was that a 

fliould continue to make war f ' Was it to be*C0iv*/.^ 
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tinuM, he would afk, in another point of view, in full relia^s 
the judgement of Minifters — on a confidence to be given 
« whofe condu6^, in his opinion, was the weakeft ahd the rnoft con- 
temptible that had ever difgraccd a felliog country. 

' He entered on a parallel between the Amepcan war and the pre- 
fent. The hope and the ddulion — the Loyaliftb and the Royalifts, 
Mr. Fox obferved, tallied even to the minuteft point. But fup- 
pofe dur prefent objedfs, if fixed objects we had, ta hf^ fully attain- 
ed. Siippofe Loins XVII. feated on the throne, and the emigrants 
reftored, was it to be cxjiedcd that France ^^ould be quiet ^ No. 
'Fhe fmallcft knovi ledge of hiftory forbade fuch A fuppofition. CouM 
we,' under the reftored race of the Bourbons, exptd a better faith ^ 
No. The prefent (jovernment of France, however unrtablc it may 
feem, offered more feciirity, from the publicity of its councils, than 
could be expefted from tlie dark kciefi' of any dcfpotifm. It was 
in this rcfpedl only that it bore any rcfemblancc to our Govern- 
ment ; but while thus qualified, he would afk, with what Prince 
on the Continent could we ticat in preference ' What evil could rc- 
fult from our recognition of the Republic, now that it had been re- 
cognued by the Kmper^+r? - Were we to lefufc, merely bccauie Hol- 
land was now in the hands of the Firnch Republic ^ Thofc who 
liad ufed this aiguirlent with rcfpcdl to the Netherlands, fhould fay, 
when tliat peace was to be expeded which muft be preceded by the 
It-conqucft of thofc coiinti ics. 

JHc concluded with faying, that he fclr indebted to the honour- 
able gentleman who had introduced this morion, bccaufc the oftencr 
the fubjed was difcuffcd, the more he was convinced the war would 
be difapproved. He thought that peace and conciliation could ne- 
ver be fuggefted too frequently. If thefe failed, w^ar was ftill within 
our reach, but the latter knight poffiblybe continued until the prof- 
fer of conciliation w'as made in vain. 

Mr. Chincclloi PITT faid. Sir, I lhall certainly endeavour to 
confine what I have to fay to the real point under confidcration, 
dknd.muft (land excufed if I do not follow the right honourable gen- 
ttetnan who fpokc lad in many of the points to which he adverted. 

1 impute no blame to my honourable friend who has made this mo* 
though 1 lament and deplore that he has done fo. He has 
•wijtfid, no doubt, from the fulled convidion that he was difeharging 
hfahduty CD his condituents and to the public at targe. A great ded 
has been faid this night about Holland being led, without taking 
into confidcration all the circumdances tliat belong to the cafe. It . 
; hfc»iioc my bufinefs at prefent,^ but at any other time I lliould not ht, 
to difeufs, whether it was not of immoiffe advantites to 
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J^ropc in general that Holland was not added to France without 
nrStele, and which but for the interference of this country would 
l^yj^ken place two years ago. This union, after a long (truggle^ 
unfoitunate, I admit, in the iffuc, has been formed chiefly frortt 
that country indulging unfounded hopes of ].cice, in a treaty of aU 
liance, which has ended in their having been invaded and conquer- 
ed ; in their having fubn.it.ed, being proirafcd piotcdion, and 
having been defrauded of four niiilions of rnonev. Perhaps it may 
be better for them Jn the end, but it is ceitainlv better for the {late 
of tb^4VQ^'d, however unl'ort mate it may be for the inhabitants of 
that country, at the prefent moment, that tlicy w^cic united to 
France after a fevere and unfucrefsful ftriigglc, ard when Holland 
is no great acqnifition to France, inftead of being added to her, as 
a great aceeflion, when (he w»as in the zenith ol h-r power. Itha^ 
been aigucd this night, that this cemntry cute/ed upon the prefent 
juft and neceffary war with a great and powerful confederacy in 
Europe, and I admit that this confederacy is narrcw'ed and dimi- 
nifhed. But I would aik, whether in dlfculTing the queftion of 
peace and war, wc have not furniflicd them with grounds to argue 
upon, which it is impflible they could have had witliput the exift- 
coce of that confederacy ' To look for negcxiiation at the piefent 
moment is premature, though I look to it at no i emote period. I 
have no objedlion, were it conncilcd with this bu’inrfs, to follcrvr 
my honourable friend and the right hoiioiiiable gentlemen to the 
Wert Indies, to examine the LfF>rts that have been made by this 
country, and compare them with thofe made in any funnel period, 
from wdiich we fhoukl slcailv fee, wheiher greater ctertions had 
ever been made , and whtthcr the diftrefles in that quarter had not 
been aggravated by a great moitality, and otlitr accidental caufes. 
But I come to tlie queftion immcdutcly bcfoic us. I beg leave to 
confider what that queftion is, and I muft fiy, that my honourable 
friend, in makhig his motion, fuffered hlmfeU' to be deceived in 
the manner of ftating it ; anil this pervaded the whole of his argu- 
ment. His ftatement was neither more nor Icfs than this; Is a 


peace bn fair and honourable terms preferable to the continuance of 
the war ? Wc Ihould not have been debating here fo long, if this 
were the queftion about this there can be no difference of opinion^ 
But the queftion^ 4^ whether a peace on fair and honourable tetma, 
which is the war, is more UkeJy to be attained by negocia-* 

tion 'dt the prefent i^oment, than by a continuance of the war ^ Aite 
you j®K)re likely' to arrive at a better and more fecurc peace with a ' 
re^iiabic profpeA of pennaneney on fair and honourable terms, by 
n of the lyar with energy and vigour, till a mote fevoiir- 
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opening prcfents itfelf, by taking feme flrep or other to encourage 
and invite negociation r That is the queftion which puts aw:^ ^ ^ 
once all the declamations of the advantages of peace, which 
in this country will deny ; where the rapid effcAs of peace have 
healed wounds, infinitely greater than any we have experienced fince 
the commencement of the prclcnt war, by repairing loffd far more af- 
fcdlingthc profpciity of the country than any we have fuftained, fo 
as in the interval of a few years to make us almoft forget the cala- 
mities of former wars. 

Sir, that being the ftate of the I meanTt'p to 

the Houfc, that at the prefent moment, jtci Severance in the conteft 
is more wife and prudent, and more likely in tk'* end to cfTcft a 
fafe, lading, and honourable peace, than an\ attempt at ncgociation. 
My honourable friend docs not cluife to date that this country ought 
to take the firll fteps to peace, ind he claims great merit for bis 
moderation in not going lo fai, but onlv that Minidcrs ought to 
receive overtures. Now I only beg leave to fubmit, w'hcthcr this 
be not only taking the firft ftep, but doing it in tlic moft exception- 
able manner. To fay it is not an overture on our pait, if we 
have received no intimation whatever fioni the Government of 
Prance to ticat, to fay w’’c lliall be gkul to treat, is what no man 
living will contend. Where tlic overture comes from the Legifla- 
liirc of the country, it is attended with a degree of publicity which 
Ihc light honourable gentleman admits is one of the merits of our 
Conriirulion. But furelv this mode of nic-’king overtures is not the 
jnoli convenient, inafmuch as it makes known the whole terms of 
pcaec to the enemy, and leaves no power, no will to Minifters te* 
take advantage of any favourable circuniftancc-i that may occur. 
For that rc.ifon it is that the* Leiiilliturc iloes iv>C ufually interfere 
in fuch tranOicHons, as the tnie Ikm of tlicfc rranu<5hons is only 
fully underftood by a few, and tlicrehae it has bem wifely committed 
to the Executive Government. Why has this country, vihicl> is 
lo jealous of its rights and liberties, anrl which has fo ftrongly for- 
tified them, entrufted fucli prerogatives to the Crown ?’ Why is 
the making of j>cace and a'ar, and other prerogatives which form 
the haj^inefsof this Confiitution, entrufiedto the King? Bccaufe 
it has t^n found, that the pow'or of Parliament 'was fafiicient to 
prevent the Royal prerogative from being carried beyond proper 11- 
I fey the qocllion is then, wdiethcr yiw will ftep forward, 

aRurne tliis power of tl>e Crown at a crifis of |>eculfer delicacy ? 

right honourable gentleman whd fpokt lait waa' of opinion the 
'Ptendt Convention, from the pisdiltcity hf its pro^cdtngs, bore 
twaror refemblance to the Britifli CMflitriSofTjftihjm'theCofl^ 
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nny other countiy. In dii« comparirun, I trud, k was not loea^ 
to ite carried any farther, as if the interefls of this country were 
^^cdfeiiflcd in one popular *iflcmbly. I hope the right honourable 
gemierifan is not fo much m love Fiance. I think the right 
honourable gentleman took tip that idea rather hafiilv. I am by nO 
meafis certain, nor is it worth ^Jvhilc here to amine, whether a 
'=^tlcfpotic Government, or an an.ircliical Republic, lil-c that of France, ^ 
moft nearly rclcmbles the Conftitiiti(#o of Great Britain, which is. 
removed at an equal diftance fiom both extreme.. I'hc publicity^ 
of the French Convention has been the fourcc of 
outrage, hoiror, and difgull to Q\€Ty feeling hcait. Ti'.at publi- 
city has been a faithful recorder, ami an accurate witnefs of the 
enormity of their proceedings. Tlie true queftion i«, whether we 
arc to take the firft ftep to'aards negociation, or to go on, trufling, 
to the Executive Government to lake the opportunity of the fiift fa- 
vourable moment for ncgociation, and in the meantime Ihcngthcn- 
ing the liands of that Government, to perfevcic v.ich vigour in thd 
conteft in which we arc engaged. We have been told, that although 
this qucflion has been fevtr*»l tunes brought forwaid, it his never 
been dircdly negatived. I contend that it has in efTcct been di- 
reflly neg-atived. For wlicn the motion was made feme time 
ago, an amendment was made to the motion, dating, that we w'cre 
rcfolvcd to perfevcrc in the conted, tiufting that His Majefty would 
feize the firft favourable opportunity that pufented for ti eating with^ 
fccurity. I beg to know', whether that which w'as done with deli- 
beration, was not neg-ativing thcnioiuai. Subfequent to that, this 
queftion was difcuflcd again and again, and this Houle on thofc oc- 
cafions came to a rcfoluiion, that it did not conctivc, under the pre- 
fent circumftanccs of tlic countries, ncguciaLKai was a meafurc ex- 
pedient to be adopted.

I heard him with pleafurc ftatc, th.ic the fitiiation of - 
France was now fo weakened ?ind cxlrauftcd as to mike peace with 
that?<}qvcrnmcnt, tlxiugh not Lrurc, yet, m cfinkquence of that 
weakncf$, attended with a confiderable degree of leeunty. That 
fotnethtng more of tliis fccurity exifts at the prefeait moment, I not 
only adinit> but oontend^ that the profpeft is improving every day,

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and that this becomes more and more afcertaincd, as I (hall 
before I fit down. But is this a reaibn why we (hould negociay at 
this moment ? I think not. From fa<Ss that are notori'Jus^Jrojp 
things known to the world, there is now a general feeling th«m&o 
is, comparatively fpeaking, a fenfe of fecurity in the country, when 
compared with the alarming uncafinets which feme time ago*prc- 
vailed. The enemy have not been able to avail themfclvcs of thciif’ 
fuccefs and acquifitions, nor have they acquired folid and lubftantial 
ftrength. The natural anxiety ot tlic people of this counti v has led 
them to remark the progrefs of the decay, dcclifie, and riipL.iif^tnc 
enemy, as more rapid than they could have forcfecn. vVh i this 
bufinefs was formerly difoufled, it was ufed as a very cml m , iblc 
argument againft negodation, that f 10m our fituation then, vr . ild 
not hope to treat with France on tciins of equality. Is nor tl-i' ar- 
gument very conlidcrably ftrengthened at this moment, when \ou 
compare llie ftatc of tins country and Fi.mcu " TCyhaurted and wca- 
ried with the addition of your own wcakntlV, will yon give up the 
conteft in defpair ? We fliould tlicn, like Holland, have Hi confider 
what indcmhily France wculd cxpirt oi us I flaic this as a piac- 
tical objeftion, and wlnilly mdcjicndcnt of any qiicfiion on the fc- 
ciirity of negocuiu p "I hofe wlio argue fot peace conlidtr our fitu- 
ation as rendered moit fir {i,r ncgociaiion in this wav: That wt 
have loft our allies, by winch wu aic reduced to fudi a ftatc of 
weaknefs, that we muft lill<.n to peace , and that as tht^- have dc- 
ferted us, it is unncecliaiy to obtani tiioir confent to enter into a 
n^ociation. We foimc ny icfufed to treat with I'rance bceaufe W'c 
Vfttc fatished the \vi>. unable to rnamtam that peace and amuy that 
ought to prevail amorg neutral nations. Gentlemen hive chofen 
to forget all the aigumtnts ufed w'Uh regard to acknowledging the 
Republic of France. We refuftd to treat with M. Chaiivclin after 
the unfortunate murder of Louis XVI. We refufed to acknow- 
ledge a Government that had been recking with the blood of their 
Sovereign. Was not that an objection not to acknowledge them at 
that period i The murder of the King preceded but a very few days 
the declaration of war agalnft this counti y. 

The next argument is, whether you would diflionour yourfelf by 
acknowledging a Republic that might endanger your own indepen- 
dence, and which made a public profcQion of principles which went 
to deftroy the independence of every nation of Europe? I fay, I 
will not acknowledge fuch a Republic. The queftion here ii^ut 
iim|dy whether you will acknowledge fo as to treat with it ? It is 
not, nen* has it been, fince the commencement of the war, the in^ 
tmiSfaS Ei^land, not from any one circumftance^ but f|otn takings 
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, «11 circutnftanccs togrthcr, to inftitute a ncgodation 'with the niHitg 
^wers now cxiftins; in France. ' ' . ' 

to the drcl nation of the Emperor to the Diet, if it is autheiv 
tlcT/liVit lie fliould be liappy to enter into a negociation for peace^ 

I beg leave to {.w, this declaration iniift be fuppofed to bind the Em- , 
pe’itir in no oiher capacity than as licad of the Empire; and I am 
fare they carrot, and will not fta^t that that precludes him, as 
Diikeol \nlhi.i, or King of Bohemia, fiom performing any agrcc- 
^ intnt he mav choofc to enter in^o, on liis own fcpaiate account, in 
thofc ,^i^p^citics. 'As the head ol the .Empire, he might, from the 
pnfent /uiMtion of ilic’t country^, think it wife and expedient to go 
be}nnd the hue he may ehalk out to i/imfclf as a Soveicign Princs 
and Kmt:, as King of Bohemia and Archduke of Aufliia. There 
miy beciuuinflaTiLcs lo induce him, as ilic head of the Empire, to 
W’lfh to ojvn a ncLrocuition with E'lancc, lallur tlian run the rifle 
of a icparatc negocr.non, tlncu; h tlic medium of the King of Pruf- 
lia, coniiarv to the Conllitutiun of the Guinar»ic body. One of 
the nc 2 vf j^oints relied upon, and in^piUt-d ds llarrc to Miniflers, 
w's the ciri-umftance of the wrr in La Vendee, and with the 
C]t<>uans being n®w at an end. I do not fte how tlist circumilance 
can attach any blame to Goveinmcnt. It has been ftalcd, that the 
jnhabitanfs of La Vendee have fobmittecl to the French Republic.* 
Whoever has coiivcrftd with g»'ntlcmcn coming fiom France, has 
been made actjuainled with tlu htuatum of tlic inhabitants of La 
Vendee and the Cliouans, as well as from the Paiis ncwfpapcrs. 
Now tlicy all do well to confider, w^hether the French Govern- 
ment can have any degree of confidence, that tlicy can icap the Icaft 
ad\anl.’ge fu m that union. Tlic advantages of the peace in that 
quarter have been entiuiy in favour cf Vendee and Biitanny, atid 
not of the Republic , the inliabilanio bavv. g.uncd by the treaty, and 
I(dl nutlung. ^Ihc Kc public lus lo light to any acccfllon of 
ftrcngdi fiom tliis diflnc^ of the kingdom. Weic they fnbjc£f to 
requilitions ? or did they fuinifh recruits for llic army ? or did they 
incrcafe the treafurc of the couniiy ? Bv the articles of their fub- 
miffion lo the law’s of the Republic, if they are reported truly, they 
arc in fad an independent Government, from which what arc called 
patriots are excluded. The ftatc oi La Vendee was diredly the re- 
verfe of that of Holland , and if that country was not an acccfllon 
of flrength to the Republic, is it not a confeffionof the weaknefs of 
thedGovernment, that they found thcmfclves under the necelfity^ 
notwithftanding all their fplendid fuccefe, to enter into fuch a treaty 
as a Sovereign would never have entered into but from necefli^ f 
. there is another circumflance which has been relied upon, 
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aitd which I muft not,p(trs over in filence. Among other events 
the day, we fee that Holland and France have entered into an ai^ 
liance ; and that Holland is to furnilh France with 1 2 fliips oftthc 
JUnc> and 18 frigates. The prefent ftatc of Holland, makvsftSat 
(urcumftance more favourable for this country than \^e had rcr^cn 
toexpe£i it w^ould have been when Holland was ovcr-nin Ly^che 
French. 

The queftion is whether the ftatc of Fiance is not fo v' akj 
whether the ciiftraflions and diftnrbanccs of e ntr\, ^ ‘J the 
4kfconten(<« of the people are not fo great, as ale likely ^ j^ca d to 
ibtne change or new order of things, mou f'o’ourable thaifany that 
has hitherto appeared r 

Firft, as to the wcaknefs of France. We have been told by 
the right honourable gentleman that there was no appearance in 
Fiance of the relaxation of its tiFoits , that the rtign of urror cn(’cd 
with the month of July laft, and fubfcqn^‘nt to that pciiod they 
have been as fuccefiful as ever. But fuicly it is not vciy wondn- 
ful to any one vho conflticrs (he opcraticais tA that great and txn:i- 
ordinary machine which had Ken let in motion by all the rren who 
were put in a Aate of requifiticn, and by all the meretricious trea- 
ftifc that was amafled, it fo many caufes, operating fo long, the ef- 
fects were not to ccafe as immediately as the caufes. The cfTcdls m 
their Operation fnrvivc thceaufs, but have the Ficncli acquired 
ficfli vigour ' Whoever has taken any pains to look at the nunibeif 
and cTojt'- of their arnu'r^, liiid Aalc ot the prorilVns and maga- 
and attends to the m.uirtr in which icqiufitK.ns have been 
carried on ; whoever reads the accoiinis the Pyumhcis of the Con- 
vention gi\e of thcmAlvcs, wlio^vcr re.-'ds thin fpccchcs , who- 
ever trufts to tlieir own jccc^uni of tlicmfclvcs , tliti'c all prove that 
the vigour and exertion C'f that country iiave been evidently di- 
ftitniAiing. 

In the next place, liaJ; at the Aatc of tli* ir ifTignats, which Iri* 
a long time has been the luhjcel of a ga^at r.c.d of anxious attention 
to the Convention. Tlicy have been cmplovcd almoft in a peipc- 
tual conteft about two things to make a Ccnfiitution, and tt) raife 
their credit, by preventing an unlimited number of affignats coming 
into eirculattun. They therefore p.nffcd a decree to w'lthdraw' a ccr- 
tHtanunoiber of them to raife thc*r credit. 7 'hc nominal value of 
only 25I. per cent. At prefent they are fomewhat 
5I. per cent. Their expenditure is incredible , laft month 
Lprioounted to 27 millions fterling. which is more than is wanted 
jK^pceat Britain in the courfc of a year. Tliis expence amounts ten, 
|[nilli(ms fterling per ann. which exceeds the whale national * 
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dffct of-Oreat Britain. The cotmien'c of that connti^ is' 
extinguished, and a portion of bankruptcy mixes itfdf with every 
tvmjijdion. 

The next article is the price of proviiions, refpcfling which f' 
haye received a great deal of authentic information. I have xeceivdl 
a great variety of information on this fubjeA within thefe few days ) 
indeed I may fay within thefe few hours, and the price of pmvifionft 
is fo very high, and fcarcity prevails to fuch a degree, as muft ftop 
all great and cKtcnfive operations. 

In itic^e\t place, I doubt very much whether the provilions foe 
the French army and navy will in future be fo regularly fupplied As 
they hitherto have been. 1 have feme accounts of provilions being 
rclandcd from on board fome of the ihips at Brcft ; and the city of 
Paris has been fupplied by pittances from the army on the Rhifie^ 
Fxpieffions of <lifoontcnt are not confined to individuals, but are gES* 
ncral, and fuch as come home to the door of every individual itl 
France. What w ill be the efFetS: of tins complicated preffurc, hoW 
long it may be continued, or what order of things may ultimately 
rife out of it, I fliall not pretend to fay. But 1 think it may pro- 
duce, and probably at no great diftnnee of time, fome new order of 
things, more friendly to a gcncial pacification, and to a regular in- 
tercourfc with the other cftabliflicd powers of Europe. Such is thi; 
profpccl for an ewder of things more fatisfaflory than wc have fecli 
at any foiincr perk d. But bccaufc you have fuch a profpedl at this 
moment, you arc by no means certain that a fafif and honourable 
peace could be (obtained. That h, at this moment, premature ; 
but a continuance of ) our pcrfevciance fome time longer, will, irt 
all piohability produce that happv cfFcrt. Compare the fituation anil 
refources of this countiy, feeling for the burdens of the country, 
which muft be felt by the pix3r and induftrious to a certain extenti 
and ckpioring tlieir ncccfiity as they mull obftiucl the increafing', 
wealth of the country. Look alfo at the manufecSlures and tradfi 
and icvcnuc, and compare it with the cxpenccs of the war. Com- 
pare the annual expenditure of 20 or 25 millions Itcrling, to the 
enormous film ot 27 millions fttrling per month, or 324naiinonf 
per annum, the fum yearly expended by France. After you have 
made thefe eompaiifons, icll me whether you will lay afidc your cx* 
ertioni,, under the peculiar circuniftances in which you are iiow 
placed. You have laid on taxes unprecedented in th^ir amount, 
but at the fame time having tiie fatisfe£lion to know that they are' 
borne by the inhabitjnits of this country without any material , 
preffurc.-— You arc provided therefore with the moft ample auid K* 
beral fupplies for the prefent campaign. But is that the cafe 
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France ? Kfo. Every nionth, every week, is an additloftd fttalrf' 
of the new machine, and they are not provided with any adequate 
funds for that enormous expcncc which I have mentioned, 
laife it all by^ forced means, by requifitions, by robbery, and plun- 
der. I have trefp ilTcd too long on the patience of the Houfe. ^ I 
conclude by obfervlng again, that I was for a more favourable ofdc^ 
of things, and I cannot therefore approve of any attempt at nego- 
ciation at this moment : but by a vigorous profccution of the war 
for a Ihort time, we have every reafonabic profpe6l that we (hall be 
^able to procure for ouifelves a folid, pcrnuncnt and hijneumble 
peace. 

Mr. WILBERFORCE in reply combated the charge of incon- 
fiftency which had been objeded to him- He had, it was true, 
fupported the war , but a change of circumftances made him now 
wifli to terminate it. He did not make his prcfcnt motion from 
any love of French principles ; he detefted them ; and having turned 
his mind to the confideration of the fubjed as much as any gentle- 
man, the elfcd of fuch confideration led him to think, that the 
French fadions were influenced by a love of power, and not of 
liberty. He refpeded the opinion of the right honourable the Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer ; and though it might have great weight in 
forming his judgement, yet that judgement, when once formed, 
and the refult of much thought and inquiry, he could not give up, 
out of refped to him, whatever confidence he may place in his wif- 
dom or integrity. Mr. Wilbcrforcc concluded by faying, How- 
ever, Sir, this motion may terminate, I have the fatisfadion to 
Ijiink that I have done my duty, ‘ hhetavi anlmurn and 1 am 
not anfwerable for the event.” 

The Houfe then divided on the motion for the order of tlic day , 
Ayes 201 ; Noes 86. — Majority 115.

A Motion vi'as made, tliat no Member fliould prelumc to qutt 
town without leave of abfencc. 

This motion gave rife to a debate, in which die fubjcdl of the 
Pirinceuf Wales’s debts was alluded to, as a reafon in luppoitof the 
motion. 

Mr. Chancellor PITT availed .limfclf of the opportunity afforded 
by the introdudion of the Prince’s debts into the debate, to ftatc, 
that the mode which he meant to pmpofe was, that the quantum 
of the income to be granted to the Prince of Wales, (houkl be dif- 
cuflfed fcparatcly from the debts— -that the quellion of how much, 
and whether any part of that income fliould be appropriated to the 
payment of ' the debts, would come next under difcuffion ; but that 
in the debate on Monday next, relative to the debts, no fpecific par( 

fhe income could be appmpriated-*-«*but that jt bould only then b^ 
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'•determined, whether any pilit fhould be appropriated : -^the amount 
of the appropriation would not come regularly into the debate till the 
bUJUthat might be brought in (hould be in a Committee. 

Mr. FOX ftafed, that what he wifhed was, that the incorpe 

ytjjild go on, indcj)cndcnily of any other confideratioii, and that it 
not interfcie witli the fubjecl of the debts. From the man- 
ner ill whi'di Mr Pitt had (»pcncd the biifineis to the Houfc, he 
^ had conceived tliat t!ie income was to have been kept feparate *fxcan 
the debts. 

Mr.* RYDER fald, that the mode by which it was propofed to 
get nd of one inconvciiicnce, tended to intioduce another. Mr. Fox 
had vifhcd to fcjmcee the debts f om the income, and to vote the 
iricorno hrd. But the right honoinnblo gt nticman would recollect 
that tb.ough the Houfe might be timiptcd to grant a large income, 
it a pan of It were to be appmjiti iti d to the payment of the debts, 
yif that they might nut bt induced to grant fo large an income, if 
part of It V ere not to be nppiopn.ited to tuch payment. 

Ml. bOX filing! h’d, that a fubjcift not being fimple in all its 
Pwiirs, afforditJ no nafon againft attempting to make it as fimple as 
poTibk. 

Ml FOWYh faid, there appeared to him to be tw'o feparate in- 
fir tu^ions ntctflary, lirft, fur the regulation of the expence in order 
to piv\cnt any debts being contraded in future, and fccondly, for 
the lh|uidanon of rho^c debts already contrafted. In one circum- 
llince, be confefied, that he had experienced fome degree of difap- 
pointment , he liad hoped that the notice now given of the bill in- 
tended to be brought in would have produced fome communication 
to the Hiiuic, fioin the illuftrious perfonage moft immrdiucly in- 
terefied in the tranfaiflion. 

Mr CR]j]Y profeffed himfclf Hill of his former opinion, that 
no noticv ought to be taken of the debts, and that every application 
for theJi p,t\ nil. .t viiight to be rcliftcd. He confidcred a pc^fitive re- 
fulal as the only anlwer which ought to be given to a propofition for 
the payment of debts which never ought to have been contracted. 
To tlioft , liowcver, who thought otherwifc, he could not help rep- 
marking, that the queftion was unfairly put. It was ftatcJ, that 
they were only called upon to vote for fuch a fum a$ abftra<Sedly 
confidcred, was adequate to the purpofes of a proper eftablifhment 
for the Prince of Wales, while at the fame time it was fuggefted, 
that they ought to vote for the particular fum, with a view to the 
portion to be annually appropriated for the payment of debt. Let 
the Houfe then be undeceived ; let them not by this unfair mode of ✓ 
|)lending the queftion be led away with the idea, that they are only 
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voting a proper ^cftablilhment^ while they arc in faft called upon for 
the payment of debts. If the honour of the Royal family had been 
confiiltcd, a different proceeding would, in his opinion, have 
adopted. The Miniftcr M'ould, in the firft inftance, have come to 
the Houfe for a proper edablifhmcnt, and then an exprefs meffage, 
might have been brought down from His Majefty, with the 
of the Prince, praying for relief, with refpeft to the debts which 
had'becn unfortunately contrafled. This would have been much 
better than the prefent mode of proceeding, which had the ignomi- 
nious appearance of tjing down the Prince virhout his owMConfcnt. 
'I'he whole of the tranfaftion, however, as it Hood with refpcA to 
the debts, he muft again Ante, met with his direct difapprobation- 

Mr. CURWEN faid, that he confidcred as pcrfLi^.lIy fair the 
notice w'hich had been given by the right honourable gentleman. 
He had voted for the larger fum, meaning to bring forward a pro- 
polition that the whole of the augmentation, 65,000!. fliould be 
applied to the liquidation of the debts. The remaining 65,000!. 
he fliould leave the Prince todifpofe of as he pleifcd, without any 
limitation as to his not contracting farther. He truflcd that his 
Royal Highnefs underftood too well the fenfc of the Houfe w ith rc- 
fpccSl to the prefent tranfadtion, to incur the rifquc of fuch a ftep in 
future. If he fliould, however, again prefume to run in debt, 
the confcquences might be fuch as it would neither be pleafant tor 
that Houfe to take, nor for him to be taken. 

Mr- Chancellor PITT remarked that the prefent con\erfation 
was not ftridlly in order. JJy the mode of proceeding which he had 
adopted, he wiflied the Houfe to difcufs, firft, whut income ought 
to be given to the Prince, and next, what provilion fliouUi be fet 
apart out of that income, for the liquidaiion of debt. He wiflicd 
them firft to difpofc of the general queftiOn, in order that they might 
come to the particular difcuinon in tlic Committee. J 3 y the notice 
whidi he had given, he did not intend, that. on Monday next they 
Ihould difcufs what appropriation fliould be made for the payment 
of debt, but only whether there (hould be any appropriation at all ? 

A motioji was made that Mr. Charles Yorkc have leave to go 
outbf town on public affairs, which was explained to be to attend 
his duty as a ficld-oflicer. After fome converfation, in which it 
was ftated that every regiment had three field-officers, any one of

Mr. Chancellor PITT moved, that the Houfe refolvc itfclf into 
a Conimirrce of the whole Ploufe, on the Convention between His 
Miijelly and the Emperor. 

The Speaker having left the Chair, 

Mr. Chancellor PIT'!" f?id, that important as he felt this mca- 
fuic to be, as many of the confidcrations connefted with it had 
been involved in other difeuffions, and even in that* which had Lift 
taken place, he Ihould not have occafion to trouble the Houfe at 
length. It did nor occur to him to be ncccffary to fay any thing at 
pjcfcnt as to the propriety and reafonablcncfs of availing ourfelvcs of 
every means of afli fiance for the vigoious profccution of the conteft 
in which i^e were engaged, or as to the expediency of fecuringto 
ourfclves in tlie way propofed by this convention, the co-operation 
of fo great a military power as the Emperor, ri he Houfe had al- 
ready decided on th<3fe ixrints. They had, however, referved to 
thcmfclvcs, when the conditions fliould be laid before tliem, to 
judge both as to the fccurity aflbrded for the aflifiancc, to the extent 
to which it had been ftipulatcd, and for the repayment of the fums 
advanced. When the meffage was originally brought down, it was 
doubtful whether with a view to a larger fum, ftill more extenfivc 
co-operation might not have been required than that which was now 
fixei The advances that had been already made wxnt to the ex* 
ceedings above the four millions ; they amounted to about 559,000!. 
From the general vote of the Houfe on the former occafion, he col- 
Icifted that this fum would fufficiently meet with their approbation. 
He then entered into a recapitulation of the Convention as to the 
terms of the loan, the fccurity affo’^ded for the performance of the 
ftipulations, and the payment of the fum. Eveiy piecaution had 
been taken that could tend to render the tranfaflion fafe or advan** 
tageous to us. A confidcrable delay had taken place, whichs had 
bew full of anxiet/r to thofs concerned in the fpeculation, as djey 
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"were obliged to have thtir money 5 n readincft. Gentlemen on tl\r 
other fide had formerly flatc l, that the tranfadlion did*not prefenc 
a very advantageous prfifnc<^ to the fubfcribfis. fortunately, how- 
'cver, the revcife was tlic and ho had no doubt that gentlemen 
would rejoice in the ciroumftnncc, both as a fjmptom of the floun^y, 
ing ftatc of public cre<iit, and as it was fair that thofe whov’‘^<'*7'ii 
th^rifquc, fliould Hkcwifc reap the advantage of any change that 
had taken place. With rcfpedl lo the fubfcilbcrs, therefore, he 
iliould confidcr tint the difcuffion ftood precifoly on the fame footing 
as formerly. He did not confidcr it nccelfary for him to •fa)' rriorc, 
eftcccpt he Ihould have occafion to add an) thing in the w'ay of cx- 
plamfinn. He concluded with moving the following refolulion. 

^ Refolved, that it is the opinion of this Committee, that pm- 
vifion fhoiild be made for guaranteeing tlic payment of the dividend 
of 4,600, oool. provided by the convention between his Imperial 
Majefty and the King of Great Biitain, of tlic 4th of May 1795 

After making liis motion, he ftxitcd, tha*- it was his intention to 
propofe to the fubfcubcis an additional flnlling, long annuities ; 
but of this it was not ncccflary to fay any tiling now, as the addition 
could only be voted in a Committee of Supph'. 

Mr. FOX faid, he lliould nOt, on the prefent occ ifion, go at 
large into the general arguments on the fuppolcd policy of the iiihJcA 
now before the Committee , bccaufe there was not that attendance 
Which he thought the matter demanded. It wms therefore exceed- 
ingly probable that he fiiould call the attention of the Ilonfc to it at 
a future period, if he fliould find it tal'vcn up in the manner which 
^ thing fo very ftrious and extraordinary in his opinion deferved. But 
he could not help making fom^* ofifervations upon it now. When 
this bufinefs was before the Houfc on a former day, they w'ere told 
that four millions were to be granted to the Emperor, on condition 
of his providing two hundred th(/ufanJ men foi the common caufc, 

Us it was termed, but that if he Ihould provide a larger army, it 
was faid that there Ihould be no objeflion on our part to granting 
him the Aim of fix millions; and it was faid, that the Empeior had 
received feme of this money in part of the whole loan ; and at that 
time not known how the propofals would be accepted in 

'ViemSW^* The fadi now was, that he was to receive four millions 
lilt htuidfed thoufand pounds over and above the Aims which had 
Iwn dtreaefy advanced to him- What was the confcquencc of this ? 
^EKd'Ac Emperor undertake to furnifli more than the two hundred 
thoufiind men P No fuch thing ; and it now appeared that the JE^m- 
had never agreed to what had been ftated to the Houfc by die 
lilinifter. Perhaps it was not criminal on the part of our Goventt 
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mcnt to ad<^nnco the money x'lh'ch the Emperor had a£hiajly TC^ 
reived ; but he was^ furc that the Houfe of Commons ought taha>i^<t 
more and better information than the Minifters had been plcafed to 
'*give them, before they jorced to a propofition which was both darir 
^gsffous and alarming. There was a rumour that tlfis faitliful ally 
a^ed in a manner not very confiflent with the c^arafter 
whidiliad been given him, if that rumour be true, we were about 
to proceed upon \ciy in^portant buHnef* indeed, without the loaft 
, 'feminity that we (lioiild not be deceived- It had been faid# that 
when the BrhlsTi and allied armies were in a fituation c.f the grcatcft 
peril, and wlicn a dday ol only twenty-four hours of the Auflrians 
would h.ivcbcen eireiuul, that del.i} had be(n lefukd by his Im- 
periil Majefty 5 and the filence of the Minil^er njxm that fubjcft 
made Ml. lojc think tliat this iiimour was well founded. We 
had cont nued lo pay the Emperor one hundred thoufand pounds n 
moinh ahtT ht had defe ted us. When an ii^quiry was proiw d to 
be made into this brf.ncfs we were told thcie wtic fomc difficuldce 
in the way of an oplanation. He would afk, was (hat an anfwer 
to a flunk of Commons called upon to vote away by millioris the 
public monc It was ohjeefed to by in my, and by l»im j>articularly 
on the difcuflion oi the riuiTiaii treaty, thatwelhould pay our mo- 
ney in fnch large fums without having an oppoitunuy of knowing 
corre£Hy how former engagements had been fulfilled. 1 he Houfis 
was told they coulcLnot hive any prccife information, becaufe th& 
regul u returns of me (jprrations c»f the armies had not been made* 
'I'his wa*!, in nis opinion, a fcandalous omifiion. He difapproved 
of the PruHian treaty , but that treaty contained an article, by which 
w'e were entitled to call for an account, but which we never knew 
how far it had been enforced becaufe nd iiKjUiiy had been inlfitutcd. 
But in this treaty there w’as no fuch power in point of facf, and yet 
we had been careful to picferve the appearance of it. If, in one 
month, the Emperor ftiould fail in the perfi^imancc of his engage- 
ment, we might have correct infoimation, but we had no means 
to prevent that failure. It had been ftated that we were not anCwcr- 
able for the whole amount of the loan, if the Emperor fhould 
fail ; we were anfwerablc only for the dividends from time to timC' 
as the failure (hould occur. He really tliought this curious. He 
could not help fmiling at, although he hid heard that ignorance is? 
apt to fmile. He was really too ftupid to fee the diftinaion between 
being anfwerablc for the whole fuin, and paying for ever the dividenda 
^hat fliall become due upon it. The diftin6Hon between that and 
paying a fum of money lie did not comprehend. He wiflied to 
IeIK^ upon what <3^ fecurity retted with regard to this loan» 
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(hould be anfwered; to doubt> on the pimfiualitjr of the payment 
ibf the Emperor : now upon tliis he wifhed tor feme cKpbnation be- 
fore the Houfc proceed farther in diis bufinefs. There were fomc 
perfoOs, and he confeffed he one of that number, who had 
fume doubts concerning this punctuality, as well as refpcCling tijc 
fulfilment of the' military engagements of his Imperial 
Itrld thefe were points which requited a good deal of explanation. 
Here Mr. Fox read an extrafl of a letter from a perfon at Vienna to 
Ks correfpondont here, Hating that the Court of Vienna had comc^i 
to a refolution not to pay dividends of old loans to any perfbns refi- 
dent in France ; and to another refolution, not to pay any perfons 
who had not emigrated from France — that was to f’v, the Emperor 
would not pay except where emigration was proved. Sums of mo- 
ney were due to a religious order in France, and the Empcior faid 
he would not pay them unlcfs they proved tlicy had emigrated from 
France : and by the fccond refolution, he faid he would not pay 
them, bccaufe they happened to be in the Auftrian Netherlands, at 
the time the French over-ran that quarter. In anfwcr to the Mi- 
niftcrs aiTertion, that we had made good ufe of our ciedit, by the 
terms of the loan, he oWerved there were two arguments againft 
fuch a mode of proceeding — Hrft, it was not honourable for the 
Britith Houfe of Commons, to fell the intcreftof the public credit, 
and, fccondly, if it was to be fold, it fiiould be fold for what it was 
really wortli. But as to the idea that the Emp^r intended to keep 
his engagements, he lioped he did , but then the Houfc of Com- 
mons of Great Britain ought to inquire whether he w'as able as well 
as willing. It was not the lime now to go at large into the general 
queftion of the policy of this loan. But there was another point 
extremely important indeed, and which ought to be attended to by 
that Houfc. He faw in this convention no Ihpulation that the Em- 
peror (hould not make a feparate peace. On the contrary it was 
carefully avoided , and it was to be obferved, that this convention 
was figned at Vienna at the very time that the Emperor publifhed 
the refeript to the Diet of Ratifbon, the fubfiance of which was 
pretqr wcU knpwn. The Miniftcr infifted that this matter was dif- 
cuiTcd yd^day, and the dccifion of the Houfe made it unnccclfary 
to bufinefs again. Now he faw it in the diredt con- 

trary view. What was the queAion lal^ night? It was this: 
'^hdtker it was wife and judicious for one of' the contederates 
againft France, vh. Great Britain, to negociate with France at this 
tfme? What was the determination of the Houfc upon that fub-^, 

f ? It was! this— -That it would be unwife in us to do any ftiing 
could tend to w eaken that confederacy. A dedfion 
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■ bjr' no^inearis applauded, but fudi Was the ficcilion. . And yiik U 
was this moment propofed, by the refolution before the'Committ^i 
that we (hould .embark our credit with one of the members of that 
very confederacy, who had done the veiy thing which the decifioA 
the Houfe lad night pronounced to b^ fo dangerous. He thotight 
W?*P^ipt authentic. Minifters might think it was not autfaeidc. 
HeViflied to know, whether it was authentic or not. 4f it iJas, 
we were going to etnbark with an ally who, according to the laft* 
' guage of the Miniller, and the determination of the Houfe lafi nigh^ 
was goirg to annul the whole phn of our future operations, and for 
which wc were now to vote away millions of the public money, by 
weakening the confederacy and ftrengthening the enemy. If there 
was a doubt on the autlienticify of this refeript (and heconfeffed, 
from what he heard the Miniflcr fay laft night, he feared there was 
a doubt,) it was a very alaimlng thing, and ought to be explained 
immediately, for the Emperor had given us no intelligence upon 
the fubjedt. He certainly had time enough, for the fubjeft of this 
loan had been under his confideration for fome months. If tlic 
Emperor purfued tlic punciple of tliis rcfciipt, and endeavoured to 
make peace, it might flill be faid that peace might not be had im^ 
mediately. He thought fo too, but then, if France was, as Mi* 
nifters dated it to be, at its laft gafp, that wifti for peace could mot 
be long dcla) ed. Under thefe impreffions, he hoped that the Houfe, 
accuft('med even a#th€y had been to the infinccrity and falfehoodof 
Mimftcrs throughout the whole progrefs of this war, would fee th$ 
ncccflity of an inquiry into the condudl of thofe our faithful allies# 
If peace fhould be foon concluded between the French and the Em- 
peror, he wiflied the Houfe to reflefl that wc ftiajl have given file 
whole of four millions fix hundred thoufand pounds ablolutcly for 
nothing.* There had been fomething (aid upon the diftinSion be- 
tween the character of the Emperor as fuch, and that of King of 
Hungary and Bohemia ; that, as Emperor, he might agree to a peace 
with France, but as King and Archduke, he might purfuc the war 
with vigour. This wras pcrfeftly ridiculous, for whenever pesU^ 
was agreed upon, one of the leading articles of the treaty muft be, 
that he ftiould not fufFer troops deftined againft France to pafs through 
any of his dominions, and therefore he would forbid fuch troops from 
going through Bohemia againft France. But he was afraid, that all. 
the hopes of the majority, who fupported this war, were now in tho 
inftneertty of the Emperor, as to this refcript Exclufivc of the in-^ 
^famy of foteh a principle, he advifed the Houfe to be cautious in 
trafting tp fuch a fecuri^, for he knew of no rtsd feci^rity in tho, 
itondud of any man, if diat oondu^ was not foundiM on the pdhf 
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ciplcs of fair dealing- What iccurity liaJ \rc that \\liat rtic Ena- 
peror was dojn^ in L^jndou was lincarr, anti that wli.it he w'n.s ti. ini;' 
in \hcnna was n(>t ail duplicity : we fhouki rather lie 

would accuidmg to what he flioald think tlic iiitcrcfl: of his own 
doiplnions. lie fliould like to know w'irh wlut hiev of finctriu’

?\ir. M. ROJjfNSON thonrdit wcouf^lit to bcverviniKliohh.fd 
to tl'c 1 mpcior foi not taking the whole of our lix millions. 

Mr. IlUSSI’.Y lollowed the idcMof Ml. h>x, with ugaul to die 
loan with the I'.mpcror. we ought either not to ha\c made the uic 
we did of out Cxedit in the terms v^e had mricL, or have Im/uglit it 
fiiii^y to fale. lie then entered upon vaiioiis cahnlations iipc ii the 
fubjed, tolhew the fallacy of the Miniftcr's llatcnients. 

Ml. W. bMrrif faid, that if the money lent to the Km- 
IX'ror to enable him to make ihc grcatell pofliblc exertion in .t enm- 
mon ca.ifc with us, we ought certainly to have procured it fi^r 1 im 
upon the caficll terms, witliout making any advantage of it for oiir- 
fclvcs 'I'Jii-* we oiJglit to have done if the war w;crc likely to hill 
but one campa'gn, much moic when it might probably be continued 
for tw o or three. For the fame reafons we ought not to havafuffcrcd 
him to pay 250,000!. commith(»n upon it, when we might have 
procured it foi him without that cxpencc. It had been hinted, 
that, all hough the Empcior might make peace as head of the Ger- 
manic body, he might continue tlic war as King.of Hungary and 
Bohemia. How he was to divide his two capacities in fuch a cafe, 
it was not very cafy to comprehend. If, as Emperor of Germany, 
he was convinced of the nc'ccffity of reftoring peace to Europe, it 
was natural to fuppofc that he muft feel the fame neceffity as King 
of Hwngaiy and Bohemia.

The h 111 vir.ddc 1 ) RYDKR gave notice, tint to-inoirow he 
fli"' lo r’.' e for Ic nc to bring in a bill to grant certain privileges to 
w^cx'l CiS , gic'it nnnilxrs of whom hid been materially inju*"cd 
in tliei. ttaiLn D the intiodiKlion of machines. He faiJ, that it 
had been nfml \rii re the introdudiion ol machmorv in nny bnncli of 
nvinuf iftiirc which operated tortile gtneial good, yet Ijorc particu- 
larly h n 1 on individuals, to grant them fucli re lief as the wifdom of 
J\irliamcnt might think proper. Tiie nature and purport of this 
bill would he to grant a fimilai privilege to woolcombcrs, who had 
been thrown out of bread by ilic intiodudlion of machines, as was 
given to foldicrs and failris when difchnrgcd from their refpedtive 
fcrviccs, VIA. that of h' hig entitled lo let up and follow^ any trade 
or calling, in any city or tAvn, whcie they base not ferved an ap- 
prcnticcfliip, or arc nc't free, without being obliged to remove thcre-^ 
from until they actually become chargeable. 

Mr, LONG moved the order of the day for the third reading of 
the bill for the regulation of hawkers and pedlars. Bill read a third 
^ time. 

Colonel STANLEY moved a claufe to be added to the bill,, to 
■fcpeal three claufes in the bill, which reftrided ha\,kers and p.dUi^ 
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froth trading Ihi or nearer to any market-town than the diftancc of 
two tPiles, circept on market and fair days. This reftricticn, the 
Colonel fiiid, was laid upon the hawkers and pedlars at the time the 
fhop tax originally took place, in order to equali7iC the firuation of 
the tw’o deferiptions of dealers, and to prevent hawkers and pcdl^t 
having too great an advantage over tlic fettled and icgular (hop^j^jyf 
from the operation that tax would have upon them. The ifiojTax 
having now ccafed, he thought it was but juflice that the reftii<5Hon 
which took place on the hawkers and pedlars, in confcqucnce of that* 
tax, Otogl^t to ceafe alfo. The haw'kcis and pedlais wcrCj^^ he (aid, 
an indultrinus and valuable body of men, and deferved the encou- 
ragement of Parliament, as thev contributed to a vt.rv wide and cx- 
tenfive circulation of the maniifafturcs of the countiy, and enabled 
people who lived at a diftancc from large towns and cities to accom- 
modate themfclves wath goods they wanted, at a cliLMpcr and more 
convenient rate than they could poffibly do without their rcguUr vi- 
fits. He therefore fubmitttd to the confidci ation of the Houfc the 
ncceflity of adopting this claufe, for the puipofc of doing away the 
reftiidfion complained of. 

Mr. LONG feconded the motion; when a fliort convcifation 
took place, in which Mr. Francis, Mr. Hawkins Browm, Mr. 
Thornton, and others, took part. 

Mr. M. A. I'AYLOR, in particular, declared, that the inha- 
bitants of tow ns throughout the country parts of England laboured 
under confiderablc inconveniences, from the exorbitant pi ices wdiich 
iTiopkccpcrs ufed to charge, by Iviving the cxclufivc pmilcgc of fcl- 
ling goods, and that a kind of monopoly was thus inerLafed, which 
•would be done away if hawkers wcic permitted to come and fell ihcif 
goods in tlie fame place. Befidcs, it was unjuft to prevent thefe 
men, wdio paid a tax, from enjojing a benefit which ftiopkeepcrs 
enjoyed, wlio paid no tax at all for any licence to fell goods. 

The Houfc then divided on the queftion ;

Mr. ANSTRUTHER, Solicitor General to his Royal Highnefs 
^hc Prince of Wales, as Duke of Cornwall, acquainted the Houfe, 
that the Prince of W ales, while the queftion relative to his eftab- 
Jiflimcnt was under the confidcration of the Houfc of Commons, 
bad thought the proper condud for him to obferve was to avoid ex- 
prefling any opinion or wifli upon the fubjed , fully fcnfible that the 
liberality and wifdom of Parliament would make fuch arrangements 
as (hould be beft fuited to the iituation of his affairs, the dignity ofs 
ibe Royal family, and the intereft of the Public : But having un- 
l^erftood^ that it was tlie defire of many rcfpcdablc perfons, that- 
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his wilhes and (pinions upon the fubjefl fhould he known, his Ro 3 Rtt 
Highnefs liad authorifod him to alTurc the Houfe, that he is eil* 
tremely defirous rhit fach regulations may be adopted, as to the 
wil'dom of Parliament fJuill feem moft expedient and advifcable, 
n^r the piirpofc of ell iblifliinj^ order and regularity in the expenditure 
<!‘*3jly.s,income, and to prevent the incurring of debt in future,— 
And] at tlie fame time, his Ro)al Highnefs Ind anthorifed him 
farther to exprefs his earnkH: delirc, that the Iloufe ^ill appiopriatc 
fuch pare of the income, which thej may intend to allot to him, to 
the liquidation of the d^bN with which he is embanaffed, as, un-* 
dcr all the present circumftanccs, (hall feem to the w ifdom and u- 
dence of tlic Houfe moft expedient and advifiblc, fully fenfible 
til at, however large that appropriation may be, the Houfe will be 
guided fohly by the confidt ration of what fhall appear to them the 
moft a)iiduclve to his honour, and the intcrf'ft of the Public. 

Mr. Chancellor PI'l'T faid, that, iivconfcquence of the com- 
munication which bad juft been made to tho Houfe, he rofe with 
fcnlimcnts of much lefs anxiety and much greater fatisfadlion than 
he hill evp' i«cnced in any formfr part of this tranfaition. In 
bringing ioi wird tins buftnefs, which he had realon to hope would 
have htcp in ihelf highly fatisfaclory, but which peculiar circum- 
ftancca had rendered e‘’frcmcly painful, he had not however been 
without fomc degree of confolation. tie had fatisfadlion in con- 
templating, the principles wnich had given rife to the difficulties at- 
tendant on tlic traiifiilion. He obferved '\ith plcafure, that a Par- 
liament winch had never failed in any C'^preffion of loyalty to their 
Sovereign, or nttaihnicnt to his family, which had never been want- 
ing in difcovcnng a j)roper fp<rit of liberality, when the occallon 
called for it, had no lefs in the prefent inftai>ce fhewn a degree of 
jealoufy, care, and cirenmfpc<ffion, wdien a demand was made upon 
the pockets of their conftituents, attended with fomc circurnftanccs 
'winch they could not altogether approve. He had no lefs fatisfaflion 
in obferving that the illuftrious perfonage himfelf w^as imprefled 
with a juft fenfe of that line of condudft, which regard to his cha- 
radler and fttuatiun required him to purfgc, and he tnifted that the 
Houfe had that day received an cameft of the future difpofitions of 
his Royal Highness, and of that regard to the vrelfarc of the people, 
which would diflinguifli him in the exalted fituation to which he one 
day might be called. Under that impreffion, he hoped that there* 
would be little dilFcrence of opinion as to the propofition which he 
Ihouid now fubmit to the Houfe, The inftru^ion which he meant* 
to move went precifely to the two objeefts to which his honourable 
|[riend had fcferred in the communication from his Royal Highnid*s 
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• — tivj rrgulntirn (»f the c'^pcndkuic of his houfcfiold, and the np- 
piopri of pnrt of the income foi tlic difcliArgc of debt. It was 
certainly fitmfa'loiy to the Houfr to know that his Royal Highn^fs 
was peifccllv dilpolcd to concar in whatever arrangements the 
dom of Pailntnaat might adopt with lefpeft tu thefe two o hjef^ ^ 
He hop(\I, that by tins eominimication every difficulty vwwjfrbc ' 
confidcrahly Icffinid, though it nii'^ht not perhaps be entirely re- 
rhoved, as Tome A-h mher., hovivver difpofcd tofuppoitthc credit 
and dignity or ihc Ihii.cc by the grant of a proper eftabliQimi nt, ‘ 
had c\pi <1 ihtir opinion that no notice ought to he taken of t'le 
d^ jts elf all 'File qncllinn, he vould remark, at prefent, was no^ 
what p.iit ol tliL income ffiould be appropriated to .be paymenr of 
debt? nor did the indru'^ion he had now^ to prop go fo much as 
to narrov' fh'’ amount even of chc larged fum that had been iiij;- 
gefted fur that purpofe.

mcnc uf (k ^ The bulinefs appeared to him to reft upon fo plain 
a pmp'ili kmi, and be in itftlf fo fclf-cvidcnt, that, leOrving all 
paiU-'utu dvMils fbi future difcuflion, he tinftcd that whif he had 
now to p.op lie would meet the almoft unanimous concurrence of the 
Iloiife. Ih oaiciudcd with moving, 

“ That r be an mftiurtion to the gentlemen who ire appoinfed 
to prepare and bring in a bill for enabling His Majefty to gnint 
a ye'rly fum or iums of money, out of ihc confolidated fund, 
towards pioviding for the < ftabliftiment ot their Royal Hiuhnelfcs 
the Prince and Princefs of WaHs , that they do make provifion in 
the fait! bill fir cftabUfliinga regular and putulual order of [laymcnt 
in tile Prince^ future cxpendUuie, and for guarding agaiiift his in- 
curring debts in fiituie , and alfo for appropiiating a proportion of 
the Piince’s annual income towards the. gradual difeharge of the in- 
"Ct^brances to wliich bis Royal Higbncfs is now fubjciSf.'* 

DUNCOMBE ftated, that ho was one of thofe\Vhohad 
'voted for the inferior fum. With whatever concern he might* rife 
tbTobfirad anv piooeedingrhat profefled, as its objed, the eafe and 
2 
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.comfort of his Royal Highncfs, lie confiderctl die call of duty as 
piramoimt to all otlicr roniidcrations. It was ilij duty of the icpre-* 
fc;atativcs of the Biititli nation to fpeaU, when the occafion wur- 
hjjuted, w^ith apiopcr boldncfs, to pcifons even in the rnoft c:cakcd" 
.^^ation- Under this impreffion he mud: fay, that l^arham^nt could 
niS^onfiftcnrly w’ifh their duty to their confrituc n' s, or w'lh thit 
inviolable rej^ard which they ovved to truth and huJity, after the 
folcmn alfuiances they liad lecuvcd on a fbinicr o-'eafiun, umfunt^i 
f.eond lime to pay the ilebts of the Fnnee ot WaLf,. Thofu af- 
furances he could not now tamely a»nfcnt lo give up , he conhdered 
th in as cngigemcnts to the people ot England, which ho ought 
not to f.'.rllit. lie remarked, that, at a peiifid luchas tli*- prcEnt, 
.then' attaclic'l particiilai dunes to a Piincc, which legird to die 
v’t If'rr the people indilpwnfaLly called upon him to fulfil. At 
a nriiC, faid Mi. Duncoinbe, wlien tlic comforts anti conve- 
niMUvs of life are wanting to the middle dafles of fociety, when 
til' poor arc fcarcely fiipplivd <vtn with common ncceflaiics, aiul 
when the piolpcrt of .1 vli util becomes every day moic alarming, I 
caiin it h'hn to the hllc claims of fplcndor and magnificence : I 
that at f"vh a time the benevolent feelings of his Royal High-p 
/iids will dilpt'fc hii.i rather to fympathii^c with the diftrcfs of the 
lowLi ou^cr'^, and to f.-cnikc fonicthing for their relief, tlianto form 
fdfilh and extravagant pretenfions. 'I'hcrc is another confideiatinn 
wIikIi d^’hi vcs to bcattiiidcd to: In thefc diftcmpered tunes let us 
beware tiow, by an unncccflary or wanton profufion of the public 
money, we fuinifh the favourers of wild and dangcious innovations, 
with a Colour and plaufibility for their aiguments. As a friend to 
til- Iicrcditary monarchy, as an atlhcrcnt to tlic family on tlie "I nronc, ' 
1 feel myfclf called upon to refift the motion. Let us rccoilc^^t that 
tlicrc arc other branches of the Royal family. If, after the affur- 
aPx'c w'c received, we again confent to pay the debts of his Royal 
4 lighncfs, we (hall cflabhfh a precedent, of W'hich W’c cannot tell to 
w'har purpofc it may be applied, or to wdiat extent it might be car- 
ried. I do not mean to fay that the debts ought not to be paid, 
but I look to other refourccs for that purpofc : 1 look firft to the 
juftice of his Royal Highncfs to make provifion for the payment of 
thofe debts that fhall bo. proved to be juft; many of the prefent 
claims I apprehend do not come under that defeription ; 1 look 10 
his future ceconomy in the regulation of his houfehol J i and, laftly, 

I look to tlie afliftance which he may derive from the well-known 
munificence of his Royal father. As the idea of a tempotary re- 
tirement has been fuggefted, I have only torcmaik, that from fuch- 
a retiieitwnt his Royal Highncfs might reap great a/lvantage in fer- 
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tili^ing his aSairs, and be again enabled to emerge with frelh fplen^ 
jjor. Retirement, it has been remarked, is the nurfc of reflexion ; 
by its influence liis Royal Highncfs might be enabled to confi m 
thofe refolutions whicli he has cxprelTal in his communication to the 
Hoiife, and to return again into public life fortified againfl futipC 
error, and qualified for the important duties of that higlufctlon 
which he may one day be called upon to fill.” 

Mr. CURWKN expreffed lus fatisfaclion .it the meffage which 
had been received from his Royal Highncfs, and which he conceived • 
would produce the moft favourable impicffion in the country. He 
hoped that it would piove on the part of tlic Prince an earned of 
his future attention to the happinefs of the country, which was fo 
cflcntially connected with liis own intereft. He rcmaikcd the 
cruelty that would be attached to the lituationof his illuflrious con- 
fort, if, by a rcfufal of that Houfe to make any provifioii for the 
debts, (he was left expofed to the taunts and infults of creditors. 
He wi(hed that his Royal Highncfs might be put in a fituation to 
obtain refpedit, and to defer vc it , he had therefore voted for the 
larger income with a view to the application of a confiderablc part 
of it to the difcharge of the debts. He agreed that the times, as 
they nqw were, were unfavourable to the laying any addirional bur-' 
den upon their conllitucnts, and regretted that the Houfe had a$ 
yet received no communication on the fubjed from His Majefty, 
whom both from his paternal relation to the illuftiious perfonage, 
whofe fituation was the objed of dilcuflion, and from the ftill higher 
charader in which he flood father of the country, he had expefled, 
would have come forward on the occpfion. He had hoped that he 
would have done fomething, and fomething confidcrable, in the way 
of extricating the Piincc from his difficulties. As the bufinefs now 
'flood, even if the larger fuin (hould be applied, it would require a 
period of ten years before the whole debt could be liquidated , dur- 
ing all this time his Royal Highncfs mud remain under a degree 01 
conftraint and embarrafirnent. 

Mr. GREY faid, that though he had undoubtedly a claim to the 
mod candid interpretation of his motives, he was happy that in the 
part which his duty (hould compel him to take in the prefent dif- 
cuflion, he had been preceded by a rcfpecUbIc gentleman (Mr. Dun- 
combe) on the other fide of the Houfe. Every perfon mud concur 
in the fatis(a£lion which had been exprdTed at the meflage delivered 
by t||ie authority of his Royal Highnefs. He was happy to receive 
it, not as a mcafure taken upon the fpur of the occalion, but as the 
dinccre exprefllon of his feelings, with refpedl to the Houfe: he 
wilhed indeed that the whole gra^c of the tran&<EHon had belonged 
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his Royal Ilighnefs; tliat it had not jKBviouiJjr fecn i _ 
‘ from any oAer quarter ; th?t Miniftcis had firft come to the 




difdiatgc of tlic de^)t. At any 

he ints^-confider Minifters as rcfponfible for the former mcfljge, 
which contained the aflurance thJit no fecond application fhould be 
made. They ought undoubtedly to have taken fome means to en- 
force that aflurance, and they were now bound to explain to the 
Houfe why fuch means had not been taken. He wdflied it to be 
under (food whether they were now debating upon the motion as aih 
jt application for the payment of the debt. However Minifters tnighi: 

Tittempt to confound the queftion, it was evident that the additional 
fum, beyond w'hat had been granted to former Princes, was to be 
underftood as given with a view to the difeharge of that debt. He 
adverted to what Mr. Duncombe had faid of the particular periodi 
and a(kcd, wliethcr at this time of calamity and diftrefs, when the 


Jj)eafant w'as fiftrciirtg from the w^ant of biead, thc)^ ought to vote 
aw ay the money of tlieir conftttiK'nt*? for the purpofc of difchaiging 
debts w'hich ought never to have been contrailcd ^ After what had . 
^^affed, no reliance could he lud that thofc provifions, whiv.h 
be made witli refped to future condufl., w'ould be of anyavaib--* 
The only way which the Houfe had of difeharging their duty, was' 
to meet the prefent application with a dircdl rcfufal. His honour-^ 
able friend had ftated that by this rcfufil her Royal Highnefs would 
be expofed to taunts and inful ts. lie hoped that even with the 

fmallcr income and proper ceconoin) , there would be found fuffi- 
cient means to make provifion for the difeharge of tlie debts, more 
cfpecially as in fiich a lituation the Prince would be able to conic to 
a compofition with his cicditors upon much better terms than if the 
idea was to be held out that the bufinefs Was to be taken up by that 
ifloufe. We know, faid Mr. (3rey, that there arc great means in 
the poffeffion of an illuftrious perfonage, and it is to bo hoped tliat 
he will be induced to eome forward with his affiftancc, both front 
regard to the credit of his family, and in oider to maintain the 
.fpeft due to Royalty, which, as an honourable gentleman .well ob* 
ferved, can only beft be preferved by rendering it as little as pof- 
liblc oppreflive to the people.” Thcfe were the confiderations which 
had irrcliftibly compelled him to, the difeharge of a duty, the moft 
painful he had ever experienced 0nce he had the honour of a feat to . 

that Houfe^ . ' . ; 

Mt, Sccretaiy DUNDAS obfcrvrf, that his right honou^c 
friend had brought forwairi the difeoffion to theih^y 
V01..XU. 
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to Cireate confufion. He had firft ftatccf the qucftion of 
1 |m( injcome^ and tlien called the attention of the Houfc to the rc;gu- 
lation of the expcndhdfc, and the provifion' fot the debt, 

^oufe had aheady decided for an Income of 1 25 ,or>ol. The nro- ^ 
tion then was not an application for a ftim of money for thc\dlf- 
chaige of the debts ; the only queftion was, whether the w^iolc in- 
come Ihould be left to the unlimited difpofal of the Prince, or whe- 
ther the expenditure fliould be put under regiilatioi^s, and an ap- 
propriation made with a view to the gradual extinction of the debt. 
No new ftim was demanded; it was cnlv w'lfliul to afeertain in 
what manner that wdilcli had been already givtii fliould be regulated 
and applied, a point in which all, however they m’ght originally 
have differed as to the proper quantum of the income, might be 
expc(9cd to coincide. It was furcly impoffiblc fi^r the Houfe to re- 
fufe to comply with the requefl: of the Prince of Wales to apply his 
income in fuch a manner, by Legillative regulations, as would be 
inoll conducive to the dignity of his ftation, his pcifonal comfort, 
and the fecurity of his creditots. If they declined their intci il icnce, 
it \vouId be impoffible for him to take any fteps for the iffLilual li- 
quidation of his debts , he would then be left expofed to tjie de- 
mands of his creditors, without any other ft curity to offer them 
than his life-intcicft in an annual income. 1 o thofc who had voted 
the larger fum for the difcharge of the debts, he could only fay, 
that the prefent plan fully completed their wirties , and thofo who 
had voted the frnalkr fum, under the expeclation that they would 
be again called upon for the difcharge of liis debts, w'ould a'rtainly 
flart no objcflion, be'caufc their intcntions'wcrc alfo tully anfwcied. 
Mr. Dundas recurring to fcveral haifh rcftridlions wliich had bt'cn 
propofed, and to fcvcral harih wwds which had been iifed on the 
occafion, faid, that it was below the dignity of the Houfe to 
with tm great parfimony , neither was it very generous in the 
Houfe to w'ound the feelings of the Royal ftrangcr, wliom we* had 
invited hither, by any bitter invcdlivcs. Infinuations had been 
made, that we had no affuranccs fimilar demands would not, in 
the courfe of a few years, be again brought forw'ard.

But allowing, jfor 
ihc fake of aigument, that His Maj'efty enjoyed a furplus^ was it 
not a miftrable aigumcnt to advance, that from fuch a pittance His 
M.’jefty could aff )rd a fum which would greatly contribute to the 
cafe of the Pi i nee ? The illuftrous perfon, whofe affairs w'cre now 
* under difcuflion, had not, as Prince of Wales, the firft claims on 


flis Majclry. Arc there no other branches of the Royal family who 
are belter entitled to the pecuniary affiftance of His Majefty • 
7'hcre arc many whofe claims on His Majefty deferve a prior con- 
lidciation. His Majefty is bleffcd with a numerous offspring, which 
no man can contenijilatc without fatisfaftion and delight, that arc 
entitled to every indulgence which his private fortune can afford* 
B'lt as to the illuftiious perfon fo often mentioned, he, as the child 
of the nation, was entitled to the affiftance and piote£lion of that 


natnin. When gentlemen talked of His Majefty 's income, th^ 
recurred w’ith fomc dcgicc of triumph to the revenues which hcdc- 
■*rived from Hanover. But has His Majefty no public duties to dif- 
charge as EleiSor of Hanover ? Has he no ncccffary fplcndor and 
eftablifhment to fuppoit in Hanover? Was he to lob his Hanove- 
rian fubjedls in older to pay debts contradfed in this country by ^ 
Heir Apparent to the Britifh Crown ? The appeal which had beci^. g 
made on this fuhjed, he could condder as neither fair nor candic^ ' 
and, as fuch, he (hould difmifs it without farther obfcrvatioiu, ^ ' 
Mr. MONTAGU thought it highly fit that Parliamcm 
regard itfelf as a tutor to his Roy d Hi^incfs the Prince, becs^f . , 
fpcaking polUically, he conceived his Royal Highneis to ht the £)fl' ' 
i>( the' People, and therefore he tliought it proper that his affidrs 
.ftould be! under the fuperinten^anee of Pailiamcnt. He jbad no 
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doubt tfiat it 'was his Royal Highncfs’s difpofition to do juftice : bu 
it was poffiblc, if the whole iitcomc were to be under his own ^n- 
for hini to have bad advifers, and he might poftpone 
(juidation of his debts, and contrnot new ones , and on that afc- 
cdunt alfo it was proper that Pailliiiient ihould interfere in the ma- 
nagement of his affairs. Under all the confulcrafion he was able 
to give to this important fuhjctl, he tliought himfclf bound to fup- 
port this morion. 

Mr. POWYS thought there could be hut one feeling in the 
Moufe, on the fubftance of the communication from his Royal High- 
.nefs , it had ccrtiinly put the matter in ? more agreeable light than 
any in which he had bcfoie been able to view it , and K*' now con- 
fidered the intended limitations as no longer exafted by the rigour 
of Parliament, but as an a^fl of the Houfc, going hand in hand 
with the Prince of Wales. That this communication \’iould con- 
dilate the affe<!1ion of the Houfc, and of the Public, he had no 
doubt, but that circumftancc neither would nor ought to alter the 
principle upon whicli gentlemen agreed to give aid to Lis Rojal 
Highnefs. His objeds in this bufincfs were two, and difiinft 
points— one the tftablilhmcnt, theoiher the provifion for the debt.< 
In his vote upon the firft, he thought it his duty to concur in making 
a provifion liberal and ample, but th^t, in the application (>f it, 
there lliould be no relaxation w’hatcver from the rules of fir id eco- 
nomy. With regard to the Tccond point, namely, making piovi- 
vifion for the debt, he would afk, did the Houfc, or did they not, 
by adopting tliis motion, t ow impofe additional burdens on the 
Public ^ It had been Rated, tlut th s\»ns to impofe upon the Pub- 
lic the payment of the debts of the Piinv'e of Wales. He conli- 
dered it as no fuch thing. Tins inliru<it!on was only to enable tlic 
Houfe hereafter to proceed upon a certani plan. He then defired 
the Houfe to view that pL n, and to compare it with the principle^ 
Oh which thty had proceeded alt'\'dy, and if they found it diflcrent 
from tint pnnci [lie, then to lejed if, but not' othcrwife , for His 
Majcfty s iTicfLige alkcd for a Icgiflativc provifiOn to enable the 
jhrineb of Wales to get rid of his ^‘mbairaffments, and the Houfe 
Imu! proceeded on that fubjed already. He did not doubt but that 
|die difpofition of his Ropl Highnefs would lead him to dtfeharge 
^ ddbts, but that was out of his power, and therefore a legiflative 
ItNwIlion became ncceffary. It was our intereft to fupport the 
i^tendor of His Royal Highnefs. That he fhould be fupported with 
wghity was not the right only of the Prince, it Was alfo thc right of 
the nation; W wens therefore interefted in fupporting the dignity 
pfl&s Rtyal Highnefs, but/Mc.tiad fiill a more cffential intereft it|

chan^dltcr and conduct of the Prince of Wales, ai]|d dui^ 
deration made him think it ncceflhiy that fuch a meafurc as 

lYchbe adopted^ and he had no doubt that under the rcgulatiocia. 
wftich Parliament fliould make, the People would cbcarfuljy fap-l 
port the eftabhflimcnt of his Royal Highnefs ; for the loyalty of the 
jicoplc of this country was not that of mcie fervility and fubmiffion^ 
but was founded on affcdlion and regard , and he hoped that Wt; 
were now to look foi ward on the happy hour, when all the branches 
of the Royal F’amily would be completely united and happy.— 
Having faid this, b.c miift next obferve, that he hoped there would 
^bea fevcrc fcrutiny and invcftigation into the amount and the nature 
of the claims, fo that neither his Royal Highnefs nor the Nation 
thould be impofed upon by cxfrav.ignnt or ill-founded den^ands. 
He approved entirely of the motion now before the Houfe. 

Mr. FOX declared it to be his wilh to feparatc the different 
parts of this fubject, and to keep them as diftindl from each other as 
poffiblc. The Houfe was now' in rather an advanced ftage of this 
proceeding , and here he could not help congratulating the Houfe 
and the Public, that his Royal Highnefs, by his communication tq 
^hc Houfe, had afled in a manner that did him honour ; and he 
'trufted he would finilh a plan which he h»id fo worthily begun. 
AV^th regard to the motion now before the Houfe, he confeffed he 
did not kn<)w upon what principle oppofition was made to it. He 
did not undcrfland the motion to be that of calling on the public to 
pay the debt in anv degree. It was only limply the fetting apart 
fomcof the income ot liis Royal Highnefs for the purpofc of difeharg- 
ing his debt. He wiflicd, however, the Houfe, and the Public, 
not to be deceived upon this bulincfs, for although there w'as not a 
lliilling to be voted in this ftage ot the bufinefs out of the pockets of 
the Public, yet it w'as clear that a requeft would come to call on the 
Public for fccurity againft the contingent event of the demife of his 
Koyal Highnefs. 'I'hat was a thing not to be diflcmbled. But 
with regard to what was now before the Houfe, he (hould vote for' 
it, even if he had thought that the fmallcr fum propofed as the in- 
come of the Prince, had been better, under all the ciicumftanccs, 
than the laiger, becaufe it was riothing more than to enable hU Royal 
Highnefs to fet apart fome of his income to the difeharge of his in- • 
cumbranc6s. It might be laid, tliat the Prince could do this him- . 
felf«— he certainly could not effedlually, nor could he without the aid 
of Parliament at all adopt a plan that would fatify bis creditors. 
this ftage of the bufinefs, therefore, Mr. Fox faid, he muft have 
v<«ed for this motioni even without anjr idea of inquiring whpther ; 
any oontingeht burdens 'would oh the public, becaufe that 
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41udSoii was not t6be governed by the prefent decifion ; when thal?' 
fl\icftion came it would be time enough to difeufs it. And here, he 
iaid, he might finifli liis obfervations on the part of the 
before them ; but it liad beeu often thought, if not ftnrtly rcgutlitf, 
rather ooipyenicnt, fometimes to make fome general obfervations on 
the topics which might he cx]>edlcd to be brought forward hereafter 
.upon the nutter. He had not fcen any rcafon for altering the opi- 
nion which he gave upon this fubjeft on a former occafion. The 
circumftancc of his Royal Higlmcfs ’s happy mariiage, which w'e 
iall knew took place by the approbation of Parliament long after it 
was well known that his Royal Highnefs wa> Heeplv involved in 
,,dcbt, ccrtiinly made part of the deliberation of the Hoiifc. He 
,pwncd there v\as a point on which he could not help touching, as 
ing extremely applicable to this cale. He thought lie might look 
for fonic rcfourccs upon this occafion from His Maicity. It might 
be faid, he ought not to give any tlung verv confidciablc , this 
a point inio which lie could not enter until His Majefty had notified 
his di{j>c)fitiOii to give fomething. He moft cgrtgiouflv mif- 
i2ic Icnumcnts of tlic public, if fomething of this nature 
wou'd not bv. very well iccci\cd by them. He did not fay that 
the whole fix iiuntlitd dioufand pounds flioulJ be paid by Ills Ma-> 
jefty, but he \..<)uJd fay, bccaufe he felt, that it appealed a little 
unfeeming^y, that at a time of fuch general calamity, His Majtfty 
foould be ihc only perfon in the kingdom who did not contribute a 
finglc fai tiling towarrls the difeharge of the incumbrances of the 
Prince of Wales. This, he could not help repeating, yfas un- 
Iccmly. He hoped His Majefty would be better advifed upon this 
fubje^f . A glorious opportunity offered itfclf for the difpl ly of royal 

munificence, and liberal conduft upon fuch an occafion as this would 
do more even for the ConlVitution than tfie moft vigorous exertion 
of the arm of jxjwcr. It was with this view that he had contended, 
and forry he wus that he had contended unrucccfsfully, ag.iinft t/ic 
adcliiional one hundred thoufand pounds a year to tlic income of 
His Majefty himftlf during die continuance of the American wai;, 
becaufc, when all the fubjefls erf* Majefty felt fo much during that 
war, he thought that His Majeft/ would do well to (hew them si 
leffon of frugality and economy. If this pyinciple was corrcdl, and 
the application of it juft at that time, how miich more fo was it 
now, when the queftion What burdens arc to be laid upon 

the Public to relieve the Prince of Wales from debt ?*’ He would 
fay again, it was unfortunate that fome perfon had not advifccl Hi« 
Majefty to lead die way thjs occafion, and to (hew the il^JbUc 
'^11 example of libi^ality qpoQ lAis 6 ccafion> and to convince titem 
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tliat he felt himlelf the ncceffit}* there tvas of indulging a genetduif 
tempci. When this fubjert fliould come to be difcitfred, happy 
/K^ilolicbe if thcHuufc, by a gracious communication, (hould bt 
gnicn to underhand that the illuftrious'perfonage to whom he alludeiJ, 
intended to take fomc fliare of the contingent burden w'hich 
might be felt fiom llus lituation of hi^ Royal Highnefs. ITc trufted 
alfo that the whole of the addition il income of his Roval Highncf«, 
togt rhci with the Dutchy of Cornwall, W'ould be appropriated folcly 
to the liquidation of the debts. It w^ould take ten years even then 
to difeharge them. But he ftill adhered to his original idea 'of 
^making a very dilTercnt difpofition of the Dutchv of Cornwall from 
what had been projx)fed by the Minifter. According to his idea of 
"Ihe thing, the Public would have a confiderable advantage by the 
fele of the Dutchy of Cornwall, in a pccuniaiy feofe, ds alfofrom 
the diminution of the patronage of the Crown, already much too 
cxtenlivc , and it would alfo place many gentlemen, now' interefted 
there, in a fituation much lefs dependant than tlicy aic at prefent 
It would alfo relieve his Royal Highncfs himfclf from dtq)endance 
on the Crown, and on the Mimfler of ihc day, a thing in itfelf ck- 
^tremely dtfirablc as well for the licir apparent of the I'hronc as for 
' the incerefts of the Public, for a Piincc ought to be an opulent and 
independent nobleman, before he become a wife, virtuous and il- 
luftrioiis monarch ; and in proportion to the elevation of his ranlc^ 
muft a ftatc of dependanee be painful to his feelings, and dangcroua 
to the Public. lie concluded with giving his alTcnt to the prefent 
motion. 

Mr ANSTRUTHER took notice of the tw o parts of thcprcfetit 
propdition before the Houfc, one being a provifion againft the con- 
tiafting of debts in future, the other for the payment of thofc al- 
ready contradled. Thefuin had been already voted, and theiefore 
no gentleman, by agreeing to the motion now before the Houfc, 
would add to the burden of lus conlhtucnts a flnglc fliilling. 
There mud be fomc degree of contingent rilli to the public, but 
as it was only in the evtjnt of the dcmifc, both of His Majefty and 
of his Royal Highnefs, before the period of the final adjudmeiit 
of the debt, tlie contingent nlk was reduced to a degree of minutc- 
nefs that was hardly worth conlidcration. With rcfpcvft to the 
Dutchy of Cornwall, he did not pretend to fay, that Parliament 
had not the power to order it to be fold ; they ccrtsdnly had that 
{lower ; for they had the power of making what regulations they 
thought fit with regard to the maintemnee of the Royal family ; 
he muft beg leave to obferytf,i|chjat the Dutchy of Cornwall 
the abfdute property of Ae Prince of WaleS) fgrif the 
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Prince of ^ales were to die to-day, the Dutchy of Cornwall would 
veft in his Royal Highnefs the Duke of York to-morrow, and the 
HouCe would have as good a right to order the eftate of 
vidual to be fold as this eftate. There had alfo been a good doBl 
of mifappreheniion as to the value of this eftite ; two-thirds of it 
were not rent out of land, but .i duty on tin in the county of Corn- 
wall, and the other partconfifted cf a dry unimprovable rent, and 
Hicrefore, thofe who talked about what the Dutcliy of Cornwall 
would produce, talked without much knowledge of the matter. 
Every account he had heard or feen upon this fubjed was very 
Inuch exaggerated, and therefore he thought it ncccffary to 'explain 
this. With refpctft to His Majefty contributing towards the liqui- 
dation of the debts, he wifhed to fay nothing , gentlemen fpok? 
Upon that fubjeft as if they had a great di al of knowledge of it , all 
he could fay was, that he did not know that His Majeltv had the 
means— in fliort he knew nothing of the matter. He, as a Mem- 
ber of Parliament, wiflicd to confidcr what was fit for Parliament 
to do, and not to call upon His Majefty to cxcrcifc his bounty. He 
W'asfure that his Royal Highnefs by his condcfccnfion would endear 
himfelf to the affeflion of the Public. 

Mr. BASTARD thought that the mode of proceeding in thi*?* 
bufinefs W’as very objcdHonablc. The firft application ought to be 
for an eftabliftimcnt, intended merely to fuppott the fpkndour 
of the Prince; he then might nfk the inTiftancc of tlic Houfc in li- 
quidating his debts. The qaeftion ought to be, wull yon, oi will 
you not, pay the debts ^ In the confufed manner of the bulinefs, 
gentlemen might ^ otc with very different views : fome might vote 
for the larger fum, under the idea of a part going to the debts ; 
fome for the fmaller, thinking that the debts would be a fepa- 
rate conlideration 

Mr. WHITBREAD tliought the people (whatever wms faid to 
llhc contrary) were to pay the debts ; and he was aw'arc that tlfc “ 
Houfe were voting aw^ay the mf)ncy of the nation. After giving 
inftrudlions to the Committee for the application, he faid, the 
Houfe were pledged for the coiitingcnt fecurity. He condemned 
the indiftindlncfs and confufion of the mode of proceeding; and 
wifhed that nothing of the debts had been introduced with the dif- 
cuilion on the cftablifhmcnt. He thought that there was a Very 
juft claim on His Majefty to come forward, fince he had not ac- 
counted for the revenues of the Dutchy durii^ the minority of the 
. Prince. It was alfo uiged, that His Majefty, asEled^of Hano- 
ver, ought not to pay the deUtt of the Prince of Wales: 

»oikcd, was not Hanover intereftedm the affadftOf lSt 
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ncfs, fincc he iucceedcd to that ekdofatc? 
fcc diat his intcrcfts and feelings ou^t to be in common With 
p» \ ' js iind hcncc he ought to co-operate in the prefen t 
*aw(i allcviitc the diftreffes of the nation as much as poflTiblc. 

Ml. HAWKINS BROWNE fpokc' to fome length, and con. 
eluded in fnoui of the motion. 

Mr. I.AMBTON obferved, tliat the bufinefs was more of a 
national than pcrfonal nature. He alked upon what fjrounds were 
filch laigc fnpplics and fubfidics voted in the coqrfe of the war, but 
from a motive of national advantage. Upon the fame groundti^ 
gentlcnun (liould not hefitate to vote for the cxtindlion of HisRopl 
*^Highncls’s debts*. Hu afkcd, how was it confiftent to vote Her 
Ilighncfs a dower of 50,000!. a year, and with the fame 
biv-ath make her futfer from the imprudenee of the Prince previous 
to Ills marriage. It was ftated, that the Prince would one day or 
otlici he extricated, but this reminded him of the old adage The 

horlt jhivcs while tlic grafs grows.” The motion limply was, to 
give in^riiclions to the Committee towards a plan for liquidating the 
debts, and hence he faw no leafon tooppofe it. 

, Ja>rd WILLIAM RUSSELL fj^ke in favour of the motion ; 

• but added, that, if the Hoiife refilled it, and came to decide upon 
the quefl *on — Whe thcr the laigcr or the fmallcr fum was to be grant- 
ed, he would certainly vote foi the fmaller. 

Mr. 130 U\TRIE faid, that, as the Iloufc had once already 
paid the debts of his Royal llighnefs, and that under the pledge 
that no fuch cmbariaflment rtioiild again happen, they could not, 
confifttntly, vote iway the public money for fuch a purpofe. Now, 
another thing that he wdlhed the Houfc to advert to was, dbat 
a right honourable gentleman on the bench below him had, on 
formei night, faid, that, if the debts were to be paid, fomc pre*- 
ventivc meafure (hould be adopted agaiuft the poffibility of any fuch . 
'"dibts being incurred in time to come: tliis he thought abfolutely 
ncceflary, and that it ought to extend to all the Royal family. 

Mr. FOX faid, that he certainly wifhed fomc feheme to bo 
adopted, to prevent fimilar embarraffments in future ; and that* ft * 
Ihould dp{Ay to all Princes of Wales: but that was not immediately/ 
connected with the motion then before the Houfc. K 

- Mr. BOUVERIE faid, he mtjft move an amendment to the * 
inftruSjon, by inferring, after tbe word l^is, in tbet part of the.*, 
meflage v^hich pfovidca againft his incurring any debts/’ the 
wcMfds ^ or branch of tbe^^pyal ftmlily.'’ '

bi^ufe pcifowiift m Hoofo Oiw I 
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tioD (tiairfd ^9 niuch (inijpliQcd as pofiiblc, which ^ould not be ^ 
thc^^ifc if that amendment Uh^iJc place. He conftffed, that he hid 
no ohjctTiqn to v hat had bden liy^elltd by the ii"ht lionourabK^f^- ^ 
flcmaii over agimft him— that all Princes ot Wales in tutuic out^t 
to be prevented from getting Into fimilar fituations • the other 
branches of the Koval family were bv no means in fimilar fituations ; 
ind he thought the honourable gcntkman would, upon rtconiide- 
t^tion, agiec to withdriw his motion. 

Mr. BOUViRlE, wdth leave of the Iloufc, withdrew his 
^nt^'ndment. 

Mr. W. SMIl H fpoke againft the motion, bccaufc the Houfe, 
and the Public, had a right to know the iinount and ^he nature of ^ 
the dtbu before they were called upon to pay them. He was thf 
more convinced tlut thtic was a necLfifity for feme inqutiy of this 
iort, bccaufc, witlunit going into the bulinefs of probable extortion, 
by blood-fucktrs, leeches, and other fuch terms v^hich had been 
uitd, it was deal, that tlic more thofc debts c(»uld be reduced with 
jiifticc, the more calily tjity would be paid off. 

Mr. FRANCIS laid, that as this queftion W'as likely to go to a 
divlfion, and the attention of the Public was attraded, not only 
to the general rcfolntions of the Iloufc in this bufinefs, but to the ' 
particular condnft of individuals, he was very dcfiroiis that the 
principles on which he had aheady voted, and thole on which he 
meant to v()te to-night, fiiould be cxaiSlly undciflood. That an 
CXplanatu'n was the more ntceffary, becaufc, by the form of pro- 
OBcding wIiilIi had been obferved, the vote given did not exprefs 
or cQn\cjr the real meaning and full intention of the perfon who 
gave It. On the face ol the vote irfelf it did not appear whether, 
for example, a perfon who voted for the higher eftablifliment, meant 
that every part of it fliould or Ihould not be applied to the difeharge 
of debt, or whether he w ho voted for the lower fum, did or did 
Xiot mean to exclude himfclf from all the confidcration of the deb^^* 
apd incumbrances. That, as it did not depend on him to alter the 
^ode of proceeding, he wms forceij to vote limply, yes or no, to 
^ idle motions as tlicy came before him. Mr. Francis here reminded 
Houfe, that when the queftion was put to him ofi^a former qc- 
Oafion, what efiablilhment he would vote for, upon a general view bf 
the pmjvifitm, fit for the heir apparent, combined wi^,the fit;uatipn 
the cauntij, and abftradtedly fiom any cpnlideratloa ^atfoever 
hU Royal Highnefe's debts and incumbrances for that vras pre- 
the Hate in which the qMei^on catne bel^idini theanf^r 
It by his vote 

^pefeat. But be did AotWui copu; 
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- dcMtion whatever of the dcKU. Hfe khew diat tt wa^ a* cafe 
celVuy, which fooner or later would force^ itftlf on the atrcnii6n'ftf ’ 

- Ptirluirncnt, and with greater difadvantage the longer it was put 'c/f) 
The Iloufe had determined in favour of the higher cftablilhment, 
and he muft take it for granted that the Houfc would adluic to that 
refolurion. The queftion, therefore, now before him, was whether 
he would ('r would not concur wdth a pnipofition made by hi«i Royal 
Highnefs himfclf, to apply a conlidcrable pfirtion of the fmn di(?y 
had aheady voted, and which, whctlicr fo applied or not, would 
be equally a burden on the people, to the difclurgc of Ids debts^ (ir 

^ whether that w hole income flionld be left without any obligation upon 
it, and finailv, perhaps, to he fpent without having contribuicd rpa- ' 
t^iiaily to that very ferv ICC, on account of which, in the mind's of 
many gentlemen, the higher cflabliflimcnt had been tunfented to. 
7 'his being flriclly the Hate of the queftion now to he determined, 
hr did not fee how he could confcitntioufl} , or witli juftice to the 
Public, rti'ufe his afient to the propofiiion as it ftoed. 

^ Sn JC 'HN C ALL argued for an immediate difchargc of the debt. 
The beft and lc«ift biirdcnfomc way of pioviding for ir, hr look to . 
■fee the iale of the Dutchyof Cornwall, which from calculations he 
Ind made, he conceived would in every rcfpc£l be ad\an[agcoub to , 
tlic Public, and ulieve the Prince from his cmbairaffme.nts. 

Mr WIIyRKRFORCK thonglit that lomc inqiiiry Ought to be 
mailc, as to the manner in which the debts had been contrafled, 
hccajfe it may be productive of fome advantage. He had voted 
foi the fin illcr lam on a former night, and though he had every wifli 
to abow a proper and fplcndid effdblifliment to the Prince, he mufl^ 
Lonlider the ncccfllty tbeic was for economy at prefent. 

Mr. BURDON thought it his duty to oppofe any additibnad. 
burden being laid upon the country, and would throughout oppotb 
. tJie Ichemc of paying thofc debts. 

Mr. STURT faid he lecolleded to have been in the Houfe duf^ 
ing the Lift Pailiamcnt, when in 1787 His Majcfty*& Minifter had 


brought dowm a meffage from the King, recommending the pay merit 
of the Prince of Wales's debts, but upon the exprefs condition that 
no future application of the fame nature would be made , and*yh^V 
Minifler had gone the length of aflUring the Houfe, that he, 
vidualty, would refufe to bring down any meffage of the kind agaih^' 
he vira$ furprHcd at the prefept proceeding, .and tpuft 
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Sir W. DOLBKN- agreed to vote for the inftruflion moved, bc- 
caufe formerly the Houfe hid only the aflurance of the Mj^i^cr 
u^iott the fiibjeel, but the mcfiajrc cf that day ex'prcflcd, that his* 
Royal Hijihncfs himfdf vas dehrous to avoid future embarraflVnent, 
and upon this affurance he had "reat reliance. With regard to Han-i 
over, he doubted whether II is Majefty received from that Elcrtorate 
any thing after defiaying ita expenditure , and as to the Dutehy of 
Cornwall, if the Prince of Wales fiom the time he was born be- 
came entitled to the revenues of it, and the} had not bttn actounted 
Asr, it might be matter of inquiry ; but hu Iiw no rcafon tint the 
country hid to look to Ills Majefty for the payinci/ of any part of> 
tJiofe debts. * ^ 

Mr. BANKES faid, he conceived the voting of any fum ffir 
the cftablilhment of the Prince, as totally diftindl from voting money 
to pay his debts, which he thoiK^ht the llouic ought not to be called 
upon to do, after flit nuffage that had been recorded on their jour* 
nals in 17^7. With ngird to whit had been faid rclpcL^ing the 
mariiage, he did not conceive that the lloufc was at all implic.ite(\ 
or in any decree a paity 10 it , the debts wi re notorious bclorc that 
event took place, and it mIgh^ have been concluded witlioiit their 
knowing any thing of the matter. The payment of debts muft 
alwM)s be unplcjlant to thit Houle. He did not appiove of nica- 
Jujcs that went only t<i cheek fuch thingc^, and thought* that tlie only 
Vtay to prevent them m future was, by not pijing the debts now 
iheurred. 

Mr. SUMNER oppofed pirticulnly that prut of the motion 
lyhich apj ropriated an) part of the income to the Prince for the 
pavmonr of his debts , the two quchions were not fairl) before the 
Houfe, and ought not to be blended , he thtieforc moved an amend- 
iftenr, to leave out the httcr part of the inftrudfion. 

Mr. CjRKY fa ended the amendment, bccaufc he thought jf; 
tended to fiinplify the motion , he thought thofe, who like himfdf, 
wrt willing to give the Prince a proper and fuitable allowance, but 
tlie fame time were of opinion that the houfe had nothing to do 
his debts, had not been fairly dealt with- Upon a former 
^ecafion many had voted for the larger fum, becaufe they thought 
the fplcnd(jr of bis cftablilhmcnt, who would not 
it if they had thought any part of it wait to be ap* 
proprlated to the payment of his debts. However, tfie Hdufe was 
tubt pledged by arty thing that had been done> and ^ght it if 
(hould think proper ; it nc^t one of thofe'ondba where 
been advanced in conrequeiiai^ of a

It necelf^ to 
!bave voted for 
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entirely againft the payment of the debts in any way, as a 
that oiiglit not to be entertained in thc^ Ilonfc. He confidc^pd tt aa 
-a qncftion of raifing money fiom the fiibjc^ls, and entirely different 
from m ikng a provifion for the Prince of Wales. He was againft 
pledging the Himfe or the Public in any way w'hatever^ that nught 
eventually or contingently lead to fixing a burden upon them to pay 
thofe debts, with which he thought they had nothing to do, and the 
amendment moved was the bed way for the Iloiife to avoid giving 
any fuch pledge. i 

Mr. Chancellor PITT defended himfclf from any intention of 
/►wifliinglo treat the honourable gentleman or tlic Houfe unfair^; 
the contrar)% he thought that the manner in w'hich he 
wbrdcd the inftrudlion, by giving room for the pioi>ofcd amendment, 
w^as the faircft public way of difcufllng the fubjeft. He agreed^ 
that undoubtedly during th: progicfsof any mcafurc in that Houfe, 
they might alter anv form r icfolution come to upon it, but until 
that was done, tlic lafi relolution was alwa\s confidcred to be the 
&nfc of the Ho’jfc. He lad flated before, that on the event of his 
•Ro)*il Ilitdmcfs’s ith, fome other fund was to lie made chaige-

Mr. K)X untended, that by the indruflion pro[>ofed, they 
were not voting none) for the Prince s debts, noi pledging the Houle 
to pay tlum. 1 hat was to be a future conlidciation, and one upon 
winch he tliought in anan^ement mi^ht ttlily be made when he 
knew the refourccs which the Prince p)frefiLd, and the 'ifliftance 
which he might dtiive fn^n the munificciiLe ot his father. TIip 
Houfe, bv agiccing to the inflrmflion moved, wxie not pledged for 
one farthing of the debts , and as to the mode I'f brmging the fub-^ 
jeft forw^aid, every one muft allow, that where lo many queltions 
^cre mvohed, there was a difficulty in deteimining which Ihpuld 
be firft difculTed. He lamented the neceflity for fetting apart any 
precife quantum of the Piince’s income for the payment of hi-» debts ; 
becaufe that ought to be determined by him , but the difficulty which 
he felt on tliat point was obviated by the meffage which the Houfe 
had juft received, and the fubftance of whidi, he trufted, ^uld 
boftill more diftinflly avowed in fome future communication, Uptia 
this point ibtne new inftniflion riaight be neceffary, and he trufted 
that due notice would be given when it was to be brought fbiWardif 
Mr. Chfilncdior PITT agreed in what had been faid by therij^

reput ition of a gallant oifleer, vvhofo conduel iKvcr was before im-^ 
pcarhed. 

Sir WILLIAM SCOTT remained, that the affidavit now pro- 
duced was one that was now in the Court of Admiralty upon a 
caufe there pending. It wms an affidivit to faels which the depo- 
nent believed to be tru^’, and upon which, without otlicrs, the Court 
would not proceed , he lliought it would be impiop^r in that Houfc 
to aftuprin an affidivit, which the Couit bf low would not, unlcfs 
fupported by others. 

Mr. BAlRIIAM fnid, he had aflcc I for no othL: papers hut"^ 
what were ncteflaiy to ground his inotinn upon. He fhouid 
folely ujxm the evidence before the Houfc, and ctmlinc himfclf to 
the papers u}X)n the table. In rcfpcdl to v\hat had fallen from an 
honourable gentleman, concerning .1 gallant officer now dead, he 
challr'iiged the rccollc(flion of the Houfc, whether he ever had faid 
a Word imputing blame againff him. When he did net blame mm, 
it was not through a delicacy for the memoiy ot the dead ; it 
bccaufc he believed none of his actions ever merited cenfurc. 

Mr. SHERIDAN faid, that althougli the affidavits were not ' 
then upon the table, yet they were in every gentleman’s hand, be- 
caufe a copy had been fent to each xMembci*. He wifhed much 
they were before the Houfe. They bore internal marks of falfc- 
hood, even although they could not otlurwifc be detected. In the 
preface to them it was ftated, that thufe were the affidavits uj'ion 
which the memorial, prefented to the Duke of Portland, was 
founded. Examining the dates, u would be found that lhc|^ affida- 
vit* were made after the memorial of which they were to be 
the foundation. It was alfo ftated, that after the publicatiorh.^*^^,he 
proclamation many of the inhabitants in the iftands took the ^f^hs 
of allegiance ; this alfo Mr. Sliciidan obferved, was contradicted 
clfcwhcre. 

Mr. THELLUSSON thought it ncceflary to ftatc the grounds 
upon which his brother, who p cfented the memorial, a6ted. He 
had been charged on a former occalion with having made a wilful 
mifrepre^ntation in his memorial on this bufmefs ; in doing this, 
be aded merely as an agent, and was not rcfponfible for the cha- 
rsid);er of Mr. Malefpinc, unlcfs it had been notorioufly b^id ; but 
the contrary was the fafl, his reputation was gpod. 

»Mr. FOX faid, his was fimply this, that he did not. 

like to take the affidavit of who, ,if he gave evidence at a|l| 

. ought in this cafe to give it at thl^bar of the Houfe. But as 
^^vit had been circulated fo he k ought to be 
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commented upon in the -courfc of the debate upon this bufinefs, 
w^theiwile two very great officers, of high character, would be 
ticatcd in a very unhccoiping rnaiinu , for they ccrtiinly were ca- 
lumniated giofsiv in thi'* extraordinary affidivit. He could have 
wifficJ that the affidavit might have been hid upon the table, cfpe- 
cially if thcic was to bo no in {nir> into the condufl of thefe officers, 
becaufe, if the affidavit were on the table, it would be regular to 
difeufs It. 

Mr LUSIIINGTON tliought, in tl c bufintfs before the Houfc, 
the qucition oi polity and not of guilt w is ti» be confiden d , and he 
Vould n t Loinoidc with the oj ini in of fomc g( 'itlcmcn as to tile en- 
lii^intorap t nty and me infiihncy tf the a^iJa\it. llis friend, 
Mr. Thclluflt n, h td bttn till <1 upon to do a', ht hid done. When " 
tile fafts ftitcd in thofc iffi lavits w^re made known to him, as he 
bad no reafon to know thv. ciiarit^ci of Mr. Malcfpine to be 
bad, Jic could do no otherwife tlnn prefent the rcmonfliance which 
hc/jffid. 

^Mr. WHITER! AD fpolc agiinft the affidwit in the moft cx- 
i/jTive aims , liC wa' ccrtiin, he fiid, of an honourable gen tle- 
4nanb ailcrtion, tint ho could prove the falfchood tit the memorial, 
'^and the affidni*", whitn wis inanifcrtly founded on it. Should the 
affidavit be received, it would be cftablirtiing a dangerous p>rcccdent. 
TTc clnratHer of the ofi'Ctrs whom it tended to cnmin^tc was highly 
dcfcrving, and the moic it w is inveftigatcvl the greater luftre would 
be aVtltd to it. 

Mr Ch mcellor PIT7" fubmitted w hether this difeuffion ought to 
be cont|feuttl firthci? An iiieguUr difeuffion had taken place, 
whidi&uld much better be dLfeircd until the proj)()lcd motion 
ftioflBfipe made. As tai as he could collcv^^ the fenfe of the Houfe, 
he Jwicved it went, thit the affi lav it of Mr. Malcfpine (houldnot 
he itccived. It was thciefore better to defer the difeuffion to its 
proper time.

They 
were notjuftified by any former pradlice, and they were in oppolt- 
tion to every inllrufllon that had now been given* In defence of 
them, it was faid, that no complaints had been made in the lilands 
at the time. But w’hat would this lead to if It were true ? N(a 
complaints were made againft the Commanders duHng thdr govern- 
ment, but w’erc referved till their authority was no more. H« 
wiflicd not to draw the conclufion. i The fadl, however, was jnOC' 
true. The proclamations themfeivcs fufBciently Ihcw', that they 
were both oppofed and complained of. lie had in his hand a pei^ 
tition from the inhabitants of St. Lucia, which he read, and omtbo 
authenticity of which, if it (hould be queftioned, he||va 3 ready tOf 
reft the whole of the cafe. This petition, after reprefenting thdr 
utter inability to pay the contribution of 300,000!. which had been 
demanded, appealed to the promifes which had been made to thcfhi; 
to the teftiinony of the army and navy, that in n6 cafe they had 
lifted, to the confciouincfs which the Commanders mufthaveof* 
their innolcencc, and to the pity, the generoflty, and juftice of thC'^

It had b^en laid, that the proceedings being flopped by ord^|l 
from home, the proclamations were virtually annulled, and thcrc^ 
fore that any farther mcafurc waa fuperfluous.

He refeired to the de- 
claration publifhed in 1793, as explanatory cf the pnnnples upon 
which the w’ar was to have been conduffcH, and from which he 
conceived the proclamations which it was the objeJl of the prefenr 
Olotfon to di%h^w, to be a wide deviation.

He himfblf had received hurt4?I^J 
dr^ds of letters trom refpc< 51 ablc planters in different places, un- 
conncfWl with commerce, and not pcrfonally intereOed in the 
French Wcft-lnfiia iflunds that rtprouated in the llmngefl terms 
the conduv'‘l of the BritiOi ^Jommanders. From ihtfe letters he 
fhould read fonae extrads to^e Houfc Thek* extrads talked of 
the inhuman and wvariciou&^xmdoet of die Btitifh Commanders as 
having fixcxl a ftain Upon the tiamc of the cotintijr , and tif the ex- 
example which they had exbibitifd of rapacity nM oppreffion as be- 
ing calculated in a reverie of fortune to p^uCo a moft dangerous re- 
taliation on the part oFibe Frcnchp Hi^sematked, that in vfndi- 
cition of the proclamations gre^ Urcfe thighti^c laiilon whrt 
fojjtrcriy taken place* in tlic ifhind of Sc. tufjatiui, a* 
which, he believed;, however, wouUjJg|^tW!Vhry 
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doafth-y. But in thit cafe he remarked thete was a dJftiniHbn firom 
the prefent, the Commanders ii^ad been particularly inftrufled to 
tike poffeflion of that ifland as a hoftilc arfenah In the courfe of 
hia fpcech, Mr. Manning entered into a definition of what was to

bMn dmi^l/^and completely juftified in brining 6>rvrar(I every to> 
pic, sndf txMnmenting on every drqumfiance that could tend to 
brir^ be^e the Houfe and the country the fiur ilateracnt of all the 
tran&£HoOs That hadtaken place. And it was becoming of lum fo ' 
, to do from every confideratioti' of public and pnvate duty, aa wpll 
as from thofe feelings that muA arife from the honour and charadler 
of one that was mod dear to him. On difeuflion of a fubje^, 
fo intereding to the honourable gentleman as the Houfe mud feel it 
to be, he was fully warranted in talcing it up as he had dune, and 
entering into every part of the qucdion with a fenhb.hty that the 
Houfe would be diipofed to approve. While he faid this of the 
honourable gentleman’s lituation, he could not allow that liberty to 
others : they had grounded all their complaints and fears upon the 
papers before the Houfe, w^iile they could not, nor had they even 
attempted to prove any thing aiifiiig from, the prucl imation iifued 
by the Commanders in the Wed Indies, gave jud foundation for 
the fears and alarms they Iiad fo indudrioudy circulated.

For the enforcing and dif- 
penliiig of thofe laws, this country had proper Courts; firil, die 
Court of Admiralty, and ne'^, the Court tjf Aj^ielils. The dcci- 
llon of thofe Courts was as binding as thofe of any Court of Law j 
indeed more fo, for the LegiH^urc had an unlimited power over the 
municipal laws of the country^ while its authority over die Law 
of Nations was not of fuch extent. In the cafe of St. Euftatius,

7''hc faflT therefore w^as, that this was an ag- 
gravated tireumftame in the condufl: of the perfidious Einpcror» and 
an Jidflitional proof of the credit of the Bankrupt bank of Vienna. 
With refpci^l to the political principle of the incafurc, tJic countiy 
was to give money for afliftance, which was not ftipulated, arul 
which the country could not enforce. His imperial Majefty did* 
dot fay that he would not make peace, in his Convention with thi*; 
country ; whereas in his refeript to the Diet of Ratisbon, he had 
iaid, that he would make peace. I'lie Houfe, therefore, were

military powers in ^Europe ; it was, indeed, without fuch an arirty^; 

jVoteft the piovinces, and the large commetcial 
' concerns of th.f Compunv, as to make that armv efficient, M^ithout 
i»H|^lations in every degree applicable to the duties required fromit- 
' i!%Gre'?tere certain general ground® up(Ui which it w'ould bo ifi- 
quifitc to fijc the arrangements for the Company's forces in Indif * 

In the fir ft place, the Company at prefent gave no higlicr rank 
to their oldeft officers than that of Colonel, a circumftance which 
deprived their moll: experienced and meritorious officers of that pro- 
motion, to which military men look forward as thcii heft and moft 
honouiable reward, ana therefore, he would prcjxjfe, ** I’hat a cer*, 
tain proportif)n of Gonei \] and Field Officers fliould be allowed 
‘‘ to each of the military eftablinimicnts in India,” a regulation 
winch would produce a general promotion in the fubordinate rani:#'* 
of their army. ^ ^ 

In the next place, under the prefent regulation, an officer who 
may have ferved thiitv ycais in India, and yet who, during this 
dreary fervice, miy not have acquired a competency to enable him 
to return to his friends and his count r)s muft icfign his rank and 
Ins pay, or remain in exile. — He would therefore propofc, that 
a comfortable and honoiuablc retreat, ihoulcl, after a certain num- 
** her of years fervice, be afforded to them.” Hniis provifion alfo 
would have its effed of accelerating promotion in the army. 

In the laft place, many of the officers who went at an early peiiod 
of life to India, experienced, from the difiercncc uf climate, the 
lofs of health, but under the prcfait regulation, by returning to 
Europe, they had no other refoiircc, except in the fielings and 
chanty of their friends, without which they muft remun in India, 
and fall viftims to the difeafesof the climate : he would, therefore, 
propofc, “ diat under medical certificates, with the approbation of 
“ the Commanders in Chief, and the govcrnnitnts in India, offi- 
cers, the recovery of whofe health might require it, (houldi^e 
“ permitted to return to Europe, without lofs either of rank or pay.** 
Nor would he limit this i'Mriciple to the ncceffity arifing from want 
of health only^ for he w^ould propofc (as he held It to be politic, a$ 
well as reafonablej “ that a certain proportion of the officers, in . 
** ration, fliould be allowed to re-viut tlieir native country upoj^ < 
** furloughs, without the lofs either of rank or pay.” ^ 

Thefe piinciplcb appeared to him to be the general ground opotl^ 
which the new arrangemqncs for the Itwjlian army 
and he would fuggeft a plan for thefe^rppfes to the^mpa^^ 
who, he was pcifuaded# would feel the ot^iety of «QabUilhiiij|t a 
VoL.

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liberal arrangement for their armies, w^hofe ferviccB theyV*^an<i their 
Countryi were ready to acknowledge and to reward. - 
Mr. Dimdas concluded by moving his firft refolatlofb*^^ 

Mr. HUSSEY faid, that he did not fee in th<t papers on the 
■table a ftatement of any debt due to Government. 

Mr. SeCrctar)^ DUNDAS replied, that the Eaft-India toi/jpany’ 
attended that no debt was due. 

'Mr. HUSSEY faid, he had always doubted whctlicr the affairs 


of the Company wcic in fo flouriflung a fituation as they were rc- 
prefented, both from their w^ant of an increafe of cajiital, and from 
the circuinftancc of their continually borrow. rg money. In the ac- 
counts of the year 1781, which he held in his hrvl, he faw that 
the balance was ftated to be nearly the fame as that of the prefent 
year ; the difllrcnce was onij' a fum of 42,000!. Icfs, with rcfpc< 5 l 
40 the prefent ) car. In 1781, the capital was only 2,800,000!. 
k hadfincc received an addition of upwards of 4,000,000!. He 
wiflicd, then, to hr (hewn where wras the incrcafc of profperity on 
the part of the Company ^ 

Mr. ChancLilor PITT ftated, that at tlir period to which the 
honourable gentleman alluded, the accoiiiUj> of the Company were 
very much difputcd , they wtic then involved in obfeurity and cm- 
bariaffmcnt , it wa> only fince the fyftem of rcgiilanty, which had 
w ithin thefe few years been intipdiiced by his right honourable friend, 
th It thev could be lelied on in point of acciiiacy. — The fair way, 
then, in Older to afeertain their comparative improvement, was lo 
take foinc y( ar^ fince the commencement ol that fyflem adopted by 
his light honourable friend, and view it with a reference to tlic fub- 
iVquent ycais. In 1781 the cxpenccs of the war were ftill going on. 
It hid not been prafticablc till after repeated orders fent to India to 
obtain tlic proper returns of thofc cxpcnccs. It had been found nc- 
ceffary, that debts ftated to be due to the Company Ihould be ftruck 
off, and likcvvifc it had been difcovcrcd, that there were million^ 
owing by them, of which nothing had been known* If, therefore, 
for fume years thcie had been no appearance of improvement in tlie 
ftate of the Company's finances, it was not bccaofe there was no 
Teal improvement, bat becaufc his right honourable friend had dur- 
ing thofe years been ci^gagcd in winding up the old accounts. He 
^ehtioned 1 7 86 as the firft year from which the new fyftem began 
(0 operate. 

♦ , Mr- HUSSEY faid, he had rcfi*rred to the year 1781, nokfrom 
m pd|^le of feIoSion» but merely becaofe the accounts of that 
hlflnved to be.ln 

^xpreflfed his ^$&dion at the order whiclT 
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' the right honound>Ie fecrctary had introduced into hb 
incnt of the affiirsf of the Eaft-India Company. Having introdu^t 
he wiftied he would cany it farther, and appeaht a 
fcpar^tc day fo* the difcuflion of his ftatement, as in the cafe of the 
of the Chancellor of the Exchequer, when the Houfe 
T>e ^pare 3 to go into the detail of the bufinefs, and, if neceifary^ 
to urge then objections. So far fiom there being any profpciJ; of a 
diminution of the profperity of the Company, he thought that the 
reverfc was likely to bo the eafe. He Ihould confine himfclf to the 
Lift head of the fpcech of the right honourable Secretary. He was 
glad to fin<l the cafe of the officers in India at laft likely to be taken 
iin He cfjuld not fell liow many applications had been made to 
hi in cMi flic InbjccT:. lie ffionld now read a letter fiom the Secret* 
Msv ol the India Houfe to one of the oldcft officers in the ferviceof 
the Company, 'lliclcttci was an epplii ation to know, whether 
the oftiLCis w jnld be paid their arrears, and whether fnch of thepS^ 
as wc'c luk end vuiundcd would be allowed a paffage ? The artV 
fwtr iLatd, tl'.it U'c Dircdlors C('uld nut amply with the requeft/ 
but that tliev were ready to take into conlidciaaon the cafe of any 
individual oil cei. Men could not be fo treated without feeling moft 
fcvcrcly, Ikii he flioijld pref^. the fubjccl no farther, ridying on the 
promife of the nghi honourable gentleman, that f>me fteps would bo 
tik«.n before the fuling of the next fliips for India. He trufted, 
.that the fituition of the ofl'uvis w'ho had come home w'ould not be 
overlooked, and that fomething would be done to rcfeiicthcm from 
the depenilenee and poverty iiiHlcr which they now laboured. Their 
cafe W'as fo difgraceful to the country that he wondered how it could 
at all have been fufFered to cxift, 

Mr. D. SCOTT dclireJ the honouraldc gentleman to read over 
the thiee laft lines of the letter fiom the Secretary of the India 
Houfe. 

General SMITH remarked, that he did not mean any rcflcdlioti 
on the Court of Diredlors , they could not adt other wife till a new 


fyftcm was adopted. 

Mr. D. SCOTT faid, he wifticd to do away any unfavourable 
impreflion that the perufal of the letter might have excited on tbo ' 
minds of the Committee with rcfpedl to the conduift of the Qwtv' 
of Dircdlors. He challenged the honourable General to 
any one inftance where an officer who had made application 
Court had been ne^e£led.

Mr. D. SCOT T replied, that the Company were oWiged^^OJ^ 
put up their teas at a certain price : if the Public paid for Yhem^ore ' 
dian t^iey ^eic worth, it was tluir own fmlt. 

Mi* LUSIIINOTON enforced the claims and thr Oiffctingsof 
the ofiBcers in the fcr\ ice of the taft-lndia Compim . J ' felt him- 
ftlf paitieulaily interefted in the fubjedf, is many of them hul bc.cn 
induced to come ro this country in confiqiieiK** of a motion which 
he had feme time fince made on ihnr behalf. Jfc it ^piti latcd the 
Kadirg points of the fptcch (»f the riglit honourable Sccittity of 
Swe, and highly commended the clear and con\incipg manner in 
tnh' h t] Q\ wen fiated. 

Colonel WOOD aTo fnoported the claims of the ofliceis, and 
irifhtd to hrne fonic fp<ci» c ent igcnunt fiom one ol tlic Dirtfiors 
on their behalf. 

Sir PRANCIS BARING alluding to what Ind fallen from Ge- 
neral Smi h, faid, it w tlic hrlt time ht had hard ?nv attack on 
the Court of Directors, lor then condjct to the officcis ol the Com- 
pany. Ever}^ feivicc hid its diffeunt rules: the ofiatrs in the 
Kill’s fcrvicc hid their advantages, as had hkewih* ihofc m the 
ftrvicc of the Coiiipan).

The COMMITTEE, to whom the Petition of the Merchant^ 
conncflcd with, and trading to, tlie IHands of Grenapa and 
St. Vincent, was referred, have, purfuant to the Order of 
the Houfe, confidcrcd the matter of the faid Petition ; To prove 
the allegations whereof, * 

\OUR Committee proceeded to examine fevcral merchants 
of eminence connefled with the iflands of Grenada and Saint Vin- 
cwit. 

The concurring accounts received from thefe gentlemen fully fub- 
ftantiated the fiift allegation of the petition, rcfpe<SUng the nature^ 
and caiifts of the calamities fuftained by thofc iflands. From the . 
lltuation in which the iflands Hood at the time when the laft accountsj 
came away, it was impoflTible that any particular detail could 
given of the whole lofs which has been incurred, but it appeared^! 
that in both the iflands a large proportion of theeftates had been laid 
waftc, their manufadured produce plundered, and the'cattle driven 
away , and in many of them the crops upon the ground, and the 
buildings and works, entirely deftroyed. The ncccffary abfence pf 
the owners and Managers at the fcalon of the crop wms alfo reprofenfs^f 
cd as occafioning a material lofs, even to thole eflates w'hich might 
have cfcapcd adual devaflation. ^ 

In .confcquencc of thefe events, not only a great part of die crop 
which w'ould have been remitted home in the eourfc of the pr^fent 
year has been loft, but even, on the fuppofition of a fpcedy reftora- 
lion of tranquillicy, the crop of the fucceeding year muft be mate- 
ually affeded ; and a very confiderablc expence incurred in the in- 
terval, foi repairing the works, and replacing the ftock on the difte- 
rtnt eftates, and in Grcnadjii the interruption of the trade earned on 
with the free port cftablifhcd there muft be confidcrcd as an addition 
to the diftrcf> of that liUnd, and a further diipinution of it» 
ot remittance. 

On comparing the calculations from fuch materials as we^e 
poftefllon of the gentlemen who attended your Committee, 
jicarcd good rcafon to bc}icvc, that the amdp^ b>fs in 
inittances of the p^efent year, Iqgether yfith thi CHpcnce 
.curred in reftoring ^ plantations to » ihx^ of 
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eftimated at a lefs fum than between 6 and 700,000!. in each 
Acfe iflands. 

It alfo appeared that the merchants conneflcd with thefe iflandji/ 
were under pecuniary engagements to a great extent upon the 'iffedit 
of the crop, which would have been remitted to them if thefe cala- 
mities had not happened , and that confequently, under the prefent 
drcumftanccs, thefe engagements could not be punftually difeharged 
by them without fomc extraordimry afliftancc. The fame circum- 
ilances would prevent the merchants from continuing the ufual ad- 
vances for the ordinary cultivation of the jnaiid<!j and mud flill more 
difable them fiom furnifliing the additional films which would be 
required in confequcnce of the late dcvaftation. 

It was ftated, to the conviflion of your Committer, that no af- 
(Khince would be cfFeflual to obviate very ferions inconvcniencics, 
both to individuals and to the Public, in refpeft both to commerce 
and revenue, which did not afford the means of procuring an ad- 
vance of money equal to a confiderablc proportion of the Ioffes and 
cxpences above Rated*, and which advance, from the nature of the 
^afe, could not come into a courfc of repayment till after the crop 
ij(Of the next year fhould have been remitted to this country, and 
i Tould not be wholly made good in a lefs period than from two years- 
and an hilf to three vears. 

Your Committee alio found that there was reafon to believe, that 
to a very large extent, unexceptionable fecurity could be given for 
'fiach advantages, but ncvcrthch-fs, that the length of the period for 
/wich they were ncccffaiys undered^tbem, in the opinion of the 
^J)cribns concerned, impofliblc to be procured by the exertions of jJri- 
vate credit. One of the gentlemen examined, engaged in a i^oft 
extcnfive fcale of bulincfs, and poffciTing a great capital, as wdB as 
4 ubftantbl ftcuritics unconnc6lcd with the Weft Indies, pointedly 
’Rated this, from his own recent experience, and added, that the 
difficulties pnicecdcd not from money being valuable; that it was 


eSftly piocurcd for periods of two or three months ; but that, even 
*With g.>od credit, and on the bqft fccuricics, it was at all times dif- 
-Bciilt, and at this moment impoflinie, to procure fo laxge a fum for 
(0 long a period aa was ncccfTaiy in the prelcnt cafe.

SrilE following p^irticuUrs, in fupport of ckim which have an im- 
'Ihcdiatc reference to the order^of n foinici cabinet, aic fnbmittcd to the 
confideration of Hi*» Majetty’s preftnt Mtniftci^; and it is humbly ic- 
quefted th Jt they will be pleafed to permit an appeal to their dccilio*^v; ^n 
the nieiits ot the cafe. 

Authentic information having ber*i received, in the month of Januaiy 
i*>8o, that the Spanifc powei m South America had b^cn leccntJy cn*- 
lingered by^alaimihg infurre< 5 lionb, Mi. Fidlaiton wms induced to li\ 

, ^before the Mit^ll^iaof chat period piopofeU for an expedition againii thole 
^ SpdnUli fectlements* 

The piopofals contained, not only an offer to laife the numbci of 
troopa lequired for the intended fervlec^ but alfo to equip vclh U fuf- 
0cient to oHivey them, and to provide means of vidlualUng and main- 
.taining them, ipon’ condition that Government would engage to pay 
a pertain '^monthly Him per man, agreeable to the r^tes that have com- 
m^tly been given in liniilai cafes. 

The puticulais of that propofal arc expreflcd in the annexed letter, 
Ji^mnber L whu.h was deliveted to Lord North on the a8th JanUi?iy 
1780. 

Hm Lokdflilp laid that letter before the Cabinet on the agth Januaiy, 
and next morning intoimed Mr. FuUarcont in perfon, that the plan 
^i-and propofal wcie approved of, and the teims agiced to by the Ca- 
' binet— He added, that it was lefolved to advance /*.30,ooo foi; tlic 
pUrpofe, and in the mode propofed ; but that it was not finally de- 
termined whether the money fhould ifluc from the Navy Boaid or 
from the Tieafur>, His Lordfliip, hov^ever, duelled that immediate 
ineafuics fliould be taken for raihng the tioops; and dcfircd that not 
. a moment might be loll in pioviding (tups, and in procuring floics 
and other articles ncceflaiy to ei|Uip them for the expedition.

As I authorized you in my laft letter to declare in my name cvciy 
thing that appeared to me matciial, with 1 elation to Mr. Fiillai ton’s bu- 
iinefs, I did not expert to have heard from you again upon the lame Tub- 
jc£l. 

Havings fincc I wiotc you, carefully le-confidered the inc^ttcr^^ 
can vcntuic with confidence to renew the .authonty I then gave you to 
declare, that a Iccret expedition was piojc^fcJ :n the manner fluted by 
Mr. Fuliartoii. 

That it was appioved by the Cabinet, That the npp.obation of the 
Cabinet was fignihcd to Mr. Fullarton; but that upon a material altc- 
lation having happened in the fituation of public afFaiis, the expedition 
was laid alidc, and Mi. I'ullarton, with his regiment, was employed 
upon another fervice. 

Although It is notfocafy tofpeak upon memory to a minute detail 
of fa^ls of fo old a date, 1 tan, however, add, that I believe Mr. I'lil- 
Jarton’s nariative is true. When the expedition was laid afidc, he cci- 
tainlv could not be re«imbinfed tor the films ht had advanced in the pie- 
parations. He will be able to eflahlidi the extent ot his lols by piopei 
\ouchcrs : and he feems to have a very equitable claim to rt-pa} menr.

Andhgnificd your Loid- 
lliips’diredlions to the Comptrollns of Arni> Atcounts, to take the lame 
into their confideiation, and uport then opinion theicupon. 

The Cotoptrolkia, not bciu'^ foiicitcd by Colonel Fullaiton to the 
conlidciMtion of this bulinck until the 3dol Octohci following, and being 
unable to cntei into the invcltigation ot his claims without fundiy pa- 
peib, which did not accompany the rnemoruvl, they, on the Sih of O* fo- 
btr, acquainted him that they vveic ready to piocecd ao loon as the 
vouchers w'ere furniflicd— and in this fituatioii the bulincfs idled till the 
3dot February lall, when Mi. Fullaiton, in a letter ot that d.itc, tianl- 
niitted fundiy papers in fupport of his claims, and ntrciwaids attended 
Ub peifonally on the fubjcct of them. 

JHaving taken into our confidci uion as well the pipcis lefciied from 
your Lordfiiips* Boaid, as thofe icceivcd from Mr .Full 11 ton * And hav- 
ing had fcvcral interviews with the mcmonalill, and uccived anlwcis to 
fundiy queries which wc found it ncceffary to make, together witli loine 
additional documents , and at length having before us what Mi. Fullarton 
informs us, “ completes all which it will ever be in hispowei to obtain,** 
Wc now report to youi I.ordflups on the whole matter, as follows . 

Ml, Fullaiton, in the incmoiial by which he has now brought forward 
thisbufinefs ; and alio in a mrmotial icfcned to thciein, which was ad- 
dre^d by him to His MajcltyS Cabinet Minifters in 1787 ; ftates, that 
a fecrct expedition being intended againft the Sp.iniAi fettJements in South 
Aineiica, a piopolition was, on 28th January 1780, made by him to 
His Majefty’b then Miniflers, by which Mr. Fullarton and his affociatts 
agreed to laife a coips of 1200 men, at then own expence, under cci tain 
conditions with regard to lankof oAicers and lubliflcnce of men — to con- 
vey this corps to fuch place as bov^'iiuncnt ffioulddiieiSt — tofuiiiifh cci- 
tam velfels — and to fupply ftoics, ordnance, and piovifion, except can- 
non, ioi their thiee laigeA Anps— upon condition of then iccciving 
30,0001. at certain ftiltcJ pciiods ; ancl upon fomc Aipulatcd regulations 
foi the payment of the feanien, and for the diftnbution of prize money, 
&c. — that this propofitioii was accepted by the Cabinet on 29th January 
1780 ; and ihat he received dnei^tions to piocecd m the execution ot it 
with all difpatch. Thai the condioons wcic perfoimed on his part by 
raifing the 98th regiment, and by pm chafing vcflels, (tores, &c. ; in the 
execution ol w'hich he incurred fumli'y expenccs, which, with intereft l

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niflicd, and the expedition being laid afidc, no part of tfie terms were 
fulfilled on the paic ot Government; and he aflurcs us, in his anfwcrs to 
our queries, that he has neither direftly oi indiie^fly cvei received anjr 
lum OI lunib of money towards the expenccs he incun ed, but has dii- 
buifcd the whole out of his private foitunc. 

In luppoitof thefe allegations, Mr. Fullaiton docs not produce Afty 
origin il documents, csiltingat the time thclc iranfa£lions ueiccariyin^ 
on, — A copy ot a paper, intituled, “ Propofition delivered to Loid North, 
on 28th Janiury 1780.”

By the original bill of Tile pioduced to us by Mr. Fullarton, it appears 
that on the 1 7th December 1 779 he purchafed, for the Turn of 1 1(51,, one 
twentieth lliareof the privatcei Golden Eagle ; and by a letter tiom Ro- 
bert Killick, the Commander at the time of the purchafe, dated 2i(t June 
1793, it appeals that fhc was taken by an American a few weeks after flic 
failed. Mi. Fullaiton flairs in his memorial of 1787, that he took a 
lhare in thispnvateci to induce the owners to engage in the uiidei taking ; 
.but that the fliip, on hci return to England for the purpofc, became a 
capture to the ciicni} 

in lefpcd tothi!i lofb, we fubmit to your Lordfbips our opinion, that 
theie is not lufiicient giound for admitting it as a claim againA the Pub- 
lic: For, although Mr. Fullarton ftates that he took a fbaie in this pri- 
vateci to induce the owncis to engage in the expedition, it appears by 
Captain Killick’s letter, that fhe was fitted out for a cruize after Mr. Ful- 
larton’b purchafe, and was taken a few weeks after fhe failed*. It might 
thcrdoic haved proved a lucrative fpeculation to Mr. Fullarton ; and as 
the Public in that cafe would have had no pretenfion to the gain, they 
ought not, as we conceive, to be burdened with the lofs. 

No. 6. — Demurrage on the Trimmers

. Kingdom of CORSICA. 

THE Reprrfentatives of the free independent Corficali nat 5 o»',^lavi^ 
fuljy aflembled in a greneial meeting, and fpecially authorifed toTorm 
the preCent Conilitutional aft, have unanimoully decreed, under favour 
oC the Supreme Being, in manner following : 

CHAPTER 1 . 

Of the natufe of the Conftitution^ and of its component po^'versm 

Article J. THE Conditut’ion of Corfica is Monarchial, according to 
the following fundamental laws. 

Alt. II- The Icgillativc power is veiled in the King, and in the Re-" 
prefentacives of the People, lawfully eleffed and convened. 

Alt. III. The Legiflatuic, compofed of the King, and of the Repic- 
fcntatives of the People, is denominated The Pailiamcnt . ThealTembly 
of the Reprefentatives of the People is named The Ploufc of Parliament; 
and the Reprcl'cntatives are flylcd Mcmbcis of the Pailiamcnt. 

CHAPTER ir. 

(f the numhei and ehSl*on of the Fat hamtnt^ and of its f inHtons, 

Article I. THE number of Members of the ParlianKiit is fixed at two 
fbrcach pievc (diftriri) accoiding to the divilion of the tcnitorv, which 
lliall be termed under the denomination ot pievi (d lliifts). The to a ns 
on the fca coafl, the population ot which lliall amount to thicc thoufanci 
Touts and upwauls, have the piivilegc ot two iMembcr to Pailia- 

ment. The Billiops, who difchaigc the duties ot tin 11 fees in Coilica, 
ihall b? Membcisot Parliament 

Art. H. l^he Members ot Pailiamcnt fliall be defied by c\ery Coi-

Alt. IX. The Vicc-Roy, 01, in cafe of illnefs, th.* Commiirioners ap- 
pointed by him for that purpolc, fliall, 111 pcilbn, open the lellioii, and 
dcclaie rheieafons for it*' convocation. 

Art. X. The Houfe of Parliament may adjoin n ufclf, and le-aflem* 
ble, duiing the fame ftflion. 

Alt. XI. The Houfe fliali decide upon the contcfl:d clc^lions of its 
Mcmbeis. 

Alt, XII. The Members of Pailiament flnll not be fubje£t to arreft 
or imprifonmcnt for debt, duimg the continuance of their being Repre- 
fcntatives. 

CHAPTER IV. 

On the Mode of Deliheration^ Freedom of D chafe ^ and nfernal Regulations 

of Pailiament^ 

Article I, AFTER the opening of Pailiainem by the Vice-Ray, or 
by his Qommiffioners, as is herein before mentioned, the Members pre- 
fent fliall Unite themfclvcs under the piefidency of a Deacon, whoinfll 
cUfi a provifional Secretary from amongft them ; they fliall proceed 
the nomination of a Prelidciit, and of one or two Sccretar'cs.

Alt. Vll. The foinib and proceduicsof cnaAing laws, and of deter- 
mining other matte**', in the Houfc, which may not be fixed by the pic- 
fcnt Conlhiution, fliall be regulated by the Huufe itfclf. 

Alt. VIII. The King’s I'anfition, 01 the rtlufiil of it, fball be an- 
nounced in perfoii by thw King’s Rcpiellntatnc in the Hoiife of Pailia- 
nL’iir, or by afpecial roramilfion, in cafe of fickncfb. 

Alt. IX, The foim of the faiafllon fliall bu, “ The King approves;”

Alt, X- No Member of Pailiament Hull be called to account, 01 pii- 
nifhed, by the King’s fervauts or by any other authoiity, lor the opini- 
ons rnaniteftcd or the doc^iines piofciTcd in the Houfe, except by autho- 
rity of the Houfe itfelf. 

Art, XL The Picfidcntof the Pailimicnt has the privilege of calling 
to order any of its Members, when he may think pioper. 

The Houfe mav cenfuic, aiicll, and imprifon any ol its own Mem- 
bers, during the Stiliou. 


CHAPTER V. 

Of r/v of the ExctuUvc Pmup/. 

Article J. THE Ki*vj fhall have his immediate Rcpiefentativc in 
Curiica, With thf title of Vict-Roy. 

Art. II. The Vice-Rov fliill have the power of fanftioning or refu-

^An twcury perfons, howcvci numerous the (ignatures may be to it, 
*Art. V. The Houfe of P.iiliament may addrefs the King to rccal Hjs 
Vice-Roy ; in fuch an event, th'* Houfe fhall addrefs His Majcfly in 
Privy Council aiieinblcd : The Vicc-Roy fhall be obliged to trahfmit^c 
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Addrefs to the KInp;, upon the rcquifidon of the Houfc, within the term 
of fifteen days* aftei Inch rcnuiiitioii, and the Houfc uay irtcli tranfmiC 
it to the King, even thiougli the channel ot a kputation ; but in every 
cafe the Houfc is bound to prelent to ihe Vicc-Koy, fificen days prcvi^ 
‘ foully to the departuic of the Addrew, a 1 opy <if the lame, and ot the pA^ 
ptlii^J’ch aie to accompany it. 

Art. VI, The King has the exclufivc rnc^'^lion of all military ar- 
range'nenrs, and is to ptovidc for the internal and exteinal fecuuty of 
the country. 

Art. VII. The King declares uar, and makes peace : HefhaM not be 
authoiized, howeter, in any event, noi on any :u count wh^nbever, to 
give up, alienate, or in any mannri picjudiLC the unity and indivilibility 
of Corfica and it» dependencies.

WILLIAM MYERS, Biigadier General of His Majefty’s forces in 
the Weft: Indies, maketh oath, and faith, That he commanded a de- 
tachment of the army under the command of Sii CHARLES GREY^ 
employed in the conqacll ot the ifland of Martinique, in the month$’ 
<rf Febtuary and March 1 794 ; and by that means became well acquainted 
with the condud of the planteis and piiiicipal inhabitants of the (kid, 
iflan!dl, end paiticulaily thofe leiident in the town of St. Pxcrre> and the 
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country adjacent.— And tins deponent fai then faith, That on the 6th day 
of February i794» Sii Charles Grey and Sir Joliii Jervis, as Con^maiidcrs 
in Chiei of His Mvi|cfty’s hnd and ft a foices, fent a fummons, addicl- 
fed‘ “ To the Mayor, Prclidcms of the municipalities, and Citizen* 
c( the town of St. Piciie, and the Commandant of the troops,” rci^ 
<]uiiin^ them to funendci upon th< terms oitcicd m the ProcJ^fht^vnSft 
ilfiicd by the faid Commr’idcis in Chief, dated ill Januaiy 1794.— i 
And this deponuu faitber lauh, He is infoimcd and bchci'cs, that the 
aide de-camp fent with the laid fummons to the town of St. Picrr? 
was nor admitted into the town , and that the Mayoi of the faid town 
jyave the watch-woid or fignal Jor rehftancc. — And this -deponent faith, 
That great refiftancc wns made to the Biiiifli forces uiall their attacks

Bur, on the contiaiy, ail ihc planters and other inhabitants, in dif- 
icicnt towns, village*;, and other parts of the ifland, thiough which 
this deponent and the troops under his command palled, made all the 
refinance in their power to His Majefty’s foiccs, and iuppoitcd the 
Ficnch foices, and affifted in manning and working the forts and bat- 
teries crc'^tcd for the defence of the faid ifland, — And this deponent larther 
iaith, That on the 8th day of Fcbiuaiy 1794, he, this deponent, and 
Colonel S r Charles Goidon, and Captain Rogers, with the detachment 
under their command, landed upon the faid liland, neai a place called 
I/i Jus ncirCas Pilocc, the enemy at the time filing 01 thcinfiom the

— And tins 
deponent iaithcr faith, Thit he hith been infoniicd, and believes, that 
the bay and haibour of Foit Royal had been opened to the niippingim* 
der the command of Sir John Jlivis by the captuie of l^^jcon Ifland: 
Sir Chailfs Grey, ’\\ith the foicos under his command, moved fortvard 
froniRiviere Salcc to the port of Hiumcainc, and j*3ined Lieutenant Gc- 
liBMr^efcott on the 14th day ol the faid innn'h of Februaiy 1794 ; and 
having, as this deponent believes, prcvioufly lOflccrted the attack of the 
town of St. Pieire with Mijor General Dundas, the faid jVLi|oi General 
matclied the fame evening on that ciitei prile, and took port .n Gros Mornc,

nent laitli, '1 hat the touii of St, rieric having been taken in the 
manner bcfoie ilatcil, and the inhabitants having rejected the fummons 
ofahe Commaiidt’is in C'jnof, inviting rhnn to accept the proteift on and 
terms oHcicd by tlic laid pioclamation of the ill Januaiy 1794, and hav- 
ing lelifbcl the Biuifli foixcs to the utmoll of their power, the captois 
Confideicd the piopMty found in the faid town as liable to confifcfttion ; 
but they confin»-d the lei/.urc cheicuf to the pioducc of the ifland only, 
and the inhibicanti weie left in the unconrroulcd poflTelfion anddifpofal of 
every othei ipccies of property . And that the inhabitants of the faid town 
did not, as i his deponent lielievos, conlidcr rhemfclvei as unjuftly or fevcrclv 
treatul, or as being depiived of their piopcrty in bieach of the terms of 
the laid pioci im ition, or of any othci tcjms 01 conditions to the benefit 
of 'wliicn they were entitled.
